A  Colledlon  of  all  the  Treaties  of  Peace, 
-^"^  Commerce,  and  Alliance,  between 
Great  Britain  and  Other  Powers,  from  the  Re- 
volution to  the  prefent  Time,  requires  no  Re- 
commendation. The  Utility  of  fuch  a  Work 
is  fufficiently  obvious  to  the  Gentleman,  and 
the  Politician.  To  the  Statefman  it  is  a  Code, 
or  Body  of  Law  j  fince  a  Colledtion  of  Trea- 
ties is  to  him  of  the  fame  ufe,  that  a  Collec- 
tion of  the  Statutes  is  to  a  Lawyer.  Two 
things  only  are  neceflary  in  both,  viz.  that 
they  {hould  be  complete  and  corred.  With 
regard  to  this  Work  it  can  be  truly  faid,  that 
jio  Pains  have  been  fpared  to  make  it  complete; 
and  it  is  prefumed,  from  the  care  that  has  been 
taken,  no  material  Omiilion  will  be  difcovered. 
One  or  two  fhort  Obfervations,  it  is  hoped, 
will  not  feem  improper.  A  Colled:ioa  of 
Treaties  was  publifhed  in  the  Year  1732  3  and  is 
now  very  fcarce.  The  Treaties  contained  in 
that  Work  are  not  only  very  irregularly  arrang- 
ed, but  upon  comparing  them  with  the  detach- 
ed Copies  publifhed  by  Authority,  were  found 

to 
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to  be  very  inaccurately  printed ;  and  fomcr 
Treaties  were  wholly  omitted.  The  Method 
purfued  in  this  Work  is  chronological.  And, 
in  order  to  make  it  as  corredt  as  poffible, 
whenever  the  Treaties  have  been  publifhed 
by  Authority,  thofe  Publications  only  have 
been  copied  ;  and  whenever  noTranllation  by 
Authority  has  appeared,  the  Original  is  infert- 
ed,  together  with  a  Tranllation. 
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TREATIES,     &c. 

Treaty  of  alliance,  [commonly  called  the  grand  alliance)  he-> 

tween  the  Emperor  and   the  States  General,  concluded  at 

Vienna,  May    12,   1689.     To  which  the  King  of  Great 

Britain  acceded,  December  9,  1689.     Together  with  the 

feparate  articles* 

WILLIAM  the  third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of 
Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  defender  of 
the  faith,  &c.  To  all  and  every  one  to  whom  thefe  prc- 
fents  fliall  come,  greeting.  Whereas,  a  certain  treaty  of 
friendfhip  and  ftri8;er  alliance  between  the  moft  ferene, 
moft  potent,  and  moft  invincible  prince  and  lord  Leopold, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  ele6l  Roman  emperor,  always  au- 
guft,  and  of  Germany,  Hungary,  Bohemia,  Dalmatia,  Cro- 
atia, Sclavonia,  &c.  king,  &c.  and  the  high  and  mighty 
lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  was 
made  and  concluded  at  Vienna,  the  12th  day  of  May  laft 
paft,  on  the  emperor's  part,  by  Leopold  William,  count 
of  Konigfegg,  vice-chancellor  of  the  empire,  &c.  and 
Theodore  Althete  Henry,  count  of  Stratman,  chancellor 
of  the  court,  his  Imperial  Majefty's  plenipotentiaries,  and 
counfellors  of  ftate  :  and  on  the  part  of  the  States  Gene- 
ral, by  Jacob  Hop,  counfellor  and  recorder  of  the  city  of 
Amfterdam,  and  deputy  for  "Holland  and.  Weft  Frieze- 
land,  in  the  affembly  of  the  States  General.  The  tenor 
of  which  treaty  is  as  follows. 

Be  it  known  and  declared,  that  although  the  treaty  con- 
cluded at  the  Hague  a  few  years  fince,  between  his  facred 
and  imperial  majefty,  and  the  high  and  mighty  lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  for  their  mutual 
defence,  does  yet  remain  in  its  full  vigour ;  neverthclefs, 
both  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  the  (aid  States  General, 
confidering  the  greatnefs  of  the  common  danger  which 
threatens  all  chriftendom  fince  the  laft  French  invafion,  and 
the  unconftant  faith  of  the  French  in  the  obfervance  of 
treaties,  have  judged  it  neceffary  to  ftrengthen  the  condi- 
tions of  the  aforefaid  treaty,  and  the  former  union,  with 
iiricler  and  firmer  ties :  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to  confider 
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of  more  efFedual  means,  as  well  for  reftoring  as  preferving 
•  the  public  peace  and  fafety  :  and  therefore  the  plenipoten- 
tiaries conftituted  to  that  purpofe  by  both  parties,  viz.  by 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  counfcllors  of  ftate,  Leopold  Wil- 
liam, count  of  Konigfegg,  vice-chancellor  of  the  empire, 
&c.  and  Theodore  Althete  Henry,  count  of  Stratman, 
chancellor  of  the  court;  and  by  the  States  General,  Ja- 
cob Hop,  counfellor  and  recorder  of  the  city  of  Amfter- 
dam,  and  deputy  for  Holland  and  Weft  Friezeland,  in 
the  affembly  of  the  States  General,  after  the  mutual  ex- 
change of  their  full  powers,  have  covenanted  and  agreed 
in  the  manner  following. 

I.  There  fhall  be  and  remain  for  ever  a  conftant,  perpe- 
tual, and  inviolable  friendfhip,  and  good  correfpondencc, 
between  his  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  States  General;  and 
each  of  them  ftiall  be  obliged  earneftly  to  promote  the 
other's  interefts,  and  as  much  as  in  them  lies,  to  prevent 
all  damages  and  inconveniences  to  them. 

II.  And  whereas  the  French  king  has  lately,  without  any 
lawful  caufe  or  pretext,  attacked  as  well  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty, as  the  States  General,  by  a  moft  grievous  and  moll 
unjuft  war,  there  ftiall  be  during  the  fame  not  only  a  de- 
fenfive,  but  alfo  an  off"enfive  alliance  between  the  con- 
tra6ling  parties,  by  virtue  whereof  they  ftiall  both  of  them 
aft  in  a  hoftile  manner,  with  all  their  forces,  by  fea  and 
land,  againft  the  faid  French  king,  andfuchofhis  allies, 
as  upon  exhortation  to  be'ufed  for  that  purpofe,  fhall  re- 
fufe  to  feparate  themfelves  from  him;  and  they  ftiall  alfo 
communicate  to  one  another,  their  advices  for  the  more 
ufefully  contriving  the  anions  of  the  war,  either  jointly  or 
feparately,  for  the  deftruftion  of  the  common  enemy. 

III.  It  ftiall  not  be  lawful  for  either  party  to  withdraw 
from  this  war  with  France,  or  to  enter  feparately  upon  any 
convention,  treaty  of  peace,  or  ccflation  of  arms  with 
France,  and  its  adherents,  upon  any  pretext  whatfoever, 
without  the  confent  and  concurrence  of  the  other  party. 

IV.  There  fliall  by  no  means  any  peace  be  concluded, 
before  the  peace  of  Weftphaha,  and  thofe  of  Ofnabrug, 
Munfter,  and  the  Pyrcncans,  have,  by  the  help  of  God, 
and  by  common  force,  been  vindicated;  and  that  all  things, 
both  in  church  and  ftate,  are  reftored  to  their  former  con- 
dition, according  to  the  tenor  of  the  fame.  V. 
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V.  In  cafe  any  negotiations  of  peace  or  truce  fliall,  by 
common  confent,  be  entered  into,  all  things  that  are  tranf- 
afted  fhall,  on  both  fides,  be  communicated  bonajide',  nor 
fliall  one  conclude  any  thing  without  the  confent  and  fatis- 
faftion  of  the  other. 

VI.  After  the  prefent  war,  by  common  confent,  fhall 
be  ended,  and  a  peace  concluded,  there  fhall  remain  be- 
tween his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fuccef* 
fors,  and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  a 
perpetual  defenfive  alliance  againll  the  often  mentioned 
crown  of  France,  and  its  adherents  ;  by  virtue  whereof, 
both  parties  fhall  ufe  their  utmoft  endeavours,  that  the 
peace  to  be  made  may  remain  firm  and  perpetual. 

VII.  But  if  it  fliould  happen,  that  the  crown  of  France 
fhould  again  attack  one  or  both  of  the  confederate  parties, 
contrary  to  the  faid  peace,  at  what  time  foever  this  fhall 
be  done,  they  fhall  be  obliged  faithfully  to  affill  each  other 
with  all  their  forces,  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  now,  both, 
by  fea  and  land,  and  to  repel  all  manner  of  hoflility  and 
violence  ;  and  not  to  dcfiil  till  all  tilings  are  brought  again 
into  their  former  fl^ate,  according  to  the  conditions  of  the 
aforefaid  peace,  and  that  fatisfaftion  be  given  to  the  party 
offended. 

VIII.  Further,  his  Imperial  Majefly,  and  the  States  Ge- 
neral, fhall  at  all  times,  and  by  all  means,  and  with  all  their 
forces,  proted  and  defend  all  the  rights  of  each  other,  a- 
gainft  the  crown  of  Fiance  and  its  adherents ;  nor  fhall 
they  themfelves  do  any  prejudice  to  each  other  in  their  faid 
rights. 

IX.  If  there  are  any  controverfics  between  the  contra6t- 
ing  parties,  on  occafion  of  the  limits  of  their  domiinions, 
or  that  any  fuch  fhould  arife  hereafter,  they  fhall  be  ac- 
commodated and  compofed  in  a  friendly  manner,  either 
by  acommifhon,  or  miniflers  deputed  by  both  fides,  with- 
out making  ufe  of  any  manner  of  force ;  and,  in  the  mean 
time,  nothiniT  fhall  be  innovated  therein. 

X.  There  fhall  be  invited  into  the  fociety  of  this  pre- 
fent treaty,  by  his  Imperial  majeffy,  the  crown  of  Spain, 
and,  by  the  States  General,  the  crown  of  England;  and 
there  fhall  be  likewife  admitted  into  the  fam.e,  all  the  aUies 
and  confederates  of  either  party^,  who  fhall  think  fit  to  en- 
er  into  the  fame.  B  2  XL 
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XI.  This  treaty  fliall  be  ratified  by  both  fides,  within 
the  fpaCe  of  four  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  it  may  be. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  and  for  a  greater  confirmation  of 
the  credit  and  fincerity  hereof,  there  are  two  inlhuments 
of  the  fame  tenor  made,  and  figned  and  fealed  by  the  ple- 
nipotentiaries of  both  parties,  and  reciprocally  exchanged. 
Done  at  Vienna  the  12th  of  May,  1689.

Whereas  the  high  and  mighty  lords,  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces,  have  lent  to  us  their  ambalfadors 
extraordinary,  copies  of  the  alliance  lately  concluded  with 
his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty,  to  the  end  that  we  fhould, 
in  their  name,  invite  the  king  of  Great  Britain  to  enter 
into  this  alliance  ;  we  the  underwritten  ambafTadors  ex- 
traordinary do  declare,  that  thefe  are  true  and  accurate 
copies  of  thofe  that  were  fent  us :  for  the  confirmation 
whereof,  we  have  made  this  declaration  4-°-  Septcinber, 
1689.

And  whereas  the  States  General  have,  by  their  ambaf- 
fadors  extraordinary,  invited  us,  by  virtue  of  the  tenth  ar- 
ticle, to  enter  into  the  alliance  of  the  aforefaid  treaty  ;  wc 
who  defire  nothing  more  than  to  lay  hold  of  all  thofe  means 
which  are  neceflary  and  moil  ufeful  for  reftoring  and  pre- 
ferving  the  publick  peace  and  quiet,  do  the  more  readily 
come  into  the  fame;,  that  we  may  give  this  proof  of  our 
fmcere  affe6lion  and  friendfnip  for  his  Imperial  Majelly, 
and  the  faid  States  General,  Know  ye  therefore,  that  we 
having  perufed,  and  maturely  coniidered  the  faid  treaty, 
have  accepted,  approved,  and  ratified,  as  we  do  by  thele 
prefents,  for  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceiTors,  accept,  approve, 
and  ratify  the  fame,  together  with  all  and  every  article 
thereof;  engaging,  and  upon  the  word  of  a  king  promifing, 
that  we  will  religioufly  and  inviolably  obferve  and  perform 
the  faid  treaty,  without  violating  it  in  any  article,  or  fuf- 
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fering  it,  to  the  utmoft  of  our  power,  to  be  violated.  Pro- 
vided always,  that  his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty ,  and  the 
faid  States  General,  do  admit  us  into  the  faid  treaty,  and 
give  and  deliver  to  us  the  neceflary  inftruments  refpeOiive- 
ly  drawn  up  in  the  beft  manner.  In  further  witnefs  and 
teftimony  whereof,  we  have  caufed  our  great  feal  of  Eng- 
land to  be  affixed  to  thefe  prefents.  Signed  with  our  hand. 
Given  at  our  court  at  Hampton-court,  the  9th  day  of  De- 
cember, in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  as  above,  1689,  and  of 
our  reign  the  firft.

Separate  Articles. 

RANGE  having  openly  declared,  in  feveral  places 
and  courts,  that  notwithftanding  the  moft  folemn  re- 
nunciation, they  ftill  pretend  by  force  of  arms  to  alfert, 
for  the  Dauphin,  the  fucceffion  of  the  Spanilh  monarchy, 
in  cafe  his  GatholicL  Majelly  fhould  die  without  lawful  iffue^ 
and  publickly  aiming  to  make  the  faid  Dauphin  king  of  the 
Romans  :  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  ma- 
turely confidering  what  a  blow  either  of  thefe  pretenfions 
would  give  to  their  ftate,  and  what  prejudice  it  would  bring 
to  the  pubhck  affairs  and  quiet,  do  promife  by  thefe  fepa- 
rate  articles,  which  are  as  valid  as  if  they  had  been  infert- 
ed  word  for  word  in  the  principal  treaty ;  firft.  That  in 
cafe  the  prefent  king  of  Spain  fhould  die  without  lawful  if- 
fue  (which  God  forbid)  they  will,  with  all  their  forces,  affift. 
his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty,  or  his  heirs,  in  taking  the  fuc- 
ceffion of  the  Spanifli  monarchy,  lawfully  belonging  to  that 
houfe,  together  with  its  kingdoms,  provinces,  dominions 
and  rights,  and  in  their  obtaining  and  fecuring  the  quiet 
pofteffion  thereof  againft  the  French  and  their  adherents, 
M'ho  ffiall  direftly  or  indireftly  oppofe  this  fucceffion  ;  and 
with  force  repulfe  the  force  they  bring  againft  them. 

They  will  likewife  ufe  all  friendly  offices  and  endeavours 
with  the  princes  eleftors  of  the  Empire,  their  confede- 
rates, that  the  moft  ferene  Jofeph,  king  of  Hungary,  his 
Imperial  Majefty 's  eldeft  fon,  may  be  fpeedily  choferi 
king  of  the  Romans:  and  if  France  ffiould  by  threats  or 
arms  hinder,  oppofe,  or  any  way  difturb  this  eledion,  they 
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will,  in  oppofition  thereto,  aflift  his  Sacred  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  with  their  utmoll  force. 

The  crown  of  England  fliall  be  likewife  invited  to  enter 
into  the  agreement  of  thefe  articles,  made  at  Vienna  the 
12th  of  May,  1689.     Signed,

A  Convention  made  between  the  commijjioners  f/ William  III. 
King  o/^England,  and  the  ambajfadors  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, concluded  at  London,  Auguft  ~|-,  1689,  concern" 
ing  the  prohibition  of  commerce  with  France. 

FOrafmuch  as  that  the  Moll  Chriftian  King  hath  de- 
clared war  againfl  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  the  other  allies  of  the 
king  of  Great  Britain  ;  and  his  majefty  having  put  forth 
his  declaration  of  war  againft  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King, 
it  behoves  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid  lords 
the  States  General,  to  do  as  much  damage  as  pofTibly  they 
can  to  the  common  enemy,  in  order  to  bring  him  to  agree 
to  a  juft  and  equitable  peace,  and  to  comply  with  fuch  con- 
ditions, 
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ditions,  as  may  reftore  the  tranquility  and  repofe  of  Chri" 
ftendom :  and  as  it  is  neceflary  for  this  end,  that  they 
Ihould  make  ufe  of  all  their  forces,  and  more  pardcularly 
order  matters  fo,  as  ef^eftually  to  interrupt  and  break  off 
all  trade  and  commerce  with  the  Moft  Chriftian  King's 
fubjeds,  that  the  faid  king  and  his  fubje6ts  may  be  debarred 
of  all  manner  of  fupplies  for  the  ufe  of  the  war,  which  other- 
wife  may,  by  the  continuance  of  it,  become  very  injurious, 
and  be  the  caufe  of  the  effufiion  of  much  chriftian  blood  ; 
and  that  his  faid  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Brhain,  and  the 
faid  lords  the  States  General,  the  better  to  attain  that  end, 
have  ordered  their  fleets  to  fail  towards  the  coaft  of  France, 
and  to  block  up  all  the  ports,  havens  and  roads,  belonging 
to  the  Moft  Chriftian  King. 

I.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded,  between  his  majefty  the 
king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States  General, 
that  neither  the  king,  nor  the  States  fubje6i:s,  fliall  be  al- 
lowed, either  with  their  own  fliips,  or  thofe  of  any  other 
kingdom,  country  or  territory,  to  traffic,  or  have  any 
commerce  with  the  fubjefts  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  in 
any  manner  whatfoever;  neither  fliall  they  import  into  the 
havens  or  countries  of  the  faid  king,  or  the  faid  States  Ge- 
neral, nor  into  any  other  countries,  any  merchandizes  or 
wares,  the  produce  of  the  dominions  and  territories  under 
his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty's  obedience;  no,  nor  to  carry 
into  the  faid  countries  and  territories,  any  merchandizes  or 
wares  whatfoever,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  faid 
merchandizes  and  wares,  as  alfo  theveftels  employed  in  the 
carrying  of  them. 

II.  And  as  feveral  kings,  princes  and  ftates  in  Europe, 
are  already  engaged  in  a  war  againft  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King,  and  that  they  have  already  prohibited,  or  will  in  a 
fhort  time  prohibit  all  commerce  with  France :  it  is  agreed 
between  his  faid  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid 
lords  the  States  General,  that  if,  during  the  courfe  of  this 
war,  the  fubj efts  of  any  other  king,  prince  or  ftate,  fhall 
undertake  to  traffic,  or  have  any  commerce  with  the  fub- 
jefts  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King;  or  if  their  veftels  or  ftiip- 
ping  are  met  with,  in  their  pafTage  to  the  ports,  havens  or 
roads^  under  the  obedience  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King ; 
the  faid  veftels,  ftiipping,  merchandizes  or  wares,  fliall,  in 
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tiie  cafe  abovementioned,  be  attacked  and  taken  by  the 
captains  of  men  of  war,  privateers,  or  other  fubjefts  of 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States  Gene- 
ral, and  fhall  before  proper  judges  be  condemned  for 
lawful  prize. 

III.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the  faid  king  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  faid  lords  the  States,  fliall,  as  foon 
as  poffible,  notify  this  treaty  and  convention  to  all  the 
kings,  princes  and  ftates  of  Europe,  that  are  not  in  war 
againft  France;  and  that  the  faid  kings,  princes  and  ftates, 
fliall  at  the  fame  time  be  informed,  that  if  the  fliips  or  vef- 
fels  of  their  fubjefts  are  found,  before  this  notification  is 
given,  at  fea,  making  their  way  for  the  ports,  havens  or 
roads,  under  the  obedience  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King, 
they  fhall  be  obliged,  by  the  Ihips  ©f  the  king  of  Great 
Britain,  and  of  the  lords  the  States,  forthwith  to  turn  back: 
and  if  the  fhips  or  veflels  appertaining  to  thofe  kings,  prin- 
ces and  ftates,  or  to  their  fubjefts,  fliall  be  met  with  fail- 
ing from  the  faid  ports,  laden  with  the  merchandizes  or 
commodities  of  France,  the  faid  fliips  or  veflels  fliall  be 
obliged  to  fail  back  to  the  faid  ports,  and  there  to  leave 
the  faid  goods  and  merchandizes,  upon  pain  of  forfeiture  ; 
and  in  cafe  the  fliips  or  veflels  of  thofe  kings,  princes  and 
fl;ates,  or  of  their  fubjefts,  fliall,  after  the  faid  notificati- 
on, be  found  at  fea,  and  failing  towards  the  pons,  havens, 
or  roads,  under  the  obedience  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King, 
or  from  the  ports  of  the  faid  king,  they  fliall  be  fcized  and 
forfeited,  together  with  their  cargo,  and  be  reputed  good 
prize.  And  as  to  the  princes  and  allies  who  are  already  at 
war  with  France,  it  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded.,  that  no- 
tification fliall  be  given  them  as  foon  as  is  beforcmention- 
ed,  and  that  they  fliall  be  defircd,  at  the  fame  time,  jto 
concur  with  fuch  methods  as  are  fo  conducive  to  the  com- 
mon intereft,  and  give  and  execute  fuch  orders  as  tend 
to  the  fame  end.  The  prefent  treaty  fliall  be  ratified  by 
his  majefty,  and  the  lords  the  Stales  General,  and  the  ra- 
tification fliall  be  exchanged  within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks, 
unlefs  a  treaty  of  an  offeiifive  and  dcfenfive  alliance  fliall 
be  concluded  and  figned  between  His  Majcfiy,  and  the 
faid  States  General,  before  the  expiration  of  that  term; 
in  which  cafe,  this  prcfcnt  treaty  Ihall  be  confirmed  and 

com- 
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comprized  therein.  In  the  mean  time  it  is  agreed  and  con- 
cluded, that  all  and  every  the  articles  of  this  treaty,  Ihall 
be  executed  on  both  fides,  punctually  and  fincerely,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  if  the  ratifications  were  exchanged.

Secret    Article. 

IT  has  been  agreed  by  and  on  both  fides,  that  notifica- 
tion Ihall  forthwith  be  given,  of  all  the  contents  of  this 
treaty,  not  only  to  the  minifters  of  the  kings,  princes  and 
potentates  concerned,  that  fliall  be  refident  at  His  Majefty  s 
court,  and  with  the  States  General,  but  alfo  to  thofe  who 
are  at  the  courts  of  foreign  kings,  princes  and  ftates  re- 
fpeftively  :  and  moreover  it  has  been  agreed,  that  in  cafe 
either  the  one  or  the  other  party  fliall  be  incommoded  or 
molefted  by  reafon  of  the  execution  of  this  prefent  treaty, 
or  any  article  thereof,  his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  the 
high  and  mighty  lords  the  States,  do  promife  and  oblige 
themfelves  to  be  guarantee  for  and  to  one  another  upon 
that  account. 


Treaty  offriendjhip  and  alliance  between  William  III.  King 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States  General  oj  the 
United  Provinces,  in  Auguft,  i68g. 

THERE  ftiall,  for  the  future,  be  a  fincere,  firm,  and 
perpetual  friendftiip,  and  good  correfpondence,  as 
well  by  fea  and  land,  every  where  and  in  all  places,  as  well 
without  as  within  Europe,  between  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  his  fucceflbrs,  kings  of  Great  Britain,  and  their 
kingdoms  on  the  one  part,  and  the  lords  the  States  Gene- 
ral of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries,  toge- 
ther with  their  dominions,  provinces,  and  fubjecls,  reci- 
procally, on  the  other  part.  And 
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And  to  the  end  that  this  friendfhip  and  good  correfpon- 
dence  nnay  be  the  better  confirmed,  and  all  difficulties  re- 
moved, which  may  happen  between  both  parties,  under 
what  pretence  foever  they  may  be ;  it  is  agreed  between 
the  faid  king  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  faid  lords  the 
States  General,  that  all  the  treaties  of  peace,  friendfhip,  al- 
liance, confederation,  commerce  and  marine,  hereafter 
named  and  fpecified,  fhall  be  approved  and  confirmed, 
both  on  the  one  and  the  other  part,  viz.  the  treaty  of  peace 
and  confederacy  concluded  at  Breda,  July  ^,   1667. 

The  treaties  of  navigation  and  commerce,  concluded  at 
the  fame  time  and  place. 

The  treaty  of  peace  and  friendfhip,  concluded  at  Wefl- 
minfter,  February  -j\,  iS/^-. 

The  marine  treaty  concluded  at  London  the  10th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1679,  "^'^^  ^  declaration  explaining  divers  articles 
of  the  faid  marine  treaty,  February  17,  i66|-,  concluded  at 
the  Hague,  December  ^,  1675. 

An  article  for  preventing  and  compofing  any  difputes 
which  may  arife  between  the  Eaft  India  companies  of  Eng- 
land and  Holland,  concluded  at  London,  March  ^-V  1674-. 

Thedefenfiveleagueconcludcd  at  London.  March3.i67|-. 

Treaty  of  concert  between  the  fleets  of  England  and 
Holland,  concluded  April  29,  i68g. 

Treaty  for  prohibiting  any  commerce  with  France,  con- 
cluded Auguft  44,  1689. 

All  the  faid  treaties,  and  all  and  every  article  contained 
in  them,  are  cffeQually  approved  and  confirmed  by  this 
prefent  treaty,  and  fhall  remain  in  their  original  force  and 
vigour,  as  if  they  had  beeninferted  here  word  for  word,  fo 
far  as  they  do  not  contradict  or  derogate  from  one  ano- 
ther, or  this  prefent  treaty ;  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the 
points  and  matters  liipulated  by  a  newer  treaty,  fliall  be 
fulfilled  in  the  proper  time,  without  regard  had  to  an 
older  treaty  :  moreover,  there  fliall  be  between  His  Ma- 
jeRy  and  his  fucccfibrs.  and  the  lords  the  States  General, 
their  fubjeBs  and  inhabitants  reciprocally,  a  flricl  alliance 
and  finccre  confcderacv.  in  order  to  the  mutual  fupport 
and  prelervation  of  each  other  iji  tranquility,  peace,  friend- 
fhip and  neutrality,  by  fca  and  land,  and  for  the  main- 
raining  of  each  other  in  the  poflbffion  of  all  the  rights,  fran- 
chifes  and  hbcrticSj  they  do  or  have  a  right  to  enjoy,  or 
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fuch  as  they  fliaH  acquire,  or  fhall  be  acquired  for  tliem, 
by  the  treaties  of  peace,  friendfliip  and  neutrahty,  ^vhich 
heretofore  have  been  made,  or  fhall  be  made  for  the  fu- 
ture, conjointly  and  in  concert  with  other  kings,  republicks 
and  cities ;  the  whole  however  to  be  confined  within  the 
boundaries  of  Europe  only.  And  they  do  promife  and 
oblige  themfelves,  not  only  to  be  reciprocally  guarantees 
of  all  the  treaties  which  His  Majefty,  or  his  predeceflbrs, 
and  the  faid  lords  the  States  General,  have  already  made 
with  other  kings,  republicks,  princes  and  ftates,  which  (hall 
be  produced  on  the  one  and  the  other  part,  before  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratification,  but  alfo  of  all  thofe  which  they 
may  make  for  the  future,  in  mutual  concert,  and  by  com- 
mon confent ;  and  alfo  to  defend  the  faid  treaties,  and  to 
affift  and  continually  preferve  each  other  in  the  poffeffion 
of  the  territories,  cities,  and  places  that  now  do,  or  here- 
after fhall  belong,  as  well  to  His  Majefty  and  fucceffors, 
the  kings  of  Great  Britain,  as  to  the  lords  the  States  Ge- 
neral, in  what  part  foever  thofe  territories,  cities  and  pla- 
ces are  fituated,  in  cafe  His  Majefty  and  the  faid  States 
General  fliall,  in  any  cafe,  as  aforefaid,  happen  to  be  mo- 
lefted  or  attacked  by  any  hoftile  aft,  or  an  open  war,  be  it 
under  what  pretence  foever  it  will;  upon  which  occafion 
they  fhall  regulate  themfelves  on  both  fides,  according  to 
v/hat  is  ftipulatedin  the  forementioned  treaty  concluded  on 
the  third  of  March,  167-^. 

And  as  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid 
lords  the  States,  are  at  this  time  engaged  in  a  war  againft 
France,  and  that  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States, 
do  find  they  are  under  a  mutual  obligation  of  aiding  and 
defending  one  another,  as  alfo  of  reciprocally  maintaining 
their  countries  and  fubj efts  in  their  poffefTions,  immunities 
and  liberties,  and  likewife  navigation  and  commerce,  and 
all  other  rights  whatfoever,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  to- 
wards and  againft  all  kings,  princes  and  ftates,  and  par- 
ticularly againft  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King;  and  to  the 
end  they  may  the  better  attain  to  a  juft  and  honourable 
peace,  by  which  the  repofe  and  tranquility  of  Europe  may 
be  eftablifhed,  it  is  agreed  bet\Y-een  the  faid  king  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  faid  lords  tli^' States,  that  neither  of  the 
faid  allies  fhall  make  any  fufpenfion  of  arms,  truce  or  peace, 
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with  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King,  nor  with  any  other  king, 
prince  or  ftate,  by  whom  either  the  one  or  the  other  of  the 
alhes  fhall  be  molefted  or  attacked,  conjoindy,  or  by  com- 
mon confent.  And  as  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  faid  States  General,  have  ah^eady  agreed  on  a  treaty 
by  which  they  are,  for  this  year,  to  aft  in  concert  with 
their  forces,  againft  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King,  it  is  a- 
greed  and  concluded,  that  they  fliall  forthwith  concert 
other  articles  and  ftipulations,  concerning  the  number, 
and  employing  of  their  troops  and  men  of  war  in  fuch  a 
manner,  as  fhall  be  thought  moft  proper  for  them  to  aft 
with  the  greateft  fuccefs  againft  the  common  enemy. 

Moreover,  it  is  agreed  between  the  faid  King  and  the 
faid  States,  that  if  after  the  peace  which  fliall  conjointly, 
and  by  common  confent,  be  made  with  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King,  as  before  ftipulated;  and  that  after  that,  either  one 
or  the  other  party  comes  to  be  attacked  again  by  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King,  in  that  cafe  the  treaty  of  alliance  and 
guarantee,  concluded  at  Weftminfter  on  the  3d  of  March, 
167I-,  between  England  and  the  faid  lords  the  States,  and 
which  is  alfo  approved  and  confirmed  by  this  prefent  treaty, 
fhall  then  fubfift  in  the  full  extent  of  it,  and  be  executed 
in  all  its  points  and  articles,  as  if  the  fame  or  the  like  treaty 
had  been  made  anew,  or  fmce  the  conclufion  of  the  peace 
with  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  but  with  this  variation  only, 
that  if  the  war  happens  according  to  the  cafe  mentioned  in 
the  article  of  this  treaty,  neither  of  the  faid  allies  ftiall  agree 
to  any  ceflation  of  arms  with  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King, 
or  any  other  affailant;  but  conjointly,  and  by  common 
confent,  all  kings,  princes,  and  ftates,  who  have  a  mind  to 
it,  fliall  be  comprehended  in  this  treaty,  before  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratification,  or  fix  months  after,  with  the 
common  confent  of  the  faid  King  and  States. 

The  prefent  treaty  fliall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  the 
faid  King  and  the  faid  States  General,  and  the  radfication 
ihall  be  exchanged  on  both  fides,  in  due  and  proper  form, 
within  the  term, of  fix  weeks,  or  fooncr,  if  it  can  be  done: 
in  witnefs  whereof,  we  die  ambaffadors,  &c.  by  virtue  of 
our  rcfpcBive  powers,  have  figned  thcfe  prcfents,  and  put 
to  our  fcals,  at  Whitehall,  in  Augull,  1689, 
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Articles  of  peace  between  the  moji  ferene  and  mighty  prince 
William  III.  king  o/"  Great  Britain,  and  the  moji  Jerent 
and  mighty  prince  Lewis  XIV.  the  moji  chrijiian  king^ 
concluded  in  the  royal  palace  at  Ryfwicke,  the  —  day  of 
September,  1697.  Reprinted  from  the  copy  printed  by- 
command  of  their  excellencies  the  lords  juftices. 

I.  'THHAT  there  be  an  univerfal  perpetual  peace,  and  a 
JL  true  and  fmcere  fdendfliip,  between  the  moft  fe- 
rene and  mighty  prince  Vvilliam  III.  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  moft  ferene  and  mighty  prince  Lewis  XIV. 
the  moft  chriftian  king,  their  heirs  and  fucceifors,  and  be- 
tween the  kingdoms,  ftates  and  fubjecls  of  both;  and  that 
the  fame  be  fo  fincerely  and  inviolably  obferved  and  kept, 
that  the  one  fliall  promote  the  intereft,  honour,  and  ad- 
vantage of  the  other,  and  that  on  both  fides  a  faithful  neigh- 
bourhood, and  true  obfervation  of  peace  and  friendftiip, 
may  daily  flourilh  and  increafe. 

II.  That  all  enmities,  hoftilities,  difcords  and  wars,  be- 
tween the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Moft  Chri- 
ftian King,  and  their  fubjecls,  ceale  and  be  aboliftied,  fo 
that  on  both  fides  they  forbear  and  abftain  hereafter  from 
all  plundering,  depredation,  harm-doing,  injuries  and  in- 
feftation  whatfoever,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea,  and  on 
frefti  waters,  every  where  ;  and  efpecially  throughout  all 
the  kingdoms,  territories,  dominions  and  places,  belonging 
to  each  other,  of  what  condition  foever  they  be. 

III.  That  all  offences,  injuries,  damages,  which  the  faid 
king  of  Great  Britain  and  his  fubjefts,  or  the  faid  Moft 
Chriftian  King  and  his  fubjefts,  have  fuffered  from  each 
other  during  this  war,  fiiall  be  forgotten;  fo  that  neither, 
on  account  of  them,  or  for  any  other  caufe  or  pretence, 
neither  party,  or  the  fubje61s  of  either,  fliall  hereafter  do, 
caufe,  or  fuffer  to  be  done,  any  hoftility,  enmity,  molefta- 
tion  or  hindrance  to  the  other,  by  himfelfor  others,  fe- 
cretly  or  openly,  direBly  or  indiredly,  by  colour  of  rightj 
or  way  of  faO;. 

IV.  And  fince  the  Moft.  Chriftian  King  was  never  more 
defirous  of  any  thing,  than  that  the  peace  be  firm  and  invi- 
olable, the  faid  king  promifes  and  agrees  for  himfelf  and 
his  fuccefibrsj  that  he  will  on  no  account  whatfoever  di- 
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fturb  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  free  pofTeflion 
of  the  kingdoms,  countries,  lands  or  dominions,  which 
he  now  enjoys,  and  therefore  engages  his  honour,  upon 
the  faith  and  word  of  a  king,  that  he  will  not  give  or  afford 
any  afliftance,  direftly  or  indireftly,  to  any  enemy  or  ene- 
mies of  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain;  and  that  he  will  in 
no  manner  whatfoever,  favour  the  confpiracies  or  plots 
which  any  rebels,  or  ill  difpofed  perfons,  may  in  any  place 
excite  or  contrive  againft  the  faid  king  ;  and  for  that  end 
promifes  and  engages,  that  he  will  not  affift  with  arras, 
lliips,  ammunition,  provifions,  or  money,  or  in  any  other 
way,  by  fea  or  land,  any  perfon  or  perfons,  who  fhall  here- 
after, under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  difturb  or  moleft  the 
faid  king  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  free  and  full  pollcffion  of 
his  kingdoms,  countries,  lands  and  dominions.  The  king 
of  Great  Britain  likewife,  promifes  and  engages  for  himfelf 
and  fucceflbrs,  kings  of  Great  Britain,  that  he  will  inviolably 
do  and  perform  the  fame  towards  the  faid  Moft  Chrillian 
King,  his  kingdoms,  countries,  lands  and  dominions. 

V.  That  there  be  a  free  ule  of  navigation  and  commerce 
between  the  fubjefts  of  both  the  laid  kings,  as  was  former- 
ly in  the  time  of  peace,  and  before  the  declaration  of  the 
late  war,  fo  that  every  one  of  them  may  freely  come  into 
the  kingdoms,  marts,  ports  and  rivers  of  either  of  the  faid 
kings,  with  their  merchandizes,  and  may  there  continue 
and  trade  without  any  moleftation,  and  Ihall  ufe  and  en- 
joy all  liberties,  immunities  and  privileges  granted  by  fo- 
lemn  treaties,  and  ancient  cuftom. 

VI.  That  the  ordinary  adminiftration  of  judicc  fliall  be 
rcftored  and  fet  open,  throughout  the  kingdoms  and  domi- 
nions of  both  kings,  ib  that  it  fhall  be  free  for  all  the  fub- 
je6ls  of  cither,  to  claim  and  obtain  their  rights,  pretenfions 
and  a6tions,  according  to  the  laws,  conftitutions  and  fta- 
tutes,  of  each  kingdom. 

VII.  The  Mofl  Chriflian  King  fhall  reftore  to  the  faid 
king  of  Great  Britain,  all  countries,  iflands,  forts  and  co- 
lonies, wherefocver  fituated,  which  the  Englifli  did  poflefs 
before  the  declaration  of  this  prefent  war.  And  in  like 
manner  the  king  of  Great  Britain  fhall  reftore  to  the  Moll 
Chriftian  King,  all  countries,  iflands,  forts  and  colonics, 
wherefocver  fituated,  which  the  French  did  poffefs  before 
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the  faid  declaration  of  war.  And  this  reftitutlon  fhall  ht 
made  on  both  fides,  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done.  And  to  that  end,  immediatel};^ 
after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  each  of  the  faid  kings 
ftiall  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered  to  the  other,  or  to 
commiffioners  authorized  in  his  name  for  that  purpofe,  ail 
aQs  of  conceffion,  inftruments,  and  neceffary  orders,  duly 
made,  and  in  proper  form  ;  fo  that  they  may  have  their 
eflPea. 

VIII.  Commiffioners  fhall  be  tippointed  on  both  fides, 
to  examine  and  determine  the  rights  and  pretcnfions  which 
either  of  the  faid  kings  hath  to  the  places  fituated  in  Hud- 
fon's-bay  ;  but  the  poffefiion  of  thofe  places  which  were  ta- 
ken by  the  French,  during  the  peace  that  preceded  this 
prefent  war,  and  were  retaken  by  the  Englifh  during  this 
war,  fhall  be  left  to  the  French,  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing 
article.  The  capitulation  made  by  the  Englifh  on  the  fifth 
of  September,  1696,  fliall  be  obferved,  according  to  its 
form  and  tenor;  the  merchandizes  therein  mentioned  fliall 
be  reftored ;  the  governor  of  the  fort  taken  there  fliall  be 
fet  at  liberty,  if  it  be  not  already  done ;  the  differences  a- 
rifen  concerning  the  execution  of  the  faid  capitulation,  and 
the  value  of  the  goods  there  loft,  fhall  be  adjudged  and  de- 
termined by  the  faid  commiflioners  ;  who,  immediately  af- 
ter the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fhall  be  invefted 
with  fufficient  authority  for  fettling  the  limits  and  confines 
of  the  lands  to  be  reftored  on  either  fide,  by  virtue  of  the 
foregoing  article,  and  likewile  for  exchanging  of  lands,  as;, 
may  conduce  to  the  mutual  interell  and  advantage  of  both 
kings. 

And  to  this  end  the  commiffioners,  fo  appointed,  fhall, 
within  the  fpace  of  three  months  from  the  time  of  the  rati- 
fication of  the  prefent  treaty,  meet  in  the  city  of  London, 
and  within  fix  months,  to  be  reckoned  from  their  firft  meet- 
ing, fhall  determine  all  differences  and  difputes  which  may 
arife  concerning  this  matter ;  after  which,  the  articles  the 
faid  commiffioners  fliall  agree  to,  fhall  be  ratified  by  both 
kings,  and  fhall  have  the  fame  force  and  vigour,  as  if  they 
were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  prefent  treaty. 

IX.  All  letters,  as  well  of  reprifal  as  of  marque  and 
counter-marque,  which  hitherto  have   for  any  caufe  been 
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granted  on  either  fide,  fliall  be,  and  remain  null  and  void ; 
nor  fhall  any  the  like  letters  be  hereafter  granted,  by  either 
of  the  faid  kings,  againft  the  fubjefts  of  the  other,  unlefs  it 
be  firft  made  manifeft,  that  right  hath  been  denied;  and  it 
fhall  not  be  taken  for  a  denial  of  right,  unlefs  the  petition 
oftheperfon,  who  dcfires  letters  of  reprifal  to  be  granted 
to  him,  be  firft  fhewn  to  the  minifter,  refiding  there  on  the 
part  of  the  king,  againft  whofe  fubjeftsthofe  letters  are  de- 
fired;  thatMdthin  the  fpace  of  four  months,  or  fooner,  he 
may  inquire  into  the  contrary,  or  procure  that  fatisfaftion 
be  made  with  all  fpeed  from  the  party  offending,  to  the 
complainant.  But  if  the  king,  againft  whofe  fubjec^ls  re- 
prifals  are  demanded,  have  no  minifter  refiding  there,  let- 
ters of  reprifal  fiiall  not  be  granted,  till  after  the  fpace  of 
four  months,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  on  which  his 
petition  was  made  and  prefented  to  the  king,  againft  whofe 
fubjefts  reprifals  are  defired,  or  to  his  privy  council. 

X.  For  cutting  off  all  matter  of  difpute  and  contention, 
which  may  arife  concerning  the  reftitution  of  ftiips,  mer- 
chandizes, and  other  moveable  goods,  M'hich  either  party 
may  complain  to  be  taken  and  detained  from  the  other, 
in  countries,  and  on  coafts  far  diftant,  after  the  peace  is 
concluded,  and  before  it  be  notified  there  ;  all  fliips,  mer- 
chandizes, and  other  moveable  goods,  which  fliall  be  taken 
by  either  fide,  after  the  figning  and  publication  of  the  pre- 
fent. treaty,  within  the  fpace  of  twelve  days  in  the  Britifli 
and  North  feas,  as  far  as  the  cape  St.  Vincent ;  within  the 
fpace  often  weeks  beyond  the  faid  cape,  and  on  this  fide  of 
the  equinoBial  line  or  equator,  as  well  in  the  ocean  and 
Mediterranean  fea,  as  elfewhere  ;  laftly,  within  the  fpace 
of  fix  months  beyond  the  faid  line  throughout  the  whole 
world,  ftiall  belong  and  remain  unto  the  poffelTors.  without 
any  exception,  or  further  diftiriftion  of  time  or  place,  or 
any  confideration  to  be  had  of  reftitution  orcompenfation. 

XI.  But  if  it  happens  through  inadvertency  or  impru- 
dence, or  any  other  caufe  whatever,  that  any  fubjefcl  of 
cither  of  the  faid  two  kings,  fliall  door  commit  any  thing 
by  land  or  fea,  or  on  frclh  water,  any  where,  contrary  to 
the  prcfent  treaty,  or  that  any  particular  article  tliereof  is 
not  fulfilled  ;  this  peace  and  good  correlpondcncc  between 
the  faid  two  kings,  fliall  not.  on  that  account,  be  inter- 
rupted 
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rupted  or  infringed,  but  fhall  remain  in  its  former  force, 
jlrength  and  vigour,  and  the  faid  fubjeft  only  fhall  anfwer 
for  his  own  fa6t,  and  undergo  the  punilhment  to  be  inflift- 
ed,  according  to  the  cuftom  and  law  of  nations. 

XII.  But  if  (which  God  forbid)  the  differences  now 
compofed  between  the  faid  kings,  Ihould  at  any  time  be  re- 
newed, and  break  out  into  open  war,  the  fhips,  merchan- 
dizes, and  all  kind  of  moveable  goods  of  either  party, 
which  Ihall  be  found  to  be  and  remain  in  the  ports  and  do- 
minions of  the  adverfe  party,  fhall  not  be  confifcated  or 
brought  under  any  inconveniency,  but  the  whole  fpace  of 
fix  months  fhall  be  allowed  to  the  fubjedsof  both  of  the  faid 
kings,  that  they  may  carry  away  and  tranfport  the  aforefaid 
goods,  and  any  thing  elfe  that  is  theirs,  whither  they  fhall 
think  fit,  without  any  moleftation. 

XIII.  For  what  concerns  the  principality  of  Orange, 
and  other  lands  and  dominions  belonging  to  the  faid  king 
of  Great  Britain,  the  feparate  article  of  the  treaty  of  Ni- 
meguen,  concluded  between  the  Mod  Chriflian  King  and 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  the  j  oth  day 
of  Auguft,  1678,  Hiall,  according  to  its  form  and  tenor, 
have  full  effeft,  and  all  things  that  have  been  innovated 
and  altered,  fhall  be  reftored  as  they  were  before.  All 
decrees,  edifts,  and  other  aQs,  of  what  kind  foever  they 
be,  without  exception,  which  are  in  any  manner  contrary 
to  the  faid  treaty,  or  were  made  after  the  conclufion  there- 
of, fhall  be  held  to  be  null  and  void,  without  any  revival 
or  confequence  for  the  future  :  and  all  things  fhall  be  re- 
ftored to  the  faid  king,  in  the  fame  ftate,  and  in  the  fame 
manner,  as  he  held  and  enjoyed  them  before  he  was  dif- 
poffe {fed  thereof  in  the  time  of  the  war,  which  was  ended 
by  the  faid  treaty  of  Nimeguen,  or  which  he  ought  to  have 
held  and  enjoyed  at^cording  to  the  faid  treaty.  And  that 
an  end  may  be  put  to  all  trouble,  diflPerences,  procefTes 
and  queftions,  which  may  arife  concerning  the  fame,  both 
the  faid  kings  will  name  commiffioners,  who,  with  full  and 
fummary  power,  may  compofe  and  fettle  all  thefe  matters. 
And  forafmuch  as  by  the  authority  of  the  Mofl:  Chriftian 
King,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  was  hindered  from  enjoy- 
ing the  revenues,  rights  and  profits,  as  well  of  his  principa- 
lity of  Orange,  as  of  other  his  dominionsj  which  after  the 
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corxdiifion  of  the  treaty  of  Niraeguen,  until  the  declara- 
tion of  the  prefeiit  war.  v.ere  under  the  power  of  the  faid 
Moft  ChrifLian  King,  the  faid  Moil  Chriftian  King  will 
reflore.  and  caufe  to  be  reftored  in  reality,  with  efFe£l, 
and  with  the  intereft  due,  all  thofe  revenues,  rights  and 
profit-,  according  to  the  declarations  and  verifications  that: 
Ijiall  be  made  before  the  faid  commiflioncrs, 

XIV.  The  treaty  of  peace  concluded  between  the  Moll 
Chrillian  King,  and  the  late  Eleftor  of  Brandenburg,  at 
St.  Germains  in  Laye,  the  29th  of  June,  1679,  ^'''^^^  ^e  re- 
ftored in  all  its  articles,  and  remain  in  its  former  vigour  be- 
tween his  facred  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his  ele6loral 
highnefs  of  Brandenburg. 

XV.  Whereas  it  wilf  greatly  conduce  to  the  public  tran- 
qijility  that  the  treaty  be  obferved,  which  was  concluded 
between  his  lacred  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his  royal 
highnefs  of  Savoy,  on  the  9th  of  Auguft,  1696,  it  is  agreed, 
that  the  faid  treaty  fhall  be  confirmed  by  this  article. 

XVI.  Under  this  prefent  treaty  of  peace,  ftiall  be  com- 
prehended thofe  vvho  fliall  be  named  by  either  party,  with 
common  confent,  before  the  exchange  of  ratifications,  or 
within  fix  months  after.  But,  in  the  mean  time,  the  moft 
ferene  and  mighty  prince  William,  king  of  Great  Britain, 
and  tlie  moft  ferene  and  mighty  prince  Lewis,  the  moft 
chriftian  king,  gratefully  acknowledging  the  ftncere  offices, 
and  indefatigable  endeavours,  which  have  been  employed 
by  the  moft  ferene  an.d  mighty  prince  Charles,  king  of  Swe- 
den, by  the  interpofition  of  his  mediation,  in  bringing  this 
happy  work  of  the  peace,  with  the  divine  affiftance,  to  the 
defired  conclufion;  and  to  fiicw  the  like  affc8ion  to  him, 
it  is  by  confent  of  all  parties  ftipulated  and  agreed,  that  his 
faid  facred  royal  majefty  of  Sweden,  fliall,  with  all  his  king- 
doms, countries,  provinces  and  rights,  be  included  in  this 
treaty,  and  comprehended  in  the  beft  manner,  in  the  pre- 
fent pacification. 

XVII.  Laftly,  the  folcmn  ratifications  of  this  prefent  a- 
greementand  alliance,  made  in  due  form,  fhall  be  delivered 
on  both  fides,  and  mutually  and  duly  exchanged  at  the 
roval  palace  of  Ryfwicke,  in  the  province  of  Holland,  with- 
in'the  Ipace  of  three  weeks,  to  be  reckoned  from  die  day 
<jf  the  lubfcription,  or  Iboucrj  if  it  may  be. 

In 
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In  tellimony  of  all  and  every  the  things  before  men- 
tioned, and  for  their  greater  force,  and  to  give  them  all  the 
vigour  and  full  authority  they  ought  to  have,  the  under- 
written am.bafiadors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries, 
together  v/ith  the  illullrious  and  raoft  excellent  the  extraor- 
dinary ambalTador  mediator,  have  figned  and  fealed  the 
prefentinftrument  of  peace.     Done,  &c. 

Signed  by  the  Englifli  and  French  amhajfadors,  and  by 
the  meddator. 

Separate   Article. 

BEfides  all  that  is  concluded  and  ftipulated  by  the  treaty 
of  peace  figned  this  prefent  day,  the  20th  of  Septem- 
ber, it  is  moreover  agreed,  by  the  prefent  feparate  article, 
which  fhall  have  the  fame  force  and  effeft,  as  if  it  was  in- 
ferted  word  for  word  in  the  faid  treaty ;  That  the  Moft  Chri- 
ftian  King  fliall  covenant  and  agree,  and  by  the  prefent  ar- 
ticle he  does  covenant  and  agree,  that  it  fhall  be  free  for 
the  Emperor  and  the  Empire,  until  the  ill  day  of  No- 
vember next,  to  accept  the  conditions  of  peace  lately  pro- 
pofed  by  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  according  to  the  decla- 
ration made  on  the  ift  day  of  this  prefent  month,  unlefs,  in 
the  mean  time,  it  fliall  be  otherwife  agreed  between  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  and  the  Empire,  and  his  Moft  Chriftian 
Majefty.  And  in  cafe  his  Imperial  Majefty  does  not,  with- 
in the  time  prefixed,  accept  thofe  conditions,  or  that  it  be 
not  otherwife  agreed  between  his  Imperial  Majefty  and, 
the  Empire,  and  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  the  faid  treaty 
ihall  have  its  full  effeO;,  and  be  duly  put  in  execution  ac- 
cording to  its  form  and  tenor  ;  and  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  for 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  directly  or  indireftly,  on  any 
account  or  caufe  whatfoever,  to  atl  contrary  to  the  faid 
treaty. 

Treaty  betivecn  England,  France  and  Holland,  co^nmon^y 
called,  the  firft  treaty  of  partition,  concluded  Auguft  19, 
1698. 

I.  *"  i  ^HE  peace  re-eftablifiied  by  the  treaty  of  Ryfwicke, 
JL     between  the  moft  ferene  and.  moft  mighty  prince 
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Lewis  XIV.  the  moft  chriftian  king  of  France  and  Navarre, 
the  moft  ferene  and  moft  mighty  prince  WilHam  III.  king 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs, 
their  kingdoms,  ftates  and  fubjecls,  fliall  be  firm  and  laft- 
ing ;  and  their  majefties,  and  the  faid  States  General,  fhall 
reciprocally  do  every  thing  that  may  contribute  to  the  be- 
nefit and  advantage  one  of  the  other. 

II.  As  the  chief  aim  which  his  faid  Moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jelty,  and  his  faid  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid 
States  General,  do  propofe  to  themfelves,  is  the  maintain- 
ing the  general  tranquility  of  Europe  ;  they  have  not  been 
able  to  lee,  without  grief,  how  the  king  of  Spain's  ftate  of 
health  is  of  late  become  fo  languiftiing,  that  there  is  all  the 
reafon  in  the  world  to  fear,  that  that  prince  cannot  have 
long  to  live.  Now,  although  they  are  not  able  to  turn 
their  thoughts  towards  that  event  without  affliftion,  becaufe 
of  the  true  and  fincere  friendftiip  they  have  for  him;  yet 
they  have  judged  it  to  be  much  the  more  necefl'ary  to  look 
forward  upon  the  fame,  becaufe  his  Catholick  Majefty  ha- 
ving no  iflue,  the  fucceflion  coming  to  fall,  would  infallibly 
occalion  a  new  war,  if  the  Moft  Chriftian  King  Ihould  main- 
tain his  pretenfions,  or  thofe  of  the  Dauphin,  to  the  whole 
fucceflion  of  Spain;  if  the  Emperor  ftiould  likewife  fup- 
port  his  pretenfions,  thofe  of  the  king  of  the  Romans,  the 
archduke,  his  fecond  fon,  or  the  other  children;  and  the 
cleftor  of  Bavaria  thofe  of  the  prince  eleftoral,  his  cldefl 
fon,  to  the  faid  fucceflion. 

III.  And  whereas  die  two  kings,  and  die  States  General, 
defire,  above  all  things,  the  prefervation  of  the  public  quiet, 
and  the  avoiding  a  new  war  in  Europe,  by  accommodating 
the  difputes  and  differences  that  might  arife  on  account  of 
the  faid  fucceflion,  or  by  reafon  of  the  umbrage  from  too 
many  dominions  being  united  under  one  prince;  they  have 
thought  good  to  take  beforehand,  the  neceffary  mcafurcs 
for  preventing  the  calamities  which  the  faid  accident  of 
the  death  of  the  Catholick  King,  without  iflhe,  might 
produce. 

IV'  Therefore  it  hath  been  ftipulated  and  agreed,  that 
the  faid  cafe  happening,  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  as  well 
in  his  own  name  as  that  of  the  Dauphin,  his  children,  male 
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and  female,  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  born  and  to  be  born,  as 
likewife  the  faid  Dauphin  for  himfelf,  his  children,  male  and 
female,  heirs  and  fucceffors,  born  and  to  be  born,  Ihall 
hold  themfelves  fatisfied,  as  they  do  by  thefe  prefents  hold 
themfelves  fatisfied,  that  the  faid  Dauphin  have  for  his  Ihare, 
in  full  propriety,  plenary  poffeffion,  and  extinftion  of  all 
his  pretenlions  to  the  fucceffion  of  Spain,  to  have  and  en- 
joy the  fame  to  him,  V\\s  heirs  and  fucceffors,  born  and  to 
be  born,  for  ever,  without  being  ever  molefted  on  any  pre- 
tence whatfoever,  of  rights  or  claims,  direftly  or  indireft- 
ly,  even  by  ceffion,  appeal,  revolt,  or  otherwife,  on  the 
part  of  the  Emperor,  the  king  of  the  Romans,  the  arch- 
duke Charles  his  fecond  fon,  his  other  children,  male  or 
female,  and  defcendants,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  born 
and  to  be  born ;  or  in  like  manner,  on  the  part  of  the  elec- 
tor of  Bavaria,  in  the  name  of  the  prince  eleftoral  of  Ba- 
varia, his  eldeft  fon,  or  of  the  prince  electoral,  their  iffue, 
defcendants,  heirs  and  fucceffors,  born  and  to  be  born; 
the  kingdoms  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  the  places  at  prefent 
depending  on  the  monarchy  of  Spain,  fituated  on  the  coad 
of  Tufcany  ;  or  the  adjacent  iflands  comprehended  under 
the  name  of  Sanfto  Stephano,  Porto  Hercole,  Orbitello, 
Telamone,  Portolongo,  Piombino,  in  the  fame  manner 
likewife  as  the  Spaniards  do  now  hold  them  ;  the  town  and 
marquifate  of  Final,  in  the  fame  manner  likewife  as  the 
Spaniards  hold  thenr;  the  province  of  Guipufcoa,  parti- 
cularly the  towns  of  Fontarabia  and  St.  Sebaffian,  fituated 
in  that  province,  and  efpecially  the  port  of  Paffage,  with 
this  reftri£lion  only,  that  if  there  be  any  places  depending 
on  the  faid  province,  which  fliall  be  found  to  lie  beyond 
the  Pyrenees,  or  the  other  mountains  of  Navarre,  Alava, 
or  Bifcay,  on  the  fide  of  Spain,  they  fliall  remain  to  Spain  ; 
and  in  like  manner,  if  there  be  any  places  depending  on 
the  provinces  fubjeft  to  Spain,  but  lying  on  this  fide  the 
Pyrenees,  or  other  mountains  of  Navarre,  Alava  or  Bif- 
cay, on  the  fide  of  the  province  of  Guipufcoa,  they  fliall 
remain  to  France  ;  and  the  paflages  of  the  faid  mountains, 
and  the  faid  mountains,  that  fliall  lie  between  the  faid  pro- 
vince of  Guipufcoa,  Navarre,  Alava  and  Bifcay,  to  whom- 
foever  they  belong,  they  fliall  be  fliared  between  France 
and  Spain,  in  fuch  manner,  as  that  there  fliall  remain  as 
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much  of  the  faid  palTages  and  mountains  to  France  on  her. 
fide,  as  there  fliall  remain  to  Spain  on  hers  ;  the  whole, 
with  the  fortifications,  warhke  ammunition,  powder,  bul- 
lets, cannon,  gallies,  galley-flaves,  which  fhall  be  found 
to  appertain  to  the  king  of  Spain,  at  the  time  of  his  deceafe 
without  iiTue,  and  to  be  annexed  to  the  kingdoms,  places, 
iflands  and  provinces,  which  are  to  compoie  the  fliare  of 
the  Dauphin  :  it  being  to  be  underftood,  that  the  gallies, 
galley-flaves,  and  other  effects  appertaining  to  the  king  of 
Spain,  by  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  and  other  dominions 
which  fall  to  the  fhare  of  the  prince  ele£loral  of  Bavaria, 
fiiall  remain  to  him;  thofe  which  belong  to  the  kingdoms 
of  Naples  and  Sicily,  being  to  go  to  the  Dauphin,  as  above- 
faid.  In  confideration  of  which  kingdoms,  iflands,  pro- 
vinces and  places,  the  faid  Moil  Chriftian  King,  as  well 
in  his  own  name,  as  in  that  of  the  Dauphin,  his  children, 
male  or  female,  heirs  and  fuccefTcrs,  born  and  to  be  born; 
as  likewife  the  faid  Dauphin,  for  himfelf,  his  childrea,  male 
or  female,  heirs  and  fucceffbrs,  born  and  to  be  born  (who 
has  alio  given  his  full  power  to  thatpurpofe  to  the  count  de 
Tallard)  do  promiie  and  engage  to  renounce,  at  the  time 
of  the  faid  fucceffion,  as  in  that  cafe  they  do  at  this  tin:ie, 
by  thefe  prefents,  renounce  all  their  rights  and  pretenhons 
to  the  faid  crown  of  Spain,  and  to  other  kingdoms,  iflands, 
flates,  countries,  and  places  now  dependingthereon  ;  and 
that  they  will  caufe  folemn  a6ls  of  the  whole  matter  to  be 
cifp-atchcd  in  the  (Irongefi  and  beft  form  that  can  be,  which 
fiiall  be  '''-1'^"  >':^d  at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  this 
treaty. 

y.  The  crown  of  Spain,  and  the  other  kingdoms,  iflands, 
ff  ates,  countries  and  places,  which  at  prcfent  depend  there- 
on, fnall  be  given  and  afligned  to  the  prince,  cldefi:  fon 
to  the  cieftor  of  Bavaria,  except  what  has  been  declared 
iii  the  foregoing  article,  to  make  up  the  fhare  of  the  Dau- 
phin) in  full  propriety  and  plenary  pofiefiion  for  his  fliarc, 
and  in  extinBion  of  all  his  pretenfions  to  the  (aid  fucceffion 
of  ;'pain,  to  enjoy  the  fame  to  him,  his  heirs  and  fiiccef- 
fors,  born  and  to  be  born,  for  ever;  lb  as  that  he  fhall  ne- 
ver be  molefled';  on  any  pretence  wliatfocvcr,  of  rights,  or 
cla'm.s  dh-e81y  orindircdly,  cither  by  ccffion,  appeal,  re- 
volt; or  oihcrwifc,  on  the  part  of  the  Moll  Chriilian  King, 
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the  faid  Dauphin,  or  his  iffje  male  or  female,  and  defcen- 
dants,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors,  born  and  to  be  born  ;  nor 
on  the  part  of  the  Emperor,  the  king  of  the  Romans,  the 
archduke  Charles  his  fecond  fon,  his  other  children,  male 
or  female,  and  defcendants,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors,  born 
and  to  be  born.  In  confideration  of  which  crown  of 
Spain,  and  the  other  kingdoms'  iflands,  Hates,  countries, 
and  places  depending  thereon,  the  elector  of  Bavaria,  as 
well  in  the  quality  of  father,  and  lawful  tutor,  and  admini- 
ftrator  to  the  electoral  prince  his  eldeft  fon,  as  in  the  name 
of  the  faid  eleftoral  prince,  and  in  that  of  their  children, 
heirs  and  fuccelTors,  born  and  to  be  born  ;  as  likewife  the 
faid  ele6loral  prince  of  Bavaria,  as  foon  as  he  fiiall  come  of 
age,  for  his  own  felf,  his  children,  heirs  and  fucceflors, 
born  and  to  be  born,  fhall  hold  themfelves  fatisfied,  that 
the  faid  electoral  prince  have  for  his  ftiare,  the  ceflGion 
made  above  in  this  article  :  and  the  faid  ele6lor  of  Bava- 
ria, as  well  in  the  quality  of  father,  and  lawful  tutor,  and 
adminiftrator'to  the  eletloral  prince  his  elded  fon,  as  in 
the  name  of  the  faid  prince,  in  that  of  his  children,  heirs 
and  fucceflors,  born  and  to  be  born,  fliall  renounce,  at 
the  time  of  the  death  of  his  Catholick  Majefty,  and  the 
faid  electoral  prince,  as  fjon  as  he  fliall  come  to  age,  all 
rights  and  pretenfions  to  the  portion  afligned  to  the  Dau- 
phin, and  to  that  which  is  to  be  afligned  to  the  archduke 
Charles,  by  the  following  articles.  And  they  fliall  caufe 
folemn  a6ts  of  the  whole  matter  to  be  difpatched  in  the 
ftrongeft  and  beft  form  that  can  be ;  to  wit,  the  eleftor 
of  Bavaria,  in  the  quality  abovefaid,  at  the  time  of  the 
deceafe  of  his  Catholick  Majefty  without  ifllie,  and  the  faid 
elecloral  prince,  as  foon  as  he  fhall  come  to  age. 

VI.  The  dutchy  of  Milan  fliall  always  be  excepted  out 
of  the  faid  ceflions  and  afiignations,  which  the  two  kin^rs, 
and  the  States  General,  have  agreed  fliall  be  given  to  the 
archduke  Charles  of  Auftria,  fecond  fon  to  the  mofl;  ferene 
and  mofl;  mighty  prince  Leopold,  elefted  eiriperor  of  the 
Romans,  for  his  fliare,  and  in  extinftion  of  all  the  preten- 
fions and  rights  which  the  faid  emperor,  the  king  of  the 
Romans,  the  archduke  Charles  his  fecond  fon,  all  his  other 
children,  male  and  female,  and  defcendants,  his  ilicce(I"a-s 
9nd  heirs,  born  and  to  be  born,  might  have  to  the  faid 
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fucceffion  of  Spain ;  which  faid  archduke  fliall  have,  in 
full  propriety  and  plenary  pofTeffion,  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Milan,  to  him,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  born  and  to  be 
born,  to  enjoy  the  fame  Hkewife  for  ever,  without  being 
at  any  time  moleftcd,  on  any  pretence  whatfoever,  of  rights 
or  claims,  diredly  or  indiredly,  on  the  part  of  the  Mod 
Chrifti?n  King,  the  faid  Dauphin,  or  the  princes  his  chil- 
dren and  defcendants,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  born  and 
to  be  born  ;  or  in  like  manner  on  the  part  of  the  eleftor 
of  Bavaria,  in  the  name  of  the  electoral  prince,  his  eldeft 
fon,  or  of  the  faid  eleftoral  prince,  their  children,  defcen- 
dants, heirs  and  fucceffors,  born  and  to  be  born. 

VII.  In  confideration  of  which  dutchy  of  Milan,  the 
Emperor  alfo,  as  well  in  his  own  name  as  in  that  of  the 
king  of  the  Romans,  the  archduke  Charles  his  fecond  fon, 
his  children,  male  and  female,  their  children,  heirs  and 
fucceffors,  born  and  to  be  born  ;  as  likewife  the  king  of 
the  Romans,  and  the  archduke  Charles,  as  foon  as  he 
fhall  come  to  age  for  himfelf,  their  children,  heirs  and 
fucceflbrs,  born  and  to  be  born,  fhall  hold  them felvesfa- 
tisfied,  that  the  archduke  Charles  have,  in  extinftion  of 
all  their  pretenfions  to  the  fucceffion  of  Spain,  the  ceffion 
of  the  dutchy  of  Milan,  made  as  abovefaid  ;  and  the  faid 
Emperor,  as  well  in  his  own  name  as  in  that  of  the  king  of 
the  Romans,  the  archduke  Charles  his  fecond  fon,  his 
children,  male  and  female,  and  theirs,  their  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceffors ;  as  likewife  the  faid  king  of  the  Romans  in  his  own 
name,  fhall  renounce,  at  the  time  of  the  deceafe  of  his 
Catholick  Majefly,  and  the  archduke  Charles,  as  foon  as 
he  fhall  come  to  age,  all  other  fights  and  pretenfions  to 
the  faid  crown  of  Spain,  and  to  the  other  kingdoms,  iflands,' 
ftates,  countries,  and  places  depending  thereon,  which 
compofe  the  fliares  and  portions  above  affigned  to  the  Dau- 
phin, and  the  eleftoral  prince  of  Bavaria.  And  they  flinll 
caufe  folemn  aBs  of  this  whole  matter,  to  be  difpatchcd  in 
the  flrongefl  and  befl  form  that  can  be;  to  wit.  the  Empc- 
tor  and  the  king  of  the  Romans,  at  the  time  of  the  deceafe 
of  his  Catholick  Majefly  without  iiTue,  and  the  archduke 
Charles,  as  foon  as  he  fhall  come  to  age. 

VIII.  Thisprefent  treaty  fhall  be  communicated  to  the 
Emperor,  and  tlie  eledor  of  Bavaria,  by  the  king  of  Great 
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Britain,  and  tlie  States  General,  immediately  after  the  fign- 
ing  and  exchange  of  the  ratifications  ;  and  his  Imperial 
Majefty,  the  king  of  the  Romans,  and  the  faid  Eleftor, 
Ihall  be  invited  to  approve  thereof,  at  the  time  of  the  de- 
ceafe  of  his  Catholick  Majefty  without  iflue;  and  the  arch- 
duke Charles,  as  likewife  the  elefloral  prince  of  Bavaria, 
as  foon  as  they  fhall  come  of  age. 

IX.  But  if  the  Emperor,  the  king  of  the  Romans,  or 
the  eleftor  of  Bavaria,  refufe  to  enter  therein,  the  two 
kings,  and  the  States  General,  fhall  hinder  the  prince,  fon, 
or  brother  of  him  that  refufes,  from  entering  into  pofTef- 
fion  of  that  which  fhall  be  affigned  him,  and  his  portion 
fhall  remain  as  it  were  in  fequeftration  in  the  hands  of  the 
viceroys,  governors,  and  other  regents,  'who  govern  on 
the  part  of  the  king  of  Spain,  who  fhall  not  Idiffeife  them- 
felves  thereof,  but  with  the  confent  of  the  two  kings  and 
the  States  General,  till  fuch  time  as  he  fhall  have  agreed 
to  the  faid  partition,  and  this  treaty  ;  and  in  cafe  that,  not- 
withftanding,  he  Ihould  endeavour  to  take  poffefTion  of  his 
portion,  or  of  that  which  fhall  be  affigned  to  others,  the 
faid  two  kings,  and  the  States  General,  as  likewife  thofe 
that  fhall  be  contented  with  their  fiiare  by  virtue  of  this  a- 
greement,  ihall  hinder  him  with  all  their  might. 

X.  The  king  of  Spain  coming  to  die  without  ilfue,  and 
the  abovefaid  cafe  by  that  means  happening,  the  two  kings, 
and  the  States  General,  do  oblige  themfelves  to  leave  the 
whole  fucceffion  in  the  condition  it  fhall  then  be,  without 
feizing  thereof  in  the  whole,  or  in  part,  dire6lly  or  indi- 
re£lly;  but  each  prince  fhall  and  may  forthwith,  put  him- 
felf  in  poffeffion  of  what  is  affigned  him  for  his  fhare,  as 
foon  as  he  fhall,  on  his  part,  have  complied  with  the  5th, 
6th,  7th,  and  9th  articles  preceding:  and  if  there  be  any 
difficulty  therein,  the  two  kings,  and  the  States  General, 
fliall  ufe  all  pofTible  endeavours,  to  the  end  that  each  one 
may  be  put  into  pofTcfTion  of  his  portion,  according  to  this 
agreement,  and  tliatthe  fame  may  have  its  full  effe8: ;  en- 
gaging to  give,  by  fea  and  by  land,  the  fuccours  and  aids 
of  men  and  fhips  as  are  neceffary  to  compel,  by  force, 
thofe  that  fhall  oppofe  the  execution  thereof. 

'  XL  If  the  faid  kings,  and  the  States  General,  or  any  of 
^hem,  are  attacked,  by  whomfoever  it  may  be,  on  account 
''  of 
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of  this  agreement,  or  the  executing  thereof,  they  fhall  mu- 
tually affift  each  other  with  all  their  power ;  and  they  (hall 
make  themfelves  guarantees  of  the  punftual  execution 
of  the  faid  agreement,  and  the  renunciations  made  purfu- 
ant  thereto. 

XII.  All  kings,  princes  and  ftates,  fliall  be  admitted  in- 
to the  prefent  treaty,  that  defire  to  enter  therein  ;  and  the 
faid  two  kings,  and  the  States  General,  and  each  of  them 
jn  particular,  fiiall  be  permitted  to  requefl  and  invite  all 
whom  they  fliall  think  fit  to  requefl:  and  invite,  who  fliall 
in  hke  manner  be  guarantees  of  the  execution  of  this 
treaty,  and  of  the  validity  of  the  renunciations  therein  con- 
tained. 

XIII.  And  for  the  further  fecuring  of  the  quiet  of  Eu- 
rope, the  faid  kings,  princes  and  ftates,  fliall  not  only  be 
giiarantecs  of  the  faid  execution  of  the  prefent  treaty,  and 
of  the  vahdity  of  the  faid  renunciations  as  abovemention- 
ed,  but  if  any  one  of  the  princes,  in  favour  of  whom  the 
faid  partidon  is  made,  fliould  hereafter  endeavour  to  di- 
iturb  the  order  fettled  by  this  treaty,  make  new  attempts 
(Contrary  thereto,  and  fo  aggrandize  himfelf  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  others,  under  any  pretext  whatfoever.  the  fame 
guaranty  of  the  treaty  fliall  be  judged  to  extend  even  to 
that  cafe,  in  fach  manner  as  the  kings,  princes  and  ftates, 
who  undertake  the  fame,  fliall  be  obliged  to  employ  their 
forces  in  oppoflng  the  faid  attempts,  and  maintaining  all 
things  in  the  condidon  agreed  on  by  the  faid  articles. 

XIV.  If  any  prince  whatfoever  oppofe  the  taking  pof- 
feflion  of  the  fliares  agreed  on,  the  faid  two  kings,  and  the 
'States  General,  fl.iall  be  obhgcd  to  aflifl;  one  another  a- 
gainft  fuch  oppofition,  and  to  hinder  the  fame  with  all  their 
power;  and  it  fliall  be  agreed,  imniediatcly  after  the  fign- 
ing  of  this  prefent  treaty,  in  what  proportion  each  is  to 
contribute,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land. 

XV.  The  prelcnt  treaty  fliall  be  ratified  and  approved 
by  the  faid  two  kings,  and  the  States  General  ;  and  the  let- 
ters of  ratification  fliall  be  exchanged  within  the  Ipacc  of 
three  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  poffiblc,  to  be.  computed  from 
the  day  of  the  figning.

.     rate  articles.     Hague,  January  44?  A.  D.  1700. 

I.  nr^  HE  treaty  of  alhance  concluded  on  the  -j^  of  May, 
X  1698,  fhall  remain  in  force,  and  be  confirmed  by 
virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  it  was 
inferted  herein  verbatim. 

II.  In  like  manner,  all  the  alliances  concluded,  as  well 
between  the  kings  aforefaid,  as  between  either  of  them  and 
the  faid  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Nether- 
lands, ftiall  remain  entire  and  in  force,  every  one  accord- 
ing to  the  term  fixed  for  its  duration. 

J 1 1.  And  thefe  alliances  fliall  take  place,  not  only  in 
the  cafes  therein  concluded  and  determ.ined,  but  alfo  par- 
ticularly, if  it  fhould  happen  that  one  or  more  of  the  con- 
federates, and  contrafting  parties,  be  invaded  by  reafon 
of  this  alhance,  under  any  colour  or  pretence  whatlbever. 

ly.  And  therefore  the  contracting  pov/ers  abovemen- 
tioned,  do  bind  themfelves  to  the  reciprocal  guaranty  of 
their  kingdoms,  ftates,  provinces,  jurifdiftions,  and  terri- 
tories in  Europe;  and  promife  to  defend  one. another  in 
the  beft  manner,  againil  all  attacks,  infults,  and  oppref- 
fions  of  the  enemy  whatfoever;  fo  that,  as  foonas  any  one 
of  the  confederates  is  molefted,  the  other  two  fhall  haften 
to  his  defence,  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  treaty 
already  entered  into  with  him,  and  to  the  (lipulations  of 
the  prefent  league :  and  if  the  fuccours  promifed  by  thefe 
treaties  be  not  fufficient,  all  the  necelTary  forces  that  can 
'  *      '  be 
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be  raifed,  fhall  be  employed  in  the  defence  of  him  who 
Ihall  be  injured,  and  for  procuring  him  due  fatisfa6lion. 

V.  And  becaufe  the  abovementioned  confederates  are 
of  opinion,  that  the  fecurity  of  their  kingdoms,  ftatcs,  pro- 
vinces, jurifdiftions  and  territories,  depends,  in  a  great 
meafure,  on  the  prefervation  of  a  general  peace  among 
the  chriftian  princes ;  and  forafmuch  as  it  highly  concerns 
them,  that  their  kingdoms,  ftates  and  provinces,  be  not 
difturbed  in  a  tra8:  of  time,  by  oppreflions  and  attacks  from 
any  other  powers,  and  that  they  be  not  involved  with  them 
in  war,  they  have  therefore  promifed  one  another,  and  do 
by  thefe  prefents  promife  each  other,  that  they  will  defend 
and  jfland  by  the  particular  treaties  following,  viz. 

VI.  The  treaties  of  Ofnabrug  and  Munfter,  Anno 
1648;  the  treaties  of  Nimeguen,  Anno  1678,  and  1679^; 
asalfo  the  treaty  of  peace  between  the  Emperor  and  Em- 
pire, and  the  kingdom  of  France,  concluded  at  Ryf- 
wicke,  the  20th  day  of  08:ober,  Anno  1697,  as  far  as 
the  fame  does  not  differ  from  the  treaties  of  peace  at  Of- 
nabrug, Munfter  and  Nimeguen. 

VII.  As  alfo  the  treaties  of  peace  concluded  at  Ryf- 
wicke,  the  20th  of  September,  1697,  between  the  king  of. 
Great  Britain,  the  king  of  France,  and  the  lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands. 

VIII.  And  that  the  faid  engagement  or  guaranty  may 
have  its  full  efficacy  and  effeft,  the  aforefaid  contrafting 
parties  fliall  ufe  all  their  endeavours,  that  the  covenants 
mentioned  in  the  former  articles  may  remain  entire  and 
inviolable;  and  if  they  happen  to  be  infringed  or  violated 
in  any  manner  whatfoever,  they  fhall  endeavour,  by  ami- 
cable ways  and  means,  fcparately  and  jointly,  to  obtain  re- 
paration of  the  violation  and  infringement  of  the  faid  trea- 
ties of  peace.  But  if  thefe  endeavours  and  offices  prove 
fruitlefs,  or  if  a  war  fhould  be  excited  before  the  parties 
can  be  reconciled,  each  of  the  confederates  fliall  flunifh 
6000  foldiers  for  performing  the  faid  engagement  or  gua- 
ranty, and  for  obtaining  reparation  of  the  violation  and 
infringement  of  the  faid  treaties  of  peace,  as  foon  as  they 
fliall  be  required  by  any  one  of  the  confederates,  or  as 
foon  as  it  fhall  be  thought  neccHary,  till  the  violations  and 
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infringements  committed  are  repaired,  and  the  peace  is 
reftored. 

IX.  Provided  neverthelefs,  that  the  faid  6000  foldiers 
Ihall  not  be  required  as  fuccour  by  any  of  the  confederates 
any  more  than  once ;  fo  that  if  they  be  fent  to  one  of  the 
alHes  by  virtue  of  this  common  league,  no  more  are  to  be 
fent ;  but  the  confederates  fhall  agree  among  themfelves, 
about  the  place  where  they  are  moft  neceflary. 

X.  That  if  any  of  the  confederates,  upon  an  exigency, 
fhall  furnifh  another  with  the  fuccours  ftipulated  by  private 
conventions,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  then  he  Ihall  not 
be  obliged  to  give  fuccours  to  the  faid  confederate,  by  vir- 
tue of  this  common  league ;  unlefs  the  furplus  which  re- 
mains over  and  above  the  number  of  liiccours  ftipulated 
by  the  common  league,  exceeds  the  number  determined 
by  the  private  treaty. 

XI.  But  if  it  Ihall  happen,  that  thefe  fuccours  are  not 
fufficient  to  eftablilh  peace,  or  if  the  aforefaid  confederates, 
or  any  one  of  them,  be  involved  in  a  war,  in  that  cafe  the 
confederates  Ihall  treat  with  one  another  for  increafing  the 
fuccours,  according  to  the  contents  of  the  fourth  article  of 
this  treaty. 

XII.  The  confederates  alfo  bind  themfelves,  that  they 
will  not  furnifh  fuccours,  or  give  affiftance  to  the  enemies 
of  him  or  them  who  ihall  be  involved  in  war;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  that  they  will  make  ii  their  bufmefs  to  weaken 
the  cnemv's  forces  :  and  to  this  end  the  allies  (hall  confult 
together,  for  prohibiting  commerce  with  the  enemies  of 
fuch  confederate  or  confederates;  or  how  fuch  enemies 
may  be  weakened,  and  how  all  approach  of  their  forces 
may  be  prevented. 

XIII.  In  cafe  that  the  fuccours  abovementioned  are  to 
be  fent  to  a  certain  place,  the  confederates  fliall  unite  their- 
endeavours  to  render  the  paffage  of  the:  foldiers  fafe  and 
eafy  ;  and  to  this  end  they  (hall  ufe  their  beft  offices  with 
the  princes  whofe  countries  they  are  to  pafs  through. 

XIV.  The  faid  auxiliary  forces,  fent  as  is  already  faid, 
fhall  be  under  command  of  the  general  of  the  confederate 
who  is  required  to  fend  them,  and  (hall  alfo  remain  united 
in  one  and  the  fame  body,  as  long  as  the  nature  of  the  war 
will  admit  of  it;  but  the  (aid  general  (hail  be  obliged  to 
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obey  the  chief  comraanding  officer,  or  general  of  the  con- 
federate that  requires  them. 

XV.  Thofe  confederates  who  happen  to  be  involved  in 
^var,  fhall  fiiicerely  and  faithfully  communicate  to  one  an- 
other, every  thing  that  is  done,  and  undertake  no  nego- 
tiation, nor  make  any  truce  or  peace,  without  mutual 
confent. 

XVI.  They  fliall  likewife  confer  about  all  matters  with 
that  confederate  who  happens  not  to  be  engaged  in  war, 
and  Ihall  alfo  comprehend  him  in  the  future  treaty  of 
peace  ;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  they  fliall  confer  with  him, 
in  what  manner  the  fuccours  fent  may  be  made  mofl  ef- 
feftual. 

XVII.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  other  kings,  princes,  and 
ftates,  to  accede  to  the  prefenit  treaty,  as  far  as  their  ac- 
ceffion  may,  by  the  joint  opinion  of  the  confederates,  be 
thought  conducive  to  promote,  and  allert  the  public  tran- 
quility. 

XVIII.  This  league  fliall  continue  18  years,  and  the  ra- 
tifications fhall  be  exchanged  at  the  Hague  in  two  or  three 
months,  or  fooner,  ifpoffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  plenipotentiaries  abovenamed, 
have  figned  and  fealed  the  prefent  treaty,  of  which  fix  in- 
ftruments  are  drawn,  viz.

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Separate  and  Secret  Articles. 
Orafmuch  as  there  is  a  defenfive  league  concluded  this 
day,  between  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Sweden,  his 
facred  royal  majefiy  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  high  and 
mighty  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands, 
and  it  has  been  thought,  for  the  common  intereft,  to  add 
certain  articles  to  it,  which  fhall  be  of  the  fame  validity,  as 
if  they  were  exprefled  in  the  treaty  itfelf.  It  is  therefore 
agreed  as  follows : 

I.  The  confederates  abovementioned,  fhall  not  only  de- 
fend and  maintain  the  peace  and  treaties  mentioned  in  the 
6th  and  7th  articles  of  the  principal  league,  butalfo  the  trea- 
ty of  peace  concluded  at  Ryfwicke,  the  20th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1697,  between  the  kings  of  France  and  Spain. 

II.  If  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the 
States  General,  fhall  be  compelled  to  take  up  arms  for  the 
vindication  or  guaranty  of  the  peace  of  Ryfwicke,  in  that 
cafe  the  king  of  Sweden  fhall  be  obliged,  inftead  of  the 
6000  foldiers  mentioned  in  the  8th  article  of  the  principal 
treaty,  to  furnifli  them  with  10,000  foldiers,  well  clothed 
and  armed,  together  with  the  neceffary  field-pieces  ;  and 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  lords  the  States  General, 
fhall  pay  nothing  for  muftering  and  tranfmilting  them  ;  but 
the  confederate  who  fhall  require  thofe  auxiliary  forces, 
fhall  maintain  them,  and  pay  them  their  wages,  from  the 
very  time  that  they  fet  out  from  their  pofls  in  Pomerania 
and  Bremen,  according  to  the  accuftoraed  rule  and  me- 
thod in  the  pay  of  the  forces  of  the  lords  the  States  Gene- 
ral; and  it  111  a  II  be  free  for  thofe  forces,  at  all  times,  to 
be  recruited  in  the  kingdoms  and  countries  fubjecl  to  his 
facred  royal  majefty  of  Sweden. 

III.  Neither  of  the  confederates  fhall  be  obliged  to  fend 
the  promifed  fuccours  to  Italy,  Spain,  or  other  places  of 
the  fame  or  greater  diftance  ;  and  if  the  confederate  who 
calls  for  fuccours  has  need  of  them  there,  he  fhall  fend 
for  them  elfewhere  ;  but,  in  the  mean  time,  he.  may  make 
ufe  of  the  faid  auxiliary  forces  in  his  own  or  neighbouring 
countries,  as  well  to  divert  the  enemy,  as  to  defend  him- 
felf  and  his  confederates. 

IV.  Forafmuch  alfo,  as  die  tranquility  of  the  North  is 
what  the  confederate  powers   abovementioned  have  very 
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much  at  heart ;  and  whereas  for  that  end  they  have  each 
of  them  feverally  conftituted  themfelves  heretofore  as  fu- 
reties  and  guarantees  of  the  treaty  concluded  at  Altena, 
between  the  king  of  Denmark  and  the  duke  of  Holftehi 
Gottorp  ;  and  fince  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  faid  tran- 
quility of  the  North  depends  very  much  on  the  obferva- 
tion  of  this  treaty,  they  have  therefore  thought  fit  to  bind 
one  another  again  by  this  fame  treaty,  to  be  fureties  and 
guarantees  of  the  faid  treaty  of  Altena  ;  and  this  furetifhip 
and  guaranty  fliall,  for  the  prefent,  take  place  againft  any 
attack  and  violence  whatfoever :  and  as  for  the  controver- 
fy  between  the  king  of  Denmark  and  the  duke  of  Holftein 
Gottorp,  it  fliall  be  referred  to  the  negotiation  at  Pinnen- 
berg.  there  to  be  decided  as  foon  as  pofTible. 

V.  The  Emperor  and  the  king  of  Spain  may,  if  they 
think  fit,  accede  to  this  treaty,  as  they  are  powers  to  whom 
the  proteftion  or  guaranty  of  the  peace  of  Kyfwicke  chief- 
ly appertains;  and  terms  of  agreement  Ihall  be  made  with 
them. 

VI.  The  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States 
General,  engage,  that  they  will  ufe  their  utmoft  endeavours 
with  the  king  of  Spain,  to  pay  the  king  of  Sweden  what  is 
become  due  for  the  Swedifh  fhips  unjuflly  taken,  in  the  late 
war,  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  king  of  Spain. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  ambaffadors  ex- 
traordinar)',  and  plenipotentiaries  of  the  kings  of  Sweden 
and  Great  Britain,  and  the  deputies  of  the  lords  the  States 
General  of  the  Unitjed  Netherlands,  mentioned  in  the  prin- 
cipal treaty,  have  figned  and  fealed  thefe  feparate  articles, 
of  which  fix  inftruments  are  drawn,  viz.  I  Nicholas,  free 
baron  of  Lillienroot,  for  the  king  of  Sweden,  at  the  Hague, 
January  11,  Anno  1700;  I  Jofeph  Williamfon,  for  the 
king  of  Great  Britain,  at  London,  January  ^l,  Anno 
1700;  and  we  the  deputies  of  the  lords  the  States  General 
for  their  High  Mightineffes,  alfo  at  the  Hague,  January  l^-, 
1700.

The  treaty  between  the  Moft  Chrijiian  King,  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, for  fettling  the  fuccefion  of  the  crown  of  Spain, 
^c.  in  cafe  his  Catholick  Majefy  die  without  ijfue  ;  com- 
monly  called  the  Second  Treaty  of  Partition  ;  and  occa^ 
fioned  by  the  death  of  the  EleBor  0/ Bavaria. 

I.  ''  I^HE  peace  re-eftabliflied  by  the  treaty  of  Refwicke, 
X  H  between  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  his  Britan- 
nick  Majefty,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries,  their  heirs  and 
fucceifors,  their  kingdoms,  ftates  and  fubje6ls,  fhall  be 
firm  and  conftant ;  and  their  majefties,  and  the  faid  lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low 
Countries,  fiiall  reciprocally  do  what  they  can  to  contri- 
bute to  the  advantage  and  profit  one  of  the  other. 

IL  As  the  principal  objeft  which  his  faid  Moft  Chri- 
ftian Majefty,  his  faid  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
faid  States  General  propofe  to  themfelves,  is,  that  of  main- 
taining the  general  tranquility  of  Europe  ;  they  could  not 
\vithout  forrow  underftand,  that  the  ftate  of  the  king  of 
Spain's  health  hath  for  fome  time  been  fo  languifhing,  that 
the  life  of  the  faid  prince  is  much  feared :  though  they  can- 
not think  upon  this  event  without  trouble,  becaufe  of  the 
lincere  and  true  love  they  have  for  him,  they  have  never- 
thelefs  thought  it  the  more  neceflary  to  confider  it,  becaufe 
his  Catholick  Majefty  having  no  children,  the  bufinefs  of 
the  fucceftion  will  infallibly  raife  a  new  war,  if  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King  fliould  maintain  his  own  pretenfions,  thofe 
of  Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  or  of  his  fucceflbrs,  to  the 
whole  fucceftion  of  Spain  ;  and  if  the  Emperor  fhould  alfo 
make  good  his  pretenfions,  thofe  of  the  king  of  the  Ro- 
mans, of  the  archduke  his  fecond  fon,  or  of  his  other  chil- 
dren, males  or  females,  unto  the  faid  fucceffion. 
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III.  And  as  the  two  kings  and  the  lords  the  States  Ge- 
neral defire,  above  all  things,  the  confervation  of  the  pub- 
hck  peace,  and  to  prevent  a  new  war  in  Europe,  by  ac- 
commodating the  difputes  and  diflPerences  which  might  a- 
rife  upon  the  fubje6l  of  the  faid  fuccefTion,  or  by  the  um- 
brage of  three  eftates  reunitedunder  one  andthe  fameprince, 
they  have  thought  good  to  take,  beforehand,  neceffary  mea- 
fures  to  prevent  the  evils  which  the  forrowful  event  of  the 
Catholick  King's  death,  without  children,  might  produce. 

IV.  Therefore  it  is  agreed,  that  if  it  fhould  fo  happen, 
the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  as  well  in  his  own  name,  as  in 
that  of  Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  his  male  children,  heirs 
and  fucceffors,  born  or  to  be  born ;  as  alfo  Monfeigneur 
the  Dauphin  for  himfelf,  his  male  children,  &c.  fhall  hold 
himfelf  faUsfied,  and  do  hold  themfelves  fatisfied  by  thefe 
prefents,  that  Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin  fiiall  have  for  his 
ihare  in  full  property  and  poffeflion,  and  in  lieu  of  all  hi* 
pretenfions  to  the  fuccefTion  of  Spain,  to  be  enjoyed  by 
him,  his  heirs,  fucceffors,  defcendants,  males,  or,  &c.  for 
ever,  without  ever  being  molefted  under  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  in  his  rights  or  pretenfions,  direftly  or  indi- 
re6tly,  either  by  ceifion,  appeal,  revolt,  or  otherways,  by 
the  Emperor,  the  king  of  the  Romans,  the  moft  ferenc 
archduke  Charles  his  fecond  fon,  the  archdutchcfs,  his 
other  iffue  male,  or.  Sec.  the  kingdoms  of  Naples  and  of 
Sicily,  in  the  fame  manner  the  Spaniards  poffefs  them  at 
prefent,  the  places  depending  upon  the  monarchy  of  Spain, 
fituated  on  the  coaft  of  Tufcany,  or  the  ifles  adjacent,  be- 
ing therein  comprehended,  under  the  name  of  San6lo  Stc- 
phano,  Porto  Hercole,  Orbitello,  Palamone,  Portolongo, 
Piombin  :  in  that  fame  manner  alfo  as  the  Spaniards  pof- 
fefs them  at  prefent,  the  city  and  marquifate  of  Final ;  in 
that  fame  manner  alfo  as  they  poflcfs  them,  the  province 
of  Guipufcoa,  and  particularly  the  cities  of  Fontarabia  and 
St.  Sebaftian,  fituated  in  that  province,  and  efpecially  the 
port  of  Paflage,  which  is  therein  comprehended,  with  this 
reftriftion  only,  that  if  there  be  any  places  depending  upon 
the  faid  province,  which  fhall  be  found  fituated  beyond  the 
Pyrenees,  or  the  other  mountains  of  Navarre,  Alava,  or 
Bifcay,  on  the  fide  of  Spain,  they  fhall  remain  to  Spain  ; 
and  if  there  be  any  places  in  like  manner  depending  upon 

the 
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flie  provinces  fubjefted  to  Spain,  which  are  on  this  fide  the 
Pyrenees,  or  other  mountains  betwixt  the  faid  province  of 
Guipufcoa,  Navarre,  Alava  and  Bifcay,  let  them  belong 
to  whom  they  will,  they  fhall  be  divided  between  France 
and  Spain,  in  fuch  fort  as  there  fhall  remain  as  much  of 
the  faid  mountains  and  paffes  to  France  on  her  fide,  as 
fhall  remain  to  Spain  on  hers ;  the  whole,  with  the  fortifi- 
cations, ammunition  of  war,  powder,  ball,  cannon,  gal- 
lies,  galley-flaves,  which  fhall  be  found  belonging  to  the 
king  of  Spain,  at  the  time  of  his  deceafe  without  ilfue,  and 
to  be  annexed  to  the  kingdoms,  places,  iflands  and  pro- 
vinces, which  are  to  compofe  the  fhare  of  Monfeigneur 
the  Dauphin:  provided  that  the  gallies,  galley-flaves,  and 
the  effefts  belonging  to  the  king  of  Spain  for  the  kingdom 
of  Spain,  and  other  dominions  which  fall  to  the  fhare  of 
the  moft  ferene  archduke,  fhall  remain  to  him  ;  thofe 
which  belong  to  the  kingdoms  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  being 
to  return  to  Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  fo  as  abovefaid. 

Further,  the  dominions  of  the  duke  of  Lorrain,  that  is 
to  fay,  the  dutchies  of  Lorrain  and  Bar,  fo  as  Charles  IV. 
of  that  name  polfeffed  them,  and  as  they  were  reftored  by 
the  treaty  of  Refwicke,  fhall  be  yielded  and  transferred  to 
Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors  males, 
or,  &c.  in  property  and  full  polTeffion,  in  lieu  of  the  dutchy 
of  Milan,  which  fhall  be  quitted  and  exchanged  to  the  faid 
duke  of  Lorrain,  his  male  children,  or,  &c.  in  all  proper- 
ty and  full  polfeffion  ;  who  will  not  refufe  fo  advantageous 
a  bargain,  it  being  underftood  that  the  country  of  Bitfch 
belongs  to  Monfieur  the  prince  of  Vaudemont,  who  fliall 
enter  into  pofTcflion  of  the  lands  which  he  heretofore  en- 
joyed, which  have  been,  or  ought  to  have  been,  reltored 
according  to  the  treaty  of  Refwicke  :  on  the  account  of 
which  faid  kingdoms,  iflands,  provinces,  and  places,  the 
faid  Moft  Chriftian  King,  as  well  in  his  own  as  in  the  name 
of  Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  his  male  children,  or,  &c. 
who  hath  alfo  given  his  full  power  to  the  Count  de  Tallard, 
and  to  the  Count  de  Briord,  promifing  and  engaging  them- 
felves  to  renounce  at  the  opening  of  the  faid  fucceffion  of 
Spain,  as  in  this  cafe  they  have  at  this  tinie  renounced  by 
thefb  prefents,  all  their  rights  and  pretenfions  to  the  faid 
crown  of  Spain,  and  to  all  the  other  kingdoms,  iflands, 
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ftates,  lands,  and  places,  which  at  this  time  depend  there- 
upon, except  what  is  above  excepted  for  his  part.  All 
which  they  Ihall  confirm  by  folemn  afts,  in  the  moft  au- 
thentick  and  beft  form  as  may  be  ;  which  fhall  be  deliver- 
ed at  the  time  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  this 
prefent  treaty,  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States 
General. 

V.  All  the  towns,  places  and  ports,  fituate  in  the  king- 
doms and  provinces  which  are  to  compofe  the  ihare  of 
Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  fhall  be  preferved  without  be- 
ing demoliihed. 

VI.  The  laid  crown  of  Spain,  and  the  other  kingdoms, 
iflands,  ftates,  lands  and  places,  which  the  Cathohck  King 
at  this  time  poflelTes,  as  well  within  as  without  Europe,  {hail 
be  given  to  the  moft  ferene  archduke  Charles,  fecond  fon 
to  the  Emperor,  except  what  has  been  given  in  the  fourth 
article  for  the  fliare  of  the  Dauphin,  and  of  the  dutchy  of 
Milan,  according  to  the  faid  fourth  article,  in  full  propri- 
ety and  pofleflion,  as  his  part,  excluding  all  his  other  pre- 
tenfions  to  the  faid  fucceffion  of  Spain  ;  to  enjoy  the  fame 
for  hirafelf  and  fucceflbrs,  born  or  to  be  born,  for  ever, 
without  being   ever  molefted,    under  any  pretext  whatfo- 
ever,  of  rights  or  pretenfions,  dire81y  or  indireftly,  by 
ceflion,  appeal,  revolt,  or  otherwife,  on  the  part   of  the 
Moft  Chriftian  King,  or  Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  or  his 
children  male,  or,  &c.     For  which  laid  crown  of  Spain, 
and   other  kingdoms,  iflands,  and  places   thereupon  de- 
pending, the  Emperor,  as  well  in  his  own  name   as  in  tliat 
of  the  king  of  the  Romans,  and  the  archduke  Charles  his 
fecond  fon,  the  archdutchefi'es  his  daughters,  his  children 
male,  or,  &c.  as  alfo  the  king  of  the  Romans  for  himfelf, 
and  the  moft  ferene   archduke  Charles,  as  foon  as  he  fliall 
be  of  age,  for  himfelf,  their  children,  Sec.  ftiall  be  fatisfied 
that  the  moft  ferene  archduke  Charles,  fliall  have  in  lieu 
of  all  their  pretenfions  upon  the  crown  of  Spain,  the  faid 
ceiTion  abovefaid.     And  the  faid  Emperor,  as  well  in  his 
own  name  as  in  that  of  the  king  of  the   Romans,  the  moft 
ferene  archduke  Charles  his  fecond  fon,  the  archdutchef- 
ics  his  daughters,  his  children  male,  or,  &c.  or  their  iflue  ; 
as  alfo  the  faid  king  of  the  Romans,  in  his  own  name  fliall 
renounce,  when  they  fliall  enter  into,  and  ratify  this  prc- 
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fent  treaty;  and  the  moftferene  archduke  Charles,  as  foon 
as  he  fhall  be  of  age,  all  other  rights  and  pretenfions  to  the 
faid  kingdoms,  iflands,  ftates,  lands  and  places,  which  com- 
pofe  the  fhare  or  portion  affigned  to  Monfeigneur  the 
Dauphin,  and  of  him  who  ftiall  have  the  dutehy  of  Milan 
by  exchange  of  what  fliall  be  given  to  Monfeigneur  the 
Dauphin  :  of  all  which  they  fiiall  caufe  the  moft  folemn 
and  authentick  aQs  to  be  made  that  may  be  ;  that  is  to  fay^ 
the  Emperor  and  the  king  of  the  Romans,  when  they  fhali 
ratify  this  prefent  treaty,  and  the  moft  ferene  archduke  as 
foon  as  he  fhall  come  of  age ;  which  fhall  be  delivered  to 
his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  the  faid  States  General. 

VII.  Immediately  after  the  exchange  and  ratification 
of  this  prefent  treaty, , it  fhall  be  communicated  to  the  Em- 
peror, who  fhall  be  invited  to  enter  thereinto.  But  if  after 
three  months  time,  from  the  day  of  the  faid  communica- 
tion and  the  faid  invitation,  or  the  day  that  his  Catho]ick. 
Majefty  fhall  die,  (if  it  happen  before  the  expiration  of  the 
faid  three  months)  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  the  king  of 
the  Romans,  fhould  refufe  to  enter  thereinto,  and  to  agree 
to  the  fhare  affigned  to  the  moft  ferene  archduke  Charles, 
the  two  kings,  or  their  fucceflbrs,  and  the  States  General, 
fhall  agree  upon  a  prince  to  whom  that  part  fhall  be  given  : 
and  in  cafe,  notwithftanding  the  prefent  convention,  the 
moft  ferene  Archduke  (hall  take  pofleffion,  either  of 
the  part  which  might  fall  to  him,  before  he  has  accepted 
the  prefent  treaty,  or  of  that  part  which  might  be  affigned 
to  Monfeigneur  the  Dauphin,  or  to  him  who  fhall  have  the 
dutehy  of  Milan  in  exchange,  as  abovefaid ;  the  faid  tvv o 
kings,  and  the  States  General,  by  virtue  of  this  conven- 
tion, fhall  hinder  him  with  all  their  forces. 

VIII.  The  moft  ferene  Archduke  fliall  not  pafs  into 
Spain,  nor  into  the  dutehy  of  Milan,  during  the  life  of 
his  Catholick  Majefty,  but  with  common  confent,  and  not 
otherwife. 

IX.  If  the  moft  ferene  Archduke  fhould  die  without 
children,  either  before  or  after  the  death  of  the  Catholick 
King,  the  fliare  which  is  hereby  affigned  to  him  by  the  .u- 
ticles  of  this  treaty,  Ihall  come  to  fuch  male  child  of 
the  Emperor,  or,  &c.  except  the  king  of  the  Romans,  or 
filch children,  males,  or,  &c.  ofthekingof  the  Romans, 
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which  his  Imperial  Majefty  fhall  think  fit  to  affign  it  to. 
And  in  cafe  his  laid  Imperial  Majefty  fliould  die  without 
having  made  the  abovefaid  affignment,  it  may  be  done  by 
the  king  of  the  Romans ;  but  on  condition  that  the  faid 
part  fhall  never  be  united,  nor  belong  to  the  perfon  of  him 
who  fliall  be  Emperor,  or  king  of  the  Romans,  or  is  be- 
come one  or  the  other,  be  it  by  fucceffion,  will,  contra6l 
of  marriage,  donation,  exchange,  ceffion,  appeal,  revolt, 
or  otherways.  And  in  like  manner  the  faid  fhare  of  the 
ferene  Archduke,  fhall  never  come,  or  belong  to,  the  per- 
fon of  a  prince  that  iliall  be  king  or  Dauphin  of  France,  or 
that  is  become  one  or  the  other,  be  it  by  fucceffion,  will, 
contraB:  of  m.arriage,  donation,  or  otherwife. 

X.  The  king  of  Spain  dying  without  children,  and  the 
abovefaid  cafe  happening,  the  two  kings  and  the  States  Ge- 
neral do  oblige  themfelves  to  leave  the  whole  fucceffion  in 
the  fame  ftate  as  it  fhall  then  be,  without  feizing  the  whole 
or  any  part,  directly  or  indireftly  ;  but  each  prince  imme- 
diately may  put  himlelf  in  poffeffion  of  what  is  affigned  him 
as  his  fhare,  as  foon  as  he  has  fulfilled,  on  his  part,  the 
fourth  and  fixth  preceding  articles :  and  in  cafe  of  difficul- 
ty, the  two  kings  and  the  States  General  ffiall  do  their  ut- 
mofl  endeavours,  to  the  end  that  each  one  fhall  be  put  in 
poffeffion  of  his  part,  according  to  this  agreement ;  and 
that  it  may  have  its  entire  effecl,  engage  themfelves  to  give, 
by  fea  and  land,  fuch  help  and  affiilance  of  men  and  ffiips, 
as  ffiall  be  neceflary  to  conllrain,  by  force,  fuch  who  ffiali 
oppofe  the  faid  execution. 

XI.  If  the  abovefaid  kings  and  States  General,  or  either 
of  them,  be  attacked  becaule  ofthiS  convention,  or  of  the 
execution  that  ffiall  be  thereof  made,  they  ffiall  mutually 
affid  one  another  with  all  their  forces,  and  render  them- 
felves guarantees  of  the  abovefaid  conventions,  and  of  the 
renunciations  made  thereupon. 

XII.  All  kings,  princes  and  ftates,  that  will  enter  into 
the  fame,  ffiall  be  admitted  into  the  prcient  treaty  :  and  it 
ffiall  be  lawful  to  the  two  kings  and  States  General,  and  to 
each  of  them  in  particular,  to  require  and  invite  all  that 
they  ffiall  think  fit  to  enter  into  this  prcfent  treaty,  and  to 
be  jointly  guarantees  for  the  execution  thereof,  and  of  the 
validity  of  the  renunciations  herein  contained. 
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XIII.  And  for  the  furtlier  fecuring  the  peace  of  Europe, 
the  faid  kings,  princes  and  ftates,  fliall  not  only  be  invited 
to  be  guarantees  of  the  execution  of  the  prefent  treaty,  and 
of  the  validity  of  the  renunciations,  as  above:  but  if  any 
one  of  the  princes,  in  favour  of  whom  the  fhares  are 
afligned,  do  in  time  to  come  break  the  order  eftablifiied 
by  this  treaty,  and  begin  new  enterprizes  contrary  to  the 
fame,  and  fo  aggrandize  himfelf  at  the  expence  of  one  or 
other,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever;  the  guaranty  of 
this  treaty  fhall  be  underftood  to  extend  fo  far  alfo  in  this 
cafe,  that  all  the  kings,  princes  and  ftates,  who  promife 
the  fame,  fhall  be  obliged  to  employ  their  forces  againft 
fuch  enterprizes,  for  the  maintaining  all  things  in  the  fame 
condition  as  agreed  to  by  the  faid  articles. 

XIV.  In  cafe  any  prince  whatfoever  oppofe  the  taking 
poffeffion  of  the  fhares  agreed  on,  the  faid  two  kings  and 
the  ftates,  Ihall  be  obliged  to  affift  one  another  againft  fuch 
oppofition,  and  to  hinder  it  with  all  their  forces;  andlTiall 
agree,  after  the  figning  this  prefent  treaty,  on  the  propor- 
tion that  each  fhall  contribute,  both  by  fea  and  land. 

XV.  The  prefent  treaty,  and  all  a8;s  made,  or  that 
have  dependance  thereupon,  and  efpecially  the  folemn  afts 
that  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  Monfeigneurthe  Dau- 
phin, are  obliged  to  give,  by  virtue  of  the  fourth  article  a- 
forefaid,  fhall  be  regiftered  in  theparhamenfcof  Paris,  ac- 
cording to  the  form  and  tenour,  and  ufual  cuftom,  to  have 
place  amongft  the  conditions  therein  contained,  as  foon  as 
the  Emperor  has  entered  into  the  prefent  treaty,  or  at  the 
end  of  three  months  that  are  allowed  him  for  that  purpofe, 
in  cafe  he  does  not  enter  into  it  fooner.  And  likewife  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  when  he  enters  into  the  fame,  fhall  be 
obliged  to  get  it  approved  and  regiftered,  with  all  the  a6ls 
made  in  confequence  thereof,  or  which  have  relation  there- 
unto ;  efpecially  the  folemn  afts  which  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty, the  king  of  the  Romans,  and  the  moft  ferene  Arch- 
duke, fhall  be  obliged  to  give,  by  virtue  of  the  fixth  article 
abovefaid,  in  the  council  of  ftate  or  otherwife,  according 
to  the  moft  authentick  form  of  the  country. 

XVI.  The  ratifications  of  the  two  kings,  and  the  States 
General,  fhall  be  all  three  exchanged  at  London  at  the 
fame  time,  wnthin  the  fpace  of  three  weeks,  reckoning  from 
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the  day  that  the  States  General  fhall  have  figned,  or  fooner, 
if  poffible.  Done  and  figned  at  London,  3  March,  N.  S- 
1700,  and  21  Febr.  V.  S.  1699,  by  us  plenipotentiaries  of 
France  and  England;  and  at  the  Hague,  the  25th  of  the 
faid  month  of  March,  1700,  by  us  plenipotentiaries  of 
France,  and  of  the  States  General ;  the  two  kings  and  the 
faid  States  having  agreed,  that  the  figning  of  this  prefent 
treaty  fliould  be  performed  in  this  manner.  In  witnefs 
whereof  we  have  figned  the  faid  prefent  treaty  with  our 
hands,  and  caufed  the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  affixed.

The  fecond  grand  alliance,  or  the  treaty  concluded  between 
the  Emperor,  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States 
General,  September  7.  1701. 

WHereas  Charles  the  Second,  king  of  Spain,  of  moft 
glorious  memory,  being  not  long  fmce  dead  with- 
out iflue,  his  facred  Imperial  Majefty  has  claimed  the  fuc- 
ceffion  in  the  kingdoms  and  provinces  of  the  deceafed  king, 
as  lawfully  belonging  to  his  auguft  family ;  but  the  molt 
Chriftian  King,  aiming  at  the  fame  fucceffion  for  his 
grandfon  the  duke  of  Anjou,  and  pretending  a  right  did 
accrue  to  him  by  a  certain  will  of  the  decealed  king,  has 
ufurped  the  pofleffion  of  the  entire  inheritance,  orSpanifh 
monarchy,  for  the  aforefaid  duke  of  Anjou,  and  invaded 
by  his  arms  the  provinces  of  the  Spanifh  Low  Countries, 
and  the  Dutchy  of  Milan ;  has  a  fleet  ready  fitted  in  the 
port  of  Cadiz,  has  fent  feveral  fliips  of  war  to  the  Spanifli 
Weft  Indies ;  and  by  this  and  many  other  ways  the  king- 
doms of  France  and  Spain  are  fo  clofely  united  and  ce- 
mented, that  they  mayfeem  henceforward  not  to  be  other- 
wife  confidered,  than  as  one  and  the  fame  kingdom:  fo  that 
it  fufficiently  appears,  unlefs  timely  care  be  taken,  that  his 
Imperial  Majefty  will  be  deftitutc  of  all  hopes  of  ever  re- 
ceiving fatisfatlion  in  his  pretenfion,  the   facred  Roman 
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Empire  will  lofe  its  rights  in  the  fiefs  belonging  to  it  in  Italy 
and  the  Spanilh  Netherlands  ;  the  free  intercourfe  of  navi- 
gation and  commerce  which  the  Englifh  and  Dutch  have  in 
the  Mediterranean,  the  Indies,  and  other  places,  will  be 
utterly  deftroyed  ;  and  the  United  Provinces  will  be  de- 
prived of  the  fecurity,  which  they  enjoyed  by  the  provin- 
ces of  the  Spanifh  Netherlands  lying  between  them  and 
the  French,  which  is  commonly  called  a  barrier.  Laftly, 
that  the  French  and  Spaniards,  being  thus  united,  will 
within  a  fliort  time  become  fo  formidable  to  all,  that,  they 
may  eafily  afliime  to  themfelves  the  dominion  over  all  Eu- 
rope. And  therefore,  by  this  way  of  proceeding  of  the  mofl 
Chriftian  King,  his  Imperial  Majefty  was  brought  under  a 
neceffity  of  fending  an  army,  for  the  prefervation  as  well 
of  his  own  private  interefts,  as  the  fiefs  of  the  Empire;  the 
king  of  Great  Britain  has  thought  it  requifite  to  fend  his  for- 
ces to  the  affiftance  of  the  States  General,  whofe  affairs  are 
in  the  fame  condition  as  if  they  were  aftually  invaded  ;  and 
the  faid  States,  whofe  frontiers  lie  in  a  manner  expofed  on 
all  fides,  by  the  breaking  and  taking  away  of  that  fence, 
commonly  called  a  barrier,  which  fkreened  them  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  French,  are  forced  to  do  all  thofe 
things  for  the  fafety  and  defence  of  their  commonwealth, 
•which  they  fhould  and  could  do  if  they  were  in  a  war :  and 
whereas  fo  dubious  a  pofture  of  their  affairs  is  more  dan- 
gerous than  a  war  itfelf,  and  that  France  and  Spain  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  ftate  of  their  affairs,  to  make  a  ftrongerand 
firmer  union  between  themfelves,  for  oppreffing  the  liber- 
ty of  Europe,  and  taking  away  the  freedom  of  commerce. 
Thefe  reafons  inducing  his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefly,  his 
Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces, 
to  obviate  fo  great  evils  as  might  arife  from  thence ;  and 
defiring,  as  much  as  lies  in  their  power,  to  apply  remedies 
thereto,  have  thought  a  ftri8:  conjunction  and  alliance  be- 
tween themfelves,  neceffary  for  repelling  the  greatnefs  of 
the  common  danger;  and  to  this  end  have  agreed  to  the 
following  articles  of  alliance. 

I.  There  fliall  be  and  continue,  between  his  Sacred  Im- 
perial Majefty,  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
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vinces,  a  conftant,  perpetual,  and  inviolable  friendfhip 
and  correfpondence  :  and  either  party  fhall  be  obliged  to 
promote  the  advantages  of  the  other,  and  prevent  all  in^ 
conveniencies  and  damages  that  might  happen  to  them,  as 
£ir  as  lies  in  their  power. 

II.  His  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty,  his  Sacred  Royal  Ma- 
jeRy  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  General,  defiring  no- 
thing more  earneftly  than  the  peace  and  general  quiet  of  all 
Europe,  have  judged  that  nothing  can  be  more  effeftual 
for  the  eftabhfliment  thereof,  than  the  procuring  an  equi- 
table and  reafonable  fatisfaQion  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  for 
liis  preteniion  to  the  Spanilli  fucceffion  ;  and  that  the  king 
c^  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  General,  may  obtain  a 
particular  and  fufficient  fecurity  for  their  kingdoms,  pro- 
vinces and  dominions,  and  for  the  navigation  and  com- 
merce of  their  fubjefts. 

III.  The  confederates  therefore  Ih all,  in  the  firft  place, 
ttfe  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  obtain  by  amicable  means, 
and  a  folid  and  firm  agreement,  an  equitable  and  reafonable 
latisfaftion  for  his  Imperial  Majefty,  on  account  of  the 
aforefaid  fucceflion,  and  the  fecurity  beforementioned  to 
his  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces;  and  the  confede- 
rates ftiall,  to  that  purpofe,  employ  two  months  time  with 
all  eameftnefs,  and  without  intermiffion,  to  be  reckoned 
from  the  day  that  the  inftruments  of  ratification  fliall  be 
exchanged. 

IV.  But  if,  contrary  to  their  expeftations  and  wifhes, 
matters  cannotbe  tranfa£led  in  the  manner  aforefaid,  within 
the  time  limited,  the  confederates  do  engage  and  promife 
to  one  another,  that  they  will  afTift  each  other  with  all  their 
forces,  according  to  a  fpecification  to  be  agreed  upon  in  a 
peculiar  convention  to  that  purpofe,  that  fo  they  may  attain 
the  fatisfaftion  and  fecurity  before  mentioned. 

V.  The  confederates,  in  order  to  the  procuring  the  fa- 
tisfaftion  and  fecurity  aforefaid,  ftiall,  amongft  other  things, 
ufe  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  recover  the  provinces  of 
the  Spanifh  Low  Countries,  that  they  may  be  a  fence  and 
rampart,  commonly  called  a  barrier,  fcparating  and  dif- 
tancing  France  from  the  United  Provinces,  for  the  fecurity 
of  the  States  General,  as  they  have  fcrved  in  all  times  un- 
lit 
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til  of  late,  that  the  Moft  Chriftian  King  has  feized  them  by 
his  forces ;  as  likewife  the  dutchy  of  Milan,  with  its  depen- 
dencies, as  a  fief  of  the  Empire,  and  contributing  to  the 
fecurity  of  his  Imperial  Majefty's  hereditary  countries; 
befides  the  kingdoms  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  and  the  lands 
and  iflands  upon  the  coafts  of  Tufcany,  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean, that  belong  to  the  Spanifh  dominions,  and  may  ferve 
to  the  fame  purpofe  ;  and  will  alfo  be  of  advantage  to  the 
navigation  and  commerce  of  the  fubje6ls  of  the  king  of 
Great  Britain,  and  of  the  United  Provinces. 

VI.  It  fliall  be  lawful  for  his  Royal  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General,  by  common 
advice,  and  for  the  benefit  and  enlargement  of  the  naviga- 
tion and  commerce  of  their  fubjefts,  to  feize  by  their  for- 
ces what  lands  and  cities  they  can,  belonging  to  the  Spanifh 
dominions  in  the  Indies  ;  and  whatfoever  they  fliall  fo  take, 
fliall  be  their  own. 

VII.  In  cafe  the  confederates,  neceflity  requiring  it,  fliall 
be  forced  to  enter  into  a  war,  for  obtaining  the  fatisfaftion 
aforefaid  for  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  the  fecurity  of  his 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  General,  they 
fliall  faithfully  communicate  their  defigns  to  one  another, 
as  well  in  relation  to  the  aftions  of  the  war,  as  all  other 
things,  where  the  common  caufe  is  concerned. 

VIII.  It  fliall  not  be  permitted  to  either  party,  when 
the  war  is  once  begun,  to  treat  of  peace  with  the  enemy, 
unlefs  jointly,  and  with  the  common  advices  of  the  other 
parties;  and  no  peace  fliall  be  made,  unlefs  an  equitable 
and  reafonable  fatisfa8;ion  for  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and 
the  particular  fecurity  of  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  domi- 
nions, navigations  and  commerce,  for  his  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  States  General,  be  firft  obtained ;  and  un- 
lefs care  be  taken  by  fitting  fecurity,  that  the  kingdoms  of 
France  and  Spain  fhall  never  come  and  be  united  under 
the  fame  government ;  nor  that  one  and  the  fame  perfon 
fliall  be  king  of  both  kingdoms  ;  and  particularly  that  the 
French  fliall  never  get  into  the  pofleffion  of  the  Spanifli 
Indies,  neither  fliall  they  be  permitted  to  fail  thither  on  the 
account  of  traffick,  direftly  or  indireftly,  on  any  pretence 
whatfoever :  and  laft.ly,  unlefs  full  liberty  be  granted  unto 
the  fubje£ts  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  Ge^ 
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neral,  to  exercife  and  enjoy  all  the  fame  privileges,  rights, 
immunities  and  franchifes,  of  commerce  by  fea  and  land, 
in  Spain,  the  Mediterranean,  and  all  lands  and  places 
which  the  king  of  Spain  laft  deceafed  did  pofTefs  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  as  well  in  Europe  as  elfewhere,  which  they 
ufed  and  enjoyed,  or  which  the  fubjefts  of  both,  or  either 
of  them,  by  any  right  acquired  by  treaties,  agreements, 
cuftoms,  or  any  other  way  whatfoever,  might  have  ufed 
and  enjoyed  before  the  death  of  the  late  king  of  Spain. 

IX.  At  the  fame  time  that  the  faid  agreement  or  peace 
fhall  be  made,  the  confederates  fhall  agree  amongft  them- 
felves,  about  all  the  things  that  they  fliall  think  neceffary 
for  maintaining  the  navigation  and  commerce  of  the  fub- 
je6ls  of  his  majefty  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  Gene- 
ral, in  the  lands  and  dominions  they  may  acquire,  and  that 
were  poffeffed  by  the  late  deceafed  king  of  Spain,  and  alfo 
in  what  manner  the  States  General  may  be  fecured  by  the 
aforefaid  fence  or  barrier. 

X.  And  becaufe  controverfies  may  arife  on  account  of 
religion,  in  the  places  which  the  confederates,  as  it  is  hoped, 
may  acquire  by  their  arms,  they  fliall  agree  among  them- 
felves,  concerning  the  exercife  of  it  at  the  fame  time,  as  is 
mentioned  in  the  fore^oin^  article. 

XI.  The  confederates  fliall  be  obliged  to  aflift  and  fuc- 
courone  another,  with  all  their  forces,  againfl;  any  aggref- 
for,  if  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  or  any  one  elfe,  fliall  think 
fit  to  invade  any  one  of  the  confederates,  on  the  account 
of  this  alliance. 

XII.  But  if  an  agreement  can  now  be  made, concerning 
the  fatisfaftion  and  fecurity  fo  often  mentioned,  or  if  after 
a  war  entered  into  by  neceflity,  peace  fliall  be  again  re- 
ftored,  there  fliall,  after  fuch  an  agreement,  or  peace  con- 
cluded, be,  and  always  continue  between  the  contra6ling 
parties,  a  defenfive  alliance  for  the  maintenance  of  the  faid 
agreement  or  peace. 

XIII.  All  kings,  princes  and  flates,  that  pleafe  to  have 
a  concern  for  the  general  peace,  fliall  be  admitted  into  the 
fociety  of  this  alliance;  but  becaufe  it  is  the  peculiar  inte- 
refl;  of  the  Sacred  Roman  Empire,  that  the  publick  quiet 
fliould  be  prelerved,  and  the  recovery  of  the  fiefs  of  the 
Empire,  being  among  other  things  the  fubje6l  now  in  hand, 
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the  faid  Empire  fhall  in  a  fpecial  manner  be  invited  into  tli« 
fociety  of  this  alliance.  It  ftiall  moreover  be  lawful  for  the 
confederates,  jointly,  or  any  of  them  feparately,  to  defire 
whomfoever  they  Ihall  think  fit  to  be  an  acceflary  to  this 
alliance. 

XIV.  This  treaty  lliall  be  ratified  by  all  the  confe- 
derates within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  it  may 
be  done.

Ti'eaty  of  Alliance  between  the  Kings  of  GrtdX^ntdAu  and 
Denmark,  and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Netherlands.  Concluded  ^iOdenfee,  the  20th 
o/"  Jan.  1701. 

BE  it  known  to  all  whom  it  concerns.  After  the  change 
of  affairs  in   Europe,  by  the  death  of  the  late  Cathp- 
lick  King,  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their 
High  Mightineffes  the  States   General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Netherlands,  on  the  one   part,  and  his  ma- 
jefty the  king  of  Denmark  on  the  other,  have  maturely 
conlidered,  that  for  the  fecurity  of  their  kingdoms  and  pro- 
vinces, it  would   be   of  great  ufe  to  reftore  their  ancient 
amity  and  confidence,  in  fuch  manner  that  there  might  be 
a   perfect  union  of  interefts  and  concord,  and  an  entire 
confidence  eftablifhed  between  them,  with  regard  to  all  af- 
fairs that  might  happen  in  Europe,  and   that  they  fhould 
enter  into  ftrift  engagements  to  one  another,  and  that  for 
this  purpofe  they  fhould  agree  on  a  defenfive  alliance : 
and  his  majefty  the  king  of  Denmark,  being  informed  that 
his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,   and  their  High 
Mightineffes,  had  fent  orders  to  their  minifters  at  his  court, 
to  enter  into  a  conference  with  the  minifters,  whom  his  ma- 
jefty fhould  be  pleafed  to  nominate  to  treat  of  fuch  defenfive 
alliance,  has  likewife  given  order  to  his  minifters,  to  enter 
into  a  negotiation  upon  this  head,  with  Mr.  Hugh  Gregg, 
refident  of  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  at  the 
court  of  the  king  of  Denmark ;  and  with  the  Sieur  Robert 
Goes,  lord  of  Bouchhorftburg,  their  High  Mightineffes  re- 
fident at  the  court  of  Denmark  i  who,  after  divers  confe- 
rences, 
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rcnces,  and  the  communication  and  exchange  of  their  fu!! 
powers,  have  agreed  on  the  following  articles. 

I.  The  defenfive  alhances  concluded  between  his  majefty 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces  on  one  part,  and  his  majefly  the 
king  of  Denmark  on  the  other  part,  on  the  3d  of  Novem- 
ber, 1690,  and  the  3d  of  December,  1696,  fhall  remain 
in  force,  and  are  confirmed  and  renewed  in  all  their  arti- 
cles and  claufes,  except  what  are  altered  by  the  prefcnt 
treaty. 

II.  His  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their 
High  MigluinelTes,  promife  to  pay,  without  any  abate- 
ment, default  or  delay,  the  fums  ftipulated  by  the  faid  al- 
liance of  1696,  in  good  money  of  Holland,  at  Amfter- 
dam,  one  half  as  foonas  the  troops  mentioned  in  the  loth 
article  of  this  treaty,  lliall  begin  their  march  towards  their 
High  Mightineifes  frontiers,  and  the  other  half  fix  months 
after. 

III.  And  as  it  is  of  very  great  importance  to  traders, 
that  the  navigation  be  free  and  fafe,  his  majefty  the  king  of 
Denmark  promifes  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  States  General,  that  for  the  fecurity  of  commerce, 
in  cafe  a  war  ftiould  happen,  he  will  fuffer  no  privateers, 
or  men  of  war,  to  come  into  any  ports  or  harbours  in  his 
dominions,  unlefs  fuch  men  of  war  ferve  as  convoys  to  a 
fleet  of  merchant  (hips :  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  have  free 
entrance  into  his  majefty's  ports  and  rivers  ;  but  not  when 
they  convoy  particular  fliips  or  ftragglers.  Now,  it  ftiall 
not  be  deemed  a  fleet  of  merchant  fliips,  unlefs  it  confift  of 
forty  fliips  or  more;  and  that  number  fliall  be  fufficient  to 
denominate  it  a  fleet  as  it  pafles  by  Jutland,  but  it  is  not 
abfolutely  neceflary  that  it  be  fo  numerous,  when  the  men 
of  war  enter  into  his  majefty's  ports,  bccaufe  when  the 
merchant  fliips  come  to  that  latitude,  they  either  li\il  to 
the  Sound,  or  difperfe  themfclves  to  the  fcveral  ports  of 
Norway. 

IV.  His  majefly  the  king  of  Denmark,  will  not  oppofe 
the  ninth  eleftorate,  but  promifes  to  conform  himfelfto 
the  contents  of  the  third  article  of  the  treaty  of  1696,  and 
to  the  feventh  fecret  article  of  the  laid  treaty. 

V.  His 
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V.  His  majefly  the  king  of  Denmark  will  make  no  en- 
gagement, nor  enter  into  any  treaty,  whereby  the  peace  of 
ihe  North  may  be  dillurbed,  or  whereby  a  third  party  may 
be  formed,  either  in  the  North,  or  in  Germany ;  nor  wiJI^ 
he  foment  fuch  difturbances,  on  pretence  of  being  thereto 
forced  by  former  treaties ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  his  ma- 
jefly, according  to  the  4th  article  of  the  abovementioned 
alliance,  ftiall  do  his  endeavour  to  hinder  any  fuch  treaties 
from  being  made. 

VI.  His  majefly  the  king  of  Denmark,  exprefsly  ftipu- 
lates  liberty  of  commerce  for  his  fubjefts,  in  cafe  a  war 
fhould  happen  ;  but  being  unwilling,  however,  to  permit 
foreigners  to  commit  frauds,  by  making  ufe  of  Danifh  paff- 
ports,  it  is  agreed,  that  immediately  after  the  ligning  of 
this  treaty,  the  convention  made  in  1690,  between  his  ma- 
jefly the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their  High  Mightinefles 
on  the  one  part,  and  his  majefly  the  king  of  Denmark  on 
the  other  part,  relating  to  commerce  in  France,  fhall  be 
examined,  in  order  to  change  it,  as  far  as  it  is  necelTari'-, 
for  better  preventing  of  frauds ;  and,  till  this  alteration  is 
agreed  on  by  common  confent,  the  faid  convention  fhall  be 
put  in  force  as  formerly,  and  fliall  ferve  as  a  law  and  rule 
for  the  faid  commerce. 

Vn.  His  majefly  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their 
High  Mightineffes,  promife  to  pay  300,000  crowns  fubfidy 
per  annum  to  his  majefly  the  king  of  Denmark,  all  the  time 
that  the  war  continues;  and  it  fhall  be  paid  in  good  bank 
money  at  Hamburgh  every  three  months.  And  in  cafe  it 
does  not  come  to  a  w^ir,  but  that  the  prefent  differences 
Ihould  be  pacified  by  an  accommodation,  and  that  the 
troops  of  his  majefly  the  king  of  Denmark  fhould  be  a6lu- 
ally  on  the  march  towards  the  frontiers  of  the  flate,  his  ma- 
jefly the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their  High  Mightinef- 
fes, fhall,  in  fuch  cafe,  be  at  all  the  charge  of  railing  thofe 
troops. 

And  if  an  accommodation  be  made  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  treaty,  but  before  the  aftual  march  of  the  faid 
troops  towards  the  frontiers  of  their  High  Mightineffes,  the 
king  of  Denmark  fhall  content  himfelf  with  one  year's  fub- 
fidy, and  a  quarter  of  the  fum  flipulated  for  the  levies. 
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VIII.  His  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain  alfo  pro- 
mifes  in  particular,  to  pay  to  his  majefty  the  king  of  Den- 
mark what  remains  due  to  him,  by  virtue  of  the  conven- 
tion in  1689,  as  well  for  the  tranfportation  of  7000  men 
to  Ireland,  as  with  regard  to  what  ftill  remains  due  to  the 
faid  troops  out  of  their  pay,  in  cafe  it  appear  by  infpe6ling 
the  accounts,  that  the  whole  has  not  been  paid ;  and  the 
fame  ftiall  be  caft  up  in  a  year  after  the  ratification  of  this 
treaty,  and  the  payment  afterwards  be  made,  without  delay^ 
in  the  city  of  Hamburg. 

IX.  And  in  order  to  remove  every  obftruQ;ion  out  of 
the  way,  his  majefty  the  king  of  Denmark  is  willing  to  re- 
cede from  all  demands,  which  he  may  have  upon  their 
High  MightinefTes,  on  condition  that  their  High  Mightinef- 
fes  oblige  themfelves  to  pay  thofe  fums  for  his  majefty, 
which  are  demanded  of  him  by  the  province  of  Holland, 
and  the  city  of  Amfterdam,  and  to  reftore  to  his  faid 
majefty,  the  bonds  which  his  late  majefty  king  Frede- 
rick III.  of  glorious  memory,  gave  to  the  faid  province 
and  city. 

X.  His  majefty  the  king  of  Denmark  promifes  to  fend 
to  the  affiftance  of  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain, 
and  their  High  Mightineffes,  as  foon  as  the  prefent  treaty 
is  figned,  3000  horfe,  1000  dragoons,  and  8000  foot,  of 
the  kingdom  of  Denmark,  and  the  country  of  Holftein  ; 
which  troops  fliall  be  duly  mounted  and  armed,  and  fur- 
niftied  with  their  officers  and  generals.  The  faid  troops 
fliall  take  an  oath  of  fidelity  to  his  majefty  the  king  of 
Great  Britain,  and  their  High  Mightineffes,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  the  7000  men  of  the  Danifh  troops  did  former- 
ly to  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  when  they  en- 
tered into  his  fervice.  The  difpofal  of  vacant  commiffions, 
and  the  adminiftration  of  juftico..  fliall  be  upon  the  fame 
foot  as  they  were,  with  regard  to  the  faid  7000  men.  His 
majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their  Higli  Mighti- 
neffes, fliall  pay  for  the  railing  of  the  faid  troops,  80  crowns 
for  every  trooper,  60  for  every  dragoon,  and  30  crowns 
for  every  foot  foldier  :  one  halt  of  this  money  fliall  be  paid 
as  foon  as  the  faid  forces  are  aBually  on  their  march  to- 
wards their  High  Mightineilcs  frontiers,  and  the  other  half 
when  they  are  all  arrived  there.  The  pay  and  maintenance 
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of  ttiofe  troops,  fliall  be  on  the  fame  foot  as  that  of  the 
other  troops  of  their  High  Mightinelfes,  and  the  money 
fliall  be  advanced  to  the  Danifh  Commiflaries,  for  them  to 
diftribute  it,  without  any  difcount  or  deduftion  ;  and  the 
pay  (hall  commence  from  the  day  that  the  faid  troops  be- 
gin their  march  towards  the  frontiers.  And  if  it  fhould  be 
thought  proper  to  tranfport  the  troops  that  are  to  come 
from  Denmark  and  Holftein,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
fea,  towards  the  countries  in  the  dominion  of  the  States, 
the  faid  tranfportation  fhall  be  at  the  expence  of  his  majef- 
ty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their  High  Mightinelfes; 
and  in  cafe  of  neceffity,  they  (hall  be  permitted  to  make 
ufe  of  the  fhips  of  his  majeily  the  king  of  Denmark,  or 
thofe  of  his  fubjecls,  to  facilitate  and  haften  the  faid  tranf- 
portation. His  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and 
their  High  Mightinelfes,  may  keep  the  faid  troops  in  their 
fervice,  as  long  as  they  think  fit ;  and  when  they  are  for 
fending  them  home,  they  Ihall  let  his  majefty  the  king  of 
Denmark  know  it  three  months  beforehand.  Mean  time, 
if  any  rupture  or  war  happen,  the  faid  troops  fhall,  never- 
thelefs,  continue  in  the  fervice  of  his  majefty  the  king  of 
Great  Britain,  and  their  High  Mightinelfes,  as  long  as  the 
war  lafts,  unlefs  his  majefty  the  king  of  Denmark  fhould 
be  attacked  in  his  own  kingdoms  and  dominions,  for  hav- 
ing furniihed  the  faid  troops;  in  which  cafe  his  majefty  the 
king  of  Denmark  refervesto  himfelf  the  right  and  power  of 
recalling  them,  as  foon  as  he  thinks  neceffary. 

XI.  In  cafe  that  one  or  more  regiments  or  companies 
of  the  faid  troops  have  the  misfortune  to  be  ruined,  his 
majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their  High  Migh- 
tineffes,  promife  to  pay,  without  lofs  of  time,  to  the  colo- 
nels or  captains  of  the  regiments  or  companies  ruined,  the 
necelTary  fums  to  recruit  and  replace  them  on  the  fame  foot 
as  before.  And  at  the  end  of  the  campaign,  the  fame  fums 
for  recruits  fhall  be  paid  to  the  Danifii  officers,  as  are 
paid  to  the  other  officers  of  their  High  Mightinelfes;  to. 
the  end  that  the  faid  troops  may  be  always  kept  up  in  a 
good  condition,  to  be  fent  home  in  due  time,  in  as  good 
order  as  they  came. 

XII.  In  like  manner  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  their  High  Mightinefles  promife,  that  if  his  ma- 
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jefty  the  king  of  Denmark  be  attacked,  or  difturbed  in  the 
pofTeffion  of  his  kingdoms,  provinces,  territories,  tolls, 
navigation,  commerce,  or  other  rights,  they  will  fpeedily 
fend  back  the  faid  troops,  and  give  them  a  mondi's  pay, 
to  bear  their  charges  home ;  which  month's  pay  fhall  be 
advanced  likewife,  when  the  faid  troops  are  fent  home  af- 
ter the  conclufion  of  a  peace.  And  befides,  they  will  fend 
to  his  majefty  the  king  of  Denmark,  the  fuccours  both  by- 
land  and  fea,  which  are  flipulated  in  the  fecret  articles  of 
the  treaty  of  1690,  which  fuccours  they  will  maintain, 
during  the  war,  at  their  own  expence  ;  only  the  king  of 
Denmark  fliall  be  obliged  to  furnilh  them  with  bread  and 
foracre. 

o 

XIII.  And  for  rendering  this  alhance  and  union  ftill 
more  perfeft,  and  to  leave  the  parties  no  manner  of  doubi 
as  to  the  certainty  of  the  fuccours,  v/hich  they  may  expeQ: 
from  one  another  in  the  manner  agreed  to  as  above,  it  is 
exprefsly  contra6led,  that  in  order  to  form  a  judgment 
hereafter,  in  what  cafe  this  alliance  exills  or  not,  if  any 
one  of  the  parties  be  aftually  attacked  by  force  of  arms, 
though  it  has  not  made  ufe  of  any  force  yet  againft  the 
aggreffor,  that  fliall  be  fufficient  to  determine  the  cafe. 
But  this  article  fliall  only  be  appHcable  to  occafions  that 
may  happen  hereafter.  And  for  the  prefent,  the  fupply 
of  12000  men  fliall  march  towards  their  High  Mightinefles 
frontiers,  as  foon  as  the  treaty  is  figned,  according 
to  the  loth  article. 

XIV.  And  to  the  end  that  no  broil  may  happen  hereaf- 
ter between  his  majefl:y  the  king  of  Denmark,  and  their 
High  Mightineffes,  on  the  account  of  commerce,  it  is  now 
agreed,  that  the  prbjc6:  of  the  treaty  of  commerce  and  toll 
of  the  year  1692,  upon  which  a  negotiation  was  entered 
into,  firfl:  at  Copenhagen,  and  afterwards  at  the  Hague, 
fhall  bereaffumed,  adjufted,  concluded  and  figned,  at  the 
fame  time  as  this. 

XV.  This  alliance  fhall  fubfift  for  the  fpace  of  ten 
years,  computing  from  the  day  offigning  this  treaty  ;  and 
the  alliances  of  i6go  and  1696,  which  are  renewed  by  this 
treaty,  fliall  alfo  continue  ten  years. 

XVI.  The   Emperor  fliall  be  invited  to  enter  into  this 
alhance ;  and  if  the  king  of  PruGia,  the  houfe  of  Lunen- 
burg, 
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burg,  of  that  of  HefTe  Cafle],  defire  to  be  included  in  it, 
the  high  allies  fhall  be  at  their  liberty  to  confent  to  it,  when 
they  are  agreed  among  one  another,   on  the  conditions 
upon  which  the  faid  powers  may  be  received  into  it. 

XVII.  For  the  fuller  explanation  of  all  the  claufes  of 
thisprefent  treaty,  relating  to  the  fums  for  raifing,  main- 
taining, tranfporting,  marching,  recruiting,  and  fending 
back  the  troops  mentioned  in  the  loth  article,  it  is  exprefsly 
ftipulated,  that  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain  fliall 
pay  all  thofe  charges  when  the  faid  troops  are  in  his  fervice, 
and  that  the  States  General  fhall  pay  them  when  they  are 
in  the  fervice  of  their  High  Mightineffes. 

XVIII.  The  ratifications  of  this  prefent  treaty  fhall  be 
exchanged  at  Copenhagen,  in  fix  weeks  from  the  day  of 
figning  it,  on  the  part  of  his  majefty  the  king  of  Great 
Britain,  and  in  four  weeks  on  the  part  of  the  States 
General. 

In  witnefs  whereof  we  have  figned  this  treaty,  and  there- 
unto affixed  the  feals  of  our  arms.

Treaty  of  alliance,  offenjive  and  defenjive,  between  Leopold' 
Emperor  of  the  Romsins,  Anne  Queen  o/"  England,  and 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  on  the  one 
part,  and  Peter  II.  King  0/"  Portugal,  on  the  other  part; 
for  afferting  the  liberty  of  Spain, y^r  averting  the  common 
danger  of  all  Europe,  and  for  defending  the  right  of  the 
mofi  augufl  houfe  of  Auftria,  to  the  Spanifli  monarchy. 
At  Lifbon,  May  16,  1703.  Together  with fepar ate  arti- 
cles made  and  confrmed  the  fame  day. 

WHEREAS  the  moft  ferene  and  mod  potent  prince 
Leopold,  eniperor  of  the  Romans,  and  the  moft 
ferene  and  moft  potent  prince  William  IIL  late  king  of 
Great  Britain,  and  alfo  the  High  pd  mighty  lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands, entered  into  an  alliance  which  was  concluded  at  the 
Hague,  the  7th  of  September,  1701,  which,  after  the 
death  of  the  faid  king,  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent 
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princeifs  Anne,  queen  of  Great  Britain,  chearfully  under- 
took to  obferve ;  and  whereas  they  invited  the  moft  ferene 
and  moft  potent  Peter  II.  king  of  Portugal,  that  he  would 
be pleafed  to  accede  to  the  faid  alliance;  and  his  facred 
royal  majelly  of  Portugal,  being  not  only  prevailed  on  by 
fo  friendly  an  invitation  of  the   princes  the  confederates, 
but  alfo  confidering  that  the  moll  chriftian  king  Lewis  XIV. 
fince  the  late  alliance  concluded  betwixt  himfelf  and  his 
grandfon,  the  moft  ferene  the  Dauphin  s  fecond  fon,  and 
his  Portuguefe  majefly,  made  it  evidently  appear,  both  by 
tokens  and  fa6ls,  that  his  fole  defign  was  to  opprefs  the  H- 
berty  of  the  Spaniards  by  a   French  government,  and  to 
annex  the  kingdoms  and  dominions  of  Spain,  as  fo  many 
provinces  to  the  kingdom  of  France,  which  would  not  only 
be  very  prejudicial  and  pernicious  to  the  interefts  of  Por- 
tugal, but  alfo  to  all  the  other  kingdoms  and  nations  of  Eu- 
rope ;  he  has  thought  it  moft  juft  and  advifable,  to  ufe  his 
utmoft  endeavour  to  avert  the   common    danger,  to  free 
not  only  the  Spaniards  from  the   yoke    of  tyranny,    but 
their  neighbouring  and   kindred   nation  the  Portuguefe, 
who  are  derived  from  the  fame  original;  efpecially  fmce  it 
were  to  be  feared,  that  the  prefent  age  and  pofterity  would 
have  blamed  a  king  who  is  a  Spaniard  by  birth  and  origin, 
(for  the  Portuguefe  are  included  in  the  denomination  of 
Spaniards)  if  he  ftiould  forfakc  Spain,  his  native  country, 
in  the  time  of  her  greateft  diftrefs,  and  refufe  to  ftretch  out 
his  friendly  hand  to  Spain   their  common  mother,  which 
implored  the  afliftance  of  her  children:    therefore,  fnice 
nothing  was  decided  concerning  the  right  of  fucceflion  to 
Spain,    by   the  treaties  entered  into   between  his  facred 
royal  majcfty  of  Portugal,  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King  and 
his  grandfon,  which,  without   prejudging   that  caufe,  had 
nothing  in  view  but  the  promoting  the  peace  and  tranqui- 
lity of  Spain,  and  the   reft  of  Europe,  the  faid  moft  fe- 
rene and  moft  potent  king    of   Portugal,    hath   therefore 
thought  fit  to  enter  into  a  treaty  with  the  faid  moft  ferene 
and   moft  potent  prince  Leopold,    emperor  of  the  Ro- 
mans, to  whom,  by  the  death  of  Charles  II.  widiout  iffue, 
the  fucceflion  to  the  dominions  of  Spain  belongs,  by  right 
of  birth  and  treaties;  and  with  his  confederates  in  the  fame 
caufc,  viz.  with  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent  princcfs 
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Anne,  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  higli  and  mighty- 
lords  the  States  General  of  tlie  United  Provinces  of  the 
Netherlands;  to  the  end  that,  with  their  united  counfels  and 
forces,  they  might  make  the  ftrongeft  provifion  for  the 
common  fafety,  the  liberty  of  the  Spaniards,  and  the  law- 
ful right  of  fucceflion  to  the  Spanilh  monarchy.  There- 
fore, in  order  to  bring  fuch  treaty  to  a  conclufion,  his  Sa- 
cred Imperial  Majefty  on  the  one  part,  hath  given  his  full 
powers  and  commiflion  to  Charles  Erneft,  count  Wald- 
fiein,  his  ambaffador  in  Portugal,  and  the  moft  ferene  and 
moft  potent  princefs  Anne,  queen  of  Great  Britain,  to 
Paul  Methuen,  Efq;  her  ambaffador  in  Portugal,  and  the 
high  and  mighty  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  to  Francis  Schonenberg  : 
and  on  the  other  part,  the  king  of  Portugal  to  Don  Nonio 
de  Mello  Alvares  Pereira,  his  deareft  coufin,  &c.  to  Don 
Emanuel  Telles  de  Silva,  marquis  dAlegrette,  &c.  and  to 
Don  Francis  de  Tavora  Conde  de  Alvor,  and  to  Don 
Roque  Montegro  Paim,  and  to  Don  Jofeph  de  Faria. 
Which  faid  plenipotentiaries  have  agreed  and  confented  to 
the  following  articles. 

I.  The  three  confederate  powers  abovementioned,  to- 
gether with  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  fball 
unanimoufly  endeavour,  that  the  moft  ferene  archduke 
Charles,  his  Imperial  majefty 's  fecond  fon,  may  be  put  in- 
to the  poffeflion  of  all  Spain,  as  it  was  pofiefted  by  the  ca- 
tholic king  Charles  II.  but  with  this  provifo,  that  his  facred 
royal  majefty  of  Portugal  ftiall  not  be  obliged  to  carry  on 
anoffenfive  war  any  where,  except  in  Spain  itfelf. 

II.  For  the  carrying  on  of  the  faid  offenfive  war  in 
Spain,  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal  fhall  not  be 
obliged  to  bring  into  the  field,  and  maintain  there,  more 
than  12000  foot,  and  3000  horfe,  on  his  own  part. 

III.  Befides  thefe,  his  facred  royal  majefty  fliall  levy 
13000  Portuguefe  foldiers,  that  the  forces  may  amount  in 
all  to  28000  men;  of  whom  5000  ftiall  be  horfe,  and 
23000  foot. 

IV.  Of  thefe  13000  foldiers,  viz.  11000  foot,  and  2000 
horfe,  the  faid  iiooo  foot  foldiers  ftiaU  be  armed  with  pro- 
per weapons,  which  the  confederate  powers  fliall  furnifti 
foT  the  purpofe,  and  2000  arms  over  and  above. 
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V.  The  confederate  powers  jfhall  be  obliged  to  give  a 
million  of  patacoons  to  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portu- 
gal every  year,  as  long  as  the  war  fhall  continue,  for  the 
expence  of  the  faid  13000  foldiers,  as  well  for  their  wages 
as  other  charges  which  they  fiiall  be  liable  to,  as  well  in 
quarters  as  in  the  field. 

VI.  The  pay  of  the  faid  million  of  patacoons  fhall  be 
fetded  by  equal  payments  through  every  month  of  the  year, 
viz.  that  part  which  relates  to  the  wages  of  the  13000  fol« 
diers,  fiiall  commence  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations, in  proportion  to  the  number  of  foldiers  already 
raifed,  and  to  be  raifed  forthwith  ;  and  as  for  that  part  of 
the  million  which  is  for  the  extraordinary  expences  of  the 
army  when  brought  out  of  quarters,  the  payment  thereof 
fhall  commence  from  the  firft  day  that  they  march  out. 
Provided  neverthelefs,  that  two  months  pay  be  always  ready 
at  Lilbon,  for  the  difcharge  of  the  firft  part  of  this  million; 
and  as  for  the  payment  of  the  fecond  part,  as  foon  as  the 
army  is  brought  out  of  quarters,  two  months  pay  Ihall 
be  advanced  beforehand,  which  fhall  not  be  reckoned  but 
in  the  two  laft  months  of  the  year. 

VI L  But  if  it  happen  that  his  facred  royal  majefty  of 
Portugal  do  not  raife  the  whole  number  of  13000  foldiers 
aforefaid,  fuch  part  of  the  wages  ftiall  be  dedu6led  from 
the  million  of  patacoons,  as  would  be  fufficient  for  the 
number  of  foldiers  not  muftered. 

VIII.  Befides  the  faid  million  of  patacoons  which  the 
confederate  powers  ought  to  furnifli  every  year,  for  the 
pay  of  the  13000  Portuguefe  foldiers,  as  is  premifed,  they 
fhall  likewife  be  obliged  to  furnifti  500000  patacoons  for 
accoutring  the  army,  and  other  things  that  fhall  be  necef- 
fary  this  firft  year;  and  they  fliall  deliver  the  faid  fum  of 
money  at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  this  treaty. 

IX.  The  confederate  powers  fhall  furnifli,  and  always 
have  ready  in  this  kingdom  of  Portugal,  every  year  as 
long  as  the  war  fhall  laft,  12000  foreign  veteran  fol- 
diers, viz.  10000  foot,  1000  light  horfe,  and  1000  dra- 
goons; which  12000  foldiers  they  fhall  furnifh  not  only 
henceforwards  at  their  own  expence,  as  far  as  is  nccefTary, 
but  ftiall  likewife  arm  and  pay  them  their  wages  both  in 
quarters  and  in  the  field,  and  Ihall  furnifli  the  foldiers  with 
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fDiilitary  bread,  and  the  horfes  with  hay  and  barley ;  which 
iaid  bread,  hay  and  barley  fhall  be  afforded  to  them  at 
the  fame  price  as  they  have  been  ufually,  and  are  actually 
afforded  to  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal's  own  fol- 
diers :  and  this  fhall  be  taken  care  of  by  his  general  re- 
ceivers and  officers.  Provided  neverthelefs,  that  his  facred 
royal  majefty  of  Portugal  fhall  be  at  no  manner  of  ex- 
pence  for  the  faid  foreign  forces,  befides  providing  hofpi- 
tals  and  carriages,  and  every  thing  thereto  belonging. 

X.  His  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal  fhall  furnifh 
2000  horfes  in  Portugal,  to  be  bought  with  the  money  of 
the  confederate  powers,  for  mounting  their  cavalry,  at 
ihe  rate;  of  40000  rees  a  horfe  for  every  private  man,  and 
60000  a  horfe  for  the  officers:  and  at  the  fame  rate  they 
fhall  be  obliged  to  furnifh  all  other  horfes  which  the  con- 
federate powers  fhall  defire  for  augmenting  their  cavalry. 

XI.  Together  with  the  above-mentioned  12000  veteran 
foldiers,  ten  great  brafs  guns  mounted  on  their  carriages, 
and  equipped  with  all  the  other  furniture  neceffary  for  the 
ufe  of  an  army,  except  the  mules  to  draw  them,  fhall  be 
brought  into  the  field  at  the  expence  of  the  confederate 
powers. 

XII.  And  with  the  arms  for  the  11000  Portuguefe,  part 
of  the  13000  which  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal 
is  to  furnifh,  there  fhall  be  ten  other  brafs  cannons  from 
12  to  24  pounders  mounted  on  their  carriages,  which  guns, 
together  witff  the  arms  for  the  1 1000  Portuguefe,  fhall  be 
the  property  of  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  fo 
that  they  fhall  not  be  redemanded  of  him,  nor  any  price 
required  for  them. 

XIII.  The  confederate  powers  fhall  be  immediately 
obliged  to  bring  into  the  field  at  their  own  expence  4000 
quintals  of  gun-powder,  each  quintal  amounting  to  128 
pounds  Portuguefe  weight,  for  the  ufe  of  the  expedition  of 
this  firft  year;  and  they  fhall  alfo  take  care  to  buy  and 
bring  into  the  field  every  following  year,  as  long  as  the 
war  continues,  4000  quintals  more  of  gun  powder,  before 
the  forces  are  brought  out  of  their  quarters. 

XIV.  The  confederate  powers  fhall  likewife  fend  im- 
mediately, together  with  the  foreign  forces,  two  com- 
5[inanders  or  general  officers,  who  fhall  have  acquired  the 
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chara6ler  of  lieutenant  generals,  of  whom  his  majefly 
fliall  be  informed  beforehand;  four  ferjeant  majors  to 
mufter  the  army;  four  officers  of  horfe  who  fhall  dif- 
charge  the  office  of  commifTaries ;  two  lieutenant  generals 
of  the  ordnance,  12  engineers,  40  gunners,  10  workers 
in  fire -works,  20  pioneers,  all  to  be  paid  by  the  confe- 
derate powers,  in  the  fame  manner  as  they  are  obliged  to 
pay  for  the  12000  foreign  foldiers. 

XV.  All  the  foreign  forces  which  the  confederate  powers 
are  to  fend  to,  and  keep  in  Portugal,  ffiall  not  only  be 
fubjeft  to  his  Portuguefe  majefty's  comm.and,  but  alfo  to 
that  of  his  governors,  generals,  and  the  officers  who  are 
fuperior  by  their  pofts.  But  for  breach  of  commands  and 
other  wicked  crimes,  they  fhall  be  puniflied  by  the  mar- 
ihals  or  generals  and  auditor  generals  of  the  army,  in  the 
military  way,  as  the  Portuguefe  themfelves  are  or  fhall  be 
punifhcd;  efpecially  for  thofe  things  which  relate  to  the 
violation  of  religious  concerns. 

XVI.  The  confederate  powers  fhall  give  all  aid  and 
affillancc  to  the  king  of  Portugal's  undertakers,  in  export- 
ing from  their  lands  all  the  gun-powder,  arms,  provisions, 
and  all  the  other  inflruments  and  materials  for  war,  whe- 
ther by  land  or  fea,  which  they  fhall  defne,  at  the  fame 
prices  as  the  faid  confederate  powers  ufed  to  get  them  for 
their  own  ufe. 

XVII.  The  maritime  powers  ffiall  be  obliged  to  have 
and  keep  a  fufficient  number  of  men  of  war  on  the  fea- 
coafts,  and  m  the  harbours  of  Portugal,  to  proteft  the  faid 
coafts  and  harbours,  and  the  trade  and  merchant-fleets 
from  hoflilities;  fo  that  upon  notice  that  the  faid  harbours 
and  fleets  are  likely  to  be  attacked  with  a  fuperior  force, 
the  faid  confederate  powers  fhall  be  obliged  before  fuch 
cafe  happens,  to  fend  fuch  a  number  of  men  of  war  to 
Portugal  as  fliall  be  equal,  and  even  fuperior  to  the  fliips 
and  forces  of  the  enemy,  who  fliall  form  a  defign  to  attack 
the  faid  harbours  or  fleets.  And  as  hidden  cafes  may  hap- 
pen upon  the  departure  of  the  ffiips  of  the  faid  confederate 
powers  from  the  coafl  and  harbours  of  Portugal,  the  faid 
confederate  powers  ffiall  be  obliged  to  let  as  many  fliips 
remain  in  thofe  feas  or  harbours,  as  his  facrcd  royal  ma- 
jcfly  of  Portugal  ffiall  judge  neceflary. 

XVIII.  But 
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XVIII.  But  if  any  powers  make  war  upon  the  domi' 
jiions  and  territories  of  thex.Portuguefe  beyond  the  feas; 
or  if  his  facrcd  royal  majefty  of  Portugal  be  informed 
that  the  enemies  have  fuch  a  dehgn,  the  confederate  powers 
Ihall  afford  fuch  a  number  of  men  of  war  to  his  facred 
royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  as  fliall  be  of  equal,  if  not  fu- 
perior  force,  not  only  to  repel  the  enemy's  (hips,  but  to 
hinder  fuch  war  or  defcent,  as  often  as  occafion  fhall  re- 
quire. But  if  the  enemies  have  taken  any  town,  or  pof- 
feifed  any  place  which  they  fortify  in  the  faid  provinces  and 
territories  beyond  fea,  thofe  aids  fhall  be  continued  till  the 
towns  or  places  fo  taken  are  intirely  recovered. 

XIX.  All  the  auxiliary  Ihips  fhall  be  fubjeOt  to  the  com- 
mand of  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal;  and  when 
they  go  to  the  provinces  and  territories  of  the  Portuguefe 
beyond  fea,  they  fhall  do  thofe  things  which  his  facred 
royal  majefty 's  viceroys  and  governors  fhall  injoin  them  in 
his  name. 

XX.  But  when  thefe  auxiliary  fhips,  of  the  two  powers, 
happen  in  any  cafe  whatever  to  be  joined  with  the  Portu- 
guefe fhips,  the  commander  of  the  Portuguefe  fquadron 
or  fhips  who  has  the  right  of  carrying  the  flag,  fhall  give 
the  fignals,  and  fummon  a  council  of  war,  which  fhall  be 
Jield  in  the  Portuguefe  commodore's  cabin :  and  from  him 
commands  fhall  be  iffued  for  putting  the  dehberations  of 
the  council  in  execution ;  which  the  captains  of  the  auxi- 
liary fhips  fhall  execute  every  one  in  his  own  fhip. 

XXI.  Neither  peace  nor  truce  fhall  be  made  but  by 
the  mutual  confent  of  all  the  allies :  Nor  fhall  etther  be 
concluded  at  any  time,  whilft  his  moft  chriftian  majefty 's 
fecond  grandfon  by  the  dauphin,  or  any  other  prince  of 
French  extraQion,  fhall  continue  in  Spain ;  and  the  Por- 
tuguefe crown  ihall  have  the  intire  poffeflion  and  govern- 
ment of  all  lands,  kingdoms,  iflands,  ftates,  territories, 
caftles,  cities,  towns,  villages,  and  their  territories  and 
appendages,  which  it  hath  now  in  Spain  and  out  of 
Spain, 

XXII.  Nor  fhall  peace  be  made  with  the  moft  chriftian 
king,  unlefs  he  gives  up  all  the  right  he  pretends  to  have  to 
the  countries  belonging  to  the  North  Cape,  and  the  addi- 
tional territories  qf  the  ftate  of  Maranon,  lying  between 

the 
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the  river  of  Amazons  and  that  of  Vincent  Pifo  5  notwith- 
ftanding  any  treaty,  either  provifional  or  decifive,  made 
between  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal  and  the  faid 
moft  chriftian  king,  concerning  the  poffefTion  of,  and  right 
to  the  faid  countries. 

XXIII.  After  the  moft  ferene  archduke  Charles  fhall 
have  conquered  Spain,  he  fhall  pay  to  his  facred  roysJ 
majefty  of  Portugal  and  the  India  company  whatever  the 
crown  of  Spain  was  obliged  to  pay  to  them  by  virtue  of 
a  convention  made  with  that  crown,  as  much  as  if  it  had 
been  really  made  with  him ;  and  fhall  punftually  obferve 
all  its  obligations  and  conditions,  and  take  care  that  the 
payments  be  made  at  the  terms  therein  expreffed;  viz.  the 
firft  payment  at  the  arrival  of  the  firft  India  fleet  or  Flo- 
tilla, which  comes  to  Spain  after  the  faid  moft  ferene  arch- 
duke fliall  afcend  the  throne ;  the  fecond  at  the  arrival  of 
the  fecond  fleet:  and  he  ftiall  perform  the  other  things  that 
are  contained  in  the  faid  convention,  fo  as  that  the  crown 
of  Portugal  and  the  India  company  may  obtain  all  things 
which  they  ought  to  obtain  by  virtue  of  the  faid  conven- 
tion. And  her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  high  and  mighty  lords  the  ftates  general  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  bind  themfelves  as  guarantees  for  the  moft 
ferene  archduke's  performance  of  the  contents  of  this 
article. 

XXIV.  The  moft  ferene  archduke  Charles  fliall  come 
to  Portugal,  and  land  there,  with  all  the  auxiliary  forces 
which  the  confederate  powers  ought  to  fend,  as  it  is  ftipu- 
lated  and  agreed  in  this  treaty ;  nor  fliall  his  facred  royal 
majefty  of  Portugal  be  obliged  to  make  war,  till  the  moft 
ferene  archduke  and  all  the  fuccours  both  of  men  and 
fliips  are  arrived  in  Portugal. 

XXV.  Moreover,  as  foon  as  the  moft  ferene  archduke 
arrives  in  Portugal,  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal 
fliall  acknowledge  and  hold  him  for  king  of  Spain,  as 
king  Charles  II.  poflc-fled  it.  Provided  nevcrthelcfs,  that 
he  give  previous  notification  in  due  form  of  law  to  his 
facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  that  the  right  by  which 
he  is  king  of  Spain  is  lawfully  yielded  and  transferred  to 
him. 

XXVI.  At 
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XXVI.  At  the  fame  time  that  his  facred  royal  majefty 
of  Portugal  Ihall  enter  upon  the  war,  the  maritime  powers 
ihall  be  obliged  to  fend  a  ftrong  fleet  to  annoy  the  coaft 
of  Spain,  in  order  to  give  a  diverfion  to  the  enemy's 
forces,  and  to  facilitate  the  main  buiinefs  of  the  expe- 
dition. 

XXVII.  For  the  fame  reafon  the  confederate  powera 
fliall  be  obliged  to  profecute  the  war  ftrenuoufly,  as  well 
in  the  Netherlands  and  on  the  upper  Rhine  as  in  Italy,  at 
the  very  time  that  Portugal  fhall  carry  her  arms  into 
Spain;  and  this  fhall  be  continued  in  the  fame  manner 
every  year  as  long  as  the  war  fhall  laft. 

XXVI II.  It  is  provided,  that  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  at 
any  time  for  the  faid  potentates  to  claim  or  demand  from 
the  crown  of  Portugal  all  or  any  part  of  the  cofts  and 
charges,  which  they  fhall  incur  on  account  of  the  aids  to 
be  furniftied  by  virtue  of  this  treaty,  whether  in  land-forces 
and  fhipping,  or  in  money,  arms,  gun-powder,  guns,  &c. 
although  the  fame  be  not  particularly  provided  againfl  in 
all  and  lingular  the  claufes  and  articles  of  this  treaty,  in 
which  thofe  aids  are  flipulated. 

XXIX.  This  treaty  fhall  be  duly  and  legally  confirmed 
and  ratified  by  the  above-mentioned  principals  of  the  faid 
plenipotentiaries;  and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  exchanged 
at  Lifbon  within  the  fpace  of  three  months  from  the  time 
of  figning  it. 

In  witnefs  of  all  which,  we  the  above-named  plenipo- 
tentiaries of  his  facred  imperial  majefty  and  his  facred 
royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  and  of  the  high  and  mighty 
lords  die  ftates  general  of  the  United  Netherlands,  have 
fet  our  hands  to  this  inftrument,  and  fealed  it  with  the 
feals  of  our  arms.  But  the  plenipotentiary  of  her  facred 
royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  for  avoiding  the  difpute 
between  the  crowns  of  Portugal  and  Great  Britain  con- 
cerning precedence,  has,  after  the  manner  and  cuftom 
obferved  between  both  crowns,  figned  and  fealed  other 
inftruments  of  the  fame  tenor  feparately.  Done  at  Lif- 
bon, May  16,  1703.

Secret  and  Separate  Articles, 

IT  has  been  agreed  that  the  two  fecret  articles  under- 
written fhould  be  added  to  the  treaty,  figned  and  fealed 
this  day  by  the  plenipotentiaries  of  his  i'acred  imperial 
majefty,  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  high  and  mighty  lords  the  ftates  general  of  the  United 
Netherlands  on  the  one  part,  and  by  the  plenipotentiaries 
of  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal  on  the  other  hand; 
with  this  provifo  neverthelefs,  that  they  fhall  be  altogether 
as  firm  and  valid  as  the  intire  and  fubftantial  part  of  the 
faid  ofFenfive  alliance. 

I.  'Tis  provided,  that  the  moft  ferene  archduke  Charles, 
after  the  right  is  lawfully  yielded  and  transferred  to  him, 
for  his  being  king  of  Spain  and  the  Welt  Indies,  as  the 
catholick  king  Charles  11.  poffefled  them  both,  fhall  yield 
and  give  to  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  the  towns 
of  Badajox,  Albuquerque,  Valencia,  and  Alcantara  in 
JLftremadura,  and  the  towns  of  Guarda,  Tuy,  Bayonne 
and  Vigo  in  the  kingdom  of  Galicia,  and  all  thofe  towns, 
cities  and  caftles,  with  the  territories  thereof,  as  they  be- 
long to  each  refpeftively,  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  tliey 
are  now  extended.  Which  ceflion  and  donation  fhall  be 
made  to  the  crown  of  Portugal  for  ever,  to  the  end  that 
the  kings  of  Portugal  may  pofTcfs  all  thofe  towns,  cities, 
and  caftles,  as  is  premifed,  with  tlie  fame  title,  propriety 
and  fovereignty  as  they  were  poffeflTed  by  the  aforefaid 
catholick  king  Charles  II. 

II.  Moreover,  the  moft  ferene  archduke  fhall  in  like 
manner  be  obliged  at  the  fame  time  to  yield  and  give  to 
his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  and  to  the  crown  of 
that  kingdom  for  ever,  all  and  every  right  which  he  had, 
and  might  have  had,  to  the  countries  fituate  on  tlic  north 
fide  of  Rio  dc  la  Plata,  which  ftiall  he  the  boundary  of 
the  American  dominions  of  both  crowns,  in  fuch  manner, 

tliat 
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that  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal  may  pofTefs  and 
garrifon  them  as  their  true  fovereign,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  all  the  other  countries  of  his  dominions ;  notwithftand- 
ing  any  treaty  either  provifional  or  decilive,  made  with 
the  faid  crown  of  Spain.  In  witnefs  whereof,  &c,  figned 
as  above. 


Treaty  of  Commerce  betwixt  Anne  Queen  of  Great  Britain, 
and  Peter,  King  of  Portugal.  Concluded  at  Lifbon,  the 
27M  o/"  December,  1703. 

WHEREAS  the  league  and  ftria  friendfhip  which 
is   between  the   moft   ferene   and    moft    potent 
princefs,  Anne,  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and   the   moil 
ferene  and  moft  potent,  Peter,  king  of  Portugal,  requires 
that  the  commerce  of  both  the  Britifli  and  the  Portugal 
nations  fhould  be  promoted  as  much  as  poffible ;  and  her 
facred  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain  hath  fignified  to  his 
lacred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  by  the  moft  excellent 
John  Methuen,  Efq;  member  of  the  Englifh  parliament, 
and  embalfador  extraordinary  in  Portugal,  that  it  would 
be  very  acceptable  to  her,  if  the  woollen  cloths,  and  the 
reft  of  the  woollen  manufaBures  of  Britain,  might  be  ad- 
mitted into  Portugal,  the  prohibition  of  them  being  taken 
off:  that  this  matter  may  be  treated  and  tranfafted,  they 
have  given  their  full  powers  and  commands ;  that  is  to  fay, 
her  facred  majefty  of  Great  Britain  to  the  abovefaid  moft 
excellent  John  Methuen,  and  his  facred  majefty  of  Por- 
tugal, to  the  moft  excellent  don  Emanuel  Telles,  marquifs 
of  Alegrete,  Conde  de  Villa  Major,  in  the  fociety  of  the 
knights  of  Chrift,  &c.  &;c.  who  by  virtue  of  the  full  powers 
to  them  refpeftively  granted,  having  maturely  and  dili- 
gently conftdered  the  matter,  have  agreed  upon  the  follow- 
ing articles. 

I.  His  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal  promifes,  both 
in  his  own  name,  and  that  of  his  fucceftbrs,  to  admit,  for 
ever  hereafter,  into  Portugal,  the  woollen  cloths,  and  the 
reft  of  the  woollen  manufaftures  of  the  Britons,  as  was 
accuftomed,  till  they  were  prohibited  by  the  laws ;  never- 
thelefs  upon  this  condition^ 

II.  That 
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ti.  That  is  to  fay,  that  her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great 
Britain  fhall,  in  her  own  name,  and  that  of  her  fuccefTors, 
be  obhged  for  ever  hereafter,  to  admit  the  wines  of  the 
growth  of  Portugal  into  Britain ;  fo  that  at  no  time,  whe- 
ther there  fliall  be  peace  or  war  between  the  kingdoms  of 
Britain  and  France,  any  thing  more  fhall  be  demanded 
for  thefe  wines  by  the  name  of  cuftom  or  duty,  or  by  what- 
foever  other  tide,  direftly  or  indiredly,  whether  they  {hall 
be  imported  into  Great  Britain  in  pipes  or  hogfheads,  or 
other  cafks,  than  what  fhall  be  demanded  from  the  like 
quantity  or  meafure  of  French  wine,  deducing  or  abating 
a  third  part  of  the  cuftom  or  duty.  But  if  at  any  time 
this  deduftion  or  abatement  of  cuftoms,  which  is  to  be 
made  as  aforefaid,  fliall  in  any  manner  be  attempted  and 
prejudiced,  it  fhall  be  juft  and  lawful  for  his  facred  royal 
majefty  of  Portugal,  again  to  prohibit  the  woollen  cloths, 
and  the  reft,  of  the  Britifh  woollen  manufaftures. 

III.  The  moft  excellent  lords  the  plenipotentiaries  pro- 
mife  and  take  upon  themfelves,  that  their  above-named 
mafters  fhall  ratify  this  treaty,  and  within  the  fpace  of  two 
months  the  ratifications  fliall  be  exchanged. 

For  the  faith  and  tcftimony  of  all  which  things,  I  the 
plenipotentiar)^  of  her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, have  confirmed  this  treaty,  by  the  fublcription  of  my 
hand,  and  by  the  feal  of  my  coat  of  arms.  And  the  moft 
excellent  lord  the  plenipotentiary  of  his  facred  royal  ma- 
jefty of  Portugal,  for  avoiding  the  controverfy  about  pre- 
cedence between  the  two  crowns  of  Britain  and  Portugal, 
hath  fubfcribed  another  inftrument  of  the  fame  tenor, 
changing  only  what  ought  to  be  changed  for  that  reafon. 
Given  at  Lifbon,  the  27th  of  the  month  of  December, 
1703.

^  HER 
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HER.  majefty  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  th^ 
lords  the  ftates-general  of  the  United  Provinces, 
having  confidered  how  much  it  concerns  the  quiet  and  fe- 
curity  of  their  kingdoms  and  ftates,  and  the  public  tran- 
quillity, to  maintain  and  to  fecure  on  one  fide  the  fuc- 
ceffion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  in  fuch  manner  as 
it  is  now  eftablilhed  by  the  laws  of  the  kingdom;  and  on 
the  other  fide,  that  the  faid  ftates-general  of  the  United 
Provinces  Ihould  have  a  ftrong  and  fufficient  barrier  a- 
gainft  France,  and  others,  who  would  furprize  or  attack 
them ;  and  her  majefty  and  the  faid  ftates-general  appre- 
hending, with  juft  reafon,  the  troubles  and  the  mifchief; 
which  may  happen,  in  relation  to  this  fucccflion,  if  at  any 
time  there  ftiould  be  any  perfon,  or  any  power,  who  Ihould 
call  it  in  queftion;  and,  that  the  countries  and  ftates  of 
the  faid  lords  the  ftates-general,  were  not  provided  wath 
fuch  a  barrier.  For  thefe  reafons,  her  faid  majefty  the 
queen  of  Great  Britain  (though  in  the  vigour  of  her  age, 
and  enjoying  a  perfeQ  health,  which  God  preferve  for 
many  years)  according  to  her  ufual  prudence  and  piety, 
has  thought  fit  to  enter  with  the  lords  the  ftates-general  of 
the  United  Provinces,  into  a  particular  alliance  and  con- 
federacy, whereof  the  publick  quiet  and  tranquillity,  and 
the  preventing,  by  timely  meafures,  all  the  events,  which 
might  one  day  or  other  occafion  new  wars,  are  to  be  the 
principal  end  and  only  aim.  With  this  view  it  is,  that  her 
Britannick  majefty,  for  adjufting  certain  articles  of  a 
treaty,  which  is  additional  to  the  treaties  and  alliances 
that  file  has  already  with  the  lords  the  ftates-general  of 
the  United  Provinces,  has  given  her  full  power  to  her 
ambaflador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary,  Charles 
vifcount  Townfiiend,  baron  of  Lynn-Regis,  and  the  lords 
the  ftates-general  of  the  United  Provinces,  to  the  fieurs 
John  de  Weideren,  Frederick,  baron  of  Rheed,  Anthony 
Heinfius,  Cornelius  Van  Gheel,  Gedeon  Hoeuft,^  Heflel 
Van  Sminia,  Erneft  Itterfum,  and  Wicher  Wichers,  who 
have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 

I.  The  treaties  of  peace,  friendfliip,  aUiance,  and  con- 
federacy, between  her  Britannick  majefty  and  the  ftates- 
general  of  the  United  Provinces,  are  approved  and  con- 
firmed 
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firmed  by  the  prefent  treaty,  and  fhall  remain  in  theiil^ 
former  force  and  virtue,  as  if  they  were  inferteld  word  for 
word. 

II.  The  fucceffion  to  the  crown  of  England  having 
been  fettled  by  an  aft  of  parHamcnt  pafiTed  the  twelfth 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefty  king  William  the 
Third;  the  title  of  which  is,  "  An  a6l  for  the  farther  liHii- 
"  tation  of  the  crown,  and  better  fecuring  the  rights  and 
"  liberties  of  the  fubjeQ;"  and  lately,  in  the  fixth  year  of 
the  reign  of  her  prelent  majefty,  this  fame  fucceffion  hav- 
ing been  again  eftablillied  and  confirmed  by  another  a6l 
made  "  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  her  majefty 's  perfon 
*•  and  government,  and  of  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown  of 
"  Great  Britain,  &c.  in  the  line  of  the  moft  ferene  houfe 
*'^  of  Hanover,  and  in  the  perfon  of  the  princefs  Sophia, 
"  and  of  her  heirs,  fucceffors,  and  defendants,  male  and 
*•  female,  born  or  to  be  born."  And  no  power  having 
any  right  to  oppofe  the  laws  made  to  this  purpofe,  by  the 
crown  and  parliament  of  Great  Britain ;  if  it  ftiould  hap- 
pen, neverdielefs,  under  any  pretence,  or  for  any  caufe 
whatever,  that  any  perfon,  or  any  power,  or  ftate,  fliould 
pretend  to  call  in  queftion  the  eftablilhment  which  the  par- 
liament has  made  of  the  aforefaid  fucceffion  in  the  moft 
ferene  houfe  of  Hanover,  to  oppofe  the  faid  fucceffion,  to 
affifl  or  to  favour  thofe  who  may  oppofe  it,  direftly  or 
indireftly,  by  open  war,  or  by  fomenting  feditions  and 
confpiracies  againft  her  or  him,  in  favour  of  whom  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain  fhall  be  fetded  purfuant  to  the  afts 
aforefaid :  the  ftates-CTeneral  of  the  United  Provinces  en- 
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gage  and  promife  to  affift  and  maintain  in  the  faid  fuc- 
ceffion, her  or  him  to  whom  it  ftiall  belong  by  virtue  of 
the  faid  a6ts  of  parliament,  to  affift  diem  in  taking  poffef- 
fion,  if  they  have  not  already  got  it,  and  to  oppofe  thofe 
who  would  difturb  them  in  the  taking  fuch  pofTcirion,  or  in 
the  aftual  pofTeffion  of  the  aforefaid  fliccefTion. 

III.  Her  faid  majefty  and  the  ftates-general,  purfuant 
to  the  fifth  article  of  the  alliance  concluded  between  the 
emperor,  the  late  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the 
Oates  general,  the  7th  of  September,  1701,  fhall  employ 
all  their  forces  to  recover  the  reft  of  the  Spanifli  Low- 
Countries. 

IV.  And 
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IV.  And  farther,  they  fhall  endeavour  to  conquer  as 
many  towns  and  forts  as  they  can,  that  they  may  ferve  as  a 
barrier  and  fecurity  to  the  faid  Lords  the  States. 

V.  And  whereas,  according  to  the  ninth  article  of  the 
faid  aihance,  it  is  to  be  agreed,  amongft  other  things,  how 
and  in  what  manner  the  States  fiiall  be  fecured  by  means 
of  this  barrier,  the  queen  of  Great  Britain  fhall  ufe  her  en- 
deavours to  procure,  that  in  the  treaty  of  peace  it  may  be 
agreed,  that  all  the  Spanifii  Lovv^  Countries,  and  what  elfe 
may  be  found  neceJTary,  whether  in  refpeft  to  towns  and 
places  conquered,  or  not  conquered,  fliall  ferve  as  a  bar- 
rier to  the  States. 

VI.  That  to  this  end,  their  High  MightinefTes  may  put 
and  keep  garrifon,  change,  augment,  and  diminifh  it,  as 
they  fhall  judge  proper,  in  the  places  following;  namely, 
Newport,  Furnes,  with  the  fort  of  Knockc,  Ypres,  Me- 
nin,  the  town  and  citadel  of  Lifle,  Tournay  and  its  cita- 
del, Conde,  Valenciennes,  and  the  places  which  fliall  here- 
after be  conquered  from  France ;  Maubeuge,  Charleroy, 
Naitiur,  and  its  citadel ;  Liere,  Halle  to  be  fortified ;  the 
forts  of  Perle,  Philippe,  Damme,  the  caftle  of  Gand  and 
Dendermonde;  the  fort  of  St.  Donas  being  joined  to  the 
fortifications  of  Sluice,  and  being  entirely  incorporated 
with  it,  fhall  remain  and  be  yielded  in  property  to  the 
States.  The  fort  of  Rodenhuyzen,  on  this  fide  Gand, 
fhall  be  demoliflied. 

VII.  The  faid  Lords  the  States  General  may,  in  cafe 
of  an  apparent  attack,  or  war,  put  as  many  troops  as  thev 
fhall  think  neceffary,  into  all  the  towns,  places  and  forts 
of  the  Spanifli  Low  Countries,  where  the  ufage  of  war 
fhall  require  it. 

VIII.  They  may  likewife  fend  into  the  tov/ns,  forts, 
and  places,  where  they  fhall  have  their  garrifbns,  without 
any  hindrance,  and  without  paying  any  duties,  provifions, 
warlike  ammunitions,  arms,  and  artillery,  materials  for  the 
fortifications,  and  all  that  {hall  be  found  convenient  and 
neceffary  for  the  faid  garrifons  and  fortifications. 

IX.  The  faid  Lords  the  States  General  may  alfo  put  in 
the  towns,  forts,  and  places  of  their  barrier  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  fixth  article,  where  they  fliall  have  their  gar- 
rifons, fuch  governors  and  commanders,  majors,  and  orlier 
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ofHcers,  as  dicy  (hall  think  fit,  who  fliall  not  be  fubjecl  to 
any  otlier  orders  relating  to  the  fecurity  c.d  military  go- 
vernment of  the  faid  places,  whatfoever  they  may  be,  or 
from  whomroever  they  may  come,  but  only  to  thofc  of 
their  High  Mightinefies,  exclufive  of  all  others;  yet,  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  rights  and  privileges,  as  well  ecclcfi- 
aflica!  as  political,  of  king  Charles  III. 

X.  That  farthcrmore,  the  faid  Lords  tlie  States  may 
fortify  the  faid  towns,  places,  and  forts  belonging  thereun- 
to, and  repair  the  fortiiications  thereof,,  in  fuch  manner  as 
they  Hoall  judge  neccfTary;  and  farther,  they  may  do  what- 
ever fljall  beuiefal  for  their  defence. 

XI.  The  Lords  the  States  General  (hall  enjoy  all  the 
r  evenues  of  the  towns,  places,  chatellenies,  and  their  de- 
pendencies, which  they  Ihall  have  for  their  barrier  from 
P'rance,  whereof  the  crown  of  Spain  was  not  in  pt^fTellion 
at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  late  king  Charles  II.  and, 
befides,  a  million  of  livres  fnall  be  fetded,  to  be  paid,  of 
one  hundred  thoufand  crowns  e\  ery  three  months,  out  of 
the  cleareft  revenues  of  die  Spanifii  Lov/  Countries,  which 
the  laid  king  was  then  in  poifeihcn  of:  both  which  are  to 
ferve  for  maintaining  the  garrifons  of  the  States,  and  pro- 
viding for  (he  fortifications,  as  aho  the  magazines,  and 
odier  iiecefikry  expences  in  the  towns  and  places  above- 
mentioned.  And,  to  the  end  th.at  the  expences  to  be 
made  may  be  iiipplied  from  the  faid  revenues,  endeavours 
fnall  be  ul'ed  for  enlarging  the  dependencies  and  chatelle- 
nies abovementioned,  as  much  as  polfible,  and  particular- 
ly for  ilipulating,  that  the  chatelleny  of  Caffel,  and  the 
^vood  of  Niepe,  may  go  along  with  the  chatelleny  of 
\pres,  and  the  jurifdiciion  of  Douay  with  the  chatelleny 
of  Liiie  ;  both  the  one  and  the  od:er  having  been  annexed 
tliereto  bef(;re  the  present  war. 

XII.  That  no  town,  fort,  place,  or  country,  of  the 
Si)ani{h  Low  Countries,  fnall  be  yielded,  transferred,  or 
given,  or  dcfcend  to  the  crown  of  France,  or  to  any  one 
of  the  French  line,  whether  by  virtue  of  any  gift,  fide,  ex- 
change, marriage-agreement,  inheritance,  fiiccefTion  by 
will,  or  wiLifOutwili;  nor  b)' any  title,  or  in  any  odicr 
;;nanner  whatfoever,  fliall  they  be  put  into  the  power,  or 
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under  the  authority  of  the  Moft  Ghriftian  King,  or  of  any 
one  of  the  French  Hne. 

XIII.  And  whereas  the  faid  Lords  the  States  General, 
in  purfuance  of  the  ninth  article  of  the  faid  aihance,  are 
to  make  a  convention  or  treaty  with  king  Charles  III.  for 
putting  the  States  in  a  condition  of  fafety,  by  means  of 
the  (aid  barrier,  the  queen  of  Great  Britain  will  concur 
with  her  good  ofhces,  that  all  that  is  abovementioncd,  re- 
lating to  the  barrier  of  the  States,  may  be  inferted  in  the 
aforefaid  treaty  or  convention  ;  and  that  her  faid  majefty 
will  continue  her  good  offices,  till  the  abovementione'd 
convention,  between  the  States  and  the  faid  king  Charles 
III.  be  concluded,  agreeably  to  what  is  before-mentioned; 
and  that  her  majefty  will  guaranty  the  faid  treaty,  or  con- 
vention. 

XIV.  And  to  the  end  that  the  faid  Lords  the  States 
may  enjoy,  from  this  prefent  time,  as  much  as  poffible,  a 
barrier  for  the  Spanidi  Low  Countries,  they  fhali  be-  per- 
mitted to  put  their  garrifons  into  the  towns  already  taken, 
and  which  may  be  taken  before  the  peace  be  concluded, 
and  put  in  execution  ;  and  in  the  mean  v/hiie,  the  faid 
king  Charles  III.  fhall  not  enter  into  pcdi^ffion  of  tlie  faid 
Spanifli  Low  Countries,  neither  in  the  whole,  nor  in  part; 
and,  during  that  time,  the  queen  fhall  affill  their  High 
Mightineflcs  in  maintaining  them  in  the  enjoyment  of  the 
revenues,  and  in  finding  the  million  of  livres  a  year  above- 
mentioned. 

XV.  And  whereas  their  High  Mightineffes  have  flipu- 
lated,  by  the  treaty  of  Munfter,  in  the  fourteenth  article, 
that  the  river  Schelde,  as  alfo  the  canals  of  Sas,  Swyn, 
and  other  mouths  of  the  fea  joining  thereunto,  fliouid  be 
kept  flrut  on  the  fide  of  the  States. 

And  in  the  fifteenth  article,  that  the  fiiips  and  commo- 
dities going  in,  and  coming  out  of  the  harbours  of  Flan- 
ders, Ihall  be  and  remain  charged  with  all  fuch  impofts, 
and  other  duties,  as  are  raifed  upon  commodities  going 
and  coming  along  the  Schelde,  and  the^othei  canals  above- 
mentioned. 

The  queen  of  Great  Britain  promifes  and  engages,  that 
their  High  Mightineffes  fhall  never  be  dilturbed  in  their 
right  and  poiTeihon,  in   that  refpsfcl.  neither  direBly  nor 
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indiredly,  but  that  they  lliall  continue  fully  to  enjoy  the 
fame ;  as  alfo,  that  in  prejudice  of  the  faid  treaty,  the 
commerce  ihall  not  be  made  more  eaiy  by  the  lea  ports, 
than  by  the  faid  rivers,  canals,  and  mouths  of  the  fea.  on 
the  fide  of  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces,  neither  di- 
rediy  nor  indireftly. 

And  whereas,  by  the  fixtccnth  and  feventeenth  articles 
of  the  fame  treaty  of  Muniler,  his  majefty  the  king  of 
Spain,  is  obliged  to  treat  the  fjbjecis  of  their  High  Migh- 
tinefTes,  as  favourably  as  the  fubjeCis  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  Hans  Towns,  who  were  then  the  people  the  moft  fa- 
vourably treated  :  her  Britannick  majeity,  and  their  High 
Mightineffes,  promife  hkewife,  to  take  care  that  the  fui3- 
jeQs  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  their  High  Mightineffes,  fhalJ 
be  treated  in  the  Spanifh  Low  Countries,  as  well  as  in 
Spain,  the  kingdoms  and  States  belonging  thereunto,  equal- 
ly, and  both  the  one  and  the  other,  as  favourably  as  the 
nations  which  are  the  mofi,  favoured. 

XVI.  The  faid  queen  and  Statcc:  General  oblige  them- 
{elvcs  to  furnifh,  by  fea  and  land,  the  fuccours  and  affill- 
ance  neceffary  to  maintain,  by  force,  her  faid  majefly  in 
the  quiet  poffeffion  of  lier  kingdoms,  and  the  moft  fercne 
houfe  of  Hanover  in  the  faid  fucceffion,  in  the  manner  it 
is  fettled  by  the  afts  of  parliament  before-mentioned;  and  to 
maintain  the  laid  States  General  in  the  pofiefTion  of  the  faid 
barrier. 

XVlf.  After  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  a  particular 
convention  floall  be  made  of  the  conditions,  according  to 
which  the  faid  queen,  and  the  faid  Lords  the  States  Gene- 
ral, will  engage  to  furnifli  the  fuccours  which  fliall  be 
thought  neceffary,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land. 

XVHL  if  her  Britifli  majefty,  or  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  be  attacked  by  any  one  whatfo- 
ever,  on  account  of  this  convention,  they  ihall  mutually 
a  (flit  one  another  with  all  their  forces,  and  fnall  become 
guarantees  of  the  execution  of  die  laid  convention. 

XIX.  All  the  kings,  princes  and  ftatcs,  that  fliall  be 
willing  to  enter  into  this  prcfent  treaty,  fhall  be  invited 
and  admitted  into  the  fame,  as  foon  as  pofTible,  particu- 
larly his  Imperial  Majefty,  the  kings  of  Spain  and  Pruftia, 
die  Elector  of  Hanover,  and  licr  Britannick  majefty,  and 
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the  Sates  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  each  of 
them  in  particular,  fliall  be  permitted  to  require  and  invite 
thofe  whom  they  fhall  think  fit  to  require  and  invite,  to  en- 
ter into  this  treaty,  and  to  be  guarantees  of  its  execution. 

XX.  And  as  time  has  fnewn  the  omiffion  which  was 
made  in  the  treaty  figned  at  Ryfwicke,  in  the  year  1697, 
between  England  and  France,  concerning  the  right  of  the 
fucceifion  of  England,  in  the  perfon  of  her  majefty  the 
queen  of  Great  Britain,  now  reigning;  and  that,  for  want 
of  having  fetded  in  that  treaty  this  indifputable  right  of  her 
raajefty,  France  rcfufed  to  acknowledge  her  for  queen  of 
Great  Britain,  after  the  death  of  the  late  king  William  III. 
of  glorious  memory  :  her  majefty  the  queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  do  agree  and  oblige  themfelves  likewife,  not  to 
enter  into  any  negotiation  or  treaty  of  peace  with  France, 
before  the  title  of  her  majefty  to  the  crown  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, as  alfo  the  right  of  fucceffion  of  the  moft  ferene  houfe 
of  Hanover,  to  the  faid  crown,  in  the  manner  it  is  fetded 
and  eftabhflied  by  the  abovementioned  aQ:s  of  parhament, 
be  fully  acknowledged  by  France  as  a  preliminary  ;  and 
that  France  has  promifed  at  the  fame  time,  to  remove 
out  of  its  dominions,  the  perfon  who  pretends  to  be  king 
of  Great  Britain  ;  and  that  no  negotiadon  nor  formal  dil^ 
cuffion  of  the  articles  of  the  faid  treaty  of  peace  fhall  be 
entered  into,  but  jointly,  and  at  the  fame  time  with  the 
faid  queen,  or  with  her  minifters. 

XXI.  Her  Britannick  majefty,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  fhall  ratify  and 
confirm  all  that  is  contained  in  the  prefent  treaty,  within 
the  fpace  of  four  weeks,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of 
the  figning.  In  teftimony  whereof,  the  underwritten  am- 
baffador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  of  her  Britan- 
nick majefty,  and  the  deputies  of  the  Lords  the  States 
General,  have  figned  this  prefent  treaty,  and  have  affixed 
their  feals  thereunto.  At  the  Hague  the  29th  of  O£lober, 
in  the  year  1709. 


Separate  Articles. 
I.    A   ^   ^'^  ^^^^  preliminary  articles  figned  here   at  the 
Jr\.   Hague  the  '28th  of  May,   1709,  by  the  plenipo- 
|;entiaries  of  his  Imperial  majefty,  of  her  majefty  the  queen 
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of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  it  is  (lipulated,  amongft  other  things, 
that  the  Lords  the  States  General  Ihall  have  the  entire  pro- 
perty and  fovereignty  of  the  upper  quarter  of  Gv.eJcler,  ac- 
cording to  tl;e  52d  article  of  the  treaty  of  Ivlunfter  of  the 
year  1648  ;  as  alfb  that  the  garrifbns,  which  are,  or  here- 
after ihall  be,  on  the  part  of  the  Lords  the  States  General, 
in  the  town  of  Huy,  the  citadel  of  Liege,  and  in  the  tov\'n 
of  Bonne,  fnall  renaain  there,  till  it  fliall  be  otherwile  fet- 
tled with  his  Imperial  mr.jcfly  and  the  Empire.  And  as 
the  barrier  which  has  been  this  day  agreed  to  in  the  princi- 
pal treaty,  for  the  mutual  guaranty  between  her  Briti fh 
inajefLy  and  the  Lords  the  States  General,  cannot  give  to 
the  United  Provinces  the  fecur.ty  for  Vv'hich  it  is  eltahlifh- 
ed,  unlefs'  it  be  well  and  clofely.  formed  from  one  end  to 
the  other,  and  that  the  communication  thereof  be  well 
joined  together;  towards  v;hich  the  upper  quarter  of  Guel- 
der, and  the  garrifons  in  tie  citadel  of  Liege,  Iluy,  iuid 
Bonne,  are  abfolutely  neceflary  ;  experience  having  thrice 
fliewn,  that  France  having  a  defign  to  attack  the  L^nited 
Provinces,  has  made  ufe  of  the  places  abovcmcntioncd, 
in  order  to  come  at  them,  and  to  penetrate  into  the  faid 
provinces.  That  farther,  in  refpect  to  the  equivalent  for 
which  the  upper  quarter  of  Guelder  is  to  be  yielded  to  the 
United  Provinces,  according  to  the  5 id  article  of  ihe  t  ea- 
ty  of  Mimfter  abovemep.tioned,  his  majedy  king  Charles 
IT  I  will  be  much  more  gratified,  and  receive  greater  ad- 
vantages in  odier  places,  than  that  equivalent  can  amount 
to.  Wherefore,  that  the  Lords  the  States  General  may 
have  the  entire  property  and  fovereignty  of  the  upper 
quarter  of  Guelder,  and  thrtt  the  laid  iv.per  quarter  of 
•Guelder  may  be  yielded  in  tins  manner  to  the  laid  Lords 
the  States  General-,  in  the  convention  or  treaty  that  they 
are  to  make  with  his  majefly  king  Charles  II L  according 
to  the  13th  article  of  the  treaty  concluded  this  day  ;  as  al- 
/o  that  their  garrifons  in  the  citadel  of  Liege,  in  t!-.at  c;f 
Huy,  and  in  Bonne,  may  remain  there,  until  it  be  otltcr- 
wife  fetiled  with  his  Imperial  majefly  and  th^Empirc,  her 
majefly  the  queen  of  Great  Britain  engages  and  j^romiies 
by  this  feparaie  article,  which  Ihall  have  the  fame  force  as 
if  it  was  inferted  in  the  principal  treaty,  to  majvc  the  fame 
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■efforts  for  this,  as  fhe  has  engaged  to  make  for  procuring 
to  them  the  barrier  in  the  Spanifli  Low  Countries. 

If.  Whereas  the  Lords  the  States  Ger.ei-al  have  repre- 
fejited,  that  in  Flanders,  the  limits  between  Spaniih  Flan- 
ders and  that  of  the  States,  are  fetded  in  iiich  manner, 
as  that  the  land  belonging  to  the  Siates  is  extremely 
ftreightened;  fo  that  on  ibme  places,  the  territory  of  Spa- 
nifh  Flanders  reaches  to  the  fortincadors,  and  under  the 
cannon  of  the  places,  towns,  and  forts  of  the  States, 
v.hich  occafions  many  inconveniencies,  whereof  an  exam-, 
pie  has  been  feen  a  little  before  the  beginning  of  the  pre- 
fent  war,  when  a  fort  was  going  to  be  built  under  the  can- 
non of  the  Sas  de  Gand,  on  pretence,  that  it  was  upon 
the  territory  of  Spain  :  and  as,  for  avoiding  thefe  and  other 
inconveniencies,  it  is  necefiary,  that  the  land  of  the  States, 
on  the  confines  of  Flanders,  fiiould  be  enlarged,  and  that 
thereby  the  places,  towns  and  forts,  Ibouid  be  better  cover- 
ed, her  Britannick  majefty,  entering  into  the  jult  motives 
of  the  faid  Lords  the  States  General  in  this  reibeQ:,  pro- 
mifes  and  engages,  by  this  feparate  article,  that  in  the 
convention  that  the  laid  Lords  the  States  General  are  to 
make  with  his  m.ajedy  king  Charles  IIL  flie  will  affift 
them  in  having  it  agreed,  that  by  yielding  to  the  faid 
Lords  the  States  General,  the  property  of  an  extent  of 
^and  neceffary  to  obviate  fach  like  and  other  inconveni- 
encies, their  limits  in  Flanders  may  be  enlarged  more 
conveniendy  for  their  fecurity,  and  thofe  of  the  Spanilh 
Flanders  removed  f:iriher  from  their  towns,  places  and 
forts,  to  the  end  that  the  fame  may  not  be  fo  expolcd  for 
the  future.

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The,   treaty  of  guaranty  for  the  proteflant  fucceffion  to  the 
•     crown '  of  Great  Britain^  and  the  barrier  ,cf  the   States 
General,  concluded  at   Utrecht,  January  29,   1713,  he- 
'  tween  the  ^-ucm  0/ Great  Britain,  and  the  States  Gene- 
ral ^/"i^/ze  United  Netherlands. 

WHEREAS,  in  tlie  treaty  which  \^as  concluded  the 
2gth  of  Oftober,   1709,  between   the  mod  lerene 
and  potent  princefs  Anne,  queen  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  &c.  and  the  high  and 
mighty  Lords  the   States  General  of  the   United   Nether- 
lands, about  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  barrier  of  the  United   Provinces,  feveral  articles 
and  claufes  are  contained,  which  require  a  more  ample 
explanation,  and  which,  without    fome   equitable  amend- 
ments, are  already  prejudicial,  and  may  hereafter  prove 
dangerous  to  the  welfare    and  interell  of  her   faid   royal 
majefty's  fubjeCls  ;  and  there   are  alfo  others,  which  fince 
the  making  of  the  faid  treaty,  are  become  neither  neceffary 
nor  convenient :  and  whereas  it  was  provided  in  the  17th 
article  of  the  faid  treaty,  that  a  certain  agreement  fiiould 
be  made  fcparately  about  the  conditions  on  which  her  faid 
royal  majelty,  and  the  Lords   the  States  General,  fhould 
promife  and  engage  to  furnifli  each  other  with  the  necef- 
farv  aids  for  the  miUtual    performance  of  the   furetifliips, 
commonly  called  guaranty,  which  faid  agreement  was  ne- 
ver yet  made  ;  her  faid  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  Lords  the  States   General  of  the  United  Netherlands, 
I'erioufly  conhdering  how  much  it  concerns  them,  that  no- 
thing  fliould  remain  imperfcB;  or  obfcure,    in   a   treaty 
vv'hich  is  of  fuch  great  importance  to  both   nations,  and 
that  no  article  which  may  feem  grievous  to  the  hibjcfts  of 
cither  party,  ought  to   be  infcrted  in  a  treaty,  whole  end 
and  purpofe  was  to  make  the  bonds  of  friendfhip  flrong- 
i:T  on  both  {ides,  and   to  make  better  and   more  eficBual 
provifion  for  their   mutual  lecuriiy,  have  thought  fu  to 
make   a  nev/  treaty,    to  be  added  to   the  odier   treaties 
and  leagues  which  now  fubfifl:  betwixt  them;  and  have  a- 
greedoii  the  following  article!

I.  The  treaty,  commonly  called  of  fuccefTion  and  bar- 
rier, which  was  concluded  at  the  Hague  on  the  29th  of 
OQober,  1709,  between  the  ferene  queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  lords  the  ftates-general  of  the  United  Nether- 
lands, together  with  two  feparate  articles,  figned  the  fame 
day,  is  to  be  from  henceforwards  of  no  force  or  virtue; 
and  the  faid  treaty,  with  the  two  articles  before-mentioned, 
are  hereby  refcinded  and  declared  void,  ia  the  fame  man- 
ner as  if  they  had  never  been  concluded  or  ratified.  But 
all  other  treaties  of  peace,  friendfhip,  union  and  confe- 
deracy, concluded  between  her  faid  royal  majefty  and  the 
lords  the  ftates-general,  are  hereby  approved  and  con- 
firmed, and  are  to  have  as  much  force  and  authority  as  if 
they  were  inferted  in  this  prefent  treaty. 

II.  Whereas  it  was  enaded  and  declared  by  a  certain 
law  made  in  the  parhament  of  England,  in  the  12th  year 
of  the  reign  of  the  late  moft  ferene  king  William  III.  the 
tide  of  which  is,  "  An  aft  for  the  further  limitation  of  the 
"  crown,  and  the  better  fecuring  the  rights  and  liberties 
"  of  the  fubjeft,  &c."  That  after  the  deceafe  of  the  faid 
king,  and  the  prefent  queen,  who  was  then  ftiled  princefs 
Anne  of  Denmark,  and  upon  failure  of  ilfue  of  the  faid 
king  or  queen,  that  the  crown  and  royal  government  of 
England,  France  and  Ireland,  with  the  dominions  there- 
unto belonging,  fliould  defcend  and  belong  to  the  mod 
excellent  princefs  Sophia,  eleftrefs  and  duchefs  dowager 
of  Hanover,  and  to  her  heirs,  being  proteftants. 

And  whereas  it  has  fince  that  time  been  enabled  in 
feveral  parliaments  both  of  England  and  Scodand,  that  the 
fuccefTion  to  the  monarchy  of  the  united  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  dominions  thereunto  belonging, 
fliould,  after  the  death  of  the  faid  moft  ferene  queen, 
and  on  failure  of  iffue  of  her,  defcend  and  belong  to  the 
moft  excellent  princefs  Sophia,  and  her  proteftant  heirs; 
and  that  all  papifts,  and  thofe  of  either  fex  who  marry 
with  papifts,  fliall  be  excluded  from  the  crown  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  and  be 
for  ever  rendered  incapable  to  inherit,  poftefs,  or  enjoy 
the  fame:  which  faid  provifion  concerning  the  faid  fuc- 
ceflion,  fetded  by  divers  acls  of  parliament,  was  after- 
wards eftabbPned  and  confirmed  by  a  certain  lav/  made 

in 
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in  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  Sth  year  of  the 
reign  of  her  prcfcnt  majefty,  entitled,  "  An  a6l  for  the 
*•"  greater  fecurity  of  her  majcdy's  perf^n  and  govcrn- 
''  mcnt,  and  of  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown  of  Great  3ri- 
"  tain  in  the  proteftant  line.  &c."  And  whereas  no  foreign 
power,  nor  any  perfon  whatfoever,  has  a  rigiu  of  caliinrr 
in  queftion  any  provifion  inadc  by  a  parhament  of  Great 
Britain,  or  of  oppofing  the  fame,  as  cor.ccrning  the  devo- 
lution, limitation,  or  inheritance  of  the  crown,  of  the 
fame  kingdom :  if  neverthelefs  it  fliouid  happen,  that  any 
foreign  power  or  flate,  or  pcrlbw  or  perfoiis  whatfuever, 
under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  dire6tiy  or  indireQiy,  bv 
ckpen  war  or  confpiracy,  or  treafunable  violence,  fliould 
endeavour  to  oppofe  the  right  of  fucceffion  of  the  heirs 
of  her  royal  majelly  after  her  death;  or,  for  want  of  fuch 
heirs,  the  rights  of  fucceffion  of  the  laid  mofl  excellent 
princefs  Sophia,  or  any  of  her  heirs,  to  whom  the  laid 
fucceffion  ihall  then  belong,  according  to  the  laws  and 
ftatutes  of  Great  Britain;  the  lords  the  fbates-general  of 
the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  do  promife  and 
engage,  at  any  time  whatfoever,  during  the  life  of  the  moil 
ferene  queen  above-mentioned,  to  affift  her  to  defend  the 
right  of  fucceffion  to  the  royal  crown  of  Great  Britain,  as 
by  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  the  fame  kingdom  'tis  fetded 
and  limited,  and  after  the  deceafe  of  the  aforcfaid  moft 
Icrcne  queen,  to  affiil  her  heirs,  or  for  want  of  them,  the 
abovementioned  princefs  Sophia,  or  fuch  of  her  heirs  to 
^v'hom,  as  is  aforcfaid,  the  fiicceffion  of  the  royal  crown 
of  Great  Britain,  after  the  deceafe  of  the  moll  ferene 
queen  now  reigning,  ffiall  lawfully  belong,  that  they  may 
obtain  and  keep  the  poffeffion  of  the  fame;  and  to  oppofe 
any  perfon  whatfoever,  who  fiiall  endeavour  to  obfiruft 
the  poffeffion  and  keeping  of  the  crown  aforcfaid;  accord- 
ing to  fuch  requcft,  and  at  fuch  times,  and  in  fuch  manner, 
and  widi  fuch  proportion  of  forces  by  land  and  fca,  as  by 
the  14th  article  of  this  treaty  is  more  plainly  e.xpreiTcd. 

III.  Whereas,  by  the  5th  article  of  the  alliance  con- 
cluded at  the  Hague,  the  7th  of  September,  1701,  between 
the  moft  ferene  emperor,  the  mofl  ferene  king  of  Great 
Britain,  William  III.  of  glorious  memory,  and  the  lords 
the  flates-genei-al  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether-. 
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lands,  it  was  llipulated  and  agreed,  that  the  laid  alhes 
Ihould  employ  all  tlieir  forces  to  recover  the  pro\inces  of 
the  Spanifh  low-countries,  that  they  may  ferve  as  a  barrier 
and  reparation  between  France  and  the  United  Provinces, 
and  the  fecurity  to  the  ftates-general,  as  they  did  hereto- 
fore, till  the  mod  chriftian  king  invaded  and  took  poifcr- 
fion  of  the  fame  with  his  armies ;  it  is  now  flipulated  and 
agreed,  that  her  majeily  tise  queen  of  Great  Britain  iiiall 
ufe  all  her  efibrts  and  endeavours  in  the  enfuing  treaty  of 
peace,  not  only  that  the  provinces  of  the  Spanifh  low- 
countries,  but  alfo  what  otiier  towns  and  places  will  be 
found  necefliiry,  whether  conquered  or  not  conquered, 
may  ferve  to  form  the  barrier  of  the  ftates-general. 

IV.  To  this  end  therefore  it  is  ftipulated  and  agreed. 
That  the  lords  the  iiates-general  may  put  and  keep  garri- 
fon,  augment  and  dmiinifh  the  fame,  as  they  Ihall  judge 
proper,  in  the  places  following ;  naniely,  Furnes.  Fort 
Knocke,  Ipres,  Menin,  the  town  and  citadel  of  Tournay, 
'Mons,  Cliarleroy,  the  town  and  caftle  of  Namur.  the  caftle 
of  Gand,  the  forts  la  Perle,  Philippe  and  Daram.e,  the  fort 
St  Donat  being  joined  to  the  fortifications  of  Sluice,  and 
yielded  in  property  to  the  flates- general.  And  that  the 
fort  Rodenhuylen,  on  this  fide  Gand,  fliall  be  demo- 
iiflied. 

V.  In  cafe  the  fiid  ftater.-general  be  aSually  in  war 
againfl  France,  or  in  manifeft  danger  of  being  attacked 
by  France,  they  may  put  as  many  troops  as  they  fhall 
think  neceiTary  into  thofe  towns,  places,  and  forts  of  the 
Spanifii  low-countries,  as  the  ufage  of  war,  and  neceflity 
fliall  require. 

VL  They  may  likewife  fend  into  the  towns,  places,  and 
forts,  where  they  fliould  have  their  garrifons,  v;:thcut  any 
hindrance,  and  without  paying  any  duties  or  culloms,  pro- 
vifion?,  warlike  aminimitions,  arms,  artillery,  materials  for 
the  fortifications,  and,  in  fliort,  ail  that  may  be  convenient 
and  necefiary. 

VI, I.  The  faid  lords  the  ftates-general  may  alfo  put  in 
the  towns,  places,  and  forts  mentioned  in  the  4th  article, 
where  they  fhall  have  garrifons,  fuch  governors  and  com- 
manders, majors,  and  other  ofhcers,  as  they  fliall  think 
lit,  who  fliall  not  be  fubjecl  to  any  other  orders,  relating 

to 
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to  the  fecurity  and  military  government  of  the  faid  places, 
but  only  to  thofe  of  the  Itates-general,  exclufive  of  all 
others:  yet  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  and  privilefres, 
as  well  ecclefiaftical  as  political,  of  the  moft  ferene  em- 
peror Charles  VI. 

VIII.  Moreover,  the  faid  lords  the  (tates-general  may 
fortify  the  faid  towns  and  places,  and  the  forts  thereunto 
belonging,  and  repair  the  fortifications  thereof,  in  fuch 
manner  as  they  fli all  think  neceflfary;  and  farther,  they 
may  do  whatever  fliall  appear  to  be  ufcful  for  their  de- 
fence. 

IX.  Now  whereas  it  is  agreed,  That  the  fovereignty  of 
the  provinces  of  the  Spanilh  low-countries,  both  of  thofe 
that  were  pofTeffed  by  the  late  Charles  II.  king  of  Spain, 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  of  thofe  that  were  not  come 
into  his  poffeffion,  and  which  might  be  yielded  by  France, 
in  the  future  treaty  of  peace,  belongs  in  property  to  his 
Imperial  Majefty;  it  is  therefore  necefifary  that  there  be 
an  agreement  and  ftipulation,  and  accordingly  it  is  agreed 
and  ftipulated,  that  all  the  revenues,  befides  thofe  that  be 
jiecefiary  for  the  fupport  of  the  civil  government  of  the 
towns,  places,  caftlcs,  and  their  dependencies,  which  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty  are  to  become  part  of  the  barrier, 
and  which  did  by  no  means  belong  to  the  late  Charles  II. 
king  of  Spain,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  fhall  for  the  future 
belong  to  the  lords  the  ftates-general,  and  they  fliall  levy 
the  fame  for  the  ufc  and  maintenance  of  dieir  garrifons, 
and  for  providing  for  the  fortifications  and  magazines,  and 
otiier  nccelfary  expenccs :  but  with  this  exprefs  condition. 
That  neither  by  virtue  of  this  article,  nor  imdcr  any  other 
pretence,  the  ilates-general  may  never  affumc  to  tlicm- 
(elves  the  authority  to  lay  new  taxes  or  duties  in  the  places 
above-mentioned,  or  to  raife  or  diminifli  the  old.  More- 
over, it  is  agreed  and  ftipulated,  upon  the  fame  condition, 
and  no  odicrwife,  That  towards  the  expences  before-men- 
tioned, a  million  of  florins  yearly,  or  one  hundred  thou-, 
land  crowns  every  three  months,  be  paid  to  the  lords  the 
ftates-general,  out  of  the  cleared  and  moft  certain  revenues 
of  the  provinces  of  the  Spnnifli  low-countries,  vdiich  the 
late  king  of  Spain  was  in  polllllion  of  at  the  time  of  his 
dcatl]. 

X.  No 
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X.  No  town,  place,  fort,  or  territory  of  the  Spanifh 
low-countries  fhall  be  yielded,  transferred,  given,  or  des- 
cend to  the  crown  of  France,  or  to  any  one  of  the  French 
line,  whether  by  virtue  of  any  gifts,  iale,  exchange,  mar- 
riage-agreement, inheritance,  fucceffion  by  will  or  without 
will;  nor  by  any  title,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatfoever, 
iliall  any  of  the  faid  provinces  be  put  into  the  power,  or 
under  the  authority  of  the  moft  chriRian  king,  or  of  any- 
one of  the  French  line. 

XL  And  whereas  by  the  ninth  article  of  the  alliance 
above-mentioned,  concluded  the  7th  of  September,  1701, 
it  was  agreed,  That  when  a  treaty  of  peace  fhould  be 
made,  the  allies  fhould,  among  other  things,  agree  amon| 
themfelves,  in  what  manner  the  lords  the  ftates-generai 
fliould  be  put  in  a  condition  of  fafety,  by  means  of  the 
faid  barrier;  her  majefty  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  in 
purfuance  of  the  faid  agreement,  promifes.  That  flie  will 
ufe  all  her  endeavours,  to  engage  his  Imperial  Majcfty  to 
enter  with  the  lords  the  fiates-general  into  a  treaty,  agree- 
able to  all  that  has  been  above  ftipulated  relating  to  the 
barrier:  and  her  faid  majefiy  promifes  aho,  that  fiie  will 
continue  her  good  offices  till  the  aforefaid  convention  be 
concluded,  and  that  fhe  will  guaranty  the  faid  treaty  when 
made. 

XII.  Whereas  the  fupreme  authority  in  the  provinces 
of  the  Spanifli  low-countries,  fmce  they  happened  to  be 
recovered  from  the  enemy,  was  put  in  the  hands  of  her 
majefty  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  lords  the  ■ 
flates-general ;  and  whereas  moft  of  the  towns,  places,  and 
forts  thereunto  belonging  are  garrifoned  by  the  troops  of 
her  faid  majelly,  and  of  the  lords  the  ilates-general;  it  is 
now  llipulatcd  and  agreed.  That  neither  the  government 
of  the  provinces  above-mentioned  fhall  be  changed,  nor 
the  garrifons  drawn  out  of  any  of  the  faid  towns,  places, 
or  forts,  until  the  commerce  and  concerns  of  the  fubjetls 
of  Great  Britain  be  adjufted  to  her  majefly's  fatisfattion, 
and  until  the  affairs  and  intereits  of  the  fubjefts  oi  the 
United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  be  regulated  accord- 
ing to  the  intention  of  their  high  mightinelTes  the  flates- 
general,  and  the  barrier  of  the  lords  the  flates-general  be 
fettled  and  fecured  in  the  manner  above-mentioned- 

XIII.  And 
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XIII.  And  whereas  experience  has  fliewn,  ITiat  it  is 
highly  neceffary  to  obviate  not  only  any  obllruftion,  in- 
terruption, or  any  other  gric\'ance  that  may  befal  tlie 
commerce  of  Great  Britain,  from  the  lords  the  ftatcs- 
general  being  allowed  the  right  to  garrifon  fo  many  places 
that  are  fcated  on  rivers  and  canals,  and  other  parts  of 
the  provinces  of  the  Spanifh  low-countries,  but  alio  to 
prevent  all  frauds  and  collufions  that  mav  be  fet  on  foot 
through  abufe  (or  under  colour)  of  the  privilege  or  immu- 
nity granted  to  them  by  the  6th  article  of  this  prefent 
treaty;  it  is  agreed  and  flipulated,  That  the  fubjetts  of 
the  moft  ferene  queen  of  Great  Britain  fliall,  for  the  fu- 
ture, both  in  time  of  war,  and  in  time  of  peace,  enjov 
the  fame  privileges,  immunities,  franchifes,  and  all  manner 
of  advantages,  in  relation  to  trade,  as  well  for  importation 
as  exportation,  which  they  ever  enjoyed  heretofore,  in  ail 
the  places  and  towns  of  the  provinces  of  the  Spanifli  low- 
countries,  and  of  the  barrier  that  is  to  be  yielded  to  tlie 
faid  ftates-general ;  and  miOreover,  that  they  fliall  enjoy 
all  the  privileges,  immuniries,  franchifes,  and  advantages, 
which  either  have  already  been  granted,  or  in  any  time  to 
omc  fjiall  be  granted,  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  ftates-general 
in  the  provinces  of  the  Spanifli  low-countries,  and  of  the 
barrier:  in  fach  a  manner  that  no  ofRccr,  civil  or  military, 
fhall  ever  be  fuifered  to  hinder,  or  delay  the  free  paffage 
of  the  merchandizes  belonging  to  the  faid  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain.  And  the  faid  ftates-general  promife  and  engage, 
That,  as  far  as  it  (hall  lie  in  their  power,  they  fhall  caufe 
f-"verc  p'.mifiiments  to  be  infndcd  on  him  or  them,  who 
fiiali  be  conviftcd  of  having,  in  any  mantier,  a8ed  con- 
trary to  tlie  meaning  and  iiitent  of  diis  article.  More- 
over, the  faid  ftates-general  promife  and  engage.  That 
they  will  give  flricl  and  effetlual  orders,  and  caufe  the 
fame  to  be  carefully  obfervcd,  That,  under  colour  or  pre- 
tence of  conveying,  or  bringing  in  provilions,  warlike  ftores, 
and  otlicr  things  mentioned  in  the  5th  article  of  this  treaty, 
no  frauds  be  committed  as  to  the  duties  and  cuftcmis  laid 
on  Vv-ares  and  merchandize,  which  wares  and  merchandize 
fliall  nrU  be  laden  or  tranfported  in  the  fame  vcftels,  boats, 
or  Other  carriages,  together  with  the  (aid  provifions.  and 
warlike  ftores.     And  to  the  end  that  fuch  particular  rules 
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and  conditions  may  be  fettled,  as  may  be  necelTary  for  the 
better  and  more  etFeQual  performance  of  this  general  ar- 
ticle, it  is  moreover  hereby  agreed,  That  commiffioners 
be  named  on  each  fide,  who,  within  the  fpace  of  15  da^/s 
from  the  figning  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fhaii  meet  to  fettle 
and  adjiift  between  themfelves,  and  with  the  commiffioners 
of  his  Imperial  Majefiy,  if  he  pleafes  to  name  any  on  his 
part,  all  things  relating  to  the  traffick  and  commerce  that 
Ihall  be  made  in  the  Spanifh  low-countries,  and  in  the 
places  belonging  to  the  barrier,  according  to  the  true  fenfe 
and  cleareft  meaning  of  this  article. 

XIV.  And  to  the  end  that  the  furety  fliips  or  guaran- 
ties mutually  undertaken  by  virtue  of  this  treaty,  may  be 
the  better  and  the  more  certainly  executed,  it  is  ftipulated 
and  agreed,  That  the  moft  ferene  queen  of  Great  Britain, 
and  her  heirs  or  fuccelfors,  fhall,  at  the  requell  of  the 
lords  the   ftates-general,  and  not  olherwife,   furnifli   the 
fuccours  hereafter  expreil'ed,  to  make  good  the  guaranty 
of  the  barrier;  and  in  like  manner  the  lords  the  ftates- 
general  fnall,  at  the  requeft  of  her  royal  majefty,  or  (after 
her  deceafej  of  the  next  heir  born   of  her  body,  or  (on 
failure  therecf)  of  the   next  proteftant  heir  who  fliall  at 
that  time  have  a  title  to  the  crov/n  by  virtue  of  the  a.E\s 
and  ftatutes  of  Great  Britain,  and  not  otherwife,  furnifli 
the  fuccours  hereafter  m.entioned  to  make  good  the  gijji- 
ranty  concerning  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Great 
Britain.     And  it  is  further  ftipiilared  and  agreed,  that  in 
cafe  either  of  the  parties  contrading  fhall  be  required  in 
the  manner  aforefaid,  the  fuccours  which  are  to  be  fur- 
niihed,  fliall   be  lent  according  to  tlie  following  propor- 
tions: namely,   the   moil   ferene  queen  of  Great  Britain, 
her  heirs  and  fucceffbrs,  fii.all  fend  1 0000  foot  to  the  aflift- 
ance  of  the  lords  the  ftates-p-eneral,  and  on  the  other  hand, 
the  lords  the  ftates-general  ftiall   fend  to  the  affiftance  of 
her  royal  m.ajefty,  lier  heirs  and  fuccefibrs,  6000  foot,  well 
provided  with  arms,  under  fuch   generals,  and  other  offi- 
cers, and  diftributed  into  fuch   regiments  and  companies 
as  Ihali  feem  good  to  her  royal  majefty,  her  heirs  and  {iic- 
ceflbrs,  if  (lie   or  they   fiiall  fend  fuch   fuccours;  and  as 
the  lords  the  ftates-general  fhall  think  fit,  if  the  fuccours 
fhall  be  fent  bv  them.     Each  party  fhall  alfo  be  obliged  to 
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fit  out  20  men  of  war  well  equipped,  and  provided  with 
all  necelFaries.  And  the  fuccours  aforefaid  fhall  be  main- 
tained at  the  expence  of  the  party  that  fhall  fend  them, 
for  the  ufe  and  behoof  of  the  party  who  Ihall  have  re- 
quefted  them.  But  if  it  fliall  happen  that  the  danger  be 
fo  fudden,  that  there  iliould  be  no  time  left  for  any 
friendly  applications,  and  fo  great  as  to  require  a  greater 
number  of  forces  and  fhips  of  war,  then  each  party  fhall 
be  obliged,  being  required  by  the  other  to  augment  their 
fuccours,  to  declare  war  againfl  the  aggreffor,  and  to  join 
all  their  forces  by  land  and  fea  with  the  forces  of  the  party 
attacked. 

XV.  Moreover  it  is  agreed,  That  all  kings,  princes, 
and  ftates,  that  defire  to  come  into  this  treaty,  may  be 
invited  and  admitted  thereunto;  provided  the  faid  invi- 
tation and  admiffion  proceed  jointly,  and  not  feparately, 
from  the  moft  ferene  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
lords  the  flates-general. 

XVI.  Her  majefty  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  lords  the  ftates-general,  have  confirmed  and  ratified 
all  that  is  contained,  generally  and  particularly,  in  this 
treaty.

The   RATIFICATION. 

WE  have  fecn  and 'confidercd  the  aforefaid  treaty, 
have  approved  and  ratified,  as  wc  do  by  thei'c  pre- 
fents,  for  us,  our  heirs  and  fuccetfors,  approve  and  ratify 
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the  fame;  engaging  our  royal  word,  and  promifing  to 
execute  and  obferve  fincerely  and  faithfully  all  that  is  con- 
tained in  the  faid  treaty ;  and  never  to  fufFer  (fo  far  as  in 
us  lies)  any  perfon  whatfoever  to  violate  the  fame,  or  in 
any  manner  to  a6l  contrary  thereto.  In  witnefs  whereof, 
we  have  figned  thefe  prefents  with  our  royal  hand,  and 
caufed  our  great  feal  of  Great  Britain  to  be  affixed  to  the 
fame.  Given  at  our  palace  of  St.  James,  the  2d  of  Feb. 
1712-13,  in  the  eleventh  year  of  our  reign.

A  Declaration  and  Engagement  concerning  the  Rights  and 
Privileges  of  the  Britifh  Merchants  in  the  Kingdom  of 
Sicily,  made  at  Utrecht  the  Sth  of  March,  N.  5. 
1712-13. 

WHEREAS  by  feveral  treaties  of  peace,  alliance, 
commerce  and  navigation,  formerly  made  between 
the  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  and  at  this 
time  fubfifting,  but  more  particularly  by  the  treaty  con- 
cluded at  Madrid,  the  ^^  of  May,  in  the  year  1667,  and 
the  cedalus  annexed  thereunto,  provifion  was  made  for 
the  freedom,  fecurity,  and  perfeft  eafe  of  the  commerce 
of  the  Britilh  fubjefts  trading  in  the  kingdoms  and  pro- 
vinces of  Spain ;  the  obfervance  and  ufage  of  which  trea- 
ties have  been  hitherto  received  in  the  kingdom  of  Sicily, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  in  any  other  the  dominions  of 
Spain,  and  have  remained  there  in  full  force,  except  fome 
variations  which  have  been  introduced  in  the  courfe  of 
time ;  for  the  reftifying  whereof,  according  to  the  rule 
of  thofe  treaties,  Great  Britain  has  juftly  infilled  hitherto. 

Wherefore  on  occafion  of  transferring  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily  to  his  royal  highnefs  the  duke  of  Savoy,  her  facred 
majefty  of  Great  Britain  being  watchful  to  preferve  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  her  fubjefts  trading  in  the  faid 
kingdom,  and  being  likewife  willing  to  preferve  to  the 
Sicilians  the  privileges  they  have  in  Great  Britain,  which 
are  fo  very  dear  to  the  moft  ferene  the  duke  of  Savoy, 
hath  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  give  inftruftions  to  her 
underwriten  minifters  plenipotentiaries  to  agree  with  the 
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miniflers  plenipotentiaries  of  his  royal  highnefs  of  Savoy 
about  making  declarations  mutually  upon  this  fubjeft.  In 
purfuance  thereof  the  faid  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of 
his  royal  highnefs,  in  the  name  of  their  molt  ferene  mafler, 
do  moft  folemnly  declare  and  promife,  that  during  the 
reign  of  the  aforefaid  moll  ferene  duke  in  Sicily,  as  like- 
wife  of  his  heirs  and  fucceflTors,  the  Britifli  merchants  arc 
henceforward  to  have,  and  fhall  elTeftually  have,  ufe,  and 
enjoy  all  thofe  rights,  privileges,  liberties  and  entire  fe- 
curity,  as  to  their  perfons,  goods,  fliips,  feamcn,  trade 
and  navigation  in  the  faid  kingdom  of  Sicily,  which  by 
virtue  of  the  treaties  made  between  Great  Britain  and 
Spain  they  have  hitherto  enjoyed,  or  ouglit  to  enjoy  : 
and  to  that  end  that  all  abufes  which  deviate  from  the  tenor 
of  the  faid  treaties  fliall  be  forth\v'ith  removed,  and  the 
rights  and  privileges  acquired  to  the  Britifh  fubjefts,  by 
virtue  of  the  aforefaid  treaties,  Ihall  not  on  any  occafion, 
or  under  any  pretence,  ever  be  violated  or  Icffened.  And 
if  hitherto  any  more  favourable  privileges  have  been 
granted,  or  fliall  hereafter  be  granted,  to  the  merchants 
of  any  other  foreign  nation,  any  way  relating  to  the  per- 
fons of  the  traders,  their  fhips,  goods,  duties,  or  the 
bufinefs  of  merchandizing,  the  Britifh  merchants  fhall  like- 
wife  in  all  refpects,  and  in  the  fullell  manner,  enjoy  the 
fame. 

And  in  like  manner,  the  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of 
Great  Britain  do,  in  the  name  of  her  majelty,  confirm 
that  the  Sicilians  fliall  hereafter  enjoy  the  fame  privileges 
and  liberties  which  they  have  hitherto  enjoyed,  or  ought 
to  have  enjoyed,  as  fubjeBs  of  the  king  of  Spain,  by  vir- 
tue of  the  aforefaid  treaty  of  the  year  1667. 

The  ratifications  of  this  prefent  declaration  and  engage- 
ment made  in  due  form  fliall  be  exchanged  at  Utrecht, 
within  fix  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  poffible.  In  witnefs  and 
confirmation  whereof,  the  aforefaid  minifters  plenipoten- 
tiaries of  her  majcfty  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  his  royal 
highnefs  of  Savoy,  have  figned  this  prelent  inftrument  with 
their  own  hands,  and  put  their  feals  thereunto,  at  Utrecht,

The  AssiENTO  adjufed  between  their  Britannick  and  Ca- 
tholick Majejlies,  for  the  Englifli  Company's  obliging  it- 
felf  to  fupply  the  Spanifli  Weft- Indies  with  Black  Slaves, 
for  the  Terru  of  30  Years,  to  commence  on  the  ift  Day  of 
May  of  this  prefent  Year  1713,  and  to  end  on  the  like  Day 
in  the  Year  1743. 

The       KING. 

WHEREAS  the  affiento  agreed  on  with  the  royal 
Guinea  company,  fetded  in  France,  for  the  in- 
troducing of  Negro  Slaves  into  the  Indies,  is  determined, 
and  the  queen  of  Great  Britain  being  defirous  of  coming 
into  this  commerce,  and  in  her  name  the  Enghfh  com- 
pany, as  is  ftipulated  in  the  preliminaries  of  the  peace, 
and  that  this  affiento  fhould  continue  for  the  time  and 
fpace  of  30  years;  Don  Manuel  Menaffes  Gilligan,  de- 
puted by  her  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  did,  in  purfuance 
thereof,  put  into  my  hands  a  draught,  made  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  containing  42  articles,  for  the  regulating  this  con- 
trail; which  I  referred  to  the  confideration  of  a  junta  of 
three  minifters  of  my  council  of  the  Indies,  that  upon  pe- 
rufal  thereof,  they  might  report  to  me  what  fhould  occur 
to  them  upon  each  article  or  condition.  Which  being 
done,  and  feveral  points  remaining  upon  this  examination 
undetermined  and  controverted,  I  referred  it  back  to 
another  junta;  and  being  fully  informed   of  the  whole 
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matter,  notwithftanding  the  objeftions  made  by  both 
junta's,  it  being  my  intention  to  conclude  and  finifh  this 
affiento,  with  all  poffible  condefcention  and  complacency 
towards  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  I  have  thought  fit, 
by  niy  royal  decree  of  the  12th  of  this  prefent  month,  to 
admit  and  approve  of  the  faid  42  articles,  contained  in 
the  forementioned  draught,  in  the  manner  hereafter  fpe- 
cified,  with  the  enlargement,  which  over  and  above  I  have 
of  my  own  free  will  refolved  to  grant  to  the  faid  company 
by  my  faid  decree.  All  which  is  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing : 

I.  Firfl  then  to  procure,  by  this  means,  a  mutual  and 
reciprocal  advantage  to  the  fovereigns  and  fubjefts  of  both 
crowns,  her  Britifli  majefty  does  offer  and  undertake  for 
the  perfons,  whom  flie  fhall  name  and  appoint,  That  they 
Ihall  oblige  and  charge  themfelves  with  the  bringing  into 
the  Wefl-Indies  of  America,  belonging  to  his  catholick 
majeffy,  in  the  fpace  of  the  faid  30  years,  to  commence 
on  the  ifl  day  of  May,  1713,  and  determine  on  the  like 
day,  which  will  be  in  the  year  1743,  viz.  144000  negroes, 
Piezas  de  India,  of  both  fexes,  and  of  all  ages,  at  the 
rate  of  4800  negroes,  Piezas  de  India,  in  each  of 
the  faid  30  years,  with  this  condition,  That  the  perfons 
who  fhall  go  to  the  Well-Indies  to  take  care  of  the  con- 
cerns of  the  alTiento,  fhall  avoid  giving  any  offence,  for 
in  fuch  cafe  they  fliall  be  profecuted  and  punifhed  in  the 
fame  manner,  as  they  would  have  been  in  Spain,  if  the 
like  mifdemeanors  had  been  committed  there. 

II.  That  for  each  negro,  Pteza  de  India,  of  the  regular 
ftandard  of  feven  quarters,  not  being  old  or  defctlive,  ac- 
cording to  what  has  been  prattifed  and  eflabliihed  hitherto 
in  the  Indies,  the  afficntifls  fliall  pay  33  pieces  of  eight 
(EJcudos)  and  one  third  of  a  ])iece  of  eight,  in  which  lum 
fhall  be  accounted  to  be,  and  fliall  be  comprehended,  all 
and  all  manner  of  duties  of  Alcavala,  Siza,  Union  de 
Armas,  Boqueron,  or  any  other  duty  v.hatfocvcr,  of  im- 
portation or  Regalia,  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  fliall  be 
impofed,  belonging  to  his  catholick  majelty,  fo  that  no- 
thing more  fhall  be  demanded;  and  if  any  fhouldbe  taken 
by  the  governors,  royal  officers,  or  other  miniflers,  they 
fhall  be  made  good  to  the  afTicntifts,  on  account  of  the 
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duties  which  they  are  to  pay  to  his  Cathohck  Majefty,  of 
33^-  pieces  of  eight,  as  aforefaid,  the  fame  being  made  ap- 
pear by  an  authentick  certificate,  which  fhall  not  be  deni- 
ed by  any  pubhck  notary,  thereunto  required  on  the  part 
of  the  Alfientifts;  for  which  purpofe  a  general  order  [ce- 
dilla) fhall  be  ilfuedin  the  moft  ample  form. 

III.  That  the  faid  Affientifts  Ihall  advance  to  his  Ca- 
tholick  Majefty,  to  fupply  the  urgent  occafions  of  the 
crown,  two  hundred  thoufand  pieces  of  eight  [efcudos]  in 
two  even  payments  of  one  hundred  thoufand  pieces  of 
eight  each,  the  firft  to  be  made  two  months  after  his  ma- 
jefty fhall  have  approved  and  figned  this  Affiento ;  and 
the  fecond  at  tlie  end  of  two  other  months  next  after  the 
firft  payment ;  which  fum  fo  advanced,  is  not  to  be  reim- 
burfed  before  the  end  of  the  firft  twenty  years  of  this  Affi- 
ento, and  then  it  may  be  dedufted  by  equal  portions  in 
the  ten  laft  remaining  years,  after  the  rate  of  twenty  thou- 
fand pieces  of  eight  yearly,  out  of  the  produce  of  the 
duty  upon  negroes,  which  they  are  to  pay  in  thofe  years. 

IV.  That  the  Affientifts  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  a- 
forefaid  advance  of  two  hundred  thoufand  pieces  of  eight, 
in  this  court ;  as  alfo  from  fix  months  to  fix  months,  the 
half  of  the  amount  of  the  duties  payable  for  the  Piezas  of 
flaves,  which  they  have  agreed  to  import  yearly. 

V.  That  the  payments  of  the  faid  duties  ftiall  be  made 
in  the  manner  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  article,  without 
any  delay  or  difpute,  or  without  putting  any  other  inter- 
pretation upon  it ;  yet,  with  this  declaration,  that  the  Af- 
fientifts fliall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  the  duties  for  more 
than  four  thoufand  negroes  [Piezas  de  India^  yearly,  and 
not  for  the  remaining  eight  hundred,  the  duties  payable 
for  thefe  laft,  daring  the  whole  thirty  years  of  this  Affien- 
to, being  to  be,  as  they  are  hereby  given  and  granted  to 
them  the  faid  Affientifts,  by  his  majefty,  in  the  beft  form 
and  manner  poffible,  in  confideration  of  the  rifques  and 
intereft  that  ought  to  be  made  good  to  the  Affientifts,  for 
the  money  advanced,  and  payment  in  this  court  of  the  du- 
ties for  the  faid  four  thoufand /"zezfls. 

VI.  That  the  faid  Affientifts,  after  they  ffiall  have  im- 
ported the  four  thoufand  eight  hundred  negroes  yearly,  ac- 
cording to  their  contraO;,  if  they  find  it  neceflary  for  his 
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Catholick  Majefty's  fervice,  and  that  of  his  fubje61s,  to 
import  a  greater  number,  they  (ball  have  Hberty  to  do  it, 
during  the  firfl  twenty  five  years  of  this  contratl ;  (for  as 
much  as  in  the  five  laft  years  they  fhall  import  no  more 
than  the  four  thoufand  eight  hundred  agreed  upon ,  with 
condition,  that  they  fhall  pay  no  more  than  fixteen  pieces 
of  eight,  and  two  thirds  of  a  piece  of  eight,  for  all  duties 
on  each  negro,  Pieza  de  India,  which  they  fliall  import, 
over  and  above  the  faid  four  thoufand  eight  hundred,  that 
being  the  half  of  thirty  three  pieces  of  eight,  and  one  third 
abovemendoned ;  and  this  payment  alfo  Ihall  be  made  in 
this  court. 

VII.  That  the  faid  Affientifts  fliall  be  at  liberty  to  em- 
ploy, in  this  commerce  for  the  carrying  of  their  cargoes, 
her  majefty  of  Great  Britain's  own  ihips,  or  thofe  of  her 
fabje6ls,  or  any  belonging  to  his  catholick  majelly's  fub- 
jefts,  (paying  them  their  freight,  and  with  the  confent  of 
their  owners)  navigated  with  Englifh  or  Spanifli  mari- 
ners, at  their  choice,  care  being  taken  that  neither  the 
commanders  of  thofe  fliips  employed  by  the  AITientifts, 
nor  the  mariners  do  give  any  offence,  or  caufe  any  fcan- 
dal  to  the  exercife  of  the  roman  catholick  religion,  under 
the  penalties,  and  purfuant  to  the  reguladons  effablifhed 
by  the  firfl  article  of  this  AfTiento.  And  alfo  it  fhall  be 
lawful  for  the  faid  AfTientifls,  and  they  fhall  have  power 
to  introduce  their  black  flaves  contrafted  for,  into  all  the 
ports  of  the  north  fca,  and  of  Buenos  Ayres,  in  any  of 
the  aforementioned  Ihips,  in  like  manner  as  has  been 
granted  to  any  former  Affientifts ;  however  always  with 
this  affurance,  that  neither  the  commanders  nor  feamen 
fhall  occafion  any  fcandal  to  the  roman  catholick  religion, 
iinder  the  penalties  already  mentioned. 

VIII.  That  whereas,  experience  has  fhewn  it  to  be  ve- 
ry prejudicial  to  the  intcreft  of  his  Catholick  Majefty,  and 
his  fubjefts,  that  it  hath  not  been  lawful  for  the  Affien- 
tifts, to  tranfport  their  negroes  into  all  the  ports  of  India  in 
general,  (it  being  certain  that  the  provinces  which  have  not 
had  them,  endured  great  hardfhips  for  want  of  having  their 
lands  and  eftatcs  cultivated,  from  whence  arofe  the  nccef- 
fity  of  ufing  all  imaginable  ways  of  getting  them,  even 
though  it  were  fraudulently)  it  is  made  an  exprefs  condi- 
tion 
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tlon  of  this  contraB,  that  the  faid  Affientifts  may  import 
and  vend  the  faid  negroes  in  all  the  ports  of  the  north  fea, 
and  that  of  Buenos  Ayres  at  their  choice,  (his  catholick 
majefty  revoking,  as  he  does  revoke,  the  prohibition  con- 
tained in  other  former  Affiento's,  to  import  them  into  any 
other  ports,  than  thofe  therein  mentioned)  with  this  reftric- 
tion,  that  the  faid  Aflientifts  may  not  import,  or  land  any 
negro,  except  in  thofe  ports  where  there  are  royal  offi- 
cers, or  their  deputies,  who  may  fearch  the  fhips  and  their 
cargoes,  and  certify  the  number  of  negroes  that  are  im- 
ported. And  it  is  provided  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  ne- 
groes which  are  carried  to  the  ports  of  the  windward  coaft 
San£la  Martha  Cumana,  and  Maracaybo,  fhall  not  be  fold 
by  the  faid  Affientifts,  for  more  than  after  the  rate  of  three 
hundred  pieces  of  eight  each,  and  for  as  much  lefs  as  is 
poffible,  to  encourage  the  inhabitants  of  thofe  places  to 
buy  them ;  but  as  to  the  other  ports  of  New  Spain,  its 
iflands,  and  Terra  Firma,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
Affientifts  to  fell  them  at  the  beft  prices  they  fhall  be  able 
to  get. 

IX.  That  the  faid  Affientifts  being  allowed,  for  the  rea- 
fons  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  article,  to  import  their  ne- 
groes into  all  the  ports  of  the  north  fea,  it  is  alfo  agreed, 
that  they  (ball  have  power  to  do  it  in  the  river  of  Plata, 
his  Catholick  Majefty  allowing  them  out  of  the  four  thou- 
fand  eight  hundred  negroes,  which,  purfuant  to  this  Affi-- 
ento,  they  are  to  import  yearly,  (in  confideration  of  the 
advantages  and  benefits  that  will  thereby  accrue  to  the 
neighbouring  provinces)  to  bring  into  the  faid  river  of 
Plata,  or  Buenos  Ayres,  in  eacli  of  the  faid  thirty  years  of 
this  Affiento,  to  the  number  of  one  thoufand  and  two  hun- 
dred of  thofe  Piczas  de  India  of  botli  fexes,  to  fell  them 
there  at  fuch  prices  as  they  fliali  be  able,  fliipping  the 
fame  in  four  vcflels,  large  enough  to  carry  them  ;  eight 
hundred  of  them  to  be  difpofed  of  at  Buenos  Ayres,  and 
the  remaining  four  hundred  may  be  carried  into,  and 
ferve  for  the  provinces  above,  and  kingdom  of  Chili,  fell- 
ing them  to  the  inhabitants,  if  they  will  come  to  buy  them 
in  the  faid  port  of  Buenos  Ayres  ;  it  being  hereby  de- 
clared, that  her  Britannick  majefty,  and  the  Aftientifts  in 
her   name,  may  hold  in  the  faid  river    of  Plata  fome 
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parcels  of  land,  which  his  Catholick  Majefly  fhall  appoint 
or  affign,  purfuant  to  what  is  ftipulated  in  the  prelimina- 
ries of  the  peace,  from  the  time  of  the  commencing  of  this 
Affiento,  fufficient  to  plant,  to  cultivate,  and  breed  catde 
therein,  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the  perfons  belonging  to  the 
Affiento,  and  their  negroes;  they  fliall  be  allowed  to  build 
houfes  there  of  timber,  and  not  of  any  other  materials, 
and  they  (hall  not  throw  up  the  earth,  nor  make  any  the 
leaft  (or  flightcft)  fortification  :  and  his  Catholick  Majefly 
Ihall  alfo  appoint  an  officer  to  his  fatisfadion,  one  of  his 
own  fubjefts,  who  fhall  relide  upon  the  aforementioned 
lands,  under  whofe  command  are  to  be  all  fuch  things  as 
relate  to  the  faid lands;  and  all  other  matters  that  concern 
the  Affiento,  fhall  be  under  that  of  the  governor  and  roy- 
al officers  of  Buenos  Ayres,  and  the  AHientifts  ffiall  not, 
on  account  of  the  faid  lands,  be  obliged  to  pay  any  du- 
ties during  the  time  of  the  faid  Affiento,  and  no  longer. 

X.  In  order  to  the  carrying  and  introducing  of  black 
flaves  into  the  provinces  of  the  South-Sea,  liberty  is  to  be 
granted,  as  it  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Affientifts,  to  freight 
either  at  Panama,  or  in  any  other  dock  or  port  of  the 
South-Sea,  fnips  or  frigates  of  about  four  hundred  tons, 
litde  more  or  lefs,  on  board  which  they  may  ffiip  them 
at  Panama,  and  carry  them  to  all  the  other  ports  of  Peru, 
and  no  others  on  that  fide,  and  to  man  thofe  fliips  with 
fuch  feamen,  and  appoint  fuch  officers,  both  military  and 
for  fea,  as  they  ffiall  think  fit,  and  may  bring  back  the 
produceof  the  fale  thereof  to  the  faid  port  of  Panama,  as 
well  in  fruits  of  the  country,  as  in  money,  bars  of  filver, 
or  ingots  of  gold,  and  fb  as  they  may  not  be  obliged  to 
pay  any  duties  for  the  filver  or  gold,  which  they  ffiall  bring 
either  upon  importation  or  exportation,  it  being  ftamped, 
and  without  fraud,  and  appearing  to  be  the  produce  of 
the  negroes,  for  that  the  fame  is  to  be  free  of  all  forts  of 
duties,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  the  faid  money,  bars  of 
filver,  and  ingots  of  gold,  belonged  to  his  catholick  ma- 
icfly  :  and  likcwife  leave  is  granted  to  the  faid  Affientifts, 
to  fend  from  Europe  to  Porto  Bello,  and  from  Porto  Hel- 
lo to  Panama,  by  the  river  Chagre,  or  by  land-carriage, 
cables,  fails,  iron,  timber,  and  likcwife  all  other  fiores 
and   provifions,    necefTary  for  the  faid  (hips,  frigates,  or 
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barcoluengo's,  and  for  the  maintaining  the  fame  ;  provid- 
ed that  they  fhall  not  be  allowed  to  fell,  or  trade  in  the  faid 
ftores,  in  the  whole  nor  in  part,  under  any  pretence  what- 
foever ;  for  that  in  fuch  cafe  they  {hall  be  confifcated ; 
aiid  as  well  the  buyers  as  the  fellers,  fliall  be  punilhed  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  the  Affientifts  fhall  he,  from  that  time 
forward,  abfolutely  deprived  of  this  privilege,  unlefs  it 
fhall  appear  that  they  had  obtained  leave  for  the  fale  there- 
of from  his  Cathohck  Majefty.  And  it  is  farther  provid- 
ed, that  when  the  term  of  this  Affiento  is  ended,  the  faid 
Affientifts  fhall  not  be  allowed  to  make  ufe  of  the  faid 
fliips,  frigates  or  barks,  to  carry  them  to  Europe,  becaufe 
of  the  inconveniencies  that  might  enfue. 

XI.  The  faid  Affientifts  may  makd  ufe  of  EngHfli  or 
Spaniards  at  their  choice,  for  the  management  and  direc- 
tion of  this  Affiento,  as  well  in  the  ports  of  America,  as  in 
the  inland  places,  his  Catholick  Majefty  difpenfing  for  that 
end,  with  the  laws  which  forbid  ftrangers  entering  into,  or 
inhabiting  in  that  country  ;    declaring  and  commanding 
that  the  Englifh,  during  the  whole  time  of  this  Affiento, 
fhall  be  regarded  and  treated  as  if  they  were    fubjefts  of 
the  crown  of  Spain,  with  this   reftriftion,  that,  there  fhall 
not  refide   in  any  one  of  the    faid  ports  of  the  Indies, 
more  than  four  or  fix  Engliflimen ;  out  of  which  number 
the  faid  Affientifts  may  chufe  fuch  as  they  fhall  think  fit, 
and  ffiall  have  occafion  to  fend  up  into  the  country,  where 
negroes  are  allowed   to  be  carried,  for  the  management 
and  recovery  of  their  effe6ls ;  which  they  fliall  perform  in 
the   moft  convenient  manner,  and   that  which  they  fhall 
think  heft,  under  the  regulation  mentioned  in  the  ift  ar- 
ticle,   without   any  hindrance    or  difturbance   from    any 
minifters  civil  or  military,  of  what  degree  or  quality  fb- 
ever,  under   any  pretence,    unlefs   they  can  be  charged 
with  ading  contrary  to  the  eftablifhed  laws,  or  to  the  con- 
tents of  this  Affiento. 

XII.  That  for  the  better  management  of  this  Affiento, 
his  Catholick  Majefty  will  be  pleafed  to  grant,  that  as 
foon  as  the  peace  is  proclaimed,  her  Britannick  Majefty 
may  fend  two  fiiips  of  war,  with  the  faid  faQors,  officers, 
and  others,  who  are  to  be  employed  in  this  fervice,  giv- 
ing firft  a  Uft  of  the  names,  both  of  the  one  and  the  others, 
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that  are  to  go  afhore  in  all  the  ports,  uhere  they  fiiail  be 
allowed  to  fettle  and  regulate  their  faftories,  as  well  that 
they  may  go  with  the  greater  convenicncy  and  fecuritv,  as 
that  they  may  provide  all  things  neccffary  for  the  receiv- 
ing the  vefiTels  that  fhall  go  with  negroes,  which  being  obli- 
ged to  go  to  take  the  blacks  in  upon  the  coaft  of  Africa, 
and  thence  tranfport  them  to  the  ports  of  the  Spanifli  Ame- 
rica, it  would  be  very  incommodious  as  well  as  unprofit- 
able, for  the  faftors  and  others  employed,  to  go  on  board 
the  lliips  made  u(e  of  in  thofe  voyages,  and  yet  it  is  indif- 
penfably  neceffary  that  houfes  be  prepared  beforehand  for 
them  to  dwell  in,  and  all  other  proviaons  made  which  they 
fball  want ;  and  for  the  tranfporting  of  the  fatlors,  and 
others,  belonging  to  the  company,  to  Buenos  Ayres,  a 
veiTel  of  a  middling  burden  fhall  be  allowed  ;  and  it  is  here- 
by declared,  that  as  well  this  veflel,  as  the  two  fhips  of 
war,  are  to  be  vifited  and  fearched  in  the  feveral  ports  by 
the  royal  officers,  who  may  feize  their  merchandize,  if 
they  carry  any ;  and  farther,  the  faid  fliips  fliall  be  fur- 
niHicd  with  neceflary  provifions  for  their  return,  at  a  rea- 
fonable  rate. 

XIII.  The  faid  Affiendfts  may  nominate,  in  all  the 
ports  and  chief  places  of  America,  judges  confervators  of 
this  Affiento,  whom  they  may  remove  and  difplace,  and 
appoint  others  at  pleafure,  in  the  manner  allowed  to  the 
Portugueze  in  the  eighth  article  of  their  Affiento,  provided 
always  that  they  fliew  a  juftifiable  caufe  for  their  fo  doing, 
before  the  prefidcnt,  governor,  or  audience  of  fuch  di- 
ftrifct,  which  fliall  be  by  them  refpeftively  approved,  fo  as 
this  nomination  may  fall  on  fome  of  his  catholick  majef- 
ty's  minifters;  which  faid  judges  are  to  have  cognizance, 
cxclufive  of  all  others,  of  all  caufes,  affairs  and  fuits.  re- 
lating  to  this  Affiento,  with  full  authority  and  jurifdiftion  : 
all  audiences,  minillers  ^nd  tribunals,  prcfidcnts,  captains 
general,  governors,  correiridores,  great  alcaldes,  and  other 
judges  and  jufticcs  whatfoever,  the  viceroys  of  thofe  king- 
doms included,  being  forbidden  to  meddle  therewith,  for- 
afmuch  as  the  faid  judfics  confervators  are  alone  to  have 
the  cognizance  of  thric  cauies  and  their  incidents,  from 
whofe  fenicnces  an  a])peal  (in  fuch  cafes  as  the  law  allows) 
ffiall  lie  to  the   fuprcmc.   council  of  the  Indies,  with  this 
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condition,  that  the  faid  judges  confervators  may  not  de- 
mand or  pretend  to  greater  falaries  than  thofe  the  Affien- 
tills  fliall  think  good  to  allow  them  for  that  fervice  ;  and  if 
any  of  them  exad  anymore,  his  CathoHck  Majefty  will 
order  it  to  be  reftored ;  he  will  alfo  grant  that  the  prefix 
dent  or  governor  of  the  faid  council  for  the  time  being, 
or  the  decano  (eldeft  member;  thereof,  ihall  be  protedor 
of  this  Affiento;  and  alfo  that  they  may  propofe  a  mini- 
fter  of  the  fame  council,  (whom  they  fhall  think  moft  pro- 
per)  to  be  their  judge  confervator,  exclufive  of  all  others^ 
with  his  Catholick  Majefty's  approbation,  in  like  manner 
as  has  been  done  in  former  Afiiento's. 

XIV.  Jt  ihall  not  be  lawful  for  the  viceroys,  audiences^ 
prefidents,  captains  general,  governors,  royal  officers,  or 
other  tribunal  or  minifter  whatever,  of  his  Catholick 
Majefty,  to  lay  an  embargo  on,  or  detain  the  fhips  be- 
longing to  this  Affiento,  nor  to  hinder  them  in  their  voy- 
ages, under  any  pretence,  or  for  any  caufe  or  motive 
whatever,  even  though  it  Ihould  be  to  fit  them  out  for 
war,  or  upon  any  other  deiign  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  they 
fliall  be  obliged  to  afford  them  all  the  favour,  affiftancc 
and  fuccour,  that  the  faid  Affientifts  or  their  faftors  fhall 
dclire,  for  the  more  fpeedy  fitting  out,  difpatching,  and 
lading  of  their  faid  fhips  ;  and  likewife  the  victuals,  and  all 
other  things  they  fhall  Hand  in  need  of,  for  forwardmg 
their  voyages,  at  the  current  prices,  with  this  warning,  and 
under  this  penalty,  that  thofe  who  do  otherwife,  fhall  be 
obliged,  at  their  own  proper  coifs,  to  make  good  and  fa- 
tisfy  all  the  damages  and  lofles,  which  the  AiTientifts  may 
fuilain  by  fuch  impediment  or  detention. 

XV.  Neither  Oiall  the  viceroys,  prefidents,  captains  ge- 
neral, governors,  corregidores,  great  alcaldes,  judges, 
arid  royal  officers,  or  any  other  tribunal  or  officer  what- 
foev^er,  take,  feize,  detain,  or  lay  an  embargo  by  violence, 
or  in  any  other  manner,  under  any  pretence,  or  for  any 
caufe  or  motive  whatfoevcr,  (though  never  fo  urgent)  on 
any  of  the  ftock,  goods  and  eflPe6ls,  that  are  the  produce 
of  this  AfTiento,  or  belonging  to  the  Affientifts,  under 
the  penalty  of  being  puniihed,  and  paying,  out  of  their 
own  eftates,  the  damages  and  lofles  that  fhall  accrue  there- 
by :  nor  fhall  the  faid  miniitersTearch  the  houfesor  warc- 
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houfes  of  the  faftors  or  others  belonging  to  this  Afliento, 
who  are  to  enjoy  this  privilege  and  exemption,  to  prevent 
the  fcandal  and  difcredit  that  attend  fuch  proceedings ; 
unlefs  in  cafe  it  (hall  have  been  proved  that  there  has  been 
fome  fraudulent  and  prohibited  importation,  and  then 
they  may  be  fearched,  with  the  affiftance  of  the  judge 
confervator,  herein  abfolutely  required,  who  fhall  take 
care  to  prevent  pilferings  and  embezzlements,  that  ufe  to 
happen  by  the  great  number  of  foldiers  and  officers,  that 
croud  to  fuch  places  on  thofe  occafions ;  it  being  agreed, 
that^if  any  fuch  goods  are  found,  they  may  be  feized,  but 
not  the  Hock  or  effefts  of  the  Affiento,  which  are  to  con- 
tinue free;  and  if  the  factors  are  concerned  in  fuch  offisn- 
ces,  an  account  thereof  fliall  be  given  to  the  junta,  that 
they  may  be  puniflied. 

XVI.  That  the  faid  Affientifls,  their  fa6lors,  and  others 
belonging  to  them  in  the  Indies,  may  employ  in  their  fer- 
vice  fuch  mariners,  carriers,  and  workmen,  as  they  fliall 
have  occafion  for,  to  load  and  unload  their  fhips  and  vef- 
fels,  upon  a  voluntary  agreement  made  with  them,  and 
paying  them  fuch  falaries  and  ftipends  as  they  fhall  have 
agreed  for. 

XVII.  That  the  faid  AITientifts  flmll  have  liberty  to 
load,  at  their  choice,  the  effefts  they  may  have  in  the 
Indies,  upon  the  Ihips  of  the  Flota  or  the  Galeons,  to 
bring  theni  into  Europe,  agreeing  for  the  freight  with  the 
captains  and  owners  of  the  faid  Ihips,  or  upon  the  veffels 
belonging  to  the  AfTiento  ;  which  if  they  think  it  conve- 
nient, may  come  under  convoy  with  the  faid  Flotas  and 
Galeons,  or  other  fhips  of  war  belonging  to  his  Catho- 
lick  Majefly,  who  will  be  pleafed  to  lay  his  exprefs  com- 
mands, both  upon  the  one  and  the  other  of  them,  to  ad- 
mit and  take  tliem  under  their  protection  and  fafcguard, 
with  this  warning,  that  no  fum  whatever  be  demanded  of 
them,  by  way  of  ordinary  or  extraordinary  indulto,  or  for 
their  coming  in  company  with  the  faid  fleet  or  galeons; 
and  that  the  effctts  which  fliall  come  in  them,  and  fhall 
appear,  by  an  authentick  writing,  to  belong  to  the  Affien- 
tifls, fliairbe  free  of  all  duties  whatfocver,  on  their  impor- 
tation in  Spain,  feeing  thrir  Hock  is  to  be  looked  upon  to 
have  the  lame  privilege  as  if  it  belonged  to  his  Catholick 
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Majeftyj  and  it  is  forbid,  diat  the  faid  fhips  belonging  to 
the  Affiento  (which  may  come  in  company  with  the  flotas) 
do  bring  on  board  them   any  Spanifh  paffenger,  or  any 
efFeas  of  any  fubjea  of  his  CathoHck  Majefty. 

XVIII.  That  from  the  ift  day  of  May  of  this  prefent 
year  1713,  till  they  fhall  have  taken  poffeffion  of  this 
Affiento,  nor  after  their  taking  fuch  polfefTion,  it  fhall  not 
be  lawful  for  the  French  Guinea  company,  or  any  odier 
perfon  whatfoever,  to  introduce  any  negro  flaves  into 
India,  and  if  they  do,  his  Catholick  Majefty  will  declare, 
as  by  this  prefent  article  he  does  declare,  them  to  be  con- 
fifcated  and  forfeited,  in  favour,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
thefe  Affientifts,  to  whom  they  fhall  remain,  they  being 
obliged  to  pay  the  duties  for  the  negroes  thus  imported 
contrary  to  this  article,  as  are  regulated  and  fettled  by 
this  contraa,  for  which  purpofe,  fo  foon  as  it  is  figned, 
circular  orders,  in  the  moft  ample  form,  fhall  be  dif- 
patched  to  America,  that  there  be  not  any  negroes  for  the 
account  of  the  French  company  admitted  into  any  of  the 
ports,  to  whofe  agent  the  fame  fhall  be  notified ;  and  that 
this  may  be  the  more  elFeaual  and  advantageous  to  the 
royal  revenue,  it  is  agreed,  that  when  the  faid  Affientifts 
fhall  have  nodce  that  any  ihip  with  negroes  Cnot  belonging 
to  them)  is  come  upon  the  coaft,  or  entered  into  any  port, 
they  may  fit  out,  arm,  and  fend  out  immediately  fuch 
velfels  as  they  fhall  have  of  their  own,  or  any  others  be- 
longing to  his  Catholick  Majefty,  or  his  fubjefts,  with 
whom  they  fhall  agree,  to  take,  leize,  and  confifcate  fuch 
fhips  and  their  negroes,  of  whatever  nation  or  perfon  they 
be,  to  whom  the  fame  fliall  belong ;  to  which  end  the  faid 
Affiendfts,  and  their  faftors,  fiiall  have  liberty  to  take  cog- 
nizance of,  and  fearch  all  fhips  and  velfels  that  fhall  come 
upon  the  coafts  of  India,  or  into  its  ports,  in  which  they 
fhall  have  reafon  to  believe  or  fufpeft,  that  there  are  con- 
traband negroes :  provided  always  that  for  the  making  of 
fuch  fearches,  vifits,  and  other  proceedings  before-men- 
tioned, they  fhall  firft  have  leave  from  the  governors,  to 
whom  they  fhall  communicate  what  occurs,  and  defire 
them  to  interpofe  their  authority ;  provided  that  peace 
fhall  be  proclaimed  before  any  thing  of  this  can  be  done, 
or  this  Affiento  take  place, 

XIX.  That 
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XIX.  That  the  faid  Affientifts,  their  faftors  and  agent?, 
Ihall  have  power  to  navigate  and  import  their  necrro  flaves, 
according  to  their  contrail,  to  all  the  northern  ports  of 
his  Catholick  Majefty's  Weft-Indies,  including  the  river 
of  Plata,  with  prohibition  to  all  others,  whether  fubjc6ts 
of  the  crown,  or  ftrangers,  to  carry  and  introduce  thither 
any  negroes,  under  the  penalties  eftablifhed  by  the  laws 
that  relate  to  this  contract  of  trade;  and  his  Catholick 
Majelly  obliges  himfelf  by  his  faith  and  royal  word,  ta 
maintain  the  laid  Affientifts,  in  the  entire  and  full  pofTeflion 
and  performance  of  all  the  articles  thereof,  during  the 
time  agreed  on,  without  allowing  or  conniving  at  any 
thing  that  may  be  contrary  to  the  pundual  and  exaft  ful- 
filling thereof,  his  majefty  confidcring  it  as  his  own  con- 
cern; with  this  condition,  that  they  fhall  not  import  into 
tlie  faid  river  of  Plata,  or  Buenos  Ay  res,  more  than  the 
1200  Piezas  de  Negroea  allowed  by  the  8th  article. 

XX.  That  in  cafe  the  faid  Affientills  be  molefted  in  the 
execution  and  performance  of  this  AfGento,  and  that  their 
proceedings  and  rights  be  diilurbed  by  way  of  fuits  at 
law,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatfoever,  his  Catholick 
Majefty  declares  that  he  will  referve  to  himfelf  alone  the 
cognizance  thereof,  and  of  all  caufes  that  may  be  moved 
thereupon,  with  an  inhibition  to  all  and  whatfoever  judges 
and  juftices  to  take  to  themfelves  the  examination  and 
cognizance  of  the  faid  caufes,  or  of  the  fuits,  omifTions 
or  defe6is  that  may  happen  in  the  performance  of  this 
Affiento. 

XXI.  That  whenever  the  fliips  of  the  faid  AlTientifts, 
fhall  arrive  in  the  ports  of  the  Indies  with  their  cargoes  of 
negroes,  the  captains  thereof  fliall  be  obliged  to  certify 
that  there  is  not  any  contagious  diftemper  amongft  them, 
that  the  governor  and  roN-al  officers  may  permit  them  to 
enter  into  the  laid  ports,  without  which  certilicales,  they 
fhall  not  be  admitted. 

XXII.  When  the  fiiid  fliips  fliall  have  entered  into  anv 
of  the  ports,  they  are  to  be  vifited  by  the  governor  and 
royal  officers,  and  fcarchcd  to  tlie  bottom,  even  to  the 
ballafl:;  and  having  landed  their  negroes  in  whole  or  in 
part,  they  may  at  the  lame  time  land  the  proviiions,  which 
they  fliall  bring   for  their  fubfiltcncc,  laying  them  up  in 
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particular  houfes  or  magazines,  having  obtained  leave  of 
the  minifters  who  had  fearched  the  faid  fhips;  to  avoid  by 
thefe  means  all  opportunities  of  fraud  or  controverfy;  but 
they  fhall  not  land,  import,  or  vend  any  goods  or  mer- 
chandize under  any  pretence  or  motive  whatfoever;  and 
if  there  fhould  be  any  on  board  the  lliips,  they  fhall  be 
feized,  as  if  they  were  found  on  fliore,  excepting  only  the 
faid  negro  flaves,  and  the  magazines  of  provifions  for  their 
fubfiftence,  under  the  penalty,  that  thofe  who  are  guilty, 
fhall  be  feverely  punifned,  and  their  merchandize  and 
effefts  confifcated  or  burnt,  and  they  ftiall  be  declared  for 
ever  incapable  of  having  any  employment  in  the  faid 
Affiento;  and  the  officers  and  fubje6ts  of  his  Catholick 
Majefty  who  fhall  connive  at  the  fame,  fhall  be  feverely 
punifhed  alfo,  all  importation  and  trading  in  merchandize 
being  abfolutely  forbidden  and  denied  to  the  faid  Affien- 
tifls,  as  being  contrary  to,  and  againft  the  laws  of  thefe 
kingdoms,  and  the  fincerity  and  good  faith  with  which 
they  ought  to  difcharge  the  obligations  they  are  under  by 
this  AfTiento.  And  his  majefly  declares  and  ordains,  that 
the  merchandize  which  fliall  be  fo  feized,  as  being  fraudu- 
lently imported,  fliall  be  appraifed  and  valued,  and  imme- 
diately burnt  in  fome  publick  place,  by  order  of  the  faid 
governors  and  royal  officers,  and  the  captain  or  mafter  of 
the  faid  Hiip  or  veffel,  fhall  be  condemned  to  pay  the  price 
at  which  it  was  valued,  though  he  Ihould  be  guilty  of  no 
other  fault,  than  of  omiflion,  in  not  taking  care,  that  no 
fuch  merchandize  fhould  have  been  put  on  board;  but  if 
they  are  accomplices,  or  delinquents,  they  fhall  be  con- 
demned to  pay  a  forfeiture  proportionable  to  their  offence, 
feverely  punifhed,  and  declared  incapable  to  hold  there- 
after any  employment  in  the  fervice  of  this  AfTiento : 
and  his  Catholick  Majefty  will  require  from  all  his  mini- 
fters and  officers,  an  exa6l  and  ilri6t  account  of  the  per- 
formance of  what  is  above-mentioned;  and  it  is  declared 
that  the  fhips,  on  board  which  the  negroes  fhall  be,  or 
any  provifions  brought  for  their  fubfiftence,  fliall  not  be 
liable  to  the  faid  forfeiture  and  confifcation,  they  being 
declared  to  remain  free,  as  not  being  in  fault;  and  the 
perfon  or  perfons,  who  have  charge  of  them,  may  go  on 
with  their  traffick  3  and  if  the  merchandize  or  goods  feized 
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do  not  exceed  the  value  of  loo  pieces  of  eight  (Efcudos) 
they  fhall  be  burnt  without  any  remilTion  (being  firfl;  ap- 
praifed)  and  the  captain  fliali  be  condemned  to  pay  the 
ium  at  which  they  were  appraifed,  as  a  punilhment  for  his 
negletl  and  omiffion,  and  if  he  does  not  pay  down  the 
value  of  what  fhall  have  been  fo  feized,  he  fhall  be  fuf- 
pended  and  imprifoned  till  payment  made ;  but  if  it  be 
proved  that  he  was  not  an  accomplice,  he  fhall  be  obliged 
to  deliver  up  the  perfon  guilty,  and  in  that  cafe  he  fhall 
be  free. 

XXIII.  That  the  vi6luals  and  other  provifions  which 
fhall  be  put  on  fliore  for  the  liabfidence  of  the  negroes, 
fhall  not  pay  any  duties  of  importation  or  exportation,  or 
any  others  whatever,  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be 
jmpofed;  but  if  the  AfTientifls  buy  or  export  them  from 
the  ports,  then  fliall  they  be  obliged  to  pay  the  duties  efla- 
blifhed,  in  the  fame  manner  as  his  Catholick  Majefty's 
fubjefts  ought  to  do ;  and  it  is  declared,  That  if,  of  the 
provifions  that  were  laid  up  in  the  ware-houfes,  there 
fhould  remain  fome,  which  could  not  be  expended,  and 
likely  to  perifh,  they  may  be  fold,  or  carried  to  other 
ports  to  be  difpofed  of,  paying  the  duties  there  eftabhllied; 
the  whole,  with  the  interpofition  and  knowledge  of  the 
royal  ofhcers. 

XXIV.  That  the  duties  upon  the  negroes  imported, 
are  to  be  due  from  the  day  of  their  landing  in  any  of  the 
ports  of  the  Indies,  after  the  fearch  made,  and  all  matters 
regulated  by  the  royal  ofiicers;  and  it  is  declared,  That 
if  any  of  the  faid  negroes  die  before  they  are  fold,  the 
AiTientifts  fhall  not  thereby  be  quit  of  the  obligation  of 
paying  the  duties  for  tliole  that  die,  nor  have  any  preten- 
fion  to  make  upon  that  account;  except  only,  that  in  cafe, 
upon  making  the  fearches,  there  be  found  any  negroes 
dangeroufly  ill,  they  may  be  landed  for  their  recovery, 
and  if  thele  die  within  the  fpace  of  15  days,  from  the 
time  of  their  being  put  on  ihoie,  the  Afhentilis  fhall  not  be 
obliged  to  pay  any  duties,  i[\  regard  they  were  not  landed 
for  fale,  but  in  order  to  recover  their  health  in  the  faid 
15  days;  which  being  expired,  if  thev  fliall  be  yet  alive, 
then  they  fhall  become  indebted  for  the  duties  for  them, 
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in  like  manner  as  for  tlie  reft,  and  Iliall  pay  them  in  this 
court,  purfuant  to  what  is  agreed  in  the  5th  article. 

XXV.  That  after  the  Afiientifts,  or  their  faaors,  Ihall 
have  fetded  the  duties,  and  fold  part  of  the  loading  of 
blacks,  which  they  had  brought  to  that  port,  they  ihall  be 
allowed  to  carry  the  remainder  to  any  other  port,  carry- 
ing certificates  from  the  royal  officers  of  having  there  ac- 
counted for  the  duties,  that  fo  the  fame  may  not  be  de- 
manded of  them  again  in  any  other  port;  and  they  may 
receive  in  payment  for  thofe  they  ihall  fell,  money,  bars 
of  filver,  and   ingots  of  Gold,  which  fhall  have  paid  the 
king's  Quinto  without  fraud,  as   aho  the  produce  of  the 
country,  which  they  may  carry  away,  and  embark  freely, 
as  well  the  money,  bars  of  filver,    and  ingots  of  gold,  as 
the  other  efFefts  and  fruits,  as  being  the  produce  of  the 
fale  of  the  faid  negroes,  without  being  obliged  to  pay  any 
duties,  except  only  thofe  that  fhall  be  eftabiiflied  in  ^the 
places  from  whence  thofe  fruits  and  eife6ls  are  brought, 
which  they  arc  allowed  to  receive  in  exchange,  or  for  the 
value  of  their  negroes,  of  whatever  kind  they  be,  upon 
fales  made  in  this  manner  for  want  of  money,  which  they 
may  carry  on  board  the  veifels  employed  in  this  com- 
merce, to  fuch  ports  as  they  fhall  think   fit,  and  fell  them 
there,  paving  the  accuilomed  duties. 

XXVi.  That  the  fliips  which  iliall  be  employed  by  this 
Affiento,  may  fail   from   the   ports  of  Great  Britain  or 
Spain  at  the  choice  of  the  Aifientifls,  who  fhall  give  an 
account  to  his  Catholick  Majefty  of  what  fhips  they  fhall 
difpatch   yearly  for  the   negro-trade,    and  the  ports   for 
which  chey  are  deiigned,  and  may  return  to  either,  with 
the    money,  bars  of  filver,  gold,   fi-uits    and  produce   of 
the  country,  being  the  produce  of  the   fale  of  their  ne- 
groes, and  they  Ihiall  be  under  this  obligation,  that  if  the 
returns   come  into  the  ports  of  Spain,  the   captains  and 
commanders  ihall  give  to  his  Catholick  Majefty's  miniflers; 
an  authentick  regifter,  by  which  it  may  appear  what  they 
have  on  board;  and  if  they  come  back  to   Great  Britain,, 
they  fhall  fend  over  an  exatl  account  of  their  lading,  tl;at 
his  majefty  may  be  fully  informed  thereof;  with  this  warn- 
ing, that  they  may  not  bring  over,   in  any  of  the  faid 
fnip,s,  any  filver.  gold,  or  other   effefts,  than  what  fiT^H 
Vol.  I.  H  be 
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be  the  produce  of  the  fale  of  the  negroes,  nor  any  Spa- 
ni(h  pafTengers,  they  being  forbid  to  receive  on  board 
any  merchandize  or  other  effe6is,  on  account  of  his  Ca- 
tholick  Majefty's  fubjefts  in  thofe  dominions,  without  an 
exprefs  licence  firft  obtained  from  his  Cathohck  Majefly; 
and  they  confent,  that  if  the  captains,  commanders  and 
officers,  do  bring  any  fuch  on  board,  without  fuch  licence, 
they  fliall  be  declared  guilty,  and  punifhed  as  having  de- 
frauded his  majefty's  cuftoms,  and  tranlgreffed  againit  the 
contents  of  this  article,  and  the  orders  which  his  majeftv 
fhall  have  been  pleafed  to  give  for  the  execution  thereof, 
and  for  the  avoidings  of  fuch  frauds  in  the  ports  of  the 
Indies,  fo  that  the  offenders,  being  convicted  thereof,  fhall 
be  conftantly  puniflied. 

XXVII.  If  it  fliould  happen  that  the  fhips  of  this 
Affiento  fhould  be  fitted  out  as  fliips  of  war,  and  fhould 
take  any  prizes  from  the  enemies  of  either  crown,  or  from 
the  pirates  that  ufually  cruize  and  plunder  in  the  feas  of 
America,  they  may  bring  them  into  any  port  belonging 
to  his  Catholick  Majelly,  where  they  are  to  be  admitted; 
and  the  faid  prizes  being  declared  good  and  lawful ;  the 
captors  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  greater  duties,  upon 
the  entry  of  their  prizes,  that  what  are  eftablifhed  and 
payable  by  the  natural  fubjeQs  of  his  majefty;  and  it  is 
declared,  that  if  there  fhould  be  any  negroes  on  board 
fuch  prizes,  they  may  fell  them  in  part  of  the  number 
they  have  engaged  to  furnifh,  as  likewife  the  vi6luals  and 
provifions  that  fhould  be  over  and  above  what  is  needful 
for  their  fubfiftencc ;  but  this  is  not  to  extend  to  the  mer- 
chandize and  goods  which  they  may  take,  the  fale  whereof 
is  ever  to  remain  prohibited  :  however  fuch  regard  is  had 
10  their  intcrefls,  that  they  are  allowed  to  carry  the  faid 
merchandize  and  goods  fb  taken,  to  the  ports  of  Cartha- 
gena  or  Porto  Bello,  and  deliver  them  to  the  king's  offi- 
cers, who  are  to  receive  them,  and  make  an  inventory 
thereof,  and  lay  them  up  in  warchou'cs,  in  the  prcfcnce 
of  the  captors,  where  they  are  to  be  kcjjt  till  the  arrival 
of  the  Galeons,  and  the  time  of  holding  the  fairs  in  the 
faid  ports  of  Carthagena  and  Porto  Bello;  and  then  the 
king's  oificcrs  are  to  take  care  that  they  be  fold,  with  the 
interpofition,  and  in  ihc  prefence  of  the  deputies  of  com- 
merce.

merce,  and  the  faid  captors,  or  their  agents ;  for  which 
purpofe  his  Catholick  Majefty  is  to  give  the  neceffary 
orders,  as  he  does  give  them  by  this  prefent  article,  and 
deduding  a  fourth  part  of  the  produce  of  the  fale  thereof, 
which  is  to  belong  to  his  Cathohck  Majefty,  to  be  put 
into  the  royal  coffers,  and  remitted  to  Spain,  with  a  dif- 
tinft  account  of  the  faid  produce,  they  are  to  deliver  the 
three  remaining  parts  of  each  prize,  without  the  leaft 
delay  to  the  captors,  or  their  agents,  deduQing  and  retain- 
ing thereout  all  expences  for  their  fale  and  warehoufe- 
room,  and  fatisfying  at  the  fame  time  that  thefe  prizes 
are  fold,  the  accuftomed  duties  payable  for  the  fame  to 
the  royal  exchequer.  And  for  the  preventing  all  manner 
of  doubt  and  cavil,  his  majefty  declares,  That  the  ftiips, 
ketches,  and  other  veflels,  (thus  made  prize  ofj  of  what- 
ever fort  they  be,  with  their  arms,  guns,  ammunition,  and 
all  the  furniture  and  tackle  on  board  them,  Ihall  belong  to 
the  captors. 

XXVIII.  That  whereas  in  the  eftablifhing  and  adjufting 
this  Afl^ento,  a  particular  regard  is  had  to  the  advantage 
that  may  thence  accrue  to  their  Britifii  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jefties,  and  to  their  revenues,  it  is  agreed  and  ftipulated, 
That  both  their  majefties  ftiall  be  concerned  for  one  half 
of  this  trade,  each  of  them  a  quarter  part,  which  is  to 
belong  to  them  purfuant  to  this  agreement :  and  whereas 
it  is  neceffary  that  his  Catholick  Majefty  (in  order  to  have 
and  enjoy  the  benefit  and  gain  that  may  be  obtained  by 
this  trade)  fliould  advance  to  the  faid  Aflientifts,  one  mil- 
lion of  pieces  of  eight,  [Efcudos)  or  a  quarter  of  the  fum, 
which  they  fliall  judge  neceffary  for  the  putting  of  this 
commerce  into  a  good  order  and  method,  it  is  agreed 
and  fettled,  That  if  his  Catholick  Majefty  ftiall  not  think 
it  convenient  to  advance  the  faid  fum,  the  aforementioned 
Aflientifts  do  offer  to  do  it  out  of  their  own  money,  upon 
condition,  that  his  Catholick  Majefty  fliall  make  good  the 
intereft  out  of  what  they  fliall  be  accountable  for,  to  him, 
after  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  yearly,  commencing  from' 
the  refpedive  days  of  their  laying  out  the  faid  money, 
and  to  continue  till  they  are  reimburfed  and  fatisfied,  ac- 
cording to  the  account  that  fliall  be  prefented  to  him,  that 
his  majefty  may  thus  enjoy  the  profits  that  may  accrue  to 
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him,  which  they  oblige  themfelves  to  from  this  time ;  but 
in  cafe  they  do  not  make  any  profit  by  reafon  of  accidents 
or  misfortunes,  and  that  inftead  thereof  they  fuflPer  lolTes ; 
his  majefty  will  be  obliged  las  he  does  oblige  himfelf  from 
this  time;  to  caule  them  to  be  reimburfed  fo  far  as  he  is 
concerned,  according  to  juftice,  and  in  fuch  way  as  may 
be  lead  prejudicial  to  his  royal  revenues.     And  his  Catho- 
lick  Majefty  is  to  name  two  direftors  or  factors,  who  are 
to  refide  at  London,  two  more  in  the  Indies,  and  one  at 
Cadiz,  that  they  may  be  concerned  on  his  part,  (together 
with  thofe  of  her  JBritannick  Majefty,  and  thofe  that  Ihall 
be  interefted;  in  all  the  direftions,  purchafcs  and  accounts 
of  this  Affiento,  to  whom  his  Catholick  Majefty  is  to  give 
proper  inftruQions  by  which  to  govern  themfelves,  parti- 
cularly to  thofe  in  the  Indies,  for  the  better  avoiding  all 
impediments  and  difputes  which  may  happen. 

XXIX.  That  the  faid  Affientifts  are  to  give  an  account 
of  their  profits  and  gain  at  the  end  of  the  firft  five  years 
of  this  Affiento,  with  accounts  taken  upon  oath,  and  cer- 
tified by  legal  iuftruments,  of  the  charge  of  the  purchafe, 
fubfiftcnce,  tranfportation,  and  fale  of  the   negroes,  and 
all  other  expences  upon  their  account;  and  alfo  certificates 
in  due  form,  of  the  produce  of  their  fale  in  all  the  ports 
and  parts  of  America,  belonging  to  his  Catholick  Majefty, 
whither  they  Ihall  have  been  imported  and  fold;  which 
accounts,  as  well  of  the  charge  as  the  produce,  are  firft 
to  be  examined  and  fettled,  by  her  Britannick  Majefty's 
minifters  employed  in  this  ferv'ice,  in  regard  to  the  fharc 
ihe  is  to  have  in  this  Affiento,  and  then  to  be  examined 
in  like  manner  in  this  court;  and  Iiis  Catholick  Majefty's 
ftiare  of  the  profits  may  be  adjufted  and  recovered  from 
the  Affientifts,  who  are  to  be   obliged  to  pay  the  fame 
moft  regularly  and  punctually,  in  purfuance  of  this   arti- 
cle, which  is  to  be  of  the  fame  force  and  vigour  as  if  ir 
were  a  publick  inftrument,  and  under  the  regulation  men- 
tioned in   the   2 8th  article,  concerning  the  fatlors  which 
his  Catholick  Majefty  is  to  appoint. 

XXK.  That,  if  the  amount  of  the  gain  made  during 
the  firlt  five  veavs,  does  exceed  the,  fum  which  the  Affien- 
tifts arc  to  advance,  and  ffiall  advance  for  his  Catholick 
Majefty,  together  with  the  intercft  of  eight  ^6cr  cent,  which 
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is  to  be  included  and  made  good  in  the  manner  above- 
mentioned,  the  Affientifts  are  to  reimburfe  themfelves  in 
the  firft  place,  what  they  fhall  have  advanced,  with  all  the 
intereft,  and  then  to  pay  to  his  Catholick  Majefty  the  re- 
mainder of  the  profit  that  fhall  come  to  his  fliare,  toge- 
ther with  the  duties  upon  negroes  annually  imported,  with- 
out any  delay  or  impediment;  which  praftice  is  likewiie 
to  be  obferved  and  continued  every  five  years  fuccefTively, 
during  the  term  of  this  AlTiento ;  and  at  the  end  thereof 
an  account  fliall  be  given  of  the  gain  made  in  the  laft 
five  years,  in  the  fame  manner  as  is  mentioned  in  relation 
to  the  firlt  five  years ;  fo  that  his  Catholick  Majefty,  and 
his  minifters,  whom  he  fhall  employ  in  this  affair,  may 
remain  fully  fatisfied,  purfuant  to  what  is  mentioned  in 
the  28th  article,  concerning  the  factors  which  his  Catho- 
lick Majefl:y  is  to  appoint. 

XXXI.  That  whereas  the  faid  Alfientills  have  offered 
by  the  3d  article  of  this  contraft,  to  advance  200000  pieces 
of  eight  in  the  manner  therein  exprelTed,  they  fhall  not  be 
rermburfed  the  fame,  till  the  end  of  the  firft  20  years  of 
this  Affiento,  as  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  3d  article,  nor 
fhall  they  pretend  to  any  allowance  for  the  rifque  or  in- 
tereft of  that  fum  ;  but  if  upon  the  account  that  is  to  be 
given  by  the  Affientifts,  at  the  end  of  the  firft  fi  «c  years, 
they  fhall  appear  to  be  gainers,  they  may  reimburfe  them- 
felves the  fum,  (or  part  thereof)  which  they  (hall  ipavc 
advanced  for  the  quarter  part,  wherein  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty is  interefted  in  this  Alficnto,  as  alio  the  intereft  due 
to  them  on  this  account,  purfuaot  to  what  i?  mentioned  in 
the  28th  article. 

XXXII.  That  from  and  after  the  dei::xnitiiaLioii  and 
fulfiUing  of  this  Affiento,  his  Catholick  M?je illy  does  grant 
to  the  Affientifts  the  fpace  of  three  years,  to  adjiift  their 
accounts,  and  gather  in  all  their  effeds  m  the  Indies,  and 
make  up  a  balance  of  the  whole,  during  which  term  of 
three  years,  the  faid  Affientifts,  their  f^Qors,  agents,  and 
others  employed  by  thern,  fhall  enjoy  the  fatnc  privilegifes 
and  immunities  as  are  granted  to  th^ca  for  the'tenti  of 
this  contraft,  for  the  free  entrance  of  tiieir  iliips  and  veiTt^Is 
ki  all  the  ports  of  America,  and  exportafion  of  liich  effe6^s 
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as  they  may  have  there,  without  any   alteration   or  re- 
ftriftion  whatfoever. 

XXXIII.  That  all  the  debtors  to  the  Aflientifts  fliall 
be  compelled  and  forced  to  pay  their  debts,  by  taking 
them  and  their  goods  in  execution,  thefe  debts  being  con- 
fidered  upon  the  fame  foot  as  thofe  due  to  his  Catholick 
Majefty  himfelf,  who  declares  them  as  fuch,  that  they  may 
be  the  more  effeftually  recovered. 

XXXIV.  That  it  being  requifite  for  the  fupport  and 
fubfiftence  of  the  negroe  Haves,  who  fhall  be  fet  on  fhore 
in  the  ports  of  the  Weft  Indies,  as  likewile  of  all  the 
perfons  employed  in  this  commerce,  to  keep  conftantly 
magazines  filled  with  cloathing,  medicines,  provifions,  and 
other  necelTaries,  in  all  the  fa6lories  that  fhall  be  efta- 
blifhed,  for  the  more  eafy  and  better  management  of  this 
Affiento,  as  alfo  with  all  naval  ftores,  for  the  repairing  of, 
and  furnilhing  the  fhips  and  vefTels  employed  in  its  fer- 
vice,  the  Affientifts  truft  that  his  Catholick  Majefty  will 
pleafe  to  allow  them,  from  time  to  time,  to  bring  from 
Europe  or  her  Britannick  Majefty's  colonies  in  North 
America,  direftly  to  the  ports  and  coafts  of  the  Northern 
Sea  of  the  Spanifh  Weft  Indies,  where  there  fliall  be 
royal  officers,  or  their  deputies,  and  likewife  to  the  river 
of  Plat^  or  Buenos  Ayres,  cloathing,  medicines,  provi- 
fions, and  naval  ftores,  for  the  ufe  only  of  the  Aflientifts^ 
their  negroes,  faftors,  fervants,  mariners,  and  fliips;  and 
they  may  import  the  fame  in  fmall  veflels,  of  about  1 50 
tons,  (and  not  in  thofe  wherein  the  negro  flaves  are  carried) 
of  which  and  their  cargoes,  they  are,  at  the  time  of  their 
departure,  to  fend  an  account  to  the  council  of  the  Indies, 
and  to  lay  before  it  a  declaration  of  the  fa61ors,  of  what 
goods  the  loading  confifts,  none  of  which  fliaU  be  fold, 
under  penalty  of  confilcation  awd  fevere  punifliment  to  be 
inflifted  on  the  offenders,  unie/s  it  be,  in  the  cafe  of  an 
urgent  neceflity,  for  a  Spanifh  fliip,  the  captain  whereof]^ 
in  order  to  his  return  home,  may  be  obliged  to  buy  the 
fame  as  he  can  agree  with  the  faftors. 

XXXV.  For  the  refreshing  and  prcferving  in  health 
the  negro  flaves,  which  they  fhall  import  into  the  Weft 
Indies,  after  fo  long  and  painful  voyage,  and  to  prevent 
any  contagious  illnefs  or   diftcmper   amongft  them,  the 
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faftors  of  this  Afliento  fliall  be  allowed  to  hire  fuch  par- 
cels of  land  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  places  where  the  faQories  fhall  be  eftablifhed,  in 
order  to  cultivate  the  faid  lands,  and  make  plantations,  in 
which  they  may  raife  frefh  provifions  for  their  relief  and 
fubfiftence ;  which  cultivating  and  improvement  is  to  be 
performed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  and  the  ne- 
groe  flaves,  and  not  by  any  others,  nor  may  any  miniflers 
of  his  Catholick  Majefty  hinder  them,  provided  they  keep 
to  this  rule. 

XXXVI.  That  leave  fhall  be  granted  to  the  Affientifls 
to  fend  a  fhip  of  300  tons  to  the  Canary  iflands,  and  to 
carry  from  thence  fuch  fruits  as  are  cuflomarily  taken  on 
board  there,  for  America,  purhiant  to  what  was  allowed 
to  Don  Bernardo  Francifco  Marin  by  the  26th  article  of 
his  Affiento,  and  by  the  21ft  article  of  the  AlTiento  of 
the  Guinea  company  of  Portugal,  for  one  time  only, 
during  the  continuance  of  this  Affiento. 

XXXVII.  That  orders  fhall  be  difpatched  for  the  pub- 
lication in  all  the  ports  of  America,  of  an  Indulto  for  the 
negroes  unduly  imported  from  the  day  that  this  Affiento  is 
to  take  place,  with  free  liberty  to  the  faftors  to  lay  an 
Indulto  on  them  at  what  time  and  price  they  ihall  think 
fit;  and  that  the  produce  of  this  Indulto  fliall  be  applied 
to  the  benefit  of  the  AfTientifts,  who  fhall  be  obliged  to 
pay  to  his  Catholick  Majefty  the  regular  duties  of  33 
pieces  of  eight,  and  one  third  of  a  piece  of  eight,  for 
each  negro,  at  the  time  that  the  Indulto  is  laid. 

XXXVIII.  That  for  the  better  and  more  expeditious 
difpatch  of  this  affair,  his  Majefly  will  be  pleafed  to  efta- 
blifli  a  junta  of  three  minifters,  fuch  as  he  fliall  think 
moft  proper,  who,  with  the  affiftance  of  the  fifcal  and 
fecretary  of  the  council  of  the  Indies,  fhall  hear  and  take 
cognizance,  (exxlufive  of  all  others)  of  all  matters  and 
caufes  relating  thereunto,  during  the  time  that  is  flipu- 
lated;  and  that  the  faid  junta  fhall  lay  before  his  majefty 
what  ihall  occur  to  them,  in  the  fame  manner  as  was  prac- 
tifed  for  the  French  company. 

XXXIX.  That  all  the  conceffions  in  former  Aflientos 
to  Don  Domingo  Grillo,  the  confulado  of  Seville,  Don 
Nicolas   PorciOj  Don   Bernardo   Marin  y  Gufman,   the 
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companies  of  Portugal,  and  France,  not  being  contrary 
to  the  contents  of  this  contraB,  fhall  be  undertiood  and 
declared  to  be  in  its  favour,  as  if  they  were  herein  literally 
inferted;  and  that  all  the  orders  that  have  at  any  time 
been  difpatched  in  favour  of  thofe  fore-mentioned  Aflien- 
tifts,  fhali  be  granted  to  thefe,  whenever  they  (hall  aflc 
them,  without  any  doubt  or  difficulty. 

XL.  7'hat  in  cafe  of  a  declaration  of  war  (which  God 
forbid)  of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  againft  that  of  Spain, 
or  of  Spain  againft  Great  Britain,  this  Affiento  is  to  be 
fufpended;  however  the  Affientills  are  to  be  fuffered  to 
remove  with  all  fecurity,  (during  the  fpace  of  one  year 
<ind  an  half,  from  the  time  of  the  declaration  of  fuch  rup- 
ture) all  their  effefts,  and  to  bring  them  home  freely  in 
fuch  of  their  fhips  as  fliali  then  happen  to  be  in  the  ports 
of  the  Indies,  or  in  thofe  belonging  to  the  Spaniards;  with 
this  condition,  that  if  they  fhould  bring  them  to  the  ports 
of  Spain,  they  may  freely  carry  them  away  again,  as  if 
the  AiTicnto  was  yet  in  force,  it  being  firflmade  to  appear, 
that  they  are  the  produce  of  the  negroe  trade;  and  it  is 
farther  declared.  That  if  it  fhould  happen  that  the  crowns 
of  Spain  and  England,  or  either  of  them,  jointly  or  fe- 
parately,  fhall  enter  upon  a  war  with  other  nations,  in 
fuch  cafe  the  fhips  employed  in  this  Afliento  are  to  have 
paffes  and  carry  flags  with  different  arms  from  what  are 
ufualiy  borne  by  the  Enghfli  or  Spaniards,  fuch  as  his  Ca- 
tholick  Majcfly  Ihall  pleafc  to  make  choice  of,  the  like  to 
which  are  not  to  be  granted  to  any  other  veiicis  than  thofe 
belonging  to  this  trade,  which  fliall  proteft  them  iVom 
being  moleftcd  or  aifaulted  by  the  fiiips  of  fuch  nations 
as  fl:a!l  be,  or  declare  themfelvcs  enemies  to  the  two 
crowns ;  in  order  to  the  fecuringof  which,  her  Britannick 
JN-lajcfly  will  take  upon  her  to  folicit  and  obtain  that  in  the 
cniuing  general  treaty  of  peace,  an  cxprefs  arucle  may  be 
inft  rted,  that  all  the  prjnces  may  take  notice  of  it,  and 
he  obliged  to  command  their  fubjeQs  to  govern 
-■Ives  r.ccordinclv,  and  to  obferve  the  fame  cxatllv 
inOnaJly. 
IVi-i.  '.fliat  all  the  contents  of  this  prcfcnt  contrat'^, 
nnd  tlic  conditions  therein  infcrtcd,  as  likcwife  all  that 
iUiili  be  annexed  thereunto,  or  depending  thcrccn,  fhall 
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be  fulfilled,  and  fmcerely  and  punBually  executed,  fo  as 
it  may  not  be  obflru8:ed  by  any  pretence,  caufe,  or  mo- 
tive whatfoever  ;  for  which  purpofe  his  majefty  is  to  dip 
penfe,  (as  he  does  hereby  difpenfe)  with  all  laws,  ordinan- 
ces, proclamations,  privileges,  eftablifhments,  ufages  and 
cuftoms,  contrary  hereunto,  wherever  the  fame  may  be 
fubfifting  in  any  of  the  ports,  places,  and  provinces  of  A- 
merica,  belonging  to  his  majefty,  for  the  term  of  thirty 
years,  during  v/hich  this  Afliento  is  to  continue,  and  the 
three  years  farther,  which  are  allowed  to  the  Affientifts, 
for  the  getting  in  their  efFe8:s,  and  balancing  their  ac- 
counts, as  has  been  already  mentioned  ;  which  laws,  &c. 
are,  however,  to  continue  in  all  their  force  and  vigour,  in 
all  other  cafes  that  do  not  relate  to  this  contra6l,  and  in 
all  time  coming,  after  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  three 
years  thereof. 

XLII.  And  finally,  his  majefty  grants  to  the  faid  Af- 
fientifts, their  agents,  fa6tors,  minifters,  officers  civil  and 
military,  as  well  at  fea  as  at  land,  all  the  favours,  free- 
doms, privileges  and  exemptions,  that  have  ever  been 
granted  to  any  former  Affientifts,  without  any  reftriftion 
or  limitation,  fo  far  as  they  are  not  contrary  to  what  is  a- 
greed  and  exprefled  in  the  foregoing  articles ;  which  the 
Affientifts  do  hkewife  obhge  themfelves  to  accomplifh  and 
execute  entirely  and  punctually. 

Additional  Article. 
Efides  the  foregoing  articles  ftipulated  on  behalf  of  the 
Englifti  company,  his  Catholick  Majefty,  confidcr- 
ing  the  lofles  which  former  Affientifts  have  fuftained,  and 
upon  this  exprefs  condition,  that  the  faid  company  fhali 
not  carry  oil,  nor  attempt  any  unlawful  trade,  directly  nor 
indireftly,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever;  and  to  mani- 
feft  to  her  Britannick  rnajefty,  how  much  he  defires  to 
pleafure  her,  and  tg  c<?nfirm  more  and  more  a  ftricl  and 
good  correfpondence,  has  been  pleafed,  by  his  royal  de- 
cree of  the  12th  of  March,  in  this  prefent  year,  to  allo^v 
.to  the  company  of  this  Affiento,  a  ftiip  of  five  hundred 
tons  yearly,  during  the  thirty  years  of  its  continuance,  to 
trade  therewith  to  the  Indies,  in  which  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty is  to  partake  a  fourth  part  qf  th,^  gain,  as  in  the  Af- 
fiento ; 
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fiento ;  befides  which  fourth,  his  CathoHck  Majefty  is  to 
receive  five  per  cent,  out  of  the  neat  gain  of  the  other 
three  parts  which  belong  to  England,  upon  this  exprefj 
condition,  that  they  may  not  fell  the  goods  and  merchan- 
dizes, which  each  of  thofe  fhips  fhall  carry,  but  only  at 
the  time  of  the  fair;  and  if  any  of  thefe  fhips  fhall  arrive 
in  the  Indies,  before  the  flotas  and  galeons,  the  faftors  of 
the  Affiento  fhall  be  obliged  to  land  the  goods  and  mer- 
chandize (with  which  they  fhall  be  laden)  and  put  them 
into  warehoufes  that  fhall  be  locked  with  two  keys,  one 
of  which  to  remain  with  the  royal  officers,  and  the  other 
with  the  faftors  of  the  company,  to  the  end  the  faid  goods 
and  merchandize  may  be  fold  during  the  continuance  of 
the  faid  f^ir  only ;  and  they  are  to  be  free  of  all  duties  in 
the  Indies, 

Conclusion. 
And  whereas  my  will  and  pleafure  is,  that  all  that  h  con- 
tained in  each  of  the  articles  and  Conditions  (expreffed  in 
the  above  draught  herein  inferted)  and  that  which  is  the 
laft  of  all  (being  added  thereto  of  my  own  free  will) 
Siould  have  its  full  effe8;,  I  do  by  thefe  prefents  approve 
znd  ratify  the  fame,  and  command  that  it  be  obferved,  ful- 
filled and  executed,  literally,  in  the  whole  and  throughout, 
according  to  the  contents  of  it,  and  of  every  article  there- 
of, and  what  is  therein  declared,  and  that  nothing  be  done 
or  a6led,  or  be  any  ways  fuffered  to  be  done  or  afted, 
contrary  to  the  tenor  and  form  thereof,  difpenfing  (as  I 
do  for  this  time  difpenfe)  with  all  laws  and  prohibitions  that 
inay  be  contrary  thereunto ;  and  I  promife  and  affure,  up- 
on my  faith  and  royal  word,  that  provided  the  company  of 
England  perform  this  contraft  on  their  part,  fo  far  as 
concerns  them,  and  as  they  are  obliged,  I  will  perform  it 
on  my  part :  in  witnefs  whereof  I  have  granted  to  the  lord 
Lexington,  her  majefty  of  Great  Britain's  ixiinillcr  in  this 
court,  the  prefent  writing  and  acceptance  of  this  contraft, 
correfponding  with  its  entire  performance  and  validity  ; 
which,  in  purfuance  of  my  royal  command,  has  been 
made  out  by  tlie  regifter's  oflicc  of  the  chamber  of  my 
council  of  the  Indies,  tlie  26th  day  of  this  prefent  month 
and  year  ;  and  1  will,  that  for  the  execution  of  all  that  is 
mentioned  in  this  Aflicnto,  all  the  cedulas,  difpatches  and 
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orders,  required  for  the  entire  efFe8:  and  fulfilling  thereof, 
be  iftued  in  their  proper  time :  and  the  comptrollers  of  ac- 
counts, who  attend  my  faid  council,  are  to  take  notice  of 
theje  prefents.  Given  at  Madrid  the  twenty  fixth  day  of 
March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirteen.

I.  npHAT  there  be  an  univerfal  perpetual  peace,  and  a 
A  true  and  fincere  friendihip,  between  the  moft  fe- 
rene  and  moft  potent  princefs  Anne,  queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent  prince  Lewis 
XIV.  the  moft  Chriftiart  King,  and  their  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  as  alfo  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  and  fubjefts  of  both, 
as  well  without  as  within  Europe ;  and  that  the  fame  be  fo 
fincerely  and  inviolably  preferved  and  cultivated,  that  the 
one  do  promote  the  intereft,  honour,  and  advantage  of 
the  other,  and  that  a  faithful  neighbourhood  on  all  fides, 
and  a  fecure  cultivating  of  peace  and  friendihip,  do  daily 
flourifti  again  and  encreafe. 

II.  That  all  enmities,  hoftilities,  difcords,  and  wars,  be- 
tween the  faid  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid  moft 
Cbriftian  King,  and  their  fubje&s,  do  ceafe  and  be  abo- 
liftied,  fo  that  on  both  fides  they  do  wholly  refrain  and  de- 
ijft  from  all  plundering,  depredation,  harm-doing,  inju- 
ries. 
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lies,  and  annoyance  whatfoever,  as  well  by  land,  as  by  fea 
and  frefh  water,  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  chiefly 
through  all  trafts,  dominions,  and  places,  of  what  kind  fo- 
ever,  of  the  kingdoms,  countries,  and  territories  of  either 
fide. 

III.  All  offences,  injuries,  harms,  and  damages,  which 
the  aforefaid  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  her  fubjefts,  or 
the  aforefaid  moft  Chriuian  King,  and  his  fubjefts,  have 
fuffered  the  one  from  the  other,  during  this  war,  Ihall  be 
buried  in  oblivion,  fo  that  neither  on  account,  or  under 
pretence  thereof,  or  of  any  other  tiling,  fliall  either  here- 
after, or  the  fubjefts  of  either,  do,  or  give,  caufe,  or  fuf- 
fer  to  be  doiic  cr  given  to  the  other,  any  hoftility,  enmity, 
moleftation,  or  hindrance,  by  themfelves  or  by'others,  fe- 
cretly  or  openly,  direftly  or  indireftly,  under  colour  of 
right,  or  by  way  of  fa6l. 

IV.  Furthermore,  for  adding  a  greater  ftrength  to  the 
peace  which  is  reftored,  and  to  the  faithful  friendfhip 
v.Iiich  is  never  to  be  violated,  and  for  cutting  ofl^  all  oc- 
cafioTis  of  diftruft,  which  might  at  any  time  arife  from 
the  eftabliflied  right  and  order  of  the  hereditary  fuccef- 
lion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  limitation 
thereof  by  the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  (made  and  ena8ed 
in  the  reigns  of  the  late  king  William  III.  of  glorious  me- 
mory, and  of  the  prefent  queen)  to  the  iffue  of  the  a- 
bovefaid  queen,  and  in  default  thereof,  to  the  mofl  ferene 
princefs  Sophia,  dowager  of  Brunfwick-Hanover,  and  her 
heirs,  in  the  proteflant  line  of  Hanover.  That  therefore 
the  faid  fucceffion  may  remain  fafe  and  fecure,  the  moft 
Chriftian  King  fmcerely  and  folemnly  acknowledges  the 
abovefaid  limitation  of  the  fucceffion  to  the  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain,  and  on  the  faith  and  word  of  a  king,  on  the 
pledge  of  his  own  and  his  fuccefiors  honour,  he  does  de- 
clare and  engage,  that  he  accepts  and  approves  the  fame, 
and  that  his  heirs  and  fucceffors  do  and  fliall  accept  and 
approve  the  fame  for  ever.  And  under  the  fame  obliga- 
tion of  the  word  and  honour  of  a  king,  the  moft  Chriftian 
King  promifes,  that  no  one  befides  the  queen  hcrfclf, 
and  her  fucceffors,  according  to  the  fcries  of  the  faid  li- 
mitation, fhall  ever  by  him,  or  by  his  heirs  or  fucceffors, 
be  acknowledged,  or  reputed  to  be  king  or  queen  of  Great 
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Britain.     And  for  adding  more  ample  credit  to  the  faid 
acknowledgment   and   pron'Tifes,  the  mod   Chriftian  King 
does  engage,  that  whereas  the  perfon  who,  in  the  hfe-time 
of  the  late  king  James  11.  did  take  upon  him  the  title  of , 
prince  of  Wales,  and  fince  his   deceafe,  that  of  king  of 
Great  Britain,  is  lately  gone,  of  his  own  accord,  out  of 
the  kingdom  of  France,  to  refide  in  fome  other  place,  he 
the  aforefaid  moft  Chriftian  King,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors, 
will  take   all  polTible  care,  that  he  fhall  not  at   any  time 
hereafter,  or  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  return  inta 
the  kingdom  of  France,  or  any  the  dominions  thereof. ; 

Moreover,  the  moft  Chriftian  King  promifes,  as  well  in 
his  own  name,  as  in  that  of  his  heirs   and  fucceffors,  that 
they  will  at  no  time  whatever  difturb,  or  give  any  molefta- 
t^n  to  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  her  heirs  and  fucceffors, 
defcended  from  the  aforefaid  proteftant  line,  who  poffefs 
the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  dominions  belonging 
thereunto.     Neither  will  the  aforefaid  moft  Chriftian  King, 
or  any  one  of  his  heirs,  give  at  any  time  any  aid,  fuccour, 
favour,  or  council,  direttly  or  indireftly,  by  land   or  by 
lea,  in  money,  arms,  ammunition,  warlike  provifion,  Ihips, 
foldiers,  feamen,  or  any  other  way,  to  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons,  v/hofoever  they  be,  v/ho  for  any  caule,  or  under  any 
pretext  whatfoever,  fliould  hereafter  endeavour  to  oppoie 
the  faid  fucceffion,  either  by  open  war,  or  by  fomenting 
feditions,  and  forming  confpiracies  againft  fuch  prince  or 
princes  who  are  in  pcffeffion   of  the  throne  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, by  virtue  of  the  afts  of  parliament   aforementioned, 
or  againft  that  prince  or  princefs,  to  whom  the  fucceffion 
of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  fhall   be   open,  according 
to  the  faid  a6ls  of  parliament. 

VI.  Whereas  the  moft  deftru6live  flame  of  war,  which 
is  to  be  extinguifhed  by  this  peace,  arofe  chiefly  from 
thence,  that  the  fecurity  and  liberties  of  Europe  could  by 
no  means  bear  the  union  of  the  kingdoms  of  France  and 
Spain  under  one  and  the  fame  king  ;  and  whereas  it  has  at 
length  been  brought  to  pafs,  by  the  adiftance  of  the  divine 
power,  upon  the  moft  earneft  inftances  of  her  facred  roy- 
al majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  with  the  confent  both  of 
the  Moft  Chriftian,  and  of  the  Catholick  King,  that  this 
evil  ftiould  in  all  times  to  come  be  obviated,  by  means  of 
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renunciations  drawn  in  the  moft  efFeSlual  form,  and  exe- 
cuted in  the  moft  folemn  manner,  the  tenor  whereof  is  as 
follows. 

Letters  patents  by  the  king,  which  admit  the  renunciation  of 
the  king  of  Spain  to  the  crown  of  France,  and  thofe  of  M. 
the  duke  of  Berry,  and  of  M.  the  duke  of  Orleans,  to  the 
crovjn  of  Spain, 

LEWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of  France  and 
Navarre  :  to  all  people  prefent,  and  to  come,  greet- 
ing. During  the  various  revolutions  of  a  war,  wherein 
we  have  fought  only  to  maintain  the  jufticc  of  the  rights 
of  the  king,  our  moft  dear,  and  moft  beloved  grandfon,  to 
the  monarchy  of  Spain,  we  have  never  ceafed  to  defire 
peace.  The  greateft  fucceffes  did  not  at  all  dazzle  us,  and 
the  contrary  events,  which  the  hand  of  God  made  ufe  of 
to  try  us,  rather  than  to  deftroy  us,  did  not  give  birth  to 
that  defire  in  us,  but  found  it  there.  But  the  time  mark- 
ed out  by  divine  providence  for  the  repofe  of  Europe  was 
not  yet  come ;  the  diftant  fear  of  feeing  one  day  our 
crown,  and  that  of  Spain,  upon  the  head  of  one  and  the 
fame  prince,  did  always  make  an  equal  impreffion  on  the 
powers,  which  were  united  againft  us  ;  and  this  fear,  which 
had  been  the  principal  caufe  of  the  war,  leemed  aUb  to  lay 
an  infuperable  obftacle  in  the  way  to  peace.  At  laft,  after 
many  fruidefs  negotiations,  God  being  moved  with  the  fuf- 
ferings  and  groans  of  fo  many  people,  was  pleafed  to  open 
a  furer  way  to  come  at  fo  difficult  a  peace.  But  the  fame 
alarms  ftill  fubfifting,  the  firft  and  principal  condition, 
which  was  propofed  to  us  by  our  moft  dear  and  moft  be- 
loved (ifter  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  as  the  eflential 
and  neceftary  foundation  of  treating,  was,  that  the  king  of 
Spain,  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon,  keeping  the  monar- 
chy of  Spain,  and  of  the  Indies,  fhould  renounce  for  him- 
felf,  and  his  del'cendants  for  ever,  the  rights  which  his 
birth  might  at  any  time  give  him  and  them  to  our  crown ; 
that  on  the  other  hand,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved 
grandfon  the  duke  of  Berry,  and  our  moft  dear  and  moft 
beloved  nephew  the  duke  of  Orleans,  ftiould  likcwifc  re- 
nounce for  themfclves,  and  for  their  defccndants  male  and 
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female  for  ever,  their  rights  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain  2iid 
the  Indies.  Our  faid  lifter  caufed  it  to  be  reprefented  un- 
to us,  that  without  a  formal  and  pofitive  affurance  upon 
this  point,  which  alone  could  be  the  bond  of  peace,  Eu- 
rope would  never  be  at  reft  ;  all  the  powers  which  ftiare 
the  fame,  being  equally  perfuaded,  that  it  was  for  their 
general  intereft,  and  for  their  common  fecurity,  to  con- 
tinue a  war,  whereof  no  one  could  forefee  the  end,  rather 
than  to  be  expofed  to  behold  the  fame  prince  become  one 
day  mafter  of  two  monarchies,  fo  powerful  as  thofe  of 
France  and  Spain.  But  as  this  princefs,  (whofe  indefati- 
gable zeal  for  re-eftabliftiing  the  general  tranquility  we  can- 
not fufficicntly  praife)  was  lenfible  of  all  the  relu6tancy  we 
had  to  confent,  that  one  of  our  children,  fo  worthy  to  in- 
herit the  fuccellion  of  our  forefathers,  fhould  neceffarilv 
be  excluded  from  it,  if  the  misfortunes  wherewith  it  has 
pleafed  God  to  afflift  us  in  our  family,  fhould  moreover 
take  from  us,  in  the  perfon  of  the  Dauphin,  our  moft  dear 
and  moft  beloved  great  grandfon,  the  only  remainder  of 
thofe  princes  which  our  kingdom  has  fo  juftly  lamented 
with  us  ;  fhe  entered  into  our  pain,  and  after  having  joint- 
ly fought  out  gentler  means  of  fecuring  the  peace,  we  a- 
greedwith  our  faid  fifter  to  propofe  to  the  king  of  Spain 
other  dominions,  inferior  indeed  to  thofe  which  he  poffelfes, 
yet  the  value  thereof  would  fo  much  the  more  increafe 
under  his  reign,  in  as  much  as  in  that  cafe  he  would  pre- 
serve his  rights,  and  annex  to  our  crown  a  part  of  the  faid 
dominions,  if  he  came  one  time  or  other  to  fucceed  us. 
We  employed  therefore  the  ftrongeft  reafons  to  perfuade 
him  to  accept  this  alternative.  We  gave  him  to  under- 
ftand,  that  the  duty  of  his  birth  was  the  firft  which  he 
ought  to  confult ;  that  he  owed  himfelf  to  his  houfe,  and 
to  his  country,  before  he  was  obliged  to  Spain  ;  that  if  he 
v/ere  wanting  to  his  firft  engagements,  he  would  perhaps 
one  day  in  vain  regret  his  having  abandoned  thofe  rights, 
which  he  would  be  no  more  able  to  maintain.  We  added 
to  thefe  reafons,  the  perfonal  motives  of  friendfliip,  and  of 
tender  love,  v/hich  we  thought  likely  to  move  him ;  the 
pleafure  we  ftiould  have  in  feeing  him  from  time  to  time 
near  us,  and  in  paffing  fome  part  of  our  days  with  him, 
which  we  might  promife  ourfelves  from  the  neighbourhood 
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of  the  dominions  that  were  offered  him,  the  fatisfaQion 
of  inftruciing  him  ourfelves  concerning  the  ftate  of  our  af- 
fairs, and  of  relying  upon  him  for  the  future  ;  fo  that,  if 
God  (hould  preferve  to  us  the  Dauphin,  we  could  give 
our  kingdom,  in  the  perfonofthe  king  our  brother,  and 
grandfon,  a  regent  inftrufted  in  the  art  of  government  ; 
and  that  if  this  child,  fo  precious  to  us  and  to  our  fub- 
je6ts,  were  alfo  taken  from  us,  we  fhould  at  leaft  have  the 
confolation  of  leaving  to  our  people  a  virtuous  king,  fit 
to  govern  them,  and  who  would  likewife  annex  to  our 
crown  very  confiderable  dominions.  Our  inftances  reite- 
rated with  all  the  force,  and  with  all  the  tender  affection 
neceffary  to  perfuade  a  fon,  who  fo  juflly  deferves  thofe 
efforts,  which  we  made  for  preferving  him  to  France,  pro- 
duced nothing  but  reiterated  refufals  on  his  part,  ever  to 
abandon  fuch  brave  and  faithful  fubjefts,  whole  zeal  for 
him  had  been  diftinguilhed  in  thofe  conjuncSlures,  when 
his  throne  feemed  to  be  the  mod  fhaken.  So  that  perfift- 
ing  with  an  invincible  firmnefs  in  his  firft  refolution,  affert- 
ing  likewife,  that  it  was  more  glorious,  and  more  advan- 
tageous for  our  houfe,  and  for  our  kingdom,  than  that 
which  we  preffed  him  to  take,  he  declared  in  the  meeting 
of  the  ftates  of  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  affembled  at  Ma- 
drid for  that  purpofe,  that  for  obtaining  a  general  peace, 
and  fecuring  the  tranquility  of  Europe  by  a  balance  of 
power,  he  of  his  own  proper  motion,  of  his  own  freewill, 
and  without  any  conftraint,  renounced  for  himfelf,  for 
his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  for  ever  and  ever,  all  prcteniions 
rights  and  titles,  which  he,  or  any  of  his  defcendants,  have 
at  prefent,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come  whatfocvcr, 
to  the  fucceffion  of  our  crown;  that  he  held  for  excluded 
therefrom  himfelf,  his  children,  heirs,  and  defcendants 
for  ever  ;  that  he  confcnted  for  himfelf  and  for  them, 
that  now.  as  well  as  then,  his  right,  and  that  of  his  de- 
I'cendants,  fiiould  pais  over  and  be  transferred  to  him  a- 
mong  the  princes,  whom  the  law  of  fucceiiion,  and  the  or- 
der of  birth  calls,  or  (hall  call  to  inherit  our  crown  in  de- 
lault  of  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon  the  king  of  Spain, 
and  of  his  defcendants,  as  it  is  more  amply  Ipecificd  in  the 
act  of  reuuMciation.  approved  by  the  ilatcs  of  his  king- 
dom i  and  confequcntly  he  declared,  that  he  dcfifted  par- 
ticularly 
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ticularly  from  the  right  which  hath  been  added  to  that  of  ' 
his  birth,  by  our  letters  patents  of  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber, 1700,  whereby  we  declared,  that  it  was  our  will,  that 
the  king  of  Spain  and  his  defcendants,  fhould  always  pre- 
ferve  the  rights  of  their  birth  and  original,  in  the  lame 
manner  as  if  they  refided  a6lually  in  our  kingdom;  and 
from  the  regiflry  which  was  made  of  our  faid  letters  pa- 
tents, both  in  our  court  of  parliament,  and  in  our  cham- 
ber of  accounts  at  Paris.  We  are  fenfible,  as  king,  and 
as  father,  how  m.uch  it  were  to  be  defired,  that  the  gene- 
ral peace  could  have  been  concluded  without  a  renunci- 
ation, which  makes  fo  great  a  change  in  our  royal  houfe, 
and  in  the  ancient  order  of  fucceeding  to  our  crowm  ;  but 
we  are  yet  more  fenfible,  how  much  it  is  our  duty  to  fe- 
cure  fpeedily  to  our  fubjefts  a  peace,  which  is  fo  necelTary 
for  them.  We  fhall  never  forget  the  efforts  which  they 
made  for  us  during  the  long  continuance  of  a  war,  which 
we  could  not  have  fupported,  if  their  zeal  had  not  been 
much  more  extenfive  than  their  power.  The  welfare  of  a 
people  fo  faithful,  is  to  us  a  fupreme  law,  which  ought  to 
be  preferred  to  any  other  conhderation.  It  is  to  this  law, 
that  we  this  day  facrifice  the  right  of  a  grandfon,  who  is 
fo  dear  to  us,  and  by  the  price  which  the  general  peace 
will  coft  our  tender  love,  we  fliall  at  leaft  have  the  com- 
fort of  fhewing  our  fubjefts,  that  even  at  the  expence  of 
our  blood,  they  will  always  keep  the  firft  place  in  our 
heart. 

For  thefe  caufes,  and  other  important  confiderations 
us  thereunto  moving,  after  having  leen  in  our  council  the 
faid  a6l  of  renunciation  of  the  king  of  Spain,  our  faid  bro- 
ther and  grandfon,  of  the  fifth  of  November  lalt,  as  aifo 
the  a6ls  of  renunciation,  which  our  faid  grandfon  the  duke 
of  Berry,  and  our  faid  nephew  the  duke  of  Orleans,  made 
reciprocally  of  their  rights  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  as  well 
for  themfelves  as  for  their  defcendants,  male  and  female, 
in  confequence  of  the  renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and 
grandfon  the  king  of  Spain,  the  whole  hereunto  annexed, 
v.ith  a  copy  collated  of  the  faid  letters  patents  of  the  month 
of  December,  1700,  under  the  counter-feal  of  our  chan- 
cery, of  our  fpecial  grace,  full  power,  and  royal  authority, 
we  have  declared,  decreed,  and   ordained,  and  by  thefe 
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prefents  figned  with  our  hand,  we  do  declare,  decree, 
and  ordain,  we  wiii,  and  it  is  our  pleafare,  that  the  laid 
aft  of  renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon  the 
king  of  Spain,  and  thofe  of  our  faid  grandlbn  the  duke  of 
Berry,  and  of  our  faid  nephew  the  duke  of  Orleans,  which 
we  have  admitted,  and  do  admit,  be  regiftered  in  all  our 
courts  of  parliarnent,  and  ciiambers  of  our  accounts  in 
oui;  kiiigdom,  and  other  pl-ices  where  it  fnall  be  nccella- 
vy,  in  order  to  their  being  executed  according  to  their 
form  and  tenor.  And  coniequenily,  we  will  and  intend, 
that  our  faid  letters  patents  of  the  month  of  December, 
1700,  be  and  remain  null,  and  as  if  they  had  never 
been  made,  that  they  be  brought  back  to  us,  and  that  in 
the  margin  of  the  regilters  of  our  faid  court  of  parlia- 
ment, and  of  our  faid  chamber  of  accounts,  where  the  en- 
rolment of  the  faid  letters  patents  is,  the  extra6l  of  thefe 
prefents  be  placed  and  inferted,  the  better  to  hgnify  our 
intention  as  to  the  revocation,  and  nullity  of  the  faid  let- 
ters. We  will,  that  in  conformity  to  the  faid  aft  of  re- 
nunciation of  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon  the  king  of 
Spain-,  he  be  from  henceforth  looked  upon  and  confider- 
ed,  as  excluded  from  our  fucceffion,  that  his  heirs,  fuc- 
celfors,  and  defcendants  be  likewil'e  excluded  for  ever,  and 
looked  upon- as  incapable  of  enjoying  the  fame.  We  un- 
derlland,  that  in  fiilure  of  them,  all  rights  to  our  faici 
crown,  and  fucceffion  to  our  dominions,  which  might  at  a- 
ny  time  whatfoever  belong  and  appertain  to  them,  be  and 
remain  transferred  to  our  moft  dear,  and  moft  beloved 
grandlbn  the  duke  of  Berry,  and  to  his  children,  and 
defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  lawful  marriage;  and 
i'ucceffively  in  failure  of  them,  to  thofe  of  the  princes  of 
k^vc  royal  houfc,  and  their  defcendants,  who  in  right  of 
their  birth,  or  by  the  order  eftablifiicd  fince  the  founda- 
tion of  oar  monarchy,  ought  to  fuccccd  to  our  crown. 
And  fo  we  command  our  beloved  and  trufty  counfel- 
lors,  the  members  of  our  court  of  parliament  at  Paris, 
that  they  do  caufe  thefe  prefents,  together  with  the  a61sof 
renunciation  made  by  our  faid  brother  and  frrandfon  the 
king  of  Spain,  by  our  faid  grandfon  the  duke  of  Berry, 
and  by  our  faid  nephew  the  duke  of  Orleans,  to  be  read, 
{jubhlhed,  and  rcgiftered,  and  the  contents  thcieof  to  be 
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kept,  obferved,  and  executed,  according  to  their  form 
and  tenor,  fully,  peaceably,  and  perpetually,  ceafmg,  and 
caufing  to  ceafe,  all  moleftations  and  hindrances,  notwith- 
Handing  any  laws,  .ftatutes,  ufages,  cuftoms,  decrees,  re- 
gulations, and  other  matters  contrary  thereunto;  whereto, 
and  to  the  derogations  of  the  derogations  therein  contain- 
ed, we  have  derogated,  and  do  derogate  by  thefe  prefents, 
for  this  purpofe  only,  and  without  being  brought  into  pre- 
cedent.    For  fuch  is  our  pleafure. 

And  to  the  end  that  this  may  be  a  matter  firm  and  lad- 
ing for  ever,  we  have  caufed  our  feal  to  be  affixed  to 
thefe  prefents.  Given  at  Verfailles  in  the  month  of  March, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1713,  and  of  our  reign  the  70th. 
Signed  Lewis,  and  underneath,  by  the  king,  Phelypeaux. 
Vifa,  Phelypeaux.  And  fealed  with  the  great  feal  on  green 
wax,  with  firings  of  red  and  green  filk. 

Read  and  publiilied,  the  court  being  affembled,  and  re- 
giftered  among  the  roils  of  the  court,  the  king's  attorney 
general  being  heard,  and  moving  for  the  fame,  to  the  end 
that  they  may  be  executed  according  to  their  form  and 
tenor,  in  purluance  of,  and  in  conformity  to  tlie  a61s  of 
this  day.  At  Paris  in  parliament  the  15th  of  jMarch, 
1713.

'Hereas,  on  the  fifth  of  November  in  this  prefent 
year,  1712,  before  Don  Maimel  of  Vadillo  and 
Velafco,  my  fecretary  of  ftate,  and  chief  notary  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Cadile  and  Leon,  and  witneffes,  I  delivered, 
fwore  to,  and  figned  a  publick  inftrument  of  the  tenor 
following,  which  is  word  for  word  as  here  enfues: 

D.  Philip,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of  Caftile,  Leon, 
Arragon,  the  two  Sicilies,  Jerufalem,  Navarre,  Granada, 
Toledo,  Valentia,  Galicia,  Majorca,  Seville,  Sardinia, 
Corduba,  Corfica,  Murcia,  Jaen,  the  Algarves,  Algezi- 
ra,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary  I  (lands,  the  Eail  and  Weft  In- 
dies, the  iflands  and  Terra  Firma  of  the  ocean,  archdske 
of  Auftria,  duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabant,  and  Milan,  count 
of  Habfpurg,  Flanders,  Tirol,  and  Barcelona,  lord  of 
Bifcay  and  Mohna,  &c.  By  the  account  and  information 
of  this  inftrument  and  writing  of  renunciation  and  relin- 
-    ■  I  2  quifhmeait^ 
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quiHiment,  and  that  it  may  remain  for  a  perpetual  re- 
membrance, I  do  make  known  and  declare  to  kings,  prin- 
ces, potentates,  commonwealths,  communities,  and  par- 
ticular perfons,  which  now  arc,  and  fhall  be  in  future  ages: 
that  it  being  one  of  the  principal  pofitions  of  the  treaties 
of  peace,  depending  between  the  crowns  of  Spain,  and  of 
France,  with  that  of  England,  for  the  rendering  it  firm  and 
lading,  and  proceeding  to  a  general  one,  on  a  maxim  of 
fecuring  for  ever  the  univcrfal  good  and  quiet  of  Europe, 
by  an  equal  weight  of  power,  fo  that  many  being  united 
in  one,  the  balance  of  tlie  equality  defired,  might  not  turn 
to  the  advantage  of  one,  and  the  danger  and  hazard  of  the 
reft  J  it  waspropofed,  and  infifted  on  by  England,  and  it 
was  agreed  to  on  my  part,  and  on  that  of  the  king  my 
grandfather,  that  for  avoiding  at  any  time  whatever  the 
union  of  this  monarchy,  with  that  of  P^rance,  and  the 
poffibility  that  it  might  happen  in  any  cafe,  reciprocal  re- 
nunciations fliould  be  made  by  me,  and  for  all  my  defcen- 
dants,  to  the  poflibility  of  fucceeding  to  the  monarchy  of 
France,  and  on  the  part  of  thofe  princes,  and  of  all  their 
race,  prefent  and  to  come,  to  that  of  fucceeding  to  this 
monarchy  ;  by  forming  a  proper  projc6l  of  abdication  of 
all  rights  which  might  be  claimed,  by  the  two  royal  houfes 
of  this,  and  of  that  monarchy,  as  to  their  fucceeding  mu- 
tually to  each  otlier  ;  by  feparating,  by  the  legal  means  of 
my  renunciation,  my  branch  from  the  royal  ftem  of  France, 
and  all  the  branches  of  France  from  the  ftem  of  the  blood 
royal  of  Spain  ;  by  taking  care  at  the  fame  time,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  fundamental  and  perpetual  maxim  of  the  ba- 
lance of  power  in  Europe,  which  pcrfuadcs  and  juftifies 
the  avoiding,  in  all  cafes  imaginable,  the  union  of  the  mo- 
narchy of  France  with  that  of  Spain,  that  the  inconveni- 
ence Ihould  likewife  be  provided  againft,  left,  in  default 
of  my  illue,  the  cafe  fiiould  happen  tiiat  this  monarchy 
ftiould  devolve  again  to  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  whole  do- 
minions and  dependencies,  even  without  the  union  of  the 
emj'.ire,  would  make  it  formidable  ;  a  motive  which  at 
other  times  made  it  jullihable  to  feparate  the  hercditjiry 
dominions  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  from  the  body  of  tlie 
Spanifli  monarchy  ;  it  being  agreed  and  fettled  to  this  end 
by  En;jland  with  mc,  and  \silh  the   king  niy  grandfather, 
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that  in  failure  of  me,  and  of  my  iffue,  the  duke  of  Savoy, 
and  his  fons,  and  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  con- 
ftant  lawful  marriage,  are  to  enter  upon  the  fuccelTion  of 
this  monarchy;  and,  in  default  of  his  male  line,  the  prince 
Armadeo  of  Carignan,  and  his  fons,  and  defcendants,  be- 
ins;  males,  born  in  conftant  lawful  marriage  :  and.  in  de- 
fault  of  his  line,  prince  Thomas,  brother  of  the  prince  of 
Carignan,  his  fons,  and  defcendants,  being  m_ales,  born 
in  conftant  law'ful  marriage,  who,  as  defcendants  of  the 
infanta  Donna  Catherina,  daughter  of  Philip  II.  and  be- 
ing exprefsly  called,  have  a  clear  and  known  right,  fup- 
pofing  the.  friendfhip  and  perpetual  alliance,  which  the 
duke  of  Savoy,  and  his  defcendants,  are  to  folicit  and 
obtain  from  this  crown ;  it  being  to  be  believed,  that  by 
this  perpetual  and  never-ceafmg  hope,  the  needle  of  the 
balance  may  remain  invariable,  and  all  the  powers,  weari- 
ed with  the  toil  and  uncertainty  of  battles,  may  be  ami- 
cably kept  in  an  equal  poife;  it  not  remaining  in  the  dif- 
pofal  of  any  of  the  parties,  to  alter  this  federal  equilibria 
urn,  by  way  of  any  contraft  of  renunciation,  or  rctroccf- 
fion,  fince  the  fame  reafon,  which  induced  its  being  ad- 
mitted, demonftrates  its  permanency,  a  fundamental  con- 
ftitution  being  formed,  which  may  fettle,  by  an  unalte- 
rable law,  the  fucceffion  of  what  is  to  come.  In  confe- 
quence  of  v;hat  is  above  faid,  and  for  the  love  I  bear  to  the 
Spaniards,  and  from  the  knowledge  I  have  of  what  I  owe 
to  them,  and  the  repeated  experience  of  their  fidelity,  and 
for  making  a  return  to  Divine  Providence,  by  this  re- 
fignation  to  its  delliny,  for  the  great  benefit  of  having  pla- 
ced and  maintained  me  on  the  throne,  among  fuch  iliuf- 
trious  and  well-dcferving  vaffals,  I  have  determined  to  ab- 
dicate, for  myfelf,  and  all  my  defcendants,  the  right  of 
fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  France,  defiring  not  to  depart 
from  living  and  dying  with  my  beloved,  and  faithful  Spa- 
niards ;  leaving  to  all  my  defcendants,  the  infeparable 
bond  of  their  fidelity  and  love.  And  to  the  end  that  this 
refolution  may  have  its  due  effe6l,  and  that  the  matter  may 
ceafe,  which  has  been  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  principal 
motives  of  the  war,  which  has  hitherto  aalifted  Europe, 
of  my  own  motion,  free,  fpontaneous,  and  uncondrained 
will,  I  Don  Philip,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of  Caftille, 
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Leon,  Arragon,  the  two  Sicilies,  Jeruralem,  Navarre* 
Granada,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Oalicia,  Majorca,  Seville, 
Sardinia,  Corduba,  Corlica,  Murcia.  Jaen,  the  Alojarves, 
Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary  Iflands,  the  Eall  and 
Weft  Indies,  the  Iflands,  and  Terra  Firma  of  the  ocean, 
archduke  of  Auftria,  duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabant  and 
Milan,  count  of  Kabfpurg,  Flanders,  Tirol,  and  Barce- 
lona, lord  of  Bifcay  and  Molina,  cvc.  do  by  this  prefcnt 
inftrument,  for  myielf,  for  my  heirs  and  fiiccelfors,  re- 
nounce, quit,  and  relinquifh,  for  ever  and  ever,  all  pre- 
tenfions,  rights,  and  tides,  Vvdiich  I  have,  or  any  defcen- 
dant  of  mine  hath  at  prefent,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to 
come,  to  the  fucccffion  of  the  crown  of  France  ;  and  I 
declare,  and  hold  my felf  for  excluded  and  feparated,  me, 
and  my  fons,  heirs,  and  defcendants  for  ever,  exclud- 
ed and  difabled  abfolutely,  and  widiout  limitation,  diffe- 
rence, and  diftinftion  of  perlbns,  degrees,  fexes,  and 
times,  from  the  a£t,  and  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown 
of  France.  And  I  will  and  confent,  for  myfelf.  and  my 
faid  defcendants,  that  now,  as  well  a;*' then,  it  may  be  ta- 
ken to  be  pafTed  over,  and  transferred  to  him,  who  by 
mine  and  their  being  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapacita- 
ted, fliall  be  found  next  and  immediate  in  degree  to  the 
king,  by  whofe  death  it  fliall  become  vacant ;  and  the  fuc- 
ceffion  to  the  faid  crown  of  France  is  at  any  time,  and  in 
any  cafe  to  be  fettled  on,  and  given  to  him,  to  have 
and  to  hold  the  fame  as  true  and  lawful  fucccffor,  in  the 
fame  manner,  as  if  I,  and  my  defcendants,  had  not  been 
bvjrn,  or  been  in  the  world  ;  fmce  for  fuch  are  we  to  be 
held  and  cfteemed,  becaufe  in  my  perfon,  and  in  that  of 
my  defcendants,  there  is  no  conhderation  to  be  had,  or 
foundation  to  be  made  of  a8ive  or  paffive  reprefcntation, 
beginning,  or  continuation  of  lineage  cffetlive,  or  con- 
tentiye  of  fub'tancc,  blood,  or  quahty,  nor  can  the  de- 
icent,  or  computation  of  degrees  of  thofe  pcrfons,  be 
derived  from  the  molt  Chriftian  King,  my  lord  and  grand- 
father, nor  from  the  Dauphin  my  father,  nor  from  the 
gljrious  kings  their  progenitors;  nor  by  any  other  means 
can  they  come  into  the  fuccelfion,  nor  take  pofTelTion  of 
the  degree  of  proximity,  and  exclude  from  it  the  perlbn, 
who,  as  is  abovcfaid,  fliall  be  found  next  in  degree.     I

will  and  confent  for  myfelf,  and  for  my  defcendants,  that 
from  this  time,  as  well  as  then,  this  right  be  looked  upon 
and  confidered  as  paffed  over,  and  transferred  to  the  duke 
of  Berry  my  brother,  and  to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  be- 
ing males,  born  in  conftant  lawful  marriage;  and  in  de- 
fault of  his  m.ale  iifuc,  to  the  duke  of  Orleans  my  uncle, 
and  to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  con- 
ftant  lawful  m.arriage;  and  in  default  of  his  iifue,  to  the 
duke  of  Bourbon  ray  coufin,  and  to  his  fons,  and  defcen- 
dants, being  males,  born  in  conftant  lawful  marriage ;  and 
in  like  manner  fucceffively  to  all  the  princes  of  the  blood 
of  France,  their  fons,  and  defcendants,  being  maks,  for 
ever  and  ever,  according  to  the  place  and  order,  in  which 
they  fhall  be  called  to  the  crown  by  right  of  tlieir  birth ; 
and  confequendy  to  that  perfon  among  the  faid  princes, 
who  (I  and  all  my  faid  defcendants,  being,  as  is  above- 
faid,  excluded,  diiabled,  and  incapacitated)  fliall  be  fDimd 
the  neareft  in  immediate  degree  after  that  king,  by  whofe 
death  the  vacancy  of  the  crown  of  France  flieh  happen, 
and  to  whom  the  fucceffion  ought  to  belong  at  any  time, 
and  in  any  cafe  whatfoever,  that  he  may  poffels  the  fame 
as  true  and  lawful  fuccellbr,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  I, 
and  my  defcendants,  had  not  been  born.  And  for  the 
greater  ftrength  of  this  a6:  of  abdication  of  all  the  rights  and 
titles,  which  appertained  to  me,  and  to  all  my  fons  and 
defcendants,  of  fucceeding  to  the  aforefaid  crown  of  France, 
I  depart  from,  and  relinquifli  efpecially  that  which  might 
moreover  accrue  to  the  rights  of  birth  from  the  letters  pa- 
tents, or  inftrument,  whereby  the  king  my  grandfather 
prcfervcd  and  referved  to  me,  and  enabled  me  to  enjoy 
the  right  of  facccfTion  to  the  crown  of  France,  which  in- 
ftrument was  difpatched  at  Verfaiiles  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember, in  the  year  1700,  and  paffed,  and  approved,  and 
regiftered  by  the  parliamicnt,  1  will  that  it  cannot  ferve 
me  for  a  foundation  to  the  purpofes  therein  pr'ovided  for, 
and  I  rejeft  and  renounce  it,  and  hold  it  for  null,  void, 
and  of  no  force,  and  for  cancelled,  and  as  if  no  fuch  in- 
ftrument had  ever  been  executed.  I  promife  and  oblige 
myfelf,  on  the  faith  of  a  king's  word,  that  as  much  as  fliall 
relate  to  my  part,  and  that  of  my  fons  and  defcendants, 
whic^h  are  and  fhall  be,  I  v.'ill  take  care  of  the  obiervati*:  u 
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and  accomplifliment  of  this  writing,  v.ithout  permittirig  or 
confenting  that  any  thing  be  done  contrary  thereunto,  di- 
reetiy  or  indirectly,  in  the  whole,  or  in  part;  and  I  relin- 
quifli  and  depart  from  all  and  all  manner  of  remedies, 
known  or  unknown,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  and  which 
by  common  right,  or  fpecial  privilege  might  belong  to  us, 
to  me,  and  to  my  fons  and  defcendants,  to  reclaim,  men- 
tion, or  alledge  againfl:  what  is  above faid;  and  I  renounce 
them  all,  and  efpecially  that  of  evident  prejudice,  enor- 
mous, and  moft  enormous,  which  may  be  reckoned  to 
have  happened  in  this  relinquilliment  and  renunciation  of 
the  right  of  being  able,  at  any  time,  to  fucceed  to  the 
crown  aforementioned.  I  will  that  none  of  the  faid  reme- 
dies, nor  others,  of  whatfoever  name,  ufe,  importance, 
and  quality  they  may  be,  do  avail  us,  or  can  avail  us. 
And  if  in  facl,  or  under  any  colour  we  fhould  endeavour 
to  feize  the  faid  kingdom  by  force  of  arms,  by  making,  or 
moving  war,  offenfive  or  defenfive,  from  this  time  for 
ever,  that  is  to  be  held,  judged,  and  declared,  for  an  un- 
lawful, unjuft,  and  wrongfully  undertaken  war,  and  for 
violence,  invafion,  and-  ufurpation,  done  againfl;  reafon 
and  confcience  ;  and  on  the  contrary,  that  is  to  be  judged 
and  efteeraed  a  jufl,  lawful,  and  allowed  war,  which  fhall 
be  made,  or  moved  in  behalf  of  him,  who  by  the  exclufi- 
on  of  me,  and  of  my  laid  fons  and  defcendants,  ought  to 
fucceed  to  the  faid  crown  of  France,  to  whom  the  fub- 
je6ts  and  natives  thereof  arc  to  apply  themfclves,  and  to 
obey  him,  to  take  and  perform  the  oath  and  homage  of 
f-faly,  and  to  fervehim  as  their  lawful  king  and  lord.  And 
the  relinquifhment  and  renunciation,  for  mc,  and  my  faid 
fons  and  defcendants,  is  to  be  firm,  {tabic,  valid,  and  irre- 
vocable perpetually,  for  ever  and  ever.  And  I  declare 
ap.d  promife,  that  I  have  not  made,  neither  will  I  make 
any  proteflation,  or  reclaiminir,  in  publick,  or  in  fccrct, 
to  the  contrary,  which  may  hinder,  or  diminifli  the  force 
of  what  is  contained  in  this  writing  ;  and  that  if  I  fhould 
make  it,  although  it  be  fworn  to.  it  is  not  to  be  valid,  nei- 
ther can  it  have  any  force ;  and  for  the  greater  Ibength 
and  fccurity  of  what  is  contained  in  this  renunciation,  and 
of  what  is  faid  and  promifcd  on  my  part  therein,  I  give 
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again  the  pledge  of  my  faith,  and  royal  word,  and  I  fwear 
folemnly  by  the   gofpels  contained  in  this  miflal,   upon 
vvhich  I  lay  my  right  hand,  that  I  will  obferve,  maintain, 
and  accomplifh  this  aft,  and  inflrument   of  renmiciation, 
as  well  for  myfelf,  as  for  all  my  fuccelTors,  heirs,  and   de- 
icendants,  in   all  the  claufes  therein  contained,  according 
to  the  moft  natural,  literal,  and  plain  fenfe  and  conftruc- 
tion  ;  and  that  I  have  not  fought,  neither  will  I  feek  any 
difpenfation  from  this  oath  ;  and  if  it  fhall  be  fought  for  by 
any  particular  perfon,  or  fhall  be  granted  motu  propria,  1 
xvill  not  ufe   it,  nor  take   any  advantage  of  it.     Nay,   in 
fuch  cafe  as  that  it  fhould  be   granted  me,  I  make  ano- 
ther the  like  oath,  that  there  may  always  be  and  remain 
one  oath  above  and  beyond  all  difpenfations  which  may 
be  granted  me.     And  I  deliver  this    writing   before  the 
prefent  fecretary,  notary  of  this  my  kingdom,  and  I  have 
figned  it,  and  commanded  it  to  be  fealed  with  my  royal 
feal ;  there  being  provided,  and   called  as  witnefles,  the 
cardinal  Don  Francifco  de  Judice,  inquifitor  general,  and 
archbifliop  of  Montreal,  one  of  my  council  of  ilate  ;    Don 
Jofeph  Fernandez,  of  Velafco  and  Tobar,  conftable   of 
Caftille,  duke  of  Frias,  gentleman   of  my  chamber,  my 
high  ftewardof  my  houfliold,  great  cup-bearer,  and  great 
huntfman;  Don  Juan  Claros  Alfonfo  Perez  de  Gufman  el 
Bueno,  duke  of  Medina  Sidonia,  knight  of  the   order  of 
the  holy  ghoil,  my  great  mailer  of  the  horfe,  'gendeman  of 
my  chamber,  and  one  of  my  council  of  ftate  ;   Don  I;ran- 
cifco  Andres  de  Benavides,  count  of  Santiftevan,  one  of 
my  council  of  ftate,  and  high  fteward  to  the  queen  ;  Don 
Carlos  Homodei  Laco  de  la  Ycga,  marquis  of  Almonacir, 
and  count  of  Cafa  Palma,  gendeman  of  my  chamber,  one 
of  my  council  of  ftate,  and  great  m after  of  the  horfe  to 
the  queen;     Don  Reftayno   Cantelmo,  duke   of   Popoli, 
knight  of  the  order    of  the  holy  ghoft,  gentleman  of  my 
chamber,  and  captain  of  my  Italian  life-guards;  Don  Fer- 
nando of  Aragon  and  Moncada,  duke  of  Montalto,  mar- 
quis of  los  Velez,  commander  of  Silla  and  Benaful  in  the 
order  of  Montelfa,  gendeman  of  my  chamber,  and  one  of 
my  council  of  ftate  ;  Don  Antonio' Sebaftian  de   Toledo, 
marquis  of  Manfera,  gendeman  of  my  chamber,  one   of 
my  council  of  ftate,  and  prefident  of  that  of  Italy;  Don

Don  Joachim   Ponce  de    Leon,    duke   of  Arcos,  gentle- 
man of  my  chamber.,  great    commander  in  the  order  of 
Calatrava.  one  of  my  council  of  ftaie ;  Don  Domingo  de 
Giudice,  duke  of  Giovenazzo,  one  of  my  council  of  (late;

life  of  the  contents  thereof;  and  for  all  the  cft'oBs  wliich 
may  take  place  in  right,  and  which  may  he  derived  from 
the  delivery  hereof,  under  the  claufcs,  conditions,  and 
fuppofitions  therein  contained,  I  have  commanded  thcfe 
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prefents  to  be  made  out,  figned  with  my  hand,  and  lealed 
with  the  feal  of  my  royal  arms,  and  coui?teriigned  by  my 
underwritten  fecretary  of  ftate,  and  chief  notary  of  thefc 
my  kingdoms,  at  Buen  Retiro,  the  feventh  of  November, 
1712.

Read  and  pubhfhed,  the  court  being  affembled,  and  re- 
siftered  in  the  rolls  of  the  court,  the  king^'s  advocate  gene- 
2-al  being  heard,  and  moving  for  the  fame,  to  the  end  that 
it  may  be  executed  according  to  the  form  and  tenor  there- 
of, in  purfuance  of,  and  in  conformity  to  the  aEls  of  this 
day:  at  Pans  in  parhament,  the  15m  ofAiarci,  713. 
Signed  nONGOIS, 

CHARLES,  fon  of  France,  duke  of  Berry,  Alenfon, 
and  Angoulefme,  vifcount  of  Vernon,  Andely,  and 
Gifors,  lord  of  the  chatelienies  of  Coignac  and  Merpins; 
to  all  kings,  princes,  commonwealths,  communities,  and 
to  all  other  bodies,  and  private  perfons,  prelent  and  to 
come,  be  it  known.  All  the  powers  of  Europe  finding 
themfelves  almoft  ruined  on  account  of  the  prefent  wars, 
which  have  carried  delblation  to  the  frontiers,  and  into 
many  other  parts  of  the  richeft  monarchies,  and  other  do- 
minions, it  has  been  agreed  in  the  conferences  and  treaties 
of  peace,  which  are  negotiating  with  Great  Britain,  to 
eltabhQi  an  equilibrium,  and  political  boundaries  between 
the  kingdoms,  whereof  the  interefSs  have  been,  and  are 
Dill  the  fad  occafion  of  a  bloody  difpute ;  aiid  to  hold  it 
for  a  fundamental  maxim  in  order  to  preferve  this  peace, 
that  provifion  ought  to  be  made,  that  the  forces  of  thefe 
kingdoms  may  not  become  formidable,  nor  be  able  to 
caufe  anyjealoufy,  which,  it  has  been  thought,  cannot  be 
fetded  more  folidly,  than  by  hindering  them  from  extend- 
ing themfelves,  and  by  keeping  a  certain  proportion,  to 
the  end  that  the  weaker  being  united  together,  may  de- 
fend themfelves  againft  the  more  powerful,  and  fupport 
themfelves  refpe6lively  againft  their  equals. 

For  this  purpofe  the  king,  our  moft  honoured  lord  and 
grandfather,  and  the  king  of  Spain,  our  moft  dear  bro- 
ther, have  agreed  and  concluded  with  the  queen  of  Great 
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Britain,  that  reciprocal  renunciations  fliall  be  made  by  all 
the  princes,  both  prefent  and  to  come,  of  the  crown  of 
France,  and  of  that  of  Spain,  of  all  rights,  which  may- 
appertain  to  each  of  them,  to  the  flicceffion  of  the  one, 
or  of  the  other  kingdom,  by  eflablifliing  an  habitual  right 
to  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  in  that  line  which 
ihall  be  made  capable  thereof,  and  declared  immediate 
after  that  of  king  Philip  V.  our  brother,  by  the  eftates  of 
Spain,  who  were  to  allcmble  for  this  purpofe  ;  by  making 
a^  immoveable  balance  to  maintain  the  equilibrium,  which 
is  intended  to  be  placed  in  Europe,  and  by  going  on  to 
particularize  all  the  cafes  of  union  which  are  fbrefcen.  to 
ferve  as  an  example  for  all  fuch  as  may  happen.  It  has 
likewife  been  agreed  and  concluded  between  the  king,  our 
moft  honoured  lord  and  grandfather,  king  PhiHp  V.  our 
brother,  and  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  that  the  faid 
king  Philip  fliall  renounce  for  himfclf.  and  for  all  his  de- 
fcendants,  the  hopes  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  France ; 
that  on  our  fide  we  fball  renounce  in  like  m.anner  for  us, 
and  for  our  defcendants,  the  crown  of  Spain  ;  that  the 
duke  of  Orleans,  our  mod  dear  uncle,  fhall  do  the  fame 
thing;  fo  that  all  the  lines  of  France,  and  of  Spain,  rc- 
iJ3ectively  and  relatively,  fliall  be  excluded  for  ever,  and 
by  all  kind  of  ways,  from  all  the  right,  which  the  lines  of 
France  might  have  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  tlie  lijies 
of  Spain  to  the  crown  of  France  ;  and  lallly,  that  care 
Ihall  be  taken,  that  under  pretence  of  the  faid  renuncia- 
tions, or  under  any  other  pretence  v*'hatfoever,  the  houfe 
of  Auftria  may  not  make  uic  of  the  pretenfions,  which  it 
might  have  to  the  fucceflion  of  the  monarchy  of  Sj)ain ; 
forafmuch  as  by  uniting  this  monarchy  to  the  hcreditarv 
countries  and  dominions  of  that  houiis,  it  would  become 
ff)rmidab!e,  even  without  tlie  union  of  the  empire,  to  the 
other  powers,  which  are  between  both,  and  which  would 
find  thcmfelvcs  as  it  were  furrounded ;  which  would  de- 
ilrov  the  equality,  that  is  eflablifhing  at  prelent,  to  fecure 
and  flrengthen  more  perfectly  the  peace  of  chriltendoni, 
and  to  take  away  all  manner  of  jealoufy  from  the  powers 
of  the  North,  and  of  the  Wcii.  which  is  th.e  erid  that  is 
propofed  by  this  political  equilibrium,  by  removing  and 
excluding  all   theie  branches,  and  calling  to  the  crown  of 
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Spain,  in  default  of  the  lines  of  king  Philip  V.  our  bro- 
ther, and  of  all  his  children  and  defcendants,  die  houfe  of 
die  duke  of  Savoy,  which  defcends  from  the  infanta  Ca- 
■therina,  daughter  of  Philip  II.  it  having  been  confidered, 
that  in  making  the  faid  houfe  of  Savoy  fucceed  immedi- 
ately in  this  manner,  this  equality  and  balance  between 
the  three  powers,  may  be  fixed  as  it  were  in  its  centre, 
without  which  it  would  be  impoffible  to  extinguifli  the 
flame  of  war,  which  has  been  kindled,  and  is  capable  of 
deflroying  every  thing. 

Being  willing  therefore  to  concur,  by  our  relinquifh- 
nient,  and  by  the  abdication  of  all  our  rights,  for  us,  our 
fucceffoi's  and  defcendants,  to  the  eftablifhing  of  the  uni- 
verfal  repofe,  and  the  fecuring  the  peace  of  Europe,  be- 
caufe,  we  believe,  that  this  method  is  the  fureft,  and  moft 
effeftual,  in  the  terrible  circumftances  of  this  conjunc- 
ture, we  have  refolved  to  renounce  the  hopes  of  fucceed- 
ing  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  all  the  rights  thereunto, 
which  belong  to  us,  and  may  belong  to  us.  under  any  title, 
and  by  any  means  whatfoever.  And  to  the  end  that  this 
refolution  may  have  its  full  eflfeft,  and  alfo  by  reafon  that 
king  Philip  V.  our  brother,  did  on  his  part,  the  5th  of  this 
prefentmonth  of  November,  make  his  renunciation  of  ti-^e 
crown  of  France,  v;e  of  our  meer,  free,  and  frank  will, 
and  without  being  moved  thereunto  by  any  refpeftful 
awe,  or  by  any  other  regard,  except  diofe  abovemention- 
ed,  do  declare,  and  hold  ourfelves  from  this  prefent,  we, 
our  children,  and  defcendants,  excluded  and  difabled  ab- 
fblutely  for  ever,  without  limitation  or  diftinftion  of  per- 
fons,  degrees,  or  fexes,  from  every  aft,  and  from  all 
right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  We  will,  and 
confent,  for  us,  our  faid  children  and  defcendants,  that 
from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  and  they,  in  confcqu.enco 
of  thefe  prefents,  be  held  to  be  excluded  and  difabled, 
in  like  manner  as  all  the  other  defcendants  of  the  houfe  of 
Aullria,  who,  as  it  has  been  faid  and  fuppofed.  ought  alib^ 
■  to  be  excluded,  in  v/hatever  degree  we  may  be,  both  iiie 
one  and  the  other  ;  and  if  the  fucceiT.oh  falls  to  us,  our 
line,  that  of  all  our  defcendants,  and  all  the  others  of  the 
houfe  of  Auflria,  as  it  has  been  faid,  ought  to  be  fepara- 
ted  and   excluded  therefrom.     That  for  this  reafon  the 
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kfngdom  of  Spain  be  accounted  as  devolved,  and  transfer- 
red to  him,  to  whom  in  fuch  cafe  the  fucceilion  ought  to 
devolve  and  be  transferred,  at  any  time  whatfbever,  i'o  that 
we  do  take  and  hold  him  for  true  and  lawful  fucceflor,  be- 
caufe  for  the  fame  reafons  and  motives,  and  in  confe- 
quence  of  thefe  prefents,  neither  we,  nor  our  defcendants, 
ought  any  more  to  be  confidercd  as  having  any  founda- 
tion of  reprefentation  a^live  or  paffive,  or  making  any 
continuation  of  line  effctlive,  or  contcntive  of  fubitance, 
blood,  or  quality,  or  likewife  to  derive  any  right  from  our 
defcent,  or  to  reckon  our  degrees  from  the  perfons  of 
the  queen  Maria  Therefa  of  Auftria,  our  moft  honoured 
lady  and  grandmother  of  the  queen  Anne  of  Auftria.  our  moft 
honoured  lady  and  great-grandmother,  or  of  the  glorious 
kings  their  anceftors;  on  the  contrary, we  ratify  the  claufes  of 
their  wills,  and  the  renunciations  made  by  the  faid  ladies,  our 
grandmother  and  great-grandmother,  we  renounce  like- 
wife  the  right,  which  may  belong  to  us,  and  to  our  chil- 
dren and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the  will  of  king  Charles 
II.  which,  notwithftanding  what  is  above-mentioned,  calls 
us  to  the  fucceffion  of  the  crown  of  Spain,  in  cafe  of  fail- 
ure of  the  line  of  Philip  V.  We  therefore  relinquifh  this 
right,  and  renounce  the  fame,  for  us,  our  children  and 
defcendants;  we  promife  and  engage,  for  us,  our  faid 
children  and  defcendants,  to  employ  ourfelves  with  all  our 
might,  in  caufing  this  prelent  aQ  to  be  fulfilled,  without 
aliowin.G^,  or  fuffcring  that  the  fame  be  violated  dirc6ily  or 
indircdly,  in  the  whole,  or  in  part;  and  we  rclinquiili  all 
means,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  which  by  common 
right,  or  by  any  fpccial  privilege  might  belong  to  us,  our 
children  and  dcfcendai]ts  ;  which  means  we  likewife  re- 
nounce abfolutely,  and  particularly,  that  of  evident,  enor- 
mous, and  moft  enormous  prejudice,  which  may  be  found 
in  the  faid  renunciation  of  the  iaccefiion  to  the  crown  of 
Spain.  And  we  will  that  none  of  the  faid  means  may,  t)r 
can  have  any  elfc^L  and  that  if,  under  this  pretext,  or  any 
other  colour,  we  would  poifefs  ourfelves  of  the  faid  king- 
dom by  force  of  arms,  the  war  which  we  (hould  make,  or 
ftir  up,  be  deemed  unjuft,  unlawful,  and  unduly  underta- 
ken. And  on  the  contrary,  that  tlic  war,  wliich  he  fliould 
make  upon  us,  who  by  virtue  of  this  renunciation  fliould 
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have  right  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  be  deemed 
juft  and  allowable.  And  that  all  the  fubjeSs  and  people 
of  Spain,  do  acknowledge  him,  obey  him,  defend  him,  do 
him  homage,  and  fwear  fealty  to  him,  as  to  their  king  and 
lawful  lord. 

And  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  all  that  we  fay  and  pro- 
mife  for  ourfelves,  and  in  the  name  of  our  children  and 
defcendants,  we  fwear  folemnly  on  the  gofpels  cjontained 
in  this  mifial,  upon  which  we  lay  our  right  hand,  that  we 
will  keep,' maintain,  and  fulfil  the  fame  in  all  and  every 
part  thereof;  that  we  will  never  afk  to  be  relieved  Trom 
the  fame,  and  if  any  one  do  alk  it  for  us,  or  if  it  be  grant- 
ed us  motu  proprio,  we  will  not  make  ufe,  or  take  ad- 
vantage of  it.  But  rather,  in  cafe  it  Ihould  be  granted 
us,  we  over  and  above  make  this  other  oath,  and  this 
fhall  fubfifl:  and  remain  for  ever,  whatever  difpenfations 
may  be  granted  us.  We  fvv^ear  and  promife  likewife,  that 
we  have  not  made,  neither  will  we  make,  in  pubhck,  or 
in  fecret,  any  proteftation,  or  reclamation  to  the  contra- 
ry, which  may  hinder  what  is  contained  in  thefe  prefents, 
or  leffen  the  force  thereof ;  and  if  we  fhould  make  any, 
whatever  oaths  they  may  be  accompanied  with,  they  fhall 
not  have  any  force  or  virtue,  or  produce  any  effeft. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  and  to  render  thefe  prefents  authen- 
tick,  they  have  been  palled  before  mailers  Alexander  le 
Fevre,  and  Anthony  le  Moyne,  counfellors  to  the  king, 
notaries,  minute-keepers  to  his  majefty,  and  feal-keepeis 
in  the  chatelet  of  Paris,  hereunder  written,  who  have 
wholly  delivered  this  prefent  atl ;  and  for  caufing  thefe 
prefents  to  be  publifh,ed  and  regiftered,  wherever  it  lliall 
be  neceffary,  my  lord  the  duke  of  Berry  has  conftituted 
the  bearers  of  thefe  difpatches,  by  duplicates  thereof,  his 
general  and  fpecial  attornies  to  v.'hom  my  faid  lord  has, 
hy  thefe  faid  prefents,  given  fpecial  power  and  authority 
in  that  behalf.  At  Marly,  the  24th  day  of  November, 
1712,  before  noon,  and  has  figned  the  prefent  duplicate, 
and  another,  and  minute  thereof  remaining  in  the  hands 
of  the  faid  Le  Moyne,  notary.

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(HILIP,  grandfon  of  France,  duke  of  Orleans,  Va'loi?, 
Chartres,  and  Nemours  ;  to  all  kings,  princes,  com- 
monweakhs,,  potentates,  comrpunities,  and  to  all  perfons, 
as  well  prefent  as  to  come,  we  make  known  by  thefe  pre- 
fents  ;  that  the  fear  of  the  union  of  the  crowns  of  France 
and  Spain,  having  been  the  principal  motive  of  the  pre- 
fent war,  and  the  other  powers  of  Europe  having  always 
apprehended,    lell  thefe   two  crowns  fhould  come  upon 
one  head,  it  has  been  laid  down   as  the  foundation  of  the 
peace,  which  is  treated  of  at  prefent,  and  which  it  ishoped-* 
may  be  cemented  more  and  more,  for  the  repofe  of  fuch 
a  number  of  countries,  which  have  facrificed  themfelves, 
as  fo  many  viftims,  to  oppofe  the  dangers,  wherewith  they 
tliought  themfelves  threatened,    that   it  was  neceffary   to 
cilabliOi    a  kind  of  equality  and  equilibrium  between  the 
princes,  who  were  in  difpute,  and  to  feparate  for  ever,  ii» 
an  irrevocable  manner,  the   rights  which  they  pretend  to 
have,  and  which  they  defended,  fword  in  hand,  with  a  re- 
ciprocal flaughter  on  each  fide. 

That  with  intent  to  eflablifh  this  equality,  the  queen  of 
Great  Britain  propofed,  and  upon  her  inftances,  it  has 
been  agreed  by  the  king,  our  moll  honoured  lord  and 
uncle,  and  by  the  catholick  king,  our  moft  dear  ncphewj 
that  for  avoiding  at  any  time  whatfoever  the  union  of  the 
crowns  of  France  and  Spain,  reciprocal  renunciatioiis 
fhould  be  made,  that  is  to  fay,  by  the  catholick  king  Phi- 
hp  V.  our  nephew,  for  himfelf  and  for  all  his  dcfcen- 
dants,  of  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown  of  France;  as  alfo 
by  the  duke  of  Berry,  our  moft  dear  nephew,  and  by  us, 
for  ourfelves,  and  for  all  our  defcendants,  of  the  crown  of 
Spain  ;  on  condition  likewifc,  that  neither  the  houle  of 
Aullria,  nor  any  of  the  defcendants  thereof,  fliall  be  able 
to  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  becaufe  this  houfc  itfelf, 
without  the  union  of  the  empire,  would  become  formi- 
dable, if  it  fliould  add  a  new  power  to  its  ancient  domi- 
nions; and  confequendy  this  equilibrium,  which  is  dcfign- 
ed  to  be  ellabiifhed  for  the  good  of  the  princes  and  ftatcs 
of  Europe,  would  ccafe.  Now  it  is  certain,  that  without 
this  e(]uilibrium,  eiUier  the  ftates  fuffcr  from  the  weight  of 
their  own  greatnefs,  oi  envy  engages  their  neighbours  to 
make  alliances  to  attack  them,  and  to  reduce  tliem  to  fuch 
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a  point,  that  tliefe  great  powers  may  infpire  lefs  fear,  asd 
may  not  afpire  to  an  aniverfal  monarchy. 

For  attaining  the  end  which  is  propofed,  and  by  reafon 
that  his  Catliolick  Majefty  has  on  his  part  made  his  re- 
nunciation the  5  th  of  this  pre  lent  month,  we  ccnfent 
that,  in  failure  of  Phihp  V.  our  nephew,  and  of  his  defcen- 
dants,  the  crown  of  Spain  do  pafs  over  to  the  houfe  of 
the  duke  of  Savoy,  whofe  rights  are  clear  and  known, 
inafrauch  as  he  defcends  from  the  infanta  Catherina,  daugh- 
ter of  Philip  II.  and  as  he  is  called  by  the  other  kings  his 
fiiccefTors  ;  fo  that  his  right  to  the  fucceflion  of  Spain  is 
indifputable. 

And  we  deliring  on  our  fide  to  concur  towards  the  glo- 
rious end,  which  is  propofed  for  re-eftabiifhing  the  pub- 
lick  tranquility,  and  for  preventing  the  fears  which  the 
rights  of  our  birth,  or  all  others,  which  might  appertain 
Unto  us,  might  occafion,  have  refolved,  to  make  this  re- 
linquiihment,  this  abdication,  and  this  renunciation  of  all 
our  rights,  for  ourfelves,  and  in  the  name  of  all  our  fuc- 
ceirors  and  defcendants  ;  and  for  the  accomplifliing  of  this 
refolution,  v;hich  we  have  taken  of  our  meer,  free,  and 
frank  will,  we  declare  and  hold  ourfelves  from  this  pre- 
fent,  us,  our  children  and  defcendants,  for  excluded  and 
difabled,  abfolutely,  and  for  ever,  and  without  limitation 
or  diftinclion  of  perfons,  of  degrees,  and  of  fexes,  from 
every  aO.,  and  from  all  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown 
of  Spain.  V/e  will  and  confent,  for  us  and  our  defcen- 
dants, that  from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  be  held,  we, 
and  ours,  for  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapacitated,  in 
whatever  degree  we  may  happen  to  be,  and  in  what  man- 
ner foever  the  {ijccefiion  may  fall  to  our  line,  and  to  all 
others,  whether  of  the  houfe  of  France,  or  of  that  of  Au- 
ftria,.  and  of  all  the  defcendants  both  of  the  one  and  the 
other  houfe,  which,  as  it  is  faid  and  fuppofed,  ought  like- 
wife  to  hold  themfelves  for  cut  off  and  excluded  ;  and  that 
for  this  reafoi;  the  fucccdion  to  the  faid  crown  of  Spain 
be  deemed  to  be  devolved,  and  tranfferred  to  him  to 
whom  the  fuccefiion  of  Spain  ought  to  be  transferred,  in 
fuch  cafe,  and  at  iiny  time  whatfoever  ;  fo  that  we  do 
take  and  hold  him  for  true  and'  lawful  fucceffor,  becaule 
neither  we,  nor  our  defcendants,  ought  any  more  to  be 
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confidered  as  having  any  foundation  of  reprefentadony 
active  or  paflive,  or  making  a  continuation  of  a  line  effec- 
tive, or  contentive  of  fubltance,  blood,  or  quality,  nor 
ought  we  to  derive  any  right  from  our  defcent,  or  reckon 
the  degrees  from  queen  Anne  of  Auftria,  our  moft  ho- 
noured lady  and  grandmother,  nor  from  the  glorious  kings 
her  anceftors.  On  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  renuncia- 
tion ^s'hich  the  faid  lady  queen  Anne  made,  and  all  the 
claufes  which  the  kings  PJiiiip  III.  and  Philip  IV.  inlerted 
in  their  wills.  We  renounce  in  like  manner  all  the  right 
which  may  appertain  to  us,  and  to  our  children  and  de- 
fcendants,  by  virtue  of  the  declaration  made  at  Madrid, 
the  29t1i  of  OQobcr,  1703.  by  Philip  V.  king  of  Spain, 
our  nephew;  and  any  right  which  might  appertain  tons, 
for  us,  and  our  defcendants,  we  relinquifn  the  fame,  and 
renounce  it  for  us  and  for  them  ;  we  promife  and  engage 
for  us,  our  faid  children  and  defcendants,  prefent  and  to 
come,  to  employ  ourfelves  with  all  our  might,  in  caufing 
thefe  prefents  to  be  obferved  and  fulfilled,  without  allow- 
ing, or  fuffering  that,  direftly  or  indiredly,  the  fame  be 
violated,  whether  in  the  whole,  or  in  part.  And  we  re- 
linquifh  all  means,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  which  by 
common  right,  or  any  fpecial  privilege  might  appertain  to 
us.  our  children  and  defcendants;  which  means  we  re- 
nounce abfolutcly,  and  in  particular  that  of  evident,  enor- 
mous, and  moft  enormous  prejudice,  which  maybe  found 
in  the  renunciation  of  the  fucccffion  to  the  faid  crown  of 
Spain  ;  and  we  will  that  any  of  the  faid  means  neither  may, 
nor  can  ferve,  or  avail  us.

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fofs  and  defcendants,  we  fwear  folemnly  on  the  holy  gof- 
pels,  contained  in  this  miffal,  whereon  we  lay  our  right 
hand,  that  we  will  keep,  maintain,  and  fulfil  the  fame 
wholly  and  entirely  ;  and  that  we  will  at  no  time  alk  to  have 
ourfelves  relieved  therefrom  ;  and  if  any  perfon  aflvs  it,  or 
if  it  is  granted  us  motu  proprio,  we  will  not  make  ufe,  or 
avail  ourfelves  thereof;  but  rather,  in  cafe  it  fhould  be 
granted  us,  we  make  another  oath,  that  this  fliall  fubfiR 
and  remain  for  ever,  what  difpenfation  foever  may  be 
granted  us.  We  further  fwear  and  promife,  that  we  have 
not  made,  neither  will  we  make,  either  in  pubhck,  or  in

The  King's  Letters  Patents  of  the  Month  of  Decera^ 

her,   1700. 

T  EWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of  France  and 
JL^  Navarre,  to  all  prefent  and  to  come,  greeting.  The 
profperity.  which  it  has  pleafed  God  to  heap  upon  us  dur- 
ing the  courfe  of  our  reign,  are  fo  many  motives  tons,  to 
apply  ourfelves,  not  only  for  the  time  prefent,  but  a!fo 
for  the  future,  to  the  happinefs  and  tranquility  of  thepeo- 
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pie  whereof  Divine  Providence  has  crtruftcd  to  us  the 
government.  His  impenetrable  judgmeiits,  let  us  only- 
fee,  that  we  ought  not  to  place  our  confidence,  neither  in 
our  forces,  nor  in  the  extent  of  our  dominions,  nor  in  a 
numerous  poflerity,  and  that  thefe  advantages  which  we 
receive  from  his  goodnels  alone,  have  no  othtr  folidity 
than  what  it  pleafes  him  to  give  them.  But  as  it  is,  how- 
ever, his  will  that  the  kings,  whom  he  chufes  to  lead  his 
people,  fhould  forefee  afar  off  the  events  able  to  produce 
di (orders,  and  the  moft  bloody  wars ;  that  they  fliould 
make  ufe  of  the  lights,  which  his  divine  wifdom  pours 
upon  thetn  ;  w^e  fuUil  his  dehgns,  when,  in  the  midll 
of  the  univerfal  rejoicings  of  our  kingdom,  we  look 
upon,  as  a  poffible  thing,  a  fad  futurity,  w'hich  we 
})ray  God  to  avert  for  ever.  At  the  fame  time  that  we 
accept  tlie  will  of  the  late  king  of  Spain  ;  that  our  moft 
dear  and  moft  beloved  fon  the  Dauphin,  renounces  his 
lawful  right  to  that  crown,  in  favour  of  his  fecond  fon  the 
duke  of  Anjou,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  grand- 
ion,  inftituted  by  the  late  king  of  Spain,  his  univerfal 
heir ;  That  this  prince,  knovv'n  at  prefent  by  the  name  of 
Philip  V.  king  of  Spain,  is  ready  to  enter  his  kingdom, 
and  to  anf'.ver  the  earneft  v/iflies  of  his  new  fubje6ts  ;  this 
great  event  does  not  hinder  us  from  carrying  our  views  be- 
yond the  time  prel'ent,  and  when  our  fucceflion  appears 
the  beft  eftabliihed,  we  judge  it  to  be  equally  the  duty  of 
a  king,  and  of  a  father,  to  declare,  for  the  future,  our  will 
conformably  to  the  Icntimcnts  which  thefe  two  qualities 
infpire  in  us.  Wherefore,  being  perfuadcd  that  the  king 
of  Spain,  our  grandfon,  will  always  prcforve  for  us,  for 
our  houfc,  for  the  kingdom  wherein  he  is  born,  the  fame 
lendernefs,  and  the  fame  fentiments,  whereof  he  has  given 
\r^  fo  many  proofs,  that  his  example,  uniting  his  new  fub- 
je^s  to  ours,  is  going  to  form  a  perpetual  amity,  and 
1i.^e  moft  perfeCl  correlpondelice  between  them  ;  wc  Ihould 
think  likewife,  that  we  do  him  an  injudice,  whereof  we 
are  incapable,  and  occaiion  an  irreparable  pre  judice  to 
our  kingdom,  if  we  fhould  hereafter  look  upon  as  a  ftran- 
ger.  a  prince,  w'novn  we  grant  to  the  unanimous  requefls 
of  the  Spanifh  natioiii. 

For 
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For  thefe  caufes,  and  other  great  confiderations  us 
hereunto  moving,  oi  our  fpecial  grace,  full  power,  and 
royal  authority,  we  have  refolved,  declared,  and  ordained, 
and  by  thefe  prefents  figned  with  our  hand,  we  do  refclve, 
declare,  and  ordain,  we  wiU,  and  it  is  our  pleafure,  that 
our  moil  dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  king  of  Spain, 
do  preferve  for  ever  the  rights  of  his  birth,  in  the  iame 
manner  as  if  he  made  hisa6tual  refidence  in  our  kingdom  ; 
v/herefore  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  only  fon  the 
Dauphin,  being  the  true  and  lawful  fucceffor  and  heir  of 
our  crown,  and  of  our  dominions,  and  after  him  our  moft 
dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  if 
it  fliould  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that  our  faid  grand- 
fon the  duke  ofBtirgundy,  ftiould  come  to  die  without  male 
children,  or  that  thofe  which  he  fhould  have  in  good  and 
lawful  marriage,  fliould  die  before  him,  or  if  the  faid  male 
children  fliould  not  leave  any  male  children  after  them 
born  in  lawfulmarriage,  in  fuch  cafe  our  faid  grandfon  th,e 
king  of  Spain,  making  ufe  of  the  rights  of  his  birth,  is  to 
be  the  true  and  lawful  fucceiror  to  our  crown,  and  to  our 
dominions,  notwithftanding  he  fliould  be  at  that  time  ab- 
fent,  and  reftding  out  of  our  faid  kingdom  :  and  immedi- 
ately after  his  deceafe,  his  heirs  male  begot  in  lawful  mar- 
riage, (liall  come  into  the  faid  fuccemon,  notwithftanding 
that  they  may  be  born,  or  that  they  may  dwell  cut  of  our 
kingdom  ;  we  will  that,  for  the  abovefaid  caufes,  neitiier 
our  faid  grandfon,  the  king  of  Spain,  nor  his  children,  be- 
ing males,  be  deemed  and  reputed  lefs  able  and  capable  to 
enter  upon  the  faid  fucccffion,  or  upon  others  which  may 
fall  to  them  within  our  faid  kingdom.  On  the  contrary 
v/e  intend,  that  all  rights,  and  generally  other  things  what- 
ever, which  may  at  prefent,  or  for  the  future,  belong  and 
appertain  to  them,  be  and  remain  preferved  whole  and 
intire.  as  if  they  did  refide  and  dwell  conftantly  within 
our  kingdom  to  the  time  of  their  deceafe,  and  as  if  their 
heirs  had  been  natives,  and  inhabitants  of  the  kingdom  ; 
having  for  this  purpofe,  as  far  as  there  is  or  fiiall  be  need, 
enabled  and  difpenied  with  them,  as  we  do  enable  and  dif- 
penfe  with  them  by  thele  prefents.  And  fo  we  give  it  in 
command  to  our  beloved  and  trufty  counfeilors,  the  niem- 
jper^  of  our  court  of  parliament,  and  chamber  of  our  ac- 
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counts  at  Paris,  prcfidents  and  treafurers  general  of  France 
in  the  office  of  our  exchequer  eftablifhed  in  the  lame 
place,  and  to  all  others  our  officers  and  jufliccs  to  whom 
it  fhall  appertain,  that  they  caufe  thefe  prefents  to  be  re- 
giflered,  and  our  faid  grandfon  the  king  of  Spain,  his 
children  and  defcendants,  being  male,  born  in  hwful 
marriage,  to  enjoy  and  ufe  the  contents  thereof,  fully  and 
peaceably,  any  thing  to  the  contrary  notwithflanding  ;  to 
which,  by  our  grace  and  authority,  as  abovefaid,  we  have 
derogated,  and  do  derogate;  for  this  is  our  pleafure. 
And  that  this  may  be  a  matter  firm  and  lafting  for  ever, 
\vc  have  caufed  our  feal  to  be  put  to  thefe  prefents.  Given 
at  Verfailles,  in  the  month  of  December,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  1700,  and  of  our  reign  the  58th.  Signed 
LEWIS,  and  on  the  fold,  by  the  king,  Phclipeaux.  And 
fcaled  with  the  great  feai  on  green  wax,  with  firings  of  red 
and  green  filk. 

Regiftered,  the  king's  attorney  general  bei)ig  heard  and 
requiring  the  fame,  in  order  to  their  being  executed  ac- 
cording to  their  form  and  tenor,  purfuant  to  the  atl  of  thiis 
day.     At  Paris  in  parliament,  the  1  ft  of  February,  1701. 
Signed,  BONGO  IS. 

NOW  whereas  it  is  provided  and  fctdcd  by  the  pre- 
ceding renunciation  (which  is  always  to  have  th.c 
force  of  a  pragmatick,  fundamental,  and  inviolable  law) 
that  at  no  time  whatever  either  the  Cathohck  King  himfclf, 
or  any  one  of  his  lineage,  fnall  fcek  to  obtain  ihe  crown 
of  France,  or  afcend  the  throne  thereof;  and  by  recipro- 
cal rcrmnciationson  the  part  of  France,  and  by  fettlcmcnts 
of  the  hereditary  fucceilion  there,  tending  to  the  fame 
purpofe,  the  crowns  of  France  and  Spain  are  fo  divided 
and  feparated  from  each  other,  that  the  aforefaid  renun- 
ciations, and  the  other  tranfa^tions  relating  thereto,  re- 
maining in  force,  and  being  truly  and  faithfully  obfer\ed, 
they  can  never  be  joined  in  one.  Wherefore  the  moft  fe- 
rcne  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  ferene  the  moft 
Chriflian  King,  engage  to,  each  other  folemnly,  and  on 
their  royal  words,  that  nothing  ever  fhall  be  done  by  them, 
oi-  their  r.eirs  and  fucccllors,  or  allowed  to  be  done  by 
oihcrS;  whereby  the  alorcfliid  renunciations,  and  the  other 
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tranfaftions  aforementioned,  may  not  have  their  full  ef- 
i'cQ. :  but  rather  on  the  contrary,  their  royal  majefties, 
with  joint  councils  and  forces,  will  always  fmcerely  take 
that  care,  and  ufe  thofe  endeavours,  that  the  faid  founda- 
tions of  the  publick  fafety  may  remain  UKihaken,  and  be 
prelerved  untouched  for  ever. 

Moreover,  the  mod  Chriftian  King  confents  and  en- 
gages, that  he  will  not,  for  the  intereft  of  his  fubje61s, 
hereafter  endeavour  to  obtain,  or  accept  of  any  other 
ufage  of  navigation  and  trade  to  Spain,  and  the  Spanifn. 
Indies,  than  what  was  praQifed  there  in  tlie  reign  of  the 
late  king  Charles  II.  of  Spain,  or  than  what  fliall  likeM'ife 
be  fully  given  and  granted,  at  the  fame  time,  to  other 
nations  and  people  concerned  in  trade. 

VII.  That  there  be  a  free  ufe  of  navigation  and 
commerce  between  the  fubjecls  of  both  their  royal  ma- 
jellies,  as  it  was  formerly  in  time  of  peace,  and  before 
the  declaration  of  this  laft  war,  and  alfo  as  it  is  agreed  and 
concluded  by  the  treaty  of  commerce  this  day  made  be- 
t^veen  the  two  nations. 

VIII.  That  the  ordinary  diflribution  ofjufiice  be  re- 
vived, and  open  again,  through  the  kingdoms  and  domi- 
nions of  each  of  their  royal  majeflies,  lb  that  it  maybe 
free  for  all  the  fubjefts  on  both  fides,  to  fuc  for,  an4 
obtain  their  rights,  prctenfions  and  aftions,  according 
to  the  laws,  conftitutions,  and  fiatutes  of  each  kins- 
dom. 

^  IX.  The  Moft  Chriftian  King  fliall  take  care  that  all 
the  fortifications  of  the  city  of  Dunkirk  be  razed,  that  the 
harbour  be  filled  up,  and  that  the  fluices  or  moles  which 
ferve  to  cleanfe  the  harbour  be  levelled,  and  that  at  the 
faid  king's  ov.n  expence,  widiin  the  fpace  of  five  months 
after  the  conditions  of  peace  are  concluded  and  figned  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  the  fortificadons  towards  the  fea,  Vv'ithin  the 
fijace  of  two  months,  and  thofe  towards  the  land,  together 
with  the  faid  banks,  within  three  months;  on  this  exprefs 
condition  alfo,  that  the  faid  fortifications,  harbour,  moles 
or  fluices,  be  never  repaired  again.  All  which  fliall  not, 
however,  be  begun  to  be  ruined,  till  after  that  every 
thing  is  put  into  his  Chriftian  Majefty's  liands,  which  is  to 
|)e  given  himj  inftead  thereof,  or  as  an  equivalent. 
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X.  The  faid  more  ChrifUan  King  fhall  reftore  to  the 
kingdom  and  queen  of  Great  Britain,  to  be  pOifeHcd  in 
full  right  for  ever,  the  bay  and  ftreights  of  Hudfon,  to- 
gether with  all  lands,  Teas,  fea-coafts,  rivers,  ar.d  places 
fituate  in  the  faid  bay,  and  ftreights,  and  which  belong 
thereunto,  no  tracls  of  land  or  of  fea  being  excepted, 
which  are  at  prefent  pofTeffed  by  the  fubjefts  of  France. 
AH  which,  as  well  as  any  buildings  there  made,  in  the  con- 
dition they  now  are,  and  likewife  all  fortre (Tes  there  creel- 
ed, either  before  or  fince  the  French  feized  die  fame,  fhall 
within  fix  months  from  the  ratification  of  the  prclent  trea- 
ty, or  fooner,  if  pofTible,  be  w-ell  and  truly  delivered  to 
the  Britifti  fubjeQs,  having  commiHion  from  the  queen  of 
Great  Eritain,  to  demand  and  receive  the  fame,  entire  and 
undemolifhed,  together  with  all  the  cannon  and  cannon- 
ball  which  are  therein,  as  alfo  with  a  quantity  of  powder, 
if  it  be  there  found,  in  proportion  to  the  cannon-ball,  and 
with  the  other  provilion  of  war  ufually  belonging  to  caa- 
non.  It  is  however  provided,  that  it  may  be  intirely  free 
for  the  company  of  Quebec,  and  all  other  the  fubjefls  of 
the  moil:  Chriftian  King  whatfoever,  to  go  by  land,  or  by 
f=a,  vliHyierfoever  they  pleafe  out  of  the  lands  of  the  fai^ 
bay,  together  with  all  their  goods,  merchandizes,  arms, 
and  elfetts,  of  what  nature  or  conditijn  foever,  except 
fuch  things  as  are  above  refcrved  in  this  article.  But  it  is 
agreed  on  both  fides,  to  determine  within  a  year,  by  com- 
mifTaries  to  be  forthwith  named  by  each  party,  the  limits 
which  are  to  be  fixed  between  the  faid  bay  of  Iludfon, 
"and  the  places  appertaining  to  the  French  ;  which  limits 
both  the  Britifli  and  French  llibjeQs  fnall  be  wholly  forbid 
to  pals  over,  or  thereby  to  go  to  each  other  by  fca  or  by 
land.  Tlie  faine  commiflarics  fhall  alfo  have  orders  to 
dcfcribc  and  fettle,  in  like  manner,  the  boundaries  between 
the  other  Britifli  and  French  colonies  in  diofe  parts. 

XI.  The  abovementioncd  moft  Chriftian  King  fli.ill 
take  care  that  fatisfaftion  be  given,  according  to  die  rule 
of  juilice  and  equity,  to  the  Englilli  company  trading  to 
the  bay  of  Hudfon,  for  all  damages  and  fpoil  done  to 
their  colonies,  fiiips,  pcrfons,  and  goods,  by  the  hotlile 
incurfions  and  depredations  of  the  French,  in  time  of 
peace,  an  ciliinate  being  made  thereof  by  comniinarics  to 
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oe  named  at  the  requifition  of  each  party.  The  fame 
commiiTaries  (hall  moreover  inquire  as  well  into  the  com- 
plaints of  the  Britilli  fubjefts  concerning  fhips  taken  by 
the  French  in  time  of  peace,  as  alfo  concerning  the  da- 
mages fuilained  lad  year  in  the  iOand  called  Montferat, 
and  others,  as  into  thofe  things  of  which  the  French  liib- 
jetts  complain,  relating  to  the  capitulation  in  the  ifland 
of  Nevis,  and  caftle  of  Gam.bia,  alfo  to  French  ihips,  if 
perchance  any  fuch  have  been  taken  by  Britifli  fubjeds  in 
time  of  peace.  And  in  like  manner  into  all  difputes  of  this 
kind,  which  {hall  be  found  to  have  arifen  between  both 
nations,  and  which  are  not  yet  ended;  and  due  juftice 
(hall  be  done  on  both  fides  without  delay. 

XII.  The  mod  Chriftian  King  fhall  take  care  to  have 
delivered  to  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  on  the  fame  day 
that  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty  fiiall  be  exchanged,  fo- 
Icmn  and  authentick  letters,  or  inftruments,  by  virtue 
whereof  it  fliall  appear,  that  the  ifland  of  St.  Chriftophers 
is  to  be  pofTefTed  alone  hereafter  hy  Britifh  fubje61s,  like- 
wife  all  Nova  Scotia  or. Acadia,  with  its  ancient  bounda- 
ries, as  alfo  the  city  of  Port  Royal,  now  called  Annapolis 
Royal,  and  all  other  things  in  thofe  parts,  which  depend 
on  the  faid  lands  and  iflands,  together  with  the  dominion, 
propriety,  and  pofTeiTion  of  the  faid  iflands,  lands,  and 
places,  and  all  right  w'hatfcever,  by  treaties,  or  by  any 
other  way  obtained,  which  the  mofl  Chriftian  King,  the 
crown  of  France,  or  any  the  fubjeGs  thereof,  have  hither- 
;to  had  to  the  faid  iflands,  lands,  and  places,  and  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  fame,  are  yielded  and  made  over  to  the 
queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  her  crown  for  ever,  as  the 
moft  Chriftian  king  does  at  prefent  yield  and  make  over 
all  the  particulars  abovefaid  ;  and  that  in  fuch  ample  man- 
ner and  form,  that  the  fubje6ls  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King 
ihaft  hereafter  be  excluded  from  all  kind  of  fifliing  in  the 
faid  feas,  bays,  and  other  places,  on  the  coafts  of  Nova 
Scotia,  that  is  to  fay,  on  thofe  which  lie  towards  the  Eaft, 
w^ithin  30  leagues,  beginning  from  the  iftand  commonly 
called  Sable,  inclufively,  and  thence  ftretching  along  to- 
wards the  South -we  ft. 

XIII.  The  ifland  called  Newfoundland,  with  the  adja- 
cent iflands,  fhall  from  diis  time  forward,  belong  of  right 
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vliolly  to  Britain;  and  to  that  end  the  town  and  fortrefs  of 
Placeiitia,  and  whatever  other  places  in  the  faid  ifiand,  arc 
in  the  poiieffion  of  the  French,  lliall  be  yielded  and  given 
up.  within  feven  months  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations of  this  treaty,  or  fooner,  if  poffible,  by  the  moil 
Chriftian  King,  to  thofe  Vv  ho  have  a  conniiiffion  from  the 
queen  of  Great  Britain,  for  that  purpofe.  Nor  fnall  the 
inoft  Chriilian  King,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  or  any  of 
their  fubjefts,  at  any  time  hereafter,  lay  claim  to  any  right 
to  the  faid  ifiand  and  iflands,  or  to  any  part  of  it,  or  them. 
Moreover,  it  Ihall  not  be  lawful  for  the  fubjects  of  France, 
to  fortify  any  place  in  the  faid  ifiand  of  Nevv^foundland,  or 
to  erecl  aiiy  buildings  there,  befides  ftages  made  of  boards, 
and  huts  neceflary  and  ufual  for  drying  of  iiih;  or  to  re- 
fort  to  the  faid  ifiand,  beyond  the  tim.e  necejflary  for  fifli- 
ing,  and  drying  of  fifii.  But  it  fliall  be  allowed  to  the  fub- 
jefts  of  France,  to  catch  fifli,  and  to  dry  them  on  land,  in 
that  part  only,  and  in  no  other  befides  that,  of  the  faid 
ifiand  of  Newfoundland,  which  flretches  from  the  place 
called  cape  Bonavifta,  to  tlie  northern  point  of  the  faid 
ifland,  and  from  thence  running  down  by  th^e  wefrern 
fide,  reaches  as  far  as  the  place  called  Point  Riche.  But 
the  ifland  called  Cape  Breton,  as  alfo  all  others."  both  in 
the  mouth  of  the  river  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  in  the  gulph 
of  the  fame  name,  Ihall  hereafter  belong  of  riglit  to  t'.-.e 
French,  and  the  raoft  Chrirdan  King  (hall  have  all  manner 
of  liberty  to  fortify  any  place,  or  places  there. 

XIV.  It  is  exprefsly  provided,  that  in  all  the  faid  pla- 
ces and  colonies  to  be  yielded  and  rellorcd  by  tlie  moft 
ChriOian  King,  in  purfuance  of  this  treaty,  the  fubjeils  of 
the  faid  king  may  have  libcrt}''  to  remove  themfelves  with- 
in a  year  to  any  other  place,  as  dicy  Hiall  tliink  fit,  toge- 
ther with  all  their  moveable  efFe6b.  But  thofe  who  are 
willing  to  remain  there,  and  to  be  fubjetl  to  the  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  are  to  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  their 
religion,  according  to  the  ulage  of  the  church  of  Rome, 
as  far  as  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  do  allow  the  fame. 

XV.  The  fubjcds   of  France  inhabiting   Canada,    and 
others,  fhall  hereafter  give  no  hindrance  or  molcflation  to 
the  five  nations  or  cantons  of  Indians,  fubjcct  to  the  do- 
minion of  Great  Britaiji,  nor  to  the  other  natives  of  Ame- 
rica. 
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rica,  who  are  friends  to  the  fame.  In  like  manner  the 
fubjefts  of  Great  Britain,  lliall  behave  themfelves  peace- 
ably towards  the  Americans,  who  are  fubjefts  or  friends 
to  France  ;  and  on  both  fides  they  fhall  enjoy  full  liberty 
of  going  and  coming  on  account  of  trade.  As  alfo  the 
natives  of  thofe  countries  fliall,  with  the  fame  hberty,  re- 
fort,  as  they  pleafe,  to  the  Britifh  and  French  colonies, 
for  promoting  trade  on  one  fide,  and  the  other,  without 
any  moleftation  or  hindrance,  either  on  the  part  of  the 
Britifli  flibjecls,  or  of  the  French.  But  it  is  to  be  exaftly 
and  diitinctly  fettled  by  commiffaries,  who  are,  and  who 
ought  to  be  accounted  the  fubjeBs  and  friends  of  Britain, 
or  of  France. 

XVI.  That  all  letters,  as  well  of  reprifal,  as  of  mark 
and  counter-mark,  which  have  hitherto  on  any  account 
been  granted  on  either  fide,  be  and  remain  null,  void,  and 
of  no  effett ;  and  that  no  letters  of  this  kind  be  hereafter 
granted  by  either  of  their  laid  royal  majefties,  againfl  the 
iubjeQ.s  of  the  other,  unlefs  there  iliall  have  been  plain 
proof  beforehand  of  a  denial,  or  wrongful  delay  of  juff  ice ; 
and  unlefs  the  petition  of  him,  who  delires  the  grant  of  let- 
ters af  reprifal,  be  exhibited  and  fhewn  to  the  minilter, 
who  reddes  there  in  the  name  of  that  prince,  againfl 
whofe  fubjecls  thofe  letters  are  demanded,  that  he  within 
the  ipace  of  four  months,  or  fooner,  may  make  enquiry 
to  the  contrary,  or  procure  that  fatisfatlion  be  forthwith 
given  to  the  plaintiff"  by  the  party  accufcd.  But  in  cafe 
no  minifter  be  reiiding  there  from  that  prince,  againfl 
whvofe  fiibjefts  reprifals  are  demanded,  that  letters  of  repri- 
fal be  not  granted  till  after  the  fpace  of  four  months,  to 
be  computed  from  the  day  whereon  the  petition  was  exhi- 
bited and  prefented  to  the  prince,  againfl  whofe  fubjefts 
reprifals  are  defired,  or  to  his  privy  council. 

XVII.  Whereas  it  is  exprefsly  flipulated  among  the 
conditions  of  the  fufpenfion  of  arms,  made  between  the 
abovementioned  contrafting  parties  the  -i^-  day  of  Auguft 
lall  pafl,  and  afterwards  prolonged  for  four  months  more, 
in  what  cafes  fhips,  merchandizes,  and  other  moveable 
effefls,  taken  on  either  fide,  fhould  either  become  prize 
to  the  captor,  or  be  reflored  to  the  former  proprietor  ;  it 
is  therefore  agreed,  that  in  thofe  cafes  the  conditions   of 
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the  aforefald  fufpenfion  of  arms  mall  remain  in  full  force, 
and  that  all  things  relating  to  fjch  captures,  made  either 
in  the  BritiCi  and  Northern  feas,  or  in  any  other  place, 
fhall  be  well  and  truly  executed  according  to  the  tenor  of 
the  fame. 

XVIII.  But  in  cafe  it  happen  through  inadvcrtencv,  or 
imprudence,  or  any  other  caufe  whatfoever,  that  any  fub- 
je6t  of  their  aforefaid  royal  majeHics  do,  or  commit  any 
thing  by  land,  by  fea,  or  on  freih  waters,  in  any  part  of 
the  world,  v/hereby  this  prcfent  treaty  be  not  ob(erved,  or 
whereby  any  particular  article  of  the  fame  hath  not  its  cf- 
feft,  this  peace  and  good  correfpondencc  between  the 
queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  mod  Chriflian  Kinij,  frail 
not  be  therefore  interrupted  or  broken,  but  fhall  remain 
in  its  former  (Ircngth,  force,  and  vigour.  But  that  fub- 
je8:  alone  diall  be  anlwerable  for  his  own  fail,  and  fnail 
fuffer  the  punifliment,  which  is  infii6led  by  die  rules  and 
direftions  of  the  law  of  nations. 

XIX.  However,  in  cafe  (which  God  Almighty  forbid) 
the  diffentions  which  have  been  laid  afleep,  iljoiild  at  any 
time  be  renewed,  between  their  faid  royal  majeflies,  or 
their  fucceffors,  and  break  out  into  open  war,  the  iliips, 
merchandizes,  and  all  the  effefis,  both  moveable  and  im- 
moveable, on  both  fides,  which  fliall  be  found  to  be  and 
remain  in  the  ports,  and  in  the  dominions  of  the  adverle 
party,  fhall  not  be  confifcated,  or  any  wife  endamaged ; 
but  the  entire  fpace  of  fix  months,  to  be  reckoned  from 
the  day  of  the  rupture,  fliall  be  allowed  to  the  faid  fub- 
jecls  of  each  of  their  royal  majefties,  in  which  they  may 
fell  the  aforefaid  things,  or  any  part  elfe  of  their  effects, 
or  carry  and  remove  them  from  thence  whither  they  plcafe, 
without  any  moleltation,  and  retire  from  thence  them- 
fclvcs. 

XX.  Jull  and  reafonable  fatisfaBion  fliall  be  ^iven  to 
all  and  Angular  the  allies  of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  in 
thofe  matters  which  thcv  have  a  right  to  demand  from 
P>ance. 

XXI.  The  mod  Chriftian  King  will,  in  ronfideration 
of  the  friendriiip  of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  grant, 
that  in  making  the  treaty  with  the  Empire,  all  things  con- 
cerning the  flateof  religion  in  tlic  aforefaid  Empire,  fhall 
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be  fettled  conformable  to  the  tenor  of  tlie  n'eaties  of  Weft- 
phalia,  fo  that  it  lliall  plainly  appear,  that  the  moft  Chri-' 
IHan  King  neither  will  have,  nor  would  have  had  any  al- 
teration made  in  the  faid  treaties. 

XXII.  Moreover,  the  moft  Chriftian  King  engages, 
that  he  will  forthwith,  after  the  peace  is  made,  caufe  juf- 
tice  to  be  done  to  the  family  of  Hamilton,  concerning 
the  dukedom  of  Chatelraut,  to  the  duke  of  Richmond, 
concerning  fuch  requefts  as  he  has  to  make  in  France,  as 
alfo  to  Charles  Douglas,  concerning  certain  lands  to  be 
reclaimed  by  him,  and  to  others. 

XXIII.  By  the  mutual  confent  of  the  queen  of  Great 
Britain,  and  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  the  fubjeHs  of 
each  party,  who  were  taken  prifoners  during  the  war,  fhali 
be  fet  at  liberty,  without  any  diftin6lion  or  ranfom,  paying 
fuch  debts,  as  they  ftiall  have  contrafted  during  the  time 
of  their  being  priibners. 

XXIV.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  that  all  and  fmgular  the 
conditions  of  the  peace,  made  this  day  between  his  facred 
royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his  facred  royal  majef- 
ty  of  Portugal,  be  confirmed  by  this  treaty  ;  and  her  fa- 
cred royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain  takes  upon  herfelf  the 
guaranty  of  the  fame,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  more 
firmly  and  inviolably  obferved. 

XXV.  The  treaty  of  peace  made  this  day  between  his 
facred  royal  moft  Chriftian  Majell)-,  aiid  his  royal  high- 
iiefs  the  duke  of  Savoy,  is  particularly  included  in  this 
treaty,  as  an  elfential  part  of  it,  and  is  confirmed  by  it,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  if  it  were  word  for  word  inferted 
therein ;  her  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain  declaring  ex- 
prefsly,  that  iiie  will  be  bound  by  the  ftipulations  of  fecu- 
rity  and  guaranty  promifed  therein,  as  well  as  by  thofe, 
which  ftie  has  formerly  taken  upon  herfelf. 

XXVI.  The  moll  ferene  king  of  Sweden,  with  his 
kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces,  and  rights,  as  alfo  the 
great  duke  of  Tufcany,  the  republick  of  Genoa,  and  the 
duke  of  Parma,  are  in  the  beft  manner  included  in  this 
treaty. 

XXVTI.  Their  majefties  have  alfo  been  pleafed  to 
comprehend,  in  this  treaty,  the  Hans-towns,  namely,  Lu- 
beck,  Bremen,  andHamburg,  and  the  city  of  Dantzick, 

with 
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with  this  efFetl,  that  as  foon  as  the  general  peace  fliall  be 
concluded,  the  Hans-towns  and  the  city  of  Dantzick  mav, 
for  the  future,  as  common  friends,  enjoy  the  ancient  ad- 
vantages which  they  have  heretofore  had  in  the  buhnefs  of 
trade,  either  by  treaties,  or  by  old  cuftom. 

XXVIII.  Thofe  lliall  be  comprehended  in  this  prcfcnt 
treaty  of  peace,  who  fliall  be  named  by  common  con- 
fent,  on  the  one  part  and  on  the  other,  before  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications,  or  within  fix  months  after. 

XXIX.  Laflly,  folemn  ratifications  of  this  prefent  trea- 
ty, and  made  in  due  form,  fhall  be  exhibited  on  both  fides 
at  Utrecht,  and  mutually  and  duly  exchanged  within  the 
fpace  of  four  weeks,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the 
ligning,  or  fooner,  if  pofTible. 

XXX.  In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  ambaf- 
fadors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  the  queen  of 
Great  Britain,  and  of  the  moll  Chriftian  King,  have  put 
our  feals  to  thefe  prefent  inllruments,  fubfcribed  with  our 
own  hands,  at  Utrecht  the  -frth  day  of  !lli!I!lMn    the   vcar

Treaty  of  Navigation  and  Covi^nerce  between  the  mojl  fercnc 
and  mojl  potent  princcjs  Anne,  [by  the  grace  of  God, 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France,  aiid  Ireland,  and  the 
mofl  ferene  and  mofl potent  Prince  Lewis  XIV.  the  mojl 
Chriftian  Kinp- ;  concluded  at  Utrecht  the  ~-  Day  of  "ililii'

I.  TT  is  agreed  and  concluded  between  the  mod  fercnc 
X  and  mofl  potent  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
mofl  ferene  and  mofl  potent,  the  mofl  Chriflian  King,  that 
there  fliall  be  a  reciprocal,  and  entirely  perfctl  liberty  of 
navigation  and  commerce,  between  the  fubjcds  on  each 
part,  through  all  and  every  the  kingdoms,  Rales,  domi- 
nions, and   provinces  of  their  royal  majcflics  in  Euroj)C, 

con- 
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concerning  all  and  fmgular  kinds  of  goods,  in  thofe  places, 
and  on  thole  conditions,  and  in  fach  manner  and  form, 
as  is  fettled  and  adjufted  in  the  following  articles. 

II.  But  that  the  commerce  and  friendlnip  between  the 
fubjeQs  of  the  abovefaid  parties  may  be  hereafter  fecure, 
and  free  from  all  trouble  and  moleftation,  it  is  agreed  and 
concluded,  that  if  at  any  time  any  ill  underftanding.  and 
breach  of  friendfhip,  or  rupture  fhould  happen  between 
the  crov^rns  of  their  royal  majefties,  (which  God  forbid)  in 
fuch  cafe  the  term  of  fix  months  fiiall  be  allowed,  after  the 
faid  rupture,  to  the  fubjeQs  and  inhabitants  on  each  part, 
refiding  in  the  dominions  of  the  other,  in  which  they  tliem- 
felves  may  retire,  together  with  their  families,  goods, 
jnerchandizes,  and  effeQs,  and  carry  them  whitherlbever 
they  fhall  pleafe  ;  as  likewife  at  the  fame  time  the  felling 
and  difpofing  of  their  goods,  both  moveable  and  immove- 
able, fhall  be  allowed  them  freely,  and  without  any  dif- 
turbance  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  their  goods,  effefts,  wares, 
and  merchandizes,  and  particularly  their  perfons,  Ihall 
not  be  detained  or  troubled  by  arreft  or  feizure  :  but  ra- 
ther, in  the  mean  while,  the  fubjeds  on  each  fide  Ihall 
have  and  enjoy  good  and  fpeedy  juftice,  fo  that,  during 
the  faid  fpace  of  fix  months,  they  may  be  able  to  recover 
their  goods  and  efFefts  entrufted,  as  v;eil  to  the  publick,  as 
to  private  perfons. 

III.  It  is  likewife  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the  fiib- 
je£ls  and  inhabitants  of  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and  do- 
minions of  each  of  their  royal  majedies,  fliall  exercife  no 
a£ls  of  hoftility  and  violence  againfl:  eacli  other,  neither  by 
fea,  nor  by  land,  nor  in  ri\ers,  fireams,  ports  or  havens, 
under  any  coloar  or  pretence  whatfoever,  fo  that  the  Tub- 
jefts  of  either  party  ihall  receive  no  patent,  commiflion, 
or  indruSion,  for  arming  and  aQing  at  fea  as  privateers, 
nor  letters  of  reprifal,  as  they  are  called,  from  any  prin- 
ces or  ftates,  which  are  enemies  to  one  fide  or  the  other  ; 
nor  by  virtue,  or  under  colour  of  fuch  pater.ts,  commif- 
fions,  or  reprifals,  fhall  they  difturb,  infeft,  or  any  way 
prejudice  or  damage  the  aforefiiid  fubjeQs  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  moll  Chri- 
ftian  King;  neither  fliall  they  arm  fiiips  in  fuch  manner  as 
is  abovefaid,  or  go  out  to   fea  therewith.     To  v/hich  end, 

as 
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as  often  as  it  is  required  by  either  fide,  ftricl  and  cxprcfs 
prohibitions  fliall  be  renewed  and  publiiLed  in  all  the  regi- 
ons, dominions,  and  territories  of"  each  party  whercfoever, 
that  no  one  fhaU  in  any  wife  ufe  fuch  commiffions  or  let- 
ters of  reprifal,  under  the  feverclt  punifhment  that  can  be 
inflifted  on  the  tranfgreiTors,^  befidcs  reftitution  ajid  full 
fatisfaftion  to  be  given  to  thofe,  to  whom  they  liave  done 
any  damage  ;  neither  fli all  any  letters  of  reprifal  be  here-, 
after  granted  on  either  fide  by  the  faid  confederates,  to  the 
detriment  or  difadvantage  of  the  fubjecls  of  the  other,  ex- 
cept in  fuch  cale  only  as  juftice  is  denied  or  delayed; 
to  which  denial  or  delay,  credit  fliall  not  be  given,  unlefs 
the  petition  of  the  perfon  who  dehres  the  faid  letters  of  re- 
prifal, be  communicated  to  the  minifter  refiding  there  on 
the  part  of  the  prince,  againfl  whofe  fubjecls  they  are  to 
be  granted,  that  within  tlie  fpace  of  four  months,  or  foon- 
cr,  if  it  be  poffible,  he  may  evince  the  contrary,  or  pro- 
cure the  performance  of  what  is  due  to  juftice. 

IV.  The  fubjecls  and  inhabitants  of  each  of  the  afore- 
faid  confederates,  fliall  have  liberty,  freely  and  fecurely, 
without  licence  or  pailport,  general  or  fpecial,  by  land  or 
by  fea,  or  any  other  way,  to  go  into  the  kingdoms,  coun- 
tries, provinces,  lands,  iflands,  cities,  villages,  towns,  wall- 
ed or  unwalled,  fortified  or  unfortified,  ports,  dominions, 
or  territories  whatfoever,  of  the  other  confederate  in  Eu- 
rope, there  to  enter,  and  to  return  from  thence,  to  abide 
there,  or  to  pafs  through  the  fame,  and  in  the  mean  time 
to  buy  and  purchafe  as  they  pleafe,  all  things  neceflary  for 
their  fubfiflencc  and  ufe,  and  they  fnall  be  treated  v.ithall 
mutual  kindnefs  and  favour.  Provided  however,  that  in 
ail  thcfe  matters  they  behave  and  comport  themlelvcs  con- 
formably to  the  laws  and  fiatutcs,  and  live  and  converfe 
with  each  other  friendly  and  peaceably,  and  keep  up  re- 
ciprocal   concord    by    all  manner  of  good    undcrfland-

V.  The  fubicQs  of  cacii  of  their  royal  majciiics  may 
have  leave  and  licence  to  come  with  their  fliips,  as  alio 
with  the  merchandizes  and  goods  on  board  the  fame  (ti'.e 
trade  and  importation  whereof  are  not  prohibited  by  the 
laws  of  either  kingdoms)  to  the  bnds,  countries,  cities, 
lA)i:s.  places,  and  rivers  of  either  fide  in  Europe,  to  enter 

into 
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Into  the  fame,  to  refort  thereto,  to  remain  and  refide  there, 
without  any  limitation  of  time ;  alfo  to  hire  houfes,  or  to 
lodge  with  other  people,  and  to  buy  all  lawful  kinds  of 
merchandizes,  where  they  think  fit,  fiom  the  firft  M^ork- 
irian  or  feller,  or  in  any  other  manner,  whether  in  the  pub- 
lick  market  for  the  fale  of  things,  in  mart-towns,  fairs,  or 
wherefoever  thofe  goods  are  manufaclured  or  fold  ;  they 
may  likewife  lay  up  and  keep  in  their  magazines  and  ware- 
houfes,  and  from  thence  expofe  to  fale  merchandizes 
brought  from  other  parts ;  neither  fliall  they  be-in  any  wife 
obliged,  unlefs  wilhngly  and  of  their  ov/n  accord,  to  bring 
their  faid  merchandizes  to  the  marts  and  fairs,  on  this 
condition  however,  that  they  Ihall  not  fell  the  fame  by  re- 
tail in  fhops,  or  any  where  elfe.  But  they  are  not  to  be 
loaded  with  any  impoGtions,  or  taxes,  on  account  of  the 
faid  freedom  of  trade,  or  for  any  other  caufe  whatfoever, 
except  what  are  to  be  paid  for  their  fhips  and  goods,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  and  cuftoms  received  in  each  kingdom. 
And  moreover,  they  fhall  have  free  leave,  without  any  mo^ 
legation,  to  remove  themfelves,  alfo  if  they  fliall  happen 
to  be  married,  their  wives,  children,  and  fervants,  toge- 
ther with  their  merchandizes,  wares,  goods  and  effcCls, 
either  bought  or  imported,  whenfoever  and  whitherfoevet 
they  fliall  think  fit,  out  of  the  bounds  of  each  kingdom, 
by  land  and  by  fea,  on  the  rivers  and  frefli  waters,  dif- 
charging  the  ufual  duties,  notwithftanding  any  law,  privi- 
lege, grant,  immunity  or  cuftom,  in  any  wife  importing 
the  contrary.  But  in  the  bulinefs  of  religion,  there  fhall 
be  an  entire  liberty  allowed  to  the  fubjecls  of  each  of  the 
confederates,  as  alfo,  if  they  are  married,  to  their  wives 
and  children,  neither  fhall  they  be  compelled  to  go  to  the 
churches,  or  to  be  prefent  at  the  religious  worflhip  in  any 
other  place.  On  the  contrary  they  may,  without  any  kind 
of  molefiation,  perform  their  religious  exercifes  after  their 
own  way,  although  it  be  forbid  by  the  laws  of  the  king- 
dom, privately  and  within  their  own  walls,  and  without 
the  admittance  of  any  other  perfons  whatfoever.  More- 
over, liberty  fhall  not  be  refufed  to  bury  the  fubjefts  of 
either  party,  who  die  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  in  con- 
venient and  decent  places,  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  as  occafion  fhall  require  ^  neither  fhall  the  dead  bo-^ 
Vol.  I.  '  L  dies 
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dies  of  thofe  tliat  are  buried,  be  any  ways  molefted.  The 
laws  and  ftatutes  of  each  kingdom  fliall  remain  in  full 
force,  and  fhall  be  duly  put  in  execution,  whether  they 
relate  to  commerce  and  navigation,  or  to  any  other 
right,  thofe  cafes  only  being  excepted,  concerning  which 
it  is  otherwife  determined  in  the  articles  of  this  prefent 
treaty. 

VI.  The  fubjeQs  of  each  party  fhall  pay  the  tolls,  cuf- 
torns,  and  duties  of  import  and  export  through  all  the  do- 
minions and  provinces  of  either  party,  as  are  due  and  ac- 
cuftomed.  And,  that  it  may  be  certainly  known  to  eveiy 
one  what  are  all  the  faid  tolls,  cuftoms,  and  duties  of  im- 
port and  export,  it  is  likewife  agreed,  that  tables  fhewing 
the  cuftoms,  port-duties,  and  impofts,  fnall  be  kept  in 
publick  places,  both  at  London,  and  in  other  towns  within 
the  dominions  of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  at  Roaa^ 
and  other  towns  of  France,  where  trading  is  uled,  where- 
unto  recourfe  may  be  had,  as  often  as  any  quellion  or  dif- 
pute  arifes  concerning  fuch  port-duties,  cuftoms,  and  im- 
pofts,  which  are  to  be  demanded  in  fuch  manner,  and  no 
otherwife,  as  fhall  be  agreeable  to  the  plain  words,  and  ge- 
nuine fenfe  of  the  abovefaid  tables.  And  if  any  officer, 
or  other  perfon  in  his  name,  fliall,  under  any  pretence, 
publickly  or  privately,  direclly  or  indireftly,  afk  or  take  of 
a  merchant,  or  of  any  other  perfon,  any  fum  of  money, 
or  any  thing  elfe  on  account  of  right,  dues,  ftipend,  ex- 
hibition, or  compenfation,  although  it  be  under  the  name 
of  a  free  gift,  or  in  any  other  manner,  or  under  any  other 
pretence,  more,  or  otherwife,  than  what  is  prefcribed  a- 
bove,  in  fuch  cafe  the  faid  officer,  or  his  deputy,  if  he  be 
found  guilty,  and  convicted  of  the  fame  before  a  compe- 
tent judge,  in  the  country  where  the  crime  was  commit- 
ted, fliall  give  full  fatisfatlion  to  the  party  that  is  wronged, 
and  fliall  likewife  be  puniflied  according  to  the  dircdion 
of  the  laws, 

VII.  Merchants,  maftcrs  of  fliips,  owners,  mariners, 
men  of  all  kinds,  fiiips,  and  all  merchandizes  in  general, 
and  cfl'efts  of  one  of  the  confederates,  and  of  his  fubjc8s 
and  inhabitants,  fliall  on  no  ])ublick  or  private  accoinit,  by 
virtue  of  any  general  or  Ipecial  cdicl,  be  feized  in  any  the 
JandSj  pcrtS;  havens,  fliores,  or  dominions  whgitfocvcr  of 
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the  other  confederate  for  the  publick  ufe,  for  warlike  ex- 
peditions, ol:  for  any  other  caufe,  much  lefs  for  the  private 
ufe  of  any  one,  fhall  they  be  detained  by  arreiis,  com- 
pelled by  violence,  or  under  any  colour  thereof,  or  in  any 
wife  molefled  or  injured.  Moreover,  it  fhall  be  unlawful 
for  the  fubjefts  of  both  parties,  to  take  any  thing,  or  to 
extort  it  by  force,  except  the  perfon  to  whom  it  belongs 
confent,  and  it  be  paid  for  with  ready  money.  Which, 
however,  is  not  to  be  underftood  of  that  detention  and 
feizure,  Which  fhall  be  made  by  the  command  and  autho- 
rity of  JLiftice,  and  by  the  ordinary  methods,  on  account 
of  debt,  or  crimes,  in  refpeft  whereof  the  proceeding . 
mufl  be  by  way  of  law,  according  to  the  form  of  juftice. 

VIII.  Furthermore,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded  as  a 
general  rule,  that  all  and  fmgular  the  fubjeQs  of  the  moH 
ferene  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  moft  ferene 
the  moft  Chriftian  King,  in  all  countries  and  places  fub- 
je6l  to  their  power  on  each  fide,  as  to  all  duties,  impofiti- 
ons,  or  cufloms  whatfoever,  concerning  perfons,  goods 
and  merchandizes,  fliips,  freights,  feamen,  navigation  and 
tommerce,  fliall  ufe  and  enjoy  the  fame  privileges,  li- 
berties, and  immunities  at  leaft,  and  liave  the  like  favour 
in  all  things,  as  well  in  the  courts  of  juflice,  as  in  all  fuch 
thing^s  as  relate  either  to  commerce,  or  to  any  other  rip^ht 
whatever,  which  any  foreign  nation,  the  moft  favoured, 
has,  ufesj  and  enjoys,  or  may  hereafter  have,  ufe.  and 
enjoy. 

IX.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  within  the  fpace  of  two 
months  after  a  law  ftiall  be  made  in  Great  Britain,  where- 
by it  fliall  be  fufficiently  provided,  that  no  more  cuftoms 
or  duties  be  paid  for  goods  and  merchandizes  brought 
from  France  to  Great  Britain,  than  what  are  payable  for 
goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  like  nature,  imported  in- 
to Great  Britain,  from  any  other  country  in  Europe  ;  and 
that  all  laws  made  in  Great  Britain  fince  the  year  1664, 
for  prohibiting  the  importation  of  any  goods  and  mer- 
chandizes coming  from  France,  which  were  not  prohibit- 
<^d  before  that  tinie,  be  repealed,  the  general  tariff  made 
in  France  the  i 8th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  1664, 
ihall  take  place  there  again,  and  the  duties  payable  in 
France  by  the  fubjeBs  of  Great  Britain,  for  goods  irnport- 
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cd  and  exported,  fhall  be  paid  according  to  tlie  tenor  of 
the  tariff  abovementioned.  and  fhall   not  exceed  the  rule 
therein  fetded,  in  the  provinces  whereof  mention  is  there 
made,  and  in  the   other  provinces  the  duty  fliall   not  be 
payable,  otherwife  than  according  to  the  rule  at  that  time 
prefcribed ;  and  all  prohibitions,  tariffs,  edicts,  declarati- 
ons or  decrees,  made  in    France  fince  the   faid  tariff  of 
the  year  1664,  and  contrary  thereunto,  in  refpefl:  to  the 
goods  and  merchandizes  of  Great  Britain,  fhall  be  repeal- 
ed.    But   whereas  it  is  urged  on  the  part  of  France,  that 
certain  merchandizes,  that  is  to  fay,  manufaBures  of  wool, 
fugar,  faked  fifh,  and  the  produd  of  whales,  be  excepted 
out  of  the  rule  of  the  abovementioned  tariff,  and  likewife 
other  fieads  of  matters   belonging  to  this  treaty  remain, 
which  having  been  propofed  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain, 
have  not  yet  been  mutually  adjufted,  a  fpecificationof  all 
which  is  contained  in  a  feparate  inflrument  fubfcribed  by 
the  ambaffadors    extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries   on 
both  fides  ;  it  is  hereby  provided  and  agreed,  that  within 
two  months  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty,  commiffaries  on  both  fides  fhall  meet  at  London, 
to  confider  of,  and  remove  the  difficulties  concerning  the 
merchandizes  to  be  excepted  out  of  the  tariff  of  the  year 
J  664,  and   concerning  the  other  heads,  which,  as  is  above- 
faid,  are  not  yet  wholly  adjuited.     And  at  the  fame  time 
the  faid  commiffaries  fliall  likewife  endeavour,  (which  feems 
to  be  very  much  for  the  intereft  of  both  nations)   to  liave 
the' methods  of  commerce  on  one  part,  and  of  the  other, 
more  thoroughly  examined,  and  to  find  out  and  eftablifn 
jufh  and  beneficial  means  on   both  fides  for  removing  the 
difficulties  in  this  matter,  and  for  regulating  the  duties  mu- 
tually.    But  it  is  always  underftood  and  provided,  that  all 
and  fingular  the  articles  of  this  treaty,  do  in   the  m.can 
while  remain  in  their  full  force,  and  cfpecially  that  nothing 
be  deemed,  under  any  pretence  whatfoevcr,  to  hinder  the 
benefit  of  the  general  tariff"  of  the  year  1664,  from  being 
granted  to  the  fubje6ls  of  her  royal  majcfly  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  faid  Britifli  fiibjeQs,  from  having  and  enjoy- 
ing the  fame,  without  any  delay  or  tergiverfation,  within 
the  fpace  of  two  mondis  afier  a  law  is  made  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, as  abovefaid,  in  as  ample  manner  and  form  as  the 
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fubjeSls  of  any  nation,  the  moft  favoured,    might   have 
and  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  aforefaid  tariff,  any  thing  to 
be  done,  or  difcuffed  by  the  faid  commiffaries,  to  the  con- 
trary in  any  wife  nctv/ithflanding. 

X.  The  duties  on  tobacco  imported  into  France,  either 
in  the  leaf,  or  prepared,  fhall  be  reduced  hereafter  to  the 
fame  moderate  rate,  as  the  faid  tobacco,  of  the  growth  of 
any  country  in  Europe  or  America,  being  brought  intQ 
France,  does  or  fhall  pay.  The  fubjefls  on  both  fides 
fhall  alfo  pay  the  fame  duties  in  France  for  the  faid  to- 
bacco;  there  {liall  be  likewife  an  equal  hberty  of  felling 
it ;  and  the  Britifli  fubjefts  fnall  have  the  fame  laws  as 
the  merchants  of  France  themfelves  have  and  enjoy. 

XI.  It  is  likewife  concluded,  that  the  impofition  or  tax 
of  50  Soh  Tournois,  laid  on  Britifli  fliips  in -France  for 
every  tun,  fhall  wholly  ceafe,  and  be  from  hencefonv^ard 
annulled.  In  like  manner  the  tax  of  five  Ihiilings  flerling, 
laid  on  French  Ihips  in  Great  Britain  for  every  tun,  fhall 
ceafe  ;  neither  fhall  the  fame,  or  any  the  like  impofiti- 
ons,  be  laid  hereafter  on  the  fliips  of  the  fubjeds  on  either 
fide. 

XI r.  It  is  further  agreed  and  concluded,  that  it  fliall 
be  wholly  free  for  all  merchants,  commanders  of  fiiips, 
and  other  the  fubjefts  of  the  qu^en  of  Great  Britain,  in 
all  places  of  France,  to  manage  their  own  bulinefs  them- 
felves, or  to  commit  them  to  the  management  of  whomfo- 
ever  they  pleafe,  nor  fliall  they  be  obliged  to  make  ufe  of 
any  interpreter,  or  broker,  nor  to  pay  them  any  falarv, 
unlefs  they  chufe  to  make  ufe  of  them.  Moreover,  maf- 
ters  of  fhips  (hall  not  be  obliged,  in  loading  or  unloading 
their  fliips,  to  make  ufe  of  thofe  workmen,  cither  at 
Bourdeaux,  or  in  any  other  places,  as  may  be  appointed 
by  publick  authority  for  that  purpofe  ;  but  it  fhall  be  en- 
tirely free  for  them  to  load  or  unload  their  fliips  by  them- 
felves, or  to  make  ufe  of  fuch  perfons  in  loading  or  un- 
loading the  fame,  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  without  !he  psy- 
ment  of  any  falary  to  any  other  whomfoever  ;  neither  Ihail 
they  be  forced  to  unload  any  fort  of  merchandizes,  either 
into  other  fliips,  or  to  receive  them  into  their  own,  or 
to  wait  for  their  being  loaded  longer  than  they  pleafe^ 
And  all  and  every  the  fubje6ts  of  the  mofl  Chriftian  King,

detail  reciprocally  have  and  enjoy  the   fame  privileges  and 
liberty,  in  all  places  in  Europe  fubje6l  to  the  domhiion  of 
,  Great  Britain. 

XIII.  It  fnall  be  Vv holly  lawful  and  free  for  merchants 
and  others,  being  fubjects  cither  to  the  queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, or  to  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  by  will,  and  any  other 
difpofition  made,  either  during  the  time  of  fickncfs,  or  at 
any  other  time  before,  or  at  the  point  of  death,  to  devife 
or  give  away  their  merchandizes,  effefts,  money,  debts, 
belonging  to  them,  and  all  moveable  goods,  which  they 
have,  or  ought  to  have  at  the  time  of  their  death,  within 
the  dominions,  and  anyother  places  belonging  to  the  queen 
of  Great  Britain,  and  to  the  moft  Chriftian  King.  More- 
over, whether  they  die,  having  made  their  will,  or  intef- 
tate,  their  lawful  heirs  and  executors,  or  adminiftrators, 
refiding  in  either  of  the  kingdoms,  or  coming  from  any 
other  part,  although  they  be  not  naturalized,  fhall  freely 
and  quietly  receive  and  take  poffeffion  of  all  the  faid  goods 
and  effefts  whatfoever,  according  to  the  laws  of  Great 
Britain  and  France  refpeHively  ;  in  fuch  manner  however, 

-that  the  wills,  and  right  of  entering  upon  the  inheritances 
of  pcrfons  inteftate,  mull  be  proved  according  to  law,  as 
well  by  the  fubje6ls  of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  as  by 
the  fubjecls  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  in  thofe  places 
v/here  each  perfon  died,  whether  that  may  happen  in  Great 
Britain,  or  in  France,  any  law,  ftatute,  edift,  cuftom, 
or  Droit  d'  Auhcne  whatever  to  the  contrary'  notwithftand- 
ing. 

XIV.  A  difpute  arifing  between  any  commander  of 
the  fliips  on  both  fides,  and  his  feamen  in  any  port  of  the 
other  party,  concerning  wages  due  to  the  faid  feamen,  or 
odier  civil  caufos,  the  magiilrate  of  the  place  fnall  require 
no  more  from  the  perfon  accufed,  than  that  he  give  to  the 
accufcr  a  declaration  in  writing,  witnc[fcd  by  the  magif- 
tratc,  whereby  he  fli'all  be  bound  to  anfvver  that  mat- 
ter before  a  competent  judge  in  his  own  country, 
which  being  done,  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  either  for  the  fea- 
men to  dcfcrt  t]ffC\r  fliip,  or  to  hinder  the  commander 
from  profccuting  his  voyage.  It  fliall  moreover  be  law Tul 
for  the  merchants  on  both  fides,  in  ihc  places  of  their  a- 
bodc,  or  clfcwherc,  to  keep  books  of  their  accounts,  and 
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afiairs,  as  tliey  Ihall  think  fit,  and  to  have  an  intercourfe 
of  ktters,  in  fuch  language  or  idiom,  as  they  fiiall  pleafe, 
without  any  moleftation  or  fearch  whatfoever.  But  if  it 
flaould  happen  to  be  neceffary  for  them  to  produce  their 
books  of  accounts  for  deciding  any  difpute  and  controver- 
fy,  in  fuch  cafe  they  fnall  be  obhged  to  bring  into  court 
the  entire  books  or  writings,  but  fo  as  that  the  judge  may 
not  have  hberty  to  infpeft  any  other  articles  in  the  faid 
books,  than  fuch  as  fliall  relate  to  the  teftimony,  or  au- 
thority in  queftion,  or  fuch  as  fhall  be  neceffary  to  give 
credit  to  the  faid  books ;  neither  fhall  it  be  lawful,  under 
any  pretence,  to  take  the  faid  books  or  writings  forcibly 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  owners,  or  to  retain  them  ;  the 
cafe  of  bankruptcy  only  excepted ;  neither  Ihall  the  faid 
fubjefts  of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  be  obliged  to 
write  their  accounts,  copies  of  letters,  a6ls  or  inftruments 
relating  to  trade,  on  ftamped  paper,  in  French,  Papier 
timbre,  except  their  day-book,  which,  that  it  may  be  pro- 
duced as  evidence  in  any  law-fuit,  ought,  according  to 
the  laws,  which  all  perfons  trading  in  France  are  to  ob- 
ferve,  to  be  fubfcribed  gratis  by  the  judge,  and  figned 
with  his  own  hand. 

XV.  It  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  privateers, 
not  being  fubjefts  of  one  or  of  the  other  of  the  confederates, 
who  have  commiffions  from  any  other  prince,  or  ftate, 
in  enmity  with  either  nation,  to  fit  their  fliips  in  the  ports 
of  one  or  the  other  of  the  aforefaid  parties,  to  fell  what 
they  have  taken,  or  in  any  other  mannei  whatever  to  ex- 
change either  fhips,  merchandizes,  or  any  other  ladings  ; 
neither  fliall  they  be  allowed  even  to  purchafe  viftuals, 
except  fuch  as  fiiall  be  neceffary  for  their  going  to  the 
next  port  of  that  prince  from  whom  they  have  commif- 
fions. 

XV r.  The  fliips  of  both  parties  being  laden,  failing  a- 
long  the  coafts,  or  fhores  of  the  other,  and  being  forced 
by  florm  into  the  havens  or  ports,  or  coming  to  land  in 
any  other  manner,  fnall  not  be  obliged  there  to  unlade 
their  goods,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  pay  any  dut\-, 
unlefs  they  do,  of  their  own  accord,  unlade  their  goods 
there,  or  difpofe  of  any  part  of  their  lading  :  but  it  may 
Jj?  lawful  to  take  out  of  the  fhip,  and  to  fell,  leave  being 
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firft  obtained  from  tliofe  who  have  the  infpe6lion  of  fea- 
affairs,  a  fmall  part  of  their  lading,  for  this  end  only,  tliat 
neceffaries,  either  for  the  refrefhment  or  vicluaUng  of  the 
fnip  may  be  purchafed  ;  and  in  that  cafe  the  whole  lading 
of  the  iliip  fhall  not  be  fdbjecl  to  pay  the  duties,  but  that 
fmall  part  only,  which  has  been  taken  out  and  fold. 

XVII.  It  fliall  be  lawful  for  all  and  fingular  the  fub- 
je£ls  of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  molt  Chri- 
flian  King,  to  fail  with  their  fliips,  with  all  manner  of  li- 
berty and  fecurity,  no  diftinclion  being  made,  who  are 
the  proprietors  of  the  merchandizes  laden  thereon,  from 
any  port  to  the  places  of  thofe  who  are  now,  or  fhall  be 
hereafter  at  enmity  with  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  or 
the  moft  Chridian  King ;  it  fhall  likewife  be  lawful  for 
the  fubje61s  and  inhabitants  aforefaid,  to  fail  with  the  fhips 
and  merchandizes  aforementioned,  and  to  trade  with  the 
fame  liberty  and  fecurity  from  the  places,  ports,  and  ha- 
vens of  thofe  who  are  enemies  of  both,  or  of  either  par- 
ty, without  any  oppofition  or  difturbanca  whatfoever,  not 
only  dire6lly  from  the  places  of  the  enemy  aforemention- 
ed to  neutral  places,  but  alfo  from  one  place  belonging  to 
an  enemy,  to  another  place  belonging  to  an  eneniy,  whe- 
ther they  be  under  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  fame  prince,  or 
under  feveral.  And  as  it  is  now  ftipulated  concerning  ftiips 
and  goods,  that  free  fliips  fnall  alfo  give  a  freedom  to  goods, 
and  that  every  thing  fhall  be  deemed  to  be  free  and  ex- 
empt, which  fhall  be  found  on  board  the  fhips  belonging 
to  the  fubjecls  of  either  of  the  confederates,  although  the 
whole  lading,  or  any  part  thereof,  fliould  appertain  to  the 
enemies  of  either  of  their  majefties,  contraband  goods  be- 
ing always  excepted,  on  the  difcovery  whereof  matters 
fliall  be  managed  according  to  the  fenfe  of  the  fubfequent 
articles.  It  is  alfo  agreed  in  like  manner,  that  the  fame  li- 
berty be  extended  to  perfons  who  are  on  board  a  free 
fhip,  with  this   effe6t,  that  although   they  be  enenjies  to 

^both,  or  to  either  party,  they  are  not  to  be  taken  out  of 
that  free  fhip,  unlcfs  they  arc  foldiers,  and  in  atlual  fer- 
vice  of  the  enemies. 

XVIII.  Tins  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  {\rA\ 
extend  lo  all  kinds  of  merchandizes,  excepting  thofe  only 
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which  foHow  in  the  next  article,  and  which  are  fignifiecj  by 
the  name  of  contraband. 

XIX.  Under  this  name  of  contraband,  or  prohibited 
goods,  fhall  be  comprehended  arms,  great  guns,  bombs, 
with  their  fufees,  and  other  things  belonging  to  them  ; 
fire-balls,  gunpowder,  match,  cannon-ball,  pikes,  fwords, 
lances,  fpears,  halberds,  mortars,  petards,  granadoes, 
faltpetre,  muflcets,  n>ulket-ball,  helmets,  head-pieces,  breaft- 
plates,  coats  of  mail,  and  the  like  kinds  of  arms,  proper 
for  arming  foldiers,  mulket-rejfts,  belts,  horfes  with  their 
furniture,  and  all  other  warlike  inftruments  whatever. 

XX.  Thefe  merchandizes  which  follow,  Ihall  not  be 
j-eckoned  among  prohibited  goods,  that  is  to  fay,  all  forts 
of  clothes,  and  all  other  manufactures  woven  of  any 
wool,  flax,  filk,  cotton,  or  any  other  materials  whatever ; 
all  kinds  of  clothes  and  wearing  apparel,  together  with  the 
ipecies  whereof  they  are  ufed  to  be  made;  gold  and  filver, 
as  well  coined  as  uncoined,  tin,  iron,  lead,  copper,  brafs, 
coals  ;  as  alfo  wheat  and  barley,  and  any  other  kind  of 
corn  and  pulfe  ;  tobacco,  and  likewife  all  manner  of  fpices, 
(kited  and  fmoaked  flefh,  faked  fifh,  cheefe  and  butter, 
beer,  oils,  wines,  fugars,  and  all  forts  of  fait,  and,  in  ge- 
neral, all  provifions  which  ferve  for  the  nouriihment  of 
mankind,  and  the  fuftenance  of  life.  Furthermore,  all 
kinds  of  cotton,  hemp,  flax,  tar,  pitch,  ropes,  cables,  fails, 
failcloths,  anchors,  and  any  parts  of  anchors ;  alio  fliip- 
mafts,  planks,  boards  and  beams  of  what  trees  foever; 
and  all  other  things  proper  either  for  building  or  repairing 
fhips ;  and  all  other  goods  whatever,  which  have  not  been 
worked  into  the  form  of  any  inflirument,  or  thing  pre- 
pared for  war,  by  land  or  by  fea,  fiiall  not  be  reputed 
contraband,  much  lefs  fuch  as  have  been  already  wrought 
and  made  up  for  any  other  ufe;  all  which  fhall  wholly  be 
reckoned  among  free  goods,  as  likewife  all  other  jnerchan- 
dizes  and  things  which  are  not  comprehended,  and  par- 
ticularly mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  fo  that  they 
may  be  tranfported,  and  carried  in  the  freeft  manner  by 
the  fubj efts  of  both  confederates,  even  to  places  belong- 
ing to  an  enemy,  fuch  towns  or  places  being  only  except- 
ed, as  are  at  that  time  befleged,  blocked  up  round  about, 
pr  inveiled. 
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XXI.  To  the  end  that  all  manner  of  difTentions  and 
quarrels  may  be  avoided  and  prevented  on  one  fide,  and 
the  other,  it  is  agreed,  that  in  cafe  either  of  their  royal 
majefties,  \vho  are  allied,  fliould  be  engaged  in  war.  the 
fiiips  and  vefTels  belonging  to  the  fubje61s  of  the  other  ally, 
mull  be  furnifhed  with  fea-letters  or  pafTports,  expreffing 
die  name,  property,  and  bulk  of  tlie  Ihip,  as  alfo  the 
name  and  place  of  habitation  of  the  m. after  or  command- 
er of  the  laid  fhip,  that  it  may  appear  thereby,  that  the 
Ihip  really  and  truly  belongs  to  die  fubjefts  of  one  of  the 
princes;  which  palfports  Ihall  be  made  out  and  granted, 
according  to  the  form  annexed  to  this  treaty  ;  they  Ihall 
likewiie  be  recalled  every  year,  that  is,  if  the  (hip  happens 
to  return  home  within  the  fpace  of  a  year.  It  is  likewife 
agreed,  that  fuch  fliips  being  laden,  are  to  be  provided, 
not  only  with  paffports,  as  abovementioned,  but  alfo  with 
certificates  containing  the  feveral  particulars  of  the  cargo, 
the  place  whence  the  f]iip  failed,  and  wdiither  (he  is  bound, 
that  ib  it  may  be  known,  whether  any  forbidden  or  contra- 
band goods,  as  are  enumerated  in  the  19th  article  of  this 
treaty,  be  on  board  the  fame,  which  certificates  fhall  be 
made  out  by  the  officers  of  the  place  whence  the  fliip  let 
fail,  in  the  accuflomed  form.  And  if  any  one  fhall  think 
it  fit,  or  advifeable,  to  exprefs  in  the  faid  cerdficates,  the 
perfon  to  whom  they  belong,  he  may  freely  do  fo. 

XXII.  The  fliips  of  the  fubjefts  and'  inhabitants  of 
both  their  mofl  fcrene  royal  majefties,  coming  to  any  of 
the  fea-coafts  within  the  dominions  of  either  of  the  confer 
derates,  but  not  willing  to  enter  into  port,  or  being  enter- 
ed, yet  not  being  willing  to  fhew  or  to  fell  the  cargoes 
of  their  (liips,  ft^all  not  be  obliged  to  give  an  account  of 
their  lading,  unlefs  they  are  fulpetled  upon  fare  evidence, 
of  carrying  to  the  enemies  of  the  odier  confederate  prohi- 
bited goods,  called  contraband. 

XXiri.  And  in  cafe  of  the  faid  manifeft  fufpicion,  die 
faid   fubjeQs  and  inhabitants  of  the  dominions  of  both  their  . 
moft  fercne  royal  majefties,  fliall  be  obliged  to  exhibit  in 
the  ports  tlicir  palfports  and  certificates,  in  the  manner  be- 
fore fpccificd. 

XXIV.  But  u)  cafe  the  (liips  of  the  fubjc61s  and  inha- 
bitants of  both  tlicir  moft  fcrcnc  royal  majefties,  oithcr  on 
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the  fea-coaft,  or  on  the  high  feas,  fhall  meet  with  the  men 
of  war  of  the  other,  or  with  privateer§,  the  faid  men  of  war 
and  privateers,  for  preventing  any  inconveniencies,  are 
to  remain  out  of  cannon-fhot,  and  to  fend  a  boat  to  the 
merchant-fhip,  which  has  been  met  with,  and  fhall  enter 
her  with  two  or  three  men  only,  to  whom  the  mafter  or 
commander  of  fuch  fhip  or  vefifel  fhall  Paew  his  pafTport, 
concerning  the  property  thereof,  made  out  according  to 
the  form  annexed  to  this  prefent  treaty  ;  and  the  Ihip 
which  fliall  exhibit  one,  fhall  have  free  paffage,  and  it 
fliall  be  wholly  unlawful  any  way  to  moleit  her,  fearch,  or 
compel  her  to  quit  her  intended  courfe. 

XXV.  But  that  merchant  fliip  of  the  other  party,  which 
intends  to  go  to  a  port  at  enmity  with  the  other  confede- 
rate, or  concerning  v/hofe  voyage,  and  the  fort  of  goods 
:on  board,  there  may  be  juft  fufpicion,  fhall  be  obliged  to 
exhibit,  either  on  the  high  feas,  or  in  the  ports  and  havens, 
not  only  her  paflports,  but  her  certificates,  expreffing,  that 
they  are  not  of  the  kind  of  goods  prohibited,  which  are 
fpecified  in  the  19th  article. 

XXVI.  But  if  one  party,  on  the  exhibiting  the  above- 
faid  certificates,  mentioning  the  particulars  of  the  things 
on  board,  fhould  difcover  any  goods  of  that  kind  which 
are  declared  contraband  or  prohibited  by  the  19th  article 
of  this  treaty,  defigned  for  a  port  fubjeft  to  the  enemy  of 
the  other,  it  fhall  be  unkiwful  to  break  up  the  hatches  of 
that  fliip,  wherein  the  fame  fhall  happen  to  be  found,  whe- 
ther fhe  belong  to  the  fubjecls  of  Great  Britain,  or  of 
France,  to  open  the  chefts,  packs,  or  caflvs  therein,  or  to 
remove  even  the  fmalleft  parcel  of  the  goods,  unlefs  the 
lading  be  brought  on  fiiore,  in  the  prefence  of  the  officers 
of  the  court  of  admiralty,  and  an  inventory  thereof  made; 
but  there  fhall  be  no  allowance  to  fell,  exchange,  or  alie- 
nate the  fame  in  any  manner,  unlefs  after  that  due  and 
lawful  procefs  fhall  have  been  had  againft  fuch  prohibited 
goods,  and  the  judges  of  the  ^admiralty  refpeBively  fliall, 
by  a  fentence  pronounced,  have  confifcated  tlie  fame,  fay- 
ing always  a<s  well  the  fliip  itfelf,  as  the  other  goods  found 
therein,  which  by  this  treaty  are  to  be  efteemed  free  ;  nei- 
ther may  they  be  detained  on  pretence  of  their  being,  as 
it  were,  infe6led  by  the  prohibited  goods,  much  lefs  fhall 
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tbey  be  confifcated  as  lawful  prize :  but  if  not  the  wbole 
cargo,  but  only  part  thereof,  fhall  confift  of  prohibited  or 
contraband  goods,  and  the  commander  of  the  fhip  fliail  be 
ready  and  willing  to  deliver  them  to  the  captor,  who  has 
difcovered  them,  in  (uch  cafe  the  captor  having  received 
thofe  goods,  fliall  forthwith  difchaj'ge  the  fliip,  and  not 
hinder  her,  by  any  means,  freely  to  profecute  the  voyage 
oa  which  flie  was  bound. 

XXVII.  On  the  contrary  it  is  agreed,  that  whatever 
ihall  be  found  to  be  laden  by  the  fubjefts  and  inhabitants 
cf  either  party,  on  any  fhip  belonging  to  the  enemy  of 
the  other,  and  his  fubjefts,  the  whole,  although  it  be  not 
of  the  fort  of  prohibited  goods,  may  be  confifcated,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  if  it  belonged  to  the  enemy  himfelf; 
except  thofe  goods  and  merchandizes  as  were  put  on  board 
fuch  fhip  before  the  declaration  of  war,  or  even  after  fuch 
declaration,  if  fo  be  it  were  done  within  the  time  and  limits 
following ;  that  is  to  fay,  if  they  were  put  on  board  fuch 
ffliip,  in  any  port  and  place  within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks 
after  fuch  declaration,  within  the  bounds  called  the  Naze 
in  Norway,  and  the  Soundings;  of  two  months  from  the 
Soundings  to  the  city  of  Gibraltar  ;  of  ten  weeks  in  the 
Mediterranean  Sea;  and  of  eight  months  in  any  other 
country  or  place  in  the  world  ;  fo  that  the  goods  of  the 
fubje6ls  of  either  prince,  M'hether  they  be  of  the  nature 
of  fuch  as  are  prohibited,  or  otherwife,  which,  as  is  afore- 
faid,  were  put  on  board  any  fliip  belonging  to  an  enemy 
before  the  war,  or  after  the  declaration  of  the  fame,  with- 
in the  time,  and  limits  abovcfaid,  fliall  no  ways  be  liable 
to  confifcation,  but  fliall  well  and  truly  be  reflored,  with- 
out delay,  to  the  proprietors  demanding  the  fame ;  but 
fo  as  that  if  the  faid  merchandizes  be  contraband,  it  fliall 
not  be  any  ways  lawful  to  carry  them  afterwards  to  the 
ports  belon':^ing  to  the  enemy. 

XXVIII.  And  that  more  abundant  care  maybe  taken 
for  the  fccurity  of  die  fubjcRs  of  both  their  moll  ferene 
royal  majeilics,  that  they  fuflbr  no  injury  by  the  men  of 
war  or  privateers  of  the  other  party,  all  the  commanders 
of  the  ihips  of  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the 
niofliChrilHan  King,  and  all  their  fubjeBs,  fliall  be  forbid 
doing  any  injury  or  damage  to   the  other  fide;   and.  if 
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they  a6l  to  the  contrary,  they  fiiall  be  punifhed,  and  fliaH 
moreover  be  bound  to  make  fatisfa6lion  for  all  caufe  of  da- 
mage, and  the  intereft  thereof,  by  reparation,  under  the 
bond  and  obhgation  of  their  perfon  and  goods. 

XXIX.  For  this  caufe  all  commanders  of  privateers,  be- 
fore they  receive  their  patents,  or  fpecial  commiffions, 
fhall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give,  before  a  competent 
judge,  fufficient  fecurity  by  good  bail,  who  are  men  able 
to  pay,  and  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid  fhip,  and  are  each 
bound  in  the  whole,  for  the  fum  of  1500  1.  fterhng,  or 
16500  Livres  Tournois;  or  if  fuch  fhip  be  provided  with 
above  one  hundred  and  fifty  feamen  or  foldiers,  for  the 
fum  of  3000  1.  fterling,  or  33000  Livres  Tournois,  that 
they  will  make  entire  fatisfaftion  for  any  damages  and  in- 
juries whatfoever,  which  they,  or  their  officers,  or  others 
in  their  fervice,  commit  during  their  courfe  at  fea,  con- 
trary to  this  prefent  treaty,  or  the  edifls  of  either  of  their 
moft  ferene  royal  majefties,  publifhed  by  virtue  thereof; 
under  penalty  likewife  of  having  their  fpecial  commiffions 
and  patents  revoked  and  annulled. 

XXX.  Both  their  abovenamed  royal  majefties  being 
wiUing  to  fiiew  a  mutual  and  equal  favour  in  all  their  do- 
minions refpedively,  to  the  fiibjecls  of  each  other,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  if  they  were  their  own  fubjefts,  will  give 
fuch  orders  as  fhall  be  neceflary  and  effedual,  that  juftice 
be  adminiftered  concerning  prizes  in  the  court  of  admi- 
ralty, according  to  the  rule  of  equity  and  right,  and  the 
articles  of  this  treaty,  by  judges  who  are  above  all  fufpi- 
cion,  and.  who  have  no  manner  of  intereft  in  the  caufe  m 
difpute. 

XXXI.  When  foe ver  the  ambaftlidors  of  each  of  their 
royal  majefties  abovenamed,  and  other  their  minifters, 
having  a  publick  chara61er,  and  refiding  in  the  court  of 
the  other  prince,  fhall  complain  of  the  unjuftnefs  of  the 
fentences  which  have  been  given,  their  majefties  on  each 
fide,  ftiall  take  care,  that  the  fame  be  revifed  and  re-exa- 
mined in  their  reipeftive  councils,  that  it  may  appear  whe- 
ther the  dire6lions  and  provifions  prefcribed  in  this  treaty 
have  been  obferved,  and  have  had  their  due  effeft  :  they 
fhaUhkewifetake  care,  that  this  matter  be  effe^lualiy  pro- 
vide4  for,  and  that  ri^ht  be  done  to  every  complainant, 
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mthin  the  fpace  of  three  months:  However,  before  of 
after  judgment  given,  the  revifion  thereof  ftill  depending, 
for  the  avoiding  of  all  damage,  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  to  fell 
the  goods  in  difpute,  or  to  unlade  them,  unlefs  with  the 
confent  of  the  perfons  concerned. 

XXXII.  A  fuit  being  commenced  between  the  captors 
of  prizes  on  one  part,  and  the  reclaimers  of  the  fame  on 
the  other,  and  a  fentence  or  decree  being  given  in  favour 
of  the  reclaimer,  that  fame  fentence  or  decree,  fccurity 
being  given,  fliall  be  put  in  execution,  the  appeal  of  the 
captor  to  a  fuperior  judge  in  any  wife  notwithftanding ; 
which,  however,  is  not  to  be  obferved  when  judgment  has 
been  given  againfi;  the  reclaimer. 

XXXIII.  In  cafe  that  either  fliips  of  war,  or  merchant- 
men, forced  by  ftorm,  or  other  misfortune,  be  driven  on 
rocks  or  fhelves  on  the  coafts  of  one  or  the  other  party, 
and  are  there  broken  to  pieces,  and  fliip-wrecked,  what- 
ever part  of  the  fnips,  or  taclding  thereof,  as  alfo  of  the 
goods  and  merchandizes  fliall  be  favcd,  or  the  produce 
thereof,  fliall  be  faithfully  rcfl:ored  to  the  proprietoi-s,  re- 
claimers, or  their  factors,  paying  only  the  expences  of 
preferving  the  fame,  in  fuch  manner  as  it  may  be  fctdcd 
on  both  fides  concerning  the  rate  of  falvage  :  faving,  at 
the  fame  time,  the  rights  and  cuftoms  of  each  nation.  And 
both  their  moft  ferene  royal  majefties  will  interpoie  their 
authority,  that  fuch  of  their  fubjeQs  may  be  feverely  pun- 
iflied,  who  in  the  like  accident  (hall  be  found  guilty  of  in- 
humanity. 

XXXIV.  It  fliall  be  free  for  the  fubjefts  of  each  party, 
to  employ  fuch  advocates,  attornies,  notaries,  folicitors. 
and  fatlors,  as  tliey  fliall  think  fit ;  to  which  end  the  faid 
advocates,  and  others  abovementioned,  may  be  appointed 
by  the  ordinary  judges,  if  it  be  needful,  and  the  judges 
be  required  thereunto. 

XXXV.  And  that  commerce  and  navigation  may  be 
more  fecurely  and  freely  followed,  it  is  further  agreed, 
that  neither  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  nor  the  moft 
Chriftian  King,  fliall  receive  any  pirates  and  robbers,  in- 
to any  of  their  ports,  havens,  cities  or  towns,  neither 
fliall  tiiey  permit  them  to  be  received  into  their  portsto  be 
proLc6led;  or   alhllcd,   by  any  manner  of  harbouring,  or 
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fupport,  by  any  the  fubjeHs  or  inhabitants  of  eltlier  of 
them  ;  but  they  fhall  rather  caufe  all  fuch  pirates  and  fea- 
robbers,  or  whoever  fhall  receive,  conceal,  or  affift  them,. 
to  be  apprehended,  and  punifhed  as  they  deferve,  for  a 
terror  and  example  to  others.  And  all  the  fnips,  goods^ 
or  merchandizes,  being  piratically  taken  by  them,  and 
brought  into  the  ports  of  the  kingdom  of  either,  as  much 
as  can  be  found,  although  they  have  by  fale  been  con- 
veyed to  others,  fliall  be  reitored  to  the  lawful  owners,  or 
their  deputies,  having  inftruments  of  delegation,  and  an  au- 
thority of  procuration  forTeclaiming  the  fame;  and  indera- 
nifation  fhall  be  made,  proper  evidence  being  firll  given 
in  the  court  of  admiralty,  for  proving  the  property.  And 
all  fhips  and  merchandizes,  of  what  nature  foever,  whicli 
can  be  refcued  out  of  their  hands  on  the  high  feas,  fhall  be 
brought  into  fome  port  of  either  kingdom,  and  fliall  be 
delivered  to  the  cuftody  of  the  officers  of  that  port, 
with  this  intention,  that  they  be  delivered  entire  to  the  true 
proprietor,  as  foon  as  due  and  fuflicient  proof  ihall  have 
been  made  concerning  the  property  thereof. 

XXXVI.  It  fliall  be  lawful,  as  well  for  the  fliips  ofwar- 
of  both  their  mod  ferene  royal  majefties,  as  for  privateers, 
to  carry  whitherfoever  they  pleafe,  the  fnips  and  goods  tar- 
ken  from  their  enemies,  neither  fliall  they  be  obliged  ta 
pay  any  thing  to  the  officers  of  the  admiralty,  or  to  any 
other  judges,  'nor  fliall  the  aforementioned  prizes,  wheii 
ihey  come  to,  and  enter  the  ports  of  either  of  their  moil 
ferene  royal  majeities,  be  detained  by  arreft,  neither  (hali 
fearchers,  or  other  officers  of  thofe  places,  mak-e  exami- 
nation concerning  them,  or  the  validity  tliereof ;  but  ra- 
ther, they  {hall  have  liberty  to  hoifl  fail  at  any  time,  to 
depart,  and  to  carry  their  prizes  to  that  place,  which  is 
mentioned  in  their  commiiTion  or  patent,  which  the  com- 
manders of  fuch  fliips  of  war  fliall  be  obliged  to  fnew  :  on 
the  contrary,  no  flicker  or  refuge  fliall  be  given  in  their 
ports  to  fuch  as  have  made  a  prize  upon  the  fubjeBs  of 
either  of  their  royal  majefties.  And  ifperchance  fuch  fliips 
ihali  come  in,  being  forced  by  flrefs  of  weather,  or  the 
danger  of  the  fea,  particular  care  fhall  be  taken,  (as  far 
as  it  is  not  repugnant  to  former  treaties  made  with  other 
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kfngs  and  ftates)  that  they  go  from  thence,  and  retire  elfe^ 
where,  as  foon  as  pofTible. 

XXXVII.  Neither  of  their  moft  ferene  royal  majef- 
ties,  Ihall  permit  that  the  fhips  or  goods  of  the  other  be  ta- 
ken upon  the  coafts,  or  in  the  ports,  or  rivers  of  their  do- 
minions, by  fhips  of  war,  or  others  having  commiffion 
from  any  prince,  commonwealth,  or  town  whatfoever. 
And  in  cafe  fuch  a  thing  fhould  happen,  both  parties  fhail 
tife  their  authority  and  united  force,  that  the  damage  done 
be  made  good. 

XXXVIII.  If  hereafter  it  fhall  happen  through  inadver- 
tency, or  otherwife,  that  any  contraventions,  or  inconve- 
niencies  on  either  fide  arife  concerning  the  obfervation  of 
this  treaty,  the  friendfhip  and  good  intelHgence  fhall  not 
immediately  thereupon  be  broke  off;  but  this  treaty  fhall 
fubfifl  in  all  its  force,  and  a  proper  remedy  for  removing 
the  inconveniencies  fhall  be  procured,  as  likewife  repara- 
tion of  the  contraventions;  and  if  the  fubje6ls  of  the  one 
or  the  other  be  found  in  fault,  they  only  fhall  be  feverely 
punifhed  and  chaftized. 

XXXIX.  But  if  it  fhall  appear  that  a  captor  made  ufe 
of  any  kind  of  torture  upon  the  mailer  of  the  ihip,  the 
fhip's  crew,  or  others  who  fhall  be  on  board  any  fhip  be- 
longing to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other  party ;  in  fuch  cafe, 
not  only  the  fhip  itfelf,  together  with,  the  perfons,  mer- 
chandizes, and  goods  whatfoever,  fliall  be  forthwith  releaf- 
ed  without  any  further  delay,  and  fet  entirely  free,  but  al- 
fo  fuch  as  fhall  be  found  guilty  of  fo  great  a  crime,  as  al- 
fb  the  acceffaries  thereunto,  fhall  fuffer  the  mofl  feverc 
punifhment,  fuitable  to  their  crime  ;  this  the  queen  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  do  mutually 
engage  fhall  be  done,  without  any  refpeft  of  perfons.

BE  it  known  unto  all  men,  that  whereas  in  the  gth  ar- 
ticle of  the  treaty  of  commerce,  concluded  this  day 
between  the  mofl  ferene  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
moll  ferene  the  moll  Chriftian  King,  by  their  majefties 
ambaffadors  extraordinary,  and  plenipotentiaries,  mention 
is  made  of  fome  heads  of  matters,  which  being  propofed 
on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  have  not  as  yet  been  mutu- 
ally adjufted;  and  therefore  it  was  thought  fit  to  refer 
them  to  be  difcuffed  and  determined  by  commiflioners  : 
we  therefore  the  underwritten  ambalTadors,  that  it  may 
certainly  appear  what  are  thofe  heads  of  matters  which 
are  to  be  referred  to  commiflioners,   have  refolved   to 

M  2  give 
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give  a  particular  defcription  of  them  in  this  writing  ;  de- 
claring that  they  are  the  fame,  and  no  other  than  what 
follow : 

I.  IVJO  manufa6lures  of  either  kingdom,  and  the  domi- 
-L  ^  nions  belonging  thereunto,  fhall  hereafter  be  fub- 
jeQ;  to  beinfpeBedand  confifcated,  under  any  pretence  of 
fraud  or  deleft  in  making  or  working  them,  or  becaule  of 
any  other  imperfeBion  therein  ;  but  abfolute  freedom  fhall 
be  allowed  to  the  buyer  and  feller  to  bargain  and  agree  for 
the  fame,  as  they  Ih all  fee  good*,  any  law,  ftatute,  edic>, 
arreft,  privilege,  grant,  or  cuftom,  to  the  contrary  not- 
with  Handing. 

II.  And  forafmuch  as  a  certain  ufage,  not  confirmed  by 
any  law,  has  obtained  in  feveral  towns  of  Great  Britain 
and  France  ;  that  is  to  fay,  that  every  one  for  coming  in, 
and  going  out,  fhall  pay  a  kind  of  tax,  called  in  Englifh, 
Head-Money,  and  in  French,  Dii  Chef,  it  is  concluded,  that 
neither  the  fame,  nor  any  other  duty  on  that  account,  fhall 
any  more  be  exafted. 

III.  And  the  Britifh  merchants  fhall  not  hereafter  be 
forbidden  to  fell  the  faid  tobacco  to  any  buyer  whom  they 
pleafe,  for  which  purpafe,  the  letting  out  the  duties  on  the 
faid  tobacco  to  farmers,  which  has  been  hitherto  praBifed, 
fhall  ceafe.  neither  fhall  fuch  farming  be  ufed  again  here- 
after. 

IV.  The  following  cafe  only  being  excepted,  that  is  to 
fay,  where  Britifh  fhips  fhall  take  up  merchandizes  in  one 
port,  and  carry  them  to  another  port  of  France,  in  which 
cafe,  and  in  no  other,  the  Britifli  fubjecls  fliall  be  obliged 
to  pay  the  duties  abrogated  and  aboliflied  by  diis  article, 
only  in  proportion  to  the  goods  which  they  take  in,  and 
not  according  to  the  bulk  of  the  fliip. 

V.  Whereas  feveral  kinds  of  goods,  contained  in  cafl^s, 
chclis,  or  other  cafes,  for  which  the  duties  are  paid  by 
weight,  will  be  exported  from,  and  imported  into  France 
by  Britifli  fubjetls,  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  in  fuch  cafe 
the  aforelaid  duties  fliall  be  payable  only  according  to  the 
weight  of  the  goods  themfclvcs,  but  the  weight  of  the  cafks. 
chells,  and  other  cafes  whatever,  fliall  be  dcdu6led  in  flich 
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manner,  and  in  fuch  proportion,  as  has  been  hitherto  in 
life  in  England,  and  is  ftill  praftifed. 

VI.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  if  any  miftake  or  error 
fhall  on  either  fide  be  committed  by  any  mafter  of  a  fhip, 
his  interpreter,  or  faftor,  or  by  others  employed  by  him, 
in  making  the  entry  or  declaration  of  the  goods  on  board 
his  fhip,  for  fuch  defeft,  if  fo  be  fome  fraud  does  not  evi- 
dently appear,  neither  the  fhip  nor  the  lading  thereof  lliall 
be  fubjecl  to  be  confifcated,  but  it  fhall  be  free  for  the 
proprietors  to  take  back  again  fuch  goods  as  were  omitted 
in  the  entry  or  declaration  of  the  mafter  of  the  fhip,  pay- 
ing only  the  accuftomed  duties  according  to  the  rates  fet- 
tled in  the  books;  neither  fhall  the  merchants,  or  the  mafter 
of  the  fhip,  lofe  the  faid  goods,  or  fuffer  any  other  punifh- 
ment,  if  fo  be  that  the  faid  goods,  fo  omitted,  were  not 
br,ought  on  fhore,  before  the  declaration  made,  and  the 
cuftoms  paid  for  the  fame. 

VII.  And  whereas  the  quality  of  the  fhip,  mailer,  and 
goods,  will  fufficiently  appear  from  fuch  paflports  and  cer- 
tificates, it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  the  commanders  of  men 
of  war  to  exa6t  any  other  verification  under  any  tide  what- 
foever.     But  if  any  merchant  fliip  fliall  want  fuch  paffports 
or  certificates,   then   it   may  be   examined  by  a   proper 
judge,  but  in  fuch  manner,  as  if  it  fliall  be  found  from 
other  proofs  and  documents,  that  it  does  truly  belong  to 
the  fubjefts  of  either  of  the  confederates,    and  does  not 
contain  any  prohibited  goods,  defigned  to  be  carried  to  the 
^enemy  of  the  other,  it  iball  not  be  liable  to  confifcation, 
but  fliall  be  releafed,  together  with  its  cargo,  in  order  to 
proceed  on  its  voyage,  fmce  it  may  often  happen  that  fuch 
papers  could  not  come  to  the  fhip  when  flie  was  fetting  fail 
from  any  port,  or  that  they  have  been  loft  by  fome  chance 
or  other,  or  that  they  have  been  taken  away  from  the  fliip. 
And  if,  befides  the  paflports  and  certificates  made  accord- 
ing to  the  form  of  their  treaty,  other  paffports  and  certifi- 
cates happen  to  be  found  in  the  fliip,  in  another  form,  and 
perhaps  according  to  tiie  prefcription  of  treaties  made  with 
others,  no  pretence  fliall  be  taken  from  thence,  of  detain- 
ing, or  in  any  wife  molefting,  either  the  fiiip,  or  men,  or 
goods.     If  the  mafter  of  the  fhip  named  in  the  paffports 
bp  removed  by  death,  or  any  other  caufe,  and  another  be

put  in  his  place,  the  paffports  fhall  neverthelefs  retain  their 
force,  and  the  fhips,  and  goods  laden  thereon,  fhall  be  fe- 
cure. 

VIII.  It  is  further  provided  on  both  fides,  and  fhall  be 
taken  for  a  general  rule,  that  a  fhip  and  goods,  although 
they  have  remained  in  the  enemies  power  for  four  and 
twenty  hours,  fhall  not  therefore  be  efteemed  as  capture, 
and  be  immediately  made  prize  ;  but,  if  on  other  accounts 
they  ought  to  be  reflored,  they  may  be  reclaimed,  and  fhall 
be  given  again  to  the  proprietors. 

IX.  It  fhall  be  free  for  both  their  royal  majefties,  for 
the  advantage  of  their  fubjefts,  trading  to  the  kingdoms 
and  dominions  of  the  other,  to  conflitute  national  confuls 
of  their  own  fubjefts,  who  fhall  enjoy  that  right  and  liber- 
ty which  belongs  to  them  by  reafon  of  theexercife  of  their 
function ;  but  as  to  the  places  where  fuch  confuls  are  to  be 
appointed,  both  fides  fhall  afterwards  agree  between  them- 
feJves. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  ambaffadors  extraordinary 
and  plenipotentiaries  of  her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  and  of  his  facred  royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefly, 
have  fubfcribed  this  prefent  inflrument  with  our  hands,  and 
fet  our  feals  thereunto.

BE  it  known  unto  all  men,  that  whereas  in  the  9th  ar- 
ticle of  the  treaty  of  navigation  and  commerce,  con-

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queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  mofl  ferene  the  mofl 
Chriftian  King,  by  the  ambaffadors  extraordinary  and 
plenipotentiaries  of  their  majefties.  certain  merchandizes, 
namely,  woollen  manufaBures,  fugar,  fait  fifli,  and  what 
is  produced  from  whales,  arc  excepted  in  general  words 
from  the  rule  of  the  Tariff  made  the  18th  day  of  the  month 
of  September,  in  the  year  1664,  in  order  to  be  afterwards 
referred  to  the  difcuffion  ofcommiffaries  ;  to  prevent  there- 
fore all  miftakes  and  ambiguity,  which  might  perhaps  arifc 
/  from 
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from  fuch  general  terms,  and  to  make  it  more  evidently 
appear  what  particular  forts  of  goods  are  to  come  under 
the  confideration  of  the  aforefaid  commilfaries.  We  the 
underwritten  ambalfadors  extraordinary  and  plenipoten- 
tiaries, have  declared  by  thefe  prefents,  and  do  declare, 
that  the  exception  of  the  abovementioned  merchandizes, 
is  to  be  underftood  in  the  manner  following  :

fhall  be  allowed  to  import  them  by  St.  Valery  upon  the 
Somme,  by  Rouen,  and  by  Bourdeaux,  where  thefe  goods 
fhall  be  fubjeft  to  vifitation  in  the  fame  manner  as  thofe 
which  are  made  in  the  kingdom.

W'hich  entry  fhall  not  be  permitted  but  by  St.  Valery  upon 
the  Somme,  Rouen,  Nants,  Libourne,  and  Bourdeaux, 
and  fliall  remain  prohibited  at  all  other  harbours  or  ports, 
as  well  in  the  Ocean  as  in  the  Mediterranean. 

IV.  Refined  fugar  in  loaf  or  in  powder,  white  and 
brown  fugar  candy,  fh9.ll  pay  the  duties  appointed  by  the 
Tariff  of  1699. 

In  confirmation  of  which,  we  the  undei-written  ambaf- 
fadors  extraordinary,  and  plenipotentiaries  of  her  majefty 
the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  molt  Chriftian  King, 
have  figned  and  fealed  thefe  prefents  at  Utrecht,  the  V 
day  of  ^V^'  in  the  year  1713.

I.    ''  j  ^  H  A  T    there   be   a    chriftian    univerfal   peace, 
X      and  a  perpetual  and    true  friendfhip,  betweei^, 
the   moll  i'erene  and  moft  mighty  princefs  Anne,  queen 
of  Great  Britain,   and  the   moft   ferene  and  moft  mvA\- 
ty  prince     Philip   V.    the    Catholick     King    of    Spain, 
and  their  heirs  and  fucceftbrs,    and  alfo   the   kingdoms, 
ftates,  dominions,  and  provinces  of  both  parties,  wherc- 
foever  fituated,  and  their  fubje6ls ;  and  that  the  fame  be 
fo  fmcerely  preferved  and   cultivated,    that  neither  party 
do,  under  any  colour  whatever,  endeavour  to  attempt  any 
thing  to  the  deftra6iion  or  detriment  of  the  other,  or  yield 
any  aid,  by  what  name  foever  it  be  called,  to  thofe  who 
attempt  the  fame,  or  who  endeavour  to  do  any  damage, 
neither  may  or  ought  they  to  help  them  by  any  means. 
On  the  contrary,  their  royal  majefties  fhall  be  obliged, 
the  one  to   promote  the  advantage,  honour,  and  intercft 
of  the  other,  and  to  dire6l  their  councils  to  that  end  with 
all  care,  that  by  mutual  proof  of  friendfiiip,    the   peace 
which  is  now  made,  may  daily  receive  new  additions  of 
ftrength. 

II.  But  whereas  the  war,  which  is  fo  happily  ended  by 
this  peace,  was  at  the  beginning  undertaken,  and  was 
carried  on  for  fo  many  years  with  the  utmoft  force,  at  im- 
menfe  charge,  and  with  almoft  infinite  flaiighter,  bccaufe 
of  the  great  danger  which  threatened  the  liberty  and  fafc- 
lyofall  Europe,  from  the  too  clofc  conjunfliow  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Spain  and  P>ance.  And  whereas,  to  take  a- 
way  all  uneafincfs  and  fufpicion,  concerning  fuch  conjunc- 
tion, out  of  the  minds  of  people,  and  to  fettle  and  cftab- 
lifli  the  peace  and  tranquiliiy  of  chriftendom,  by  an  equal 
b:dancc  of  power,  (which  is  the  bcft  and  moft  folid  foun- 
dation 
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-dation  of  a  mutual  friendlhip,  and  of  a  concord  which  wiU 
be  lafting  on  all  fides)  as  well  the  Catholick  King,  as  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  have  confented,  that  care  fhould  be 
taken  by  fufficient  precautions,  that  the  kingdoms  of  Spain 
and  Frg-nce  fhould  never  come  and  be  united  under  the 
fame  dominion,  and  that  one  and  the  fame  perfon  fhould 
never  become  king  of  both  kingdoms.  And  to  this  end  his 
Catholick  Majefty  has  for  hnnfelf,  his  heirs,  and  fuccef- 
fors,  moft  folemnly  renounced  all  manner  of  right,  title, 
and  pretenfion  to  the  crown  of  France,  in  the  form  and 
words  following: 

\The  injlruments  of  renuncicUion,  are  exaElly  the  fame  with 
thofe  already  injerted  in  the  treaty  ivith  France  of  this  dateJ] 

His  faid  Catholick  Majefty  hereby  renews  and  confirms 
the  moft  folemn  renunciation  abovementioned,  made  on 
his  part ;  and  as  it  has  obtained  the  force  oF  a  general  and 
fundamental  law,  he  engages  again  in  the  moft  facred 
manner  poffible,  that  he  will  obferve,  and  take  care  that 
the  fame  be  obferved  inviolably,  and  he  will  likewife  ufe 
his  utmoft  diligence,  and  provide  with  the  greateft  earn- 
eftnefs,  that  the  aforefaid  renunciations  may  be  irrevoca- 
bly obferved,  and  put  in  execution,  as  well  on  the  part  of 
Spain,  as  on  the  part  of  France,  forafmuch  as  while  they 
fubfift  in  their  fall  force,  and  are  faithfully  kept  on  both 
fides,  as  alfo  the  other  tranfaftions  relating  thereto,  the 
crowns  of  Spain  and  France  will  be  fo  feparated  and  di- 
vided from  each  other,  that  they  can  never  hereafter  be 
united  in  one. 

III.  That  there  be  a  perpetual  amnefty  on  both  fides, 
and  oblivion  of  ail  things  which  have  been  in  an  hoftile 
manner  committed  in  any  place,  or  by  any  way,  on  one 
fide  and  on  the  other,  during  the  late  war.  So  that  nei- 
ther on  account  thereof,  nor  by  reafon  or  under  pretence 
of  any  other  matter,  fliall  the  one  any  way  do,  or  fuffer 
to  be  done,  any  enmity  to  the  other,  or  give  any  moiel-. 
tation,  direftly  or  indirecily,  under  colour  of  right,  or  by 
way  of  fa 61. 

ly.  All  and  fingular  the  prifoners  on  each  fide,  of 
what  ftate  or  condition  foever  they  be,  Ihall  immediately 
after  the  ratification  of  this  prefent  treaty,  be  reftored  to 
their  former  liberty,  without  any  ranfom,  paying  only  fuch 
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debts  as  they  may  have  contrafted,  during  their  being  pri* 
loners. 

V.  Moreover,  for  giving  a  greater  and  more  lading 
ftrength  to  the  peace  which  is  reftored,  and  to  this  friend- 
ffiip,  which  is  never  to  be  violated,  and  for  cutting  off  all 
occafions  of  diftruft,  which  may  at  any  time  arife  from  the 
eftabliOied  right  anxl  order  of  the  hereditary  fucceffion 
to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  limitation  thereof 
hy  the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  (made  and  ena6led  in  the 
reign  of  the  late  king  William  III.  of  glorious  memory, 
and  in  the  reign  of  the  prefent  queen)  to  the  iffue  of  the 
abovenamed  queen,  and  in  failure  thereof  to  the  mofl  fe- 
rene  princefs  Sophia,  ele6lrels  dowager  of  Brunfwick,  and 
her  heirs,  in  the  proteftant  line  of  Hanover.  That  there- 
fore the  faid  fucceffion  may  be  well  and  fecurely  preferved, 
according  to  the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  the  Catholick  King 
fincerely  and  folemnly  acknowledges  the  abovementioned 
limitation  of  the  fucceffion  to  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain ; 
and  declares  and  engages,  on  the  faith  and  word  of  a  king, 
and  on  the  pledge  of  his  and  his  fucceflfors  honour,  that 
the  fame  is,  and  fliall  for  ever  be,  approved  and  accepted 
by  him,  and  his  heirs,  and  fucceflfors  ;  and,  under  the 
fame  tie  of  the  word  of  a  king  and  his  honour,  the  Ca- 
tholick King  does  promife,  that  no  perfon  befides  the  faid 
queen,  and  her  fucceffors,  according  to  the  order  of  limi- 
tation eftablilhed  by  the  laws  and  llatutes  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, fhall  ever  be  acknowledged,  or  reputed  by  him,  or 
by  his  heirs  and  fuccelfors,  to  be  king  or  queen  of  Great 
Britain. 

VI.  The  Catholick  King  doth  further  promife,  as  well 
in  his  own  name,  as  in  that  of  his  heirs  and  fucceffors, 
that  they  will  not  at  any  time  difturb  or  moled  the  faid 
queen  of  Great  Britain,  her  heirs  and  fucceffors,  of  the 
proteftant  line,  as  aforcfaid,  being  in  poflTeffion  of  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  dominions  lubjctl  there- 
unto; neither  will  the  aforcfaid  Catholick  King,  or  any 
of  his  fucceffors,  give  at  any  time  any  aid,  fuccour,  fa- 
vour, or  counfel,  dirctlly  or  indircBly,  by  land  or  by  fea, 
in  money,  arms,  ammunition,  warlike  inftrumcnts,  fhips, 
foldiers,  feamcn,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever,  to  any 
perfon  or  perfons,  whofbevcr  they  be,  who  on  any  caufis 

or 
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or  pretence  fliould  hereafter  endeavour  to  oppofe  the  faid 
fucceffion,  either  by  open  war,  or  by  encouraging  fedi- 
tion,  and  forming  confpiracies  againft  fuch  prince  and  prin- 
ces, who  are  in  pofTeflion  of  the  throne  of  Great  Britain, 
by  virtue  of  the  afts  of  parHament  there  made,  or  againft 
that  prince  or  princefs  to  whom  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown 
of  Great  Britain  Ihall  belong,  according  to  the  a6ts  of  par- 
liament, as  abovefaid. 

VII.  That  the  ordinary  diftribution  of  juflice  be  re- 
ftored,  and  open  again  through  the  kingdoms  and  domi- 
nions of  each  of  their  royal  majefties,  fo  that  it  may  be  free 
for  all  the  fubjefts  on  both  fides,  to  pro fe  cute  and  obtain 
their  rights,  pretenfions  and  anions,  according  to  the 
laws,  conftitutions  and  ftatutes  of  each  kingdom.  And 
efpecially  if  there  be  any  complaints  concerning  injuries  or 
grievances,  which  have  been  done  contrary  to  the  tenor  of 
the  treaties,  either  in  time  of  peace,  or  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war  lately  ended,  care  fhall  be  taken  that  the  damages 
be  forthwith  made  good,  according  to  the  rule  of  juftice. 

VIII.  That  there  be  a  free  ufe  of  navigation  and  com- 
merce between  the  fubjefts  of  each  kingdom,  as  it  was 
heretofore,  in  time  of  peace,  and  before  the  declaration 
of  this  late  war,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  of  glorious 
memory,  Catholick  king  of  Spain,  according  to  the  trea- 
ties of  friendlhip,  confederation,  and  commerce,  which 
were  formerly  made  between  both  nations,  according  to 
ancient  cuftoms,  letters  patents,  cedulas,  and  other  par- 
ticular afts  ;  and  alfo  according  to  the  treaty  or  treaties  of 
commerce  which  are  now,  or  will  forthwith  be  made  at 
Madrid.  And  whereas,  among  other  conditions  of  the 
general  peace,  it  is  by  common  confent  eftabhflied  as  a 
chief  and  fundamental  rule,  that  the  exercife  of  naviga- 
tion and  commerce  to  the  Spanifh  Weft-Indies,  fhould  re- 
main in  the  fame  ftate  it  was  in  the  time  of  the  aforefaid 
king  Charles  II.  That  therefore  this  rule  may  hereafter 
be  obferved  with  inviolable  faith,  and  in  a  manner  never 
to  be  broken,  and  thereby  all  caufes  of  diftruft  and  fufpi- 
cion,  concerning  that  matter,  may  be  prevented  and  re- 
moved, it  is  efpecially  agreed  and  concluded,  that  no  li- 
cence, nor  any  permiffion  at  all,  fhall  at  any  time  be  given, 
either  to  the  French,  or  to   any  nation  whatever,  in  any 
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name,  or  under  any  pretence,  dire6lly  or  indirectly,  to 
fail,  to  traiiick  in,  or  introduce  negroes,  goods,  merchan- 
dizes, or  any  things  whatfoever,  into  the  dominions  fub- 
ie6l  to  the  crown  of"  Spain  in  America,  except  what  may 
be  as^reed  by  the   treaty  or  treaties  of  commerce  above- 
faid,  and  the   rights  and  privileges  granted  in   a  certain 
convention,  commonly  called  el  AJfiento  de  Negros,  where- 
of mention  is   made  in  the  twelfth   article  ;  except   alfo 
whatfoever  the  faid  Catholick  King,  or  his  heirs  or  fuc- 
ceilbrs,  fliall  promife  by  any  contratt  or  contracts  for  the 
introduftion  of  negroes  into  the  opanifli   Wefl-jndics.  to 
be  made  after  that  the  convention,  or  the  Ajfiento  de  Ne- 
'rros  abovcmeniioned  fhall  be  determined.     And  that  more 
Itrong  and  fall  precautions  may  be  taken  on  all  fides,  as 
abovefaid,  concerning  the  navigation  and  commerce  to  the 
Weft-Indies,  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  coiiacluded, 
that  neither  the  Catholick  King,  nor  any  of  his  heirs  and 
fucceflbrs  whatfoever,  fliall  fell,  yield,  pawn,  transfer,  or 
bv  any  means,  or  under  any  name,  ahenate  from  them 
and  the  crown  of  Spain,  to  the   French,  or  to  any  other 
nations  whatever,  any  lands,  dominions,  or  territories,  or 
any  part  thereof  belonging  to  Spain  in  America.     On  the 
contrary,  that  the   Spanilh  dominions  in  the   Weft-Indies 
may  be   prefervcd  whole   and  entire,  the  queen  of  Great 
Britain   engages,  that  fhe  will  endeavour,  and  give  adift- 
ance  to  the  Spaniards,  that  the  ancient  limits  of  tlieir  do- 
minions in  the  Weft  Indies  be  rcftored,  and  fclded  as  they 
ftood  in  the  time  of  tlic  abovefiiid  catholick  king  Charles  II. 
if  it  fhall  appear  that  they  have  in  any  manner,  or  under 
any   pretence,    been  broken   into,  and   lelfened   in    any 
part,    fince    the    death   of  the   aforefaid    catholick    king 
Charles  II. 

'  IX.  It  is  further  agreed  and  concluded  as  a  general 
rule,  that  all  and  fmgular  the  fubjeds  of  each  kingdom 
Ihall,  in  all  countries  and  places  on  both  fides,  have  and 
enjoy  at  leaft  the  fame  privileges,  liberties  and  imnumilies, 
as  to  all  duties,  im})ofitions,  or  cultoms  whatfoever,  rela- 
ting to  pcribi'S,  goodsj  and  merchandizes,  Ikips,  freight, 
feamcn,  navigation,  and  commerce;  and  fhall  have  th.e 
like  favour  in  all  things,  as  the  fubjccis  of  France,  or  ntiy 
other   fbicigii   nation,    the  mofl  favoured,  have,  poflcis, 
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and  enjoy,  or  at  any  time  hereafter  may  have,  pofTefs,  or 
enjoy. 

X.  The  Cathohck  King  does  hereby,  for  hirafelf,  his 
heirs  and  fucceiTors,  yield  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain 
the  full  and  entire  propriety  of  the  town  and  caftle  of  Gib- 
raltar, together  \vith  the  port,  fortifications,  and  forts 
thereunto  belonging;  and  he  gives  up  the  faid  propriety 
to  be  held  and  enjoyed  abfolutely  with  all  manner  of  right 
for  ever,  without  any  exception  or  impediment  whatfoever. 
But  that  abufes  and  frauds  may  be  avoided  by  importing 
any  kinds  of  goods,  the  Catholick  King  wills,  and  takes  it 
to  be  underftood,  that  the  abovenamed  propriety  be  yield- 
ed to  Great  Britain,  without  any  territorial  jurifdidion, 
and  without  any  open  communication  by  land  with  the. 
country  round  about.  Yet  whereas  the  communication 
by  feawith  the  coaft  of  Spain,  may  not  at  all  times  be  fafe 
or  open,  and  thereby  it  may  happen  that  the  garrifon,  and 
other  inhabitants  of  Gibraltar,  may  be  brought  to  great 
llraits;  and  as  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Catholick  King,  on- 
ly that  fraudulent  importations  of  goods  fliould,  as  is  above- 
faid,  be  hindered  by  an  inland  communication,  it  is  there- 
fore provided,  that  in  fuch  cafes  it  may  be  lawful  to  pur- 
chafe,  for  ready  money,  in  the  neighbouring  territories  of 
Spain,  provifions,  and  other  things  necelfary  for  the  ufe  oF 
the  garrifon,  the  inhabitants,  and  the  fhips  which  lie  in  the 
harbour.  But  if  any  goods  be  found  imported  by  Gibral- 
tar, either  by  way  of  barter  for  purchaling  provifions,  or 
under  any  other  pretence,  the  fame  fhall  be  confifcated, 
and  complaint  being  made  thereof,  thofe  perfons  v/ho  have 
afted  contrary  to  the  faith  of  this  treaty,  ihall  be  fevcrely 
puniflied.  And  her  Britannick  majefty,  at  the  requeft  of 
the  Catholick  King,  docs  confent  and  agree,  that  no  leave 
lliall  be  given,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  either  to 
Jews  or  Moors,  to  refide,  or  have  their  dwellings,  in  the 
faid  town  of  Gibraltar  ;  and  that  no  refugee  or  fhelter  fhnll 
be  allowed  to  any  Moorifli  fhips  of  war  in  the  harbour  of 
the  faid  town,  whereby  the  comm.unication  between  Spain 
and  Ceuta  may  be  obftrufted,  or  the  coafts  of  Spain  be  in- 
fefted  by  the  excurfions  of  the  Moors.  But  whereas  trea- 
ties of  fi-iendfliip,  and  a  liberty  and  intercourle  of  com- 
merce, are  between  the  Britifli  and  certain  territories,  fi- 
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tuate  on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  it  is  always  to  be  underftood, 
that  the  Britifh  fubjefts  cannot  refufe  the  Moors,  and  their 
Jhips,  entry  into  the  port  of  Gibraltar,  purely  upon  the  ac- 
count of  merchandizing.  Her  majefty  the  queen  of  Great 
Britain  does  further  promife,  that  the  free  exercife  of  their 
religion  fhall  be  indulged  to  the  Roman-catholick  inhabi- 
tants of  the  aforefaid  town.  And  in  cafe  it  (hail  hereafter 
feem  meet  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  to  grant,  fell, 
or  by  any  means  to  alienate  therefrom  the  propriety  of  the 
faid  town  of  Gibraltar,  it  is  hereby  agreed,  and  concluded, 
that  the  preference  of  having  the  fame,  fhall  always  be  gi- 
ven to  the  crown  of  Spain  before  any  others. 

XI.  Moreover,  the  Catholick  King  doth  in  like  manner 
for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceifors,  yield  to  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain,  the  whole  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  doth 
transfer  thereunto  for  ever,  all  right,  and  the  moft  abfolute 
dominion  over  the  faid  ifland,  and  in  particular  over  the 
town,  callle,  harbour,  and  fortifications  of  the  bay  of  Mi- 
norca, commonly  called  Port  Mahon,  together  with  the 
other  ports,  places,  and  towns,  fituated  in  the  aforefaid 
ifland.  But  it  is  provided,  as  in  the  above-written  article, 
that  no  refuge  or  flicker  fliall  be  open  to  any  fliips  of  war 
of  the  Moors  in  Port  Mahon,  or  in  any  other  port  of  the 
faid  ifland  of  Minorca,  whereby  the  Spanifli  coafts  may  be 
infcfted  by  their  excurfions  :  and  the  Moors  and  their 
fliips  fliall  only  be  allowed  to  enter  the  ifland  aforefaid,  on 
account  of  traffick,  according  to  the  agreement  of  treaties. 
The  queen  of  Great  Britain  promifes  alio  on  her  part,  that 
if  at  any  time  it  fliall  happen,  that  the  ifland  of  Minorca, 
and  the  ports,  towns,  and  places  therein  fituated,  be  by  any 
means  hereafter  alienated  from  the  crown  of  her  kingdoms, 
the  preference  fliall  be  given  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  be- 
fore any  other  nation  whatever,  of  redeeming  the  pofleflion 
and  propriety  of  the  aforefaid  ifland.  Her  royal  majefty 
of  Great  Britain  moreover  engages,  that  flie  will  take  care, 
that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  liiid  ifland,  both  ecclefiafti- 
cal  and  fccular,  fliall  fafely  and  peaceably  enjoy  all  their 
cltatcs  and  honours,  and  the  free  ule  of  the  Roman-ca- 
tholick religion  fliall  be  permitted  :  and  meafurcs  fliall  be 
taken  for  prcfcrving  the  aforefaid  religion  in  that  ifland, 
provided  the  fame  be  confiftent  with  the  civil  government 
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and  laws  of  Great  Britain.  Thofe  likewife  who  are  now 
in  the  fervice  of  his  Cathohck  Majefty,  fliall  enjoy  their 
honours  and  eftates,  though  they  continue  in  the  faid  fer- 
vice; and  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  any  perfon  w^ho  is  defirous 
to  leave  the  faid  ifland,  to  fell  his  eftate,  and  pafs  freely 
with  the  value  thereof  into  Spain. 

XII.  The  CatholickXing  doth  furthermore  hereby  give 
and  grant  to  her  Britannick  majefty,  and  to  the  company 
of  her  fubjefts  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  as  well  the  fub- 
jefls  of  Spain,  as  all  others,  being  excluded,  the  contrad 
for  introducing  negroes  into,  feveral  parts  of  the  dominions 
of  his  Catholick  Majefty  in  America,  commonly  called  el 
PaEto  de  el  Affiento  de  Negros,  for  the  fpace  of  thirty  years 
fucceffively,  beginning  from  the  firft  day  of  the  month  of 
May,  in  the  year  1713,  with  the  fame  conditions  on  which 
the  French  enjoyed  it,  or  at  any  time  might  or  ought  to 
enjoy  the  fame,  together  wdth  a  tra8;  or  trafts  of  land  to 
be  allotted  by  the  faid  Catholick  King,  and  to  be  granted 
to  the  company  aforefaid,  commonly  called  la  Co7npania  de 
el  AJfiento,  in  fome  convenient  place  on  the  river  of  Plata, 
(no  duties  or  revenues  being  payable  by  the  faid  company 
on  that  account,  during  the  time  of  the  abovementioned 
contraft,  and  no  longer)  and  this  fetdement  of  the  faid  fo- 
ciety,  or  thofe  trafts  of  land,  fliall  be  proper  and  fufficient 
for  planting,  and  fowing,  and  for  feeding  cattle  fox  the 
fubfiftence  of  thofe  who  are  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid  com- 
pany, and  of  their  negroes ;  and  that  th.e  faid  negroes 
may  be  there  kept  in  idikiy  till  they  are  fold  ;  and  more- 
over, that  the  fliips  belonging  to  the  faid  company  may 
come  clofe  to  land,  and  be  fecure  from  any  danger.  But 
it  fhall  always  be  lawful  for  the  Catholick  King,  to,appoHit 
an  officer  in  the  faid  place  or  fettlement,  who  may  take 
care  that  nothing  be  done  or  pradifed  contrary  to  his  royal 
interefts.  And  all  who  manage  the  affairs  of  the  laid 
company  there,  or  belong  to  it,  fliall  be  fubjeft  to  the  in- 
fpedion  of  the  aforefaid  officer,  as  to  all  matters  relating  to 
the  trafts  of  land  abovementioned.  But  if  any  doubts, 
difficulties,  or  controverfies,  fhould  arife  between  the  faid 
officer  and  the  managers  for  the  faid  company,  they  fhall 
be  referred  to  the  determination  of  the  governor  of  Buenos 
Ayres.    The  Catholick  King  has  been  likewife  pleafed  to 
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grant  to  the  faid  company,  feveral  other  extraordinary  ad- 
vantages, which  are  more  fully  and  amply  explained  in 
the  contraft  of  the  Affiento,  which  was  made  and  conclu- 
ded at  Madrid,  the  26th  day  of  the  month  of  March,  of 
this  prefent  year  1713.  Which  contraft,  or  AJfiento  dc 
Negros,  and  all  the  claufes,  conditions,  privileges  and  im- 
munities contained  therein,  and  which  are  not  contrary  to 
this  article,  are  and  lliall  be  deemed,  and  taken  to  be,  part 
of  this  treaty,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they  had  been  here 
inferted  word  for  word. 

XIII.  Whereas  the  queen  of  Great  Britain  has  conti- 
nually preffed,  and  infilled  with  the  greateft  earneftnefs, 
that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  principality  of  Catalonia, 
of  whatever  ftate  or  condition  they  may  be,  fhould  not 
only  obtain  a  full  and  perpetual  oblivion  of  all  that  was 
done  in  the  late  war,  and  enjoy  the  entire  poffeffion  of  all 
their  eftates  and  honours,  but  fiiould  alfo  have  their  an- 
cient privileges  preferved  fafe  and  untouched ;  the  Catho- 
lick  King,  in  compliance  with  the  faid  queen  of  Great 
Britain,  hereby  grants  and  confirms  to  all  the  inhabitants  of 
Catalonia  whatfoever,  not  only  the  amnefty  defired,  to- 
gether with  the  full  poffeffion  of  all  their  eftatcs  and  ho- 
nours, but  alfo  gives  and  grants  to  them  all  the  privileges 
which  the  inhabitants  of  both  Caftiles,  who,  of  all  the  Spa- 
niards, are  the  molf  dear  to  the  Catholick  king,  have  and 
enjoy,  or  may  hereafter  have  and  enjoy. 

XIV.  And  whereas  the  Catholick  King,  at  the  requeft 
of  her  royal  Britannick  majefty,  has  been  pleafed  to  yield 
the  kingdom  of  Sicily  to  his  royal  highnefs  Vi6lor  Ama- 
deus,  duke  of  Savoy,  and  by  the  treaty  this  day  entered 
into  between  his  royal  Catholick  Majefty,  and  his  royal 
highnefs  of  Savoy,  docs  make  a  ceffion  of  the  faid  king- 
dom, her  royal  majelly  of  Great  Britain  aforefaid,  pro- 
mifcs  and  engages,  that  flie  will  take  great  care,  that  in  de- 
'fault  of  the  heirs  male  of  the  houfe  of  Savoy,  the  poflcf- 
fion  of  the  aforefaid  kingdom  of  Sicily,  fliall  revert  again 
to  the  crown  of  Spain  ;  and  her  abovcfaid  royal  Britan- 
nick majcfty,  doth  further  confcnt,  that  the  kingdom  of 
Sicily  may  not,  under  any  pretence,  or  in  any  manner 
w  haxver,  be  alienated  or  given  to  any  prince  or  flate,  unlefs 
to  tlic  CaihoHck  king  of  Spain,  and  to  his  heirs  and  luccef- 
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fors.  And  whereas,  the  CathoHck  King  hath  made  known 
to  her  royal  Britannick  Majefty,  that  it  would  be  both  rea- 
fonable  in  itfelf,  and  acceptable  to  him,  that  not  only  the 
f{ubje8;s  of  the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  although  they  may  re- 
fide  in  the  dominions  of  Spain,  and  be  in  the  fervice  of 
his  faid  Catholick  Majefty,  but  alfo  the  Spaniards  and 
other  fubje61s  of  Spain,  who  may  perhaps  have  eftates 
and  honours  in  the  aforefaid  kingdom  of  Sicily,  lliould, 
without  any  diminution,  intirely  enjoy  their  faid  ellates 
and  honours,  and  fliould  in  no  wife,  under  pretence  of 
perfonal  abfence  out  of  the  faid  kingdom,  be  troubled  or 
difquieted.  And  whereas  the  abovefaid  Catholick  King 
freely  promifes  Hkewife  on  his  part,  that  he  will  confent, 
that  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and  other 
fubje6ts  of  his  faid  royal  highnefs,  if  they  fliould  chance 
to  have  ellates  and  honours  in  Spain,  or  other  the  domi- 
nions belonging  to  Spain,  fhall  in  like  manner,  without 
any  diminution,  intirely  enjoy  the  fame,  and  that  they 
jhall  in  no  wife  be  troubled  or  difturbed  under  pretence 
of  perfonal  abfence;  Therefore  her  royal  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty promifes,  that  flie  will  endeavour,  and  will  give  in- 
ftru6lions  to  her  ambaflfadors  extraordinary,  and  plenipo- 
tentiaries at  Utrecht,  that  they  interpofe  the  moft  effeftual 
good  offices,  that  the  Cathohck  King  and  his  royal  high- 
nefs may  mutually  agree  concerning  this  matter,  and  may 
take  care  and  provide  for  the  fame,  in  fuch  manner  as 
fliall  be  moft  commodious  on  both  fides. 

XV.  Their  royal  majefties  on  both  parts  renew  and 
confirm  all  treaties  of  peace,  friendfliip,  confederation,  and 
commerce,  made  heretofore,  and  concluded  between  the 
crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  and  the  faid  treaties 
are  hereby  renewed  and  confirmed  in  as  full  and  ample 
manner,  as  if  they  were  now  particularly  here  inferted; 
that  is  to  fay,  as  far  as  they  are  not  found  to  be  contrary 
to  the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce  which  were  the  laft 
made  and  figned.  And  efpecially  by  this  treaty,  thofe 
agreements,  treaties,  and  conventions  are  confirmed  and 
ftrengthened,  which  relate  as  well  to  the  exercife  of  com- 
merce and  navigation  in  Europe,  and  elfewhere,  as  to  the 
introduction  of  jiegroes  into  the  Spanifn  Weft  Indies,  and 
which  either  are  already  made,  or  will  forthwith  be  made 
Vol.  I.  N  between

between  both  nations  at  Madrid.  And  whereas  it  is  in- 
fifted  on  the  part  of  Spain,  that  certain  rights  of  fifliing 
at  the  ifland  of  Newfoundland  belong  to  the  Guipufcoans,. 
or  other  fubjefts  of  the  Catholick  King,  her  Britannick 
Majcfty  conlents  and  agrees,  that  all  fuch  privileges  as 
tlie  Guipufcoans  and  other  people  of  Spain  are  able  to 
make  claim  to  by  right,  Ihall  be  allowed  and  preferved  to 
them 

XVT.  Whereas,  in  the  convention  for  making  a  fufpen- 
fion  of  arms,  from  the  ^^  day  of  the  month  of  Auguil  laft 
paft.  for  four  months,  between  the  queen  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  moft  Chriitian  King;  which  the  Catholick  King  aU 
fo  approved  by  his  confent,  and  does  hereby  further  ap- 
prove; and  which  by  another  convention  was  prolonged 
to  the  1^4-  of  the  month  of  April  of  this  prefent  year,  among 
other  conditions  it  is  exprefsly  ftipulated,  in  what  cafes  the 
lliips,  merchandizes,  and  other  moveables  taken  on  one 
fide  and  the  other,  fhould  either  become  prize  to  thecaj.- 
tor,  or  be  reftored  to  the  former  owner;  it  is  therefore  a- 
greed,  that  in  thofe  cafes  tlie  conditions  of  the  aforefaid 
fufpenfion  of  arms  fliall  remain  in  full  force,  and  all  things 
relating  to  fuch  captures,  made  either  in  the  Britifh  and 
Northern  feas,  or  elfewhere,  fliall  be  well  and  truly  exe- 
cuted according  to  the  tenor  thereof. 

XVII.  But  if  it  happen  through  inadvertency,  or  im- 
prudence, or  any  other  caufe,  that  any  fubjeft  of  either  of 
their  aforefaid  royal  majeflies,  do  or  commit  any  thing  by 
land,  fea,  or  on  frclli  waters,  in  any  part  of  the  world, 
whereby  this  prefent  treaty  be  not  obferved,  or  whereby 
any  particular  article  of  the  fame  hath  not  its  cfTcft.  this- 
peace  and  ^^ood  correfpondcnce  between  the  queen  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  Catholick  King,  fliall  not  therefore 
be  interrupted  or  broken,  but  fliall  remain  in  its  former 
fl:rength,  force,  and  vigour.  And  that  fubjc^l  only  fliall 
be  aniwcrable  for  his  own  fa6l,  and  fliall  (iiflcr  fuch  punifli- 
mcnt  as  is  infliOcd  by  law,  and  according  to  the  prefcrip- 
iioi)  of  the  law  of  nations. 

XVIII.  But  if  (which  God  forbid)  the  difputcs  which 
are  compofcd.  fliould  at  any  time  be  renewed  between' 
their  {aid  ro)al  majcdics,  and  break  out  into  open  war.  the 
fliips,  merchandizes^  and  goods,  both  moveable  and  im- 
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moveable,  of  the  fubjeOis  on  both  fides,  which  fliall  be 
found  to  be  and  remain  in  the  ports  and  dominions  of  the 
adverfe  party,  fnall  not  be  confifcated,  or  fuffer  any  da- 
mage ;  but  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  on  the  one  part,  and  on 
the  other,  fhall  be  granted  to  the  faid  fubjefts  of  each  of 
their  faid  royal  majeliies,  in  order  to  their  felhng  the  afore- 
faid  things,  or  any  other  their  effeQs,  or  carrying  away  and 
tranfporting  the  fame  from  thence,  whitherfoever  they 
pleafe,  without  any  moleftation, 

XIX.  The  kings,  princes,  and  ftates,  mentioned  in  the 
following  articles,  and  all  others  who  fhall  be  nominated  on 
either  fide,  by  common  confent,  before  the  ratifications 
are  exchanged,  or  within  fix  months  after,  Ihall,  for  a  mark 
of  mutual  friendfhip,  be  included  and  comprehended  in 
this  treaty,  their  royal  majefties  aforenamed  being  jrerfuad- 
ed,  that  they  will  approve  all  the  fetdements  made  and 
eftablilhed  by  it. 

XX.  Whatfoever  fhall  be  contained  in  the  treaty  of 
peace  next  entered  into  between  his  facred  royal  majefty" 
of  Spain,  and  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Portugal,  w^tli 
the  previous  approbation  of  her  royal  majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  fliall  be  deemed  an  eflential  part  of  this  treaty,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  if  it  was  tranfcribed  here  word  for 
word.  Moreover,  her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  offers  herfelf  to  be  a  furety,  or  guarantee  of  the 
aforefaid  agreement  of  peace,  which  flie  promifes  to  fulfil 
according  to  the  fubftance  and  words  thereof,  to  the 
end  that  it  m,ay  be  obferved  the  more  facred  and  invi- 
olable. 

XXI.  The  treaty  of  peace  this  day  entered  into,  be- 
tween his  royal  Catholick  Majefty,  and  his  royal  highnefs 
the  duke  of  Savoy,  is  fpecially  included  in,  and  confirmed 
by  this  treaty,  as  an  eftential  part  thereof,  as  fully  as  if  it 
was  inferted  therein  word  for  word,  her  royal  m.ajefty  of 
Great  Britain  exprefsly  declaring,  that  fhe  will  be  obliged 
by  the  terms  of  the  promifc  and  guarantee  therein  made. 

XXII.  The  moft  ferene  icing  of  Sweden,  together  with 
his  realms,  dominions,  provinces, -and  rights,  and  the  moft 
ferene  princes  the  great  duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  duke  of 
Parma,  together  with  their  people  and  fubjecls,  and  the  li- 
berties and  advantages  of  their  fubjeds  in  matters  of  trade, 
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fhall  be  included  in  this  treaty  in  the  moft  effeciual  man- 
ner. 

XXIII.  The  moftferene  republick  of  Venice,  for  the 
fake  of  the  neutraUty,\vhich  during  the  war  they  exaftly  ob- 
ferved  between  the  parties  in  hoftihty,  and  for  the  fake  of 
maiiy  acts  of  humanity  performed  by  it,  (the  dignity,  power, 
and  fecurity  of  the  eltates  and  dominions  thereof,  remain- 
ing ever  inviolable)  Ihall  be  particularly  comprehended 
and  included  in  this  treaty,  in  the  belt  manner  poffible  as 
a  common  friend,  and  one  to  whom  their  royal  majefties, 
at  all  times,  defire  to  repay  the  offices  of  a  faithful  friend- 
fhip,  according  to  the  exigencies  of  the  faid  republick. 

XXIV.  It  has  been  thought  good  to  comprehend  in  the 
prefent  tieaty,  the  moft  ferene  repubhck  of  Genoa,  which 
by  a  conftant  neutrality,  during  the  war,  hath  cultivated 
the  ancient  friendfliip  with  the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and 
Spain,  that  the  benefit  of  this  peace  may  be  extended  to 
every  thing  that  concerns  that  republick,  and  the  fubje^ls 
thereof,  may  in  all  things,  and  every  where,  fully  enjoy 
the  fame  liberty  of  commerce  hereafter,  as  they  enjoyed 
formerly,  and  during  the  life  of  Charles  II.  the  catholick 
king  of  Spain. 

XXV.  The  city  of  Geneva  is  likewife  included  in  this 
agreement,  to  the  end  that  it  may,  for  the  future,  enjoy  all 
the  advantages  in  trade,  which  it  has  heretofore  enjoyed  in 
either  kingdom,  either  by  treaties  or  ancient  cuftom. 

XXVI.  Solemn  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  and  drawn 
up  in  the  proper  form,  fhall  be  duly  and  reciprocally  ex- 
changed on  both  fides,  within  fix  weeks,  to  be  computed 
frcjm  the  time  offigning,  or  fooner,  if  poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof  the  ambaifadors  extraordinary  and 
plenipotentiaries  abovenamed,  having  on  each  fide  exhi- 
bited, and  duly  exchanged  their  letters  of  full  powers,  figned 
and  fealed  this  prelent  treaty  at  Utrecht,  the  ^,\  day  of  the 
month  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1713.

WE  having  feen  and  confidered  the  treaty  of  peace 
and  friendfliip  above-written,  have  approved,  ra- 
tified, and  confirmed  the  fame,  in  all  and  every  one  cf  its 
articles,  as  we  do  by  thefe  prefents  approve,  ratify,  and 
confirm  it,  for  ourfelves,  our  heirs,  and  iiicceifors,  pro- 
mifing  and  engaging  our  royal  word,  that  we  will  faithfully 
and  inviolably  perform  and  obferve  the  aforefaid  treaty, 
and  all  and  every  one  of  the  things  contained  therein,  and 
that  we  will  never  fuffer  the  fame  to  be  violated  or  tranf- 
greffed  by  any  one,  as  far  as  it  hes  in  our  power.  For  the 
greater  teftimony  and  validity  whereof,  we  have  caufed  our 
great  feal  of  Great  iBritain  to  be  affixed  to  tbcTe  prefents, 
which  we  have  figned  with  our  royal  hand.  Given  at  our 
court  at  Kenfington  the  31(1  day  of  July,  1713,  in  the 
-twelfth  year  of  our  reign. 

The  Jirji  Separate  Article. 
I.T3  Efides  thofe  things  which  have  been  ftipulated  between 
JL3  the  lord  baron  of  Lexington,  on  the  part  oF  her 
royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lord  marquis  of 
Bedmar,  on  the  part  of  his  royal  Cathohck  Majefty,  by 
the  treaty  of  the  27th  of  March  laft  at  Madrid,  it  is  further 
agreed  bv  this  feparate  article,  which  fliall  be  of  the  fame 
force,  as  if  it  was  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  treaty  this 
day  concluded  between  their  royal  majefties,  thatfince  his 
royal  Catholick  majefty  is  ftedfaftly  refolved,  and  does  fo- 
lemnly  promife  by  thefe  prefents,  that  he  will  not  confent 
to  aiiy  further  alienation  of  countries,  provinces  or  lands 
of  any  fort,  or  wherever  fituate,  belonging  to  the  crown  of 
Spain  ;  her  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain  does  likewife 
reciprocally  promife,  that  flie  will  perfift  in  thofe  meafures 
and  councils,  by  which  fhe  has  provided  and  taken  care, 
that  none  of  the  parties  in  war  fliall  require  or  obtain  of  his 
Catholick  Majefty,  that  any  farther  part  of  the  Spar  si  fh 
monarchy  be  torn  from  it  ;  but  that  any  new  demand  of 
that  kind  being  made,  and  the  fame  refufed  by  his  Catho- 
lick Majefty,  her  royal  maje-tv  of  Great  Britain  will  ufe 
her  endeavours,  that  fuch  demands  Ihall  be  receded 
from. 

And  when  it  ftiall  feem  to  her  royal  majefty  of  Great 
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Britain,  to  be  for  the  common  benefit,  that  a  new  treaty- 
be  entered  into,  between  her  Britannick  majefty,  the  Ca- 
tholick  King,  and  king  of  Portugal,  that  the  fecurity  of  the 
crown  of  Portugal  may  be  provided  for,  his  Cathohck  Ma- 
jefly  does,  by  thefe  prefents,  give  his  confent  to  fo  whol- 
fome  a  work,  and  does  hereby  tefhify  it. 

This  article  fliall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  there- 
of fhall  be  exchanged  at  Utrecht,  within  fix  weeks,  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be. 

In  teftimony  whereof,  we  the  ambaiTadors  extraordina- 
ry, and  plenipotentiaries  of  their  ro)  al  Britannick  and 
Cathohck  majefties,  by  virtue  of  the  full  powers  exchang- 
ed this  day,  have  figned  and  fealed  the  prefent  article,  at 
Utrecht,  the  tV  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1713.

II. **  I  ^HAT  it  may  appear  what  confideration  her  facred 
A  majefty  the  queen  of  Great  Britain  has  for  the 
princefs  of  Uriini,  her  faid  majefty  the  queen  of  Great 
Britain,  in  the  21ft  article  of  die  conventions  of  peace, 
made  between  the  baron  of  Lexington,  on  the  part  of  her 
faid  Britannick  majefty,  and  the  marquis  de  Bedmar,  on 
the  part  of  his  Cathohck  Majefty,  at  Madrid,  the  27th  day 
of  March  laft,  did  oblige  hcrlclf,  as  by  the  prefent  article 
fne  does  oblige  hericK,  and  promifes  and  agrees  for  her- 
felf  and  her  fuccefiors,  that  ft^.e  will  really  procure  and  ef- 
fecl:,  that  forthwith  and  \vithout  any  delay,  the  faid  lady 
princefs  of  Urfini  be  put  into  iral  and  aftual  pofteffion  of 
the  diitchy  of  Limburg,  or  of  other  countries  in  the  Ne- 
therlands, which  {hall  be  uibftituted  in  lieu  thereof,  to  the 
full  fatisfaftion  of  the  lady  princefs  of  Urfini,  with  all  man- 
ner of  abfolute  and  independent  fuperiority,  clear  from 
any  fee,  or  other  tie  whatfoever,  which  fiiall  produce  an 
annual  revenue  of  30.000  Scudo's,  according  to  the  form 
and  tenor  of  the  diploma  granted  by  his  faid  Cathohck  Ma- 
jefty to  the  faid  princefs,  the  28th  day  of  September,  1711, 
to  the  efiecl  following: 
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PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of  Caftille,  Leon, 
Arragon,  both  Sicihes,  Jerufalera,  Navarre,  Grana- 
da, Toledo,  Valencia,  Galicia,  Majorca,  Seville,  Sadi- 
nia,  Cordoua,  Corfica,  Murcia,  Jaen,  AJgarves,  Algezi- 
ra,  Gibraltar,  Canary  Iilands,  Eail  and  Weft  Indies, 
Ifiands,  and  Terra  Firma  of  the  Ocean  Sea,  archduke  'of 
Auftria,  duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabant  and  Milan,  count  of 
Apsburg,  Flanders  and  Tirol,  and  of  Barcelona,  lord  of 
"Bifcay  and  Molina,  &c.  To  all  who  (ball  fee  theie  pre- 
fents,  or  hear  them  read,  greeting.  Our  deareftand  moil 
well-beloved  coufin,  the  princefs  of  Urfini,'  has,  fijice  the 
t)eginning  of  our  reign,  rendered  us,  and  continues  to  ren- 
der us  fo  niany  fignal  and  acceptable  fervices.  that  we 
-thought  we  could  not  defer  any  longer,  giving  Sier  lively 
teftimonies  of  our  acknowledgments,  and  of  the  elteem  we 
have  for  her  perfon.  This  princefs  having  tjuitted  the  rank, 
and  the  prerogatives  ihe  had  at  the  court  of  Rome,  t»o  ac- 
cept the  employment  of  firft  lady -of  the  bed-chamber  to- 
the  queen  our  deareR  coiifort,  ilie  went  to  meet  her  at 
Nice  in  Provence,  and  conduced  her  into  cur  dominicnsof 
"Spain,  and  difcharged  her  duty  with  lo  mucii  c^re,  ex- 
aflnefs,  and  wifdom,  that  fiie  has  gauied  all  poffiuTc  confi- 
dence and  confideration. 

When  wetruiledthe  regency  of  our  kingdom.s  of  Spain 
to  the- queen  our  dearcft  conibrt.  that  we  might  go  and 
eomm.and  our  armies,  in  the  kingdoms  and  dates  of  Italy, 
the  princefs  of  Urhni  redoubled  her  zeal  and  affiduity 
about  her  perfon,  Ihe  has  always  afiilled  her  with  her  care 
and  her  counfel,  with  equal  prudence  and  affection,  and 
in  all  times,  and  on  all  occafions,  we  have  experienced  the 
happy  effects  of  fo  judicious,  fo  faithful,  and  fo  valuable 
conduft. 

Since  it  has  pleafed  God  toblefs  our  royal  houfe,  and  to 
fecure  thefucceffionof  it  by  ahappyifliie,  fhe  has  hkewife 
taken  upon  her  to  beftow  her  moil  tender  and  effeBuai 
care  on  the  educauon  of  our  dearePt  and  mofl  beloved  I'on, 
the  prince  of  the  Afturias.  in  whom  we  already  obferve 
the  benefit  and  progrefs  of  it.  All  thefe  fervices,  fo  di- 
ftinguifliing,  and  fo  important  to  the  v/elfare  of  our  domi- 
jiionSj  and   to  the   fehcity  of  our   reign,  the   application 
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with  which  this  princefs  gives  us  Rill  freih  proofs  of  an 
entire  afFeftion  to  the  perfon  of  us,  the  queen  cur  dcarelt 
confort,  and  the   princes  our  children,  and  the  good  I'uc- 
cels  that  has  attended   the  wholefome  counfels  fhe  has  gi- 
ven us,  have  engaged  us  to  find  out  means  to  grant  her  a 
reward  fuitable  to  fo  many  fervices,   and  that  might  ferve 
for  the  future  as  a  certain  proof  of  the   greatnefs  of  our 
gratitude,  as  well  as  of  the  merit  and  virtues  of  this  prin- 
cefs.    This  has  given  us  occafion  to  think  of  fecuring  to 
her  not  only  a  confiderable  revenue,  but  alfo  a  country  fhe 
might  enjoy  with  the  title  of  fovcreign ;    which  we  have 
embraced  with  the  greater  readinefs,  that  this  princefs,    be- 
ing born  of  tlie  houfe  o{  la  Trimouille,  one  of  the  mofh  an- 
cient and  mod  illudrious  of  France,  is  not  only  allied  to 
the  princes  of  the  blood  of  the  houfe  of  France,  but  like- 
wife  to  fevcral  oiher  fovereign  houfes  of  Europe,  and  that 
knowing  the  endowments  of  her  mind,  and  the  wifdom  of 
her  condu6l  in  all  things,  we  are  perfuaded  flie  will  govern 
\\i:h  juftice  the  country  and  people  that  fiiall  be  under  her 
fubjcdion  ;  and  that  this  great  favour  will  ever  be  looked 
upon  as  the  juft  effeft  of  the  juftice   and  magnificence  of 
the  fovereigns  towards  thofe  who  have  been  fo  happy  as  to 
render  them  important  fervices.     Knpv/  ye  therefore,  that, 
out  of  our  full  power,  meer  motion,  and  royal  and   abfu- 
lute  authority,  we  have  given,  yielded  and  transferred,  as 
we  do  give,  yield   and  transfer   by  thefe  prefents,  to  our 
dcareft  and  mofl  well-beloved  coufin,  Mary  Anne  de  la 
Trimouille,  princefs  of  Urfini,  for  herfelf,  her  heirs,  fuc- 
ceffors,  and  afhgns,  the  dufchy,  town,  and  caflle  of  Lim- 
bourg,  being  part  of  the  Spanifn  Netherlands,  with  the 
towns,  boroughs,  villages,  caftles,  houfes,  lands,  and  other 
appurtenances  of  the  faid  dutchy,  to  enjoy  the   fame  to 
herfelf  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfini,   her  heirs,  fucccffors  or 
affigns,  in  full  property  and  perfect   fovereignty.  without 
referving  or  detaining  any  part  thereof,  to  ourfelves,  and 
to  our  fucceffors,  the  kings  of  Spain,  under  any  title  what- 
foever,  either  of  refbrt  or  feodality,  as  alfb  without  return 
or  reverfion  in  any  cafe,  or  at  anytime,  whereof  we  have 
exempted  the  faid  diitcliy  of  Limbourg,  and  its  dependen- 
cies comprehended  in  the  prefcnt  donation  :  to  which  end, 
io  far  as  U,  or  lliould  be  neceflary,  we  have  extinguiflicd 
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and  fupprelTed,  as  we  do  extinguifli  and  fupprefs  tlie  faid 
rights ;  willing  that  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfini  do  exercife, 
in  her  name,  all  the  rights  of  fovereignty  within  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  the  territories  and  jurifdictions  there- 
to annexed,  with  the  fame  authority  as  we  exercifed,  and 
had  right  to  exercife  the   fame  before  thefe  prefents,  and 
that  file  enjoy  there    all   the  revenues,  fruits,  profits  and 
emoluments  whatfoever,  as  well  ordinary,  as  extraordina- 
ry and  cafual,  of  what  nature  foever,  either  for  the  collation 
and  patronage  of  the  livings,  the  provifion  and  dellitution 
of  offices,  the  cuftoms,  entries,  fubfidies,  impofitions,  and 
other  rights,  exprefl'ed,  and  not  expreffed,  the  defence  of 
the  country,  and  the  tranquility  of  the  people,  the  raifing 
the  revenues  of  the  faid  dutchy,  and  its  dependencies;  all 
which  rights  and  revenues  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfini  fhall 
commence  to  enjoy  from  the  day  of  thefe  prefents,  from 
the  reckoning  of  which,  the   agents,  receivers,  clerks,  or 
others  appointed  to  receive  the  faid  revenues,  fiiall  be  ac- 
countable, and  remit  the   produce  into  the  hands  of  the 
bearers  of  the  powers  of  the  faid  princefs,  and  in  fo  doing 
they  fhall  be  duly  acquitted  and  difcharged  thereof  towards 
us,  as  by  thefe  prefents  we   difcharge  them  thereof;    and 
confequen'ly  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfini,  fhall  remain  un- 
alterable proprietor  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and 
its  dependencies,  as  well  for  the  fovereignty,  as  for  all  the 
revenues,  as  the  whole  belonging  to  her,  in  full,  free  and 
entire  property,  with  power   to  diipofe  thereof,  by  dona- 
tion between  perfons  alive,  or  legacy  to  fuch  perfon,  and 
with  fuch  claufes  and  conditions,  as  flie  fhall  think  fit.  and 
^ven  to  treat  thereof  by  exchange  or  otherwife,  and   the 
fame  rights  and  powers  fliall  belong  fucceffively,  after  her, 
to  her  neareft  heir,  in  cafe  fhe  has  not  otherwifc  difpofed 
thereof.     To  which  end  we  have  difcharged,  abfolved,  and 
freed,  as  by  thefe  prefents  we  difcharge,  abiblve,  and  free 
the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  its  de- 
pendencies, of  what  flate,  quality  or  dignity  they  are,  as 
well   ecclefiaftical   as  fecular,  political,    military,   and   of 
what  other  ranks  and  conditions  they  are,  or  may  be,  and 
each  of  them  in  general  and  in  particular,  of  the  oaths  of 
fidelity,  faith,    and  obedience,  promifes,  obligations,  and 
jduties  they  owed  us^  as  their  lord  and  Ibvereign  prince  :  or- 
^  '      '       •  '    ■         dering 
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ilering  and  enjoining  them  mod  exprefsly,  that  by  virtue  of 
thefe  prefents,  they  do  own  and  acknowledge  the  faid  prin- 
ccfs  of  Urfini,  and  after  her,  her  heirs,  fuccefrors,  or  fuch 
as  have  a  right  thereto,  fuccelTiVcly  for  their  princes  and 
fovereign  lords  ;  that  they  take  and  fwcar  to  her  tlie  oatlis 
of  fidelity  and  obedience  in  the  ufual  manner,  and  more- 
over, that  they  pay  all  homage,  reverence,  afFe6lion,  obe- 
<iience,  fidelity,  and  fervices,  as  good  and  loyal  fubjeds 
are  obliged  to  do  to  their  fovereign  lord,  and  as  they  have 
done  hitherto  to  the  kings  our  predecelfors,  and  to  us. 
And  farther,  our  intention  being,  diat  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbourg,  and  its  dependencies,  fhould  produce  at  lead 
tile  eflfeftual  and  real  revenue  yearly  to  the  profit  of  the 
faid  princefs  of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  fuccelTbrs,  and  affigns, 
tliirty  thoufand  crowns,  each  crown  of.  eight  filver  reals, 
old  double  money  of  Caftille,  deduftion  being  made 
of  local  employm.ents,  maintenance  of  places,  and  officers 
thatufed  to  be  paid  and  maintained  out  of  the  revenues  of 
the  faid  dutchy.  Our  will  and  pleaiure  is,  that  during  the 
firft  year  of  enjoyment  by  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfini,  after 
her  having  taken  poiTeffion  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg, 
and  after  the  publication  of  the  peace,  a  flate  be  made  of 
the  revenues  and  employm.ents  of  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg, 
and  its  dependencies,  in  the  prcfence  ofperfons  appointed 
for  that  purpoie,  as  well  on  our  part,  as  on  that  of  the  faid 
princefs  or  Urfini,  and  in  cafe,  after  deduftion  is  made  for 
the  faid  employments,  the  revenues  for  the  neat  remain- 
der to  the  profit  of  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfini,  do  not  a- 
mountto  the  faid  thirty  thoufand  crowns  per  annum,  whe- 
ther by  reafon  of  the  alienations  that  might  have  been  made 
of  fome  part  of  that  dutchy,  or  whether  becaufe  any  of 
the  faid  rights,  revenues,  and  appurtenances,  fhould  have 
been  fold,  engaged,  or  charged  with  fome  rents,  even 
fome  debts  for  finns  taken  by  loan,  or  anticipation,  in  this. 
cafe,  we  ordain,  and  our  will  and  pleafure  is,  that  the 
whole  be  redeemed  and  difcngagcd,  and  the  purchafcrs, 
mortgagers,  tenants,  and  odier  creditors,  rcimburfcd,  paid, 
and  fatisficd  out  of  the  produce  of  the  moft  liquid  re- 
venues of  the  other  provinces  of  the  Spanifli  Netherlands, 
fo  as  that  the  fiiid  princefs  enjoy,  fully,  really,  and  without 
any  charge,   the  faid  thirty  thoufand  crowns  yearly  ;  to 
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wliich  end,  and  until  the  full  reimburfement  for  tlie  re- 
deeming the  faid  alienations  or  engagements,  conflitutions 
of  rents,  anticipations,  or  other  loans  whatever  they  may 
be,  the  purchafers  of  the  funds  alienated,  or  mortgagers, 
tenants,  and  all  other  creditors,  fhall  be,  and  remain  af- 
figned,  as  from  this  time  we  affign  them  to  receive  their 
arrears,  or  interefts  of  their  capitals,  out  of  the  faid  reve- 
nues of  the  other  provinces  of  the  Spanilh  Netherlands ; 
and  confequently,  we  have  from  this  time  yielded  and 
transferred,  as  we  do  yield  and  transfer  all  and  fuch  of  our 
revenues  as  fiiall  be  requifite  to  the  mortgagers  and  credi- 
tors, and  until  the  concurrence  of  what  is  due  to  them  for 
principal  interefts,  to  take,  have,  and  receive  out  of  the 
mod:  liquid  and  effetlive  part  of  the  faid  revenues  of  the 
faid  Spanifh  Netherlands,  except  thofe  of  the  faid  dutchy 
of  Limbourg,  to  enjoy  the  fame  themfelves,  until  they 
fhall  be  fully  reimburfed.  And  if  it  fiiould  happen,  that 
notwithftanding  the  faid  redemption  and  reimburfement 
being  made  or  affigned,  the  revenue  of  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbourg  Ihould  not  amount  to  the  faid  fam  of  thirty  thou- 
fand  crowns  yearly,  all  charges  dedacled,  we  will,  that 
there  be  difmembred,  as  from  this  time  we  difraember, 
from  the  other  countries  belonging  to  us,  adjacent,  or  ly- 
ing convenient  to  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  fuch 
other  towns,  boroughs,  villages  and  territories,  as  Ihall  be 
requifite  to  make  up  by  their  yearly  produce  and  reve- 
nue, what  lliall  be  wanting  of  the  faid  thirty  thoufand 
crowns  yearly  in  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  which  towns, 
It'oroughs,  villages  and  territories,  togetlier  with  the  reve- 
nue and  appurtenances,  fhall  remain  difmembred  from  our 
other  lordihips,  and  fhall  be  united  and  joined  for  the  fu- 
ture, and  for  ever,  to  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  to  be 
poffefTed  by  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfmi,  with  the  fame  title 
of  fovereignty,  jurifditlion,  and  prerogative  before  men- 
tioned, and  as  making  part  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Lim- 
bourg. And  whereas,  by  the  feveral  propofals  that  are 
from  time  to  tim.e  made  to  us,  to  attain  the  peace  fo  much 
defired  by  us,  and  other  princes  and  ftates  of  Europe  en- 
gaged in  the  prefent  war,  forae  of  them  tend  to  certain 
difmembrings  of  the  faid  Spanilh  Netherlands,  from  the 
pther  dominions  that  make  up  our  monarchy,  we  declare, 
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that  our  intention  is,  that  thefe  prefents  fhall  not  be  pre- 
judiced by  the  treaties  of  peace  that  fliall  be  made,  and 
ihat  all  the  princes  and  potentates  interefted  in  the  faid 
propofals,  do  ratify  the  difmembring  ^ve  make  by  thefe 
preients  of  the  faid  datchy  of  Limbourg,  and  the  ere6ting 
of  that  in  fovereignty,  in  favour  of  the  princefs  of  Urfnii, 
fo  as  that  fhe  be  put,  and  remain  in  full  pofTeffion,  and 
peaceable  enjoyment  thereof,  within  the  full  extent  of 
thefe  prefents,  according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  and 
without  any  referve  or  reftri^lion  whalfoever ;  it  being 
our  will,  that  the  prefent  donation  be  one  of  the  condi Li- 
ons of  the  treaties  that  may  be  made,  in  what  lliall  con- 
cern :the  faid  Spanilh  Netherlands,  to  the  end  the  faid  prin- 
cefs of  Urfmi,  her  heirs,  fucceffors  and  alligns,  may  en- 
joy the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and  its  appurtenances, 
fully,  peaceably,  perpetually,  and  for  ever,  with  the  title 
of  fovereignty,  without  any  trouble  and  hindrance  ;  on  the 
contrary,  to  cfrect  the  fame,  and  to  conllrain  thereto  all 
thofe  whom  it  fhall  concern,  or  that  are  therefore  to  be 
conftrained,  we  have,  out  of  our  full  power  and  royal  au- 
thority, fupplied,  as  we  do  hereby  fnppiy  all  defctts  or 
omiflions  of  right  or  fa6l,  that  might  be  found  or  happen 
in  this  donation,  ceffion,  and  conveyance,  either  by  the 
fault  of  expreffion,  of  the  value  of  the  revenues,  and  of 
the  employments  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  that  are 
not  therein  fpecified  or  declared,  and  that  might  be  rcqui- 
fite  by  former  Ordinances,  to  which,  and  the  derogatories 
of  the  derogatories  therein  contained,  mc  have  exprefsly 
derogated,  as  we  derogate  by  thefe  prefents  ;  for  fuch  is 
our  will  and  good  pleafure :  willing  that  thefe  prefent  let- 
ters patents  be  delivered  to  the  faid  princefs  of  Urfini,  that 
file  may  caufe  the  fame  to  be  rcgiftered  and  publiflied 
where  it  fhall  be  neceffary,  and  even  to  caufe  them  to  be 
inferted,  with  the  donation  and  cefTion  therein  contained, 
in  the  treaty  of  peace  to  be  negotiated,  therein  to  be  in- 
cluded and  acknowledged  in  the  quality  of  Ibvereign  prin- 
cefs of  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  in  that  quality  to 
exercife  the  rights  thereof,  and  there  to  make  treaties  and 
alliances  with  the  princes  and  fovcrcigns  that  fliall  inter- 
vene, enjoining  the  miniflers  and  ambaffadors  who  fhall 
be  there  on  our  part,  to  acknowledge  her  as  fuch,  and  ail 
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our  officers  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  to  obey  tlmr^ 
prefents  from  the  moment  they  fhall  be  notified  to  them  ; 
and  to  the  end  this  prefent  donation  be  firm  and  lafting 
for  ever,  we  have  figned  thefe  prefent  letters  with  oar  o-wn 
hand,  and  caufed  our  great  feal  to  be  affixed  to  them, 
wilHng  and  ordaining  that  they  be  regiftered  in  all  and  eve- 
ry one  of  our  councils,  and  chambers  of  accounts  where  it 
fhall  belong.  Given  at  our  city  of  Corella,  in  our  king- 
dom of  Navarre,  the  28th  day  of  September,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  1711,  and  of  our  reign  the  Eleventh. 

And  her  faid  majefty  of  Great  Britain  promifes,  thatfhe 
will  maintain  the  laid  lady  princefs  of  Urfini,  or  her  af- 
figns,  in  the  real,  aftual,  and  peaceable  poffeffion  of  the 
faid  fovereignty  and  territory,  againft  all  and  €very  one,  at 
any  time,  and  for  ever,  and  that  fhe  will  not  permit,  that 
the  faid  lady  princefs  be  difturbed  or  molelled  in  the  faid 
pofleffion  by  any  body,  by  right  or  fa8:.  And  whereas, 
the  real  polleffion  of  the  fovereignty  of  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbourg,  or  of  the  territories  as  afore  faid  to  be  fubro- 
gated,  ought,  by  virtue  of  the  before-mentioned  conven- 
tion, concluded  the  27th  of  March  laftpaft,  to  have  been 
already  given  to  tlie  faid  lady  princefs,  although  it  is  not 
yet  given  :  therefore  her  faid  royal  majefty  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, as  a  farther  furety,  promifes,  and  engages  her  royal 
word,  that  fhe  will  not  yield  or  remit,  nor  fufTer  to  be 
yielded  or  remitted  to  any  body,  the  faid  Spanifh  Nether- 
lands, but  will  keep,  orcaufe  the  fame  to  be  kept,  not  on- 
ly until  the  faid  lady  princefs  of  Urfini  be  put  in  aftual  and 
peaceable  pofTeffion  of  the  faid  fovereignty,  but  alfo,  that 
the  faid  lady  princefs  of  Urfini  be,  as  aforefaid,  acknow- 
ledged fovereign  lady  of  the  faid  fovereignty,  and  put  in 
poffeflion  thereof  by  the  prince  to  whom  the  faid  Spanifli 
Netherlands  are  to  be  yielded  and  remitted. 

This  prefent  article  fhall  be  ratified,  and  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  fhall  be  made  at  Utrecht  within  fix  weeks, 
or  fooner,  if  poflible. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  v/e  tlie  ambafiadors  extraordina- 
ry, and  plenipotentiaries  of  her  facred  royal  majefty  of 
Great  Britain,  have   fubfcribed  this  prefent  article,  and 
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fealed  the  fame  with   our  feals,    at   Utrecht,  the  -f^  of 
July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,   1713.

mcrce  between  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain  as 
follows : 

A  Good  and  firm  peace,  and  a  true  and  fmcerc  friend- 
fliip  having,  by  the  merciful  alfiftance  of  God,  been 
happily  ellabliflied  between  the  mod  fercne  and  potent 
prince  and  lady,  Anne,  by  the  grace  of  God,  queen  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  &c.  and  the  moft  fe- 
rene  and  potent  prince  and  lord,  Phihp  V.  by  the  grace 
of  God,  Cacholick  King  of  Spain,  <xc.  and  their  heirs 
and  fucceflbrs,  kingdoms,  and  fubje£ls,  by  a  treaty  of  pa- 
cification concluded  at  Utrecht  tlie  ^V  ^-^V  <^f  the  month 
of  ]uiy  lall:  pad,  their  majeities  before  all  things  made  it 
theiit-  care,  that  the  mutual  advantage  of  their  fubje8s  in 
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matterj  of  trade,  might  be  provided  for  after  the  befi;  maR- 
ner  ;  and  therefore  they  mofl  gracioufly  gave  inftruftionsto 
their  ambafTadors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries,  (by 
whofe  means  the  peace  had  been  happily  concluded)  ta 
draw  up  into  a  folemn  treaty  of  commerce,  v/hatfoever, 
after  all  things  had  been  thoroughly  confidered  at  the  con- 
ferences held  for  that  purpofe  at  Madrid,  fhould  feem  to 
conduce  mod  to  this  good  end  ;  the  faid  arabailadorS' 
therefore,  by  virtue  of  their  fall  powers,  (copies  whereof 
are  inferted  word  for  word  at  the  end  of  this  inftrument) 
agreed  upon  articles  of  commerce  for  the  explanation  of 
former  treaties,  and  greater  eafe  and  convenience  of  trade, 
in  the  manner  and  form  following : 

I.  ''  I  ''HE  treaty  of  peace,  commerce,  and  alliance,  con-- 
JL  eluded  at  Madrid,  between  the  crowns  of  Great 
Britain  and  Spain,  the  44- day  of  May,  1667,  is  ratified 
and  confirmed  by  this  treaty,  and  for  the  greater  ftrenprth- 
ening  and  confirmation  of  the  fame,  it  has  been  thought 
proper  to,  infert  it  word  for  word  in  this  place,  tocrether 
with  the  royal  fchedules  or  ordinations  annexed  to  it,  as 
follows  : 

The  treaty  of  peace  and  friendfliip  betv/een  the  crowns, 
©f  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  concluded  at  Madrid  the  ^i. 
day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1667,  entered  into 
and  concluded  by  the  m.oft  excellent  lord  Edward,  earl  of 
Sandwich,  privy-counfellor  to  the  moft  fercne  and  potent 
king  of  Great  Britain,  and  his  ambaCTador  extraordinary^ 
to  Spain,  in  the  name  of  the  moft  ferePxC  king  his  mafte/; 
and  the  moft  excellent  lords,  Don  John  Eberardo  Nidar- 
do,  confeiibr  to  the  m.oft  ferene  Catholick  Queen,  ii5qui- 
fitor  general  and  counfellor  of  ftate,  Don  Ramiro  Pheli- 
pez  Nunez  de  Guzman,  duke  of  San  Lucar  Mayor,  and 
of  Medina  de  las  Torres,  counfellor  of  ftate,  and  prefident 
of  Italy,  and  Don  Gafpar  of  Bracamonte  and  Gufman, 
count  of  Penaranda,  counfellor  of  ftate,  and  prefidejit  of 
the  Indies,  in  the  nam.e  of  tiie  moft  ferene  and  potent 
king  and  queen  of  Spain,  at  Madrid  the  ^1  day  of  May,

ARTICLE     I. 

FIRST,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that  from  this  day 
forward  theie  fliall  be,  between  the  two  crowns  of 
Great  Britain  and  Spain,  a  general,  good,  fincere,  true, 
firm,  and  perfe6l  amity,  confederation  and  peace,  which 
fhall  endure  for  ever,  and  be  obferved  inviolably,  as  well 
by  land,  as  by  fea,  and  frefh-waters;  and  alfo  between 
the  lands,  countries,  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  territo- 
ries, belonging  unto,  or  under  the  obedience  of  either  of 
them.  And  that  their  fubjcfts,  people,  and  inhabitants 
refpeQively,  of  what  condition,  degree,  or  quality  foever, 
from  henceforth  reciprocally,  fhall  help,  affift,  and  fliew 
to  one  another  all  manner  of  love,  good  ofiBces,  and  friend- 
ihip. 

II.  That  neither  of  the  faid  kings,  nor  their  refpeftive 
people,  fubjefts  or  inhabitants  within  their  dominions,  up- 
on any  pretence,  may  in  publick  or  fecret,  do,  or  procure 
to  be  done,  any  thing  againft  the  other,  in  any  place,  by 
fea  or  land,  nor  in  the  ports  or  rivers  of  the  one  or  the  , 
other,  but  fliall  treat  one  another  with  all  love  and  friend- 
fliip  ;  and  may,  by  water  and  by  land,  freely  and  fecurely 
pafs  into  the  confines,  countries,  lands,  kingdoms,  iflands, 
dominions,  cities,  towns,  villages,  walled  or  without  wall, 
fortified  or  unfortified,  their  havens  and  ports  (where  hi- 
therto trade  and  commerce  hath  been  accuftomcd)  and 
there  trade,  buy  and  fell,  as  well  of  and  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  refpeBive  places,  as  thofe  of  their  own  nation,  or  a- 
ny  other  nation  that  fliall  be  or  come  there. 

III.  That  the  faid  kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain, 
fliall  take  care  that  their  refpe^-ive  people  and  fubje6ts, 
from  henceforward,  do  abflain  from  all  force,  violence, 
or  WTong  ;  and  if  any  injury  fhall  be  done  by  cidier  of 
the  faid  kings,  or  by  the  people  or  fubje6ls  of  either  of 
them,  to  the  people  or  fubje^s  of  the  other,  againfl  the 
articles  of  this  alliance,  or  againft 'common  right,  there 
Iball  not  therefore  be  given  letters  of  reprifal,  marque, 
or  counier-marque,  bv  any  of  ilie  confederates,  until  fuch 
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time  as  juftice  is  fought  and  followed  In  tlie  ordinary/ 
courfe  of  law.  But  if  juftice  be  denied  or  delayed,  then 
the  king  whofe  people  or  inhabitants  have  received  harm, 
fhall  alk  it  of  the  other,  by  whom  (as  is  faid)  the  juftice 
fhall  have  been  denied  or  delayed,  or  of  the  commiffion- 
ers  that  fliall  be,  by  the  one  king  or  the  other,  appointed 
to  receive  and  hear  fuch  demands,  to  the  end  that  all  fuch 
differences  may  be  compounded  in  friendfhip,  or  accord- 
ing to  law.  But  if  there  fhould  be  yet  a  delay,  or  juf- 
tice fliould  not  be  done,  nor  fatisfa8ion  given  within  fix 
months  after  having  the  fame  fo  demanded,  then  may  be 
given  letters  of  reprifal,  marque,  or  counter-marque. 

IV.  That  between  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
king  of  Spain,  and  their  refpedive  people,  fubjeBs  and  in- 
habitants, as  well  upon  fea  as  upon  land,  and  freih-waters, 
in  all  and  every  their  kingdoms,  lands,  countries,  domi- 
nions, confines,  territories,  provinces,  iflands,  plantations, 
cities,  villages,  towns,  ports,  rivers,  creeks,  bays,  ftreights, 
and   currents,  where  hitherto   trade   and  commerce  hath 
been  accuftomed,  there  ihall  be  free  trade  and  commerce, 
in  fuch   way  and  manner,  that  without  fafe  conduft,  and 
without   general  or  particular  licence,  the  people  and  fub- 
jefts  of  each  other  may  freely,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea, 
and  frefh-waters,  navigate  and  go  into  their  faid  countries, 
kingdoms,  dominions,  and  all  the    cities,  ports,  currents, 
bays,  diftrifts,  and  otlier  places   thereof ;  and  may  enter 
into  any  port  with  their  fliips  laden  or  empty,  carriage  or 
carnages,  wherein  to  bring   their  merchandize,  and  there 
buy  and  fell  what,  and  how  much   they  pleafe,  and  alfo  at 
juft  and  reafonable  rates  provide  themfelves  with  proviii- 
ons,  and  other  neceffary  things,  for  their  fubfiftence   and 
voyage  ;  and  alfo  may  repair  their  fhips  and  carriages,  and 
from  thence  again  freely  depart  with  their  Ihips,  carriages, 
goods,  merchandize    and  eftate,  and   return  to  their  own 
countries,  or  to  fuch  other  places  as  they  fhall  think  fit, 
without  "any  moleftation  or  impediment,  fo  that  they  pay 
the  duties   and  cuftoms  which  fnall  be  due,  and  faving  to 
either  fide  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  their  country. 

V.  Item,    It  is   likcwife  agreed,  that  for  the  merchan- 
dizes which  the  fubjeBs  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain  ftiall 
buy  in  Spain,  or  other  the   kingdoms  or  dominions  of  the 
Vol.  I.  O  king 
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king  of  Spain,  and  fliall  carry  in  their  own  lliips,  or  in  ihi'p^ 
hired  or  lent  unto  them,  no  new  cuftoms,  toll,  tenths,  fub- 
fidies,  or  other  rights  or  duties  whatfoever,  fhall  be  taken 
or  incrcafcd,  other  than  thofe  which  intbe  like  cafe  the  na- 
tives them  felves,  and  all  other  flrangers  are  obliged  to  pay  ; 
and  the  fubjc6ls  afbrefaid  buying,  felling  and  contracting 
for  their  merchandizes,  as  well  in  refpecl  of  the  prices,  as 
of  all  duties  to  be  paid,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges 
which  are  allowed  to  the  natural  fubjecls  of  Spain ;  and 
may  buy,  and  lade  their  fhips  with  fuch  goods  and  mer- 
chandizes; which  faid  fliips  being  laden,  and  cufloms  paid 
for  the  goods,  fliall  not  be  detained  in  port  upon  any  pre- 
tence whatfoever;  nor  fliall  the  laders,  merchants,  or  fac- 
tors, who  bought  and  loaded  the  goods  aforefaid,  be  quc- 
ftioned  after  the  departure  of  the  laid  fliips,  for  any- matter 
or  thing  whatfoever  concerning  the  fame. 

VI.  And  to  the  end  that  the  officers  and  minifters  of  all 
cities,  towns,  and  villages  belonging  to  either,  may  nei- 
ther demand  nor  take  from  the  refpeftive  merchants  and 
people,  greater  taxes,  duties,  llipends,  recompences,  gifts, 
or  any  other  charges,  than  what  ought  to  be  taken  by  vir- 
tue of  this  treaty;  and  that  the  faid  merchants  and  people 
may  know  and  underlland  with  certainty  what  is  ordained 
in  all  things  touching  this,  it  is  anreed  and  concluded, 
that  tables  and  lifts  fliall  be  put  up  at  the  doors  of  the  cuf- 
tom-houfes  and  rcgiflries  of  all  the  cities,  villages,  and 
towns  of,  or  pertaining  to  one  or  the  other  king,  where 
fuch  rights  and  excifes,  or  cuftoms,  are  ufually  paid  ;  in 
which,  how  much,  and  of  what  quality  fuch  rights,  cuf- 
toms, fubfidies,  and  payments,  either  to  the  kings,  or  any 
the  aforefaid  officers  are  allowed,  fliail  be  put  down  in  wri- 
ting, declaring  as  well  the  fpccies  of  what  is  imported,  as 
what  is  carried  out.  And  if  any  officer,  or  any  other  in 
his  name,  upon  any  pretence  whatfoever,  in  publick  or 
fecret,  direclly  or  indircBl)-,  fh.a!l  a  Ik  or  receive  of  any 
merchant,  or  other  peri'bn  rcfpectively,  any  fum  of  mo- 
ney or  other  thing,  by  the  name  of  right,  due,  fl;ipcnd, 
allowance,  or  rccompcnce,  (tliough  it  be  by  the  way  of  vo- 
hmtr.ry  donative)  more  or  odierwife  than  aforekud,  the 
laid  officer  or  his  deputy  being  in  fuch  manner  guilty,  and 
convift  before  a  competent  judge  in  the   countr)-  whtMC 
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\he  crime  is  committed,  lliall  be  put  in  prifon  for  three 
months,  and  fliaii  pay  thrice  the  value  of  the  thing  fo  re- 
ceived ;  of  which,  the  half  fhall  be  for  the  king  of  the 
country  where  the  crime  is  committed,  and  the  other  half 
for  the  denunciator,  for  the  which  he  may  fue  his  right 
before  any  competent  judge  of  the  country  where  it  fnall 
happen. 

VII.  That  it  fnall  be  lawful  for  the  fabjecls  of  the  king 
of  Great  Britain,  to  bring  put,  and  carry  into  Spain,  and 
all  or  any  lands  and  dominions  of  the  king  of  Spain,  (where 
heretofore  they  have  ufed  trade  and  commerce)  and  trade 
there  with  all  kind  of  m.erchandize,  clothes,  manufa£lures, 
and  things  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  ma- 
nufactures, goods,  fruits,  and  kinds  of  the  iflands,  towns, 
and  plantations  to  him  appertaining,  and  what  fhall  have 
been  bought  by  Englilli  factors  on  this  fide,  or  farther  on 
the  other  fide  of  the  cape  of  Buena  Efperanca,  without 
being  enforced  to  declare  to  whom,  or  for  what  price  they 
fell  their  faid  merchandize  and  provifions,  or  being  mo- 
lefted  for  the  errors  of  the  mafters  of  the  fhips,  or  others, 
in  the  entry  of  the  goods ;  and  at  their  pleafure  to  return 
again  out  of  the  dominions  of  the  king  of  Spain,  with  all, 
or  any  goods,  eiiates,  and  merchandize,  to  any  of  the 
territories,  iflands,  dominions,  and  countries  of  the  kino- 
of  England,  or  to  any  other  place,  paying  the  rights  and 
tributes  mentioned  in  the  antecedent  chapters ;  and  tlie  reft 
of  all  their  lading  which  is  not  brought  to  land,  they  mav 
detain,  keep  and  carry  away  in  their  faid  lliip  or  fi:ips,  vci'- 
fel  or  vefTels,  again,  without  paying  any  right  or  impofi- 
tion  whatfoever  for  it,  as  if  therewith  they  had  never  been 
within  any  bay  or  port  of  the  Catholick  King.  And  all 
the  goods,  eftates,  merchandize,  fnips,  or  other  veiTels, 
with  any  things  introdiiced  into  the  dominions  or  places  of 
the  crown  of  Great  Britain  as  prizes,  and  judged  for  fuch 
in  the  faid  dominions  and  places,  iliall  be  taken  for  goods 
and  merchandize  of  Great  Britain,  comprehended  lo  by 
the  intention  of  this  article. 

VIII.  That  the  fubjefts  and  vaffals  of  the  mod  ferene 
king  of  Great  Britain,  may  bring  and  carry  to  ail  and  lin- 
gular the  dominions  of  the  idng  of  Spain,  any  fruits  and 
commodities  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  it  appearing  by  tedimony 
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of  the  deputies  of  the  Eaft-India  company  in  London, 
that  they  are  of.  or  have  come  from  the  Englifli  conquefts, 
plantations  or  factories,  with  Hke  privilege,  and  according 
to  what  is  allowed  to  the  fubjccts  of  the  United  Provinces, 
by  the  royal  cedulas  of  Contravando,  bearing  date  the 
27th  of  June,  and  the  3d  of  July,  1663,  and  publilhed- 
on  the  30th  of  June,  and  4th  of  July,  the  fame  year. 
And  for  what  may  concern  both  the  Indies,  and  any 
other  parts  whatfoever,  the  crown  of  Spain  doth  grant  to 
the  king  of  Great  Britain  and  his  fubjefts,  all  that  is  grant- 
ed to  the  United  States  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  their 
fubjefts,  in  their  treaty  of  Munfter,  1648,  point  for  point, 
in  as  full  and  ample  manner  as  if  the  fame  were  herein- 
particularly  inferted,  the  famfe  rules  being  to  be  obfcrved, 
whereunto  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  United  States  are  ob- 
liged, and  mutual  offices  of  friendfliip  to  be  performed 
from  one  fide  to  the  other. 

IX.  That  the  fubjeds  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain, 
trading,  buying,  and  felling  in  any  of  the  kingdoms,  go- 
vernments, iflands,  ports,  or  territories  of  the  faid  king  of 
Spain,  fhall  have,  ufe,  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and 
immunities,  which  the  faid  king  hath  granted  and  confirm- 
ed to  the  Englifli  merchants  that  refide  in  Andaluzia,  by 
his  royal  cedulas  or  orders,  dated  the  19th  day  of  March, 
the  26th  &3iy  of  June,  and  the  9th  day  of  November, 
1645,  ^^^^  Catholick  Majefly,  by  thefe  prefents,  re-con- 
firming the  fame  as  a  part  of  this  treaty  between  the  two 
crowns.  And  to  die  end  that  it  may  be  manifefl  to  all.  it 
is  confented,  that  the  faid  fchedules  (as  to  the  whole  fub- 
ftance  thereof)  be  paffed  and  transferred  to  the  body  of 
the  prefent  articles,  in  the  name  and  favour  of  all  and  fm- 
gular  the  fubjeds  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  refiding 
and  trading  in  any  places  whatlbever.  within  his  Catholick' 
JMajefty's  dominions. 

X.  That  the  fhips,  or  any  other  vcffcls  tliat  fliall  belong, 
to  tlie  king  of  Cireat  Britain,  or  his  fubjctts.  navigating  in- 
to the  king  of  Spaiii's  dominions,  or  any  of  his  ports,  fhalt 
not  be  vifited  by  the  judges  of  counterband,  or  by  any 
other  officer  or  perfon.  by  his  own,  or  by  any  other  ait- 
thority  ;  nor  fhall  any  foldiers.  armed  men,  or  other  of- 
ficers or  pcrfons,  be  put  on  board  any  of  the  faid  Ihips  (u- 
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TeiTels ;  nor  fhall  tlie  officers  of  the  cuftom-lioufe  of  tlie 
-one  or  the  other  party,  fearch  in  any  veffels  or  fhips  be- 
longing to  the  people  of  the  one  or  the  other,  which  fiiall 
center  into    their  regions,  dominions,  or  relpefclive  ports, 
until  their  faid  fhipi-  or  veileis    are   unladen,  or  until  they 
have    carried  on  more    all  the    lading   and    merchandize 
-which  they  declare  they  refolve  to  difembark  in   the  faid 
port  ;  nor  fhali  the   captain,  mailer,  or  any  other  of  the 
-Company  of  the  faid    Ihips,    be  imprifoned,  or  they   or 
iheir  boats  detained  on  lliore  ;  but  in  the  interim,  officers 
of  the  cudom-houfe  may  be  put  on   board  the  faid  veflels 
or  fliips.  fo  they  exceed  not  the  number  of  three  for  each 
&ip,  to  fee  that  n©  goods  or  merchandize  be  landed  out 
of  the  faid  fliips  or  veflels,  without  paying    fuch  duties  as 
■by  thefe  articles  either  party  is  obliged  to  pay  ;  which  faid 
officers  are  to  be  without  any  charge  .to  the  fhip  or  fhips, 
yeflel  or  veffels,  their  commanders,  mariners,  company, 
>  merchants.  fa6tors,  or  proprietors.     And  when  it  happens 
that  the  mafter  or  owner   of  any    fliip   fhall   declare  the 
whole  iading   of  his   faid  fliip  is  to  be  difcharged  in  any 
port,  the  entry  of  the  faid  laduig  ffiall  be  made  in  the  cuf- 
tom-houfe,  afrer  the  ufual  manner;  and  if,  after  the  entry 
made,  any  other  goods  be  found  in  the  faid  fliip  or  fiiips, 
;Hiore   than   what  are    contained  in    the    faid  entry,  eight 
working  days  Oiall  be  allowed  them,  on  which  they  may 
work,  (whicli  fliall  be  reckoned  from  the  day  they  began 
to  unlade)  to  the  end  that  the  concealed  goods  may  be  en- 
tered, and  the  confifcation  of  them  prevented  :  and  in  cafe 
that  in  the  time  limited,  the  entry  or  manifeflation  of  them 
fliall  not  have  been  ma'de,  dien    fuch  particular  goods  on- 
ly, which   fhall  be   found,  as  aforeiaid,  though  the  unlad- 
ing be  not  finiflied,  ffiall  be  confifcated,  and  not  any  other, 
nor  fhall  other  trouble  be  given,  or  punifhment  inflicfed 
on  the  merchant  or  owner  of  the  fliip  ;  and  when  the  fliips 
or  veflels   are   reladen,  they  may  have  freedom  to  gq  out 
again. 

XI.  That  the  fliip  or  fliips  appertaining  to  the  one  or 
the  other  king,  or  to  their  refpettive  people  and  fubjefts, 
that  fliall  "enter  into  any  ports,  lands,  or  dominions  of  the 
one  or  the  other,  and  fliall  difcharge  any  part  of  their  goods 
i^n<^  merchaqdizqs  in  any  port  or  liaven,  being  configned

uitli  the  rCil;  to  otlier  places,  within  or  v^ithout  the  Cmd  do- 
minions, fnall  not  be  obliged  to  regifler  or  pay  the  rights 
of  any  other  goods  or  merchandizes,  than  ot"  tiiat  which 
they  fhall  unlade  in  the  faid  porl  or  haven,  nor  be  con- 
ftrained  to  give  bond  for  the  goods  they  fliall  carry  to 
other  places,  nor  any  other  fecurity,  if  it  be  not  in  cafe 
of  felony,  debt,  trcafon,  or  other  capital  crime. 

XII.  Whereas,  the  one  moiety  of  the  cuftom  of  all  fo- 
reign goods  and  merchandizes  imported  into  England,  is 
allowed  and  returned  back  to  the  importer,  if  the  faid 
goods  be  exported  out  of  the  faid  kingdom  within  twelve 
months  after  the  firft  landiilg,  upon  oath  made  that  they 
gre  the  fame  goods  which  paid  cuftom  inwards,  ar.d  that  if 
they  be  not  refliip'd  within  the  faid  twelve  months,  yet 
they  may  at  all  times  be  exported  without  paying  any  cuf- 
tom or  duty  outwards :  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  if  any 
the  TubjeBs  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  fliall  hereafter 
land  any  goods  or  merchandizes,  ofv;hat  growth  or  nature 
foever  they  be,  in  any  of  the  ports  of  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty,  and  having  CiUered  them,  and  paid  the  cuftom 
which  by  ttiis  treaty  ought  to  be  paid,  and  lliall  afterwards 
defire  to  tranfport  them,  or  any  part  of  them,  to  any  other 
place  whatfoevcr,  for  a  better  market,  it  fhall  and  may 
be  lawful,  for  him  or  them,  i'o  to  do  freely,  without  pay- 
ing, orbfing  demanded  any  other  cuuom  or  duty  at  ail 
f^r  the  fame,  he  or  they  making  oath,  if  required  tlicre- 
unto,  that  tliey  are  the  fame  goods  for  which  cuftom  was 
paid  at  the  landing :  and  in  cafe  that  the  fubjeBs,  peoj)!e, 
and  inhabitants  of  the  dominions  of  either  part  fliali  un- 
lade, or  have  in  any  city,  town,  or  villagp  rcfpcftivcly, 
any  goods,  merchandizes,  fruits,  or  eftates,  and  have  paid 
the  cuftoms  due,  according  to  what  hath  been  declared, 
and  after  that,  not  being  able  to  put  them  oft;  ftiall  rcfolve 
to  remit  them  to  fome  other  city,  town,  or  village  of  the 
liiid  dominions,'  tliey  may  not  only  do  it  without  diiHculty 
or  impediment,  and  without  paying  other  rights  than  what 
were  due  at  their  entry,  but  likewife  the  cuftom  or 
.rights  fliaU  not  be  paid  again  in  any  other  part  of  the  faid 
dominions,  bringing  certificates  from  the  officers  of  the 
cuftouj-houfc,  that  they  were  paid  before  in  the  due  form. 
JirA  th<?  chief  farmers  an.d  coumiifiioners  of  the  king  of 
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Spain's  rents  in  all  places,  or  fome  other  officer  or  officers 
to  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  fhall  at  all  times  permit 
and  fuffer  the  tranfportation  of  all  fuch  goods  and  mer- 
chandizes from  place  to  place,  and  give  fumcient  certifi- 
cate to  the  owners  thereof,  or  their  affigns,  of  their  hav- 
ing paid  their  cuftom  at  their  firft  landing,  whereby  they 
may  be  carried  to,  and  landed  at  any  other  port  or  place 
of  the  faid  jurifdl6ion,  free  from  all  duties  or  impediments 
whatfoever,  as  aforefaid,  faving  always  the  right  of  any 
third  perfon. 

XIII.  That  it  fiiall  be  lawful  for  the  fhips  belonging  to 
the  fjbjeds  of  the  one  or  the  other  king,  to  anchor  m  the 
roads  or  bays  of  either,  without  being  conflrained  to  enter 
into  port ;  and  in  cafe  they  be  neceffitated  to  enter  there- 
into, either  by  diftrefs  of  weather,  fear  of  enemies,  pi- 
rates, or  any  other  accident,  in  cafe  the  faid  ftijps  be  not 
bound  to  an  enemy's  port,  and  carrying  thither  contra- 
band goods,  (whereof  without  fome  clear  proof,  the)'  fnali 
not  be  quertioned)  it  fiiall  be  lav;ful  for  the  faid  iubjecls, 
to  return  to  fea  freely  when  they  pleafe,  with  their  fhips 
^nd  goods,  fo  as  they  do  not  break  bulk,  or  expofe  any 
thing  to  fale  -,  and  that  when  they  caft  anchor,  or  enter 
the  ports  aforefaid,  tliey  be  not  moiefted  or  vifited  ;  and 
it  fiiall  fuiFice,  that  in  this  cafe  diey  Ihew  their  paflports, 
or  fea-papers,  which  being  fcen  by  the  refpedive  officers 
of  either  kmg,  the  faid  fhips  fiiall  return  freely  to  fea 
without  any  Rioletlation, 

XIV.  And  if  any  fliip  cr  fiiips  belonging  to  the  fubjeds 
and  merchants  of  t!ie  one  or  tlic  other,  entering  into  bays, 
or  in  the  open  fea,  fnall  be  encountered  by  the  fnips  of 
the  faid  kings,  or  of  privateers  their  fubjetls,  the  faid 
fnips,  to  prevent  all  diforders,  fnall  not  come  within  can- 
non fliot,  but  fliall  fend  their  long-boat,  or  pinnace,  to 
the  m.erchant-ihip,  and  only  two  or  three  men  on  board, 
to  whom  the  ma(ler  or  owner  fiiall  OjCw^  his  pafiports  and 
fea-letten<  according  to  the  form  which  fliall  be  inferted 
at  the  end  of  this  treaty,  whereby  not  only  the  fliip's  lading, 
but  the  place  to  whi.ch  (lie  belongs,  and  as  well  the  mafter 
and  owner's  nam.e,  as  the  name  of  the  ihnp,  may  appear; 
by  which  means  the  quality  of  die  fiiip.  and  her  mailer  or 
owner,  will  be  fuffidendy  known,  as  alfa  the  comm.oditics 
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[he  carries,  whether  they  be  contraband,  or  not;  to  tlic 
which  paflTports  and  fea-letters,  entire  faith  and  credit  fliall 
be  given,  fo  much  the  ratlier,  for  that  as  well  on  the  part 
of  the  king  of  Ejigland,  as  of  the  king  of  Spain,  (bme 
counter-figns  fhall  be  given,  (if  it  fhall  be  found  neceflary) 
whereby  their  authenticahiefs  may  the  better  appear,  and 
that  they  may  not  be  in  any  wife  falfified. 

XV.  If  any  prohibited  merchandize  or  goods  fliall  be 
exported  from  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  territories  of 
either  of  the  faid  kings,  by  the  refpective  people  or  fub- 
jefts  of  the  one  or  the  other,  in  fuch  cafe  the  prohibited 
goods  iliall  be  only  conftfcatcd,  and  not  the  other  good.s  ; 
neither  fliall  the  delinquent  incur  anv  other  punifhmcnt, 
except  the  faid  delinquent  fliall  carry  out  from  the  rclpcc- 
tive  kingdoms  or  dominions  of  the  kii;g  of  Great  Britain, 
the  proper  coin,  wool,  or  fulicrs-earth  of  the  faid  king- 
doms ;  or  fliall  carry  ,out  of  the  rcfpcftive  kingdoms  or 
dominions  of  the  faid  king  of  Spain,  any  gold  or  flivcr, 
v.rought  or  unwrought  ;  in  either  of  which  cafes,  the  laws 
of  the  refpeftive  countries  are  to  take  place. 

XVI.  That  it  fliall  be  lawful  for  the  people  and  fub- 
je8s  of  both  kings,  to  have  accefs  to  the  refpeclive  ports 
of  the  one  and  the  other,  and  tliere  remain,  and  depart 
again  with  the  fame  freedom,  not  only  with  their  fliips.  and 
other  veflels  for  trade  and  commerce,  but  alfo  v/ith  their 
other  fliips  fitted  for  war,  armed,  and  difpofcd  to  refiftand 
engan;e  the  enemy,  and  arriving  bv  flrcis  of  weather  to  re- 
pair their  fliip^,  or  furnifli  themfelves  with  provifions;  fo 
that  entering  v/iilingiy,  they  be  not  fo  numerous,  that  they 
give  iu ft  occaflon  of  fufpicion,  to  whicli  end  they  arc  not 
to  exceed  the  number  of  eight,  nor  contmue  in  their  ha- 
vens, nor  about  their  ports,  longer  time  than  they  fhall 
have  jufl  caufc,  for  the  repair  of  their  fliips.  to  take  in 
pr.wifions,  or  other  nccefiary  things,  much  lefs  be  the  oc- 
cafion  of  interrupting  the  free  commerce,  and  coming  in  of 
other  Ihips,  of , nations  in  amity  with  either  king:  and 
when  an  unufual  number  c^f  men  of  war  by  accident  fliall 
come  unto  any  port,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  them  to 
come  into  the  faid  ports  or  havens,  not  having  firft  ob- 
tained permifljon  of  the  king  unto  whom  the  faid  ports  do 
bdong,  or  the  governor  of  the  faid  ports,  if  they  bo  not 
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forced  thereinto  by  ftreis  of  weather,  or  other  neceflitjf, 
to  avoid  the  danger  of  the  fea;  and  in  fuch  cafe  they  fhall 
prefently  acquaint  the  governor,  or  chief  magiftrate  of  the 
place,  witli  the  caufe  of  their  coming  ;  nor  Ihali  they  re- 
main there  any  longer  time  than  the  faid  governor  or  ma- 
giftrate Ihall  think  convenient,  or  do  any  a6i:  ofhoftility 
in  fuch  ports,  that  may  prove  of  prejudice  to  the  one  or 
the  other  of  the  faid  kings. 

XVII.  That  neither  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain, 
nor  the  king  of  Spain,  by  any  mandate  general,  nor  par- 
ticular, nor  for  any  caufe  whatfoever,  fhall  embark  or 
detain,  hinder  or  take,  for  his  refpedive  fervice,  any  mer- 
chant, mafter  of  a  fliip,  pilot  or  mariner,  their  fliips,  mer- 
chandize, cloaths,  or  other  goods  belonging  unto  the  one 
or  the  other,  in  their  ports  or  waters,  if  it  be  not  that 
either  of  the  faid  kings,  or  the  perfons  to  whom  the  fhips 
belong,  be  firft  advertifed  thereof  and  do  agree  thereun- 
to ;  provided,  that  this  Ihall  not  be  conftrued  to  hinder  or 
interrupt  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juftice  and  law  in  cither 
country. 

XVIII.  That  the  merchants  and  fubjeCls  of  the  one 
and  the  other  king,  their  faftors  and  fervants,  as  alfo  their 
Ihips,  mafters  or  mariners,  may  as  well  going  as  coming, 
upon  fea  and  other  waters,  as  in  the  havens  and  ports  of 
the  one  and  the  other  refpeftively,  carry  and  uie  all 
kind  of  arms,  defenfive  and  offenfive,  without  being  ob- 
liged to  regifter  them,  as  alfo  upon  land  to  carry  and 
uk  them  for  their  defence,  according  to  the  cuftom  of 
the  place. 

XIX.  That  the  captains,  officers  and  mariners  of  the 
Ihips  belopging  to  the  people  and  fubjeQs  of  either  party, 
may  not  commence  an  aQion,  nor  hinder  or  bring  trouble 
upon  their  own  iliips,  their  captains,  officers  or  mariners, 
in  the  refpedive  kingdoms,  dominions,  lands,  countries 
or  places  of  the  other,  for  their  wages  or  falaries,  or  un- 
der any  other  pretence.  Nor  may  they  put  themfelves, 
or  be  received,  by  what  pretext  or  colour  foever,  into  the 
fervice  or  prote8;ion  of  the  king  of  England,  or  king  of 
Spain,  or  their  arms ;  but  if  any  controverfy  happen  be- 
tween merchants  and  mafters  of  ftiips,  or  between  mafters 
and  mariners,  the  compofing  thereof  fhall  be  left  to  the 
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confal  of  tlie  nation,  but  after  fuch  manner,  as  he  mIio 
fiiall  not  fubmitto  the  arbitreinent,  may  appeal  to  the  or- 
dinary juftice  of  the  place  where  he  is  iiibject. 

XX.  And  to  the  end  that  all  impediments  be  taken  a- 
way.  and  that  the  merchants  and  adventurers  of  ttie  king- 
doms of  Great  Britain,  be  permitted  to  return  to  Erabant, 
Flanders,  and  other  the  provinces  of  the  Low-Countries, 
under  the  jurifditiion  of  the  king  of  Spain  ;  forafmuch  as 
it  hath  been  thought  convenient,  that  all,  and  any  the 
laws,  edicls.  and  ads,  by  which  the  importation  of  cloth, 
o.i  any  cloth,  or  any  other  woollen  manufacture,  of  what 
tind  foever,  dyed  or  undyed,  milled  or  unmilled,  into 
Flanders,  or 'the  other  provinces,  hath  been  prohibited, 
be  revoked  and  difannulled ;  and  that  if  any  right,  triT 
bune,  impofition,  charge  or  money,  hath  been,  with  pcr- 
inifiion,  or  otherwife,  put  upon  cloths,  or  any  of  the  afore- 
faid  woollen  manufa8ures  fo  nnported,  (except  the  ancient 
tribute  upon  every  piece  of  cloth,  and  proporiicnabiy  up- 
on every  other  woollen  manufacture,  agieeable  to  th.e  an- 
cient treaties  and  agreements  between  the  then  kings  of 
England,  and  the  dukes  of  Burgund)',  and  governors  of 
the  Low-Countries]  the  fame  inould  be  altogether  void, 
and  no  fuch  tribute  or  impoiition  from  henceforth  impofed, 
or  put  upon  the  laid  cloths  or  manulaclures,  for  any'  caufe 
or  pretext  whatfoever  ;  and  that  all  the  Euglifli  merchants, 
trading  in  any  of  the  laid  provinces,  their  tattors,  lervants, 
or  comm.i'Tjoners,  fhouid  enjoy  from  henceforward,  all 
the  privileges,  exemptions,  innnunitics  and  bcnchts,  which 
formerly  have  been  agreed  and  given  by  the  aforefaid  an- 
cient treaties  and  agreements,  between  the  then  kings  of 
England,  and  the  dukes  of  Burgundy,  and  governors  of 
the  Lovv-Coimtries:  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  deputies 
fliall  be  named  by  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  who  meet- 
ing with  tlic  marquis  of  Cadel-Rodrigo,  or  the  governor 
of  thofe  provinces  for  the  time  being,  or  any  other  minif- 
tcrs  o.^  the  kiiigof  Spain,  fufficiciidy  authorifed  in  this  be- 
half, fliail  friendly  treat  and  conclude  hereupon ;  and  al- 
fo  fuch  further  privileges,  immunities,  and  r.ecciTary  c.x- 
crn])tion,  fuilable  to  the  prefcnt  (late  of  atlair$,  fhall  be 
granted  for  the  encouragemei:t  of  the  faid  merchants  and 
adventurers,  and  for  the  Iccurity  of  their  trade  and  con\- 
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Jiierce,  as  fhall  be  agreed  upon  in  a  fpecial  treaty,  that 
fiiall  be  made  between  both  the  kings,  touching  this  parti- 
cular. 

XXI.  The  fubjeQs  and  inhabitants  of  the  kingdoms 
and  dominions  of  the  moil  ferene  king  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain  refpeftively,  Hiall  with  all  fecurity  and  liberty 
fail  to,  and  trafEck  in  all  the  kingdoms,  eftates,  or  coun- 
tries, which  are  or  fiiall  be  in  peace,  amity,  or  neutrality, 
with  the  one  or  the  other. 

XXII.  And  they  fnall  not  be  diHurbed  or  difquieted 
in  that  hberty,  by  the  fhips  or  fubjefts  of  the  faid  kino-s 
refpeftively,  by  reafon  of  the  hoftilities  which  are,  or  may 
be  hereafter,  betvv^een  either  of  the  faid  kings,  and  the  a- 
forefaid  kingdoms,  countries,  and  ftates,  or  any  of  them, 
which  /liall  be  in  friendfhip  or  neutrality  with  the  other. 

XXIII.  And  in  cafe  that  v/ithin  the  faid  fhips  refpec- 
tively,  be  found  by  the  abovefaid  means,  any  merchan- 
dize hereunder  mentioned,  being  of  contraband,  and  pro- 
hibited, they  fhall  be  taken  out  and  confilcated,  before 
the  admiral  y,  or  other  competent  judges;  but  for  this 
reafon  the  fl  ip,  and  the  other  free  and  allowed  commodi- 
ties which  fhail  be  found  therein,  fhall  in  no  wife  be  either 
feizedor  confifcated. 

XXIV.  Moreover,  for  better  prevention  of  the  dif- 
ferences which  might  arife  touching  the  meaning  of  for- 
bidden merchandize,  and  of  contraband;  it  is  declared 
and  agreed,  that  under  this  nam.e  fliall  be  comprehended 
all  fire-arms,  as  ordnance,  muflcets,  mortar-pieces,  pe- 
tards, bombs,  granadoes,  fire-crancels,  fire-balls,  mufi^et- 
refls,  bandeliers,  gunpowder,  match,  falt-petre,  and  bul- 
lets; likewife  under  the  name  of  forbidden  merchandize, 
are  underflood  all  other  arms,  as  pikes,  fwords,  pots, 
helmets,  backs  and  breails,  halberds,  javelins,  and  fuch 
like  armour ;  under  this  name  is  likewife  forbidden  the 
tranfportation  of  foldiers, ,  h'orfes,  their  harnefTes,  cafes  of 
piftols,  holders,  belts,  and  other  furniture,  formed  and 
corapofed  for  the  ufe  of  war. 

XXV.  Likewife,  to  prevent  all  manner  of  difpute  and 
contention,  it  is  agreed,  that  under  the  name  of  forbid- 
den merchandize,  and  of  contraband,  fhall  not  be  com- 
prehended wheat,  rye,  barley,  or  other  grain,  or  pulfe, 
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fait,  wine,  oil,  and  generally  whatfoever  belongs  to  the 
fuftaining  and  nourifliing  of  life,  but  they  fliall  remain  free, 
as  likewife  all  other  merchandizes  not  comprehended  in 
the  preceding  articles  ;  and  the  tranfportation  of  them 
fii-all  be  free  and  permitted,  although  it  be  to  the  Lov/ns  and 
places  of  enemies,  unlefs  fuch  towns  and  places  be  befieged, 
and  blocked  up,  or  furrounded. 

XXVI.  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  whatfoever  fliall  be  found 
laden  by  the  fubje61:s  or  inhabitants  of  the  kingdoms  and 
dominions  of  either  of  the  faid  kings  of  England  and  Spain, 
aboard  the  fhipsof  the  enemies  of  the  other,  though  it  be 
not  forbidden  merchandize,  fnall  be  confifcatcd,  with  all 
tilings  elfe  which  iliall  be  found  within  the  faid  fiiips,  with- 
out exception  or  referve. 

XXVII;  That  the  conful  which  hereafter  {IvAl  refide  in 
any  of  the  dominions  of  the  king  of  Spain,  for  d-e  help  and 
proteSlion  of  the  fubjetti  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain, 
fhall  be  named  by  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  he  fo 
named;  ihall  have  and  exercile  the  fame  power  and  autho- 
rity in  the  execution  of  his  charge,  as  any  other  conhil 
hath  formerly  had  in  the  dominions  of  the  faid  king  of 
Spain;  and  in  like  manner  the  Spanifh  conful  refiding  in 
England,  fliall  enjoy  as  much  authority  as  the  confulsof  any 
other  nation    have  hitherto  enjoyed  in    that  kingdom. 

XXVIII.  And  that  the  laws  of  commerce  that  arc  ob- 
tained by  peace,  may  not  remain  unfruitful,  as  would  fall 
out  if  the  fubjefts  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  when  they 
goto,  coine  from,  or  remain  in  the  dominions  orlordlhips 
of  the  king  of  Spain,  by  rcalbn  of  their  commerce  or 
other  bufmcfs,  Ihould  be  moleftcd  fcr  cal'e  Dfconfcicncc; 
tlicrefoic,  tliat  the  commerce  be  fecuie,  and  without  dan- 
ger, as  well  upon  land  as  fea,  the  faid  king  of  Spain  fliall 
provide,  that  the  fubjeCls  of  the  faid  king  of  Groat  Bri- 
tain, fhall  not  be  aggrieved  contrary  to  the  laws  of  com- 
merce, and  that  none  of  dicm  fliall  be  molefted  or  diflurbed 
for  their  confcicncc.fb  long  as  they  give  no  pi'.blick  fcandal 
or  offence  ;  and  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain  fliall  likewife 
provide,  for  the  fame  reafbns,  thattlie  fubjc^ls  of  the  king  of 
Spain  fliall  not  be  molciled  or  didurbed  for  their  confcicnce, 
againft  th.c  laws  of  commerce,  fo  long  as  they  give  no  pub- 
lick  fcandai  or  offence. 

XXIX.  That  the  people  and  fubjc6ls  re fpcQivcly  of  one 
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kingdom,  in  the  dominions,  territories,  regions,  or  cola- 
nies  of  the  other,  fliall  not  be  compelled  to  I'ell  their  mer-  • 
chandize  for  brafs-metal  coin,  or  exchange  them  for  other 
coin  or  things,  againft  their  will ;  or  having  fold  them,  to 
receive  the  payment  in  other  fpecies  than  what  they  bar- 
gained for,  notwithftanding  any  law,  or  other  cuftom, 
contrary  to  this  article. 

XXX.  That  the  merchants  of  both  nations,  and  their 
fa6lors,  fervants,  and  families,  commiffioners,  or  others 
by  them  employed ;  as  alfo  mafters  of  fhips,  pilots,  and 
mariners,  may  remain  freely  and  fecurely  in  the  faid  do- 
minions, kingdoms,  and  territories,  of  either  of  the  faid 
kings,  and  alio  in  their  ports  and  rivers ;  and  the  people 
and  fubjeQs  of  the  one  king,  may  have,  and  with  all  free- 
dom and  fecurity  enjoy,  in  all  the  lands  and  dominions 
whatfoever  of  the  other,  their  proper  houfes  to  live  iii, 
their  warehoufes  and  magazines  for  theif  goods  and  mer- 
chandize, which  they  fliall  pofTefs  during  the  time  for  which 
they  fliall  have  taken,  hired,  and  agreed  for  them,  with- 
out any  impediment. 

XXXI.  The  inhabitants  and  fubjefts  of  the  faid  confe- 
derate kings,  in  all  the  lands  and  places  under  the  obedi- 
ence of  the  one  or  the  other,  fhall  ufe  and  employ  thofe 
advocates,  proftors,  fcriveners,  agents,  and  folicitors, 
whom  they  think  fit,  the  which  fhall  be  left  to  their  choice, 
and  confented  toby  the  ordinary  judges,  as  often  as  there 
fhall  be  occafion;  and  they  fhall  not  be  conftrained  to 
fhew  their  books  and  papers  of  account  to  any  perfon,  if 
it  be  not  to  give  evidence  for  the  avoiding  law-fuits  and 
controverfies ;  neither  fhall  they  be  embarked,  detained, 
or  taken  out  of  their  hands,  upon  any  pretence  whatfo- 
ever. And  it  diall  be  permitted  to  the  people  and  fub- 
je6ls  of  either  king,  in  the  refbeclive  places  where  they 
fhall  refide,  to  keep  their  books  of  account,  traffick  and 
correfpondence,  in  what  language  they  pleafe,  in  Englifh, 
Spanifh,  Dutch,  or  any  other,  the  which  fhall  not  be  mo- 
lelled,  or  fubjeft  to  any  inquiiition.  And  whatfoever 
elfe  hath  been  granted  by  either  party,  concerning  this  par^ 
ticular,  to  any  other  laation,  Inali  be  underftood  likewife- 
to  be  granted  here. 

XXXII.  That  in  cafe  the  eRate  of  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons   fliall  be  fequefiered,  or  feized  on   by  any  court  of 
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juftice  or  tribunal  whatfoever,  wilhin  the  kin,^doms  anc! 
dominions  of  either  party,  and  any  eltate  or  debt  happen 
to  lie  in  the  hands  of  the  delinquents  belonginj^  bona  fide 
to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  other,  the  faid  eftate  or 
debts  fhall  not  be  coniifcated  by  any  of  the  faid  tribunals, 
but  fliall  be  reftored  to  the  true  owners  in  fpecie,  if  they 
yet  remain,  and  i^  not,  the  value  of  them  (according  to 
the  contraft  and  agreement  which  was  made  between  the 
parties  fliall  be  rcflored  within  three  months  after  the  faid 
fequeflration. 

XXXIII.  That  the  goods  and  eftates  of  the  people  and 
fubjefts  of  the  one  king,  that  fliall  die  in  the  countries, 
lands,  and  dominions  of  the  other,  fliall  be  preferved  for 
the  lawful  heirs  and  fucceflt»rs  of  the  deceafed  ;  the  right 
of  any  third  perfon  always  referved. 

XXXIV.  That  the  goods  and  eftates  of  the  fubjeftsof 
the  kine  of  Great  Britain,  that  Ihall  die  without  making;  a 
will  in  the  dominions  of  the  king  of  Spain,  fliall  be  put  in- 
to inventory,  with  their  papers,  writings,  and  books  of  ac- 
count, by  the  conful,  or  other  publick  minifler  of  the  king 
of  Great  Britain,  and  depofited  in  the  hands  of  two  or 
three  merchants,  that  fhall  be  named  by  the  faid  conful 
or  publick  minifter,  to  be  kept  for  the  proprietors  and 
creditors;  and  neither  the  Cruzada,  nor  any  other  judica- 
tory whatfoever,  fliall  intermeddle  therein ;  which  alio, 
in  the  like  cafe,  fhali  be  obferved  in  England,  towards  the 
fubjefts  of  the  king  of  Spain. 

XXXV.  That  a  decent  and  convenient  burial-place 
fliall  be  granted  and  appointed  to  bury  the  bodies  of  the 
lubjefls  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  who  fliall  die  within 
the  dominions  of  the  king  of  Spain. 

XXXVI.  If  it  fliall  happen  hereafter  that  any  diffe- 
rence fall  out,  (which  God  forbidj  between  tlie  king  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  king  of  Spain,  whereby  the  mutual 
commerce  and  good  correipondcnce  may  be  endangered, 
the  refpetlive  fubjetls  and  ])Cople  of  each  party  fliall  have 
notice  thereof  given  them  in  time,  that  is  to  fay,  the  fpacc 
of  flx  months,  to  tranfport  their  merchandize  and  cffc61s, 
without  givingthem  in  that  time  any  molcflation  or  trouble, 
or  retaining  or  embarking  tlicir  goods  or  pcrfons. 

XXXVII.  All  goods  and  rights  concealed  or  embark- 

ed. 
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&cl,  moveaLles,  Immoveables,  rents,  deeds,  debts,  credits?, 
and  the  like,  which  have  not,  with  a  formal  notice  of  the 
caufe,  and  by  a  legal  condemnation,  according  to  the  or- 
dinary juftice,  been  brought  into  the  royal  exchequer  at 
the  time  of  concluding  this  treaty,  Ihall  remain  at  the  full 
and  free  difpofal  of  the  proprietors,  their  heirs,  or  of  thofe 
who  fhall  have  their  right,  with  all  the  fruits,  rents,  and 
emoluments  thereof,  and  neither  thofe  who  have  conceal- 
ed the  faid  goods,  nor  their  heirs,  fhall  be  molefted  for 
this  caufe,  by  the  exchequers  refpeftively ;  but  the  pro- 
prietors, their  heirs,  or  thofe  who  fhall  have  their  right, 
fliall  have,  for  the  faid  goods  and  rights,  their  adion  at 
law,  as  for  their  own  proper  goods  and  eftate, 

XXXVIII.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the  peo- 
ple and  fubjefts  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the 
king  of  Spain,  fiiall  have  and  enjoy  in  the  refpeftive  lands, 
feas,  ports,  havens,  roads,  and  territories  of  the  one  or  tlie 
other,  and  in  all  places  whatfoever,  the  fame  privileges, 
fecuriues,  liberties,  and  immunities,  whether  they  con- 
cern their  perfons  or  trade,  with  all  the  beneficial  claufes 
and  circumftances  which  have  been  granted,  or  fiiall  be 
hereafter  granted  by  either  of  the  faid  kings,  to  the  moll 
Chriftian  King,  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provin- 
ces, the  Hans-Tovv'ns,  or  any  other  kingdom  or  ftatewhat- 
foever,  in  as  full,  ample,  and  beneficial  manner,  as  if 
the  fame  were  particularly  mentioned  and  inferted  in  this 
treaty. 

XXXIX.  In  cafe  any  difference  or  dlfputc  fl-.all  happen 
on  either  fide  concenhng  thefe  articles  of  trade  and  com- 
merce, by  either  the  officers  of  the  admiralty,  or  other 
perfon  whatfoever,  in  the  one  or  the  other  ;kingdom  ;  the 
complaint  being  prefentcd  by  the  party  concerned,  to 
their  majefties,  or  to  any  of  their  council,  their  faid  raa- 
jcil'ies  fhall  caufe  the  damages  forthwith  to  be  repaired, 
and  all  things,  as  they  are  above  agreed,  to  be  duiy  exe- 
cuted:  and  in  cafe,  that  in  progrefs  of  time  any  frauds  or 
inconveniencies  be  difccAcred  in  the  navigation  and  com- 
merce betv/een  both  kingdoms,  againli  wliich  fufhcient 
prevention  hath  not  been  made  in  thefe  articles,  other  pro- 
vifions  may  be  liereafter  mutually  agreed  on,  as  fiiall  be 
judged  convenient,  the  prefent  treaty  remaining  llili  in  full 
force  and  vigour,  '  XL, 


XL.  It  is  likcwife  accorded  and  concluded,  diat  the 
moft  ferene  and  renowned  kings  of  Great  Britain  and 
Spain,  fhall  (incerely  and  faithfully  obfervc  and  keep,  and 
procure  to  be  obferved  and  kept,  by  their  fubjeQs  and  in- 
habitants refpedively,  all  and  fingular  the  capitulations  in 
this  prefent  treaty  agreed  and  concluded,  neither  fhall 
they,  direelly  or  indiretlly,  infringe  the  fame,  or  confent 
tha.t  the  fame  Ihall  be  infringed  by  any  of  their  fubjefts  or 
inhabitants.  And  they  fhall  ratify  and  confirm  all  and 
lingular  the  conventions  before  accorded  by  letters  patents 
reciprocally,  in  fulficient,  full,  and  efFeclual  form,  and 
the  fame  fo  formed  and  made,  fhall  interchangeably  deli- 
ver, or  caufe  to  be  delivered,  faithfully  and  really,  within 
four  months  after  the  date  of  thefe  prefents ;  and  they  fliall 
then,  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be,  caufe  this  prefent 
treaty  of  peace  and  amity  to  be  publiflied  in  all  places,  and 
in  the  manner  accuftomed. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  abovementioned  ambaffador 
extraordinary  of  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  commiifarics  of  the  moft  ferene  king  and  queen 
of  Spain,  have  put  our  felals  to  this  prefent  treaty,  fub- 
fcribed  with  our  own  hands,  at  Madrid  the  ^y  day  of  May, 
in  the  year  1667.

ANdrez  Perez  de  Manfilla,  notary  publick  for  our  lord 
the  king,  and  for  the  government  of  this  city,  do 
certify,  that  by  the  regifters  of  publick  a6ls  made  upon 
what  hath  been  adjufted,  and  concluded  between  this 
crown  and  that  of  England,  for  renewing  the  articles  of 
peace,  and  commerce,  which  were  publifhed  in  this  city, 
the  29th  day  of  the  month  of  December,  in  the  year  1677, 
by  virtue  of  the  cedula  from  our  lady  the  queen,  direfted 
to  the  count  de  Humanes,  who  was  then  governor,  and 
colonel  of  the  forces  in  this  city  and  its  diftrifts,  and  which 
copy,  authorized  and  compared,  is  in  the  faid  a6ts,  and 
with  them  a  copy  for  the  continuation  and  renewing  of  the 
peace  and  amity  between  the  two  crowns  of  Spain  and 
Great  Britain,  printed  in  quarto,  which  is  that  which  was 
remitted  to  Madrid  with  the  (aid  cedula,  and  is  the  farce 
which  was  pubhihed  in  this  faid  city,  and  in  the  publick 
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places  thereof,  and  amongft  the  articles  of  the  faid  treaty 
of  peace,  there  are  two,  the  one  number  nine,  and  the 
other  number  thirty-eight,  M'hich  are  of  the  tenor  follow- 
ing, viz. 

Article  'T^HAT  the  fubjeBs  of  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
IX.  X  tain,  trading,  buying  and  felling,  in  any  of 
the  kingdoms,  governments,  iflands,  ports,  or  territories 
of  the  faid  king  of  Spain,  fhall  hold,  ufe,  and  enjoy,  all 
the  privileges  and  immunities  which  the  faid  king  hath 
granted  and  confirmed  to  the  Englifli  merchants,  which  re- 
fide  in  Andalicia,  by  his  royal  cedulas  or  orders,  made 
the  19th  of  March,  the  2  6Lh  of  June,  and  gth  of  Novem- 
ber, 1645:  his  Cathohck  Majelty,  by  thefe  prefents,  rati- 
fying the  fame,  as  part  of  this  treaty  between  the  two 
crowns  ;  and  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  manifeft  to  all  peo- 
ple, he  hath  confented  that  the  faid  cedulas,  as  to  their 
entire  fubftance,  be  brought,  transferred,  and  incorpo- 
rated in  thefe  prefent  articles,  in  the  name,  and  in  behalf, 
of  all  and  every  of  the  fubje6ls  of  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, refiding  and  trading  in  any  part  whatfoever,  within 
the  dominions  of  his  Cathohck  Majefty. 

Article  TT  is  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the  people 
XXXVI 11.  A  and  fubjefts  of  the  one  and  the  other  of 
their  faid  majefties,  fliall  have  and  enjoy  in  their  refpec- 
tive  lands,  fcas,  ports,  roads,  coafts,  territories,  and  pla- 
ces belonging  to  each  other,  the  fame  privileges,  fecuritics, 
liberties  and  immunities,  as  well  touching  their  perfons,  as 
their  trade,  which  have  been  given,  or  fhall  be  given  by 
one  or  the  other  part,  to  the  nioft  Chriflian  King,  or  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinees  of  the  Low  Coun- 
tries, or  to  the  Hans-Cities,  or  any  other  kingdom  or  ftate 
whatfoever,  and  that  it  be  with  all  the  claufes  and  circiini- 
flances  ip  their  favour,  in  as  full,  ample,  and  beneficial 
a  manner,  as  if  the  fame  was  here  particularly  referred  un- 
to, and  infcrted. 

As  is  manifell  and  appears  from  the  faid  treaty  of  peace

Forafmuch  as  on  the  part  of  you  Richard  Anthony, 
conful  of  the  Engliih  nation,  by  you,  and  in  the  name  of 
the  vafTals  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  information  hath 
been  given  to  me,  that  by  means  of  the  peace,  which  be^ 
tween  this  and  that  kingdom  is  fetded,  thefe  which  do  re- 
fide  and  commerce  hi  Andaluzia,  principally  in  the  city 
of  Sevilla,  San  Lucar,  Cadiz  and  Mala'^a,  humbly  e.itreat 
me,  that  I  would  be  pleafed  to  confivm  to  you  the  privi- 
leges, exemptions,  and  liberties  which  apperta-n  to  vqu,  as 
well  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  by  the  confirmar 
tions  of  them,  and,  other  favours  and  indulto's,  which  the 
king  my  lord  and  father,  (now  in  glory)  granted  you.,  and 
^11  others  whatfoever,  that  have  been  granted  by  my  crowns 
of  thefe  my  kingdoms  of  Caftilie  and  of  Portugal,  coni^ 
manding  that  they  be  obferyed  and  accomplifhcd  in  all, 
and  through  all,  without  any  limitation,  and  that  ;;hey  niay 
be  of  more  force,  to  grant  them  anew,  with  the  qualities, 
amplifications,  conditions  and  declarations,  which  may  be 
inoft  cpnyenient  for   you,    impofing  piuiifliments   upon 
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vhom  fhall  contradi6t  them,  and  not  obferve  tbem  ;  and 
that  it  may  be  known  what  they  are.  that  there  be  given 
copies  of  them,  of  what  favour  I  have  granted  them,  ha- 
ving a  due  regard  to  the  aforefaid,  and  becaufe  that  for  the 
occafions  which  I  have  of  wars,  you  have  ofl'ered  to  affift 
me  with  two  thouland  five  hundred  ducats  of  filver,  pay- 
ing one  thoufand  down,  and  the  other  thoufand  five  hun- 
dred remaining,  in  the  month  of  April,  of  this  prefent 
year,  for  wliich  Don  Francifco  Moreno,  with  the  inter- 
vention of  Don  Antonio  de  Campo-Redondo  y  Rio.  knight 
of  the  order  of  St.  James,  of  ray  privy  council,  and  of  my 
exchequer,  in  your  name,  and  by  virtue  of  your  power, 
pafTed  a  writing  or  obhgation  in  form,  before  JohnCortez 
de  la  Cruz,  my  notary,  I  have  thought  fit,  and  by  thefe 
prefents,  of  my  own  proper  motive,  certain  knowledge, 
and  royal  and  abfolute  power,  which  in  this  part  I  will 
ufe,  and  do  ufe,  as  king  and  natural  lord,  not  acknow- 
ledging any  fuperior  in  temporals,  I  confirm  and  approve 
the  faid  privileges  of  exemptions,  and  liberties  which  ap- 
pertain to  you,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  peace, 
as  by  the  confirmations  of  them,  and  the  reft  of  the  fa- 
vours, indulto's,  which  the  king  my  lord  and  father  grant- 
ed you,  and  any  others  whatibcvcr.  which  have  been 
granted  by  my  crowns  of  Callille  and  Portugal,  to  the 
laid  vaffals  in  all,  and  through  all,  as  therein,  and  in  e\'e- 
ry  thing,  and  in  part  thereof  is  fpecified,  contained  and 
declared,  that  they  may  be  firm,  ftabie,  and  valid  to  you, 
and  be  obferved  to  vou,  kept  and  fulfilled,  becaufe  tliat 
my  intention  and  deliberate  will  is,  that  all  thofe  of  the  faid 
nation  may  enjoy,  and  do  enjoy  them  without  any  limi- 
tation, with  condition,  that  during  the  tinie  they  fliall  rcfide 
in  Andaluzia,  the  faid  Englifh  may  not  be  put  upon  any 
office,  or  in  any  publick  poft,  nor  made  guardians,  truf- 
tces,  nor  collctlors,  although  they  may  be  of  the  duties  of 
Alcavalus,  and  Millones,  or  other  duties  which  relate  to 
my  royal  treafury  ;  nor  fhall  they  demand  fiom  you  loans, 
or  donatives,  nor  oblige  you  to  farm  any  rents,  nor  take 
your  horfcs  or  ffaves. 

And  to  do  you  further  favour,  in  conformity  of  what 
is  capitulated  in  the  faid  peace,  I  will  and  permit  that  you 
may,  and  do  trade  and  commerce    freely,  and  fell  your 
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merchandizes  and  goods,  and  buy  diofe  of  my  kingdoms, 
and  carry  them  thence,  obferving  what  is  ordained  by  the 
laws  and  decrees  that  treat  thereof,  paying  into  my  royal 
treafury  the  duties  that  ought  to  be  paid,  prohibiting  as  I 
do  prohibit,  and  command  that  they  do  not  take  from  you 
by  force,  any  merchandizes,  as  wheat  or  barley,  although 
it  be  for  difpatch  of  my  Armadas,  fleets  or  galloons,  nei- 
ther for  the  AfTentiflas,  nor  Ellranqueros,  and  the  faid 
privileges  (hall  be  as  to  wheat  and  barley,  according  to  the 
tax ;  and  as  to  other  things  and  merchandizes,  as  you  Ihalf 
covenant  and  agree  for,  without  taking  them  from  you  till 
they  have  paid  you  for  them,  and  that  they  Ihallnot,  upon 
the  account  aforefaid,  give  you  any  manner  of  trouble  or 
vexation. 

And  becaufe  that  many  of  you  trade  in  bringing  to  the 
ports  of  Andaluzia,  city  of  Sevilla,  and  other  parts,  a  great 
quantity  of  Bacailao,  and  other  kinds  of  fifli  dry  and  fak- 
ed, which  being  the  moil  necelTary  provifions  that  can  be, 
and  creates  you  a  great  deal  of  coft  and  trouble,  I  will 
and  command  that  you  enjoy  the  cuftom  of  the  city  of 
Sevilla,  in  which  it  is  ordered,  that  thofe  which  arrive 
with  any  filh  dry  and  faked  there,  may  not  be  impofed 
any  rate,  but  that  they  fell  at  the  price  they  will,  without 
that  it  be  neceffary  that  they  manifeft  it  to  more  than  to 
the  minikers  which  recover  my  royal  revenues,  and  that 
if  the  Ihips  in  which  they  bring  the  faid  bacailao  be  great, 
jhat  they  cannot  come  up  the  river,  and  fliaU  unload  them 
in  barks,  the  judge  of  the  admiralty,  or  any  other,  may 
not  pu.t  in  the  faid  barks,  any  guards  at  the  coft  of  jhe 
owners  of  them.  In  like  fort  I  command,  that  in  cafe  it 
appears  that  the  faid  fiflri  is  rotten,  and  cannot  be  fpent,  it 
be  buri^t  or  call  into  the  fea,  wkhout  that  by  reafon  there- 
of, there  may  be  made  any  procefs  againft  the  owners, 
or  perfons  that  fold  it,  or  be  imprifpned  or  informed  a- 
gain  ft. 

And  becaufe  that  the  adminiftrator  of  the  Almonarifar^ 
gos,  and  divers  other  duties,  which  are  recovered  on 
goods  and  merchandizes,  have  been  ufed  upon  informa- 
tion given,  to  fcize  the  perfbn  they  fufpecl,  \Yhich,  to 
men  of  trade,  occafions  much  difcredit,  cofts  and  vexa-f 
j^jons;  my  will  i^,  and  I  commandj  that  upon  the  faid  in- 
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formations,  they  only  proceed  againll  the  merchandizes, 
and  not  againft  the  perfons,  permitting  them,  as  I  do 
permit  them,  that  they  may  make,  and  do  make  their  de- 
fences againft  the  faid  vexations. 

And  whereas,  according  to  one  article  of  the  faid  peace, 
which  treats  in  matter  of  religion,  notwithftanding  that  in 
fome  law-fuit,  it  hath  been  endeavoured  that  ihey  declare, 
whether  they  be  Roman-catholicks,  or  not,  excufing.  giv- 
ing credit  to  the  oath  which  they  make,  as  being  parties, 
or  as  witneffes,  I  command  therefore,  that  in  thole  mat- 
ters, they  fl^iall  not  meddle  v:ith  the  natives  of  the  faid  king- 
dom :  but  that  the  faid  condition  be  fully  obierved,  with- 
out making  them  any  fuch  queftions,  and  to  the  oath  you 
fhall  tender  them  in  court,  the  fame  faith  and  credit  ihall 
be  given,  as  ifiheywere  natural  Spaniards,  without  that 
upon  this  account,  they  are  molefted,  or  troubled,  or  re- 
ceive any  grievance. 

'  And  by  reafon  that  for  juftification  of  fome  caufes.  th.e 
judges  and  jiiftices  pretend,  that  the  merchants  fliould  ex- 
hibit their  books  of  trade,  and  thereupon  they  receive  vex- 
ation and  trouble,  I  command  and  will,  that  the  books  of 
the  merchants  of  the  faid  nation,  be  not  taken  from  them, 
but  that  they  produce  them  in  their  own  houfes,  to  take  out 
th3  article  which  fhall  be  appointed,  without  demanding 
others,  nor  may  be  taken  from  them  any  otlicr  papers, 
upon  punilhment  of  him  that  fhall  contravene  herein,  to 
be  chadiied  according  to  law. 

And  becaufe  likewife  the  merchants  enter  their  iroods 
in  the  cuftom-houf?  of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  of  all  the  duties, 
which,  becaufe  they  are  many,  is  made  upon  one  flieet  of 
paper,  and  firmed  and  figned  by  all  the  officers,  and  re- 
mains in  pofleffion  of  the  warehoufe-keeper  of  the  cuflom- 
houfe,  that  by  virtue  thereof,  he  may  deliver  flich  goods 
as  go  in  bales,  packs,  trunks  and  chefts.  and  after  they 
have  taken  them  out,  and  put  them  in  their  houfes.  and 
warehoufes,  the  head  waiter  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the 
officers  of  the  half  per  cent,  fliall  not  fearch  your  houfes, 
nor  goods,  caufing  you  trouble  and  vexation,  afking  of 
you  the  difpatches,  it  being  manifeft  that  you  cannot  have 
them,  having  left  them  in  the  power  of  the  faid  head  waiter. 
I  prohibit  therefore  and  command,  that  the  houfes  of  the 
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faid  merchants  fliall  not  be  vifited,  nor  be  afked  of  tbem 
the  difpatches  of  their  goods,  which   doth  not  remain  in 
their  ciiftody,  fo  that  this  is  to  be  underftood,  and  is  under- 
ftood  of  the  houfes  which   are  within  the  walls  of  the  faid 
city.     And  that  it  may  be  known,  thofe  who  are  of  the  faid 
nation,  let  copies  be  given  of  the  faid  privileges,  and  ex- 
emptions which  concerns  you,  and  were  granted  you,  as 
well  by  the  ardcles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  in  any  odier  man- 
ner whatfoever ;  and  for  the  execution  and  accomplifhing 
of  all  the  aforefaid.   I  command  thofe  of  my  privy  council, 
and  the  reft  of  my  coupfellors,  juntas,  and  tribunals  of  my 
court,  and  the  prefidents,  and  juftices  of  my  courts,  asal- 
fo  the  judges,  and  juftices  of  the  peace  belonging  to  my 
houfe,  court,  and   chancery,  and  the  regent,  and  judges 
of  my  court  de  Grades,  in  the  city  of  Sevilla,  and  the  chief 
magiftrate  of  the  court  thereof,  and  all  mayors,  governors, 
magiftrates,  and  other  inferior  officers,  as  well  of  the  faid 
cities  of  Sevilla,  Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar  de 
Barrameda,  as  of  all  other   cities,    towns,  and  places  of 
thefe  my  kingdoms,  and  dominions,  and  judges,  and  juf- 
tices thereof,  of  whatever  quality  and  condition   they  may 
be,  to  whom  principally  or  accidentally  it  fliall  concern  in 
any  manner  whatfoever,  the   accomplifhing  of  all  that  is 
contained  in   this  my  letter,  that  as  foon  as  they  fliall  have 
been  required  herewith,  or  with  a  copy  thereof  figned  by 
a  publick  notary,  (to  which  fhall  be  given  as  much  credit 
as  to  the  original)  each  one  for  that  part  which  fliall  concern 
him.  obferve   and  accomplifii,  caufe   to  be  obferved  and 
accomplifhed,  in  all.  and  through  all,  as  is  contained  there- 
in, without  that  in  the  whole,  or  in  part,  there  be  put  any 
impedim.ent,  or  ether  doubt,  or  difficulty  that  fhall  oppole 
or  contravene  its  tenor,  and  form,  nor  confent,  or  allow 
that  it  be   interpreted,  limited,  or  fufpended  in  whole,  or 
in   part,  contrary  to  the  cedulas,  provifions,  or  other  or- 
ders for  obfervance  thereof,  in  that  part  which  fhall  relate 
to  each  of  you,  and  that  they  provide,  and  give  the  necef- 
fary  orders  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  the  favour,  which  by 
this  my  letter  I   grant  you,  and  that  at  all  times,  this  fa- 
vour may  be  certain   and  fecure  to   you,  that  you  may 
have  a  judge  confervator  for  Andaluzia,  principally  for  the 
laid  cities  of  Sevilla;  Malaga,  Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar  de 
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Barrameda,  to  whom  I  fhall  give  fufficient  commiffion  for 
the  prefervation  and  accomphlhing  of  die  faid  privileges, 
liberties  and  exemptions,  (which  may  oblige  and  compel 
all  and  every  perfon  whatfoever,  of  whatfoever  condition, 
or  quality  foevcr  they  bc;  as  fliall  concern  the  faid  nation, 
as  well  in  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  defendants,  as  in 
thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  plaintiffs,  although  the  perfon 
■which  fhall  fue  them,  and  of  whom  they  fliall  be  fucd.  may 
have  any  other  fpecial  judges  whatfoever,  as  well  by  co- 
venant or  contract  which  they  may  ha\e  made,  as  by  the 
preeminencies  or  immunities  which  they  may  have,  becaufe 
that  of  the  faid  caules  only  the  faid  judge  conlcrvator  may 
take  cognizance,  and  no  other  judge  or  tribunal  whatfo- 
ever, although  it  be  for  any  excels  or  notorious  crimes, 
or  in  any  other  manner  and  form  whatfoever ;  and  the 
faid  judge  confervator  for  the  prefent,  fliall  be  doftor  Don 
Francifco  de  Vergara,  judge  of  my  court  of  degrees  of 
the  city  of  Sevilla,  during  the  time  that  he  fhall  aft  therein, 
and,  in  his  abfence,  do6lor  Don  Francifco  de  Mcdrano, 
judge  of  the  fame  court,  who,  for  matters  and  law-fuits 
which  fhall  offer  in  the  faid  cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and 
San  Lucar,  may  fubftitute  his  confervatorlhip  in  the  per- 
fon that  fhall  be  propofed  by  the  faid  nation,  that  they 
may  be  laid  before,  and  remitted  to  him,  for  the  deter- 
mination thereof;  and  of  that  which  fliall  be  fo  deter- 
mined by  him,  they  may  appeal  to  my  council,  and  not  to 
any  other  tribunal,  and  becaule  that  my  will  is,  that  each 
one  in  his  time  may  have  jurifditiion  and  fpecial  commif- 
fion, to  proteB;  and  defend  you  in  all  that  is  contained  ia 
this  my  letter,  and  that  all  of  it  may  be  obferved,  and  ac- 
Comphflied,  in  the  form  that  it  is  offered  to  you;  1  have 
thought  fit  to  give  charge,  as  by  thefe  prcfcnts  I  give, 
them  charge  of  the  protcftion  and  defence  thereof,  and 
command  them,  that  they  fee  this  my  letter,  and  the  qua-r 
lities,  and  condidons,  and  preeminencies,  and  amplifica- 
tions, contained  therein,  and  caufe  all  of  it  to  be  obferved 
and  accomplifhcd,  in  the  form  accordingly,  and  in  the 
manner  that  is  contained  therein,  and  declared,  without 
confenting  or  allowing  that  In  whole  or  in  part,  they  may 
put,  or  do  put  any  doubt  or  dilFiculty  therein  ;  and  before 
the  faid  Don  Francifco  de   Vergara,  and  in  bis  abience 
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before  the  faid  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  and  not  be- 
fore any  other  fpecial  judge,  the  firft  motion  fhall  pafs, 
and  be  followed  in  all  caufes  and  law-fuits  for  what  relates 
thereunto,  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  executed,  and  a  chaf- 
tifement  of  the  dilbbedient,  for  fuch  is  my  will ;  and  that 
the  cognizance  and  determination  of  all  that  is  contained 
in  this  fpecial  letter,  fhall   concern  them,  and  doth  con- 
cern them,  that  they   proceed  againft  tbofe  that   i'hall   be 
guilty,  executing  on  them  fuch  penalties  as  the  law  requires, 
referring,  as   I  do   referve   to   my  council,  the   appeals, 
which  by  their  aBs  and  fentences  they  fhall  interpole,  and 
not  for  any  other  tribunal,  without  that  any  of  the  reft  of 
my  councils,  tribunals,  courts  or  chanceries,  or  any  other 
judges  or  juftices  of  thefe  my  kingdoms  and  dominions,  of 
whatfoever  quality  they  be,  may  intermeddle,  or  do  inter- 
meddle therein,  neither  in  the  practice  nor  exercife  of  tiie 
fpecial  jurifdiftion,  which  by  this  my  cedula  I  grant  them, 
be  it    by  way  of  excels,  appeal,  or   any  other  recourfe 
whatfoeyer  ;  to  whom  and  to  each  of  them  I  inhibit,  and 
hold  for  inhibited  their  cognizance,  and  declare  them  for 
judges   incompetent   thereof,  for  the  whole,  and  in  each 
thing,  and  part  thereof,  granting  them  as  full  and  com- 
pleat  power,  and  moft  ample   commiffion  as  in  law  is  re- 
quired, and  is  necelfary,  with  their  incidencies,  dependen- 
cies, annexities,    and  connexities  ;    and  that,  after  them, 
the  faid  Englifli  nation  of  the  faid  city  of  Sevilla,  may  name 
in  the  faid  commiffion,  one  of  the  judges  of  the  faid  court, 
whom  the  faid  nation  fliall  think  fit ;  and  I  command  the 
prefident,  and  thofeofmy  privy  council,  that  prefenting 
before  them  his  name,  in  cafe  the  laid  commifilon  be  va- 
cant by  promotion,  or  vacation  of  the  faid  Don  Francif- 
co de  Vergara,  or  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  or  in  any 
other  manner,  they  fhall  be  difpatchedby  him  that  fhall  be 
named,  in  the  form  accordingly,  and  as  by  this  my  letter 
is  ordained :  and  for  the  better  performance  hereof,  for 
time  to  come,  I  grant  them  power,  licence,  and  authority, 
that  they  may  fubftitute,  and  do  fubfiitute  this  commiffion 
for  matters,  and  law-fuits,  which  fliall  offer  in  the  faid  ci- 
ties  of  Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar  de  Barrame- 
da,  in  the  perfon  which  by  you  fhall  be  propofed  to  them, 
that  they  may  examine  matters,  and  bring  them  to  eonclu- 
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Jkjn,  and  remit  them  the  law  fuits  and  caufes  you  fliall 
have,  to  determine  them  in  the  form  they  fhall  think  fit, 
and  fee  convenient  for  the  fccurity  of  what  is  contained 
in  this  my  letter;  and  I  encharge  the  moll  ferene  prince, 
Don  Balthafar  Carlos,  my  very  dear  and  beloved  fon, 
and  command  the  infantes,  prelates,  dukes,  marquefles, 
counts,  barons,  knights,  efquires,  governors  of  c^.iUes, 
fortreifes,  and  plains,  and  thofe  of  my  council,  prefident  and 
judges  of  my  courts,  officers  of  my  houfe,  and  court,  and 
chancery,  and  all  mayors,  governors,  deputy-governors, 
juftices  of  the  peace,  and  other  whatfoever  juitices  and 
judges  of  my  kingdoms,  and  dominions,  that  they  obfcrve 
to  you  and  accomplifh,  and  caufe  to  be  obfervcd  and  ac- 
complifhed,  this  my  letter,  and  favour,  which  I  do  grant 
you,  and  again il  the  tenor  and  form  thereof,  not  to  go, 
nor  aft  now,  nor  at  any  time,  nor  by  any  manner,  per- 
petually, forever,  nor  confent,  or  allow  that  they  be  limit- 
ed to  you,  or  fufpended  in  whole,  or  in  part,  all  its  con- 
tents, whatfoever  laws,  or  orders  of  thefe  my  kingdoms, 
and  dominions,  ordinances,  ftile,  ufe,  and  cuftom  of  the 
iaid  cities  of  Sevilla,  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar,  and 
all  others,  which  they  have,  or  may  have,  to  the  contrary 
notwithflanding,  forafmuch  as  doth  concern  thefe  prefcnts, 
accounting  it  to  be  here  inferied  and  incorporated,  as  if  it 
had  been  word  for  word,  and  of  diis  my  letter  Gcronimo 
de  Canencia,  my  chief  treafurer  and  accountant,  and  my 
fccretary  de  la  Media  Anata,  is  to  take  cognizance,  to 
whofe  charge  is  committed  the  account  of  the  faid  duty; 
and  I  declare,  that  of  this  favour,  you  have  payed  the 
duty  of  Media  Anata,  which  imports  thirty  and  five  thou- 
fand,  one  hundred,  fifty  and  five  Maravedis  in  filvcr,  which 
you  are  to  pay  every  fifteen  years  perpetually,  and  diat 
being  complied  with,  you  fi)all  not  have  the  power  to  ufe 
this  favour,  without  that  it  firfl  appears  that  you  have  fatis- 
fied  this  duty,  and  alfo  that  you  pay  the  judge  conferva- 
tor  you  fhall  name,  the  falary  which  he  fiiall  enjoy  by  the 
fdid  occupation,  which  is  to  be  manifefted  by  ccrdficale 
from  the  office  of  this  duty.  Given  in  Zaragoza,  the  19th 
day  of  March,  1645. 
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Second  Cedula,    amplifying  and  conjirming  the  Privileges 
granted  to  the  Englifh  nation. 

TO  do6lor  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  judge  of  my 
court  of  degrees  of  the  city  of  Se  villa;  know  ye,  that 
by  one  of  my  letters  and  decrees  of  the  19th  of  March,  of 
this  prefent  year,  I  did  grant  (to  Richard  Anthony,  con- 
ful  of  the  Englifli  nation,  and  to  the  fubjefls  of  the  king- 
dom of  England,  which  refide  and  trade  in  Andaluzia, 
principally  in  this  city,  and  in  that  of  Cadiz,  and  in  that  of 
San  Lucar  de  Barramedaj  the  privileges,  exemptions  and 
licences,  which  appertain  to  them,  as  well  by  the  articles 
of  the  peace,  as  by  the  confirmation,  and  other  favours 
and  indultos,  which  the  king  my  lord  and  father  (now  in 
glory)  granted  them,  and  with  the  other  qualities,  condi- 
tions, preeminences,  and  amphfications  in  the  faid  decree 
declared,  for  having  offered  to  ferve  me  with  two  thoufand 
five  hundred  ducats  of  filver,  according  as  more  largely 
thereby  doth  appear,  to  which  I  refer  myfelf,  and  one  of 
the  conditions  which  I  did  grant  them,  was,  that  I  would 
name  and  allow  them  a  judge  confervator  for  Andaluzia, 
principally  for  the  faid  two  cities,  and  San  Lucar  de  Bar- 
rameda,  to  whom  fhould  be  given  fufficient  commiffion, 
for  the  obfervance  and  accomplifhment  of  the  faid  privile- 
ges, liberties  and  exemptions,  who  fhould  take  cognizance 
of  all  caufes,  both  civil  and  criminal,  which  fliould  be 
brought  again  ft  them,  in  which  they  were  made  defendants, 
that  before  him  fhould  come  all  law-fuits,  and  caufes  what- 
foever,  which  fhould  concern  the  faid  Englifli,  or  any  other 
perfons  whatfoever,  of  whatfoever  quality  they  may  be,  as 
well  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  defendants,  as  in  thofe 
in  which  they  fhall  be  plaintiffs,  although  the  perfons  that 
fliall  fue  them  may  have  fpecial  judges,  as  well  by  agree- 
ment or  contraft,  which  they  may  have  made,  by  the  pre- 
eminence or  immunity  which  they  may  have,  becaule  of 
the  faid  caufes,  only  (hall  take  fpecial  cognizance  the  faid 
judge  confervator,  and  no  other  judge,  or  tribunal,  al- 
though it  may  be  by  way  of  excefs,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner or  form  whatfoever,  and  that  for  the  caufes  and  fuits 
that  fhall  offer  in  the  faid  cities  of  Cadiz  ^nd  Malaga,  and 
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San  Lucar,  may  be  fubftituted  their  commiflion  In   the 
perfon,  which  by  the  faid  nation  fhall  be  propofed,  that  he 
may  bring  things  to  a  conclufion,  and  that  they  be  remitted 
to  him  to  determine,  and  of  that   which  the  faid  judge 
fhali  {b  determine,  they  may  appeal   to  my  council,  and 
not  to  any  other  tribunal,  and  tliat  the  time  you  fhall  a6t 
in  the  faid  court,  you  fhall  be  efleemed  as  fuch,  and  in 
vour  abfence,  and  after  you,  he  whom  the  faid  nation,  in 
the  faid  city  of  Sevilla  fliall  appoint,  and  becaufe  that  my 
will  is,  that   all  this  be  obferved,  and  accomplilhed  in  the 
form  as  is  expreffed,  I  have  thought  fit  to  give  charge  to 
you,  and  by  this  prefent   do  give  you  charge  of  the  pro- 
teftion  and  defence  hereof,  and  command  you  that  you  fee 
the   faid  decree,  and  the  conditions,    preeminences,  and 
amphfications  therein  contained,  and  all  of  it  be  obferved, 
and  accomplilhed  in  form  accordingly,  and  after  the  man- 
ner that  in  the  faid  decree,  and   in  this  my  cedula  is  de- 
clared, without  confenting,  or  allowing  that  in  the  whole 
or  in  part,  may  put  or  be  put,  any  doubt  or   difficulty, 
and  before  you,  and  not  before  any  other  judge,  at  the 
firft  inflance  fliall  be  brought  and  followed,  all  caufes  and 
law-fuits,  which    thereupon,  or   any  other   thing  or  part 
thereof,  fliall  be  made,  and  caufe  cognizance  to  be  taken 
of  all  caufes,  civil  and  criminal,  in  which  they  fliall  be 
profecutcd,  or   againft  them  fliall  be  attempted,  and  be- 
fore you  fliall  be   brought  whatfoever  law-fuits  and  caufes 
which  fliall  concern  the  faid  Englifli,  between  whatfoever 
perfons,  or  whatfoever  quality  they  may  be,  and  the  exe- 
cution, and  chafl;ifement  of  thofe   that  fliall  difobey  ;  be- 
caufe that  my  will  is,  that  the  cognizance  and  determina- 
tion  of  all  that  is  contained  in  the  faid   provifion,  and  in 
this  my  cedula  of  amplification,  fpecialiy  fliall  and  do  con- 
cern you,  proceeding  fully  againft:  thofe  that  fliall  he  guilty, 
executing  upon  them  the  punifliments  you  fliall  find  by  juf- 
tice  due  to  them,  without  that  any  of  the  tribunals,   courts 
of  chancery,  or  any  other  judges,  or  juftices  of  my  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  Caftile,  of  whatfoever  quality  they 
may  be,  may  intermeddle,  or  do  intermeddle  herein,  nei- 
ther in  the  ufe  nor  exercife  of  the  fpccial  jurifdiftion  in  the 
faid    firft  inftance,  which  by  this  my   cedula  I  grant  you» 
be  it  by  way  of  cxcefs,  appeal,  or  any  other  recourfe  or 
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manner,  to  whom,  and  to  each  of  you,  I  inhibit,  and  hold 
for  inhibited  their  cognizance,  declaring  you  forjudges  in- 
competent thereof,  as  for  the  whole,  and  every  thing,  and 
part  thereof,  and  I  grant  you  the  moft  full  and  compleat 
power,  and  molt  ample  commiffion,  as  by  law  is  required 
and  neceffary,  with  their  incidencies,  dependencies,  an- 
nexities  and  connexities,  and  that  after  you,  the  faid  Eng- 
lifh  nation  of  the  faid  city  of  Sevilla,  may  have  power  to 
name  in  the  faid  commiffion,  one  of  the  judges  of  this 
court,  whom  the  faid  nation  fhall  think  fit,  and  I  command 
thofe  of  my  privy  council,  that  prefenting  before  them  his 
name,  the  faid  commiffion  being  vacant  by  promotion  or 
otherwife,  him  who  ffiall  be  named,  fhall  have  his  difpatches 
in  due  form,  according  as  in  this  my  cedula  is  ordained, 
and  that  it  may  the  better  be  accomplifhed  all  that  is  con- 
tained in  the  laid  decree,  and  in  this  my  cedula,  I  grant 
you  licence,  power  and  authority,  that  you  may  fubftitute, 
and  do  fubftitute  this  commiffion  for  matters,  and  law-fuits 
that  fhall  offer  in  the  faid  cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and 
San  Lucar,  in  the  perfon  that  by  the  faid  nation  fhall  be 
propofed  to  you,  that  he  may  conclude  matters,  you  re- 
mitting to  him  the  termination  thereof,  in  the  form  you 
fhall  think  fit,  fuch  as  may  be  for  the  fecurity  of  the  faid 
decree,  and  that  all  may  be  obferved  in  the  form,  which 
by  it  is  ordained  and  commanded,  any  laws  and  pragma- 
ticas  of  my  faid  kingdoms,  and  dominions,  ordonnances, 
ftile,  ufe  and  cuftom,  or  any  thing  whatfoever,  to  the  con- 
trary notwithftanding  :  All  which,  and  forafmuch  as  re- 
lates to  thefe  prefents,  I  difpenfe  with,  abrogate,  and  dero- 
gate, make  void  and  annul,  count  for  nothing,"  and  of  no 
value  and  force,  and  that  thefe  prefents  remain  in  ftill 
force  and  vigour  for  the  future.  Done  in  Zaragoza,  the 
26th  of  June;  in  the  year  1645.

Forafmuch  as  by  my  letter  and  decree  of  the  19th  of 
March,  of  this  prefent  year,  I  did  grant  to  you,  the  fub- 
je6ts  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  who  refide  in  Andaluzia, 
a  confirmation  and  approbation  of  the  privileges.,  cedulas, 
and  franchifes  which  were  granted  you  by  the  crowns  of 
Caftille  and  Portugal,  and  commanded  that  they  fhould  be 
kept,  and  obfervedto  you  the  faid  articles  of  peace,  made 
between  my  crowns  and  that  of  England,  and  that  by  my 
other  cedula  of  the  26th  of  June  of  the  fame  year,  you  may 
name  a  judge  confervator,  that  fhall  take  cognizance  of  all 
your  caufes  civil  and  criminal,  as  well  in  thofe  in  which 
you  fhall  be  plaintiffs,  as  in  thofe  in  which  you  Ihall  be  de- 
fendants, with  other  conditions,  amplifications,  and  pre- 
eminences, in  the  faid  decree  and  cedula  contained,  re- 
ferring myfelf  to  the  tenor  thereof. 

And  now  on  your  part,  relation  having  been  made  to 
me,  that  having  prefented  the  laft  cedula  in  the  aflembly 
of  the  court  of  degrees  of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  a  copy  there- 
of was  ordered  to  be  given  to  Don  Juan  de  Villalva,  mv 
fifcal  of  the  faid  court,  who  kept  it  in  his  pofTcfiion  from 
the  15th  of  July,  without  having  anfvvered  it  till  now, 
which  hath  hindered  and  deprived  you  of  the  benefit  and 
performance  of  the  faid  decree  and  cedula,  to  your  great 
prejudice  and  detriment,  although  by  what  is  ordained 
thereby,  the  judge  confervator  ought  to  take  cognizance 
of  all  caufe*,  civil  and  criminal,  as  well  being  plaintiffs  as 
defendants,  with  any  perfon  whatfoever  you  ihould  trade 
with,  your  intent  being  only  to  enjoy  the  faid  privileges 
and  judge  confervator,  when  there  fhould  be  any  law-Cuits 
between  thofe  of  your  nation,  whether  you  be  plaintiffs  or 
defendants,  and  whether  the  caufes  be  civil,  or  whether 
they  be  criminal,  and  when  the  fiiits  fliall  be  with  Spani- 
ards, or  with  other  perfoMs  of  different  nations,  the  con- 
fervator is  to  take  cognizance  fo  far  only  of  the  caufes  in 
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which  you  fhall  be  civilly  or  criminally  profecuted  as  de- 
fendants, and  not  in  which  you  fhall  be  plaintiffs,  humbly 
intreating  me,  that  whereas  in  this  particular  you  have 
waved  and  defifted  from  the  faid  privilege  before  Aionfo 
de  Alarcon,  that  I  would  be  pleafed  to  declare  it,  with  the 
conditions,  amphfications,  and  preeminences,  as  may  be 
moft  convenient  for  you,  and  fhall  be  moft  neceffary  for 
the  greater  force  of  what  is  infifted,  of  what  my  pleafure 
Ihall  be;andbecaufe  that  for  the  fervice  of  the  wars,  you  have 
offered  to  affifl  me  with  one  thoufand  five  hundred  ducats  in 
filver,  payable  at  certain  prefixed  days,  I  have  thought 
fit,  and  by  thefe  prefents  I  will  and  declare,  that  when  the 
fuits  fhall  be  between  thofe  of  your  nation,  whether  you  be 
plaintiffs  or  defendants,  or  the  caufes  fhall  be  civil  oj: 
criminal,  you  fhall  enjoy  the  faid  privilege  and  its  condi- 
tions :  and  when  the  faid  fuits  fhall  be  with  Spaniards,  or 
with -ether  perfons  of  divers  nations,  that  the  judge  con- 
servator fhall  take  cognizance,  and  do  take  cognizance 
only  of  the  caufes  in  which  you  fhall  be  civilly  or  crimi- 
nally defendants,  and  not  when  you  fhall  be  plaintiffs. 

And  becaufe  that  the  duties  of  excife  of  millones,  which 
are  impofed  on  bacallao  dry  and  frefh,  pillchards,  herrings, 
jjid  falmon,  and  other  kinds  of  fifh,  frefh  and  falted,  it 
was  ordered  that  it  fhould  be  recovered  of  thofe  which 
confume  it;  and  by  reafon  the  farmers  of  thefe  duties, 
and  judges  which  take  cognizance  of  thefe  caufes,  do  oc- 
cafion  you  great  grievances,  and  oblige  you  to  pay  two 
hundred  marvedis  for  each  quintal  of  bacallao,  and  ac- 
cordingly on  other  forts  as  are  permitted,  and  upon  the 
arrival  of  the  fhips  at  the  ports  of  Malaga,  Cadiz  and  San 
Lucar,  they  oblige  you  to  declare  the  quantity  of  fifh  you 
luring,  charging  you  by  the  great  for  the  whole,  oblig- 
ing you  to  the  payment  thereof,  as  money  due  to  me, 
and  oblige  you  to  the  payment  thereof  in  four  months  of 
what  it  amounts  to,  which  is  unjufl,  becaufe  that  thofe 
who  buy  thefe  kinds,  are  clergymen,  fryars,  monks,  and 
other  perfons  which  have  privileges  and  habits,  mayors^ 
aldermen,  and  common-council  men,  for  which  caufe  the 
farpiers  of  thefe  duties  will  not  recover  them  of  fuch,  but 
recover  them  of  you  for  the  whole,  without  confidering 
the  quantity  they  fteal  from  you,  that  which  is  rotten,  and 
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what  yo\i  fpend  in  your  own  families,  and  if  you  infift  on 
the  recovery  thereof  of  (iich  perfons,  they  treat  you  ill, 
and  do  not  pay  you  ;  therefore  I  will  and  command,  that 
this  duty  be  recovered  of  the  buyers  and  confumers,  and 
that  the  farmers  put  a  perfon  for  their  account,  that  may 
recover  the  fame,  as  is  done  in  the  revenues  of  alcavala 
and  almoxarifazgo,  with  this  condition,  that  you  be  obliged, 
as  I  oblige  you,  that  you  fhall  regifter  all  the  (aid  kinds 
of  fifli  aforfelaid.  as  you  are  obliged  to  do,  according  to 
the  general  difpatches,  without  that  this  may  be  in  any 
manner  avoided. 

And  becaiile  from  the  vifits  which  the  farmers  of  duties 
make  you,  there  refults  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  I  will 
and  command,  that  in  the  cities  of  Malaga,  San  Lucar 
and  Cadiz,  be  obferved  to  you,  and  kept  the  privilege, 
that  they  may  not  examine  the  merchandizes  which  are 
in  your  houles,  according  to  what  is  ordered  and  com- 
manded by  the  faid  decree,  of  the  nineteenth  of  March 
of  this  p.refent  year,  being  the  fame  which  is  granted  to 
thofe  who  refide  in  the  city  of  Sevilla  :  and  likewife  I 
com nand  that  the  faid  fearch  may  not  be  made  by  any 
farm -r,  if  in  the  Cultom-houle  you  have  paid  all  the  du- 
ties, and  that  this  be  obferved  to  you,  and  accomplifhed 
inviolably. 

And  bccaufe  that  all  fliips  that  come  to  thefe  my  faid 
kingdoms,  from  thole  of  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland, 
the  minilter  of  the  contrabands,  and  of  the  almoxarifazgo 
upon  fearching  tliem,  as  they  enter  the  ports,  caufe  great 
vexitions.  and  trouble  to  the  mafters  of  them,  and  fliut 
up  tl  e  holes  and  hattl  es  of  the  faid  (hips,  defcrrinjT  the 
vifiting  them  eight  or  hticcn  days,  putting  waiters  aboard 
M  the  coft  of  the  mailers,  who  they  will  have  to  maintain 
them,  and  make  them  prefents.  I  command  the  faid  mi- 
niflcrs.  as  well  of  the  contraband,  as  thole  of  almoxarifaz- 
go and  every  of  them,  that  within  three  days  they  fhall 
and  do  make  the  faid  vifit,  without  putting  waiters  aboard 
them  or  taking  any  duties  by  reafon  thereof,  and  if  they 
fhall  put  them,  it  fhall  be  at  the  cod  of  the  chief  almoxari- 
fa/;  o,  and  the  admiralty,  lince  you  owe  nothing:  and 
when  there  Ihall  come  into  the  faid  ports  of  Malaga,  Ca- 
diz, and    San  Lucar,  any   flnp   with  provifions,  or  mer- 
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chandizes,  neither  at  the  time  of  the  vifit,  and  of  the  unload- 
ing, nor  at  any  other,  as  aforefaid,  I  order  that  the 
judges,  and  officers  of  the  contraband,  nor  admirahy, 
nor  any  others,  may  not  put,  or  do  put  in  them  waiters 
at  the  coft  of  the  mailers  or  ov/ners,  nor  do  give  you  any 
trouble,  either  the  one,  or  the  other  upon  that  account, 
according  to  what  is  ordered  in  the  fourth  article  of  the 
inftitution  of  the  faid  admiralty,  by  which  it  is  expreft, 
relating  theieunto,  for  the  fatisfaftion  of  the  waiters  and 
other  officers,  in  the  eighth  article  of  the  peace,  in 
which  it  is  ordered,  That  the  vafTals  of  the  one  king  in  the 
territory  of  the  other,  fhall  be  treated  as  the  natives,  them- 
felves,  in  whofe  ffiips  never  are  put  waiters  at  the  coft  of 
the  mafters,  or  owners  thereof. 

And  becaufe  alfo,  that  the  officers  of  the  contraband 
in  the  faid  ports,  as  foon  as  the  fhips  caft  anchor,  demand 
of  the  mafters  their  manifeft,  and  if  they  do  not  find  in 
it  the  merchandizes  that  come  configned  to  you,  they 
give  you  trouble,  although  you  have  the  bills  of  lading 
that  the  mafters  have  figned  for  them,  to  deliver  them 
according  to  their  confignment,  in  which  you  receive  a 
great  deal  of  damage,  becaufe  that  the  beft  inftrument 
you  can  have  is  the  bills  of  lading,  becaufe  that  by  them, 
you  may  oblige  them  by  juftice  to  deliver  you  your  goods, 
and  if  the  mafters  by  negleci  or  malice,  do  not  write  them 
in  the  faid  manifeft,  it  is  not  juft,  that  they  execute  the 
punifliment  upon  the  owners  of  the  goods,  but  upon  the 
mafters  and  Aiips,  and  in  fo  doing,  the  manifeft  fliall  be 
always  juftifiable.  Wherefore  it  is  my  will,  and  I  declare, 
that  the  mafters  do  comply  with  exhibiting  their  manifeft, 
within  three  days  after  their  arrival  in  the  faid  ports,  and 
I  command,  that  by  reafon  hereof,  the  owner  of  the 
goods  Oiewing  the  bill  of  lading,  you  may  not  give  him 
any  trouble,  or  moleftation  whatfoever. 

And  becaufe  likewife  the  judges  for  exportation,  and 
other  officers,  caufe  you  much  trouble  and  vexation  if 
they  find  in  the  fnip  any  money,  and  it  being  necefiary 
that  the  mafters  have  a  fum  according  to  the  tonnage,  to 
buy  fails,  cables,  anchors,  and  other  necefiary  ftores,  I 
give  licence  and  permiffion,  that  having  firft  made  a  re- 
gifter,  as  is  ufual,  every  Ihip  may  have  three  pieces  of  eight 
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for  every  ton,  for  the  faid  purpofe,  and  not  for  any  other, 
without  therefore  that  upon  that  account  they  be  put  to 
any  trouble. 

And  becaufe,  that  alfo  they  of  the  excife  office 
of  the  faid  city  of  Sevilla,  occafion  you  trouble,  vexation, 
and  law-fuits,  faying,  that  there  is  an  order  that  you 
jfhall  manifeft  the  butter,  leather,  and  other  merchandi- 
zes, and  provifions.  and  that  you  declare  the  price  you 
fell  them  at,  and  to  what  perfbns,  by  which  means  it  is 
two  years  fincC;  that  you  have  not  brought  any  butter  to 
the  faid  city,  and  the  order  doth  not  relate  to  the  ftrangers 
that  bring  thefe  goods,  and  provifions  by  fea,  but  only 
with  the  retailers  that  go  to  buy  them  in  the  ports,  and 
bring  them  to  the  faid  city  to  gain  by  them,  I  declare, 
that  you  have  no  obligation  to  make  the  faid  manifeft 
and  declaration,  nor  can  they  be  obliged  thereby  to  m.ake 
them,  nor  to  make  a  procels  againft  you,  and  if  they  do,  I 
command  they  be  remitted  to  the  judge  confervator  to 
determine  them. 

And  becaufe  that  many  times  you  have  taken  leafes  of 
the  hcufes  in  which  you  live,  and  keep  your  merchan- 
dizes, and  while  you  are  in  them  perfons  of  great  autho- 
rity take  them  from  you,  before  your  leafe  is  expired, 
becaufe  they  be  large  and  ftand  where  trade  is.  and 
oblige  you  to  remove  the  goods,  whereby  they  are  da- 
maged and  (tolen  from  you;  I  will,  and  command,  that 
during  the  time  of  your  leafe.  the  faid  houfcs  mav  not  be 
taken  from  you  by  any  perfbn.  although  he  may  be  a 
judge,  and  have  a  particular  privilege. 

And  that  all  this  may  be  certain  and  fecure,  I  com- 
mand the  regent,  and  judges  of  my  court  of  degrees  of 
the  city  of  Sevilla,  and  the  judges  of  the  courts  thereof, 
and  my  governor  of  the  (aid  city,  and  his  deputy,  and 
the  other  judges  and  jultices  thereof,  and  of  others  what- 
foever  cities,  villages,  and  places  of  my  kingdoms,  and 
dominions  of  my  crowns  of  Caftile,  to  whom  principally 
or  accidcnUilly  fliall  concern  what  is  here  contained,  that 
all  caufcs  which  (hall  be  depending,  in  which  you  fliall  be 
defendants,  being  of  the  (jualities  in  this  my  letter  con- 
tained, that  they  may  provide  and  give  order,  that  they 
may  be  remitted  prefcntly  to  the  judge  confervator,  as  I 
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have  named  you,  in  the  pofture  they  fhall  be,  though 
they  may  have  been  begun  before,  or  after  my  faid  de- 
cree of  the  nineteenth  of  March,  of  this  prefent  year,  to- 
gether with  the  faid  decrees,  and  cedulas  (notwithftanding 
it  having  being  ordered  by  faid  my  court  of  degrees,  to  give 
a  copy  thereof  to  my  faid  judge)  without  making  therein 
any  excufe,  reply,  doubt,  or  any  difficulty  whatlbever; 
and  I  command,  that  they  do  not  intermeddle,  nor  may 
intermeddle  in  any  thing  concerning  what  is  contained  in 
the  faid  decree,  and  cedulas,  and  in  this  my  letter,  but 
that  they  obferve,  and  fulfil,  and  caufe  to  be  obferved, 
and  fulfilled,  and  executed  in  all,  and  through  all,  as 
therein  is  contained,  and  that  each  of  you,  in  that  part 
which  ihall  concern  him,  do  caufe  them  to  be  put  in  true 
and  due  execution  effectually,  fo  as  in  all  refpeBs  it  may 
be  complied  with,  without  that  it  be  neceflary  to  have 
further  recourfe  to  me  hereupon,  whatfoever  laws,  and 
pragmaticas  of  thefe  my  kingdoms  and  dominions,  ordi- 
nances, ftiles,  ufe  and  cuftom,  v/hich  ihey  have,  or  might 
have,  to  the  contrary  notwithflanding;  with  which,  for  as 
much  as  relates  to  thefe  prefents,  I  dilpenfe,  abrogate  and 
derogate,  make  void  and  null,  and  give  for  no  value  and  ef- 
feft,  thefe  prefents  remaining  in  full  force  and  vigour  for 
the  future,  and  of  this  my  letter,  the  clerks  of  my  royal 
treafury  are  to  take  notice,  and  1  declare,  that  for  this 
grant,  you  have  paid  the  duty  of  tlie  media  anata.  Given 
in  Valencia,  the  nineteenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  forty  five. 

/  THE  KING, 

The  Treaty  of  Utrecht. 

THEIR  royal  majelties  do  mutually  promife,  that 
they  will  faithfully  perform  and  fulfill  all  and  every  one 
of  the  articles  of  the  foregoing  treaty,  and  all  privileges, 
conceffions,  agreements,  or  other  advantages  whatfoe- 
ver, arifing  to  the  fubjefls  on  either  fide,  which  are  con- 
tained in  them,  or  in  the  annexed  fchedulesj  and  that 
they  will  at  all  times  caufe  the  fame  to  be  performed  and 
fulfilled  by  their  minifters,  officers,  or  other  fubjeBs^  fo 
that  the  fubjeCls  on  each  fide  may  enjoy  the  full  effecl 
of  all  and  every  one  of  thenij  (thofe  only  excepted,  cou- 
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cerning  which  fomething  elfe  fhall  be  eftablifhed  in  the  fol- 
lowing articles,  to  the  mutual  fatisfadion  of  each  party)  and 
of  all  thofe  likewife  which  are  contained  in  the  following  ar- 
ticles. Moreover,  the  treaty  of  1670,  made  between  the 
crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  for  preventing  all  diffe- 
rences, reftraining  depredations,  and  eftablifhing  peace 
between  the  faid  crowns  in  America,  is  again  ratified  and 
confirmed,  without  any  prejudice  however  to  any  contratt, 
or  other  privilege  or  leave  granted  by  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty  to  the  queen  of  Great  Britain,  or  her  fubjefls,  in  the 
late  treaty  of  peace,  or  in  the  contraft  of  AfTiento,  as  like- 
wife  without  prejudice  to  any  liberty  or  power,  which  the 
fubjeds  of  Great  Britain  enjoyed  before,  either  through 
right,  fufFerance  or  indulgence. 

II.  The  fubjefts  of  their  majeflies,  trading  refpeBively 
in  the  dominions  of  their  faid  majefties,  fhall  not  be  bound 
to  pay  greater  duties,  or  other  imports  whatfoever,  for 
their  imports  or  exports,,  than  Ihall  be  exa6led  of,  and  paid 
by  the  fubje6ts  of  the  moft  favoured  nation ;  and  if  it  fhall 
happen  in  time  to  come,  that  any  diminutions  of  duties,  or 
other  advantages  fhall  be  granted  by  either  fide,  to  any 
foreign  nation,  the  fubjefts  of  each  crown  fhall  reciprocal- 
ly and  fully  enjoy  the  fame.  And  as  it  has  been  agreed, 
as  is  above  mentioned,  concerning  the  ra^es  of  duties,  fo  it 
is  ordained  as  a  general  rule  between  their  majeffies,  that 
all  and  every  one  of  their  fubjefts  f})all,  in  all  lands  and  pla- 
ces fubjeft  to  the  command  of  their  refpeftivc  majeflies, 
uk  and  enjoy,  at  leaf!  the  fame  privileges,  liberties  and 
immunities,  concerning  all  impofts  or  duties  whatfoever, 
which  relate  toperfons,  wares,  merchandize,  fliips.  freight- 
ing, mariners,  navigation  and  commerce,  and  enjoy  the 
fame  favour  in  all  things  (as  well  in  the  courts  of  juflice,  as 
in  all  thofe  things  which  relate  to  trade,  or  any  other  right 
whatfoever)  as  the  mofl  favoured  nation  ufc  and  enjoys, 
or  may  nfe  and  enjoy  for  the  future,  as  is  ex])laincd  more 
at  large  in  the  38th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1C67,  which  is 
fpecially  inferted  in  the  foregoihg  article. 

III.  Whereas  by  the  treaty  of  peace  lately  concluded 
between  their  royal  majeffies.  it  was  laid  as  the  b^dis  and 
foundation  of  the  faid  treaty,  that  the  liibjeBs  of  Great  Bri- 
tain fliould  ufe  and  cnjov  the  fame  privileges  and  libcrtv 
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of  trade  throughout  all  the  dominions  of  Spain,  which  they 
enjoyed  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  and  therefore  the  iame 
rule  is  iikewife,  and  ought  to  be,  the  bafis  and  foundation 
of  the  prefent  treaty  of  commerce,  (which  is  underftood 
to  extend  reciprocally  to  the  iubjefls  of  Spain  trading  in 
Great  Britain,  in  regard  to  whatfoever,  by  agreement,  be- 
longs to  them:)  and  whereas  a  certain,  clear,  and  expe- 
ditious method  of  paying  the  duties,  is  of  the  greatefl  ufe 
in  fettling  trade  upon  a  good  foot,  and  to  the  mutual  ad- 
vantage of  each  nation;  it  is  therefore  agreed  and  con- 
cluded, that  within  the  fpace  of  three  months  from  the  ra- 
tification of  this  treaty,  commiflarics  ap|  oirted  for  that 
purpofe  by  their  refpc6ive  majeflics,  fhall  meet  on  the 
part  of  each  of  their  royal  majtfties,  either  at  Madrid  or 
Cadiz;  by  V horn  a  new  booK  or  ra'ie.s  flj?l],  "wi; tout  any 
delay  of  time,  be  made,  which  book  of  raies  fhali  be  pub- 
lifhed  in  every  port,  and  fhall  contain,  and  feverally  ex- 
prefs  the  duties  which  are  hereafter  to  be  paid  for  wares 
brought  into,  or  carried  out  of  Cafiiiie,  Arragon,  Valen- 
cia and  Catalonia,  and  fiiall  fettle  them  in  fuch  a  manner, 
that  all  the  different  impofts  which,  in  the  time  of  the  lare 
king  Charles  II.  were  paid  under  feveral  names,  and  in 
different  cuftom-houfes,  for  wares  entering  into,  or  going 
out  of  the  ports  of  Spain,  (the  kingdoms  of  Arragon  and 
Valencia,  and  the  principality  of  Catalonia  bein^  comprt- 
hended  therein,  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  of  which  men- 
tion fhall  be  made  hereafter,  only  excepted)  fhall  be  put 
together,  and  be  contained  in  one  duty,  and  payable  only 
in  one  fum. 

But  whereas  the  Britiih  ambaffador  made  prelling  sn- 
flances,  that  it  might  be  given  as  a  rule  to  the  faid  com- 
miffarics,  that  no  greater  duties,  or  other  impofis  whaifb- 
ever,  fhould  be  made  payable  in  any  port,  wet  or  dry,  in 
his  faid  Catholick  Majefty's  dominions,  by  the  faid*  new 
book  of  rates,  than  what  were  paid  in  the  cuftom-houfes 
of  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  or  Cadiz,  in  the  reign  of  the 
late  king  of  Spain,  Charles  II.  the  amballadors  of  Spain 
have  confented.  and  it  is  agreed  and  ilipulated.  that  that 
rule  fhall  be  obferved  in  ihofe  very  ports  of  Cadiz  and  St. 
Mary's;  fo  that  all  augmentations  of  duties  which  were  m- 
trod^ced  in  the  faid  ports  after  the  time  of  Charles  II, 
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on  occafion  of  the  war,  or  under  the  title  of  habilitation,' 
or  a  y  other  whatfoever,  ceafing  and  being  taken  away, 
the  Britifh  fubjefts  fhall  not,  before  or  after  the  faid  book 
of  ra  es  is  fettled,  be  bound  to  pay  any  greater  duties,  of 
what  fort  foever,  ox  under  what  name  foever,  for  their 
imports  or  exports  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and  Cadiz, 
than  what  were  paid  there  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  II. 

Moreover,  in  regard  to  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and  Ca- 
diz, the  faid  commiffaries  fhall  be  ftriftly  enjoined  not  to 
make  the  new  book  of  rates  according  to  the  old  indexes 
of  duties,  which,  by  reafon  of  the  exorbitant  rights  that 
were  appointed  to  be  paid  by  them,  ceafed  to  be  in  ufe  in 
the  time  of  Charles  II.  but  fhall  follow  the  tenor  of  thofe 
indexes  only,  (which  whether  they  were  commonly  called 
arancel  or  regifters)  lliall  be  found  to  have  fubfifted  in  the 
time  of  king  Charles  II.  and  to  have  been  the  rule  by 
which  the  duties  were  then  paid. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, having  paid  thefe  duties  for  their  wares  in  the  faid 
ports,  to  wit,  thofe,  until  the  new  indexes  are  made,  which 
were  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  or  clfe  fuch  as  fhall 
be  made  payable  by  the  faid  new  book  of  rates,  fhall  have 
liberty  totranfport  the  faid  wares,  either  by  fea  or  land,  in- 
to any  other  port  or  place  of  the  aforefaid  dominions  of 
Spain,  nor  fhall  the  duties  which  were  paid  before,  be  re- 
exa£led  on  that  occafion. 

Moreover,  for  preventing  all  difputes,  which  (notwith- 
ftanding  the  exa6l  adminiftration  of  juftice  in  Spain  in  all 
other  refpeftsj  have  formerly  arifen  concerning  other  du- 
ties, which,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  trade  and  traders, 
have  been  exa6led  formerly  ;  it  is  agreed,  tliat  wares  which 
have  paid  the  duties  in  the  manner  aforefaid  at  Cadiz,  or 
the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  and  are  tranfported  in  order  to  be 
fold  by  wholefale,  fllall  be  free  and  clear  from  any  other 
diity  whatfoever,  throughout  all  Spain,  provided  however, 
that  the  proprietor  of  the  faid  wares  or  faBors  bring  cer- 
tificates, that  the  duties  were  duly  paid  in  the  manner  afore- 
faid, otherwife  fuch  wares  fhall  be  looked  upon  as  fraudu- 
lently tranfported.  But  as  to  the  payment  of  the  rights 
commonly  called  de  Alcavaks,  Cicnios,  and  Millones,  it  is 
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agreed,  that  it  fliall  be  regulated  according  to  the  fifth  and 
eighth  article  of  this  treaty. 

But  becaufe  the  Spanifh  ambafladors  are  perfuaded,  that 
the  duties  in  every  port  of  Spain  cannot  be  reduced  to  the 
fame  rule  with  thofe  which  are  or  may  become  cuftomary 
in  Cadiz,  ot  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  without  violating  the 
laws  of  Spain,  and  feveral  privileges  there,  which  have 
the  force  of  laws,  nor  without  the  too  great  prejudice  of 
their  king  and  mafter ;  it  is  therefore  thought  proper  to 
leave  this  matter  to  the  determination  of  the  commifla- 
fies  who  fhall  be  appointed  to  fetde  the  new  book  of 
rates. 

But  his  Catholick  Majefty  promifes,  that  he  will  imme- 
diately take  off  all  augmentations  of  duties  in  the  faid 
ports,  which  have  beein  introduced  there  fince  the  time  of 
Charles  II,  on  occafion  of  the  war,  or  under  the  title  of 
habilitations,  or  any  other  w^hatfoever,  and  that  either  the 
fame  rule  (hall  be  obferved  in  thofe  ports,  which  is  agreed 
to  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and  Cadiz,  or  elfe  at  leaft 
that  the  fame  rule  (hall  be  obferved,  as  well  before  as  af- 
ter the  faid  new  book  of  rates  Ihall  be  made,  which  had 
obtained  in  each  refpeOive  port  in  the  time  of  king 
Charles  II.  fo  that  hereafter  no  greater  duties  fhall  be  ex- 
affed  there,  or  in  any  other  place  of  paffage,  than  what 
were  paid  in  the  faid  places  in  the  time  of  Charles  II. 
In  the  fame  places  fhall  be  likewife  obferved,  what  has 
been  above  appointed  in  this  article  concerning  the  rights 
de  Alcavalos,Qientos,  and  Millones. 

As  to  the  ports  of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  and  others, 
not  fubje6l  to  the  laws  of  Caftille,  in  which  lefs  duties 
were  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  than  at  Cadiz,  or  in 
the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  his  Catholick  Majefty  promifes, 
that  thofe  duties  fhall  not  be  augmented  in  the  faid  'places 
by  the  new  book  of  rates,  but  fliall,  in  the  mean  time,  re- 
main as  they  were  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  All  wares, 
however  brought  into  the  ports  of  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa, 
which  fhall  afterwards  be  carried  by  land  into  the  king- 
doms of  Caftille  or  Arragon,  fhall  be  bound  to  pay  fuch 
duties  in  the  port  where  they  firft  enter  the  faid  kingdoms, 
as  were  paid  there  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  or  elfe  fuch 
as  fliall  be  eftablifhed  by  the  new  book  of  rates. 
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IV.  The  Catholick  King  confents  and  promifes,  that 
for  the  future,  it  fhall  always  be  lawful  for  the  fubje^s  of 
Great  Britain,  living  in  the  provinces  of  Bifcaya  and  Gui- 
pufcoa,  to  hire  houl'es  or  warehoufes  fit  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  their  merchandize,  and  his  majefty  will,  by  renew- 
ing his  orders  to  that  purpofe,  take  effettual  care  that  it 
Ihall  be  in  their  power  to  do  this  in  the  like  manner,  and 
with  the  fame  privileges,  with  which  the  faid  Bntifh  fub- 
jefts,  by  virtue  of  the  aforefaid  treaty  of  1667.  or  of  any 
diploma  or  ordinance,  granted  by  their  Catholick  Ma- 
jefties,  did  enjoy,  or  ought  to  have  enjoyed,  that  liberty 
in  Andalufia,  or  in  any  other  ports  and  places  of  Spain 
whatfoever.  The  fubjecls  of  Spam  (hail  enjoy  the  lame 
liberty  in  any  ports  and  places  of  Great  Britain,  with 
all  the  privileges  belonging  to  them  by  the  aforefaid 
treaty. 

V.  To  prevent  abufes  in  collet ing  the  rights  called 
de  Alcavalos  (3  Cientos,  his  Catholick  Majefty  confents,  that 
the  fubje6ls  of  Great  Britain,  who  fhall  bring  their  wares 
into  any  port  of  Spain,  wet  or  dry,  in  order  to  fell  them 
by  wholefale,  fhall  have  their  choice,  whether  they  will  pay 
the  faid  rights  de  Alcavalos  &  Cientos,  in  the  firft  place  or 
portth^t  they  arrive  at,  or  elfe  according  to  the  laws  of 
Cafiille,  at  the  place  where,  and  at  the  time  when  they 
are  fold  ;  which  faid  rights  fhall  be  the  fame  as  were  paid 
in  the  time  of  king  Charles  II.  And  it  is  further  agreed, 
that  the  fubjeBs  of  Great  Britain,  may  fend  or  carry  the 
wares,  for  which  the  faid  rights  de  Alcavalos  have  once 
been  paid,  into  any  port  or  place  whatfoever,  belonging 
to  his  Catholick  Majeily's  dominions  in  Europe,  (in  order 
to  fell  them  there  by  v.'holefale,  without  any  molellation 
or  repetition  of  the  faid  duties,  or  exatlion  of  any  others 
for  the  firfl  fale  ;  provided  however,  that  they  who  carry 
the  'aid  v/ares,  fhall  bring  receipts  or  ceuificatcs  from  the 
farmers,  or  ccmmiflloners  of  t);e  cuflom-houfes,  from 
whence  it  may  appear,  that  the  faid  rights  have  been  paid 
for  thofe  wares,  and  likewifc  other  certiHcates.  proving 
tliatthe  faid  v.ares  have  not  yet  been  fold  but  if  any  mer- 
chant fells  his  wares  by  retail,  he  fhall  be  bound  under 
fuch  penalties  as  are  inflided  by  law,  to  pay  all  the  local 
and  municipal  duties  which  are  dueapd  cuftomary  at  the 
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fale  of  them,  together  with  the  rights  dc  Alcavalos  ^Cientos, 
and  all  others  wbatfoever. 

His  CatholickMajefty  farther  conCents,  that  if  after  the 
certficates  abovementioned  have  been  (hewn,  any  officer, 
or  gatherer  of  duties,  fhall  exafl;  the  faid  rights  again,  or 
fhall  give  any  trouble,  or  ftop  the  ^affage  of  the  wares  on 
that  account,  the  officer  guilty  of  the  faid  fault,  fhall  incur 
the  penalty  of  2000  ducats,  payable  to  the  ufe  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  chamber,  or  of  the  general  hofpital  at  Madrid ;  the 
notaries  of  the  cuftom-houfes,  or  the  contraband,  fhall  not 
receive  above  15  Ryals  Villon,  for  difpatching  the  faid  cer- 
tificates, unlefs  it  fhall  be  otherwife  agreed  in  fetthng  the 
pew  book  of  rates. 

VI.  And  as  the  fubjefts  of  their  majeflies  are  to  enjoy 
on  both  fides  an  entire,  fecure,  and  unmolefted  ufe  and 
liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce,  as  long  as  the  peace 
and  friendffiip,  entered  into  by  their  majeities,  and  their 
crowns,  ffiall  continue,  fo  likewife  their  majefties  have  pro- 
vided, that  the  faid  fubjefts  fhall  not  be  deprived  of  that 
fecurity  for  any  litde  difference  which  may  poffibly  arife, 
but  that  they  (hall,  on  the  contrary,  enjoy  all  the  bene- 
fits of  peace,  until  war  be  declared  between  the  two 
crowns. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  if  it  ffiould  happen,  (which 
God  prevent)  that  war  fliould  arife,  and  be  declared  be- 
tween their  majefties  and  their  kingdoms,  then  according 
to  the  contents  of  the  36th  article  of  the  aforementioned 
treaty  of  1667,  after  the  declaration  of  fuch  a  rupture,  the 
fpace  of  fix  months  fhall  be  allowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  each 
party,  refiding  in  the  dominions  of  the  other,  in  which  they 
fhall  be  permitted  to  withdraw  with  their  families,  goods, 
merchandizes,  effefts,  and  fhips,  and  to  tranfport  them, 
after  having  paid  the  due  and  accuftomed  impofts,  either 
by  fea  or  land,  to  whatlbever  place  they  pleafe,  as  thev 
fhall  alfo  be  fuffered  to  fell  and  alienate  their  moveable 
and  immoveable  goods,  and  freely,  and  without  any  di- 
fturbance,  to  carry  away  the  price  of  them,  nor  fhall  their 
goods,  wealth,  merchandizes  or  effects,  much  lefs  their 
perfons,  be  in  the  mean  time  detained  or  molefted,  by  any 
feizure  or  arreft.  Moreover,  the  fubjefts  of  each  fide 
(hall,  in  the  mean  time,    enjoy    and  obtaio  quick  and 
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impartial  juftice,  by  means  of  which  they  may,  before  the 
expiration  of  the  fix  months,  recover  the  goods  and  effeth 
which  they  have  lent,  either  to  the  pubhck,  or  to  private 
perfons. 

VII.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  all  the  lofles  which 
the  fubjeds  of  either  crown  fhall  duly  prove,  that  they 
have  fuftained  in  the  beginning  of  the  late  war,  (contrary 
to  the  tenor  of  the  36th  article  of  the  abovementioned 
treaty)  whether  they  confifted  of  moveable  or  immoveable 
goods,  fliall  be  reciprocally  made  good,  without  any  delay 
to  them,  their  lawful  procurators,  heirs,  or  thofe  to  whom 
their  caufe  is  intrufted,  and  reftitution  fhall  be  made  of 
thofe  goods,  whether  lands,  buildings,  or  inheritance,  or 
(of  what  fort  foever  they  are,  which  remain  and  were  con- 
fifcated,  and  the  juftand  lawful  price  of  thofe  goods  which 
cannot  be  recovered,  whether  moveable  or  immoveable, 
fhall  be  paid;  and  their  majeftieshave  articled  and  agreed, 
that  the  faid  payments,  the  pretenfions  to  them  being,  as 
is  aforefaid,  fully  proved,  fhall  faithfully  be  performed,  and 
made  by  their  treafurers  on  each  part 

VIII.  It  is  agreed,  and  his  Catholick  Majefty  will  give 
^fFe6tual  orders  to  that  purpofe,  that  the  duties  upon  h(h, 
and  other  provifion,  called  Millon,  fhall  not  be  demanded 
in  the  place  where  the  faid  wares  firft  ariive,  but  the  faid 
duties  fhall  be  paid  according  to  the  ancient  cuftom  efta- 
blifiied  by  law,  only  in  the  place  of  confumption,  and 
when  the  wares  are  fold,  and  not  before. 

IX.  His  Catholick  jMajefty  promifes,  that  thofe  mer- 
chandizes, which  are  not  particularly  mentioned  in  the  ca- 
talogue of  rates,  which  is  to  be  made  according  to  the  third 
.irticle  of  this  treaty,  fhall  be  charged  with  the  lame  duties 
in  proportion  to  their  value,  and  no  greater  than  thofe 
which  are  laid  upon  merchandizes  named  in  the  faid  cata- 
logue of  rates.  And  if  any  difference  arifes  between  the 
farmers  of  the  cultom-houfes,  or  commifTarics,  and  any 
merchant,  concerning  the  value  of  any  wares,  it  fhall  be 
in  the  choice  of  the  merchant  to  fell  his  wares  to  the  far- 
mer or  commiffary,  at  the  price  the  farmer  of  the  cuflom- 
houfe  valued  them  (whicli  price  fhall  be  immediately  paid 
in  ready  money,  the  duties  only  dcdutfcd)  or  elfc  to  give 
part   of  his  merchandizes  at  the   rate  fct  upon  them,  as 
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hath  been  mentioned,  to  the  farmer  or  comjpiffary,  ijiftead 
of  the  duty,  and  retain  the  reft. 

X.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  cafe  the  Britilh  fuhje6ls  fhall 
bring  any  wares  from  any  part  of  the  coaits  of  Africa,  in- 
to Spain,  and  the  fame  fhall  be  admitted  to  pay  the  duties, 
thofe  being  duly  paid,  the  faid  wares  fhall  not  afterwards 
be  charged,  either  by  the  captains-general  of  the  coafts, 
or  commanders  of  the  harbours,  or  any  body  elfe,  with 
any  other  duties,  under  what  name  or  title  foever,  ex- 
cepting fuch  as  are  payable  in  general,  for  all  wares  of  thS'^ 
fame  Ibrt,  at  the  time  of  their  fale.  -  ., 

XL  The  mafters  of  merchant-ihips,  who  Ihall  enter  in- 
to any  port  of  Spain  with  their   Ihips,  fhall   be  obliged, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  arrival,  to  deliver  twa 
declarations,  or  inventories,  of  their  wares,  or  of  that  part 
of  them  which  they  are  to  unlade  there,  viz.  one  declara- 
tion to  the  farmer  of  the  cultom-houfes,   or  commiffary, 
and  another  to  the  judge  of  the  contraband,  nor  fhall  they 
open  the  hatches  of  their  fhips,  till  they  either  have  fearch- 
ers  with  them,  or  have  leave  given  them  by  the  farmer  of 
the  cuftom-houfes  to  do   it.     No  wares  fliall  be  unladen 
with   any  other  view  than  that  of  being  immediately  car- 
ried to  the  cuftom-houfes,  according  to  a  permiffion  which 
fliall  be  given  in  writing  for  that  end.     It  fhall  not  be  law- 
ful however  for  any  of  the  judges  of  contraband,  or  other 
officers  of  the  cuftom-houfes,  under   any  pretence  whatfo- 
ever,  to  open  any  bags,  chefts,  hogflieads,  or  other  covers 
of  any  wares  whatfoever,  belonging  to  the  fubje6ts  of  Great 
Britain,  while  they  are  carrying'jto  the  cuftom-houfe,  and 
before  they  are  brought  thither,  and  theproprietor  of  them, 
or  his  fa8;or,  is  alfo  come,  who   may  difcharge  the  duties, 
and  take   the  goods  into  his  own  cuftody.     But  the  faid 
judges  of  contraband,  or  their  deputies,  may  be  prefent 
when  the  wares  are  taken  out  of  the  fhips,  and  alfo  when 
they  are  declared  and  laid  open  in  the  cuftom-houfe,  and 
if  there  be  fufpicion  of  deceit,  as  that  it  is  defigned  to  lay 
open  one  merchandize  inftead  of  another,  it  (hall  be  law- 
ful for  him  to  open  all  the  bags,  chefts,  and  hogftieads,  fo 
this  be  done  in  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  no  other  place,  and 
in  the  prefence   of  the   merchant,  or  his  faftor,  and  not 
otherwife.     But,  when  the  goods  have  been  expofed,  and 
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carried  away  from  the  cuftom-hoiife,  and  the  cheffs,  hogf- 
heads,  or  other  covers  containing  them,  have  been  mark- 
ed with  the  fign  or  feal  of  the  proper  officer,  no  judge  of 
ihe  contraband,  or  other  officer,  fhall  prefume  to  open 
them  again,  or  to  hinder  them  from  being  carried  to  the 
merchant's  houfe.  Neither  fhall  it  be  lawful  for  them, 
under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  hinder  the  faid  goods 
from  being  carried  from  one  houfe  or  warehoufe  to  ano- 
ther, within  the  walls  or  compafs  of  the  faid  city  or  place; 
provided  that  be  done  between  the  hours  of  eight  in  the 
morning,  and  five  in  the  evening,  and  previous  notice  be 
given  to  the  farmers  of  the  rights  de  Alcavalos  &  Cientos, 
of  the  intent  with  which  thofe  goods  are  removed,  to  wit, 
whether  it  be  that  they  fliould  be  fold,  that  in  that  cafe 
thofe  duties,  if  not  paid  before,  may  be  paid  there,  or  at 
the  place  of  fale  ;  or,  if  they  are  not  to  be  fold,  then  a 
certificate  may  be  given,  after  the  ufual  manner,  to  the 
merchant.  Furthermore,  it  Ihall  be  lawful  to  carry  wares 
from  any  port  or  place  within  the  king  of  Spain's  domi- 
nions, to  any  other  port  or  place,  either  by  fea  or  land, 
under  fuch  condii-ions  as  are  exprelfcd  in  the  fifth  article 
of  this  treaty. 

XII.  The  duties  upon  merchandize  brought  into  the 
Canary  iflands,  exported  from  thence  by  Britiffi  fubje6ls, 
fhall  not  be  greater  than  thofe  that  were  paid  in  the  reign 
of  the  late  king  Charles  II.  or  Rich  as  fhall  become  payable 
by  the  new  book  of  r.ites. 

XIII.  The  fubjeBs  of  each  of  their  majefties,  who  arc 
in  debt  to  the  fubjccls  of  the  other,  whether  the  debts 
were  contracted  before  the  beginning  of  the  faid  war,  or 
within  the  fpace  of  fix  months  after  it  was  begun,  or  (du- 
ring the  war,  under  the  protection  of  letters  of  fafc  condutt) 
or  laPtly.  after  a  truce  was  made  between  the  two  crowns, 
fhall  be  bound  and  obliged  faithfully  to  pay  the  fime,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  if  war  had  never  arofc  between  die  two 
crowns,  nor  fna!!  they  be  permitted  to  raife  any  cxccp* 
tions  againfl  the  jud  demands  of  their  creditors,  on  pre- 
tence of  the  war. 

XIV.  His  Cathcilick  Mnje'lv  gives  leave  to  the  fiibjcBs 
of  Great  Britain  to  fcide  themlelvcs.  and  dwell  in  the  town 
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called  St.  Ander,  upon  the  terms  that  are  exprefled  in  the 
39th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1667. 

XV.  As  to  the  judge  confervator,  and  others  to  be  fub- 
ftituted  by  him,  if  this  privilege  be  granted  to  any  other  fo- 
reign nation  whatfoever,  the  fubjetts  of  Great  Britain  ihall 
likewife  enjoy  it.  In  the  mean  time  however,  and  until 
fome  th'ng  certain  fhall  be  determined  in  this  matter,  his 
CatholicK  Majefty  will  give  exprefs  orders  to  all  and  every- 
one of  tie  judges  of  his  kingdom,  and  to  all  others  whom- 
foever,  who  are  any  ways  concerned  in  the  adminiftration, 
or  execution  of  jultice,  and  fliall  enjoin  the  fame  under 
the  ftriclefl  penalties,  to  do  juftice,  and  caufe  it  to  be  ex- 
ecuted, without  any  delay,  partiality,  favour,  or  affec- 
tion, in  all  caufes  relating  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain. 

The  Catholick  King  confents,  that  appeals  from  fehten- 
ces  in  caufes  concerning  the  Britifh  fubjcfts,  may  be 
brought  before  the  tribunal  of  the  council  of  war  at  Ma- 
drid, and  no  where  elfe. 

XVI.  If  any  minifter,  or  other  fubjeft  of  her  majefty 
of  Great  Britain,  or  of  his  Catholick  Majefty,  fliall  violate 
this  treaty,  or  any  article  of  it,  he  fliall  be  refponfible  for 
all  the  damage  occafioned  by  it;  and  if  he  be  placed  in 
any  pubhck  oiiice,  he  fliall/  befides  making  fatisfaftion  to 
the  injured  party,  (as  is  aforefaidj  be  deprived  of  his  of- 
fice alfo. 

XVII.  The  fabjefts  of  Great  Britain  having  brought 
by  fea  from  any  other  port  in  Spain,  wine,  brandy,  oil, 
foap,  dried  grapes,  or  other  merchandizes,  and  producing 
certificates,  that  the  duties  were  paid  at  the  place  whence 
they  fet  fail,  fliall  be  fuffered  to  put  the  fame  into  their 
fhips  lying  at  Cadiz,  or  there  to  remove  them  from  one 
fhip  to  another  (with  the  confent  of  the  infpeclors  of  the 
maritime  affairs,  and  in  the  prefence  of  them,  or  their 
deputies,  if  they  have  a  mind  to  be  there,  and  at  a  feafon- 
able  time  to  be  appointed  by  the  faid  infpeSlors,  within 
four  and  twenty  hours,  in  order  to  prevent  all  frauds  what- 
foever) and  to  carry  away  from  thence  ;  with  this  liberty, 
that  they  fliall  not  pay  the  duty  called  Hondeaxe,  or  any 
other  of  entrance,  or  going  out. 

The 
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The  prefent  treaty  fliall  be  ratified  by  the  moft  ferene. 
queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  ferene  Catholick 
King,  and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  exchanged  at  Utrecht, 
within  two  months,  or  fooner,  ifpofTible.

WE  having  ken  and  confidered  the  above-written 
treaty,  have  approved,  ratified,  and  confirmed 
the  fame,  as  we  dq  by  thefe  prefents,  for  ourfelves,  our 
heirs  and  faccelfors,  approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  it,  ex- 
cepting only  three  articles  thereof,  viz.  the  third,  fifth,  and 
eighth,  concluded  at  Utrecht,  which  are  to  be  obferved 
and  underffoodin  the  manner  and  form  following: 

III.  T  If  THEREAS,  by  the  late  treaty  of  peace  it  isa- 
V  V  greed  and  eftabliflied  as  a  bafis  and  founda- 
tion, that  the  fubjecis  of  Great  Britain,  in  what  regards 
commerce,  fliall  enjoy  the  fame  liberties  and  privileges 
which  they  enjoyed  in  the  reign  of  king  Charles  II.  in  all 
parts  of  the  kmg  of  Spain's  dominions,  which  rule  is  what 
is  alfb  to  ferve  for  a  bafis  and  foundation  of  the  prefent 
treaty  of  commerce,  and  is  to  be  underflood  reciprocally 
in  favour  of  the  king  of  Spain's  fubje61s  trading  in  the 
dominions  of  Great  Britain.  And  as  nothing  can  contri-^ 
bute  more  to  ellublifh  the  coiumercc  to  a  mutual  benefit 
than  a  fixed,  clear,  and  caly  rule  in  paying  the  duties, 
efpecially  on  a  moderate  footing,  and  proportionable  to 
the  value  of  the  merchandize,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
frauds  that  ptherwifc  would  be  praCli fed,  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  revenues  of  either  crown,  which  has  been  often  ex- 
perienced in  Spain,  where  the  eltablifhcd  duties  by  th(? 
ancient  books  of  rates  arc  cxceffive  ;  in  <;^onfideratio9 
whereof  his  Catholick  Majeflv.  being  dcfirous  to  avoid  the 
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like  confequences,  and  to  favour,  augment,  and  facilitater 
in  all  that  depends  upon  him,  the  commerce,  in  as  ample 
a  manner,  as  her  Britannick  majelly  defires,  hath  con- 
fented,  on  his  part,  to  fupprefs  and  make  void  the  diffe- 
rent duties  payable  upon  importation  and  exportation,  con- 
tained in  the  ancient  books  of  rates,  as  alfo  thofe  that  have 
been  impofed  fince,  under  any  name  or  pretence  whatfo- 
ever,  and  content  himfelf  with  one  only  duty  to  be  pa^d 
t)ri  importation  of  all  goods  and  merchandize,  after  the  rate 
bf  10  per  cent,  of  their  value  ;  and  the  like  duty  upon  all 
goods  and  merchandize,  which  fiiall  be  exported  out  of 
his  dominions,  whether  the  valuation  be  made  by  weight, 
rneafure,  piece;  or  ad  valorem  ;  and  the  fame  duty  (hall 
be  colle6led  in  all  the  ports  of  entry  in  Spain,  comprehend- 
ing thofe  of  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  Catalonia,  excepting 
but  bf  this  general  rule,  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa,  whofe  du- 
ties of  importation  and  exportation  are  to  remain  as  they 
were  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  And  that  the  faid  10  per 
bent,  being  once  paid,  the  farmers  or  officers  of  the  cuf- 
tbm-houfes  where  thofe  goods  fhall  be  entered,  fhall  be 
bbliged  to  mark  the  fame  with  the  proper  feals  and  marks 
bf  their  office,  and  alfo  give  the  requifite  difpatches;  by 
virtue  bf  which,  the  proprietors  of  the  goods  may  freely 
iranfport  them  to  all  the  other  parts  of  Spain  where  they 
pleafe,  without  being  liable  to  pay  any  other  duty,  impo- 
Jition,  or  charges,  to  the  ufe  or  benefit  of  his  Catholick 
Majefty,  in  any  ports  or  parts  of  Spain  whatfoever,  in  re- 
fpe6i  bf  tranfporting  the  faid  merchandize,  over  and  above 
what  they  have  paid,  in  purfuance  of  this  nev/  araiicel, 
prbvided  the  receipts  and  marks  are  produced  ;  in  default 
bf  which,  they  fhall  be  efleemed  to  be  fraudulently  tranf- 
pbrted.  But  it  is  to  be  undetftood,  that  this  is  not  to  ex- 
tend to  the  Alcavalas,  Cientos,  and  Millbnes,  in  relation 
to  which,  provifion  is  m.ade  in  the  fifth  and  eighth  articles 
of  this  treaty. 

And  forafitiuch  as  the  ambaffador  bf  England  hath  repre- 
sented, that  to  avoid  all  differences  and  difputes  for  the  fu- 
ture, it  is  abfolutely  neceffary  to  eftablifh  a  certain  Valua- 
tion, or  rate  of  the  feveral  forts  of  merchandize,  by  which 
the  faid  duty  of  10  per  cent,  fhall  always  be  paid,  and  not 
altered,  either  by  means  of  the  augmentation  or  diminu-^ 
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tion  of  the  price  of  the  faid  merchandize,  which  may  here- 
after happen  in  the  commerce,  in  any  time,  or  in  any  part 
of  the  kingdom  ;  it  is  agreed  by  their  Cathohck  and  Bri- 
tannick  majeflies,  by  their  ambaffadors,  that  in  the  term 
of  three  months,  from  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  or 
fooner,  if  poffible,  commiflaries  named  and  authorifed  by 
both  their  majcfties  in  due  form,  ihall  meet  at  Madrid,  or 
in  Cadiz,  who,  without  lofs  of  time,  fliall  proceed  to  the 
forming  a  new  book  of  rates,  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  fix 
and  hmit  what  fiiall  be  paid  for  the  future,  on  all  forts  of 
merchandize,  as  well  upon  importation  as  exportation ; 
and  fo  as  that  all  the  different  duties  which  were  payable, 
either  before  or  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  or  fmce,  under 
whatfoever  name  or  pretence,  or  coUefted  in  different 
cuftom-houfes  or  offices,  fhall  be  comprehended  in  this 
only  duty;  payable  in  one  fum,  whether  upon  importation 
or  exportation,  in  all  the  ports  of  Spain,  and  (liall  extend 
to  the  kingdoms  of  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  principality  of 
Catalonia,  and  their  dependencies,  excepting  only  the  pro- 
vinces of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  of  which  mention  has 
been  already  made.  And  whereas  great  inftances  have 
been  made  by  the  ambaffador  of  Great  Britain,  that  direc- 
tions be  given  to  the  faid  commiffaries,  that  they  take  care, 
and  above  all,  do  obferve,  as  a  fixed  rule,  that  this  duty 
be  laid  equally  and  generally  in  all  the  ports  and  cuftom- 
houfes  of  Spain,  upon  the  importation  and  exportation  of 
all  goods  and  merchandize,  after  the  rate  of  lo  per  cent, 
of  the  value  which  fuch  goods  and  merchandize  bear  in  the 
courfe  of  trade,  between  the  merchants  of  Cadiz  and  port 
St.  Mary's  ;  to  wliich  the  ambafladors  of  Spain  have  con- 
fented  ;  always  provided,  that  the  goods  and  commodities 
which  Hiall  be  imported  into  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  by  the 
ports  of  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa,  and  afterwards  tranfport- 
ed  into  the  other  provinces  depending  on  the  kingdoms  of 
Callillc  and  Arragon,  Ihall  be  obliged  to  pay  at  the  firft 
cuflom  houfe  of  entry  into  the  faid  kingdoms,  the  duties 
wjiich  (liatl  be  eftablifhed  in  this  new  book  of  rates. 

V.  To  prevent  the  abufes  that  may  be  committed  in 
coVieflinp;  the  duties  called  Alcavalas,  G  Cicntos,  his  Catho- 
lick  majeiiy  confents,  that  the  fubjc6ls  of  her  Britannick 
majefty  ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  thcfc  duties,  during 

fuch 
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iuch  time  as  they  think  fit  to  let  their  merchandize  remain 
in  the  magazines  of  the  cuftom-houfes  appointed  for  that 
purpofe  ;  but  when  they  fhall  thinly  fit  to  take  out  the  faid 
goods,  either  to  be  tranfported  farther  into  the  country, 
fell  them  in  the  fame  place,  or  carry  them  to  their  own 
houfes,  it  {liall  be  permitted  them  fo  to  do,  upon  giving 
his  bond,  with  fufficient  fecurity,  to  pay  the  faid  duties  of 
Alcavalas  &  Cientos,  for  the  firR  fale,  in  two  months  after 
the  date  of  his  bond,  upon  which  he  fliall  have  receipts  gi- 
ven him  for  the  faid  duties,  and  the  goods  fhall  be  marked 
with  the  proper  mark  and  feal  of  the  farmers  of  the  laid 
Alcavalas  and  Cientos,  where  fuch  bond  and  fecurity  fliall 
be  given  for  the  firft  fale,  after  which  the  faid  merchandize 
may  be  tranfported,  and  fold  by  wholei'ale,  in  any  port  or 
place  belonging  to  the  king  of  Spain  in  Europe  ;  and  that 
no  obllruQiion  or  hindrance  fhall  be  made  upon  account 
of  the  faid  duties,  nor  the  proprietor  liable  to  pay  a  fecond 
time  in  refped  of  the  firfh  fale,  provided  thofe  who  carry 
the  faid  merchandizes  produce  the  receipts  and  marks  of 
the  farmer,  or  proper  officer,  concerned  in  the  colletlion 
Qfthefe  duties,  or  making  fufficient  proof  of  their  not  be- 
ing fold  before.  But  if,  on  the  contrary,  any  merchant 
'do  fell  his  goods  by  retail,  he  fhall  be  obhged  to  pay  the 
faid  duties  o^  Alcavalas  and  Cientos  a  fecond  time,  under 
the  pains  eftabhlhed  by  the  laws.  And  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty  declares,  that  if  any  officer  of  the  Alcavalas  and  Cz- 
entos  Ihall  exa8;  a  fecond  time  the  faid  duties  on  the  fame 
merchandize,  when  the  faid  receipts  and  marks  have  been 
produced,  or  fllould  obftru6l  their  paffage,  or  tranfpor- 
tation,  or  occafion  the  leait  impediment, .  fuch  officer  fhall 
be  fined  2000  crowns,  to  the  benefit  of  his  majefty's  reve- 
nues. And  the  officers  of  the  cuftom-houfes  fhall  not  de- 
mand, or  take,  for  making  fuch  receipts  or  certificates, 
more  than  15  reals  veUon,  unlefs  it  be  otherwife  fetded  in 
the  new  book  of  rates. 

VIII.  His  Catholick  Majefty  confents,  that  the  duties 
commonly  called  Millones,  which  are  payable  upon  fiffi, 
and  other  forts  of  domeftick  provifions,  fhall  not  be  de- 
manded in  the  firll  ports  or  cuftom-houfes  of  entry  in 
Spain,  during  fuch  time  as  the  proprietors  will  let  them  re- 
main in  the  warehoufes  appointed  for  that  purpofe.     But  in 

R  a  cafe 
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cafe  the  owner  fliall  defire  to  take  them  out,  either  to  fend 
into  the  country,  fell  them  on  the  place,  or  carry  them 
to  their  own  houfes,  they  are  then  to  give  bond,  with  good 
fecurity,  to  pay  the  faid  duty  of  Millones  in  two  months 
after  date  of  the  faid  bond,  npon  which  the  neceflkry 
difpatches  are  to  be  given  them.  And  tiie  faid  mer- 
chandize fllall  be  marked  with  the  feals  or  marks  of  the 
farmers  of  the  Millones  where  the  faid  duties  were  fecured, 
after  which  the  faid  goods  may  be  tranfported  to,  and  fold 
in  the  places  where  they  are  to  be  confumed,  without  pay- 
ing any  new  duties  oi  Millones.  His  majefty  alfo  declares, 
that  if  after  the  receipts  are  produced,  any  officer  belong- 
ing to  the  farmers  of  the  Millones,  fhould  exatl  a  fecond 
time  the  fame  duties  on  the  fame  goods,  or  fhould  oppofc 
their  paffage,  tranfport  or  fale,  or  occafion  the  teaft  impe- 
diment, the  faid  officer  fliall  be  fined  2000  crowns,  for 
the  benefit  of  his  majelly's  revenue. 

Tii  E  R  E  F  o  R  E ,  hy  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  we  do  approve 
and'  ratify  the  treaty  above  written.,  as  likewife  the  three 
articles,  viz.  the  third,  fifth,  and  eighth,  as  they  are  fet

7th  of  September,  1701,  between  his  Imperial  Majefty 
Leopold,  of  glorious  memory,  his  Britannick  majefty  Wil- 
liam III.  alfo  of  glorious  memory,  and  the  faid  States 
General,  that  the  laid  potentates  ihould  agree  upon  v/hat 
related  to  their  reciprocal  interefts ;  particularly  with  refpeft 
to  the  manner  of  eftablifiiing  the  fecurity  of  the  Nether- 
lands, to  ferve  as  a  barrier  to  Great  Britain  and  the  Uni- 
ted Provinces,  and  with  refpeft  to  the  commerce  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  United  Provinces. 
And  y/hereas  at  prefent,  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty,- Charles  VI.  to  whom  the  faid  Netherlands  fhall  be 
remitted  by  this  treaty,  his  Britannick  majefty  king  George, 
both  at  this  time  reigning,  and  the  lawful  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors  of  the  faid  Emperor  and  King,  and  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces,  acting  therein  by  the  fame  prin- 
ciples of  friendftiip,  and  with  the  fame  intention,  to  pro- 
cure and  eft^blilh  the  faid  mutual  fecurity,  and  the  more 
to  confirm  a  ftri6l  union,  have  for  that  end  named,  com- 
miffioned,  and  appointed  for  their  minifters  plenipoten- 
tiaries, viz,  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  the  Sieu^ 
Jofeph  Lotharius  count  de  Konigfegg.  his  chamberlain, 
counlellor  of  war,  and  lieutenant  general  of  his  armies : 
his  Britannicl-i  majefty,  William  Cadogan,  Efq;  his  envoy 
extraordinary  to  their  High  Mightinefles  the  States  Gene- 
ral of  the  United  Provinces,  member  of  the  parliament  of 
Great  Britain,  mafter  of  the  wardrobe,  lieutenant  general 
of  his  armies,  and  colonel   of  the  fecond  regiment  of  his 

fuards:  and  the  States  General,  Meffieurs  Bruno  Vander 
)uften,  late  burgomafter,  fenator  and  counfellor,  pen- 
fionary  of  the  city  of  Gouda,  affeflbr  in  the  councils  of 
Hemfrades  de  Schieland,  Dykegrave  of  Crimpenerwaer- 
fde  ;  Adolphus  Henry,  count  de  Rechteren,  lordofAlme- 
lo  and  Vriefeveen,  &c.  prefident  of  the  lords  the  ftates  of 
i;he  province  of  Overyflel,  and  Droifart  of  the  quarter  of 
Zealand  j  Scato  de  Gockinga,  fenator  of  the  cityof  Gro- 
■  '  i^ingen, 
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ningen,  and  Adrian  de  BorfTelle,  lord  of  Geldermalfem 
&c.  fenator  of  the  city  of  Flufliing ;  the  three  firfl  depu- 
ties of  the  afTcnibly  of  the  lords  the  States  General,  on  the 
partof  the  provinces  of  Holland  and  Weil  Friefeland,  O- 
veryflel,  Groningen  and  Omlands,  and  the  fourth,  deputy 
of  the  council  of  Rate  of  the  United  Provinces.  Who  be- 
ing aflembled  in  the  city  of  Antwerp,  which  by  common 
confent  had  been  named  for  the  place  of  congrefs,  and 
having  exchanged  their  full  powers,  copies  whereof  are  in- 
ferted  at  the  end  of  this  treaty,  after  many  conferences. 
Lave  agreed  for,  and  in  the  name  of  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholick  Majefty,  his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  the  Lords 
the  States  General,  in  the  manner  as  follows: 

I.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  imme- 
diately after  the  exchange  of  the  r^-tifications  of  the  pre- 
fent  treaty,  fhall,  by  virtue  of  the  grand  alliance  in  1701, 
and  of  the  engagements  they  have  entered  into  fince,  re- 
mit to  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  all  the  provin- 
ces and  towns  of  the  Netherlands,  with  their  dependen- 
cies, as  well  thofe  which  were  poffelfed  by  the  late  king  of 
Spain,  Charles  II.  of  glorious  memory,  as  thofe  which 
were  lately  given  up  by  his  late  majefty  the  moft  Chri- 
liian  King,  alfo  of  glorious  memory ;  which  provinces  and 
towns  together,  as  well  thofe  that  are  remitted  by  this  prc- 
fcnt  treaty,  as  thofe  which  were  remitted  before,  Ihall  here- 
after be  and  compofe  in  whole  or  in  part,  but  one  undi- 
vidable,  unalienable,  and  unchangeable  domain,  which 
fhall  be  infeparable  from  the  eftatesofthc  houfeof  Auftri^ 
in  Germany,  to  be  enjoyed  by  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  in  full  and  irrcvokable 
ibvereignty  and  propriety ;  that  is  to  fay,  with  refpe6f  to 
the  former,  as  they  were  enjoyed,  or  ought  to  have  been 
enjoyed,  by  the  late  king  Charles  II  of  glorious  memo- 
ry, purfuant  to  the  treaty  of  Ryfwick  ;  and  with  refpc6l  to 
the  latter,  in  the  fanie  manner,  and  upon  the  fame  condi- 
tions as  thev  were  furrendered  up,  and  remitted  to  the 
lords  the  States  General,  by  the  late  molt  Chriftian  King, 
of  glorious  memory,  in  favour  of  the  moft  auguft  houfe  of 
Aullria,  and  without  any  other  charges,  mortgages  or  en- 
gagements, which  may  have  been  confiitutcd  on  ;hc  part 
of  the  States  General,  and  to  their  profit, 

II.  His 
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II.  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  promifes  and 
engages,  that  no  province,  city,  place-,  fortrels  or  territory 
of  the  faid  Netherlands,  Ihall  be  furrendered,  transferred, 
granted,  or  defcend  to  the  crown  of  Fr^ance,  nor  to  any 
prince  or  princefs  of  the  houfe  and  hne  of  France,  nor  to 
any  other  who  fhall  not  be  the  fucceffor,  heir  and  poflef- 
for  of  the  dominions  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria  in  Germany,, 
either  by  donation,  fale,  exchange,  marriage-contraft,  in- 
heritance, teftamentary  fucceffion,  or  ab  intejlato,  or  upoa 
any  other  tide  or  pretext  whatfoever.  So  that  not  any 
province,  city,  place,  fortrefs  or  territory  of  the  faid  Ne- 
therlands, fhall  ever  be  fubjeft  to  any  other  prince,  than 
the  fucceffors  of  the  faid  houfe  of  Auftria  ;  only  exceptino- 
what  was  formerly  yielded  to  the  king  of  Pruffia,  and  what 
fliall  be  given  up  by  the  prefent  treaty  to  the  faid  lords  the 
States  General. 

III.  Whereas  the  fafety  of  the  Auftrian  Netherlands 
viil  chiefly  depend  upon  the  number  of  troops  that  may 
be  kept  in  the  faid  Netherlands,  and  places  that  are  to  form 
the  barrier  which  has  been  promifed  to  the  lords  the  States 
General  by  the  grand  alliance,  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty,  and  their  High  Mightineffes,  have  agreed  con- 
ftantly  to  maintain  therein,  at  their  own  expence,  a  body 
of  from  30  to  35000,  whereof  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty  ftiall  provide  three  fifths,  and  the  States  General 
two  fifths.  Provided  always,  that  if  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholick Majefty  ftiall  diminifli  his  quota,  it  fliall  be  in  the 
power  of  the  faid  States  General,  to  leften  theirs  in  pro- 
portion :  and  when  there  is  any  appearance  of  war  or  at- 
tack, the  faid  body  fliall  be  augmented  to  40,000  men,  ac- 
cording to  the  fame  proportion  •,  and,  in  cafe  of  a6i:ual 
war,  a  farther  force  fhall  be  agreed  upon,  according  as 
fliall  be  found  neccflliry.  The  repartition  of  the  faid  troops 
in  time  of  peace,  for  as  much  as  concerns  the  places  com- 
mitted to  the  guard  of  the  troops  of  their  High  Mightinef- 
fes, fhall  be  made  by  them  only,  and  the  repartition  of 
the  reft  by  the  governor  of  the  Netherlands,  by  imparting 
reciprocally  to  each  other,  the  difpofitions  they  fliali  have 
made. 

JV.  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  grants  to  the 
Spates  Generaij  a  privative  or  feparate  garrilbn  of  their  own 

troops, 
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iroops,  in  the  towns  and  caftlcs  of  Namur  and  Tournav, 
and  in  the  towns  of  Menin,  Furncs,  Warneton,  Ypres, 
and  Fort  Knoque ;  and  the  States  General  engage  them- 
felves,  not  to  employ  any  troops  in  the  faid  places,  which 
although  in  their  own  pay,  belong  to  any  prince  or  nation 
that  may  be  at  war  with,  or  fufpeQed  to  be  in  engagements 
contrary  to  the  interefts  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty. 

V.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  the  town  of  Dendermonde  there 
ihall  be  a  common  garrifon,  which  fhall  be  compofed,  for 
the  prefent,  of  one  batallion  of  Imperial  troops,  and  one 
batallion  of  the  troops  of  the  States  General ;  and  that  if 
hereafter  it  fhould  be  neceffary  to  augment  the  faid  gar- 
rifon, fuch  augmentations  fliall  be  made  equally  by  the 
troops  of  both  parties,  and  by  mutual  concert.  The  go- 
vernor fliall  be  put  in  by  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jefiy,  and,  together  with  the  fubaltern  officers,  fhall  take 
an  oath  to  the  States  General,  never  to  do,  or  fuffer  any 
thing  to  be  done  in  the  faid  town,  which  may  be  prejudicial 
to  their  fervice,  with  refped  to  the  prefervation  of  the 
town  and  garrifon :  and  he  Ihall  be  obliged,  by  the  faid 
oath,  to  grant  free  paffkge  to  their  troops  always,  and  as 
often  as  they  fliall  deiire  ;  provided  it  be  demanded  before- 
hand, and  that  it  be  for  a  moderate  number  at  a  time. 

VI.  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majelty  confents  alfo, 
that  in  the  places  hereby  granted  to  the  States  General, 
to  hold  their  feparate  garrifons  in,  they  may  place  fucll 
governors,  commanders,  and  other  officers  that  compofe 
the  ftate  major  as  they  fliall  think  fit,  on  condition  that 
they  iliall  be  no  charge  to  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jciiy,  nor  to  the  provinces  and  towns,  unlefs  it  be  for  con- 
venient lodging,  and  the  emoluments  accruing  from  the 
fortifications,  and  that  they  be  not  perfons  wiio  may  be 
dilagrccable  or  fufpe6ted  to  his  majelty,  for  particular  rea- 
fons  that  may  be  given. 

VII.  Which  governors,  commanders  and  officers,  (liall 
be  entirely  and  fcparately  dependent  on,  and  fubjeft  to 
the  fole  orders  and  juri{"di6lion  of  the  States  General,  for 
all  that  concerns  the  defence,  guard,  fccurity,  and  all  other 
military  atTairs  of  their  places.  But  the  faid  governors,  as 
well  as  their  fubaltcrnSj  fhall  be  obliged  to  take  an  oath  to 

his 
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his  Imperial  and  Catbolick  Majefty,  to  keep  the  faid  pla- 
ces true  to  the  fovereignty  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  and  not 
to  intermeddle  in  any  other  affairs,  according  to  th^ 
form  that  is  agreed  upon  and  inferted  at  the  end  of  this 
treaty. 

VIII.  The  generals  (hall  give  to  one  another  recipro- 
cally, as  well  in  the  towns  where  his  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lick  Majefty  has  a  garrifon,  as  in  thofe  intruded  to  the 
guard  of  the  troops  of  their  High  MightinefTes  the  States 
General,  the  honours  ufually  paid  according  to  their  cha- 
rafter,  and  the  nature  of  their  fervice  ;  and  in  cafe  the  go- 
vernor-general of  the  Netherlands  come  into  places  com- 
mitted to  the  guard  of  their  High  Mightinefles,  the  fame 
honours  fhall  be  paid  to  him  which  he  ufually  receives  in 
the  places  garrifoned  by  the  troops  of  his  Imperial  and 
Gatholick  Majefty;  and  he  Ihall  even  give  the  word  there: 
but  all  this  without  prejudice  to  the  fixth  article.  And 
the  governors,  or  in  their  abfence  the  commanders,  fhall 
give  notice  to  the  faid  governor-general  of  the  difpofitions 
by  them  made  for  the  fecurity  and  guard  of  the  places 
committed  to  their  care;  and  they  fhall  have  a  due  regard 
for  the  changes  which  the  faid  governor-general  fhall  judge 
proper  to  make. 

IX.  His  Imperial  Catholick  Majefty  grants  to  the  troops 
of  the  States  General,  wherever  diey  are  in  garrifon,  the 
free  exercife  of  their  religion,  fo  as  to  be  in  particular  pla- 
ces convenient  and  proportionable  to  the  number  of  the 
garrifon,  which  the  magiftrates  fhall  affign  and  maintain  in 
every  town  and  place  where  there  has  been  none  afligned 

-  already,  and  to  which  places  no  external  mark  of  a  church 
fhall  be  given  :  and  it  fliall  be  ftriftly  enjoined  by  both  par- 
ties, to  the  civil  and  military  officers,  as  alfo  to  ecclehaf- 
ticks,  and  all  others  concerned,  to  hinder  all  occafion  of 
fcandal  and  controverfies  that  may  arife  upon  the  fubje6l 
of  religion  ;  and  when  any  difpute  or  difficulty  fliall  hap- 
pen, both  parties  ffiall  amicably  accommodate  it.  And  as 
for  religion,  with  regard  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Auftrian 
Netherlands^,  all  things  fhall  continue  and  remain  on  the 
fame  foot  they  were  during  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  of 
glorious  memory. 

X.  All 
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X.  All  tlie  ammunition,  artillery,  and  arms  of  the* 
iStates  General,  as  alia  materials  for  the  fortifications,  corn 
in  time  of  fcarcity,  provifions  to  put  into  the  magazine?, 
Vfhen  there  is  an  appearance  of  war  ;  and  moreover,  the 
cloth  and  furniture  for  clothing  the  foldiers,  which  Ihall 
be  certified  to  be  defigned  for  that  ufe,  fliall  pafs  freely, 
and  without  paying  any  culloms  or  tolls,  by  virtue  of  palT- 
ports  which  fhall  be  demanded  and  granted,  upon  the  fpe- 
cification  figned ;  on  condition  nevcrthelefs,  that  at  the 
firil  cuftom-houfe  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty, 
Ti^iere  the  faid  provifions,  materials,  arms  and  mountings 
Ihall  enter,  and  at  the  place  where  they  are  to  be  unladen, 
the  boats  and  other  carriages  may  be  duly  vifited,  to  hin- 
der the  mixtui-e  of  other  merchandize  therewith,  and  to 
prevent  fraud  and  abufe ;  againft  which  it  fiiall  be  alway;^' 
lawful  to  take  fuch  precautions,  as  length  of  time  and  ex- 
perience fhall  fliew  to  be  neceflary :  and  the  governors  and 
thdir  fubaltei'ns  fiiall  not  be  permitted  in  any  manner  what- 
ibcrv^er,  to  hinder  the  eife6l  of  this  article. 

XI.  The  States  General  may  change  their  garrifons,  and 
the  difpofition  of  the  troops  in  the  towns  and  places  com- 
mitted to  their  particular  guard,  according  as  they  fliall 
judge  proper,  and  no  body  Ihall  on  any  pretence  whatfo- 
cver,  hinder  or  flop  the  palfage  of  the  troops,  which  they 
fliall  from  time  to  time  fend  thither,  or  draw  from  thence. 
And  the  faid  troops  may  even,  in  cafe  it  be  required,  pafs 
thro'  all  the  towns  of  Brabant  and  Flanders,  and  tliro'  all 
the  open  country,  and  make  bridges  as  well  over  the  ca- 
nal betwixt  Bruges  and  Ghent,  as  over  all  other  canals  and 
rivers  which  they  fliall  find  in  their  road ;  on  condition 
iieverthelcfs,  that  they  fliall  be  the  troops  of  a  prince  or 
nation  not  in  war  with  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty, 
nor  fufpc8cd  to  be  in  any  engagement  or  league  contrary 
to  his  intcreds,  as  is  faid  above  in  the  fourth  article,  and 
that  notice  fhall  be  given  of  it  beforehand,  and  requell 
made  to  the  governor-general  of  the  Netherlands,  with' 
whom  the  routes  and  other  afi'airs  fliall  be  rcgiilatcd,  by 
fonie  perfon  who  fliill  have  their  High  Mightineffcs  com- 
mifl!ion.  The  regulation  made  by  the  States  General 
fur  llie  pai'lage  of  tlic  troops,  fhall  be  obferved  here, 
as  it  is  oblcrvcd  in  their  own  country  :  and  the  Stated 

General 
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General  fhall  obferve  to  make  the  faid  change  of  garri- 
Tons,  as  well   as   the,  difpofitions  neceffary   to  it,  with  as 
little  charge  and  inconveniency  as  poffible,  to  the  inhabi- 
tants. 

XII.  For  as  much  as  the  common  fafety  demands  in 
time  of  war,  or  in  imminent  danger  of  war,  that  the  States 
General  (hould  fend  their  troops  to  places  that  are  moft  ex- 
pofed  to  the  danger  of  being  attacked  or  furprized,  it  Is 
agreed  between  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  and 
the  States  General,  that  their  troops  fhall  be  received  into 
the  faid  places,  as  far  as  fhall  be  necefifary  for  their  de- 
fence, when  it  fhall  be  evidently  the  cafe  ;  always  provided, 
that  this  be  done  by  agreement  and  concert  with  the  gover- 
nor-general of  the  Netherlands. 

XIII.  The  States  General  may,  at  their  own  coft  and 
expence,  caufe  the  faid  towns  and  places  to  be  fortified, 
either  by  new  works,  or  by  caufing  the  old  to  be  repair- 
ed, and  maintain  them,  and  generally  provide  all  ihat  they 
fhall  findneceffary  for  the  fecurity  and  defence  of  the  faid 
towns  and  places;  excepting  that  they  (hall  not  caufe  new 
fortifications  to  be  built,  without  giving  notice  of  it  before- 
hand, to  the  governor-general  of  the  Netherlands,  and 
having  his  opinion  and  advice  thereupon,  nor  bring  the 
charges  thereof  to  the  account  of  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholick Majefty,  or  the  couatry,  without  his  faid  majefty's 
con  fen  t. 

XIV.  For  the  fecurity  of  the  communication  between 
the  United  Provinces,  and  the  places  Qf  the  barrier,  his  Im- 
perial and  Catholick  Majefty  fhall  take  care  fo  to  order  it, 
that  the  letters  and  meffengers,  as  Vv^ell  ordinary  as  extra- 
ordijiary,  may  pafs  freely  to  and  from  the  towns  and  pla- 
ces of  the  barrier,  and  thofe  of  other  countries;  on  condi- 
tion that  the  faid  melfengers  carry  no  letters  or  packets  for 
merchants,  or  other  private  perfons,  which  as  well  for  the 
places  of  the  barrier,  as  for  all  other  countries,  fhall  be 
put  in  at  the  pod-offices  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty. 

XV.  As  for  the  artillery,  magazines  and  military  pro- 
vifions  W'hich  their  High  Mightineftes  have  in  the  towns 
and  places  which  they  remit  to  his  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lick Majefty,  they  (hall  be  allowed  to  carry  them  out  with- 
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out  any  hindrance,  and  without  paying  any  cudoms  or  tolls, 
as  well  thofe  which  they  brought  thither  themfelves,  as"  the 
artillery  marked  with  their  arms,  and  loft  in  the  late  war, 
or  otherwile  belonging  to  them,  and  found  in  the  faid  pla- 
ces when  taken  ;  unlefs  his  Imperial  and  Cathohck  Ma- 
jefty  defire  to  take  the  faid  artillery  and  ammunition  up- 
on his  own  account,  and  agree  with  their  High  Mightinef- 
fes  for  the  price,  before  the  places  are  furrendered.  And 
as  for  the  artillery  and  ammunition  at  this  time  in  the  places 
committed  to  the  guard  of  the  troops  of  the  States  Gene- 
ral, they  fhall  be  left  to  their  keeping  and  direBion,  ac- 
cording to  the  inventories  that  Ihali  be  drawn  up  and  fign- 
ed  on  both  fides,  before  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications 
of  the  prefent  treaty;  but  they  fhall  not  be  tranfported 
elfewhere  without  common  confent,  and  the  property  fliall 
remain  to  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  forasmuch 
as  they  are  found  in  the  faid  places  at  the  time  of  their  cef- 
fion  or  furrender. 

XVI.  In  cafe  the  provinces  of  the  Auflrian  Netherlands 
be  attacked,  and  it  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that  the 
enemy's  forces  fliould  enter  Brabant,  to  aft  there,  and  lay 
liege  to  any  place  in  the  faid  province,  or  any  of  thofe 
that  form  the  barrier,  their  High  Mightineffes  fhall  be 
permitted  to  caufe  their  troops  to  enter  and  take.pofl  in 
the  towns  and  places  on  the  Demer,  from  the  Schelde  to 
the  Maefe,  as  alfo  to  make  retrenchments,  lines  and  inun- 
dations there,  as  much  as  the  circumflances  of  the  war  fhall 
require,  to  hinder  the  farther  progrefs  of  the  enemy;  pro- 
vided the  whole  be  done  in  concert  widi  the  governor-ge- 
neral of  the  Netherlands. 

XVII.  As  it  appears  by  tiie  experience  of  the  lafl  war, 
that  for  fecuring  the  frontiers  of  the  States  General  iti  Flan- 
ders, it  was  ncccflary  to  leave  fo  many  confiderable  bodies 
of  troops  there,  that  the  army  was  thereby  very  much 
weakened :  to  prevent  this  inconvenience,  and  the  better 
to  fccure  the  faid  frontiers  for  the  future,  his  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majcfly  yields  to  the  States  General  fiich  forts, 
and  3s  much  of  the  territory  of  the  Auflrian  Flanders  bor- 
dering upon  the  faid  frontiers,  as  they  Ihall  want  to  make 
the  ncccrbry  inundations,  and  for  covering  them  from  the 
iSchtlde  to  the  fca,  in  places  where  they  are  not  already 
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fufficiently  fecured,  and  where  they  cannot  be  fecured  by- 
making  inundations  upon  thofe  lands  only  that  already  be- 
long to  the  States  General. 

For  this  purpofe  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  a- 
grees  and  approves,  that  the  limits  of  the  States  General 
ill  Flanders  Ihall  hereafter  begin  at  the  fea  between  Blan- 
kenberg  and  Heyft,  at  the  place  where  there  are  no  downs  5 
provided  they  do  notcaufe  or  permit  any  villages  or  houfes 
to  be  built  near  that  poft,  nor  fufFer  fifliermen  to  fettle 
there,  nor  make  any  fluices  to  the  fea  there. 

And  their  High  Mightineffes  promife  moreover,  that  if 
they  think  fit  to  caufe  any  fortifications  to  be  built  at  the 
head  of  their  new  limits,  they  will  take  care  not  to  weaken 
the  dyke  ;  and  they  will  not  only  defray  the  extraordinary 
expences  that  may  be  incurred  on  account  of  the  faid  for- 
tifications, but  will  alfo  indemnify  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Auftrian  Netherlands  from  all  lofles  they  may  fuftain,  in 
cafe  the  fea  comes  to  makie  inundations  through  the  faid 
fortifications. 

There  fliall  be  drawn  from  the  poft  abovenamed,  a  di- 
reB:  line  to  Grootewege,  from  whence  the  line  (hall  be 
continued  towards  Heyft,  and  from  Heyft  it  ftiall  go  to  the 
Drie-hoeck  and  Swarte-fluice,  from  thence  to  fort  St.  Do- 
nas, which  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  yields  in 
full  propriety  and  fovereignty  to  their  High  Mightineftes, 
(provided  the  gates  of  the  fluices  of  the  faid  fort  be  left 
open  in  time  of  peace;)  and  in  like  manner  he  gives  up 
the  land  fituate  on  the  north  fide  of  the  above-meptioned 
line. 

From  fort  St.  Donas,  tlie  new  limits  of  the  States  Ge- 
neral ftiall  extend  to  fort  St.  Job,  from  whence  they  ftiall 
fall  in  with  the  old  ones  near  the  town  of  Middleburg ; 
which  limits  ftiall  be  continued  along  the  Zydelings  Dyke, 
as  far  as  the  place  where  the  Eckelofe  Watercourfe  and 
:.the  Water-loop  meet  at  a  fluice. 

After  this  the  limits  fliall  run  from  the  Graaf-Jaans  Dyke 
to  the  village  of  Bouchout,  (the  proprietors  of  whofe  fluices 
•are  permitted  to  place  them  where  they  were  before)  and 
from  Bouchout  the  line  fball  be  continued  ftrait  forward 
to  the  antient  limits  of  the-  States  General. 
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His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  gives  up  alfo,  irr' 
full  and  entire  fovereignty  to  the  States  General,  the  tcr^ 
ritory  fituate  on  the  north  fide  of  the  line. 

And  in  regard  it  is  neceffary  for  their  entire  fecurity, 
that  the  inundation  be  continued  from  Bouchout,  as  far  as 
the  canal  of  Sas  van  Ghent,  along  the  Graaf-Jaans  Dyke, 
their  High  Mightineffcs  fliall  be  permitted,  in  time  of  war, 
to  take  poffeffion  of,  and  fortify  all  the  fluices  that  they 
fliall  find  in  the  Graaf-Jaans  Dyke,  and  the  Zydelings 
Dyke. 

As  for  the  town  of  Sas  van  Ghent,  die  Kmits  fhall 
be  extended  to  the  diftance  of  two  thoufand  geome'tri- 
cal  paces  ;  provided  that  no  villages  be  included  in  that 
Ipace. 

And  for  the  prefervation  of  the  lower  Schelde,  and  the 
communication  between  Brabant  and  Dutch  Flanders,  his 
Imperial  and  Catholick  Majcfly  gives  up  to  the  States  Ge- 
neral, the  full  and  entire  property  and  fovereignty  of  the 
village  and  Polder  of  Doel,  together  widi  the  Polders  of  St* 
Anne  and  KetenifTe. 

And  whereas,  in  time  of  war  it  will  be  neceflary,  for  the 
better  fecurity,  to  make  inundations  through  the  fluices-, 
between  the  forts  of  the  Meer  and  the  Perle,  his  Imperial 
and  Catholick  Majefty  fliall,  as  foon  as  the  barrier  is  at- 
tacked, or  a  war  begun,  remit  the  guard  of  the  Perle  fort, 
and  the  fluices,  to  their  High  Mightineffcs;  provided 
that  as  foon  as  the  war  is  over,  their  High  Mightineffcs 
fliall  rcfl:ore  the  faid  fluices  and  fort  to  his  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majefiy,  together  with  thofe  which  they  fliall,  m 
that  time,  have  taken  poffeffion  of  on  the  Graaf-Jaans 
dyke,  and  Zydelings  dyke.  The  States  General  fhall  not 
make  any  inundation  in  time  of  peace,  and  when  they  find 
themfclves  obliged  to  make  any  in  time  of  war,  they  fliaH 
give  previous  notice  of  it  to  the  governor-general  of  the 
Netherlands,  and  concert  the  affair  with  the  generals  that 
command  the  armies  in  th.e  Merhcrlands:  promifing  more- 
over, that  if  upon  occafion  of  ihe  giving  up  to  thorn  fome 
fluices  (whereof  the  inhabitants  of  the  Auflrinn  FlandcFS 
ihall  retain  the  free  ufe  in  time  of  peace)  ihcy  fliould  hap- 
pen to  luni'r   any  dam;\*>c   or   prejudice,  citlicr  from  thx? 
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commanders,  or  other  military  officers,  the  States  Gene- 
ral ihall  not  only  remedy  it  immediately,  butfhall  alfo  give 
fatisfa6lion  to  thofe  concerned. 

And  becaufe  by  this  new  fituation  of  the  limits,  it  will 
be  neceflary  to  alter  the  toll-houfes,  for  preventing  frauds, 
which  is  a  cafe  wherein  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty,  and  their  High  Mightineffes,  are  equally  concerned, 
the  places  fhall  be  agreed  on  for  eilabliftiing  the  faid  offi- 
ces, and  for  fuch  farther  precautions  as  it  fh-all  be  thought 
convenient  to  take. 

It  is  moreover  ftipulated  by  this  article,  thatajuft  va- 
iation  fiikll  be  made  before  the  ratification  of  the  prefent 
treaty  of  the  revenues  arifing  to  the  fovereign,  from  the 
lands  which  fhall  be  yielded  to  their  Higlx  MightinefiTes 
by  this  article,  as  alfo  of  what  profit  accrued  to  the  fove- 
^•eign,  by  the  renewing  of  grants  on  the  foot  that  they  were 
•agreed  to  for  thirty  years  laft  pad,  to  be  deduced  and  fet 
;«ff  from  the  annual  fubfidy  of  500,000  crowns. 
:. .  And  the  Roman-catholick  religion  fhall  be  prcferved 
and  maintained  in  the  places  given  up  as  above,  on  the 
-lame  footing  as  it  is  now,  and  was  exercifed  in  the  reign  of 
king  Charles  II.  of  glorious  memory  ;  and  all  the  privile- 
ges of  the  inhabitants  fhall  be  preferved  and  maintained  in 
like  manner. 

The  fort  of  Rodenhuyfen  fliall  be  razed,  and  the  diffe- 
•rences  touching  the  canal  of  Bruges  fliall  be  refei  red  to 
the  decifion  of  neutral  arbitrators  chofe  by  both  parties  ; 
provided,  that  by  the  giving  up  of  the  fort  of  St.  Donas, 
the  people  of:  the  town  of  Sluys  fhall  not  have  more  right 

•upon  that  canal,  than  they  had  before  that  place  was 
yielded  up. 

XVlll.  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  yields  to 
their  High  Mightineffes  the  States  General  for  ever,  in 
full  fovereignty  and  propriety,  the  town  of  Venlo  in  the 
upper  quarter  of  Guelderland,  with  its  precinft  andjurif- 
-diction,-  and  the  fort  of  St.  Michael,  and  moreover  the  fort 

^  iof  Stevenfwaert,  with  its  territory  or  jurifdiflion  ;  as  alfo 
as  much  land  as  fliall   be  neceffary  to  augment  their  forti- 

;  fieations  on  this  fide  the  Macfe :  And  his  faid  majefty  pro- 
mifes,  that  he  will  never  caiife  to  be  built,  or  permit  anv 
other  to  build  any  fortification,  of  what  name  foever,  with- 
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in  the  diftance  of  Half  a  league  ffdrri  tlitf  faid'  foffftfr*. 
Moreover,  his  Imperial  and  Caihohck  Majefly  gives  up  to 
the  States  General,  the  ammanie  of  Montfort,  confifting 
(with  exception  to  the  villages  of  Swalmt  arid  Elmt,  which 
he  referves  to  himfelf)  of  the  little  towns  of  Nieuftadt  and 
Echt,  with  the  following  villages,  viz.  Ohe  and  Lack, 
^oofteren,  Braght,  Beefel,  Belfen,  Vlodorp,  Poftert,  Berg; 
Lin,  and  Montfort,  to  be  pofTefTed  by  the  faid  States  Ge* 
iieral,  in  the  manner  as  they  were  enjoyed  by  his  majefty 
king  Charles  IL  of  glorious  memory,  with  the  perfec- 
tures,  burghs,  fiefs,  lands,  funds,  quit-rents,  revenues,  tolls, 
of  what  nature  foever,  fubfidies,  contributions  and  col- 
ie6lions,  fealties,  demefnes,  and  others  whatfbever,  be- 
longing to  the  faid  places  given  up  as  aforefaid.  The  whole 
however,  without  prejudice  to,  and  faving  all  the  rights 
which  may  belong  to  the  king  of  Pruffia,  &c.  and  not- 
withftanding  all  exceptions,  pretenfions,  or  cavils  already 
made,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  formed  to  difturb  the  States 
General  in  the  peaceable  pofTeffian  of  the  places  yielded 
iip  by  the  prefent  article  ;  all  compafts,  conventions,  or 
difpofitions,  contrary  to  the  prefent  article,  being  deem- 
ed null  and  void. 

Provided,  and  be  it  underftood,  that  this  furrender  is 
made  with  this  exprefs  claufe,  that  the  ftatutes,  anticnt 
cufioms,  and,  in  general,  all  privileges  civil  and  ecclefi- 
aliical,  as  well  with  regard  to  the  magiftrates  and  private 
pierfons,  as  to  the  churches,  convents,  monafteries,  fchools, 
feminaries,  hofpitals,  and  other  pubhck  places,  with  all 
their  appurtenancies  and  dependencies,  as  alfo  the  diocefan 
right  of  bifnop  of  the  Ruremonde,  and  in  general  every 
thing  that  concerns  the  rights,  liberties,  immunities,  func- 
tions, ufages,  ceremonie_s,  and  the  exercife  of  the  catho- 
lick  religion,  fliall  be  preferved  and  fubfift  without  any 
charge  or  innovation,  eitlier  direftly  or  indire81y,  in  all 
the  places  yielded  as  above,  -in  the  fame  manner  as  in  the 
time  of  king  Charles  IL  of  glorious  memory,  and  as  it 
fliall  be  explained  on  both  fides  more  fully,  in  cafe  any 
difpute  happens  on  that  account ;  and  the  offices  of  the  ma- 
gifiracy  and  the  police,  fhall  be  given  to  none  but  perfons 
of  the  Catholick  Religion. 

The 
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The  right  of  collation  to  benefrces,  which  has  been  hi- 
therto in  the  fovereign,  fhall  herea.fter  belong  to  the  bifhop 
of  Ruremonde ;  on  condition  that  the  faid  benefices  fliall 
not  be  given  to  perfons  difagreeable  to  the  States  General, 
for  particular  reafons  that  may  be  alledged. 

It  IS  alfo  ftipulated,  that  the  States  General  fhatl  not 
pretend  to  have  acquired  by  the  cefiion  of  the  town  of  Echt, 
any  right  of  judicature  or  appeal,  with  refped  to  the  chap- 
ter of  Thorn,  or  other  lands  of  the  empire ;  and  it  Ihali 
be  free  for  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  to  no- 
minate fuch  place  as  he  fhall  think  fit  for  the  faid  judica- 
ture or  appeal. 

And  becaufe  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  upper 
quarter  which  is  hereby  furrendered,  can  no  longer  carry 
their  procefs,  in  cafe  of  appeal,  to  the  court  of  Ruremonde, 
it  fhall  be  free  for  their  High  MightinefTes  to  eftablifh  a 
court  of  appeal  for  their  fubjefts,  in  what  part  of  the  pro- 
vince they  think  fit. 

It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  all  the  duties  on  import  and 
export,  which  are  levied  along  the  Maefe,  Ihall  not  be  en- 
creafed  or  lefTened,  in  the  whole  or  in  part,  but  by  com- 
mon confent;  of  which  duties  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefly  fhall  receive  to  his  own  profit,  thofe  which  are  col- 
le£led  at  Ruremonde  and  Navaigne,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  thofe  v^hich  are  paid  at  Venlo  ;  and  for  as 
much  as  the  faid  duties  upon  the  Maefe  in  general,  as  alfo 
thofe  upon  the  Schelde  by  way  of  fubfidy,  are  appropria- 
ted to  the  payment  of  two  diftinft  annuities,  viz.  one  of 
80,000  florins  a  year,  and  another  of  70,000,  by  virtue  of 
k  tranfaftion  palled  and  concluded  the  26th  of  December, 
1687,  with  his  late  majefty  of  Great  Britain  king  Wil- 
liam III.  it  is  agreed  that  their  High  MightinefTes,  Jby  rea- 
fon  of  the  cefiion  abovementioned,  fliall  give  a  yearly  fup- 
ply  to  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  in  the  payment 
of  the  faid  annuities  and  other  debts,  which  rpay  be  there 
mortgaged,  in  proportion  to  the  produce  of  the  duties 
of  import  and  export  which  they  fliall  receive,  the  whole 
according  to  the  very  conftitution  of  the  faid  annuities. 

And  as  for  the  debts  contrafted  and  conftituted  upon 
the  generality  of  the  upper  quarter  of  Guelderland,  the 
St^te5  General  fhall  concur  in  the  payment  thereof,  for  fo 
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much  as  is  their  quota,  according  to  the  proportion  fet 
forth  in  the  matricula  of  all  the  faid  upper  quarter.  All 
the  documents  and  papers  which  concern  the  upper  quar- 
ter ^f  Gueklerland,  fl:i all  remain  as  heretofore,  in  the  ar- 
chieves  of  Ruremonde.  But  it  is  agreed,  that  an  inven- 
tory, or  rea;ifter  of  then)  fliall  be  formed  at  the  meeting  of 
commiiTaries  from  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  IVIajeity,  his 
iTiajelly  of  PruiTia,  and  the  lords  the  States  General;  and 
an  authentick  copy  of  the  faid  inventory  fliall  be  given  to 
each  pfthofe, three  powers,  that  they  may  always  have  free 
accefsto  all  the  papers  and  documents,  whereof  they  may 
have  occafion,  for  the  part  which  they  feverally  poITefs 
in  the  faid  upper  quarter  of  Guelderland  ;  and  an  authen- 
tick copy  of  (lich  papers  fhall  be  delivered  to  them  on  the 
firit  demand. 

XIX.  In  confideration  of  the  great  charge,  and  extra- 
ordinary expence  which  the  States  General  are  unavoidably 
obliged  to  be  at,  as  well  for  maintaining  the  great  number 
of  troops  which  they  are  engaged  by  the  prefent  treaty  tq 
keep  in  the  towns  above  named,  as  for  fupplying  the  great 
fums  abiblutejy  neceffary  for  the  maintenance  and  repair 
of  the  fortifications  of  the  faid  places,  and  for  furniihing 
Jlhem  with  ammunition  and  provifions,  his  Imperial  and 
Catholi.ck  Majefty  engages  and  promiics  to  caufe  to  be  an- 
nually paid  to  the  States  General,  the  flim  of  500,000 
crowns,  or  1,2^^0,000  florins  Dutch  money,  over  and  a- 
bove  the  revenue  ofthe  part  of  the  upper  quarter  of  Guel- 
(dejrland,  given  up  by  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty 
in  propriety  to  the  States  General,  by  the  18th  article  of  thq 
prefent  treaty,  as  alfo  over  and  above  the  cod  of  lodging 
tjie  troops,  according  to  the  regulation  made  in  the  year 
J 698,  in  the  manner  as  fliall  be  particularly  agreed  upon: 
which  fnm  of  500,000  crowns,  or  1,250,000  florins  Dutch 
money,  fiiall  be  feci.n'cd  and  mortgaged,  as  it  is  by  this  ar- 
ticle Jcicured  and  mortgaged  upon  all  ih^  revenues  of  thp 
Austrian  Netherlands  in  general,  including  therein  the 
countries  yielded  up  by  France;  and  i|i  particular,  upon 
J:hr  clear  neat  revenues  of  the  provinces  of  Brabant  and 
VFlandcrs,  and  of  tht' countries,  towns,  chatellanies  and  de- 
pendencies yielded  up  by  IVancc,  accordijig  as  it  is  more 
particularly  fpecified  bv  <i  fcparatc  article,  "as  well  for  tiie 
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faid  mortgage,  as  for  the  means  and  terms  of  receiving  the 
faid  fums. 

And  the  faid  payment  of  the  fubfidy  of  500,000  crowns, 
or  1,250,000  florins  Dutch  money,  ihall  commence  from 
the  day  of  the  figning  the  prefent  treaty  ;  from  which  fhall 
be  deducted  the  revenues  of  the  towns,  chatellani£s, 
-and  dependencies  yielded  by  France,  in  proportion  to 
the  term  elapfed  from  the  faid  day,  till  the  day  on  which 
the  faid  countries  fhall  be  remitted  to  his  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majeliy,  in  proportion  to  what  the  States  Gene^ 
ral  fhall  receive.    • 

XX.  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  by  this  arti- 
cle, confirms  and  ratifies  the  capitulations  granted  to  the 
provinces  and  towns  of  the  Netherlands,  heretofore  called 
Spanifii,  at  the  time  of  their  redu8ion  to  the  obedience 
of  his  faid  majefly,  together  with  the  general  adminiftrar- 
tion  of  the  faid  country  therein,  exercifed  by  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  the 
lawful  fovereign  having  been  reprefented  by  their  mini- 
He  rs  who  refided  at  Brufl'els,  and  by  the  council  of  ftate 
oommiffioned  to  the  general  government  of  the  faid  Ne- 
therlands, in  purfuance  of  the  powder  and  inftruQions  that 
were  given  them,  and  of  the  requefts  that  were  made  on 
the  part  of  the  two  powers,  as  well  in  matters  of  regale, 
juftice  and  police,  as  of  the  finances;  as  alfo  the  particu- 
lar adminiftration  of  the  ftates,  provinces,  colleges,  towns 
and  communities  in  the  open  country,  as  alfo  of  the  fove- 
reign courts  of  juftice,  and  the  other  fubaltern  courts  and 
judges. 

Which  afts  of  police,  regale,  juftice,  and  the  finances, 
fliall  fubfift  and  have  their  full  and  entire  effeft,  according 
to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  afts,  and  fentences  paflTed:  the 
.whole  in  the  fame  manner,  as  if  they  had  been  done  by 
the  lawful  fovereign  of  the  country,  and  under  his  govern- 
jffient. 

XXI.  Every  thing  that  is  comprifed  in  the  foregoing  ar- 
ticle fliall  alfo  be  obferved,  ratified  and  maintained,  en  the 
part  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  with  refpeftto 
the  upper  quarter  of  Guelderland,  and  the  countries  con- 
quered from  France,  (of  which  king  Charles  II.  of  glorious 
memory,  was  not  in  pofleiTion  at  hk  deceafe)  for  all  the 
'  dif. 
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difpofitions  made  in  the  name,  and  on  the  part  of  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces. 

And  as  for  what  concerns  ecclefiaftical  benefices  and 
dignities,  thofe  who  have  been  preferred  to  them,  and  are 
now  in  pofTeffion,  (hall  not  be  difplaced ;  and  thofe  who 
are  not  yet  in  pofTeffion,  fliall  be  admitted  to  them  without 
any  oppofition,  but  by  the  ways,  and  in  the  order  of 
juftice,  according  to  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of  the  coun- 

XXII.  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  acknow- 
ledges, and  promifes  to  fatisfy  the  obligations  entered  into 
by  his  Catholick  Majefty  Charles  II,  of  glorious  memory, 
for  the  levies  of  money  which  their  High  Mightinefles 
caufed  to  be  negotiated  for  his  faid  majefty,  a  lilt  where- 
of is  fubjoined  to  this  article  :  and  as  there  have  not  yet 
been  remitted  to  the  States  General  the  obligations  of  the 
Spanifti  Netherlands,  for  the  fum  of  200,000  florins  a  year, 
for  payment  of  the  intereft,  and  reimburfing  the  principal 
of  1,400,000  florins,  taken  up  at  intereft  in  the  year 
1698,  to  be  employed  on  the  neceffary  occafions  of  the 
frontiers  of  the  faid  Spanifti  Netherlands,  and  four  years 
intereft,  amounting  to  the  fum  of  224,000  florins,  where- 
with the  faid  capital  of  1,400,000  florins  is  encreafed ; 
which  obligations  the  faid  king  Charles  II.  of  glorious  me- 
mory, promifed  to  caufe  to  be  given,  though  they  were 
not ;  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  promifes  hereby, 
to  caufe  the  obligations  to  be  given  by  the  States  of  the 
provinces  of  the  faid  Netherlands,  and  immediately  after 
to  be  delivered  to  the  faid  States  General,  according  to 
the  tenor  of  the  faid  obligation  of  his  Catholick  Majefty,  of 
the  30th  of  May,  1698,  at  the  firft  meeting  of  the  States, 
or  at  fartheft  within  the  term  of  two  months  after  the  e>j- 
change  of  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty.

every  thing  fliall  remain,  continue  and  fubfift  generally  up- 
on the  fame  foot,  without  any  alteration,  innovation,  dimi- 
nution, or  augmentation,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever, 
till  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  his  Britannick 
Majefty,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  fhall  otherwife 
appoint  by  a  treaty  of  commerce  to  be  made  as  foon  as 
poflible.  In  the  mean  time,  the  commerce,  and  all  that  de- 
pends on  it  between  the  fubj efts  of  his  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lick Majefty  in  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  and  thofe  of  the 
United  Provinces,  in  the  whole  and  in  part,  fliall  remain 
upon  the  foot  eftablifhed,  and  in  the  manner  appointed 
by  the  articles  of  the  treaty  concerning  commerce,  made 
at  Munfter  the  30th  of  January  1648,  between  his  Majefty 
King  Philip  IV.  of  glorious  memory,  and  the  faid  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces ;  which  Arti- 
cles are  now  confirmed  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXVII.  That  the  fortifications  and  all  the  works  of  the 
citadel  of  Liege,  as  alfo  thofe  of  the  caftle  of  Huy,  and 
all  the  forts  and  works  fliall  be  razed  and  demoliftied,  fo 
as  never  to  be  rebuilt  or  reftored.  Provided  and  be  it  un- 
derftood,  that  the  faid  demolition  fhall  be  made  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  ftates  of  the  country  of  Liege,  to  whom  the 
■materials  fliall  remain,  to  be  fold  and  tranfported  elfe- 
where.  The  whole  by  the  order  and  under  the  direQion 
of  the  States  General,  who  fhall  for  that  end  fend  perfons 
capable  of  having  the  direftion  of  the  faid  demolitions, 
which  fhall  be  begun  immediately  after  the  figning  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  and  fliall  be  finiihed  in  three  months,  or 
fooner  if  pofTible  ;  and  that  in  the  mean  time,  the  garri- 
fons  of  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  fhall 
not  go  out  of  the  faid  places  before  the  demolition  is 
'finifhed.

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XXVIII.  And  for  the  further  fecurlty  and  performanCtf 
of  the  prefent  treaty,  his  Britannick  Majefty  promifes  and 
engages  to  confirm  and  guarantee  it,  in  all  its  points  and 
articles,  a«s  he  does  by  thefe  prefents  accordingly  confirm 
and  enter  into  the  guaranty  of  it. 

XXIX.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  and  approved 
by  his  Imperial  and  Catholiciv.  Majeity,  by  his  Britannick 
Majefty,  and  by  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces;  and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  delivered 
within  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  pofiible,  to  be  computed 
from  the  day  of  figning.  In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  mi- 
nifters  plenipotentiary  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty, his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  the  Lords  the  States 
General,  by  virtue  of  our  refpeftive  full  powers,  have  in 
their  Names  figned  thefe  prefents,  and  thereto  affixed  the 
Seals  of  our  arms.

be  a  more  fpecifick  explanation  by  a  feparate  article,  with 
Tegard  to  the  mortgages,  and  to  ways  and  means  for  col- 
lecting the  fubudy  therein  mentioned;  his  Imperial  and 
Cathoiick  Majefty,  for  the  better  fecuring  and  facilitating 
the  paym.ent  of  the  faid  fubfidy  of  500,000  crov/ns,  or 
Vol.  I.  T  ij25o,oot 
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1,250,000  florins  Dutch  money,  granted  annually,  and 
ilipulated  by  the  faid  ardcle,  has  pardcularly  charged  the 
fumof  6iO;DOo  florins  Dutch  money  annually,  upon  the 
f:ountries,  towns,  chatellanies  and  dependencies,  yielded  by 
^France,  according  to  the  following  repartition,  viz.  Up- 
pn  the  city  of  Tournay  55,000  florins;  upon  the  chateflany 
of  Tournay  called  the  Tournefis,  25.000  florins;  upon 
the  city  and  verge  of  Menin  go. 000  florins ;  and  upon 
t:hat  part  of  Wefl;  Flanders  which  was  yielded  by  France, 
ihare  and  fliare  ahke  among  the  towns,  chatellanies  and 
dependencies,  44,000  florins ;  and  the  refidue  thus,  viz» 
One-third  upon  the  fubfldies  of  the  province  of  Brabant,, 
amounting  to  the  fum  of  2i3,333i-  florins;  and  upon  thofe 
of  the  Province  of  Flanders,  two-thirds,  amounting  to  the 
fum  of  426,666^  florins,  making  all  together  the  faid  total 
fum  of  500,000  crowns,  or  1,250,000  florins  Dutch  money. 

The  portion  of  the  province  of  Brabant  is  charged  upon 
the  contingent  of  the  fevcn  quarters  of  Antwerp,  and  the 
pther  diftri6l  of  Brabant,  in  the  fubfidies  of  that  province. 

And  the  quota  of  the  province  of  Flanders  upon  the 
contingent  of  the  country  of  Waes,  including  therein  Bc- 
veren,  the  county  of  Oudenburg,  the  frank  of  Bruges, 
country  of  Aloft:,  and  the  town  and  country  of  Dcndcr- 
moncie,  in  the  fubfldies  of  that  province.  And  for  the 
better  fecuring  the  regular  payment  of  the  faid  refpe8;ive 
fums,  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  promifes  and 
engages  that  it  fliall:  be  made  quarterly,  viz.  at  the  end  of

ftates  and  demefnes  of  the  faid  provinces  and  jurifdidions, 
which  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  renders  thereto 
liable,  by  virtue  of  this  article.

Treaty  of  Comme7'ce  hetween  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  con- 
cluded at  Madrid,  the  i^th  of  December  1715. 

WHEREAS  fmce  the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce, 
lately  concluded  at  Utrecht,  the  13th  of  July  and 
|he  9th  gf  December  1713,  between  his  CathoHck  Ma- 

T  ^  jefty 
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jefty  and  her  late  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  of 
glorious  memory,  there  remained  ftill  fome  difference^ 
about  trade  and  the  courfe  thereof;  and  his  Catholick 
Majefty  and  tlie  King  of  Great  Britain,  being  inchned  to 
maintain  and  cultivate  a  firm  and  inviolable  peace  and 
friendfbip,  in  order  to  attain  to  this  good  end  they  have 
by  their  two  miiiifters  underwritten,  mutually  and  duly 
cjualified,  caufed  the  following  articles  to  be  concluded  and 
finned. 

I.  The  Britifh  fubjeftsfliall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  higher 
or  other  duties,  for  goods  coming  in  or  going  out  of  the  fe- 
veral  ports  of  his  Catholick  Majefly,  than  thofe  they  pai4 
for  the  fame  goods  in  King  Charles  the  Second's  time,  fet- 
tled by  cedules  and  ordonnances  of  the  faid  king  or  his 
predeceffors :  and  although  the  Gratias  comriionly  called 
Pie  d^l  fardo,  be  not  grounded  on  any  royal  ordonnance, 
neverthelefs  his  Catholick  Majefty  declares,  wills  and  or- 
dains, that  it  be  obferved  now  and  hereafter  as  an  invio- 
lable law  ;  which  duties  fliall  be  exacted  and  raifed  no\v 
and  for  the  future,  with  the  famie  advantages  and  favours 
to  the  faid  fubjecls. 

J.I.  His  majefty  confirms  the  treaty  made  by  the  Britifh 
fubjeSs  with  the  raagiftrates  of  St.  Andero,  in  die  year 
1700. 

III.  His  Catholick  Majefty  permits  the  faid  fuhjeBs  to 
gather  fait  in  the  ifle  of  Toriugas,  they  having  enjoyed  this 
liberty  in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  II.  without  interrup- 
tion. 

IV.  The  faid  fubjeQs  Ihall  pay  no  where  any  higher  or 
other  duties  tlian  thofe  paid  by  the  fubjefts  of  his  Catho- 
lick Majefty  in  the  fame  places. 

V.  Tlie  faid  fubjecls  fhall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges, 
franchifes,  exemptions,  and  immunities  whatever,  which 
they  enjoyed  before  the  laft  war,  by  virtue  of  the  royal 
cedules  or  ordonnances,  and  by  the  articles  of  the  treaty 
i^f  peace  and  commerce  made  at  Madrid  in  1667,  which  15 
hereby  fully  confirmed ;  and  the  faid  iiibjcds  ftiall  be  ufcd  in 
Si)ain  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  nioft  favoured  nation,  aiui 
confequcntly  all  nations  flial!  pay  the  fame  duties  on  wool 
and  other  merchandizes  coming  in  and  going  out  by  fca  : 
and  all  the  rights,  pi ivilcgcs.  franthi(c8j  exemptions,  and  im-

tiiunkies  that  fhall  be  granted  and  allowed  to  the  faid  futj* 
Je6ls,  the  like  fiiall  be  granted,  obferved  and  permuted  ta 
the  fubjecls  of  Spain,  in  the  kingdoms  ofhis  Aiajefty  the 
King  of  Great  Britaiil. 

VI.  And  as  innovations  may  have  been  tiiade  in 
trade,  his  Cathohck  Majefty  promifes  on  his  part  to  ufei 
his  utmoil  endeavoitrs  to  aboHfh  them,  and  for  the  future 
to  caufe  them  to  be  avoided  :  in  Hke  manner  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  promifes  to  ufe  all  poffible  endeavours  to 
^boHihi  all  innovations  on  his  part,  and  for  thfe  future  to 
Caufe  them  by  all  means  to  be  avoided. 

VII.  The  treaty  of  commerce  made  at  Utrecht,  the 
l^th  of  December  1713,  fhall  continue  in  force,  except  the 
articles  th^t  (hail  be  found  contrary  to  \vhat  is  this  day  con- 
eluded  and  figned,  which  fnall  be  abolifiied  and  rendered 
of  no  force,  and  elpecially  the  three  articles  commonly 
Called  explanatory :  and  thefe  prefents  fhall  be  approved, 
ratified  and  exchanged  on  each  fide,  within  the  (pace  of 
fix  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  poffible.  In  witnefs  whereof,  and 
by  virtue  of  our  full  powers,  we  have  figned  thefe  prelents 
at  Madrid,  the  14th  of  December,  in  the  year  1715.

BE  it  known  to  all  and  every  one  whom  it  may  con- 
cern. The  auguft  emperor  of  the  Romans,  Charles 
Vl.  king  of  Spain,  Hungary,  and  Bohemia,  archduke  of 
Auilria,  duke  of  Burgundy,  &c.  and  the  moO:  ibrcne  and 
mod:  potent  prince,  George,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  king 
of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  duke  of  BrunRvick 
Sind  Lunenburgh,  eleSior  of  the    Holy  Roman    E-mpire,

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Sec.  having  reflefled  on  the  eminent  advantages  which 
were  derived  from  the  fincere  and  conftant  union  of  their 
predeceffors,  and  therefore  conCdering  the  more  attentive- 
ly the  circumftances  of  the  prefent  time,  they  apphed  their 
minds  to  the  renewing  of  the  fame  for  the  common  good. 

Whereupon,  by  the  bleffing  of  God,  concerting  counfels, 
ihey  have  agreed  in  form  upon  a  treaty  and  mutual  alhance 
confiding  of  the  following  articles. 

I.  That  there  be  between  his  abovementioned  Imperial 
and  Royal  Catholick  Majefty,  and  his  Sacred  Royal  Ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain,  a  fincere  friendfliip  and  union  of 
counfels,  and  perfeft  alliance,  that  each  of  them  look  up- 
on die  other's  interefts  as  his  own,  and  earneftly  endeavour 
to  promote  them,  and  prevent  by  the  beft  means  he  is  able, 
all  damages. 

II.  That  the  defign  and  end  of  this  defenfive  alliance  be 
no  other  than  mutually  to  defend  each  other,  and  to  pre- 
ferve  themfelves  in  the  poffeffionofthe  kingdoms,  provinces 
and  rights,  in  the  condition  they  now  are,  which  either  of 
them  aftually  has  and  enjoys  •,  if  therefore  it  fliall  hap- 
pen, that  the  one  or  the  other  of  thefe  allies  fhall  be  hpflile- 
ly  invaded  or  molefted  by  any  power,  it  is  agreed,  that  the 
honour,  dignity,  as  alfo  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and 
rights  abovementioned,  which  that  ally  poiTelfes  in  any  part 
of  Europe  at  the  time  of  this  alliance,  or  which  during  the 
fame  they  fhall  by  mutual  confent  acquire,  fhall  with  com- 
mon aid  and  affiftance  by  land  and  by  fea,  be  prefcrvcd, 
defended  and  maintained  inviolable,  againll  all  aggreffors- 
whatfoevcr  ;  and  likewife  that  ajull  fatisfa61ion  fliall  be  pro- 
cured for  any  injur)-  which  fliall  happen  to  be  done. 

III.  For  attaining  this  wholefome  end,  in  the  forefiid 
cafe  of  any  hodile  invafion,  the  party  attacked  fliall  notify 
the  f^ime  to  his  ally,  who  fiiall  ufe  all  his  endeavours  with 
the  aggreflbr,  to  induce  him  to  abdain  without  delay  from 
farther  hoftility,  to  make  due  fatisfaftion  for  the  damage 
done,  and  fliall  take  care  for  die  future  fccurity  of  his 
Ally. 

iV.  If  this  fair  means  do  not  fucceed  within  the  fpacc 
of  two  mondis,  alTdlance  (hall  inuncdiaicly  be  fent  by  the 
ally  to  the  party  attacked,  nor  (hall  the  fame  be  recalled  till 
what  is  cvprcll'cd  in  the  foregoing  fecond  article  be  obtained'. 

V.  The: 
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V.  The  faccours,  which  when  this  cafe  happens,  are  ta 
be  furnifhed  by  the  allies,  fhall  be  as  follows  :  On  the 
part  of  his  Imperial  and  Cathohck  Majefty,  twelve  thou- 
land  men,  that  is  to  fay,  eight  thoiifand  foot,  and  four  thou- 
iand  horfe.  And  on  the  part  of  his  facred  royal  majefty  of 
Great  Britain,  as  many  thoufand  men;  that  is  to 
fay,  eight  thoufand  foot,  and  four  thoufand  hoffe. 
But  if  the  nature  of  the  war  fhould  require  rather 
inaritime  fuccours,  in  whole  or  in,  part,  the  ally  fhall  be 
obliged  to  furniih,  inuead  of  the  faid  land  forces,  fo  many 
fhips  of  war  as  fhall  be  equal  in  expence  to  the  faid  num- 
ber of  men  :  So  likewife  in  cafe  greater  fuccours,  either  of 
land  or  fea  forces,  lliould  be  neceflrary,the  allies  fhall  with- 
out delay  come  to  an  agreement  about  them,  and  Ihow  an 
amicable  difpofition  on  both  fides. 

VI.  It  is  agreed,  that  no  other  prince  or  power  fhall  bd 
invited  or  admitted  into  this  alliance,  unlefs  by  the  unani- 
mous and  mutual  confent  of  the  allies,  and  in  fuch  manner 
as  fhall  be  flipulated  and  agreed  between  them. 

VJI.  But  whereas  nothing  is  more  defired  by  either  ally, 
than,  this  treaty  being  made,  to  fecure  by  mutual  afifif^ancd 
the  common  fafety,  and  preferve  inviolable  the  publick 
peace  ;  and.  there  being  no  doubt  but  the  Mighty  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  are 
difpofed  m.oft  readily  to  aOift  and  promote,  by  their  ac- 
ceffion,  fo  ufeful  and  fo  neceffary  a  work,  it  is  thereford 
now  thought  fit  not  only  willingly  to  admit  the  faid  States 
General  into  this  prefent  alliance,  but  to  invite  them  ami^ 
cably  without  delay,  to  enter  into  it. 

In  witnefs  whereof  the  plenipotentiaries  as  well  of  his 
Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  as  of  his  Sacred 
Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  have  figned  thefe  pre- 
fents  with  their  hands,  and  fet  their  feals  thereto.  Done  at

Separate    Article. 

IT  is  farther  agreed,  that  if  in  procefs  of  time  war  fhould 
break  out  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty,  and  the  Ottoman  Empire,  the  treaty  of  alliance 
concluded  this  day  with  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  ihall  not  be  deemed  in  any  wife  to  relate  or  extend 
thereto ;  nor  fhail  war  with  the  turks.  (reafon  of  ftate  fo 
requiring)  be  underftood  to  be  a  cafe  intended  by  this  trea- 
ty.    This  feparate  article  is  dated  andfigned  as  the  treaty. 

Additional  Separate  and  Secret  Article, 

WHEREAS  it  is  the  principal  fcOpe  and  intention  of 
the  treaty  of  alliance  coi  eluded  the  laft  year  be- 
tween his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholick  Majefty 
and  his  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  that  the  union 
land  friendfliip  betwixt  their  faid  majelties  may  be  bound 
in  the  clofeft  engagements  that  are  poftible.  and  that  on 
every  occafion  that  offers  they  may  mutually  promote  each 
other's  interefts,  and  may  faithfully  and  fincerely  iecure 
themfeives  againft  all  enemies  whatfoever:  and  whereas, 
fince  the  conclufion  of  the  faid  alliance,  many  of  his  Bri- 
tannick  Majefty's  rebel  fubjcBs  have  come  into  feveral 
of  the  hereditary  provinces  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty,  whereby  they  found  means  and  opportunity  of 
carrying  on  a  pernicious  corrcfpondence  with  other  ill-af- 
feClcd  and  feditious  inhabitants  of  Great  Britain,  and  ufe 
all  their  endeavours  to  ftir  up  a  new  rebellion  in  the  faid 
kingdom  j  whence  both  the  government  of  his  Britannick 
Majefty,  and  the  tranquillity  and  rcpofe  of  his  faithful  fub- 
jects  may  be  continually  difturbcd  by  thefc  fecrct  fatlions 
and  confpiracies,  to  their  very  great  detriment.  It  is 
therefore  declared  by  thcfe  prelents  on  the  part  of  his  Im- 
perial and  Royal  Catholick  Majefty,  that  he  will  grant  no 
entertainment;  refuge,  or  paflage,  under  any  pretext  what-

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foever  within  his  hereditary  provinces  fituated  in  Geimmf. 
and  the  Auilrian  Netherlands,  to  his  Britannick  Majefly  s 
rebel  fubjeQs.  who  are  or  fhall  be  declared  fuch,  nor  to  the 
perfon  commonly  called  the  Pretender.  As  hkewife  his 
royal  majefhy  of  Great  Britain  doth  promife,  that  he  ne- 
ver will  grant  any  pafTage,  entertainment,  or  refuge,  to  the 
rebel  fubjects  of  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty,  who  are  or  fhall  be  declared  fuch  within  his  king- 
doms of  Great  Britain  and  Provinces  of  the  E-oman  Em- 
pire. V/herefore  it  is  on  both  fides  provided  that  they 
will  mutually  compel  the  aforefaid  rebel  fubjeBs  to  de- 
part out  of  the  faid  kingdoms  and  provinces  within  the 
fpace  of  eight  days,  from  the  time  that  the  minifter  of 
him,  whofe  fubje^ls  thofe  rebels  are  reputed,  fhall  have 
made  fuch  application  to  his  faid  Imperial  Majefty,  or 
his  Royal  Majefty,  in  the  name  of  his  mafter.

Convention  for  explaining  the  articles  of  the  Affiento,  or 
contraHfor  Negroes,  beivjeen  the  raojl  Serene  and  'mojh 
Potent  Prince  George,  hy  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  ths 
Faith,  &c.  and  the  mcft  Serene  and  mof  Potent  Prince 
Philip  V.  the  Catholick  King  of  Spain.  Concluded  at 
Madrid,  the  ~  of  Mdij,  1716. 

GEORGE,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
-&C.  To  all  and  lingular  to  whom  thefe  prefent  letters  fhall 
come,  greeting:  whereas  a  certain  convention,  for  explain- 
ing the  articles  of  the  treaty  commonly  called  El  Affiento 
de  los  Negros,  the  Contraft  for  Negroes,  between  us  and 
our  good  brother  Philip  V.  the   CathoUck  king  of  Spain

and  the  Indies,  was  concluded  and  figned  by  miniHers  ple- 
nipotentiaries impowered  with  fufficient  authority  on,  both 
fides,  at  Madrid,  on  the  44  day  of  the  month  of  May  laft, 
in  the   form  and  v;ords  following  : 

After  a  long  war,  which  had  affli6led  almofl:  all  Europe, 
and  had  produced  difmal  efFe6is,  it  appearing  that  the  con- 
tinuance of  it  would  create  yet  more,  it  was  agreed  with 
the  queen  of  Great  Britain  of  glorious  memory,  to  put  a 
Hop  to  it,  by  a  good  and  lincere  peace ;  and  in  order  ta 
render  it  firm  and  folid,  and  to  maintain  the  union  be- 
tween the  two  nations,  it  was  determined  that  the  Affiento 
for  furnifhing  our  Weft  Indies  with  Negroes,  fliouldfor  the 
future,  and  during  the  tim.e  expreffed  in  the  treaty  of  Affi- 
ento, be  on  the  accompt  of  the  royal  company  of  Eng- 
land ;  which  faid  Company  having  thereupon  made  feve- 
ral  reprefentations  to  us  by  the  minifter  of  Great  Britain, 
after  they  had  made  the  fame  to  the  king  their  mader, 
concernincf  fome  difficulties  which  related  to  certain  arti- 
cles  of  the  faid  treaty;  and  we  bemg  defirous,  not  only  to" 
maintain  the  peace  eflablillied  with  the  Englifn  nation,  but 
to  preferve  and  augment  it  by  a  perfedt  good  underfland- 
ing,  have  commanded  our  minifters  to  confer  on  the  faid 
affair  of  the  Auiento  with  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  to  the  end  that,  as  equity  re- 
quires, fome  agreement  might  be  made  on  the  faid  articles, 
as  has  aftaally  been  done  by  the  following  declarations. 

In  the  treaty  of  Affiento  made  between  their  Britannick 
and  Catholick  Majefties  on  March  26,  1713,  for  the  car- 
rying of  Negroes  to  the  Indies  by  the  company  of  England, 
and  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  which  were  to  commence 
from  May  1,  1713,  his  Catholick  Majefty  was  plcafcd  to 
grant  to  the  faid  Company  the  favour  of  fending  to  the 
Indies  every  year  (during  the  faid  Affiento)  a  fliip  of  50(; 
tun,  as  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  treaty :  on  condition  that 
the  goods  with  which  the  faid  annual  ffiip  ffiould  be  laden, 
fhould  not  be  allowcii  to  be  fold  but  in  tlie  time  of  the 
fair;  and  that  if  the  ihip  arrived  in  the  Indies  before  the 
fliips  from  Spain,  the  fattors  employed  by  the  faid  com- 
pany flioiilu  be  obliged  to  land  all  the  goods,  and  dcpofite 
them  in  trufl  in  the  Catholick  King's  warehoufes,  to  be' 
kept  under  two  keys,  and  with  o'lhcr  circumitances  fpcci- 

fied 
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fied  in  the  faid  treaty,  till  they  couid  be  fold  at  the  time  of 
the  fair. 

It  has  been  reprefented  on  the  part  of  his  Britannic^ 
Majefty  and  of  the  faid  company,  that  the  faid  favour  was 
granted  by  the  Cathohck  King  to  m.ake  good  the  lolTes 
which  the  company  might  fuffer  by  the  Afliento ;  fo  that 
if  the  condition,  not  to  difpofe  of  the  goods  but  in  the  time 
of  the  fair,  were  to  be  obferved,  and  the  fair  not  being 
held  regularly  every  year,  as  experience  has  Ihewn  hereto- 
fore, and  as  may  happen  hereafter,  the  company  inftead 
of  gaining  profit,  would  lofe  the  prime  coft  of  the  cargo  j 
it  being  very  well  known,  that  goods  will  not  keep  lon^. 
in  that  country,  and  particularly  at  Porto-Bello.  For 
this  reafon  the  company  defires  an  affurance  that  the  fair 
"ifliall  be  held  every  year,  either  at  Cartagena,  Porto-Bello^ 
or  VeT-a  Cruz ;  and  that  notice  may  be  given  them  at 
which  of  thofe  three  ports  it  is  intended  to  keep  the  fair, 
that  they  may  know  where  to  fend  out  their  fhip ;  whicb 
arriving  at  the  faid  ports,  if  no  fair  be  there  held,  the 
company  may  vend  the  goods  after  a  certain  hmited  time, 
to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  arrival  of  the  faid  fliip 
at  fuch  port. 

His  majefty  being  willing  to  give  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain new  proofs  of  his  friendfhip,  and  to  corroborate  the" 
union  and  good  correfpondence  between  the  two  nations, 
has  declared,  and  declares,  that  the  fair  fhall  be  held  re- 
gularly every  year,  either  in  Peru,  or  in  New  Spain,  and 
that  notice  fliall  be  given  to  the  court  of  England  of  the 
€xaci;  time  when  the  Flota  or  Galleons  will  fail  for  the  In- 
dies, to  the  end  the  company  may  at  the  fame  time  dif- 
patch  the  fliip  granted  by  his  Cathohck  Majefty;  and  in 
cafe  the  Flota  and  Galleons  ftiall  not  depart  from  Cadiz 
before  the  month  of  June  expires,  the  faid  company  fliall 
be  allowed  to  fend  away  their  fliip,  giving  notice  of  the 
'  day  of  her  failing  to  the  court  of  Madrid,  or  to  the  mini- 
Iter  of  his  Catholick  Majefty  who  fhall  be  at  London  • 
and  when  ftie  fliall  arrive  at  one  of  the  three  ports  of 
Cartagena,  Porto-Bello,  or  Vera  Cruz,  flie  fhall  be  ob- 
liged to  wait  there  for  the  Flota  or  Galleons  four  months, 
to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  arrival  of  the  faid  fliip; 
which  term  being  expired,  the  company  fhall  be  allowed 

to 
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to  fell  their  goods  vnthout  any  hindrance  ;  but  it  is  to  be 
underftood,  that  if  this  fhip  of  the  company's  be  bound  for 
Peru,  fhe  ihall  go  direftly  to  Cartagena,  and  Porto-Bello, 
without  paflmg  into  the  South-Sea. 

The  laid  company  has  alfo  reprefented,  that  the  num- 
ber and  price  of  Negroes  to  be  bought  in  Africa  beirrg  un- 
certain ;  and  as  they  muft  be  purchafed  with  goods,  not 
with  money,  the  quantity  of  iTicrchandizc  to  be  carried  to" 
that  country  cannot  be  exactly  fettled  ;  and  it  being  im- 
proper to  run  any  hazard  of  having  too  few  goods  for  that 
trade,  it  may  happen  that  there  will  be  an  overplus  :  where- 
fore the  faid  company  defire,  that  the  goods  which  fhall  re- 
main undifpofed  of  in  exchange  for  the  Negroes,  may  bef 
carried  to  the  Indies,  otherwife  they  fiiould  be  obliged  to 
taft  them  into  the  fea;  for  obtaining  this  the  faid  company 
©ffer,  for  the  greater  fecurity,  to  depofite  the  faid  goods 
which  fhall  remain  overplus,  in  the  firll  port  belonging  to 
his  Catholick  MajeRy  which  their  fliip  fliall  reach,  and  in 
the  king's  warehoufes,  to  take  the  lame  on  board  again 
when  the  fhip  fiiall  be  on  her  return  to  Europe. 

As  to  the  article,  importing  that  the  overplus  goods 
which  fiiall  not  be  difpofed  of  in  purchafmg  Negroes,  and 
for  want  of  warehoufes  in  Africa,  are  propofed  to  be  car- 
ried to  the  Indies,  to  be  laid  up  in  his  Catholick  Majefly's 
ports,  under  two  keys,  one  to  be  kept  by  the  king's  of- 
ficers, and  the  other  by  the  fa6lors  of  the  faid  company, 
his  Catholick  Majefty  will  grant  it  to  be  done  only  at  the 
port  of  Buenos  Ayres;  becaufe  between  Africa  and  the 
laid  port  of  Buenos  Ayres,  there  is  not  any  ifland  or  place' 
under  the  dominion  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain  where  the 
fhips  belonging  to  the  Alficnto  for  Negroes  can  put  in  ; 
but  it  is  quite  the  contrary  with  refpeft  to  the  navigation 
between  Africa  and  the  ports  of  Caracas,  Cartagena,  For- 
to-Eello,  Vera  Cruz,  Havana,  Porto-Rico,  and  St.  Do- 
Jningo  :  for  his  Britannick  Majelly  is  among  the  windward 
illands  polTefied  of  the  iflands  of  Barbadocs,  Jamaica,  and 
feveral  others  ;  at  which  die  faid  Aflicnto  fiiips  may  touch, 
and  leave  the  faid  overplus  goods,  which  fiiall  not  have" 
been  exchanged  for  the  Negroes,  and  take  them  in  again 
Wiien  they  return  to  Europe.  By  this  means  all  manner 
uf  fufpiciou  is  taken  away,  and  the  proceedings  in  the  af- 
fair 
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fair  of  the  Affiento  fliall  be  with  good  faith,  which  ought 
to  be  defired  on  both  fides,  and  is  ir.oft  convenient.  The 
faftors  of  the  faid  company  {hall  be  obliged,  asfoon  as  the 
fhip  fhall  arrive  in  the  port  of  Buenos  Ayres,  to  give  a 
declaration  of  all  the  faid  goods  to  his  Cathohck  Majefty's 
officers;  on  condition,  that  all  the  goods  which  fhall  not 
be  declared,  fhall  be  immediately  confifcated  and  adjudged 
to  his  Catholi.ck  Majeiiy. 

The  faid  company  has  likewife  reprefented  to  his  Catho- 
licl<.  Majefty  forne  difficulty  that  has  rifen  about  the  pay- 
ment of  the  duties  of  the  year  1713,  fiipulated  and  agreed 
on  by  the  treaty  of  Affiento,  in  which  it  is  faid,  that*  the 
Affiento  was  to  begin  on  the  ift  day  of  May  in  the  faid  year  : 
but  the  company  having  at  the  fame  time  purchafed  the 
whole  number  of  Negroes,  to  keep  them  under  his  Ca- 
tholick  Majefty's  protetlion  till  the  figning  of  the  treaty, 
the  importing  thofe  Negroes  into  the  Indies  was  not  per- 
mitted, by  reaibn  of  the  claufe  v.  hich  was  inferted  in  the 
18th  article,  namely,  that  the  execution  of  the  treaty 
'fhould  not  take  place  till  the  peace  fliould  b.e  proclaimed; 
fo  that  the  company  was  obliged  to  caufe  them  to  be  fold 
to  the  Erith'h  cclonies  at  confiderabie  lofs.  And  thouo-h 
the  aompany  have  not  received  any  profit,  but  fuffered 
)ofs,  by  reaibn  of  the  faid  article,  and  of  the  ft  id  claufe^ 
^nferted  in  the  fdid  treaty  by  his  Cathohck  Majefty's  mi- 
nifters;  yet  the  laid  company  are  wiihxng  to  give  proofs 
of  their  moii  humble  reipeti  to  his  Cathohck  Majefty,  and 
propofe  to  pay  for  t'.e  year  1714,  that  is  to  fay,  from  the 
•'1  ft  of  May,  that  year  forwards,  fubmitting  intlrely  to  the 
pretenfion  for  tv/o  years:  on  condition  his  Cathohck  Ma- 
jefty will  be  pkafe.d  to  grant  to  the  faid  company  the  per- 
'miffion  of  fending  the  fiiip  on  the  terms  above  exprefted, 
in  which  his  majefty  is  interefted  for  the  fourth  part  of  the 
gain,  witli  five  per  cent,  on  the  other  three  parts ;  fo  that 
the  faid  company  oblige  themfelves  to  pay  to  his  Catho- 
hck Majefty's  order,  as  foon  as  they  ffiaUhave  a  favoura- 
ble anfvi'er,  not  only  the  200,000  pieces  of  eight  by  way  of 
■anticipation,  but  alio  the  money  due  for  the  two  years : 
which  two  fums  together  amount  tq  4^66,666  pieces  of 


pi^ht  and  two-thirds. 
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His  CatlioUck  Majefly  having  confidered  the  faid  rcprcr 
fentation,  has  been  pleafed  to  grant,  as  he  does  grant  to 
$he  faid  company,  that  the  (aid  Affiento  ihali  commence 
from  May  ir  1714;  and  confequently  that  the  faid  com- 
pany fliall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  duties  of  the  two  years, 
which  began  on  May  1,  1714,  and  ended  on  May  1,  1716, 
as  well  as  the  200,000  pieces  of  eight,  by  way  of  anticipar 
tion;  which  fum  the  faid  company  are  obh'ged  to  pay  at 
Amfterdam,  Paris,  London,  or  Madrid,  all  in  one  pay- 
ment, or  divided  inro  feveral,  as  his  Catholick  Majefty 
"Uiall  think  fit ;  and  in  the  like  manner  fliall  the  payments 
be  made  for  the  future,  as  long  as  the  faid  Affiento  lafts ; 
for  which  payments  the  effeQs  of  the  faicj  company  fliall  be 
anf;verable. 

As  to  the  yearly  fiiip  v/hich  his  majefty  has  granted  to  the 
company,  and  which  they  have  not  fent  to  the  Indies  in  the 
three  years  1714,  1715,  and  1716;  the  company  having 
obliged  themfelves  to  pay  his  Catholick  Majelly  the  duties 
and  revenues  of  the  aforefaid  three  years,  his  majefty  is 
pleafed  to  make  the  faid  company  amends,  by  allowing 
{hem  to  divide  the  i,.50o  tuns  into  ten  annual  parts,  to  be- 
gin the  enfuing  year  1717,  and  end  in  the  year  1727  ;  fa 
that  the  fliip  granted  by  the  treaty  of  Affiento,  inftead  of 
feeing  but  of  500  tun,  fiiall  be  of  650  tun,  (each  tun  being 
to  be  computed  at  two  pipes  of  Malaga  in  meafure,  and  at 
£o  quintals  in  weight,  as  is  the  ordinary  computation  be- 
tween Spain  and  England)  during  the  faid  10  years;  on 
condition  that  the  faid  fhip  fliall  be  fcarched  and  regiftered 
'\)y  his  Catholick  Majefly's  miniflers  and  officers,  who  ffial^ 
be  at  the  ports  of  Vera  Cruz,  Cartagena,  and  Porto-Bello. 

The  treaty  of  Affiento  made  at  Madrid  on  March  26, 
1713,  fiiall  remain  in  force,  thofe  articles  excepted  which 
fliali  appear  to  be  contrary  to  what  is  concluded  ?,nd  {igned 
ihis  day,  which  fliall  be  abolifned  and  of  no  validity;  and 
thefc  prefents  ffiall  be  approved,  ratified,  and  exchanged 
on  both  fides,  within  the  term  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooncr  if  it 
be  poffible.  In  witnefs  whereof,  and  by  vir'.ue  of  our  full 
powers,  we  have  figned  thefc  prefents,  at  Ma^iid  the  4^ 
of  May,  in  the.  year  1716. 
(L.S.)  George  BM. 
{h.  ^.)  El  Marq,  dc  Bcdrnar, 
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^  treaty  of  alliance  between  Lewis  XV.  king  of  France  ani 
I^avarre,  George  king  of  Great  Britain,  a7id  the  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  ?roYinces,f  or  the  main-, 
ienance  and  guarantee  of  the  treaties  of  peace  made  at 
Utrecht  in  1713,  and  particularly  for  maintaining  the 
order  of  the  fuccefion  to  the  crowns  of  France  and  Eng- 
land, ^^s  efahlifhedhy  the  faid  treaties,  andforthedemo^ 
lition  of  the  port  of  Mardyke.  Concluded  at  the  Hague, 
Jan.  4,  1717. 

EWIS  by  the  Grace  of  God  king  of  France  and  Na- 

varre,  to  all  who   fhall  fee  thefe  prefents,  greeting. 

Whereas  our  trufty  and  well-beloved  the  Abbot  du  Bois, 
counfellor  in  ordinary  in  our  council  of  ftate ;  and  our 
trufty  and  well-beloved  the  Sieur  de  Chateauneuf,  marquis 
de  Caftagncre,  honorary  counfellor  in  our  court  of  parlia- 
ment at  Paris,  our  ambafladors  extraordinary  and  plenipo- 
tentiary, have  by  virtue  of  the  full  powers  which  we  gave 
them,  agreed  to  conclude  and  fign  the  following  treaty  of 
defenfive  alhance,  on  the  4th  of  this  prefent  month  of  Ja-= 
nuary,  with  William  lord  Cadogan,  baron  of  Reading, 
knight  of  the  order  of  St.  Andrew,  mafter  of  the  robes  to 
our  raoft  dearly  beloved  brother  the  king  of  Great  Britain, 
lieutenant  general  of  his  armies,  colonel  of  the  fecond  re- 
giment of  his  guards,  governor  of  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  and 
his  ambaffador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary,  who  was 
aifo  furnilhed  with  full  powers ;  and  with  the  Sieur  John 
van  Effen,  burgomafter  of  Zutphen,  curator  of  the  uni- 
verfity  of  Harderwick;  Wigbold  Vander  Does,  lord  of 
Nortwick,  of  the  order  of  the  nobility  of  Holland  and 
Weftfriefland ;  Samuel  Coninck,  fenator  of  the  town 
pfVeere;  Frederick  Adrian,  baron  de  Rheede,  lord  de 
Renfwoude,  Emminckhuyfen  and  Moerkerken,  &c.  pre- 
fidentofthe  nobility  of  the  province  of  Utrecht;  Ulbe 
Aylva  van  Burmania,  baiUff  of  the  nobility  of  Leewarden; 
Anthony  Eckout,  burgomafter  of  the  town  of  Carapen  ; 
and  Wicher  Wichers,  burgomafter  of  the  town  of  Gro- 
ningen  ,  all  deputies  in  their  aflembly,  on  the  part  of  the 
ftates  of  Guelderland,  Holland  and  Weftfriefland,  Zea- 
land, Utrecht,  Ffielland,  QverylTel,  Groningen,  and  Om* 
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teelands,  In  quality  of  plenipotentiaries   from  their  Highi 
Migbtineiles,  our  very  dear  and  great  friends  the   States 
^  Genera!  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  like- 
wife  furnilhed  with  t'uli  powers. 

Forafiiiuch  as  the  moll  ferene  and  mod  mighty  prince 
X^ewis  XV.  by  the  Grace  of  God,  moil  Chriftian  King  of 
France  and  Navarre,  the  moft  ferene  and  moii:  mighty 
prince  George,  by  the  Grace  of  God  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenberg,  eleftor  of  the 
Holy  Rom.ari  Empire,  &c.  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
.Lords  the  States  Ge  eril  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the 
Netherlands,  being  deliroys  tocorroborate  more  and  more 
the  peace  diat  is  elabhfiied  between  their  kingdoms  and 
ftates  refpeOiively  to  remove  entirely  on  every  fide,  all 
caufe  of  jealoufy,  which  might  in  any  manner  whatfoever 
difturb  the  tranquillity  of  their  dominions,  and  to  bind 
vet  more  (Irongly  by  new  ties,  that  friendfliip  which  is  be- 
tween them,  in  order  to  attain  fo  falutary  an  end,  they 
have  thought  it  necefiary  to  come  to  an  agreement  between 
themfelves  :  and  to  that  purpofe  their  raajefties  aforefaid, 
and  the  faid  lords  the  Stales  General  have  named,  viz. 

The  raoil  Chriftian  King,  his  ambalfadors  extraordinary 
and  plenipotentiaries,  the  Sieur  William  du  Bois,  abbot  of 
S.t.  Peter  d' Airvault,  of  St.  Juft,  :md  of  Nogent,  former- 
ly preceptor  to  his  royal  higlmcis  the  duke  of  Orleans, 
regent  of  the  kingdom  of  France,  counfellor  of  ilate  in 
ordinary;  and  the  fieurs  Peter  Anthony  de  Chafteauncuf, 
njarquifs  de  Caftagncrc,  honorary  counfellor  to  the  par- 
liament of  Paris,  and  ambalTador  from  his  mod:  Chrillian 
Majefiy  to  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces. 

The  king  of  Great  Britain  has  named  his  ambaffador 
extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary,  the  Lord  WiUiam  Cado- 
gan,  baron  of  Reading,  knight  of  the  order  of  St.  Andrew, 
jnaflcr  of  the  robes  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  lieutenant 
general  of  his  armies,  colonel  of  the  fccond  regiment  of  hi^ 
guards,  and  governor  of  the  Ille  of  Wight. 

And-  the  lords  the  States  General  have  named  their 
deputies  and  plenipotentiaries,  the  (ieurs  John  van  Eflcn, 
burgomaller  of  the  town  of  Zutphen,  curator  of  the  imjr 
vcrfjty  a^  Hardcrwickj  Wigbold  Vfinder  Does,  lord   of 
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Noortwick,  of  the  order  of  the  nobility  of  Holland  and 
Weftfriefland,  grand  baily  and  dykegrave  of  Rhynland ; 
Anthony  Heinfms,  counfeilor,  penfionary  keeper  of  the 
great  feal,  and  fuperintendant  of  the  fiefs  of  the  province 
of  Holland  and  Weftfriefland  ;  Samuel  Coninck,  fenator 
of  thetownofVeere;  Frederick  Adrian,  baron  dc  Rheede, 
lord  of  Renfwoude,  Emminckhuyfen  and  Moerkerken, 
&c.  prefident  of  the  nobility  of  the  province  of  Utrecht; 
Ulbe  Aylva  van  Burmania,  baily  of  the  nobility  of  Lee- 
warden  ;  Anthony  Eckhout,  burgomafter  of  the  town  of 
Campen;  and  Wicher  Wichers,  burgomafter  of  the  town 
of  Groningen,  all  deputies  in  their  aflembly,  on  the  part 
pf  the  ftates  of  Guelderland,  Holland,  and  Weftfriefland, 
Zealand,  Utrecht,  Friefland,  OveryfTel,  Groningen,  and 
the  Ommelands. 

Who  after  having  communicated  their  full  powers  to 
pne  another,  and  after  having  exchanged  the  fame  accord- 
ing to  cuftom,  agreed  upon  a  treaty  of  defenfive  alliance, 
between  the  moil  Chriftian  King,  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, their  kingdoms,  dominions  and  fubjefts,  on  the 
following  conditions. 

I.  That  from  this  day  forth  and  for  ever,  there  fhall  be 
a  true,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace,  a  moft  fincere  and  in- 
timate friendfhip,  and  a  m.oft  ftritl  alliance  and  union  be- 
tween the  faid  moft  ferene  kings,  their  heirs  and  fucceffors, 
and  the  lords  the  States  General,  their  lands,  countries,  and 
towns  rcfpedively,  and  their  fubjeBs  and  inhabitants,  as 
well  within  as  out  of  Europe :  and  that  the  fame  be  pre- 
served and  cultivated  in  liich  manner,  that  the  contraftins 
parties  may  faithfully  and  reciprocally  reap  their  profit  and 
advantage  thereby;  and  that  by  the  moft  convenient  mea- 
fures  all  lofiTes  and  damages  which  might  befal  them,  may 
be  averted  and  prevented. 

II.  And  forafmuch  as  it  is  known  by  experience,  that 
the  near  abode  of  the  perfon,  who  in  the  life-time  of  king 
James  II.  did  take  upon  him  the  tide  of  prince  of  Wales, 
and  fince  the  death  of  the  faid  king  has  taken  the  title  of 
king  of  Great  Britaiuj  may  excite  com.motions  and  trou- 
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bles  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  dominions  depending  there- 
on, it  is  agreed  upon  and  determined,  that  his  moft  fcrene 
majefly  the  mod  Chriftian  King  do  oblige  him  (elf  by  the 
prefer.t  treaty,  .to  engage  the  faid  perfon  to  depart  out  of 
the  country  of  Avignon,  and  to  go  and  take  up  his  refi- 
dence  on  th^  other  fide  of  the  Alps,  immediately  after  the 
figning  of  the  treaty,  and  before  the  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications. And  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  yet  farther  to 
tePcify  his  ftncere  defire,  not  only  to  obferve  all  the  en- 
gagements which  the  crown  of  France  has  formerly  en- 
tered into  concerning  the  faid  perfon,  religioufly  and  in- 
violably, Lilt  alfo  to  prevent  all  manner  of  fijfpicion  and 
diffidence  for  the  future;  does  again  promife  and  engage 
for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  not  to  give,  or  fur- 
niih  at  any  time  whatever,  direftly,  or  indireftly,  cidier 
by  fea,  or  by  land,  any  advice,  aid  oraffiftanceby  money, 
arms,  ammunidon,  military  ftorcs,  fhips,  foldiers,  feamen, 
or  any  other  manner  of  help  whau>ever,to  the  faid  perfon, 
who  takes  upon  himfelf  the  tide  before  mentioned,  or  to 
any  other  perfons  whatever,  who  having  comraiffion  from 
him  may  in  confequence  thereof  difturb  the  tranquillity 
of  Great  Britain  by  open  war,  or  by  fecret  confpiracies,  or 
infurreftions  and  rebellions,  and  make  oppofition  to  the 
government  of  his  Pritannick  Majefty. 
-  Moreover,  the  moft  Chriftian  King promifes  and  engages, 
not  to  permit  the  peribn  above  defigned  to  return  at  any 
time  hereafter  to  Avignon,  or  topafs  through  the  lands  de- 
prcnding  on  the  crown  of  France,  on  pretence  of  returning 
either  to  Avignon  or  to  Lorrain,  or  fo  much  as  to  fet  foot 
on  any  part  of  his  moft  Chiriftian  Majefty 's  dominions, 
much  Ie{s  to  rcfide  there  under  any  name  or  appearance 
whatfoever. 

III.  The  faid  moft  ferene  kings  and  the  ftiid  lords  the 
States  General  do  alio  promife  and  engage  themi'clves,  re- 
ciprocally to  rcfufe  all  kind  of  refuge  and  prote6lion  to 
the  fubjechs  of  eitlier  of  them,  who  have  been,  or  fliall  he 
declared  rebels,  whenever  it  fliall  be  requeftcd  by  the 
contra(:ling])arty,  whofe  fubjcQs  thofe  rebels  ftiall  be  known 
to  be,  and  likewife  to  compel  the  faid  rebels  to  depart  out 
©f  the  dominions  under  their  obedience,  in  a  week's  time 
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after  the  minlfter  of  the  faid  ally  fhall  have  required  it  in 
his  mafter's  name. 

IV.  And  the  moft  Chriftian  King  being  fincerely  defi- 
rous,  that  every  thing  heretofore  agreed  on  with  the 
crown  of  France  concerning  the  town  of  Dunkirk,  may 
be  fully  executed,  and  that  nothing  be  omitted  which  the 
king  of  Great  Britain  may  think  neceffary  for  the  entire  de- 
ftruCuion  of  the  port  of  Dunkirk,  and  to  prevent  all  man- 
ner of  fufpicion  that  there  is  an  intention  to  make  a  new 
port  at  the  canal  of  Mardyke,  and  to  put  it  to  fome  other 
ufe  than  draining  off  the  waters  which  might  drown  the 
country,  and  carrying  on  the  commerce  neceifary  for  the 
fubhftence  and  maintenance  of  the  people  of  that  part  of 
the  Netherlands,  which  is  only  to  be  carried  on  by  fmall 
boats,  that  are  not  allowed  to  be  above  16  feet  wide;  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty  doth  engage,  and  promife  to  caufe 
every  thing  to  be  executed,  which  the  fieur  d'  Ibberville 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty's  envoy,  having  full  power  for 
that  purpofe,  did  agree  to,  at  Hampton-Court,  as  is  con- 
tained in  a  memorial  of  the  44  of  November,  1716,  figned 
hy  the  fieur  d'  Ibberville,  and  by  the  lord  vifcount  Town- 
fhend,  and  Mr.  Methuen,  fecretaries  of  ftate  for  Great 
Britain,  which  is  as  follows. 


An  explanation  of  what  Jliould  he  inferted  in  the  IVih  ar- 
ticle of  the  treaty  concerning  the  canal  andjluices  of  Mar- 
dyke. 

1.  ''  j  ^  H  AT  the  great  paffage  of  the  new  ftuice  of 
jL  Mardyke,  which  is  44  feet  wide,  fliall  be  de- 
molifhed  from  top  to  bottom,  that  is  to  fay,  by  taking  away 
its  *  bajoyers,  planks,  *  buflis,  *  longrines,  and  *  traver- 
iines,  from  one  end  to  the  other;  and  by  taking  off  the 
gates,  the  wood  and  iron-M'ork  of  which  Ihall  be  taken  to 
pieces,  and  all  thefe  materials  be  employed  elfewhere  to 
fuch  ufes  as  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  ftiall  think  fit;  pro- 
vided neverthelefs,  that  they  be  never  made  ufe  of  for  any 

*  Thefe   are  terms  for  beams,  &c.  which  cannot  be  rendered 
into  Englifli. 
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port,  haven  or  fluice  at  Dunkirk  or  Mardyke,  or  in  any 
other  place  whatfbever,  within  two  leagues  from  either  of 
thofe  two  places  :  it  being  the  intention  of  the  contrafting 
parties,  and  the  end  they  piopol'e  to  themfclvcs  by  this 
treaty,  that  no  port,  haven,  fortification,  fluice  or  bafin, 
be  made  or  built  at  Dunkirk,  the  fluice  of  Mardyke,  or  any 
other  place  whatever  along  the  Ihore,  at  fuch  diilance  up- 
on that  coafl. 

2.  That  the  little  fluice  fliall  remain  as  it  is  at  prefent, 
with  refpeft  to  its  depth,  provided  the  breadth  thereof  be 
reduced  to  16  feet;  that  is  to  fay,  by  advancing  the  Ba- 
joyer  de  la  Pille  ten  feet  on  the  weft-fide,  after  having' 
taken  away  fix  feet  of  the  flooring,  and  the  bufl^s  of  the 
*  radier  all  along  on  the  fame  fide,  the  remaining  four  feet 
of  plapk  or  flooring  being  neceflary  te  ferve  for  the  foun- 
dation of  a  new  *  bajoyer  ;  and  forafmuch  as  the  faid  ba- 
joyer  muft  be  advanced  ten  feet  towards  the  eafl-fide,  there 
ihall  likewife  be  demolilhed  ten  feet  of  the  fame  pile  on 
the  wefl-fide  from  the  foundation,  to  the  end  that  the  pre- 
fent radier  may  never  ferve  for  a  fluice  of  26  feet  broad, 
as  this  is  at  prefent. 

3.  The  jettees  and  fafcine-work  from  the  Downs,  or 
the  place  where  the  tide  rifcs  upon  the  flrand,  when  it  is 
high  water,  down  to  the  loweft  ebb,  fliall  be  demoliflicd 
on  both  fides  of  the  new  canal,  and  made  level  with  the 
fhore  ;  and  the  ftones  and  fafcine-work  that  are  above  die 
faid  level,  may  be  carried  away  and  employed  to  fuch  ufe 
as  hiis  mofl  Chriltian  Majcfly  Ihall  think  fit;  provided  how- 
ever, that  they  be  never  made  ufe  of  for  any  port  or  ha- 
ven at  Dunkirk,  or  Mardyke,  or  any  other  place  whatfo- 
ever,  within  two  leagues  from  either  of  thofe  two  places ; 
the  intention  of  the  parties  contra6ling,  and  the  end  they 
propofe  to  thcmfelves  by  this  treaty  being,  that  no  more 
jettees  or  fafcine-work  fhafl  ever  be  made  again  upon  die 
fhore  of  this  coafl,  widiin  that  diftance  on  either  fide. 

4.  It  is  alfo  llipulatcd,  that  immediately  after  the  ratifi- 
cation of  this  prefent  treaty,  a  fufiicient  number  of  work- 
men fliall  be  employed  in  die  demolition  of  the  faidjcttccs 
along  the  new  canal,  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  razed, 
and  the  work  finiflied,  ifpoffible,  within  two  months  afteir 

the 


tlie  ratifidatiofi.  But  for  as  much  as  il  has  been  repfefent- 
'€d,  that  becaufe  the  feafon  is  fo  far  advanced,  they  cannot 
begin  to  narrow  the  radier  of  the  finall  paffage,  nor  demo- 
iifii  the  great  radier  till  next  fpring,  it  is  agreed  that  this 
work   fliall  be  begun  -^p"'  ^-5.    and    entirely    perfeded    if 
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poffible,  in  the  manner  abovementioned  by  the  end  of 
June,  1717. 

5.  The  demolition  of  the  je'ttees  or  peers  on  both  fides 
of  the  old  canal  or  port  of  Dunkirk,  fliall  be  entirely 
finifhed  and  made  level  with  the  ground,  all  the  way  from 
the  loweii:  ebb,  as  far  as  within  the  town  of  Dunkirk;  and 
if  there  fhall  remain  any  pieces  of  Fort  Blanc,  Chateau 
Verd,  and  Bonne  Efperance,  they  fhall  be  totally  laid  flat 
to  the  ground. 

When  this  treaty  fiiall  be  Ratified,  the  king  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces  may  fend  commiffioners  to  the  fpot,  to  be  eye* 
witneffes  of  the  execution  of  this  article. 

We  have  figned  this  article  provifionaliy,  and  upon  coH" 
dition  that  it  be  approved  by  his  moft  Chriftian  Majelty, 
his  Britannick  Maj elly,  and  the  lords  the  States  General 
of  the  Uftited  Provinces.  At  Hampton- Court  the  i-|- of 
September  in  the  year  1716.  Signed  by  d'  Ibberville, 
Townfhend,  and  P.  Methuen. 

V.  It  being  the  true  end  and  purpofe  of  this  alliance, 
between  the  (aid  moft  ferene  kings,  and  the  lords  the  States 
General,  to  preferve  and  maintain  reciprocally  the  peace 
and  tranquillity  of  their  kingdoms,  dominions  and  pro- 
vinces, eftabhfhed  by  the  late  treaties  of  peace,  concluded 
and  figned  at  Utrecht  the  11th  of  April  1713,  between 
their  moft  ferene  majefties  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  the 
queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid  high  and  mighty 
lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces;  it  is 
agreed  upon  and  concluded,  that  all  and  fingular  the  arti- 
cles of  the  faid  treaties  of  peace,  as  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
intereft  of  the  faid  three  powers  refpeftively,  and  of  each 
of  them  in  particular,  and  likewife  the  fuccelfions  to  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain  in  the  proteftant  hne,  and  to  the 
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crown  of  France,  according  to  the  faid  treaties,  fliali  re-* 
main  in  their  full  force  and  vigour;  and  that  the  faid  mod 
ferene  kings  and  the  faid  lords  the  States  General  dopro- 
mife  their  reciprocal  guarantee  for  the  execution  of  all  the 
conventions  contained  in  the  faid  articles,  fo  far  as  they 
regard  the  fucceffions  and  interefts  of  the  faid  kingdoms 
andftatesas  abovefaid,and  likewife  for  the  maintaining  and 
defending  of  all  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  ftates,  rights, 
immunities,  and  advantages,  which  each  of  the  faid  allies 
refpeftively  fliall  really  be  pofiefled  of,  at  the  time  of  the 
figning  of  this  alliance.  And  for  this  end  the  faid  moil  fe- 
rene kings,  and  the  lords  the  States  General,  have  agreed 
and  concluded  between  themfelves,  that  if  any  one  of  the 
faid  allies  be  attacked  by  the  arms  of  any  prince  or  ftate 
wliatever,  the  other  allies  lliall  interpofe  their  good  offices 
with  the  aggreHbr,  to  procure  fatisfattion  to  the  party  of- 
fended, and  to  engage  the  aggrelfor  to  abftain  entirely  from 
all  kinds  of  hoftility. 

VI.  But  if  fuch  good  offices  have  not  the  expe6ted  effeft, 
to  reconcile  the  two  parties,  and  to  obtain  a  fatisfaclion  and 
reparation  of  damages  within  two  months,  then  thofe  of 
the  allies  who  have  not  been  attacked,  Ihall  be  obliged 
without  delay  to  affiO:  their  ally,  and  to  furnifh  him  the 
fuccours  hereafter  mentioned,  viz. 

The  moft  Chriftian  King,  8,000  foot  and  2,000  horfe. 
The  king  of  Great  Britain,  8,000  foot  and  2,000  horfe. 
The  States  General  4,000  foot  and  1,000  horfe. 

But  if  the  ally  who  Ihall  be  engaged  in  a  war,  as  afore- 
faid,  chufe  rather  to  have  fuccours  by  fea,  or  even  prefers 
money  to  either  fea  or  land  forces,  the  fame  fliall  be  left 
to  his  difcretion  ;  provided  a  proportion  be  always  obferved 
between  the  fums  given,  and  the  number  of  troops  above 
Ipccificd. 

And  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  no  dlfi)ute  about  this 
point,  it  is  ftipulatcd  that  1,000  foot  foldiers  fl.all  be  valued 
at  the  fum  of  10,000  livres  per  month,  and  1,000  horfe  at 
the  fum  of  30,000  livres  per  month,  Dutch  money,  rec- 
koning 12  months  in  the  year;  and  facccuFj  by  fea  fhall 
be  valued  at  the  fame  proportion. 

VII. 
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VII.  It  is  likewife  ftipulated  and  agreed  upon,  tLat  if 
the  kingdoms,  countries  or  provinces  of  any  of  the  allies 
are  difturbed  by  inteftine  quarrels,  or  by  rebellions  on  ac- 
count of  the  faid  fucceffions,  or  under  any  other  pretext 
whatever,  the  ally  thus  in  trouble  fhall  have  full  right  to  de- 
mand of  his  allies  the  fuccours  aboveinentioned,  or  fiich 
part  thereof  as  he  fiiall  judge  neceffary,  at  the  coft  and  ex- 
pence  of  the  allies  that  are  obliged  to  furniih  thefe  fuc- 
cours, which  ftiall  be  fent  within  the  fpace  of  two  months 
after  they  are  demanded ;  faving  however,  as  is  aforefaid, 
to  the  party  that  requires  them,  his  free  choice  to  demand 
fuccours  either  by  land  or  fea  :  and  the  allies  fliall  be  re- 
imburfed  of  what  charges  they  iliall  be  at  for  the  fuccours 
given,  by  virtue  of  this  article,  within  the  fpace  of  a  year 
after  thofe  troubles  are  pacified  andappeafed.  But  in  cafe 
the  laid  luccours  be  not  fufficient,  the  faid  allies  fliall  agree 
in  concert  to  furnifh  a  greater  number,  and  alfo  if  the  cafe 
require  it,  they  fliall  declare  war  againft  the  aggreifors,  and 
affift  one  another  with  all  their  forces. 

VIII.  The  prefent  treaty  fliall  be  ratified  by  their  mod 
Chriftian  and  Britannick  Majefties,  and  the  lords  the 
States  General,  and  the  letters  of  ratification  fliall  be  de- 
livered in  due  form  on  all  fides,  within  the  fpace  of  four 
"weeks  or  fooner,  if  poflible,  counting  from  the  day  of 
ligning  thefe  prefents. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  being  vefled 
with  full  powers  from  their  mofl  Chriftian  and  Britannick 
Majefties,  and  the  lords  the  States  General  of^the  United 
Provinces,  have  in  their  names  figned  this  prefent  treaty, 
and  caufed  the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  thereto  affixed'.

WHEREAS  in  the  fifth  article  of  the   treaty  of  al- 
liance concluded  this  day  between  their  moft   fe- 
rene  majefties,   the  nioft  Chriftian  King  and  the  king  of 
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Great  Britain,  and  the  high  and  mighty  lords  the  Stales 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  a  reciprocal  guarantee 
^v'as  agreed  upon  for  the  execution  of  all  the  conditions 
mentioned  in  the  faid  article,  andlikewife  for  maintaining 
and  defending  all  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  ftates,  domi- 
nions, immunities  and  advantages,  which  each  of  the  faid 
allies  rcfpeftively  Puall  really  be  pofieiled  of  at  the  time  of 
the  figning  of  the  faid  alliance;  the  underwritten  ambaf- 
fadors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  his  moll  Clirif-

E  it  known  to  all  whom  it  doth  concern,  or  may  any- 
way concern. 

Whereas  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent  prince, 
George,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  king, 
duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburgh,  eledor  of  the  holy- 
Roman  Empire,  &c.  and  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent 
prince  Lewis  XV.  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  &c.  as  like- 
wife  the  High  and  Mighty  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces  of  the  Netherlands;  being  continually  intent  on 
preferving  the  bleffing  of  peace,  have  duly  coEifidered, 
that  however  by  the  triple  alliance  concluded  by  them  on 
the  4th  day  of  January,  1717,  their  own  kingdoms'  and 

pro- 
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provinces  were  provided  for,  yet  that  the  provifion  was 
neither  fo  general  nor  ib  foUd,  as  that  the  pubHck  tran- 
qiiilhty  could  long  flourifli  ?nd  laft,  unlefs  at  the  fame  time 
the  jealouues  which  were  ftili  increafing  between  fome  of 
the  princes  of  Europe  as  perpetual  occafions  of  variance 
could  be  removed  :  and  being  convinced  by  experience 
from  the  war  kindled  the  lail  year  in  Italy,  for  the  timely

Art.  I.  For  quieting  the  didurbances  lately  raifed  con- 
trary to  the  peace  of  Baden,  cojicluded  the  7th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1714,  as  Jikewile  to  the  neutrality  eftabliflied  for 
Italy  by  the  treaty  of  the  14th  day  of  March,  1713,  the 
moll  ferene  and  moft  potent  king  of  Spain  obliges  himfelf 
to  rellore  to  his  Imperial  Majeliy,  and  accordingly  fliall 
immediately,  or  at  the  fartheil  after  two  months  to  be 
reckoned  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
prefent  treaty,  aQually  re  (lore  to  his  faid  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Sardinia  in  the  condition 
wherein  he  fci/.ed  it,  and  (hall  renounce  in  favour  of  his 
Imperial  Majefty  all  rights,  pretenfions,  interefls,  and 
claims  \ipon  the  faid  kingdom  ;  fo  that  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty fuliv  and  freely,  and  in  the  manner  which  he  judges 
beft,  out  of  his  love  to  the  publick  good,  may  difpofe  of  it 
as  of  his  own  property. 

II.  Whereas  tlic  only  method  which  could  be  found 
out  for  fixing  a  durable  balance  in  Europe  was  'judged  to 

be 
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he  this,  that  it  fhould  be  an  eflabliflied  rule  that  the  king- 
doms of  France  and  Spain  fhould  never  go  together,  or  be 
united  in  one  and  the  fame  perfon,  or  in  one  and  the  fame 
line,  and  that  thofe  two  monarchies  fhould  henceforward 
for  ever  remain  feparate;  and  whereas  for  confirming  this 
rule  fo  neceffary  for  the  public  tranquillity,  thofe  princes, 
to  whom  the  prerogative  of  birth  might  have  given  a  right 
of  fucceeding  in  both  kingdoms,  have  folemnly  renounced 
one  of  thofe  two  kingdoms  for  themfelves  and  all  their  pof- 
terity ;  fo  that  this  feparation  of  the  two  monarchies  has 
paffed  into  a  fundamental  law  in  the  general  affembly 
commonly  called  Las  Korks,  which  was  received  at  Madrid 
the  9th  day  of  November  1712,  and  confolidated  by  the 
treaties  of  Utrecht,  the  nth  day  of  April  1713,  his  Im- 
perial Majeily  being  willing  to  give  the  utmoft  perfeftion 
to  fo  neceflary  and  wholfome  a  law,  to  take  away  all  ground 
of  fufpicion,  and  to  promote  the  pubhck  tranquillity,  doth 
accept  and  agree  to  thofe  things  which  were  done,  ratified, 
and  eflabliflied  in  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  with  regard  to  the 
right  and  order  of  fuccelTion  to  the  kingdoms  of  France 
and  Spain,  and  doth  renounce  as  well  for  himfelf,  as  for 
his  heirs,  defcendents,  and  fuccefTors,  male  and  female, 
all  rigHts,^and  all  and  every  pretenfion  whatfoever,  not 
one  in  the  leail  excepted,  on  any  kingdoms  whatfoever, 
dominions,  and  provinces  oftheSpanifn  monarchy,  where- 
of the  Cathohck  King  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  rightful 
pofTeilbr  by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  and  will  caufe  to  be 
made  out  in  due  form  accordingly  folemn  afts  of  renun- 
ciation, which  he  will  caufe  to  be  publilhed  and  regiftered 
in  the  proper  courts,  and  promifes  that  he  will  exhibit  the 
ufual  infiruments  thereupon  to  hi^  Catholick  Majefty  and 
to  the  contra£ling  powers. 

III.  By  virtue  of  the  faid  renunciation,  which  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  has  made  out  of  regard  to  the  fecurity  of  all 
Europe ;  and  in  confideration  likewife  that  the  duke  of 
Orleans  has  for  himfelf  and  for  his  defcendents  renounced 
all  his  rights  and  claims  upon  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  011 
condition  that  neither  the  emperor,  nor  any  of  his  de- 
fcendents, fhall  e\'er  fucceed  to  the  faid  kingdom  ;  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  doth  acknowledge  Philip  V.  to  be  lawful 
king  of  Spain  and  of  the  Indies,  and  doth  promife  to  give 
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l^m  the  titles  and  prerogatives  belonging  to  his  dignity  and 
his  kingdoms ;  and  moreover,  he  will  allow  him,  his 
(defcendents,  heirs  and  fucceffors,  male  and  female,  peace- 
ably to  enjoy  all  thofe  dominions  of  the  Spanifli  monarchy 
in  Europe,  the  Indies,  and  elfewhere ;  the  pofleffion 
whereof  v/as  allowed  to  him  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  nor 
will  he  direftly  or  indireBly  difturb  him  in  the  faid  pof- 
CeffioE  at  any  time,  nor  will  he  claim  to  himfelf  any  right 
so  the  faid  kingdoms   and  provinces. 

IV.  In  return  for  the  renunciation  and  acknowledgment 
made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  the  two  foregoing  arti- 
cles, the  Cathohck  King  as  well  in  his  own,  as  in  the  name 
«f  his  heirs,  defcendents,  and  fucceffors,  male  and  female, 
doth  renounce  in  favour  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  fuc- 
ceffors, heirs  and  defcendents  male  and  female,  all  rights 
and  claims  whatfocvcr,  none  in  the  leaft  being  excepted, 
wpon  all  and  every  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and  domi- 
nions:, which  his  Imperial  Majefty  doth  poffefs  in  Italy  or 
«hc  Netherlands,  or  may  accrue  to  him  by  virtue  of  this 
fire'ent  treaty ;  and  he  doth  wholly  abdicate  all  rights, 
kingdoms,  and  provinces  in  Italy,  which  heretofore  be- 
lonopd  to  the  Spanilh  monarchy,  among  which  the  mar- 
s^aifat  of  Final  yielded  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  to  the  rc-r 
^ublick  of  Genoain  the  year  1713,  is  undcrftood  to  be 
exprefsly  comprehended,  and  he  will  caufe  to  be  made  out 
accordingly  foicmn  afts  of  renunciation  in  due  form,  which 
iae  willcaufc  to  be  publiftiedandrcgifteredin  the  proper  courts, 
and  promifes  that  he  will  exhibit  the  ufua!  inftruments  there- 
wpon  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  contra6ling  powers. 
His  Catholick  Majefty  doth  in  like  manner  renounce  the 
right  ofrevcrfion  of  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  to  the  crown  of 
Spain,  which  he  had  refcrved  to  himfelf,  and  all  other 
claims  and  pretcnfions  under  pretext  whereof  he  rniglit 
*ijftarb  his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  di- 
rectly or  indircflly,  as  well  in  the  aforeiaid  kingdoms  and 
provinces,  as  in  all  other  dominions,  which  he  atiually 
poffeffes  in  the  Netherlands  or  ellcwhere. 

V.  Whereas  in  cafe  the  grand  duke  of  Tufcany,  or  tlie 
cluke  of  Parma  and  Flaccntia,  or  their  fucccflors.  fhould  die 
widiout  male  iffuc,  the  pretcnfions  of  fucccffton  to  the  do-. 
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minions  poflefled  by  them  might  kindle  a  new  war  in  Ital)', 
on  account  of  the  different  rights  of  fucceffion,  whereby, 
after  the  deceafe  of  the  next  heirs  before  her,  the  prefent 
queen  of  Spain  born  dutchefs  of  Parma,  claims  the  faid 
dukedoms  to  herfclf  on  the  one  part,  and  the  emperor  and 
empire  on  the  other  part.  To  the  end  that  the  great  dif- 
putes,  and  the  evils  arifing  from  them,  may  be  timely  ob- 
viated ;  it  is  agreed  that  the  ftates  and  dutchies  at  prefent 
pofTcfled  by  the  grand  duke  of  Tufcany,  and  duke  of 
Parma  and  Placcntia  aforefaid,  fhall  in  time  to  come  be 
held  and  acknowledged  by  all  the  contracting  powers  as 
undoubted  male  fiefs  of  the  Ploly  Roman  Empire.  His 
Imperial  Majcfty  on  his  part  doth  confent  by  himfelf  as 
head  of  the  empire,  that  w^henever  it  fhall  happen  that  the 
faid  dutchies  fhall  lie  open  for  want  of  heirs  male,  the 
fird-born  Ion  of  the  faid  queen  of  Spain,  and  his  defcen- 
dents,  being  males,  born  in  lawful  matrimony  ;  and  in  dc- 
f^mlt  of  them  the  fecond  born,  or  other  the  younger  fons 
of  the  faid  queen,  if  any  Ihall  be  born,  together  with  their 
male  defcendents,  born  in  lawful  marriage,  fhall  in  like 
manner  fucceed  to  all  the  provinces  aforefiiid.  To  which 
end  it  being  neceffiry  that  the  confent  of  the  empire  be 
alfo  given,  his  Imperial  Majeity  will  ufe  all  his  endeavours 
to  obtain  it ;  and  having  obtained  it,  he  will  caufe  the 
letters  of  expcttativc,  containing  the  eventual  invelliture 
for  the  fon  of  the  faid  queen,  or  her  fons.  and  their  legiti- 
mate male  defcendents,  to  be  expedited  in  due  form  ;  and 
he  will  caufe  the  laid  letters  to  be  delivered  V)  the  Ca- 
tholick  King  immediately,  or  at  lead  after  two  months 
from  the  exchange  of  th.e  ratifications  :  without  any  da- 
mage neverthelefs.  or  prejudice,  to  the  princes  who  now 
have  poileffion  of  the  faid  dutchies,  wljch  poficffion  is  to 
remain  entirely  fafe  to  them. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  between  his  facred  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty,  and  the  Catholick  King,  that  the  town  of  Leghorne 
may,  and  ought,  perpetually  to  remain  a  free  port,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  it  new  is. 

By  virtue   of  the  renunciation  made   by  the   king   of 
Spain,  of  all  the  dominions,  kingdoms  and  provinces   in 
Italy,  which  heretofore  belonged  to  the  kings  of  Spaiii,  _ 
that  king  (hall  yield  to  the  aforelarid  prince  his   fon,  the

town  of  Porto-Longone,  together  with  that  part  of  the 
ifland  Elba,  which  he  a6lually  pofTefies  therein  ;  and  fhalJ 
deHver  the  fame  up  to  him,  as  loon  as  that  prince,  on  the 
extinction  of  the  male  pofterity  of  the  grand  duhe  of  Tuf- 
cany,  Ihall  be  admitted  into  the  actual  poUelhon  of  his 
territories. 

It  is  moreover  agreed  to,  and  provided  by  folemn  con- 
traft,  that  none  of  the  aforefaid  dutchies  or  dominions,  at 
any  time,  or  in  any  cafe,  may  or  ought  to  be  pofletl  by  a 
prince,  who  at  the  fame  time  holds  the  kingdom  of^pain; 
and  that  no  king  of  Spain  can  ever  take  upon  him  the 
guardianfhip  of  that  prince,  or  may  be  allowed  to  exercife 
the  fame. 

Laftly  it  is  agreed,  and  thereto  all  and  fingular  the  parties 
contrading  have  equally  bound  themfelves,  that  it  never 
fhall  be  allowed,  during  die  lives  of  the  prefent  polTellors  of 
the  dutchies  ofTufcany  and  Parma,  or  of  their  malefuccef- 
fors,  that  any  forces  of  any  country  whatfoever,  whether 
their  own  or  hired,  fhall  either  by  the  emperor,  the  king 
of  Spain  and  France,  or  even  by  the  prince  appointed,  as 
above,  to  the  fucceffion,  be  introduced  into  the  provinces 
and  lands  of  the  faid  dutchies;  nor  fliall  any  of  them  place 
any  garrifon  in  the  cities,  ports,  towns,  or  fortrefles  there- 
in fituated. 

But  that  the  faid  fon  of  the  queen  of  Spain,  appointed 
by  this  treaty  to  the  fucceffion  of  the  great  duke  of  Tufca- 
ny  and  the  duke  of  Parma  and  Placcntia,  may  be  more 
fully  fccured  againfl  all  events,  and  may  more  certainly 
depend  on  the  execution  of  the  fucceffion  promifed  him  : 
and  likewife  that  the  fief,  conftitutcd  as  above,  may  remain 
inviolable  to  the  emperor  and  empire;  it  is  agreed  on  both 
fides,  that  garrifons,  not  exceeding  however  the  number  of 
6,oco  men,  which  fhall  be  put  into  the  principal  towns 
thereof,  viz.  Leghorn,  Porto  Ferraro,  Parma,  and  Pla- 
ccntia, be  taken  from  among  the  Swifs  Cantons,  which 
Cantons  are  for  this  purpofc  to  be  payed  by  the  three  con- 
tratling  powers,  who  have  taken  upon  them  the  part  of  me- 
diators. And  the  faid  ^TarriCons  arc  (herein  to  be  con- 
tinued till  the  cafe  of  the  fa'd  fucccfTion  fliall  happen,  when 
they  fhall  be  obliged  to  deliver  the  towns  to  the  laid  prince 
appointed  to  the  fucccifion.     Ncvcjrthelcfs  without  any 
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trouble  or  charge  to  the  prefent  pofTefTors,  and  their  fuci- 
ceflbrs  be  males,  to  whom  hkewife  the  faidgarrifons  are  to 
take  an  oath  of  fidehty,  and  are  to  affume  to  themfelves 
no  other  authority  than  only  the  guard  of  the  cities  Com- 
mitted to  their  charge. 

But  whereas  this  beneficial  w^ork  may  be  longer  delayed 
than  is  convenient,  before  an  agreement  can  be  made  with 
the  Swifs  Cantons  about  the  number,  pay,  and  manner  of 
eftabhfliing  fuch  a  force ;  his  facred  royal  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty  out  of  his  lingular  zeal  for  the  faid  work,  and  the 
publick  tt"anquillity,  and  for  the  earlier  obtaining  the  end 
propofed,  will  not  in  the  mean  time  refufe  to  lend  his  own 
forces  for  the  ufe  abovementioned,  if  the  reft  of  the  con- 
trafting  powers  think  good,  till  the  forces  to  be  raifed  in 
the  Swifs  Cantons  can  take  upon  them,  the  guard  and  cuf- 
tody  of  the  faid  cities. 

VI.  His  Catholick  MajeRy,  to  teftify  his  fmcere  incli- 
nation for  the  publick  tranquillity,  doth  confentto  all  things 
hereafter  mentioned,  with  regard  to  what  is  fetded  about 
the  kingdom  of  Sicily  for  the  advantage  of  his  Imperial 
Majefty,  and  doth  renounce  for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  liic- 
ceflbrs  m.ale  and  female,  the  right  of  reverfion  of  that, 
kingdom  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  which  he  exprefsiy  re- 
ferved  to  himfelf  by  the  inftrument  of  ceffion  dated  the 
loth  of  June  1713.  Out  of  love  to  the  publick  good  he 
moreover  departs  from  the  faid  ad  of  the  loth  of  June 
1713,  as  far  as  is  neceffary,  as  likewife  from  die  fixdi 
article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  betwixt  himfelf  and  his 
royal  highnefs  the  duke  of  Savoy,  as  likewife  in  general 
from  every  thing  that  may  oppofe  the  retrocefhon,  dif- 
pofition  and  permutadon  of  the  above-mendoned  king- 
dom of  Sicily  by  this  prefent  treaty  eftablifhed.  On  con- 
dilion  neverthelefs  that  the  right  of  reverhon  of  the  ifland 
and  kingdom  of  Sardinia  to  the  faid  crown  may  be  yielded 
and  allowed  to  him,  as  hereafter  in  the  fecond  article  of  the 
conventions  between  his  facred  Imperial  Majefty  and  the 
king  of  Sicily  is  farther  explained. 

VII.  The  emperor  and  the  Catholick  King  mutually 
'promife  and  bind  themfelves  to  a  reciprocal  defence  and 

guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms   and   provinces  which  they 
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aclually  poITefs,  or  the  pofTeffion  whereof  ought  to  belong 
to  them  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

VIII.  His  Imperial  Majcfly  and  his  royal  Catholick 
Majefty  fhall  immediately  after  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions of  thefe  prefent  conventions,  put  in  execution  all 
and  every  the  conditions  therein  comprehended,  and  that 
v-'ithin  the  fpace  of  two  months  at  the  fartheil,  and  the  in- 
ftruments  of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid  conventions  fhall 
be  exchanged  at  London  within  the  fpace  of  two  months, 
to  he  computed  from  the  day  of  figning,  or  fooncr  if  pof- 
fible.  Which  execution  of  the  conditions  being  previouf- 
ly  performed,  their  minifters  and  plenipotentiaries,  by 
them  to  be  named,  (liall  in  the  place  of  congrefs,  which 
they  fhall  agree  upon,  with  all  fpeed  feverally  fettle  and 
determine  the  other  points  of  their  particular  peace,  un- 
der the  mediation  of  the  three  contrafting  powers. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  that  in  the  treaty  of  peace  particu- 
larly to  be  made  between  the  emperor  and  the  king  of 
Spain,  a  general  amnefty  fhall  be  granted  to  all  perfons 
of  any  ftate.  dignity,  degree,  or  fex  whatfoevcr,  whether 
ecclefiaftical  or  mihtary,  political  or  civil,  who  followed 
the  party  of  the  one  or  the  other  prince  during  the  late 
war;  in  virtue  whereof  all  and  fingular  the  faid  perfons 
fhall  be  permitted  to  receive,  and  they  may  receive  full 
poffeifion  and  ufe  of  their  goods,  rights,  privileges,  ho- 
nours, dignities,  and  immunities,  and  fliall  ufe  and  enjoy 
the  fame  as  freely  as  they  did  enjoy  them  at  the  beginning 
of  the  laft  war,  or  at  the  time  when  they  begun  to  join 
themfclves  to  the  one  or  tlic  other  party,  all  confifcations, 
arrefts,  and  fentences  made,  pafTcd.  or  pronounced,  du- 
ring the  war  to  the  contrary  notwithflanding,  which  fliall 
be  held  as  null  and  of  no  effect.  In  virtue  moreover  of 
the  aforcfciid  amncily,  it  fliall  be  lawful  and  free  for  all  and 
lingular  the  faid  perlons,  who  followed  one  or  the  other 
party,  to  return  to  their  country,  and  to  enjoy  their  goods 
in  the  fame  manner  as  if  no  war  had  happened;  and  a  full 
licence  is  ^iven  them  to  take  care  of  the  laid  cHlHs,  either 
by  tliemfclvcs  if  they  fhould  be  prefent,  or  by  their  at- 
toinics.  if  they  fliould  choofe  rather  to  abfcnt  themfclves  * 
froTii  their  country,  and  they  may  eitlier  fell,  or  any  other 
way,  according  to  their  pleafure,  difpofc  of  them  entirely 
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after  the  fame  manner  they  might  have  done  before  t;he 
beginning  of  the  war. 

Conditions  of  the  treaty  to  be  concluded  between  his  Imperial 
Majejiy  and  the  king  oj  Sicily. 

Art.  I.  Whereas  the  ceffion  of  Sicily,  by  the  treaties 
of  Utrecht  to  the  houfe  of  Savoy,  being  folely  made  for 
rendering  that  peace  folid,  and  not  on  the  account  of  any 
right  the  king  of  Sicily  had  thereto,  has  been  fo  far  from 
bringing  about  the  end  propofed,  that,  as  all  Europe  can 
witnefs,  it  has  rather  proved  the  great  obftacle  which  hin- 
dered the  emperor  from  acceding  to  the  faid  treaties,  in- 
afmuch  as  the  feparation  of  the  kingdoms  of  Naples  and 
Sicily,  fo  long  ufed  to  remain  under  the  fame  dominion 
and  to  be  called  by  the  name  of  Both  the  Sicilies,  has  not 
only  been  found  oppoOte  to  the  common  interefts  and  mu* 
tual  prefervation  of  both  kingdoms,  but  likewife  to  the 
repofe  of  all  Italy,  being  conftantly  produftive  of  new 
commotions,  while  neither  the  ancient  intercourfe  and 
mutual  relation  between  the  two  nations  can  be  dellroyed, 
nor  the  interefts  of  the  different  princes  can  be  eafily  re- 
conciled: for  this  reafon  it  is  that  the  princes,  who  fiifl 
made  the  Utrecht  treaties,  have  diought  it  lawful  for  them 
even  without  the  confent  of  the  parties  concerned,  to  abro- 
gate that  one  article  of  thofe  treaties  which  regards  the 
kingdom  of  Sicily,  and  is  not  any  principal  part  of 
the  faid  treaty,  founding  themfclvcs  chiefly  upon  thefe 
reafons  ;  that  the  prefent  treaty  will  receive  its  increafc  and 
completion  from  the  emperor's  renunciation;  and  that  by 
the  exchange  of  Sicily  for  Sardinia,  the  w  ars  which  threaten 
Italy  may  be  prevented,  inafmuch  as  the  emperor  mij^l.t 
rightfully  attack  Sicily,  which  he  never  yet  renounced,  and 
which  fince  the  infratlion  of  the  neutrality  of  Italy  by  the 
feizure  of  Sardinia,  he  may  rightfully  recover  by  force  of 
arms :  befides  that  the  king  of  Sicily  may  become  poffeflcd 
of  a  certain  and  durable  dominion  by  the  benefit  of  fo 
folemn  a  treaty  with  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  guarantied 
by  the  chief  princes  of  Europe.  Being  moved  therefore 
by  fo  great  reafcns  they  have  agreed  that  the  king  of  Sici- 
ly fhall   rellore  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  the  ifland  and 
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kingdom  of  Sicily  ^^'ith  all  its  dependencies  and  appen- 
dages in  the  flate  wherein  they  now  are,,  immediately,  or 
in  two  months  at  the  fardieft  from  the  exchange  of  the  ra- 
tifications of  the  prefent  treaty.  And  he  fhall  in  favour 
of  the  emperor,  his  heirs,  and  fucccffors  of  both  fexes, 
renounce  all  rights  and  pretenfions  whatfoever  to  the  faid 
kingdom,  as  well  for  himfelf  as  his  heirs  and  fuccedbrs, 
male  and  female ;  the  reverfion  thereof  to  the  crown  of 
Spain  being  entirely  taken  away. 

II.  In  return  his  Imperial  Majefly  fliall  yield  to  the 
king  of  Sicily  the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Sardinia,  in  the 
fame  condition  wherein  he  fliall  receive  it  from  the  Ca- 
tholick  King,  and  fhall  renounce  all  rights  and  interefts 
in  the  faid  kingdom  for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fuccelfors 
of  both  fexes,  in  favour  of  the  king  of  Sicily,  his  heirs  and 
fucceflbrs,  that  he  may  hereafter  perpetually  poffefs  the 
■fame  with  a  tide  of  a  kingdom,  and  all  other  honours  an- 
nexed to  the  royal  dignity  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  pof- 
fcfled  the  kingdom  of  Sicily ;  on  condition  ncverthclcfs 
that  the  reverfion  of  the  faid  kingdom  of  Sardinia  fliall  be 
referved  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  wheiiever  it  may  happen 
jjiat  the  king  of  Sicily  fliall  be  without  heirs  male,  and  all 
the  houfe  of  Savoy  Ihall  likewife  be  deftitute  of  heirs  male. 
But  in  the  fame  manner  altogether  as  the  faid  reverfion 
was  fettled  and  ordained  for  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  by 
the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  and  by  the  a8:  of  ceflion  in  pur- 
fuance  tliereof  made  by  the  king  of  Spain. 

J 1 1.  His  Imperial  MajeRy  (hall  confirm  to  the  king  of 
Sicily  all  the  cefiions  made  to  him  by  the  treaty  figned  at 
Turin  the  8th  day  of  November  1703,  as  well  of  that 
part  of  the  Dutchy  of  Montferrat,  as  of  the  provinces, 
pities,  towns,  calllcs,  lands,  places,  rights,  and  revenues 
pf  the  Itatc  of  Milan,  which  he  now  doth  poffcls.  in  the 
manner  wherein  he  aQually  doth  poflcls  them  ;  and  he 
will  flipulate  for  himfelf,  his  defcendents,  and  fucccffors, 
that  he  never  will  dillurb  him,  his  heirs,  or  fiicccflbrs,  in 
tliC  poflefTion  z^forefaid  :  on  condition  ncvcrthclcfs  that  all 
oUier  claims  and  pretenfions  which  h.c  may  pofiibly  make 
in  viitue  of  the  faid  treaty  fliall  b^^  and  remain  void. 

IV.   His  Imperial  Majedy  fiiall  acknowledge  the    right 

pf  the  king  of  Sicily,  and  his  hpufe  to  fuccccd  immediately 
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to  the  kingdom  of  Spain  and  of  the  Indies,  in  cafe  of  the 
failure  of  king  PhiHp  V.  and  his  pofterity,  in  manner  as  is 
fettled  by  the  renunciations  of  the  Catholick  King,  the 
duke  of  Berry,  and  the  duke  of  Orleans,  and  by  the 
treaties  of  Utrecht;  and  his  Imperial  MajeHy  fhall  pro- 
mife  as  well  for  hirafelf  as  for  his  faccelTors  and  defcen- 
dents,  that  at  no  time  he  will  direftly  or  indiretlly  oppofe, 
or  any  way  aft  contrary  to  the  fame.  It  is  declared  ne- 
verthelefs  that  no  prince  of  the  hcufe  of  Savoy  who  Ihali 
fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  may  poflefs  at  the  fame 
time  any  Province  or  dominion  on  the  continent  of  Italy, 
and  that  in  fuch  cafe  thofe  provinces  fhall  devolve  to  the 
collateral  princes  of  that  houfe  who  fhall  fucceed  therein 
one  after  another  according  to  the  proximity  of  blood. 

V.  His  Imperial  Majefly  and  the  king  of  Sicily  fhall 
give  mutual  guaranties  for  all  the  kingdoms  and  provinces 
which  they  aO-ually  poffefs  in  Italy,  or  which  fliall  accrue 
to  them  by  virtue  of  this  prefent  treaty. 

VI.  His  imperial  Majefly  and  the  king  of  Sicily  imme- 
diately after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  thefe  con- 
ventions fliall  put  in  execution  all  and  every  the  conditions 
therein  contained,  and  that  within  the  fpace  of  two  months 
at  the  farthefl:  and  the  inftruments  of  the  ratifications  of 
the  faid  conventions  fnall  be  exchanged  at  London  within 
two  months  from  the  day  of  figning,  or  fooner  if  poffible. 
And  immediately  after  the  previous  execution  of  the  faid 
conditions,  their  minifters  and  plenipotentiaries  by  them 
to  be  named  fhall.  in  the  place  of  congrefs  they  fhall 
agree  upon,  with  all  fpeed  feverally  fettle  the  other  points 
of  their  particular  peace,  under  the  mediation  of  the  three 
contracting  powers. 

His  aboyenamed  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  be- 
ing extremely  inclined  to  promote  the  peace  propof^d, 
and  to  avert  the  dreadful  calamities  of  war,  and  out  of  his 
fincere  defire  to  fetde  an  univerfal  pacification,  hath  ac- 
cepted the  afore-mentioned  conventions,  and  all  and  fin^ 
gular  the  articles  thereof  and  hereby  doth  accept  the  fame, 
and  accordingly  has  entered  into  a  particular  treaty  with 
the  three  powers  abovefaid  on  the  following  conditions. 

Art.  I.  That  there  be  and  remain  between  his  fkcred 
Imperial  Catholick  Majedy,  his  fkcred  Royal  Majefly  o5

Great  Britain,  his  facrcd  royal  and  moft  ChriRian  Ma- 
jefty,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Netherlands,  and  their  heirs  and  rucccHbrs, 
a  mod  ilrict  aUiance,  in  virtue  whereof  each  of  them  are 
■bound  to  prefcrve  the  dominions  and  fubjecls  of  the  others, 
as  likcvvifc  to  maintain  peace,  to  promote  mutually  the  in- 
terefts  of  the  others  as  their  own.  and  to  prevent  and  re- 
pel all  damages  and  injuries  whatfoever. 

II.  The  treaties  made  at  Utrecht  and  Baden  fliall  remain 
ill  their  full  llrength  and  force,  and  fliaii  be  a  part  of  this 
treaty,  thofe  articles  excepted,  from  which  it  has  been 
judged  for  the  publick  good  to  depart ;  as  likewife  thole 
articles  of  the  Utrecht  treaties  excepted,  which  were  abo- 
liflicd  by  the  treaty  of  Baden.  The  treaty  of  alliance  made 
at  Weftminfter  the  25th  day  of  May  1716,  betwen  his  fa- 
cred  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majelty,  and  his  facred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  as  likewife  the  treaty  made  at 
tlie  Hague  the  4th  day  of  January  1717,  between  the  king 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  moll  Chrillian  King,  and  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  fnall  neverthclefs 
rcmsin  in  full  force  in  every  particular. 

III.  His  facrcd  Britannick  Majefty.  as  likewife  his  fa- 
cred moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  lords  the  States  Ge- 
neral of  the  UnitedNetherlands,  do  covenant  for  themfelves 
their  heirs  and  fucccflors,  that  they  never  will    direttly  or 
indirectly  difturb  his  facred  Imperial  and  Catholick    Ma- 
jelly  his  heirs  and  {'ucceflors,  in  any  of  his  kingdoms,  do- 
minions, and  provinces,  which  he  podclles  by  virtue  of  the 
treaties  of  Utrecht  and  Baden,  or  which  he  Ihall  gain  pof- 
felFion  of  by  virtue  of  this  prcfent  treaty.     On  the  contrary 
they  bodi  will  and  ought  to  defend  and   guarantee  the  pro- 
vinces, kingdoms,  andjurifdittions.  which  he  now  pollellcs, 
or  which  (hall  accrue  to  him  in  virtue  of  this  treaty,  as  well 
in  Gcrniany  as  in  the  Ketlicrlands  and  in  Italy  ,  and  they 
promile  that  they  will  defend  the  faid  kingdoms   and  pro- 
vinces of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick   Majelly    iigainll  all 
and  lingular  who  may  attempt  to  invade  the  lame  in  a  ho- 
ililc  manner:  and  that  they  both  will  and  ought,  when  the 
cafe  happens,  to  furnilh  him  with  fuch  fuccours  as  l.e  fl-iail 
need,  according  to   the  conditions  and  repartition,  which 
they  have  agreed  upon  as  hc;-cafter   mciuiojicd.     In  like 
s  jnanncr 
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manner  their  Royal  Britannick  and  moft  Cliriftian  Ma- 
jefties  and  the  States  General  exprefsly  bind  themfelves, 
that  they  will  not  at  any  time  give  or  grant  any  proteclioji 
or  refuge  in  any  part  of  their  dominions  to  the  fubjeHs  of 
his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  who  aftually  are,  or 
hereafter  ihall  be  by  him  declared  rebels,  and  in  cafe  any 
fuch  {hall  be  found  in  their  kingdoms,  provinces,  or  domi- 
nions, they  fincerely  promile  that  they  will  take  effeflual 
care  to  expel  them  out  of  their  territories  within  eiglit  days 
after  application  made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

IV.  On  the  other  hand  his  facred  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lick Majedy,  his  facred  Royal  Britannick  Majefty,  and 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  promife  for 
them.felves,  their  heirs,  and  fucceffors,  that  they  never  will, 
direftly  orindir^Qly,  difturb  his  facred  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty in  any  of  his  dominions  to  the  crown  of  France  now 
belonging.  On  the  contrary  they  will  and  ought  to  guard 
and  defend  the  lame  againft  all  and  fingular  who  may  at- 
tempt to  invade  them  in  a  hoftile  manner,  and  in  that  cafe 
they  will  and  ought  to  furnifii  I'uch  fuccours  as  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty  Iliall  watit,  according  as  hereafter  in 
agreed  upon. 

His  facred  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  his  facred 
Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States 
General,  do  hkewile  promife  and  oblige  themfclves  that 
they  will  and  ouglit  to  maintain,  guarantee,  and  defend 
the  right  of  fucceifion  in  the  kingdom  of  France,  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  of  the  treaties  made  at  Utrecht  the  i  uh 
day  of  April  1713,  obliging  themfelvcs  to  ftand  by  the 
faid  fucceftion  plainly  according  to  the  form  of  the  re- 
nunciation made  by  the  king  of  Spain  the  5th  day  of  No- 
vember 1712,  and  by  a  folemn  ad  accepted  in  the  gene- 
ral aifembly  of  the  ftatcs  of  Spain  the  9th  day  of  the 
month  and  year  afore  faid,  which  thereupon  pafled  into  a 
law  the  18th  of  March  1713,  and  laftly  was  eftabliftied 
and  fettled  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht :  and  this  they  ftiall 
perform  againft  all  perlbns  whatfoever  who  may  prelume 
to  difturb  the  order  of  the  faid  fucceffion  in  contradiction 
to  the  previous  a6ls,  and  treaties  fubfequent  thereupon. 
To  which  end  they  fliall  furnifli  the  fuccours,  according  to 
$he  repartition  agreed  on  b.eJow.  Fajrthgr,  v.'hcn  the  mat- 
ter 
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ter  may  re-quire  it,  they  fhall  defend  the  faid  order  of  fuc- 
ceflion  with   all   their  forces,    by  likewife   declaring  war 
againll  hijn  who  may  attempt  to  infringe  or  impugn   the 
lame. 

Moreover  his  Imperial  Royal  Catholick  Majefty,  and 
his  Royal  Britannick  Majelly,  and  the  States  General, 
do  likewife  promife  that  they  will  not  at  any  time  give 
or  grant  any  protection  or  refuge  in  their  dominions  to 
the  fubjefts  of  his  royal  moft  Chriflian  Majelly.  who  ac- 
tually are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  declared  rebels;  and  in 
cafe  any  fuch  Ihall  be  found  in  their  kingdoms,  provinces, 
and  dominions,  they  fliall  command  them  to  depart  the 
fame  within  the  fpace  of  eight  days  after  application  made 
by  the  faid  king. 

V.  His  facred  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholick  Majedy, 
as  alfo  his  royal  moll  Chriflian  Majefty,  and  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  do  bind  themfelves,  their 
heirs,  and  fucceflbrs,  to  maintain  and  guarantee  the  fuc- 
ceffion  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  as  eflablifned  by 
the  laws  of  that  kingdom  in  the  houfe  of  his  Britannick 
?vlajefty  now  reigning,  as  likewife  to  defend  all  the  do- 
minions and  provinces  pofieiied  by  his  Majefty.  And 
they  fhall  not  give  or  grant  any  protection  or  refuge  in 
any  part  of  their  dominions  to  the  perfon,  or  his  defcen- 
dents,  if  he  fhould  have  any,  who  during  the  hfe  of 
James  il.  took  on  him  the  title  of  Prince  of  Wales,  and 
"(iiice  the  death  of  that  king,  aftlmied  the  royql  tide  of 
King  of  Great  Britain.  Promifmg  alike  for  themfelves, 
their  heirs,  and  fupceftbrs,  that  they  will  not  give  to  the 
faid  perfon  or  his  defcendents,  direQly  or  indircBly,  by 
ihd  or  by  land,  any  fuccour,  council  or  affiftance  whatibcver, 
eiUier  in  money,  arms,  military  ftores,  fl^ips,  foldiers, 
mariners,  or  any  other  manner  whatibcver.  The  fame 
they  fhall  obfcrve  with  regard  to  thofe  who  may  be  ordered 
or  commilTioned  by  the  hid  perlbn  or  his  defcendents,  to 
flifturb  the  government  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  or  the 
trnnquijlity  of  his  kingdom,  whether  by  open  war  or  clan- 
defline  coufpiracics,  by  raifmg  feditions  and  rebellions,  or 
by  exercifing  piracy  on  his  Jiritannick  Majefty's  fubje^.ls. 
In  which  lalt  cafe  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty doth  promili^,  ihjit.  he  will  in  no  wife  allow  that  there 
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!?€  any  receptacle  granted  to  fuch  pirates  in  liis  ports  in  tlie 
Netherlands.  The  fame  do  his  facred  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty  and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  fti- 
pulate,  with  regard  to  the  ports  in  their  refpetlive  domi- 
nions: as  on  the  other  hand  his  Britannic!^  Majefty  doth 
promife,  that  he  will  refufe  any  refuge  in  the  ports  of  hi* 
kingdoms  to  pirates  infefting  the  fubjecls  of  his  facred  Im- 
perial and  Royal  Catholick  Majefty,  of  his  facred  Royal 
mod  Chriftian  Majefty,  or  of  the  lords  the  States  General. 
Laftly,  his  Imperial  and  Royal  CathoHck  Majefty,  his  fa- 
cred Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  lords  the  States 
General  oblige  themfelves,  that  they  never  will  give  any 
refuge  or  protection  in  any  part  of  their  dominions  to 
fuch  of  his  Britannick  Majefty 's  fubjefts  as  aftually  are, 
or  hereafter  fliaft  be  declared  rebels;  and  in  cale  any 
fuch  fhali  be  found  in  any  of  their  kingdoms,  provinces, 
or  dominions,  they  ftiall  command  them,  within  eight 
days  after  application  made  by  the  faid  king,  to  depart  out 
.of  their  territories.  And  if  it  fliould  happen  that  his  fa- 
cred Britannick  Majefty  ftiould  be  invaded  in  any  part  in 
a  hoftile  manner,  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty, as  likewife  his  Royal  rnoft  Chriftian  Majefty  and 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  do  oblige  themr 
'  felves  in  that  cafe  to  furnifn  the  fuccours  hereafter  fpcci- 
fied.  The  fame  they  are  to  do  in  favour  of  his  defcen- 
dents,  if  ever  it  fliould  happen  that  they  fliould  be  dif- 
turbed  in  the  fucceftion  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain. 

VI.  His  Imperial  and  Royal  Cathplick  Majefty,  and 
their  Royal  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  do 
bind  themfelves,  their  heirs,  and  fucceflbrs,  toproteft  and 
guarantee  all  the  dominions,  jurifdithcns.  and  provinces, 
which  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces a6lually  pofle-fs,  againft  all  perfons  whatfoevcr  who 
may  difturb  or  invade  them,  prominng  to  furniih  them  in 
fuch  cafe  with  the  fuccours  hereafter  mentioned.  His 
imperial  and  Royal  Catholick,  Majefty,  and  their  Royal 
Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  likewife  oblige 
themfelves,  that  they  will  give  no  refuge  or  protection  in 
any  of  their  kingdoms  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  States  Gene- 
ral, who  are,  or  hereafter  fhail  be  declared  rebels  ;  and  if 
any  fuch  fliall  be  found  in  any  of  their  kingdoms,  domi- 
nion-' 
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nions,  or  provinces,  they  will  take  care  to  fend  them  out 
of  their  dominions  within  the  fpace  of  eight  days  after  ap- 
plication made  by  the  Republick.  , 

VII.  When  it  (hall  happen  that  any  one  of  the  four  con- 
tra6ling  powers  fliall  be  invaded  by  any  other  prince  or 
ftate,  or  difturbed  in  the  poffeffion  of  their  kingdoms  or 
dominions,  by  the  violent  detention  of  their  fubjefts,  fliips, 
goods,  or  merchandife,  by  lea  or  by  land,  then  the  three 
remaining  powers  (hall,  as  foon  as  they  are  required  there- 
to, ule  their  good  offices  that  the  party  fuffering  may  have 
fatisfa£tion  for  the  damage  and  injury  received,  and  that 
the  aggreffor  may  abflain  from  the  profecution  of  his  ho- 
flility.  But  when  thefe  friendly  offices  for  reconciliation 
and  procuring  fatisfaftion  and  reparation  to  the  injured 
party  fhall  have  proved  infufficient,  in  that  cafe  the  high 
allies,  within  two  months  after  application  made,  ffiall  fur- 
nifh  the  party  invaded  with  the  following  fuccours,  jointly 
or  feparately.     Viz. 

His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholick  Majefty,  8,000  foot, 
and  4,000  horfe. 

His  Britannick  Majefty,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

His  raoft  Chriftian  Majefty,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000 
horfe. 

And  the  lords  the  States  General,  4,000  foot,  and  2,000 
horfe. 

But  if  the  prince  or  party  injured,  inftead  of  foldiers 
chufes  rather  ffiips  of  war,  or  tranfports,  or  fubfidies  in 
money,  which  is  left  to  his  difcrction,  in  that  cafe,  the 
ihips  or  money  delired  ffiall  be  granted  him  in  proportion 
to  the  charge  of  the  foldiers  to  be  furniffied.  And  that  all 
ambiguity  widi  regard  to  the  calculation  and  charge  ol  fuch 
fums  may  be  taken  away,  it  is  agreed,  that  1,000  foot  by 
the  month,  ffiall  be  reckoned  at  10,000  ftorins  of  Holland, 
and  1.000  horfe  ffiall  be  reckoned  at  30.000  florins  ot 
Holland  by  the  month  ;  the  fame  proportion  being  obferved 
with  refpcd  to  the  Ihips. 

When  the  above-named  fuccours  ffiall  be  found  infuf- 
ficient for  the  neceffity  impending,  the  contra6ling  powers 
ffiall  without  delay  agree  on  contributing  more  ample  fup- 
plics.     A"d  furtlyjr,  in  cafe  of  exigency,  they  ffiall   aflill 

their 
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their  injured  ally  with  all  their  forces,  and  declare  war  a-^ 
gainft  the  aggreffor. 

VIII.  The  princes  and  ftates  upon  whom  the  contrac- 
ting powers  fhall  unanimoully  agree,  may  accede  to  this 
treaty  •,  and  the  king  of  Portugal  by  name. 

This  treaty  fhall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  theii'  Im- 
perial, Britannick,  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  by 
the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  and  the  inftrumentsof  ratification  fhall 
he  exchanged  at  London,  and  reciprocally  delivered  with- 
in the  fpace  of  two  months,  or  fooner,   if  pofTible. 

In  witnefs  whereof  we  the  underwritten  (being  furnifhed 
with  full  powers,  which  have  been  mutually  communicated, 
and  the  copies  whereof  having  been  in  due  form  by  us 
collated  and  examined  with  the  originals,  are  word  for 
word  inferted  at  the  end  of  this  initrument)  have  fub- 
fcribed  this  prefent  treaty,  and  thereto  put  our  feals.  Done 
at  London  the  ^ad  of  j»iv  o.  s.  [^  f]-,^  y^^^  1718.

WE  having  feen  and  confidered  the  above  written 
treaty,  have  approved,  ratified,  aud  confirmed,  as 
by  thefe  preients,  we  do  for  us,  our  heirs,  and  fucceffors, 
approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  the  fame  in  all  an*d^ngular 
its  articles  and  claufes,  engaging  and  promifing  upon  our 
royal  word,  fincerely  and  faithfully  to  perform  all  and 
fingular  the  contents  of  the  faid  treaty,  and  never  to  fuffer, 
as  far  as  in  us  lies,  any  perfon  to  violate  the  fame,  or  in  any 
manner  to  aft  contrary  thereunto.

Given  at  our 
palace  at  Kenfington,  the  7th  day  of  Auguft,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1718,  and  of  our  reign  the  fifth.

Separate  and  Secret  Articles, 

Art.  I.  T  "i^^HEREAS  the  mod  ferene  and  moil  patent 
V  V  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  ferene 
and  moft  potent  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  as  hkewife  the 
High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  between  them  this 
day  concluded  and  hgncd,  have  agreed  on  certain  con- 
ditions, whereby  a  peace  may  be  made  between  the  moft 
ferene  and  moft  potent  emperor  of  the  Romans,  and  die 
moft  ferene  and  moft  potent  king  of  Spain,  as  alfo  between 
his  facred  Imperial  Majefty  aforefaid,  and  the  king  of 
Sicily,  (whom  hereafter  it  is  thought  fit  to  call  the  king  of 
Sardinia)  which  conditions  they  have  communicated  to  the 
three  princes  aforefaid,  as  a  bafis  of  the  peace  to  be  efta- 
bliftied  between  them.  His  facred  Imperial  Majefty,  be- 
ing moved  by  the  moft  weighty  reafons  which  induced  the 
king  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Chriltian  King,  and  the 
States  General  aforefaid,  to  take  upon  themfelves  fo  great 
and  fo  wholcfome  a  work,  and,  yielding  to  their  circumf- 
pe6l  and  urgent  counfels  and  perfuafions,  declares  that  he 
dodi  accept  the  faid  condidons  or  ardclcs,  none  of  them 
excepted,  as  fixed  and  immutable  conditions,  according 
to  which  he  agrees  to  conclude  a  perpetual  peace  with  the 
king  of  Spain,  and  the  king  of  Sardinia. 

II.  But  bccaule  the  king  of  Spain  and  the  king  of  Sar- 
dinia have  not  yet  confented  to  the  laid  conditions,  his 
Imperial  Majeflv,  as  likewife  their  royal  Britannick  and 
mofi  Chriftian  Majcfties,  and  the  States  General  aforefaid, 
have  agreed  to  allow  them  for  confenting  dicreto,  the  fpace 
of  three  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  figning 
tin's  prcfent  treaty,  as  judging  this  interval  of  time  fufiicient 
for  them  duly  to  weigh  the  laid  conditions,  and  fincilly  de- 
termine and  declare  themfelves  whether  they  are  willing  to 
accept  them  as  fixed  and  immutable  conditions  of  thtir 
pacification  wiih  his  Imperial  Majefty,  as  from  their  picry 
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and  prudence  it  may  be  hoped  they  will  do,  and,  follow- 
ing the  example  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  that  they  will  be 
induced  to  moderate  their  paffions,  and  out  of  regard  to 
humanity,  that  they  will  prefer  the  publick  tranquillity  to 
their  own  private  opinions ;  and  at  the  fame  time  not  only 
fpa5-e  the  effuiion  of  their  own  people's  blood,  but  avert 
the  calamities  of  war  from  the  other  nations  of  Europe  : 
to  which  end  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties, 
and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  will 
jointly  and  feparately  contribute  their  moft  effeclual  offi- 
ces, for  inclining  the  faid  princes  to  fuch  an  acceptation. 

III.  But  if,  contrary  to  all  expeQation  of  the  parties 
above  contrafting,  and  the  wifncs  of  all  Europe ;  the  king 
of  Spain,  and  the  king  of  Sardinia  after  the  term  of  three 
months  elapfed,  fhould  decline  to  accept  the  (aid  conditions 
of  pacification  propofed  betwixt  them  and  his  Imperial 
Majefty,  fince  it  is  not  reafonable  that  the  tranquillity  of 
Europe  fhould  depend  upon  their  refufal,  or  private  de- 
figns,  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majeftics,  and 
the  States  General,  do  promife  that  they  will  join  their 
forces  with  thofe  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  in  order  to  com- 
pel them,  to  the  acceptance  and  execution  of  the  aforelaid 
conditions.  To  which  end  they  will  furnifti  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty jointly  and  feparately  with  the  fcif-farae  fuccours 
which  they  have  agreed  upon  for  their  reciprocal  defence 
by  the  feventh  article  of  the  treaty  figned  this  day,  unani- 
moufly  confenting  that  the  moft  Chriftian  King  ft.all,  inftead 
of  foldiers  contribute  his  quota  in  money.  And  if  the  liic- 
cours  fpecificd  in  the  faid  feventh  article  fliall  not  be  fuf- 
ficient  for  compaffing  the  end  propofed,  tlicn  the  four 
contra6iing  parties  fiiall  without  delay  agree  of  more  ample 
fuccours  to  be  furnifhed  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  fliail 
continue  the  fame  till  his  Imperial  Majefty  fliall  have  re- 
duced the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and  till  his  kingdoms  and 
provinces  in  Italy  fiiall  enjoy  full  fecurity.  It  is  farther 
agreed,  and  that  in  exprefs  words,  that  if,  by  reafon  of 
the  fuccours  which  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majefties,  and  the  lords  the  States  General  fliall  furnifli  to 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  by  virtue,  and  in  execution  of  the 
grefent  treaty,  the  kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia,  or  either 
of  them,  fnall  declare  or  wage  war  againft  any  one  of  the 
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faid  ContraBors,  either  by  attacking  tlicm  ift  their  domi- 
nions or  by  violently  detaining  their  fubjefts,  or  fhips.  their 
goods  and  merchandizes  by  Tea  or  land,  in  that  cafe  the 
two  other  of  the  contracting  powers  fliall  immediately  de- 
clare war  againft  the  faid  kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia, 
or  againft  him  of  the  two  kings,  who  fhall  have*de- 
nounced  or  waged  war  againft  any  one  of  the  faid  contrac- 
ting powers ;  nor  fhall  they  lay  down  their  arms  before  the 
emperor  fliall  be  poftcfted  of  Sicily,  and  made  feciire  with 
regard  to  his  kingdoms  and  provinces  in  Italy,  and  like- 
wile  juft  fatisfaftion  fliall  be  given  to  him  of  the  three  con- 
trafting  powers,  who  fhall  have  been  invaded  or  fuflered 
damage  by  rcafon  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

IV.  When  only  one  of  the  two  kings  aforefaid  who  have 
not  yet  conlented  to  the  conditions  of  peace  to  be  made 
■with  his  Imperial  Majefty  fliall  accept  them,  he  likcwife 
fliall  join  himfclf  with  the  four  contracting  powers,  to  com- 
pel him  that  fhall  refufe  the  faid  conditions,  and  fliall  fur- 
jiifli  his  quota  of  fuccours  according  to  the  diftribution  to 
be  made  thereupon. 

V.  If  the  Catholick  King  out  of  regard  to  the  publick 
good,  and  a  perfuafion  that  an  exchange  of  the  kingdoms 
ef  Sicily  and  Sardinia  is  necefTarv  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  general  peace,  fhall  agree  thereto  and  embrace  the 
conditions  of  peace  to  be  made  with  the  emperor  as  above; 
and  on  the  other  hand,  ifthekingof  Sardinia  Ihall  reje6t 
fuch  an  exchange,  and  pcrfift  in  retaining  Sicily;  in  that 
cafe  the  king  of  Spain  Ihall  reitore  Sardinia  to  the  em- 
peror, who  (faving  his  fuprcme  dominion  over  it)  Ihall 
put  the  fame  into  the  cuftody  of  the  moft  ferene  king  of 
Great  Britain,  and  of  the  lords  the  States  General,  for  fo 
long  time,  till  Sicily  being  reduced,  the  king  of  Sardinia 
fhall  fign  the  above-mentioned  conditions  of  a  treaty  with 
the  empcTor,  and  fhall  agree  to  accept  the  kingdom  of 
Sardinia  as  an  equivalent  for  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  ;  which 
being  done,  he  fhall  be  admitted  into  die  poffefl'ion  there- 
of bv  the  king  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  General. 
But  if  his  Imperial  Majefly  Ihould  not  be  able  to  conquer 
Sicily,  and  reduce  it  under  his  power,  in  that  cafi?  the 
king  of  Great  Britain,  and  die  States  General  fhall  reftore 
to  him  the  kingdom  of  Sardinia;  and  in  the  mean  time

KJs  Imperial  Majefty  ihall  enjoy  the  revenues  of  the  faid 
kingdom,  which  fhall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping  it. 

VI.  But  in  cafe  the  king  of  Sardinia  fiiall  confent  to 
the  faid  exchange,  and  the  king  of  Spain  fhall  refufe,  in 
this  cafe  the  emperor  being  aided  by  the  fuccours  of  the 
reft  of  the  contraftors,  fliall  attack  Sardinia,  with  which 
fuccours  they  on  their  part  promife  to  furnifli  him ;  as  the 
emperor  promifes  on  his  part,  that  he  will  not  lay  down 
his  arms  till  he  fiiall  have  pofiTeffed  himfeif  of  the  whole 
kingdom  of  Sardinia,  which  immediately  after  fuch  pof- 
feffion  he  fliall  give  up  to  the  king  of  Sardinia. 

VII.  But  if  both  the  kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia  fliall 
oppofe  the  exchange  of  Sicily  and  Sardinia,  the  emperor, 
together  with  the  fuccours  of  the  allies,  fliall  in  the  firlt 
place  attack  Sicily,  and  having  reduced  it,  he  ihall  turn 
his  arms  againft  Sardinia  with  fuch  a  number  of  forces, 
befiides  the  fuccours  of  the  allies,  as  he  fliall  judge  necef- 
farv  for  both  expeditions :  and,  having  like  wife  reduced 
Sardinia,  his  Imperial  Majefty  fliall  commit  the  cuftody 
thereof  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  the  lords  the 
States  General,  till  the  king  of  Sardinia  fliall  have  flgned 
the  conditions  of  peace  to  be  made  with  the  emperor,  and 
Ihall  confent  to  accept  the  kingdom  of  Sardinia  as  an  equi- 
valent for  the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  which  then  is  to  be  de- 
livered up  to  him  by  his  Britannick  Majeftyand  the  States 
General,  and  in  the  mean  time  his  Imperial  Majefty  fliall 
enjoy  the  revenues  of  that  kingdom,  which  fliall  exceed 
the  charge  of  keeping  it. 

VIII.  In  cafe  the  Catholick  King  and  the  king  of  Sar- 
dinia, or  either  of  them,  fiiaU  refufe  to  accept  and  execute 
the  abovefaid  conditions  of  peace  to  them  propofed,  and 
for  that  reafon  the  four  contrafting  powers  fliould  be  com- 
pelled to  proceed  againft  them,  or  either  of  them,  by  open 
force ;  it  is  exprefsly  covenanted,  that  the  emperor  (v.'hat 
progrefs  focver  his  arms  may  make  againft  the  fsid  two 
kings,  or  either  of  them,)  fliall  be  content,  and  ought  to 
acquiefce  in  the  advantages,  by  mutual  confent  allotted  to 
him  in  the  faid  conditions,  power  neverthelcfs  being  re- 
ferved  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  of  recovering  the  rights 
which  he  pretends  to  have  over  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Milan,  which  the  king  of  Sardinia   now  polfefles,  either 
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by  war,  or  by  a  treaty  of  peace  fubfequent  upon  fuchwar* 
power  being  likcwile  referved  to  the  other  three  alhes,  in 
cafe  fuch  a  war  fliould  be  undertaken  againft  the  kings  of 
Spain  and  Sardinia,  to  agree  with  his  Imperial  Majelty  in 
appointing  fome  other  prince,  in  whofe  favour  his  Impe- 
rial Majefty  may  difpofe  of  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Montferrat,  now  pofTelled  by  the  king  of  Sardinia,  in  ex- 
clufion  of  the  faid  king;  and  to  v/hat  other  prince  or 
princes  he  may,  with  the  confent  of  the  empire,  grant  the 
letters  of  expeftative,  containing  the  eventual  inveftiture 
of  the  ftates  now  pofielled  by  the  grand  duke  of  Tufcany^ 
and  by  the  duke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  in  exclufion  of 
the  fons  of  the  prefent  queen  of  Spain.  This  declaration 
being  added,  that  in  no  time  or  cafe  whatfoever,  either 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  or  any  prince  of  the  houfe  of  Au- 
ftria,  who  fiiall  pofTefs  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  pro- 
vinces of  Italy,  may  afiert  or  gain  to  himfelf  the  faid 
dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  Parma. 

JX.  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefty,  after  his  efforts  by  a 
fufficient  number  of  forces,  and  the  fuccours  and  other 
means  of  the  aUies,  and  by  ufmg  all  convenient  diligence, 
fliould  not  be  able  by  arms  to  fubdue,  or  to  eftablifh 
himfelf  in  the  pofTeffion  of  Sicily,  the  contra6ling  powers 
do  agree  and  declare,  that  his  Imperial  Majefty  is,  and 
fliall  be  in  that  cafe,  altogether  free  and  difcharged  from 
every  obligation,  entered  into  by  this  treaty,  of  agreeing 
to  make  a  peace  with  the  kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia,  on 
the  conditions  abovementioncd.  All  other  the  articles  of 
this  treaty  nevcrthelcfs  to  remain  good,  which  mutually 
regard  his  Imperial  Majefty,  their  Britannick  and  moft 
Chriftian  Majcftics,  and  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Netherlands. 

X.  However,  asthe  fccurity  and  tranquillity  of  Europe 
is  the  end  and  fcope  of  the  renunciations  to  be  made  by  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  and  by  his  Catholick  Majefty,  for  thcm- 
felves,  their  dcfcendcnts  and  fucceft'ors,  of  all  pretcnfions 
to  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  and  the  Indies  on  the  one  part; 
and  on  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  provinces  of  Italy, 
and  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  on  the  other  part :  the  faid 
renunciations  ftiall  be  made  on  the  one  and  the  other  part, 
in  manner  and  form,  as  in  the  fecond  and  fourth  articles 
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tiftiie  conditions  of  a  peace  to  be  made  between  his   Im- 
perial Majefty  and  his  Royal  Catholick  Majefty  has  been 
agreed.     And  though  the  Cathohck  King  fhould  refufe  to 
accept  the  aforefaid  conditions,  the  emperor   neverthelefs 
fliall  caufe  the  inftniments  of  his  renunciation  to  be  dif- 
patched,  the  publication  whereof  fiiall  however  be  defer- 
red till  the  day  of  figning  the  peace  with  the  Catholick 
King.     And  ifthe  Catholick  King  fnould  conftantly  perfift 
in  rejedingthe  faid  peace,  his  Imperial  Majefty  neverthe- 
lefs, at  the  time  v/hen  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty  iLall 
be  exchanged,  fhall  deliver  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain  a 
folcmn  a6l  of  the  faid  renunciations,  which  his  Eritannick 
Majefty,  purfaant  to  the  cojTimon  agreement  of  the  con- 
tracting powers,  doth  promife  fhall  not  be  exhibited  to  tJie 
moft  Chriftian  King  before  his  Imperial   Majefty   fliall 
come  into  the  polTefiion   of  Sicily.     Eut   that   bein-r  ob- 
tained, then  the  exhibition,  as  v.'e]l  as  publication   of  the 
faid  acl  of  his  Imperial  Majefty 's   renunciations,  fhall  be 
performed  upon  the    firft   demand  of  the  moll;  Chriftiaii 
King.     And  thofe  renunciations  fiiall  take  place,  Vv'hether 
the  Catholick  King  fliall  fign  the  peace  with  the  emperor 
or  no;  by  reafon  that,  in  this  laft  cafe,  the   guarantee 'of 
the  contrafting  parties  fhall  be  to  the  emperor  in  lieu   of 
that  fecurity  which  otherwife^he  renunciatioiis  of  the   Ca- 
tholick King  would  have  given  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  for 
Sicily,  the  other  ftates  of  Italy,  and  the  provinces  of  the 
Netherlands. 

XI.  His  Imperial  Majefty  doth  prom.ife  that  he  will  not 
attempt  or  enterprife  any  thing  againft  the  Catholick  Kin^v 
or  the  king  of  Sardinia,  or  in  general,  againft  the  lieutra- 
lity  of  Italy,  in  that  (pace  of  three  njorths  aiiov.cd  them 
for  accepting  the  conditions  of  their  jeace  with  the  em- 
peror. But,  if  within  the  fpacc  of  three  months,  the  Ca- 
thohck King,  inftead  of  accepting  the  laid  conditions,  ftiall 
rather  perfift  in  the  profecuting  of  his  hoftilities  againft  his 
Imperial  Majefty  :  or  ifthe  king  of  Sardinia  ftiould  with 
arms  attack  the  provinces  which  the  emperor  poftcfies  in 
Italy  ;  in  that  cafe  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian- 
Majcfties.  and  the  lords  the  Stales  General,  oblige  thcra- 
felves  inftandy  to  furnifii  his  Imperial  Majefty  for  l:is 
dtfencej  with  the  faccours,  which,  in  virtue  of  the  treaty

this  day  figned,  they  have  inutually  agreed  to  lend  one 
another  for  their  reciprocal  defence  :  and  that  jointly  or 
feparately,  and  without  \vaiting  the  expiration  of  the  two 
months  otherwii'e  prefixed  in  the  faid  treaty,  for  the  em- 
ploying of  friendly  offices  And  if  the  fuccours  fpecified 
by  ibe  faid  treaty  fliould  not  be  fufficient  for  the  end  pro- 
pofed,  the  four  contraBing  parties  fljall  immediately  agree 
amongft  themfelves  to  fend  more  powerful  aflillance  to  his 
Imperial  Majefty. 

XII.  The  eleven  foregoing  articles  are  to  be  kept  fecret 
by  his  Imperial  Majefty,  their  Britannick  and  moft.  Chri- 
ftian  Majefties,  and  the  States  General,  for  the  fpace  of 
three  months,  from  the  day  of  the  figning,  unlefs  it  fhall 
be  unanimouOy  agreed  by  them  to  fhorten  or  prolong  the 
faid  term  :  and  though  the  faid  eleven  articles  be  feparate 
from  the  treaty  of  alliance,  this  day  figned  by  the  four 
contrafting  parties  aforefaid,  they  fhall  neverthelefs  have 
the  fame  power  and  force,  as  if  they  had  been  word  for 
word  inferted  therein,  fmce  they  are  deemed  to  be  an  ef- 
fential  part  thereof. 

The  ratifications  thereof  fliall  moreover  be  exchanged 
at  the  fame  time,  as  the  other  articles  of  the  faid  treaty-

WHEREAS  fome  of  the  titles,  which  his  Sacred  Im- 
perial Majeily  makes  ufe  of,  either  in  his  full 
powers,  or  in  the  treaty  of  alliance  this  day  to  be  figned 
with  him,  cannot  be  acknowledged  by  his  Sacred  Royal 
Moil  Chriftian  Majefty;  he  doth  declare  and  proteft  by 
this  feparate  article,  which  was  figned  before  the  treaty  of 
alliance,  that  by  the  faid  titles  given  in  this  treaty,  he  doth 
not  mean  to  prejudice  either  himfelf  or  any  other,  or  that 
he  in  the  leaft  gives  any  right  thereby  to  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty. 

This  feparate  article  fliall  have  the  fame  force  as  if  it 
,had  been  word  for  word  inferted  in  the  treaty  this  day  con- 
cluded and  figned,  and  flialt  be  ratified  in  the  fame  man^ 
ner,  and  the  inftruments  of  ratification  fliall  be  delivered 
within  the  fame  time,  with  the  treaty  itfelf.

figned,  by  the  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  his  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majefty,  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  of  his

Separate  and  fecret  articles.

And  whereas  farther  the  then  king  of  Sicily,  whom  it  is 
now  agreed  to  call  by  the  name  of  king  of  Sardinia,  ac- 
cording to  the  intention  of  the  treaty  and  articles  above 
inferted,  has  been  invited  to  accede  fally  and  amply  to. 
all  and  fingular  of  them,  and  to  join  himfelfin  due  form 
to  the  contrafting  parties,  as  if  he  himfelf  from  the    be- 
ginning had  been  one  of  the  contraBors:  and  whereas  the 
faid  king  of  Sardinia,  haying  maturely  weighed  the  condi- 
tions particularly  expreffed  in  the  treaty  and  articles  above 
inferted,  has  not  only  declared  himfelf  willing   to  accept 
the  fame,  and  to  approve  them  by  his  acceliion,  but  has 
likev.'ife  granted  fuliicient  full  powers  to  his  minifters  ap- 
pointed to  perfe6l  the  faid  work.     That  therefore   an  af- 
fair fo  beneficial  may  have  the  defired  fuccefs,  we  the  un- 
dcr-vvritten  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  his  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majefty,  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  of  his 
nioft  Chriftian  Majefty,  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  their  faid  Mojefties,  have  admitted,  joined  and  aflbciatc, 
and  by  thefc   prcfenls  do  admit,  join,   and  ahociatc.  the 
aforcfdid  king  of  Sardinia,  into  a  full  and  total  partnerfhip 
of  the  treaty  above  inferted,  and  of  ail  and    fmgular  the 
articles  thereunto  belonging;  promiCng   by  the    fame  aur 
^jipri'y  that  their  aforefaid  Majcftics,  jointly  and  feparate- 
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ly,  will  entirely  and  exaftly  perform  and  fulfil  to  the  faid 
king  of  Sardinia,  all  and  fingular  the    conditions,  ceffions, 
contrails,  guarantees,  and  fecurities,  contained  and  fet  forth 
in  the  treaty  and    articles  abovementioned  ;  it  being  far- 
ther provided,  that  all  and  fmgalar  the  things  agreed  upon 
by  the  fecret  articles  againft  the  faid  king  of  Sardinia,  Ihall 
by  this  his  prefent  accelfion  wholly  ceafe,  and  be  aboliflied. 
On  the  other  hand  alfo,  we    the    under-written   minifters 
plenipotentiaries  of  the  king  of  Sardinia,  by  virtue  of  the 
full  po^ver  in  due  form  exhibited    and  allowed,  a   copy 
whereof  is  added  at  the  end  of  this  inilruraent,  do  nere* 
hy  teltify  g.nd  promife  in  the  name  of  the  faid  king,  that 
our  king  and  mafter  afbrefaid  doth  accede  fully  and  amply 
to  the  treaty,  and  to  all   and  fingular  the  articles  therein 
above  inlerted.     Thut  by  this  folemn  acceffion   he   doth 
join  nin:reli    to  the  contrafting  parties  aboveiaid,  as   if  he 
himfelf  from  the  beginning  h.ad  been  a  party  contracting  : 
and  that  by  virtue  of  this  att  his  faid  niajefty  the   king  of 
Sardinia  doth  mutually  oblige  and  bind  himfelf,  both  for 
himielf  his  heirs,  and  fucceiibrs,  to  his    Imperial  a.id  Ca- 
thoiick  Majefty.  to  his  Britannick  Majeliy,  andtohismofl 
Chriftian  Majefty  and  to  their  heirs,  andfiicceHors,  jointly 
and  feparateiy,  that  he  v,ill    obferve,  perform,  and  fulfil, 
all  and  fingular  the  condidons,  ceffions,  contrafts,  guaran- 
tees, and  fecurides,  in  the  abovewritten  treades  and  arti- 
cles exprefied  and  kt  forth,  towards  all    of  them  jointly, 
and  each  of  them  feparately,  with  the  fame  faith  andcon- 
fcience,    as  if  he  had  been    a  contrafting   party  from  the 
beginning,  and  had  made,  concluded  and  figned,  jointly 
or  feparateV,  the  fame  conditions,  ccfiions,  contrafts.  gua- 
ranties and  fecurities,   with    his    Im.perial    and   Catholick 
Majefty,  his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  his  mod    Chriiliaq 
Majefty. 

This  inftrument  of  the  admilTion  and  acceffion  of  the 
faid  king  of  Sardinia  fliall  be  radfied  by  all  the  contrac- 
ting pardes,  and  the  ratificadons  made  out  in  due  form 
fhall  be  exchanged  and  mutually  delivered  at  London 
within  the  (pace  of  two  months,  or  fooncr,  if  poffibie,  to 
be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  figning. 

In  v;itnefs  whereof  we  the  plenipotcndaries  of  the  par- 
ties pontrading,  being  on  every  part  furnifiied  with  fuffi-

Convention  hetiveen  Charles  VI.  emperor  oj  the  Romans 
and  Catholick  king  of  Spain,  George  king  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  relating  to  the  execution  of  certain  articles  and 
points  of  tlie  Barrier  Treaty,  concluded  on  the  ic^th  of 
November,  1715.  Signed  at  the  Hague  the  22d  of 
December,   1718. 

SOME  of  the  articles  of  the  barrier  treaty,  concluded 
on  the  15th  of  November,  1715.  between  his  Impe- 
rial and  Catiiolick  Majefty,  his  Majefty  the  king  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  Um'tcd 
Provinces,  being  inipolhble  to  be  performed,  by  rcafbn 
of  certain  difficulties  that  have  occurred  ;  and  his  majefty 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  their  High  Mightinefles,  be- 
ing alike  dcfircus  to  remove  thofe  dillicultics  by  the  moft 
agreeable  iriethods,  in  order  to  attain  to  the  view  propofcd 
by  the  laid  trenty,  and  the  better  to  eftablilh  the  founda- 
tions of  a  folid  fricndihip  and  a  good  underftanding.  to 
which  all  the  panics  arc?  inclined,  his  Impcrievl  andCatho- 
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lick  Majefly,  his  raajefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and 
their  High  MightineiTes  have  nominated  and  appointed  to 
treat  thereof,  viz.  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majeftv 
the  fieur  Hercules  Jofeph  Lewis  Turenetti,  marquis  de 
Prie  &  de  Pancaher,  count  de  Mittelevurg  &  de  Caftil- 
lon,  lord  de  St.  Servolo  &  Callelnovo  in  Carniola,  ofFri- 
daw  &  Rabonftein  in  Auflria,  of  Schiurge  Belvar  &  St. 
Miclos  in  Plungary,  a  grandee  of  Spain,  knight  of  the  or- 
jder  of  the  annunciada,  privy  counfellor  of  his  Imperial 
and  Catholick  Majefty,  his  minifter  plenipotentiary  for  the 
government  of  the  Netherlands,  and  his  ambaffador  pleni- 
.potentiary,  for  concluding  and  figning  this  prefent  treaty, 
for  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  the  barriei- :  his  Eritan- 
nick  Majefty,  "William  earl  Cadogan,  vifcount  of  Caver-? 
iliam,  baron  of  Reading  and  Oakley,  general  of  the  foot, 
colonel  of  the  2d  regiment  of  foot  guards,  governor  of  the 
Ifle  of  Wight,  mafter  of  the  wardrobe,  privy  counfellor, 
knight  of  the  moft  noble  andmoft  antient  order  of  St.  An- 
drew, and  his  ambaffador  extraordinary  and  plenipotenti- 
ary to  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces :  and  their  High  Mightineffes,  the  fieurs  John  van 
Wynbergen,  lord  of  Glinthorft,  of  the  body  of  the  nobles 
of  the  quarter  of  Veluwe,  in  the  province  of  Gueldei  land  ; 
Wigbolt  vander  Does,  lord  of  Noortwyck,  oFthe  order  of 
the  nobility  of  Holland  and  W'^eftfriefjand,  high  bailiff  ajid 
dykegrave  of  Rhinland;  Anthony  Heinfius,  counfellor 
penfionary,  keeper  of  the  .{^reat  feal,  and  fuperintendantof 
the  f^fi-of  the  province  of  Holland  and  Weftfriefland; 
Adrian  Velters,  late  Echevin,  fenator  and  pcnfionarv  of 
the  town  of  Middleburg  in  Zealand;  Gerard  Godart  Taats 
van  Amerongen,  canon  of  the  chapter  of  St.  John  at 
Utrecht,  affeffor  in  the  council  of  fubfi.dies,  conftituting  the 
chief  member  of  the  ftates  of  the  province  of  Utrecht, 
grand  huntfman  of  the  faid  province,  and  afieffor  in  the 
council  of  the  Heemrades  of  the  river  of  Leek;  Dancker 
de  Kempenaar,  fenator  of  the  town  of  Harlingen,  in  Frief- 
land ;  Everard  Roufe,  burgomafter  of  Dcventer  in  Ove- 
ryflel;  and  Eger  Tamminga,  lord  in  Zeeryp,  Enum, 
Leerumus  and  Zandt,  all  refpettively  deputies  in  our  aA 
fembly  on  the  part  of  the  ftates  of  Gueldcrland,  Holland, 
^n4  WeilBiefland,  Ovcryffel  and  Groningen,  and  the  Om-» 

melands:

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melands;  who  by  virtue  of  their  reft-^eciive  full  powers,  af- 
ter having  held  leveral  conferences  together,  have  agreed 
as  follows. 

I.  Whereas  certain  difficulties  have  arifen  with  refpefl 
to  the  17th  article  of  the  faid  treaty  of  barrier,  which 
relates  to  the  fecurity  of  the  frontiers,  and  the  extending 
of  the  limits  of  their  High  MightinefTcs  in  Flanders,  from 
whence  inconveniencies  mavorife.  which  all  the  parties  are 
dclirous  to  prevent,  it  is  j greed  to  fu!)lHtute  the  preient 
article  in  the  place  of  the  faid  17th  article. 

His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  agrees  and  ap- 
proves,/that  for  the  future  the  boundaries  of  the  States 
General  in  Flanders  fhall  begin  at  the  fea  to  the  N.  W.  of 
the  fort  of  St.  Paul  now  demoliilied,  which  his  majefty 
yields  to  them  together  with  ten  rods  of  land,  each  rod 
conlifting  of  14  leet  round  the  ditch  of  the  counterfcarp, 
to  the  weit  and  fouth  fides;  and  a  (Irait  line  fliall  be  drawn 
from  the  dyke  which  is  to  the  fouth  of  the  faid  fort,  marked 
by  the  letter  A  on  the  map  which  has  been  formed  and 
ligned  by  all  the  parties,  through  tbe  Polder  called  Hafe- 
gras,  as  far  as  where  it  joins  to  the  d)ke  of  Crommendvke, 
marked  B,  pafling  along  by  a  ditch  on  die  weft;  fide  of  the 
faid  demolirned  dyke,  and  from  thence  to  the  canal  called 
Neeuwgcdhelft  marked  C,  and  from  thence  to  the  Nceuw- 
gedl^eU't  Dryhocck  marked  D;  from  whence  the  new  li- 
mits fiiall  run  along  a  v.  atercourfe  and  ditch,  mar'  ed  H, 
as  far  as  to  the  line  marked  F,  Vv'hich  water coyrfe  and 
ditch  fhall  remain  to  hi.-^  majefty.  From  the  letter  F  they 
Ihill  be  continued  along  the  faid  line  beyond  the  toll-houie 
of  his  Imperial  and  Catholic'K  Majefty,  marked  G,  in  an 
angle,  where  it  fliall  enter  the  dyke  again,  and  run  through 
the  little  polder  level  with  a  ditch  as  far  as  the  waterfall  of 
the  black  fluice,  and  continued  on  the  point  of  a  redoubt 
or  traverfe,  v,'hich  is  upon  the  dyke  beyond  the  two  canals 
of  Saute  and  Soute,  marked  H,  near  the  fort  of  St.  Do- 
nat,  which  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  yields  in 
full  Ibvercigntv  av.d  propriety  to  the  States  General,  toge- 
ther with  the  fovereignty  of  tk-e  land  fituate  to  the  north  of 
the  line,  maikcd  as  above  ;  provided  that  the  gales  of  tl-,c 
fluices  of  the  (aid  Fort  be,  and  continue  taken  down  in 
Uirjeof  pcace^  ar4that  the  proprietors  be  permitted  tofmk 
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the  thre(bolds  level  with  that  of  the  black  fluice,  and  toiii- 
fpeO;  them  as  often  as  they  think  necedary,  to  the  end  that 
in  time  of  peace  the  water  may  always  have  a  free  current 
to  the  fea. 

From  the  faid  poft,  the  new  limits  fliall  return  back 
along  the  foot  of  the  dyke,  towards  the  polder,  called  the 
Worlds  End,  and  from  thence  along  the  fea  dyke,  as  it  is 
fet  down  in  the  map,  as  far  as  the  antient  boundaries,  to 
the  cut  in  the  dyke  which  clofes  the  creek  of  Lapfchure, 
marked  I ;  and  the  land  on  the  north  fide  of  the  liive  flialf 
belong  to  their  High  Mightineffes  in  fovcreignty. 

From  thciKe  the  old  limits  fhall  be  continued  as  far  as 
the  Barbara  Polder,  at  which  place  the  new  limits  i]:all 
enter  and  begin  at  the  foot  of  the  dyke,  running  along 
that  polder,  and  the  Lauraine  Polder,  to  the  long  Ilreet 
marked  K  ;  and  from  thence  in  a  ftrait  line  along  the  faid 
ftreet  to  the  dyke  which  goes  from  Bouckhoute,  to  the 
harbour  of  Bouckhoute,  marked  L;  and  from  thence 
they  fhall  enter  into  the  Chapel  Polder,  and  continue  in  a 
ftrait  line  to  an  angle  of  the  Grafjanfdyke,  marked  M  ; 
and  from  thence  along  the  dyke,  as  far  as  the  Red  Pol- 
der. 

His  Imperial  and  Cati.olick  Majefly  yields  to  their  High 
Mightineffes  in  full  fovereignty  the  Barbary  Polder,  Lau- 
raine Polder,  Chapel  Polder,  and  the  Red  Polder ;  ex- 
cept what  is  referved  by  the  line  above  drawn  in  the  Cha- 
pel and  the  Laurain  Folders,  which  fliail  remain  to  his 
Imperial  and  Catholick  Majeliy. 

Their  High  Mightineffes  permit  the  owners  of  the 
fluices  of  Bouckhoute  to  replace  them  where  they  were 
before,  and  that  the  faid  fluices  may  have  their  currents 
direBly  to  the  fea,  as  they  had  before  the  late  war. 

Their  High  Mightineffes  fliall  be  permitted  in  time  of 
war,  when  it  is  necefiary  for  the  defence  and  lecurity  of 
their  frontiers,  to  occupy  and  fortify  the  necelTary  pofts  in 
the  Grafjanfdyke  and  Zydlingfdyke. 

As  to  the  town  of  Sas  van  Ghent,  the  limits  fliall  be  ex- 
tended to  the  diftance  of  two-thirds  of  two  geometrical 
miles  round  the  town,  beginning  at  the  ans^les  of  the  baf- 
tions,  which  fliall  terminate  on  the  fide   towards  Zelfate, 
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at  the  point  of  their  antient  limits  on  the  bank  of  the  cana! 
of  the  Sas, 

And  for  the  prefervation  of  the  lower  Scheldc,  and  for 
the  fake  of  the  communication  between  Dutch  Erabant 
and  Flanders,  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  gives  up 
to  the  States  General  the  full  and  entire  fovereignty  of  the 
village  and  polder  of  Doel,  as  alfo  of  the  polders  of  St. 
Anne  and  Keteniffe ;  provided  neverthelels,  that  the  ter- 
ritory of  their  High  Mightinefl'es  fhall  not  extend  between 
the  forts  of  the  Pearl  and  Liefkenfiioeck,  farther  than  the 
midway  between  the  two  forts. 

His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  as  foon  as  the  bar- 
rier fhall  be  attacked,  or  a  war  begun,  fliall  deliver  up  the  ' 
guard  of  fort  Pearl  to  their  High  MightinefTes;  on  con- 
dition neverthelefs,  that  as  foon  as  fuch  war  is  at  an  end, 
they  fnall  reftore  the  faid  fort  Pearl  to  his  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majefty,  together  with  the  pofts  they  fhall  have 
in  that  time  taken  poffeffion  ofj  on  the  Grafjanfdyke  and 
Zydlingfdyke. 

Their  High  Mightineffespromife  moreover,  that  if  upon 
occafion  of  giving  up  to  them  fome  fluiccs  (wherof  the  in- 
habitants of  Auftrian  Flanders  fliall  retain  the  free  ufe  in 
time  of  peace)  they  fliould  fuffer  any  damage  or  prejudice, 
either  from  the  commanders  or  other  military  officers,  the 
States  General  will  not  only  remedy  it  immediately,  but 
likewife  make  fatifa6tion  to  thofe  concerned. 

And  becaufe,  from  this  new  fituation  of  the  limits, 
there  will  be  a  neceffity  of  ch?inging  the  toll  houfes  to  pre- 
vent frauds,  wherein  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty 
and  their  High  Mightined'cs  are  equally  intercfted  ;  other 
places  for  eftablifliing  the  faid  toll-houfes  fliall  be  agreed 
on,  as  well  as  the  farther  precautions  that  it  fliall  be  thought 
convenient  to  take. 

It  fliall  moreover  be  ftipulatcd,  that  a  juft  valuation 
fhall  be  made,  in  three  months  time,  ofthe  revenues  which 
the  fovercign  receives  from  the  lands  that  fliall  be  yielded 
up  to  du'ir  Hightineftts  by  this  article;  as  alfo  wliat  have 
arifen  to  the  fovereign  by  the  renewing  ofthe  grants  on  the 
foot  they  have  been  agreed  to  for  diirty  years  paft,  to  be 
dedufled  and  ftruck  oft  from  the  annual  fubfidy  of  ^co.ogo 
crowns  3  but  the  payment  ofthe  faid  fubfidy  faall  not  be  re- 
tarded 
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tarded  by  reafon  of  the  faid  valuation !  which  lands  fhall 
not  be  charged  with  any  taxes  more  than  what  they  now 
contribute  in  the  pubhck  aireiTments,  according  to  the  rate 
they  are  valued  at. 

The  Roman  Catholick  Religion  fhall  be  preferved  and 
maintained  in  the  places  abovementioned,  in  the  fame 
manner  and  with  the  fame  freedom  of  publick  exercife  aa 
now  ;  and  to  the  fame  extent  as  this  fi-eedom  was  ftipulated 
by  the  i8th  article  of  the  barrier  treaty. 

The  proprietors  of  the  lands  and  other  eftates  fituate 
within  the  limits  of  the  faid  ceffion,  fhail  reta'in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  fame,  in  full  poffeffion  and  propriety,'  with  all 
the  prerogatives  and  rights  thereto  annexed,  none  referved 
nor  excepted  ;  and  fhail  moreover  be  continued  particular 
lords  of  the  faid  lands  and  eftates,  and  maintained  in  the 
peaceful  propriety  and  pofTeriion  of  thcjurifdiQions  apper- 
taining to  them,  in  all  the  degrees  of  high,  mean,  and  low 
jurifdiQion,  as  they  have  enjoyed  the  fame  hitherto. 

The  fort  of  Rodenhuyfcn  fhall  be  dcmolifhed,  and  the 
difputes  touching  the  canal  of  Bruges  ihall  be  referred  to 
the  decifion  of  neutral  arbitrators,  to  be  chofen  on  both 
fides ;  provided  neverthelefs,  that  by  given  up  of  the  fort 
of  St.  Donat,  thofe  of  the  town  of  Sluys  fiiall  not  have 
more  right  upon  that  canal  than  they  had  before  this  cefljon. 

In  confequence  of  the  cefiions  included  in  this  article, 
their  High  Mightineifes  defift  their  pretenfions  to  all  other 
lands  and  places  which  were  yielded  to  them  by  the  17th 
article  of  the  barrier  treaty,  which  fliall  remain  as  they 
did  before  under  the  dominion  of  his  Imperial  and  Catho- 
lick Majefty. 

II.  Whereas  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  pro- 
mifed  by  the  19th  article  of  the  barrier  treaty,  to  caufe  to 
be  paid  to  the  States  General  the  fum  of  500,000  crowns 
a  year,  amounting  to  1,250.000  florins  of  Holland,  at  the 
terms  fpecified  by  the  faid  treaty,  in  confiderat'on  of  the 
great  charges  and  extraordinary  expences,  to  which  the 
lords  the  States  General  are  indifpenfibly  obliged,  as  well 
for  maintaining  the  great  number  of  troops,  which  they 
are  obliged  by  the  faid  treaty  to  keep  in  tr.e  towns  and 
places  of  the  faid  barrier,-  as  for  fupporting  the  great' charge 
abfolutely  necefiary  for  the  maintenance  and  reparation  <>f 
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the  fortifications  of  the  fald  places,  and  for  fupplying  them 
with  ammunition  and  provifions. 

And  his  majcfly  defires  that  his  promife  may  be  punc- 
tually executed  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  laid  19th  ar- 
ticle having  for  that  end  ihewn  their  High  Mightinelfes  the 
difficulties  and  inconveniencies  that  might  arife  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  faid  article,  asalfoofthe  feparate  article 
of  the  faid  treaty,'  with  regard  to  the  affignments  made  upon 
the  fiubfidies  of  the  provinces  of  Brabant  and  Flanders,  and 
the  quarters,  diitrifts  and  chatellanicsthrein  mentioned,  for  • 
the  fum  of  640,000  florins  of  Holland. 

His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  and  the  lords  the 
States  General  have  agreed  upon  another  repartition,  and 
upon  another  fpecial  mortgage,  which  fliall  be  fubftituted 
in  the  place  of  the  faid  mortgages  and  aflignments,  upon 
the  fubfidies  of  the  provinces  of  Brabant  and  Flanders, 
over  and  above  the  general  mortgage  upon  all  the  reve- 
nues of  the  Auflrian  Netherlands  ftipulated  by  the  faid 
treaty. 

Namely,  that  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  for 
the  better  fccuring  and  facilitating  the  payment  of  the  faid 
fubfidy  of  500,000  crowns,  or  1,250.000  florins  Dutch 
money  per  annum,  affigns  a  fum  of  700,000  florins,  or 
280,000  crowns,  in  lieu  of  the  fum  of  610,000  florins  af- 
fefled  upon  the  countries,  cities,  chatellanies,  and  depen- 
dencies, made  over  again  by  France,  the  revenues  of  which 
conlifts  in  the  aids  and  fubfidies  payable  by  th.e  faid  towns 
andchatellanies,in  the  duties  of  the  four  members  of  Flan- 
ders, and  other  duties  of  domains,  in  that  called  the  four 
Patars  par  Bonnier,  and  other  taxes  for  the  fortifications, 
the  ranfom  of  thofe  called  Coniines  Miiiiaircs,  and  in  the 
emoluments,  and  other  gratuities,  which  were  paid  at  the 
time  that  the  faid  towns  and  chatellanies  were  in  the  power 
of  France,  to  the  intendants,  governors,  and  other  oiEccrs 
on  the  eftablifliment  in  the  places :  and  that  he  docs  this 
for  all  the  duties  and  imports  in  general,  which  their  High 
ilfightineffes  have  enjoyed  hitherto  in  whole  or  in  part, 
without  any  exception  whatfocver. 

On  condition  that  no  diminution  or  alteration  be  made 
in  them  to  the  prejudice  of  the  faid  mortgage. 
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The  awarding  of  the  farm  of  the  faid  duties  of  the  four 
members  of  Flanders  fhall  be  made  inpublick  to  the  high- 
eft  bidders ;  provided  neverthelefs,  that  in  cafe  of  infol- 
vency  of  the  farmers  and  their  fecurities,  his  Imperial  and 
CathoHck  Majefty  fliall  make  good  the  deficiency  out  of 
the  other  branches  and  revenues  of  the  towns,  and  cha- 
tellanies  abovementioned,  or  out  of  his  demefnes  in  the 
other  Auftrian  Netherlands,  as  far  as  amounts  to  the  fum 
of  700,000  florins  a  year. 

And  when  any  abatement  is  foli  cited,  by  which  the  re- 
venues of  the  faid  farm,  or  of  the  aids  and  other  duties 
and  imports  above  fpecified,  may  not  be  fufficient  to  pro- 
duce the  entire  fum  of  700,000  florins,  it  fhall  not  be 
granted  till  provifion  be  made  for  the  faid  abatement  in 
fome  other  fuihcient  way  to  their  fatisfaftion. 

His  Imperial  and  CathoHck  Majefty  affigns  and  makes 
over  the  remaining  550,000  florins  of  Holland,  or 
220,000  crowns,  upon  all  the  revenues  of  the  tolls 
above  mentioned,  arifing  from  the  duties  of  importation 
and  exportation  paid  in  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  which 
are  only  engaged  by  way  of  fubfidy  to  their  High  M~igh- 
tineffes  for  their  levies  of  money  on  feveral  occafions, 
or  for  annuities  in  the  country,  and  the  like  certain 
charges. 

Namely,  the  toU-houfes  of  Bruffels,  Burgherout,  Tir- 
lemont,  Charleroy,  Mons,  Aeth,  Beaumont,  Courtray, 
Ypres,  Tournay,  Newport,  of  the  province  of  Luxem- 
burg, and  that  of  Mechlin,  fliall  generally  and  feverally 
be  mortgaged  for  the  faid  fum  of  550,000  florins. 

And  for  the  better  fecuring  the  payment  of  the  faid 
fum  his  majefty  engages,  by  the  way  of  a  fubfidiary  and 
fupplemental  fund,  the  fum  of  250.000  Dutch  florins 
per  annum,  out  of  the  firft.  and  cleareft  revenue  from  the 
duties  of  import  and  export  of  Ghent,  Bruges,  and  Oftend; 
promifing  that  they  fhall  be  entirely  paid  in  five  years, 
out  of  what  remains  in  arrear  of  the  principal  and  in- 
tereft  of  1,040,600  florins,  which  were  raifed  upon  thofe 
three  toll  houfes  in  1710. 

His  majefty  likewife  promifes  that  no  alteration  flisU 
be  made  in  the  duties  of  import  and  export,   which  may 
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lelTen  the  revenue  thereof  to  the  prejudice  of  the  mort- 

g^g^-  .        .  .       . 

And  if  his  majefty  in  procefs  of  time  judges  it  necefiary 

to  make  any  alteration  in  the  levy  of  the  laid  duties,  by 
which  they  may  happen  to  be  diminiflied,  fuch  alteration 
fhall  not  be  eftablifhed  till  a  fufficient  fund  is  appropri- 
ated to  make  good  fuch  deficiency. 

His  Imperial  and  Catbolick  Majefty  doth  by  this  con- 
vention  command  tiie   receiver   general   of  his  majefty 's 
finances,   and  him  diat  fhall  be  eilabUfhed  to  prefide  in 
chief  in  the  countries  made  over  again,  that  by  virtue  of 
thefe  prefents,  and  according    to  a  copy  hereof,  they  pay 
every  three  months,  computing  from  the   firft  of  this  in- 
flant  December  1718,  to  the  receiver  general  of  the  States 
General  in  thofe  countries  that   are  made  over  again,  in 
fuch  coin,  or  fuch  money  as  is  received  at  the  toll-houfes 
and  at   his   majefty 's    general   receiving  ofiBce,    an  exaft 
quarter  part  of  the  fum  of  280,000  crowns,  or  700.000 
Dutch  florins ;  and    to   the    receiver  general  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  finances  in  the  city  of  Antwerp,  to  pay  aUb  an  ex- 
a6l  fourth  part  of  the  remaining  fum  of  550,000  florins,  or 
220,000  crowns,  without  ftaying  for  any  other  order  or  al- 
ignment; thefe  prefents  being  to  ferve  inftead  of  an  order 
or  aftignment,  both  now  and  hereafter  :  and  the  faid  pay- 
ments fhall  be  allowed  them  in  their  accompt  with  his  Im- 
perial and  Catbolick  Majefty,  as  much  as  if  they  had  made 
•them  tohimfelf. 

As  for  the  arrears,  of  the  faid  fubfidy  of  500,000  crowns, 
or  1,250,000  florins  of  Holland,  per  annum,  that  have  ac- 
crued fVom  the  15th  of  November  1715,  the  day  on  which 
the  barrier  treaty  was  ngned,  on  the  lafl  day  of  November 
laft,  it  is  agreed,  for  avoiding  all  manner  of  difpute  touching 
the  produce  in  that  time,  of  the  revenues  of  the  towns 
and  chatellanics  made  over  again  by  France,  which  have 
n'olt  amounted  to  above  300.000  crowns  per  annum,  all 
charges  deducicd,  as  tlicir  High  Mightineffcs  have  fhcwn 
by  eftimates  thereof,  which  tlic)-  have  can  fed  to  be  drawn 
up  and  counnunicatcd,  and  which  have  been  examined  by 
•one  ui"  the  connniflloners  of  his  Imperial  and  Catbolick 
lylijeny's  finances,  and  alio  for  putting  an  end  to  the  dif- 
putes  that  have  arilen  on  account  of  the  non-performance 
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of  certain  articles  of  the  faid  treaty,  with  regard  to  the 
pay  of  the  faid  arrears  from  the  35th  of  November  1715, 
to  the  firll  of  January  1718,  which  on  the  part  of  the 
States  are  caft  up  at  above  400,000  crowns;  their  High 
Mightineffes  will  be  content  to  take  for  all  thofe  arrears, 
from  the  15th  of  November  1715,  to  the  faid  firfi:  of  Ja- 
nuary 1718,  200,000  crowns  or  500,000  florins  of  Hol- 
land, payable  by  20,000  crowns  a  year,  till  the  fum  total 
is  difcharged ;  provided  that  the  intire  fubfidy  be  paid  to 
them  from  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  year,  in  manner 
following. 

Namely,  that  the  arrears  of  the  firft  eight  months  of  the 
prefent  year,  amounting  to  the  fum  of  333,333  florins, 
fix  fous,  eight  deniers  of  Holland  money,  fhall  be  paid 
in  the  fame  manner  by  20,000  crowns  ayear  in  part  of  pay- 
ment, as  is  aforefaid,  immediately  after  the  payment  of 
the  faid  arrears  of  the  preceding  years. 

For  fecuring  the  payment  of  both  the  one  and  the  other, 
his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefcy  engages,  and  makes 
over  by  way  of  fpecial  mortgage,  the  duties  of  import  and 
export  of  the  toll-houfes  of  Ghent,  Bruges,  and  Oftend, 
over  and  above,  and  without  prejudice  to  the  fubfidiary 
engagement  of  the  faid  toll-houfes  for  the  fum  of  250,000 
Dutch  florins  a  year,  ftipulated  by  the  prefent  conven- 
tion. 

For  the  greater  fecurity  whereof,  the  adminiftrators  ge- 
neral of  the  duties  of  import  and  export,  fhall,  by  the 
bond  which  they  give  for  the  yearly  payment  of  550,000 
Dutch  florins,  during  the  fix  years  of  their  adminillration, 
charge  themleives  with  the  payment  of  the  fix  firft  portions 
or  terms  of  the  faid  arrears  ;  and  after  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  their  contraQ,  or  receipt,  the  reft  fhall  be  paid 
by  quarter  parts  by  the  new  adminiftrators,  or  by  thofe 
who  fliall  then  have  the  regio  and  receipt  of  the  faid  du- 
ties, at  Ghent,  Bruges,  and  Oflend,  after  the  manner  and 
under  the  engagements  ftipulated  for  fecuring  the  pay- 
ment of  the  550,000  florins. 

The  furplus,  or  the  three  months  remaining  of  the  ar- 
rears of  the  prefent  year,  amounting  to  the  fum  of  125,000 
Dutch  florins,  fhall  be  paid  in  1720;  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholick Majefty  particularly  appropriating  for  the  payment 
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thereof,  the  revenue  of  the  towns  and  chatellanles  made 
over  again  by  France,  over  and  above,  and  without  pre- 
judice to  the  appropriation  of  the    700,000  florins  a  year, 
made  by  this  convention. 

Iheir  High  MightinefTes  fh all  enjoy  the  revenues  of  the 
countries  made  over  again  to  the  laft  day  of  lad  November, 
and  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  by  way  of  execution 
for  the  recovery  of  the  arrears  of  the  revenues  of  the 
faid  towns  and  chatellanies,  that  are  and  may  become  due 
to  the  laft  day  of  laft  November;  and  for  this  purpofe  to 
make  ufe  of  the  fame  methods  of  execution  againft  the 
States  (the  ecclefiafticks  excepted)  magiftrates,  towis  and 
chatellanies,  farmers  and  others,  as  they  have  ftipulated 
for  the  recovery  of  the  700,000  florins  a  year,  alfigncd 
upon  the  faid  revenues,  and  may  alfo  make  ufe  of  the  fame 
method  with  regard  to  the  125,000  florins  which  are  made 
over  to  them,  conformably  to  the  foregoing  ardcle. 

And  whereas  his  faid  majefly  has  put  his  dudes  of  im- 
port and  export  into  adminiftration  and  direfticn,  and 
bound  the  adrainiftrators  general  or  dire6lors  of  the  faid 
duties,  to  pay  a  fixed  fum  yearly  for  the  improvement  of 
his  majefty's  finances ;  the  adminiftrators  general  or  direc- 
tors of  die  faid  dudes,  fliall  enter  into  an  obligation,  under 
a  voluntary  condemnation,  which  fhall  be  decreed  by  the 
grand  council  of  Mechlin,  and  by  thofe  of  Brabant  and 
Flanders,  to  pay  every  three  months  during  the  time  of 
their  adminiftration  the  faid  fourth  part  of  the  fum  of 
550,000  florins  of  Holland,  to  the  receiver  general  of  the 
United  Provinces,  or  his  order,  as  is  faid :  and  the  pre- 
fent  article  fliall  fufhce  for  the  difcharge  of  the  faid  admi- 
niftrators or  directors,  with  the  acquittance  of  the  faid  re- 
ceiver general  of  the  United  Provinces. 

The  laid  adminiftrators  general,  or  dire61ors,  fhall  ob- 
lige thcmi'elves  by  the  fame  aft,  to  pay  off,  by  equal  pay- 
ments in  five  years,  what  remains  to  be  paid  to  the  States- 
General  of  the  faid  1,040,625  florins,  raifcd  in  1710  upon 
the  toll-houfes  of  Ghent,  Bruges,  and  Oftend,  with  the 
interefts  that  fhall  accrue  every  year;  to  the  end,  that 
whiCn  die  five  years  arc  expired,  the  faid  toll-houfes  may 
be  entirely  dilcharged  from  the  faid  levy. 

And 
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And  on  the  failure  of  the  payment,  after  the  manner 
above  ftipiilated,  as  well  of  the  fums  of  the  fubfidy  of 
500,000  crowns,  or  1,250,000  Dutch  florins,  as  of  the 
faid  money  raifed  upon  the  toll  houfes,  the  lords  the 
States  General  may  proceed  to  methods  of  compulfion  and 
execution,  ev^en  by  way  of  violence,  againft  the  receiver 
general  of  his  majefty's  finances,  and  againft  the  receiver 
of  the  countries  yielded  back  again,  who  fhall  be  both  re- 
fponfible  and  liable  to  an  execution,  for  the  particular  and 
fubaltern  receivers  of  the  funds  alfigned  to  their  rerpe6live 
provinces;  if  either  the  receivers  general,  or  the  others, 
divert  any  part  of  their  general  or  particular  receipt  to 
the  prejudice  of  what  is  contained  in  the  prefent  conven- 
tion :  provided  however,  that  this  article  fhall  not  take  place 
againft  the  receiver  general  of  the  finances,  but  in  cafe  of 
the  management  of  the  duties  of  import  and  export. 

His  majefly  grants  the  fame  power  to  bring  an  execu- 
tion as  well  againft  the  toll-houfes,  engaged  previoufly  by 
fpecial  mortgage,  as  againft  the  toll-houfes  engaged  fub- 
fidiarily  on  failure  of  the  former,  and  againft  the  funds  of 
the  faid  country  made  over  again,  as  alfo  againft  the  States, 
except  the  ecclefiafticks,  and  againft  the  magiftrates  of 
the  towns  and  chatellanies  of  the  laid  country  yielded  back 
again,  if  they  make  any  fcruple  or  too  long  delavs  in  af- 
fefTing  and  furnifliing  the  impoft.s,  which  they  are  obliged 
to  raife  for  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty. 

And  this  execution  againft  the  faid  States,  excepting  the 
clergy,  and  againft  the  laid  magiftrates,  fliall  be  made  in 
the  name,  and  on  the  part  of  his  majefty,  and  in  the 
ufual  manner ;  his  majefty  for  this  end  authorizing  the  go- 
vernors of  the  barrier  towns  who  have  taken  an  oath  to  him, 
and  fubjeftingthe  faid  States  thereto,  (except  the  clergy) 
and  the  faid  magiftrates  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  conven- 
tion, as  well  as  the  faid  funds,  as  thofe  v^ere  fubjefted  to  it 
which  were  fpecially  mortgaged  and  affigned  for  the  re- 
fpeftive  fums  of  the  faid  fubfidy,  by  the  19th  article,  and 
the  feparate  article  of  the  barrier  treaty. 

The  ofiicers  of  juftice,  to  whom  it  fhall  appertain 
fhall  be  obliged  to  gi^'c  the  neceftary  affiftance  of  their  of- 
fice, when  thofe  who  bring  the  writs  that  fhall  be  ordered 
^jidiffued  in  favour  of  their  High  Mightineffes,  againft  tV 
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.  adminiflrators  of  his  majefty's  duties  of  import  and  export, 
as  well  as  againft  their   aflbciates,  Ihall  have  recourfe  to 
them,  in  order  to  proceed  to  the   execution  of  the  faid 
writs,   according   to  the  received   ufage   of  the  tribunals 
from   whence  they  are  difpatched  ;  in  the  fame  manner 
as  they  are  ufed  to  execute   the    fentences  which   the  na- 
tives and  other   inhabitants  of  the  Auftrian   Netherlands 
obtain  there.     And  as  to  the   States  of  the   Netherlands 
yielded  back  again,   (the    ecclefiafticks   excepted)  magi- 
ftrates,  toll-houfes   and  funds,    execution   may  be  iflued 
againft  them  in  the  manner  as  is  agreed  by  the  barrier  treaty. 
And  finally,    befides    the   order  which    fliall  be  given 
by  his  majelty  to  the  governor  general  of  the   Auftrian 
Netherlands,  the  prefent  convention  fliall  ferve  inftead  of 
a  fpecial  and  irrevocable  order  and  inftruftion,   for  him 
and  his  future  fuccefibrs,  in  purfuance  of  which  they  fliall 
perform  and  caufe  to  be  performed  what  is  ftipulated  by 
the  prefent  convention  ;  and  are  exprefsly  forbid   not    to 
divert,  or  fuffer  to  be  diverted  by  the  council  of  ftate  and 
the    finances,    by  the  direfclor  general    of    the  finances, 
or    by  any    other    perfon  whatibever,    any    fam  of   the 
revenues  abovementioned  of  the  faid    towns    and    cha- 
tellanies,  nor  of  the  faid  adminiftration,  management  and 
receipt  of  the  duties  of  import  and  export,  for  any  occafion 
whatfbever,  though  never  fo  material  and  urgent,   unlefs 
of  what  fliall  remain  after  the  payment  of  the  faid  quar- 
ters ;  which  payment  fliall  not  be  retarded,  much  lefs  re- 
fufed    under    colour  of   compenfations,    liquidations,   or 
other  pretences  of  what  name  or  nature  foever   they    be  : 
in  confequence    of  which,    their   High    Miglitinefles  the 
States  General   renounce,  and  entirely  give  up,  by  virtue 
of  the   prefent  convention,   every   a8ion   and  mortgage 
which  had  been  ftipulated  by  the  19th  article  of  the  bar- 
rier treaty,  and  its  fcparate  article,  againft  tlic  provinces 
of  Brabant  and  Flanders,  their  jurifdittions,  chatcllanics, 
the  feven  quarters  of  Antwerp,  and  againft  the  ftates  and 
receivers  of  the  faid  provinces. 

III.  The  arrears  due  of  the  intereft  of  the  fums  raifcd 
upon  the  revenue  of  the  pofts  in  tljc  Auftrian  Nether- 
lands being  very  confiderablc,  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty  promifes  and  engages  to  remedy    it,   by  caufing 
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entire  payment  to  be  made  both  of  the  intereft  and  principal 
as  foon  as  poffible  ;  and  till  this  is  performed,  his  Imperial 
and  Catholick  Majefty  will  give  very  ftrift  orders  that  the 
revenue  of  the  pofts  may  be  employed  conformably  to  the 
bonds,  and  that  no  part  of  it  be  diverted  to  the  prejudice 
of  their  contents. 

IV.  The  Lords  the  States  General  having  made  con- 
fiderable  advances  towards  paying  off  the  intereft  of  the 
monies  levied  as  fpecified  in  the  barrier  treaty,  it  has  been 
agreed  and  concluded,  that  the  fum  of  705,011  florins',  18 
fous  and  10  deniers,  which  his  Catholick  Majefty  owes  to 
their  High  Mightineffes,  according  to  the  liquidation  fet- 
tled on  this  day  the  22d  of  December  1718,  {had  be  paid 
off  by  equal  portions  of  20.000  crowns  or  50,000  Dutch 
florins  a  year,  to  commence  immediately  after  the  fix  years 
of  the  prefent  general  adminiflration  of  the  duties  of  import 
and  export ;  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  engaging 
the  faid  duties  in  Flanders  as  they  are  now  raifed,  and  as 
they  fhall  continue  to  be  raifed  after  the  end  of  the  faid 
general  adminiftration,  for  paying  off  the  faid  fum  of 
705,011  florins,  18  fous  and  10  deniers,  by  wayof  fpecial 
mortgage  :  and  till  the  fame  is  effeftually  paid  off,  he  fhall 
caufe  intereft  to  be  paid  for  the  faid  fum,  or  that  part  of  it 
which  fliall  remain  unpaid,  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a  half 
per  cent,  per  annum. 

In  order  to  facihtate  the  payment  of  the  faid  intereft  of 
two  and  a  half  per  cent,  per  annum,  their  High  Mighti- 
neffes confent  that  it  be  computed  by  the  double  canon 
of  800,000  florins  per  annum,  raifed  upon  the  revenues 
of  the  province  of  Namur,  and  fubfidiarily  upon  thofe  of 
the  mayoralty  and  province  of  Luxemburg ;  on  condition 
that  the  faid  double  canon  be  continued  proportionably  to  ' 
the  time  that  the  reimburferaent  of  the  faid  800,000  flo- 
rins fhall  be  retarded  by  the   faid  diminution. 

V.  To  put  an  end  to  the  differences  touching  the  artil- 
lery and  the  magazines  of  war,  and  particularly  concern- 
ing the  propriety  of  thofe  of  Venlo,  St.  Michael  and  Ste- 
venfwaert,  places  yielded  to  the  States  General  by  the 
treaty  of  barrier,  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty 
gives  up  all  claim  to  the  faid  artillery  and  magazines,  on 
condition  that  their  High  Mightineffes  recede,  as  they  do 
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by  the  prefent  convention,  from  the  demand  of  the  money 
due  to  them,  in  purfuance  of  the  a6l  pafTed  at  Antwerp 
the  30th  of  January  1716,  by  the  count  de  Konigfegg, 
plenipotentiary  of  his  Imperial  and  CathoHck  Majelty 
took  for  the  ppwder,  ball,  and  other  arnmunition,  which  the 
commiffioners  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefly 
took  for  his  accompt,  agreeable  to  the  faid  aft,  and  to 
lifts  figned  by  the  faid  commifTioners,  which  amount  in 
value  to  above  100,000  florins :  but  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholick Majefty  makes  no  claim  on  account  of  the  powder 
and  ammunition  belonging  to  France,  which  was  found 
at  the  reduftion  of  Antwerp,  Mechlin,  Ghent,  and  other 
places  of  the   Auftrian   Netherlands. 

VI.  The  States  General  immediately  after  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  convention,  Ihall  remit 
to  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  the  poflefhon  and 
enjoyment  of  all  the  towns,  chatellanies,  diftrifts  and  ju- 
rifdiftions  made  over  again  by  France,  according  to  the 
tepqr  of  the  firft  article  of  the  barrier  treaty.  And  his 
Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  (liall  likewife  remit  to 
their  High  Mightineftes,  immediately  after  the  exchange 
of  the  (aid  ratifications,  the  poffeflion  of  the  land  and  pol- 
ders which  he  has  yielded  to  them  in  Flanders  by  the  firft 
article  of  this  convention. 

VII.  The  barrier  treaty,  and  its  feparate  article  of  the 
15th  of  November  1715,  fliall  be  confirmed  by  thefe  pre- 
fents.  in  sM  and  every  of  its  articles. 

VIII.  Forafmuch  as  for  the  greater  fccurity  and  better 
performance  of  th.e  barrier  treaty,  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty has  confirmed  and  guarantied  the  faid  treaty,  fo  his 
faid  majefty  doth  promife  and  engage  to  confirm  and  gua- 
rantee the  prefent  convention,  as  he  doth  confirm  and 
gurantce  it  by  this  article. 

IX.  The  prefent  treaty  fliall  be  ratified  and  approved 
by  his  Imperial  and  CatholiclT  Majefty,  by  his  Britannick 
Majefty,  and  by  the  Lords  the  vStates  General  of  the 
XInited  Provinces,  and  die  ratifications  ftiall  be  exchanged 
in  fix  weeks,  or  fooncr  if  poftible,  after  die  day  of  its 
being  figned. 

In  witnc fs  whereof,  we  the  ambaftadors  and  plenipo- 
tc.iiiarics  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick   Majefty,  and  v^f 
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Ills  Britannick  Majefty,  and  the  deputies  and  plenipoten^ 
tiaries  of  the  Lords  the  States  General,  by  virtue  of  our 
refpe6live  powers,  have  in  their  names  ligned  thefe  pre  • 
fents,  and  thereto  fet  the  feals  of  our  arms.  Done  at  the 
Hague,  the  2  2d  of  December,  1718.

Treaty  of  peace  betwixt  George  King  of  Great  Britain  as 
EleHor  and  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and  Ulrica  Eleonora, 
Qiieen  ^  Sweden  ;  by  -which,  in  purfiiance  of  the  pre- 
liminary treaty,  concluded  ]m\y  \:^  I7i9>  ^^^^  Duchies  of 
Bremen  and  Verden  are  yielded  to  the  faid  King  as 
Eledor  and  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  tvith  the  fame  prero^ 
gatives  and  titles  as  the  crown  of  Sweden  poffeffed  them, 
by  the  peace  of  Weftphalia. 

PARTICULARLY, 

Including  therein,  the  right  of  voice  and  fejion  in  the 
diets  of  the  empire,  the  direclorfiip  in  the  circle  of 
Lower  Saxony,  and  the  rights  to  the  cathedral  Chap- 
ter of  Hamburg,  and  that  of  Bremen  ;  as  alfo  the  pro- 
priety of  the  town  of  Wilfltaufen,  with  its  Bailywick, 
held  heretofore  by  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  as  a  pledge. 
In  exchange  whereof,  the  King,  EleHor,  and  Duke,  pro^ 
mifeth  her  Swedifli  Majefy,  to  caufe  a  7nillion  of  crowns 
in  money  of  Leipfick,  to  be  paid  to  her  at  three  terms, 
to  maintain  the  fubjcBs  and  inhabitants  in  all  their 
rights,  liberties,  and  privileges,  as  well  with  regard  to 
rehgion,  as  in  other  refpecls,  and  to  procure  favourable 
nftice  to  be  done  according  to  the  promifes  of  the  late

King  Charles  XII.  to  thofe  who  Jliall  appear  to  have 
leen  aggrieved  in  the  great  and  general  reduclion,  which 
was  made  heretofore.  The  King  alfo  p7-oinifeth,  JiriBly 
to  maintain  all  former  treaties  raade  with  the  crown  of 
Sweden,  including  therein  the  guaranties  in  favour  of 
the  Houfe  of  Holftein  Gottorp,  and  likewife  to  renew 
iheni  at  this  ti?ne,  in  coiforraity  to  the  prefent  union. 
Concluded  at  Stockholm,  the  ^thof  November  1719. 

I7i  the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity. 

BE  it  known  by  thefe  prefents :  whereas  the  troubles 
of  the  North,  which  began  without  the  holy  Roman 
empire,  did  likewife  in  courfe  of  time  infeft  fome  of  the 
provinces  depending  on  the  faid  empire,  and  afterwards 
penetrated  as  far  as  the  circle  of  Lower  Saxony,  which 
was  the  reafon  that  the  moft  illuHrious  and  moft  potent 
prince  and  lord,  George  king  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  duke  of  Brunfwick  and 
Lunenburg,  arch-treafurer  and  eleftor  of  the  holy  Roman 
empire,  as  duke  and  eleftor  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunen- 
burg, was  involved  in  the  war ;  the  moft  illuftrious  and 
mod  potent  princefs  Ulrica  Eleonora,  queen  of  Sweden, 
the  Goths  and  Vandals,  great  duchefs  of  Finland,  duchefs 
of  Schonen,  Efthonia,  Livonia,  Carclia,  Bremen,  Ver- 
den,  Stetin,  Pomerania,  Caflubia  and  Vandalia,  princefs 
of  Rugen,  lady  of  Ingria  and  Wifmar,  countcfs  palatine 
cf  the  Rhine  and  Bavaria,  duchefs  of  Juliers,  Cleves,  and 
Berg,  Landgravine  and  hereditary  princefs  of  Heffe, 
princefs  of  Hirchsfeld,  countcfs  of  Catzcncllcbogen,  Dictz, 
Zicgenhain,  Nidda,  and  Schaumbourg,  &c.  and  his  faid 
Britannick  Majefty  have  with  a  Chriftian  and  laudable  in- 
tention, confidcred  by  what  meafures  they  might  not  only 
prevent  greater  misfortunes,  and  the  ruin  of  countries  and 
nations  being  occafioncd  by  fuch  a  war,  but  chiefly  to 
rcftore  peace  and  tranquillity  betwixt  their  faid  majellies, 
and  to  eftabliPn  and  renew  the  good  harmony  and  mutual 
imderftanding  between  the  two  parties.  For  this  end  the 
moft  illuftrious  and  moft  potent  prince  and  lord  Lewis  XV. 
the  moft  Chriftian  Kingof  PVance  and  Navarre,  employed 
his  good  ofticcs  and  mediation  by  the  noble  lord  James 
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de  Campredon,  his  minifter  refiding  at  the  Swedifh  Court ; 
and  a  preliminary  treaty  of  peace  was  aftually  agreed  on 
between  their  faid  majefties,  which  was  concluded  at  Stock- 
holm the  —  of  July  laft,  in  which  it  was  ftipulated  that 
peace  Ihould  be  formally  concluded  betwixt  them  on  the 
foot  of  the  faid  treaty,  and  that  a  folemn  inftrument 
fhould  be  drawn  up  for  that  purpofe.  For  the  advancing 
and  perfecting  a  work  fo  defirable  and  falutary,  the  ple- 
nipotentiary minifters  on  both  fides  being  veiled  with  fuffici- 
ent  full  powers,  have  in  the  name  of  God  entered  into  a 
conference,  viz.  on  the  part  of  her  Swedifh  Majefty, 
the  count  Guftavus  Cronhielm,  fenator  of  her  majefty 
and  the  kingdom,  prefident  of  the  royal  chancery,  and 
chancellor  of  the  academy  at  Upfal ;  the  count  Charles 
Guftavus  Ducker,  fenator  of  her  majefty  and  the  kingdom, 
velt  marftial  and  counfellor  of  war;  the  count  Guftavus 
Adam  Taube,  fenator  of  her  majefty  and  the  kingdom, 
and  governor  of  Stockholm ;  the  count  Magnus  de  la  Gar- 
die,  fenator  of  her  majefty  and  the  kingdom,  and  prefi- 
dent of  the  college  of  commerce;  and  the  baron  Daniel 
Nicholas  de  Hopken,  fecretary  of  ftate  to  her  Swedifti 
Majefty;  and  on  the  part  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  as  duke 
and  eleSor  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg,  his  plenipoten- 
tiary, minifter  and  colonel,  Adolphus  Frederick  de  Eafte- 
witz ;  who  have  agreed  to  the  following  articles. 

I.  A  lafting  and  fincere  peace  and  friendfliip  fhall  be 
eftabliftied  and  confirmed  by  thefe  prefents,  between  his 
Swedifti  Majefty  and  the  kingdom  of  Sweden  on  the  one 
part,  and  his  Britannick  Majefty  as  duke  and  eleftor  of 
Brunfwick  Lunenburg,  and  his  ducal  and  eleftoral  houfe 
on  the  other  part;  and  both  fiiall  fincerely  and  conftantly 
do  every  thing  in  their  power  for  ftrengthening  the  bands 
of  union  and  confidence  between  them,  as  much  as  pof- 
fible  ;  and  all  hoftiiities  and  warlike  proceedings  of  the  one 
part  againft  the  other  fhall  entirely  ceafe  from  this  time. 

II.  There  fhaft  alfo  be  on  both  fides,  a  perpetual  ob- 
livion and  amnefty  of  whatever  the  one  has  committed 
hoftilely  againft  the  other,  of  what  nature  foever  the  aClion 
was,  in  fuch  manner  that  nothing  done  by  either  partv,  or 
hy  their  fubjefts,  fhaU  be  correQ:ed  or  revenged,  but  every 
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thing  fhall  by   thefe  prefents   be  abolilhed,  and  for  ever 
buried  in  oblivion. 

III.  As  her  Swedifh  Majefty,  by  virtue  of  the  prelimi- 
nary treaty  of  peace  concluded  July -i^  1719,  with  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  as  duke  and  eledor  of  Brunfwick 
and  Lunenburg,  did  then  yield,  fo  fhe  does  by  virtue 
of  thefe  prefents  again  yield  for  herfelf,  the  kingdom  of 
Sweden,  and  her  fucceffors  and  defcendents,  to  his  Bri- 
tannick Majefty,  as  duke  and  elector  of  Brunfwick  and 
Lunenburg,  and  his  fucceftbrs  for  ever,  the  duchies  of 
Bremen  and  Verden,  pleno  jure,  with  all  their  rights  and 
dependencies,  in  the  fame  manner  as  thofe  duchies  were 
among  others  appropriated,  according  to  the  Xth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  peace  at  Ofnaburg,  dated  the  ^^  Oftober 
1648,  and  as  the  kings  and  kingdom  of  Sweden  have  fmce 
that  time  poffefled,  do  now  poffefs,  or  ought  to  have  pof- 
fefled  the  laid  duchies,  with  their  rights,  appendages  and 
appurtenances,  without  any  exception ;  and  principally  the 
jus  pignoris  of  the  baii/wick  and  town  of  Vilftiaufen, 
with  all  its  rights  and  dependencies,  which  was  formerly 
in  the  hands  of  the  elettor  of  Brunfwick ;  in  fuch  man- 
ner however,  that  no  demand  fliall  be  formed  upon  her 
majefty  or  the  kingdom  of  Sweden  for  any  engagements 
with  which  the  fame  are,  or  may  be  incumbered,  either 
now  or  hereafter :  giving  up  the  whoe  together,  and  eve- 
ry particular  thereof  now  and  for  ev  r,  with  the  fame  pre- 
rogatives as  her  Swedifti  Majefty  and  her  predecefTors  in 
the  government,  as  well  as  the  kingdom  of  Sweden,  had 
pofl'elfed  them,  without  any  diminution  or  refervation  ;  as 
alfo  without  exception  of  any  rights,  inteftine  or  foreign, 
to  keep  and  poftefs  them  in  propriety,  without  any  dif- 
pute,  hindrance  or  interruption  on  the  part  of  herSwedifh 
Majefty,  or  her  fucccflbrs ;  yielding  up,  and  renouncing 
by  thefe  prefents  in  favour  of  his  faid  Britannick  Majefty, 
as  duke  and  eledor  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg,  and 
his  heirs  for  ever,  all  the  rights  flie  hath,  or  ever  had, 
or  ought  either  one  way  or  another  to  claim,  to  the  duchies 
of  Bremen  and  Verden,  in  general  and  particular,  both  as 
to  the  direftorftiip  in  the  circle  of  Lower  Saxony,  a  feflion 
and  vote  in  the  diets  of  the  empire  and  the  circles,  or  any 
thing  el fe,  by  what  name  focvcr   called,  rcfigning  in  the 
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fame  manner  by  thefe  prefcnts,  to  the  fubje^ls  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  faid  dutchies,  all  their  oaths  and  obligations  by 
which  they  were  bound  to  lier  majefty  and  the  kingdom 
of  Sweden,  and  tranferring  them  by  the  fame  to  his  ma- 
jefty of  Great  Britain,  as  duke  and  cleftor  of  Brunfwick 
and  Lunenburg,  and  to  his  heirs,  as  their  prefent  fole  and 
perpetual  fovereign  lord ;  and  in  hke  manner  the  chapter 
of  Hamburg  and  that  of  Bremen,  together  with  the  per- 
fons  appertaining  to  the  latter,  fubjeQs,  tenants  in  fief,  far- 
mers and  tributaries,  as  well  in  the  town  of  Bremen,  as 
thofe  who  live  in  what  are  called  the  four  Gohen  of  Bre- 
men, and  all  other  places  which  are  there,  fhall  be  by  vir- 
tue of  thefe  prefents  freed  from  their  faid  oaths  and 
engagements  taken  to  the  crown  and  kingdom  of  Swe- 
den, and  made  over  to  his  Britannick  Majefty,  as  duke 
and   ele61or  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg,  and  his  heirs. 

Her  Swedifti  Majefty,  for  herfelf  and  her  fuccefibrs, 
does,  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  again  renounce  the  jura 
feudi  which  flie  and  her  predeceflbrs  had,  on  account  of 
the  duchies  of  Bremen  and  Verden,  acquired  of  the  em- 
perors and  the  holy  empire,  and  hitherto  enjoyed;  and 
transfers  the  faid  jura  feudi  in  like  manner  to  his  Britannick 
Majefty  and  his  heirs. 

And  the  archives  and  documents  which  relate  to  the 
duchies  of  Bremen  and  Verden,  fliall  bona  fide,  with  all 
the  fpeed  poffible,  be  put  into  the  hands  of  perfons 
named  and  authorifed  by  his  Britannick  Majefty,  to  re- 
ceive them. 

IV.  His  Britannick  Majefty,  as  duke  and  eledor  of 
Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg,  does  as  well  for  himfelf  as  his 
heirs,  promife  and  engage  on  his  part  to  the  ftates,  fubje£l;s, 
and  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  both  in  the  towns 
of  the  faid  duchies  of  Bremen  and  Verden,  and  all  places 
that  do  or  may  depend  thereon,  no  perfon  excepted,  and 
confequently  to  every  one  of  them,  to  maintain  and  defend 
their  juftly  acquired  liberties,  eftates,  rights  and  privi- 
leges, in  general  and  particular,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
faid  ftates,  fubjetls  and  inhabitants  enjoyed  and  poftefled 
them,  and  a.s  they  were  granted  to  them  by  the  peace  of 
Weftphalia,  as  well  as  the  free  exercife  of  the  two  reli- 
gions, according  to  the  Augfburg  confeftion,  as  to  which 
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they  {hall  at  all  times  be  left  to  their  free  choice,  ivithout 
moleftation. 

And  in  cafe  that  either  the  one  or  the  other  is  not  yet 
aftually  confirmed  in  the  expe6latives  of  certain  prebends 
of  the  chapter  of  Hamburg,  granted  by  the  former  kings 
of  Sweden,  or  bought  of  others,  fuch  expe6latives,  ac- 
cording to  their  rights  and  origin,  fhall  remain  entire  ;  in 
fuch  manner  neverthelefs,  that  for  the  future,  when  a  va- 
cancy happens,  no  body  fliall  be  preferred  to  thofe  who  are 
the  bearers  of  them. 

V.  The  reduftion  and  liquidation  eftabliflied  every 
•where  by  the  preceding  government  of  Sweden,  having 
given  occafion  to  many  grievances  of  the  fubje6ls  and  in* 
habitants,  the  late  king  of  Sweden  of  glorious  memory, 
in  juftice  to  the  caufe,  was  determined  to  give  a  fecurity 
by  letters  patent,  that  in  cafe  any  of  the  fubjefts  could 
prove,  that  any  eftate  juftly  belonging  to  them  had  been 
taken  from  them,  their  right  /hould  be  preferved  ;  in  con- 
fequence  of  which  feveral  were  reftored  to  the  poffelTion 
of  their  eftates  formerly  difputed,  or  fequeftered  by  virtue 
of  the  faid  reduction,  or  any  other  pretext;  which  right 
has  been  again  confirmed  to  them  fince,  bv  their  laft  alfcm- 
biy  of  the  30th  of  May  laft. 

It  is  therefore  agreed  and  ftipulated  by  thefe  prefents, 
between  the  two  contrafting  fovereigns,  that  the  ceffion 
made  of  the  duchies  of  Bremen  and  Verden,  by  the  aforc- 
faid  third  article  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fhall  not  prejudice 
the  rights  andjuft  pretenfions  of  the  fubjefts  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  faid  duchies,  or  their  heirs,  living  intra  vel 
extra  territorium  ;  but  the  fame  fliall  be  maintained  by  his 
Britannick  Majcfty,  as  eleftor  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunen- 
burg, to  all  intents  and  purpofes  in  the  fame  manner  as 
they  are  now  by  her  Swedilh  Majefty,  and  as  they  may  be 
certified  now  or  hereafter. 

VI.  In  like  manner,  purfuant  to  what  is  ftipulated  by 
the  fecond  article  concerning  the  amnefty,  the  eftates, 
houfes  and  properties  of  any  perfons  whatfoever,  who  had 
been  put  under  arreft  by  reafon  of  the  war,  fhall  be  re- 
ftored and  returned  to  the  lawful  proprietors,  whether 
they  live  intra  vel  extra  territorium. 

VII. 
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Vll.  Nevertlielefs,  all  iiegotiations  aQiially  made  in  die 
laid  duchies,  and  during  the  Swedilh  regency,  publico  no- 
mine, till  the  laid  duchies  were  invaded  hy  hi&  Danifk 
Majeily,  by  reafon  of  debts  and  farms  which  were  levied 
and  carried  into  die  royal  cheft,  and  the  fums  put  into  k  - 
hy  the  faid  regency,  ihall   remain  in  full  force,  in  fuch 
manoer  that  the  creditors,  and  thofe  who  have  legal  bonds 
in  confequence  of  their  loans  of  money,  and  mortgages 
truly  furreiidered,  fhall  enjoy  the  contra0;s  which  they  have 
in  their  hands,  and  the  engagements  included  therein,  til 
hy  virtue  of  their   contratls  they   are  quite  expired,  and 
their  monies  advanced  are   all  paid ;  at  which  time  the 
eftates,  and  houfes  iituate  or  belonging  in  and  to  the  faid 
duchies,  fo  engaged  to  the  faid  creditors,  {hail  become  the 
property  of  bis  Britannick  Majelly,  as  duke  and  eleftorof 
Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg  and  his  fuccelTcrs,  and  iliali  be 
incorporated  in  his  chamber.     But  the  ftates  fliall   be  ob- 
liged to  pay  every  thing  negotiated  upon  the  bonds  and  le- 
curity  of  die  faid  ftates. 

VIII.  His  Britannick  Majefty  promifeth  by  thele  pre- 
fents,  not  only  as  king,  but  alio  as  duke  and  eieHor  of 
Erunfwick  and  Lunenburg,  to  renew  from  henceforth 
with  her  majefty,  and  the  kingdom  of  Sweden,  the  frrift 
alliances  and  treaties  of  friendfnip  heretofore  ellabliihed 
with  the  predeceiTors  of  her  majefty  and  the  kingdom  of 
Sweden,  as  well  as  the  guaranties,  which  by  virtue  of  the 
treaty  of  peace  concluded  between  the  alhes  of  the  North, 
or  by  that  which  may  be  concluded  hereafter,  fiiaii  be  ap- 
plied to  the  advantage  of  the  ducal  houfe  of  Hoiftein 
Gottorp,  and  to  regulate  the  fame  according  to  the  prefent 
junfture  of  affairs. 

Moreover,  his  Britannick  Majefty,  as  duke  and  eleflor 
of  Brunfwick,  engages-  to  pay  at  Hamburg  to  her  Swedilh 
Majefty  the  fura  of  a  million  of  rix  dollars,  in  new  and 
valid  pieces  of  fmgle  and  double  marks  or  drittels,  accord- 
ing to  the  allay  of  Leipfic  in  the  year  i6qo,  of  which 
each  fine  mark  of  filver  was  worth  12  current  dollars. 
And  it  is  fettled,  that  one  third  of  the  faid  fum,  vi^. 
333'333t  rixdollars,  fliall  be  paid  at  Hamburg  to  her 
Swedifli  Majefty  upon  her  receipts,  before  the  figning  of 
this  inftrument  of  peace,  which  ihall  accordingly  remain 
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in  force  j  and  the  reft  of  the  faid  milh'on  of  rixdollars  fhstll 
be  paid  fpeedily,  and  without  fail  at  Hamburg  all  at  once, 
•upon  proper  affignments  and  acquittances,  in  five  or  fix 
weeks  time  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty  of  peace. 

IX.  The  treaty  of  WeftphaHa,  except  where  it  is  al- 
tered by  this  treaty,  or  otherwife  where  it  may  be  altered 
by  treaties  that  may  be  concluded  in  the  North,  (hall  re- 
main in  its  full  force  and  efficacy ;  and  the  two  contracting 
fbvereigns  engage  themfelves  feverally  to  do  every  thing 
that  fliall  be  judged  necefTary  for  the  obfervation  of  the 
faid  treaty  of  Weftphalia. 

X.  The  two  contra6ling  fovereigns  referve  to  them- 
felves by  this  article  to  demand  and  accept  his  Imperial 
Majefty's  guarantee  for  this  treaty,  and  that  of  other 
powers,  according  to  the  circumftance  of  affairs. 

XL  The  ratifications  of  this  peace  fhall  be  difpatched 
in  two  months  time  at  fartheft,  and  exchanged  one  with 
the  other  here  at  Stockholm. 

XII.  In  witnefs  of  the  above,  two  copies,  both  of  one 
and  the  fame  tenor,  have  been  made,  which  have  been 
Cgned  and  fealed  by  the  plenipotentiaries  of  the  two  con- 
trading  fovereigns,  of  which  one  has  been  given  to  each 
party.  Done  at  Stockholm,  the  20th  of  November,  1719.

And  the  King  promifes  the  Queen  to 
affft  her  asfoon  as  poffihle  with  fubfidies  and  foldiers,  in 
the  prefent  war  againfi  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy,  and  to  con- 
tinue fuch  affifance  till  a  peace  is  refored;  and  the  Queen 
binds  herfelf  and  her  kingdoms  to  the  perpetual  guarantee 
of  the  fuccefion^of  the  crown  0/ Great  Britain,  in  the  fa-"  ^

WHEREAS  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent  prince^ 
and  lady,  Ulrica  Eleonora,  queen  of  the  Swedes, 
Goths  and  Vandals,  &c.  8cc.  &c.  and  the  moft  ferene  and 
moft  potent  prince  and  lord,  George  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  duke  of 
Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg,  arch-treafurer  and  eleClor  of 
the  holy  Roman  empire,  for  the  better  afferting  and  con- 
firming an  intimate  friendftiip  and  clofe  union,  and  for 
increasing  and  promoting  the  welfare  and  fecurity  of  the 
faid  fovereigns,  and  their  kingdoms  and  fubjefts,  thought 
it  expedient  that  the  former  treaties  made  between  the  fa- 
mous kingdoms  of  Sweden  and  Great  Britain,  and  between 
die  former  fovereigns  of  the  faid  kingdoms,  ftiould  now 
be  reaffumed,  amended,  renewed  and  accommodated, 
and  applied  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  by  the  media- 
tion, and  under  the  guarantee  of  his  facred  royal  rnajefty 
of  France,  who  for  that  end  was  pleafed  to  appoint  and  in- 
ftruft  his  refident  M.  de  Campredon,  to  be  his  plenipo- 
tentiary, and  efpecially  that  treaty  which  was  made  for  18 
years  at  the  Hague  in  1700,  between  his  royal  majefty  of 
Sweden,  Charles  XIL  of  blefl'ed  and  moft  glorious  me- 
mory then  reigning,  and  his  royal  majefty  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, William  IIL  alfo  of  bleffed  and  moft  glorious  me- 
mory then  reigning,  and  which  expired  in  the  year  1718. 
Her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Sweden  has  therefore  been 
J)leafed,  for  perfecting  this  falutary  work,  lawfully  to  con-

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ftitute  and  fully  to  aiuhorile  his  excellency  count  Charles 
Guftavus  a  Ducker,  fenator  of  her  majeliy  and  die  king- 
dom, Velt  marlhal  general,  and  counfellor  at  war ;  and 
his  excellency  count  Guftavus  Adam  a  Tauble.  another  of 
her  majelly's  and  the   kingdom's  fenators,  Velt   marflial 
general,  and  chief  governor  of  Stockholm  ;  alfo  his  ex- 
cellency die  count  Magnus  de  la  Gaidie,  her  majefty'sand 
the   kingdom's   fenator,    and   prefident    of  the  college  of 
commerce  ;    and  his  excellency   Johh  count  Lilhenlledt, 
her  majefty's  and  the  kingdom's   fenator,  and  counfellor 
of  the  chancery  ;  and  finally,  his  excellency  Daniel  Nicho- 
las de  Hopken,  free  baron,  and  her  fccretary  of  ftate  :  and 
his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great.  Britain  has  commifTioncd 
his  excellency  John  lord  Carteret,  baron  of  Hawnesin  the 
county  of  Bedford,  one  of  the  lords  of  his  bedchamber, 
lord  lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Devon,  and  his  ambaf- 
lador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  his 
facred  royal  rnajelty  of  Sweden  :  who   having  duly  exhi- 
bited and  communicated  their  full  powers  in  a  congrefs  at 
Stockholm,  and  held  divers  conferences  on  that  account, 
did,  after  accurate  knowledge  anddifquifition  of  things,  ac- 
cording to  the  importance  of  the  affair,  agree  and  conclude 
to  make  the  treaties  of  the  firft  of  March   1665,  at  Stock- 
holm, and  the  6th  of  Jmie  1700,  at  Stockholm,  the  bafis 
and  foundation  ;  provided  neverthelcfs,  that  a  negotiation 
be  entered  into  immediately,  without  lofs  of  time,  by  the 
commiffioncrs   of  both   parties  at  Stockholm,  concerning 
thofe  things  which  relate  to  the  commerce  of  both    king- 
doms, and  of  their  fubjeCts,  and  which  eonilitute  a  part  of 
the  treades  of  1665  and  1700;  and  as  for  every  thing  which 
relates  to  mutual  fricndfhip.  good  correfpondence  and  fc- 
curity,  the  faid  treaties  (*f  1665  and  1700  are  by  diis  prc- 
fent  treaty  intircly  confirmed  and  corroboraicd.  ^ith    ad- 
ditions and  alterations  only  to  render  them   better   accom- 
modated, and  more  applicable  to  the  prefcnt  flaie   of  af- 
fairs, as  will  appear  to  be  more  at  large  let  forth,  provided 
and  Oipnlated  by  the  following  articles. 

J.  'rhcre  fliall  be  a  finccre,  conllant  and  perpetual 
fricndfhip,  league  and  good  correfpondence  between  her 
facred  royal  majefty  of  Sweden,  and  the  kings  her  heirs 
and  fuccefibrs  on  the  one  part,  and  his  liicred  royal  ma- 
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jefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  kings  his  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors  on  the  other  part,  and  all  and  fingular  their  kingdoms, 
dominions,  provinces,  iflands,  lands,  colonies,  cities, 
towns,  people,  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants,  and  confequently 
all  their  fubjeBs  and  vaffals,  both  now  and  hereafter,  within 
Europe  and  without  it,  in  all  places  both  by  land  or  fea, 
and  on  the  frelh-waters ;  fo  that  neither  they  nor  either  of 
them  fliall  do  any  detriment  to  the  other's  kingdoms,  pro- 
vinces, colonies,  wherever  fituate,  or  fubjefts,  nor  permit, 
much  lefs  confent  that  it  be  done  by  others  ;  but  lliall  em- 
brace each  other's  interefts  with  fincere  affeftion,  all  man- 
ner of  good  will,  and  mutual  affeftion. 

II.  In  like  manner,  both  of  the  confederates,  and  their 
lieirs  and  fucceflbrs,  (hall  be  obliged  to  take  care  of  and 
promote  their  mutual  advantage  and  honour  with  all  ap- 
plication, to  difcover  and  bring  to  light  all  dangers,  con- 
Ipiracies  and  machinations  of  the  enemy,  as  foon  as  they 
come  to  their  knowledge,  to  oppofe  the  fame  as  far  as  lies 
in  their  power,  and  to  employ  and  unite  their  counfelsand 
forces,  for  averting  and  hindering  them  ;  for  which  reafon 
it  lliall  not  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the  confederates,  either 
by  himfelf,  or  any  others  whomfoever,  to  negotiate  or  at- 
.  tempt  any  thing  to  the  detriment  of  the  other,  or  even  to 
the  damage  of  the  other's  lands,  dominions,  or  rights  where- 
foever,  fituate  either  by  land  or  fea ;  and  they  (hall  in  no 
wife  fupport  the  other  confederate's  rebels,  or  enemies,  to 
his  prejudice,  nor  Ihall  receive  or  admit  any  of  his  rebels 
and  traitors  into  his  dominions,  much  lefs  afford  them  any 
advice,  aid,  and  favour,  or  fuffer  or  permit  fuch  advice, 
aid,  or  favour,  to  be  given  by  his  fubjefts,  people  or  in- 
habitants, 

III.  And  particularly  as  to  rebels,  juft  now  mentioned, 
whofoever  fhall  be  declared  a  rebel  and  enemy,  by  letters 
fent  from  either  of  the  confederates  to  the  other,  he  fhall 
be  inftantly  reputed  as  fuch  by  that  confederate  to  whom 
fuch  letters  fhall  be  fent;  and  all  the  ftipulations  made  by 
this  alliance  againft  the  enemies  and  rebels  of  either,  fhall 
be  put  in  force. 

IV.  And  to  the  end  that  the  faid  friendfhip  and  good 
correfpondence  may  be  cultivated  every  day  with  greater 
fuccels,  to  the  advantage  of  both  the  faid  princes,  and 
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their  kingdoms  and  fubjefts,  and  die  proteftion  of  the  pro- 
teftant  religion,  and  that  their  fecurity  may  be  the  better 
provided  for  and  guarded,  it  is  agreed  on  both  fides,  that 
the  mod  ferene  and  moil  potent  kings  and  kingdoms  of 
Sweden  and  Great  Britain,  may  be  united  as  clofely  as  pof- 
fible,  by  a  particular  defenfive  alliance,  as  they  are  by 
thefe  prefents  joined  together  by  the  clofeft  alliance, 
and  reciprocally  obliged  to  the  mutual  defence  of  their 
kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces,  ftates,  fubjeds,  pof- 
feffions,  rights,  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  in 
the  Baltick,  the  Sound,  the  Northern,  Wellern,  and  Bri- 
tifh  feas,  and  in  the  Channel ;  as  alfo  of  the  privileges  and 
prerogatives  lawfully  belonging  to  either  of  the  confede- 
rates, as  well  by  compafts  and  received  cuftoms,  as  by  the 
law  of  nations  and  hereditary  right,  againll  all  manner  of 
invaders,  aggreflTors,  and  dilturbers,  whether  by  land  or 
fea  in  Europe,  as  is  more  pardcularly  declared  hereaf^ 
ter. 

V.  If  it  happen  therefore  that  her  royal  majefly,  and 
her  heirs  and  fuccelTors,  the  kings  and  kingdom  of  Swe- 
den, be  invaded,  infeiled  or  difturbed  in  their  kingdoms, 
dominions  and  provinces,  iflands,  and  jurifdiftions,  either 
within  their  kingdoms,  or  without,  or  in  thofe  parts  of  Ger- 
many now  belonging  to  the  kings  and  kingdom  of  Sweden, 
or  even  in  their  pofleflibns  and  prerogatives,  privileges  and 
laws  thereon  depending,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatfoevcr 
hindered  and  molefted  in  the  freedom  of  navigation  and 
commerce  in  the  feas  and  channels  abovementioned,  by 
any  one  or  more  kings,  princes,  ftates,  republicks,  or  re- 
bels, or  by  any  one  or  more  ill-defigning  perfons  in  Eu- 
rope, his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  his 
heirs  and  fucceffors  the  kings  thereof,  fliall,  after  being  du- 
ly required,  conftandy  affift  the  moft  ferene  queen,  and 
her  heirs  and  fucceffors,  the  kings  and  kingdoms  of  Swe- 
den, againft  all  fuch  aggreffors,  dillurbers,  and  rebels,  with 
an  army  of  6,000  foot,  on  the  terms,  and  in  the  manner 
as  are  hereafter  ftipulated. 

VI.  And  thofe  auxiliary  forces  which  fhall  hereafter  be 
fo  defired,  fhall  be  all  fent  in  four  months  after  they  are 
required,  or  fooner  if  pofTihlc,  to  fomc  convenient  place 
and  port  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  die  party  who 
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defires  them ;  and  the  preparation  and  fending  of  fuch 
fuccours  fhall  in  no  wife  be  retarded,  much  lefs  ftiall  thofe 
friendly  offices  be  wholly  withdrawn,  which  by  virtue  of 
this  alliance,  the  confederate  who  is  fent  to  is  firft  of  all 
to  make  trial  of  for  obtaining  an  amicable  compofition : 
and  when  the  forces  are  fent  and  arrived,  they  fhall  be 
maintained  and  fubfifled  at  the  expence  of  the  ally  who 
fends  them,  till  peace  be  obtained,  or  as  long  as  the  con- 
federate who  requires  them  thinks  them  neceffary ;  provided 
however,  that  while  the  fuccours  are  in  his  dominions,  they 
may  be  furniflied  with  ah  neceifaries  for  food  and  raiment, 
at  as  reafonable  a  price  as  his  own. 

VII.  It  fliall  be  free  for  the  confederate  who  requires 
the  fuccours,  to  chufe  whether  he  will  have  the  whole  num- 
ber of  forces  abovementioned,  or  only  a  part  thereof,  and 
the  reft  in  military  ftores,  ammunition,  provilion,  fhips, 
and  the  neceffary  equipage,  reckoning  each  thoufand  foot 
per  month,  as  long  as  the  war  lafts,  at  the  rate  of  4,000 
imperial  dollars;  which  matter  the  commiiTioners  on  both 
fides  fhall  agree  on  bona  fide  without  delay. 

VIII.  But  if  there  be  danger,  that  the  auxiliary  forces 
may  be  hindered  in  coming  to  the  place  where  they  fliali 
be  neceffary  for  him  that  requires  them,  the  confederates 
fhall  be  obliged  to  join  their  endeavours  that  their  paffage 
may  be  made  more  fafe  and  eafy';  and  it  fhall  be  lawful  for 
the  confederate  of  whom  they  are  required,  to  appoint  his 
own  general  to  command  his  forces,  and  the  fame  lliall  be 
kept  as  clofe  together  in  one  body,  as  the  ftate  of  the  war 
will  admit  of;  which  is  to  be  underftood  in  fuch  a  fenfe, 
that  they  may  not  be  difperfed  in  parties,  to  places  re- 
mote from  each  other.  And  he  who  is  appointed  Ge- 
neral of  the  auxiliary  forces,  fhaH  be  fubjeft  to  the 
command  of  the  ally  who  requires  theni,  or  to  his  general 
in  military  operations ;  and  all  things  which  relate  to  ac- 
tion, and  all  other  military  events,  (hall  be  fo  ordered  as  is 
the  ufual  cuftom  in  war,  and  in  cafeoffurnifhing  fuccours; 
and  the  fame  rule  fhall  take  place  if  fliips  fhoiild  happen 
to  be  fent  inftead  of  land  forces,  which,  as  auxiliaries, 
fliallbe  obliged  to  carry  the  flagof  the  ally  who  requires  them. 

X.  If  it  happen  that  the  determined  number  of  forces 
be  not  fufficient  for  the  greatnefs  of  the  danger,  as  in  cafe 
the  aggreCTors  be  fuccoured  by  the  auxiliaries  of  any  of  hi^ 
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confederates,  and  be  fo  ftrong  as  to  over-power  and  de- 
feat either  of"  the  allies,  then  the  other  ally  (hall  be  obliged 
as  foon  as  pofiTible  toaflift  the  party  injured  and  opprelled, 
with  as  many  forces  as  he  can  both  by  fea  and  land,  and 
by  pecuniary  fubfidies;  provided  neverthelefs. that  in  fuch 
cafe,  the  manner,  nature  and  time  of  giving  fuch  aid  may 
be  fettled  according  to  the  exigency  of  the  affair.  And 
%vhereas  the  kingdom  of  Sweden  has  long  ere  now  been 
infeftcd  by  feveral  neighbouring  powers,  even  while  the 
treaty  which  was  concluded  in  the  year  1700  ftill  fubfifts, 
and  as  the  war  continues  hitherto,  for  this  reafon  his  facred 
royal  majelly  of  Great  Britain  thinks  himfelf  obliged, 
as  well  by  the  treaty  abovementioned,  as  by  virtue  of  thefe 
prefents,  to  give  thofe  farther  fuccours  to  her  facred  royal 
majefty  and  the  kingdom  of  Sweden,  as  are  hereafter  fli- 
pulated. 

XI.  And  whereas  every  amicable  method  has  been  hi- 
therto attempted,  but  without  fuccefs,  for  putting  an  end 
to  this  Northern  war,  according  to  the  defire  of  her  royal 
Swedifh  Majefty,  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great  Bri- 
tain doth  declare,  and  bind  himfelf  by  thefe  prefents,  that 
he  will  not  fuffer  any  more  time  to  be  w-afted  in  vainly  at- 
te^ipting  fuch  a  reconciliation,  but  will  next  fpring  fend 
a  ftrong  fquadron  of  men  of  war  to  the  kingdom  of 
Sweden,  as  fuccours  to  act  in  conjunflion  with  the  men 
of  war  of  her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Sweden,  under 
her  command,  and  at  her  difpoial,  for  repelhng  the  inva- 
fions  of  Sweden  by  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy,  and  for  fpeedily 
obtaining  a  jufl  peace  from  him  ;  and  all  operations  that 
are  to  be  performed  by  their  joint  forces,  fhall  be  ordered 
and  difpofed  in  a  previous  council  of  war,  held  with  the 
commanders  of  the  fquadrons  of  both  crowns :  but  for  the 
future,  before  the  auxiliary  forces  are  fent,  the  party  that 
fuffers  any  force  or  injury  fhall  give  notice  to  the  other 
ally,  and  then  both  of  the  allies  ftiall  ufe  their  endeavours, 
that  the  invaders  or  difturbers  may  be  induced  by  fair 
means  to  abftain  from  fuch  violence  and  injury,  that  there 
may  not  be  a  neccffity  of  having  rccourfe  to  arms ;  and  if 
the  offender  fliould  be  fo  obftinate,  that  he  will  not 
condcfcend  to  dojuflice  by  amicable  mcafures,  and  con- 
fcquendy  the  party  injured  and  offended  be  compelled 
to   repel  the  violence  done  to  hijn,  and  any  fardier  dif- 
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turbance  by  force  of  arms,  then  the  faid  forces  fliall  be 
fent  without  delay,  and  fuch  fupply  fhall  be  continued  till 
the  party  injured  has  obtained  full  fatisfaOiion.  He  fhall 
be  accounted  an  aggreifor,  who  extorts  a  juft  defence  by 
injuries. 

XII.  It  fhall  likewife  be  lawful  for  both  of  the  confe- 
derates, and  their  fubjefils,  to   enter  the  ports  of  either 
with  their  men  of  war,  and  other  fhips  of  force,  there  to 
winter  and  ftay,  and  to  poffefs  and  enjoy  the  immunities 
and  privileges  of  thofe    ports ;    provided  that  they  who 
are  not  the  common  enemies  be  not  infefted  in  fuch  ports, 
or  at  their  entrance,  nor  that  the  traffick  to  the  faid  ports 
be  interrupted,  much  lefs  wholly  cut  off.     It  is  alfo  de- 
termined by  the  mutual  confent  of  their  royal  confederate 
majefties,    that  a  particular    negotiation    for    navigation 
and  commerce  be  immediately  fet  on  foot  at  Stockholm, 
for  the   mutual  advantage    and    emolument  of  both   na- 
tions; and  in   the  mean  while,  and  till  the  fame  has  its 
effeft,  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  between  both  the  allies, 
that  there  fhall  be  a  reciprocal  and  entire  freedom   of  na- 
vigation and  commerce  in  all  forts  of  goods  and  m.erchan- 
dize,  through  all   and  fmgular  their  dominions,  jurifdic- 
tions  and  territories  fituate  in  Europe ;  fo  that  it  fhall  be 
lawful  for  one  another's  fubje6ls  freely  and  fafely  to  en- 
ter by  land   or   fea  into   cither's    kingdoms,    provinces, 
iflands,  cities,  towns,   and  villages,    and  there  to   refide 
and  exercife  commerce  in  all  forts  of  goods  and  merchan- 
dize, the  importation  and  exportation  of  which  are    not 
pardcularly  prohibited  and  reftrained  by  the  laws  and  fla- 
tutes  of  both  kingdoms ;  provided  neverthelefs,  that  fuch 
freedom  of  commerce  be   not  extended  to   any   other 
places  than  to  thofe  fea  ports  which   have  hitherto  been 
opened  for  the  trade  of  any  foreign  nation  :  in  which  faid, 
ports,  towns,  cities,  and  places,  it  fhall  always  be  free  and 
lawful  for  the  fubjeftsof  both  of  the  confederates,  not  only 
to  ftay,  refide  and   inhabit  there  as   long  as  they  pleale, 
without   any   moleflation,  oppreffion,  reftraint,  or  limita- 
tion of  dme,  but  alfo  to  tranfport  themfelves  from  thence, 
with  their    goods,    merchandize,   and  effefts,   elfewhere, 
whenfoever  and  wherefoever   they  think  fit,  without  any 
detriment,  delay,  or  impediment,  under  any  pretence,  un- 
iefs  they  have  borrowed  money,  and  contra8;ed  any  jufl 
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and  lawful  debts ;  nor  fhall  the  faid  fubjeBs  be  obliged  to 
pay  any  tributes  or  taxes  of  any  kind,  under  any  pretence, 
during  their  Itay  in  the  dominions  and  territories  of  either 
of  the  confederates,  which  the  nations  in  the  moft  intire 
friendfhip  are  notobhged  to  pay.  And  to  the  end  that  the 
mercantile  affairs  of  the  faid  liibjeQs  may  be  confirmed 
and  increafed  as  much  as  poflible,  and  that  commerce 
may  be  reciprocally  promoted  between  both  kingdoms, 
the  faid  allies  bind  one  another,  and  feverally  engage  that 
the  merchandize  and  manufaftures  of  both  nations  fliall 
hereafter  pay  no  other  tribute  nor  taxes,  than  what  are  al- 
ready eftablifhed ;  and  fhall  enjoy  fuch  immunity,  till  all 
points  relating  to  their  mutual  commerce  be  more  clearly 
and  firmly  decided,  by  a  fpecial  convention  or  treaty  to 
be  forthwith  concluded,  and  always  to  be  obferved  for  the 
ufe  and  profit  of  both  nations:  nor  fliall  it  be  lawful  for 
the  fubjefts  of  both  the  allies  refpeftively,  to  claim  and 
demand  greater  rates  for  the  weight  and'  menfuration  of 
the  goods  and  merchandize  by  them  imported  and  ex- 
ported, than  what  are  demanded  and  paid  by  the  cities,  in- 
habitants, and  fubjecls  of  both  kingdoms.  It  is  moreover 
agreed  and  ellablifhed,  for  a  general  rule  between  the 
faid  confederates,  that  all  and  fingular  their  fubjefls  fhall 
enjoy  equal  favour,  at  leafl  in  all  things,  and  on  every  oc- 
cafion,  in  the  dominions  and  territories  fubje8;  on  both 
fides  to  their  obedience  :  and  that  they  fhall  ufe  and  pof- 
fefs  the  fame  privileges,  liberties  and  immunities  which  the 
fubje6ls  of  any  other  prince  or  flate,  even  in  the  {trifteft 
amity,  do  or  may  hereafter  ufe,  enjoy  and  poflTefs. 

XIII.  Whereas  by  virtue  of  the  fourth  and  fifdi  articles 
of  the  treaty  of  1700,  both  crowns  were  obliged  recipro- 
cally to  furnifli  the  fuccours  therein  ilipulated;  on  the 
conditions  neverthelefs,  which  are  fpecificd  in  the  XVIth 
of  the  faid  treaty,  viz,  that  if  the  confederate  applied  to 
for  fuccours  fhould  himfelf  be  involved  in  a  war,  either 
againfl  his  own  fubjecls,  or  againft  a  foreign  enemy,  he 
jfhould  not  only  be  obliged,  during  fuch  war,  to  furnifli 
fuccours  to  the  other  confederate  demanding  them,  but 
might  alfo  after  three  months  previous  notice  rccal  th.e 
auxiliaiy  forces,  lent  in  aid  of  his  confederate,  by  virtue 
of  the  league  :  and  whereas  it  happened  that  her  late  fa- 
cred  royal  niaj el ly  of  Great  Britain  was  hcrfeif  engaged 
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in  a  war  againft  the    crown   of   France,    till   the    year 
1713,    when  the  war  was    concluded    by  the   treaty    of 
peace  at  Utrecht,  and  therefore  neither  could  nor  ought 
to  be  bound  to  furnilh  the  fubfidies  promifed  to  the  crown 
of  Sweden ;   yet  forafmuch  as   the  kingdom  of  Sweden 
has  been  in  war  froni  that  time    to   this,    and    for    that 
reafon  demands  the  Swedifli  fubfidies  which  are  in  arrear; 
and  whereas  the  fubje6ls  of  his  facred   royal  majefty  of 
Great   Britain  demanded  juft  fatisfa6lion  for  their  lliips 
and  merchandize  intercepted  by  the  Swediih  men  of  war 
and  privateers,  and  afterwards  confifcated ;  and  whereas  in 
like  manner  the  fubjefts  of  her   facred   royal,  majefty  of 
Sweden  require  juft  fatisfaftion  for  their  fliips  and  goods 
intercepted  by  the  men  of  war  and  privateers  of  Great 
Britain  ;    for  this  reafon  it  is  agreed  by  the  contrafting 
parties,  that   commifiaries  fliall  forthwith  be   ele6led  on 
both  fides,  to  examine  and  liquidate  the  complaints  relat- 
ing to  the  ftiips  and  goods  fo  intercepted  and  taken,  that  it 
may  appear  what  part  the  one  owes  to  the  other,  and  that 
M^hat  is  accordingly  due,  after  a  calculation  made  on  both 
fides,  may  be  punftually  paid  within  the  term  fixed  by  the 
commiffioners  for  fettling  thofe  pretenfions. 

XIV.  But  the  prerogatives  mentioned  in  the  beginning 
of  the  twelfth  article,  as  granted  by  either  of  the  confe- 
derates to  the  fliips  of  the  other  in  his  harbours,  ftiall  in 
no  wife  be  indulged  to  the  enemies  of  the  other.  Nor 
ftiall  it  be  lawful  for  the  fubjeBs  of  either  of  the  confe- 
derates, to  aflift  the  enemies  of  the  odier  confederate  to 
his  inconvenience  and  detriment,  or  to  ferve  them  either 
as  foldiers  or  mariners  by  fea  or  land,  and  therefore  they 
ftiall  be  laid  under  the  fevereft  prohibition. 

XV.  The  prefent  treaty  made  between  the  moft  ferene 
monarchs  of  Sweden  and  Great  Britain,  ftiall  not  dero- 
gate in  the  leaft  from  the  regalities,  rights  and  dominion  of 
her  facred  royal  majefty  of  Sweden  in  the  Baltick,  nor 
firpm  thofe  of  his  facred  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain 
in  thofe  commonly  called  the  Britifti  Seas  ;  but  both  of  the 
confederates  fliall  hereafter  preferve  and  enjoy  all  the  pre- 
rogatives, and  privileges  above  mentioned,  with  all  things 
depending  thereon,  as  they  have  poffeffed  them  hitherto, 
freely  and  without  any  cavil.     Which  enjoyment  of  all 

things

tlTrngsasaforefaidmuft  be  underftood  on  both  fides,  faving 
this  prefent  treaty. 

XVI.  After  the  confederate  required  as  aforefaid,  hath 
lent  his  auxiliaries,  or  difcharged  his  obligation  according 
to  the  laws  of  treaties,  it  is  neceffary  thatprovifion  be  made 
In  like  manner  for  him  and  his  fecurity  ;  and  therefore  it  is 
agreed  on  both  fides,  that  the  confederate  who  fends  forces 
to  the  other  confederate  at  his  requeft,  fliall  always  be  re- 
puted as  an  auxiliary,  and  laot  be  involved  in  the  war  for 
lending  fuch  affiftance ;  nor  fhall  any  treaty  of  peace  or 
truce  be  entered  into,  nor  any  fufpenfion  of  arms  concluded 
for  a  conliderable  time,  which  may  be  hurtful  to  the  other 
confederate,  without  including  and  fecuring  him  that  fent 
fuch  affiftance.  But  if  he  fhould  be  involved  in  open  war 
with  the  aggreffor,  or  any  other  whomfoever,  by  reafon 
of  his  fending  fuccours,  then  neither  fliall  condefcend  to 
agree  to  any  preliminaries,  or  to  any  general  treaty  with 
die  enemy  or  enemies,  without  the  confent  and  council  of 
the  other,  but  all  things  fliall  be  afted  and  treated  with 
mutual  help,  communication  and  counfel,  till  moft  ample 
provifion  is  made  with  common  confent,  for  the  fufficient 
fecurity  and  due  fatisfa6tion  of  both  confederates.  Above 
all,  it  fhall  be  by  no  means  lawful  for  that  ally  who  is  firft 
engaged  in  the  war,  to  make  peace,  before  the  other  ally, 
who  by  virtue  of  this  treaty  has  fent  help  to  his  ally,  fliall 
liave  ample  fatisfattion  made  him  for  any  damage  from 
the  enemy,  and  be  fully  refhored  at  leaft  to  his  former 
flate,  which  he  was  in  poffeffion  of  or  had  a  jufl  title  to 
before  the  war  began,  in  cafe  that  his  flate  and  condition 
fhall  have  fuffered  any  diminution  in  the  progrefs  of 
xvar. 

XVII.  This  condition  is  exprefsly  added  to  the  former, 
concerning  fending  help  at  the  requeft  of  his  ally,  '  That 

*  if  it  happens  that  either  of  the  confederate  kings,  ei- 

*  ther  he    of  whom    help  is  required,    or    he  who   re- 
^  quires  it,  fhould  be  engaged  in  war  againft  a  common 

*  enemy,  or  be  molefted  by  any  other  neighbouring  king, 

*  prince  or  ftate,  in  his  own   kingdoms  or  provinces,  (fo 

*  that  he  of  whom  it  is  required  iiicny  juftly  account  fuch 

*  molcftation  for  a  real  war)  lo    the  averting  of  which  he 

*  that  requires  help  might  otherwifc  by  virtue  of  (his  treaty

be  obliged  himfelf  to  fend  auxiliaries,  then   tlie  other 
ally  fo  molefted,  if  any  auxiliary  forces  were  fent  at  the 
requeft  of  the  other  ally  before  the  invafion,  may  after 
three  months  notification  recal  them  to  his  own  and  his 
kingdom's  defence,  and  while  he  is  prelfed  with  fuch  in- 
vafion, he  fball  not  be  obligeci  to  fend  the  promifed  fuc- 
cours,  as  happened  heretofore   during  the   war  which 
continued  fo  many  years  betwixt  the  crown   of  Great 
Britain  and  the  moft  Chriftian   King.     And  although 
that  treaty  of  1700,  which  fliall  be  reckoned  as  the  baiis 
of  this,  was  entered  into  upon  this  condition,  and   this 
which  is  concluded  even  now,  ought  to  be   explained  in 
that  manner  hereafter,  neverthelefs  his  facred  royal  ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain,  in  order  to  give  the  moft  fignal 
tokens  of  his  friendfhip  to  the  crown  of  Sweden,  engages 
pro  hac  vice,  that  the  prefent  war  between  the  erowns  of 
Great  Britain  and  Spain,  fliall  by  no  means  hinder  her 
royal  majefty  of  Sweden  from  obtaining  the  aids  a6lually 
ftipulated  by  this  treaty,  or   from  enjoying  and   being 
fupported  by  the  fame,  till  the  peace  is  happily  rellored, 
viz.    the  fubfidies    and  fquadron  of  men  of  war,  pro- 
mifed in  the  Vlllth  and  IXth  articles,  till  a  peace  was 
reftored  with  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy ;  but  if  the  war  with 
Denmark  ftiould,  contrary  to  expe6lation,   laft  longer 
than  that  with  the  Czar,  then  only  the  fubiidies  fhall  be 
continued.     On  the  contrary,  her  facred   royal  majefty 
of  Sweden  obliges  herfelf  not  to  admit  of  any  terms 
which  may  be  propofed  or  offered  to  her  direftly  or  in- 
dire611y  by  the  king  of  Spain,  if  thofe  terms  aie  capable 
'  of  doing  any  prejudice  or  damage  to  the  caufe  for  which 
•  a  war  has  been  carried  on  for  feveral  years  againft  Spain, 
^  Moreover,  her  facred  majefty  of  Sweden  obliges   her- 
'  felf,  her  heirs  and  fuccelfors,  to  maintain  and  guarantee 
'  the   fucceffion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  as  it  is 
'  eftablifhed  by  the  laws  of  the  realm,  in  the  family  of  hi^ 
f  Britannick  Majefty  now  upon  the  throne,  and  likevvife 
f  to  defend  all  the  dominions  and  provinces  poffeffed  by 
'  his  niajefty;    and  that  flie  will  not  give  or   grant  any 
'  ftielter  or  refuge  in  any  part  of  her  dominions  to  the  per- 
'  fon  or  his  defcendents,  if  he  Ihould  have  any,  who   in 
?  the  life-time  of  James  II.  took  the   title   of  prince  of 

*  Wales^ 
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Wales,  and  after  his  death  the  royal  title  of  king  of 
Great  Britain  :  promifing  likewife  for  herfelf,  her  heirs 
and  fuccelfors,  that  ftie  will  not  direftly  or  indirectly 
give  the  faid  perfon  or  his  defcendents,  any  aid,  counfei 
or  affiftance  whatfoever,  either  in  money,  arms,  military- 
equipage,  fhips,  foldiers,  mariners,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner whatfoever ;  and  that  fhe  will  obferve  the  fame  pre- 
caution with  regard  to  thofe  perfons  who  may  be  com- 
manded or  commiffioned  to  diflurb  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty's  government,  or  the  tranquillity  of  his  kingdom, 
either  by  open  war,  or  clandefline  confpiracies,  or  in 
exciting  feditions  and  rebellions,  or  in  committing  pira- 
cies upon  his  Britannick  Majefty'sfubjeQs;  in  which  laft 
cafe,  her  facred  royal  piajefty  of  Sweden  promifes  that 
(he  will  by  no  means  permit  any  refuge  to  be  given  to 
fuch  pirates  in  the  harbours  of  her  kingdom.  Laftly, 
her  foyal  majefly  of  Sweden  obliges  herfelf,  not  to  give 
any  protection  or  flicker  in  any  part  of  her  dominions 
to  thofe  fubjects  of  his  royal  majefty  of  Great  Britain, 
who  are  now,  or  Ihall  herereafter  be  declared  rebels;  and 
that  in  cafe  there  happen  to  be  fuch  in  her  kingdoms, 
provinces  and  dominions,  fiie  will  command  them  to 
depart  her  territories  in  eight  days  after  the  warning 
given  them  from  court-  And  if  his  facred  royal  majefty 
of  Great  Britain  fliall  happen  to  be  invaded  in  a  hoftile 
manner,  fhe  obliges  herfelf  to  fend  the  fuccours  above- 
mentioned,  and  to  do  the  fame  to  his  defcendents,  if  they 
fhall  happen  to  be  difturbed  in  the  fucceflion  to  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain.  And  forafmuch  as  it  is  of  the 
greateft  importance  to  the  Proteftant  Religion,  to  the 
commerce  of  the  kingdoms  of  Sweden  and  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  to  all  Chridendom,  that  the  Baltick  may  not 
he  in  the  power  of  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy ;  if  therefore 
the  faid  Czar  refufe  to  make  a  peace  with  Sweden,  and 
to  reftqre  thofe  things  which  are  required  for  the  fecurity 
of  the  kini^dom  of  Sweden,  and  to  re-eftahlirii  the  fame 
freedom  of  Commerce  in  the  Baltick,  as  both  enjoyed 
before  the  prefcnt  war,  in  thivS  cafe  his  lacrcd  royal  ma- 
jefty of  Great  Britain  obliges  himfclf  not  only  to  fiujiifli 
thole,  aids  which  are  c,%preftcd  jn  this  treaty,  for  obtain- 
ing the  fame  by  force  of  arms,  but  he  promifes  to  ufe  all 

'  hk 
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*  Ills  endeavours,  and  to  employ  all  his  offices  witli  hi^ 

*  confederates,  that  they  may  help  Sweden  with  fubfidies, 

*  and  confequently  furnifh  the  crown  of  Sweden  with  the 

*  means  for  keeping  the  Czar  within  bounds/  , 

XVIII.  And  although  the  allies  fhall  be  obliged  to 
fend  auxiHaries  to  one  another,  according  to  the  articles 
above,  yet  that  oMigation  fliall  not  be  fo  far  extended,  as 
that  all  friendfhip  and  mutual  correfpondence  fhall  be  taken 
away  and  prohibited  with  the  enemies  of  the  other  confe- 
derate :  for  fuppoling  that  one  of  the  confederates  fhould 
when  required  fend  his  auxiliaries,  and  not  be  engaged  in 
the  war  himfelf,  it  fhall  then  be  free  for  his  fubjefis  and 
inhabitants  to  have  trade  and  navigation  with  the  enemies 
of  that  ally  who  is  engaged  in  the  war ;  and  it  fhall  be 
lawful  for  them  to  carry  any  goods  whatfoever  to  them, 
thofe  only  excepted  which  are  exprefsly  forbid,  and  com- 
monly called  contraband,  and  declared  i'uch  by  the  com- 
mon agreement  of  all  nations. 

XIX.  Forafmuch  as  both  their  royal  majeflies  above- 
mentioned  do  hereby  declare  that  they  are  ftill  bound  bv 
certain  conventions  and  treaties  formerly  entered  into  with 
other  powers,  and  that  they  are  willing  to  obferve  the  fame 
duly,  according  to  the  ftipulations  of  the  faid  articles, 
but  that  neverthelefs  they  are  not  at  this  time  bound  by  any 
articles  and  claufes  therein  contained,  which  may  or  ought 
to  weaken  and  obftruft  this  prelent  treaty  in  any  manner, 
or  under  any  pretence :  to  the  end  therefore,  that  the  faith 
of  the  confederates,  and  their  perfevcrance  in  this  alliance, 
may  appear  the  more  reciprocal,  and  that  the  minds  of 
their  fubjefts  and  friends  may  be  the  more  confirmed, 
both  their  royal  majeflies  abovementioned  do  oblige  them- 
felves  and  declare,  that  they  will  fincerely  and  bona  Jide^ 
Hand  to  all  and  every  one  of  the  articles  of  this  treaty,  and 
that  they  will  not  depart  a  tittle  from  the  genuine  and 
plain  fenfe  of  the  faid  articles,  under  any  pretexts  of 
profit,  friendfl:iip,  former  treaty,  contract  and  promiie, 
or  for  any  other  colour  whatfoever  ;  but  that  they  will 
give  effeftual  orders  that  all  the  things  which  they  have 
promifed  in  this  treaty,  as  the  flate  of  affairs  fhall  re- 
quire, be  fpeedily  and  fully  put  in  execution  by  them- 
felves,  or  their  minifters  and  fubjeQs.  according  as  tlrcy 

•  are 
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are  exprefsly  ftipulated,  and  this  without  any  llmitationf 
exception  or  excufe,  thofe  excepted  which  are  exprefled 
ill  the  preceding  articles  of  this  treaty. 

XX.  This  defenfive  treaty  fliall  laft  18.  years,  before 
the  end  of  which  the  confederate  fovereigns  may  again 
treat  concerning  its  farther  continuance,  if  it  Ihall  feem 
good  to  both  of  them, 

XXI.  Whereas  this  treaty  has  been  concluded  purfuant 
to  powers  and  orders  received  on  both  fides,  fo  the  fame 
ought  to  be  approved  and  ratified  indue  and  folemn  form, 
by  both  their  facred  royal  majefties  of  Sweden  and  Great 
Britain,  and  the  inftruments  of  their  ratification  be  de- 
livered and  exchanged  at  Stockholm  within  the  fpace 
of  three  months,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  time  of  this 
fubfcription,  or  fooner  if  poflSble. 

For  the  greater  evidence  and  confirmation  of  all  things 
aforefaid,  two  copies  of  this  treaty  have  been  made,  one 
of  w^hich  the  aforefaid  fenators  and  fecretary  of  ftate 
of  her  facred  royal  majefty  and  the  kingdom  of  Swe- 
den, have  figned  and  confirmed  with  their  feals,  as  the 
other  has  been  by  the  aforefaid  ambaffador  extraordi- 
nary and  plenipotentiary  of  his  facred  royal  majelly  of 
Great  Britain,  who  were  all  particularly  impowered  for 
,that  end,  and  that  on  one  and  the  fame  day,  viz.  the 
21ft  of  January  1720. 


The  treaty  between   Great    Britain  and  Spain,    concluded 
at  Madrid,  June  13,  N.  S.   1721, 

IT  having  pleafed  the  Divine  Providence  to  difpofe  the 
hearts  of  the  molt  ferene  and  potent  princes,  George, 
by  the  Grace  of  God  king  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and 
Ireland,  &c.  and  Philip  V.  by  the  Grace  of  God  king 
«f  Spain,  the  Indies,  &.c.  to  forget  all  the  grounds  of 
diffiuisfaclion  and  mifunderfianding  thai  have  given  occa- 
fion  to  interrupt,  for  ibmc  time,  the  fricndfhip  and  good 
corrcfpondence  which  before  IkMiriflicd  between  ihein  ; 
and  tlicir  Britannick  and  Catholick  Majillies  being  now 
defirous  to  renew  and  re-elhblilh   tliem  by  the  ttrongeil 

lies, 
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ties,  have  ftipulated  and  agreed  by  their  under-Mrittea 
minifters  plenipotentiary,  named  for  that  purpofe,  the 
following  articles. 

I.  That,  for  the  future,  there  fhall  be,  between  his  Bri- 
tannick  Majefty  his  heirs  and  fucceffbrs,  and  his  Cathohds 
Majefty  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  as  alfo  between  their 
kingdoms,  dominions,  fovereignties,  fubjefts  and  vaflkls, 
a  good,  firm  and  inviolable  peace,  and  a  perpetual  and 
fincere  friendfhip,  and  a  general  oblivion  of  every  thing 
that  has  been  done,  on  both  fides,  upon  occafion  of  tlie 
laft  war. 

II.  The  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce,  concluded  at 
Utrecht  on  the  1 3th  of  July,  and  the  gth  of  December, 
in  the  year  1713,  wherein  are  comprehended,  the  treaty 
made  at  Madrid  in  the  year  1667,  and  the  cedulas  there- 
in mentioned,  fhall  remain  confirmed  and  ratified  by  the 
prefent  treaty,    except   the   third,    fifth,   and  eighth   arti- 
cles of  the  faid  treaty  of  commerce,    commonly  called 
explanatory ;    which   have  been   annulled    by  virtue  of 
another  fubfequent  treaty,  made  at  Madrid  the  14th  of 
the  month  of  December  1715,  between  the  minifters  ple- 
nipotentiary, named  for  that  purpofe,  by  their  Britannick 
and   Catholick  Majefties,   which   treaty  remains  likewife 
confirmed  and  ratified ;   as  alfo  the  particular  contraB, 
commonly  called  The   Affiento,    for  the  importation  of 
negroe  flaves  into  the   Spanifti  Indies,  which  was  made 
the  26th  of  March  in  the  faid  year  1713,  in  confequence 
of  the  12th  article  of  the  treaty  of  commerce  oT  Utrecht; 
and  likewife  the  treaty  of  declaration,  concerning  that  of 
the   Afiiento,    made   the  26th  of  May   1716:  ail  which 
treaties,  mentioned  in  this  article,  with  their  declaration, 
fhall  remain  in  their  full  force,  virtue  and  vigour,  in  every- 
thing, wherein  they  fhall  not  be  contrary  to  this;  and,  to 
the  end  they  may  have  their  entire  efFe6t  and  accomplifh- 
raent,  his  Catholick  Majefty  will  caufe  his  circular  or- 
ders, cedulas,    to  be  difpatched  to  his  viceroys,  gover- 
nors, and  other  minifters,   to  whom  it  fhall  belong,  of 
the  ports  and  towns  in  America,  that  the  fhips  employed 
for  the  traffick  of  negroes  by  the  royal  company  of  Great 
Britain  eftablifhed  at  London,   may  be  admitted,   with- 
out 
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out  hindrance,  to  trade  freely,  and  in  the  fame  mannef 
as  they  did  before  the  laft  rupture  between  the  two  crowns ; 
and  the  abovementioned  cedulas  fhall  be  deHvered  as  fooii 
as  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  Ihall  have  been 
exchanged;  and  at  the  fame  time  his  Cathohck  Majefty 
will  give  his  orders  to  the  council  of  the  Indies,  that  the 
junta,  compofed  of  minifters  taken  out  of  that  council,  and 
appointed  for  the  cognizance  (exclufive  of  all  others)  of 
the  caufes  that  refpect  the  faid  Affiento,  may  again  have 
its  courfe,  admit  of,  and  confult  upon  diofe  affairs,  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  eftablifhed  at  the  time  of  its  appoint- 
ment ;  and  as  to  what  regards  the  obfervation  of  the  treaties 
of  peace  and  commerce,  circular  orders  fhall  be  difpatched 
to  all  the  governors  of  Spain,  to  the  end  that  they  may, 
without  any  of  their  interpretations,  caufe  them  to  be  ob- 
ferved  and  accompliflied  ;  as  in  like  manner  fliall  be  given, 
on  the  part  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  the  orders  which 
fhall  be  demanded,  and  judged  neceffary  for  the  accom- 
plifliment  of  every  thing  that  has  been  ftipulated  and  agreed 
between  the  two  crowns  in  the  abovementioned  treaties  of 
Utrecht ;  and  particularly  as  to  what  may  not  have  been 
put  in  execution  of  the  points  fettled  by  the  eighth,  ele- 
venth and  fifteenth  articles  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  which 
mention  the  leaving  to  the  Spaniards  the  free  commerce 
and  navigation  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and  the  maintaining 
the  antient  limits  in  America,  as  they  were  in  the  time  of 
King  Charles  II.  the  free  exercife  of  the  Catholick  Re- 
ligion in  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  cod-fiftiing  in 
the  feas  of  Newfoundland;  as  well  as  with  regard  to  all 
the  other  articles  which  may  not  hitherto  have  been  put 
in  execution,  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain. 

III.  Forafmuch  as  by  the  feventh  article  of  the  treaty 
of  commerce  of  Utrecht  it  was  agreed,  that  all  the  goods 
confifcatcd  at  the  beginning  of  the  former  war  ftiould  be 
reftored,  in  regard  to  the  confifcation  thereof  had  been 
made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  36th  article  of  the 
treaty  of  1667,  his  Catholick  Majefty,  in  like  conformity, 
will  order,  that  all  the  goods,  merchandizes,  money,  ihips 
and  other  cffe6ls,  which  have  been  feizcd.  as  well  in  Spain 
as  in  the  Indies,  by  virtue  of  his  orders  of  the  month  of 
September  1718,  or  of  any  other  fubfequcnt  orders,  at  the 
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time  before  the  war  was  declared  between  the  two  crowns 
xiT  after  it  was  declared,  be  fpeedily  reftored  in  their  fame 
kind,  as  to  thofe  which  (hall  be  ftill  in  being;  or,  if  they 
are  not,  the  juft  and  true  value  of  them,  at  the  time  that 
they  v/ere  feized ;  the  valuation  whereof,  if,  by  omiffion 
or  negle6t,  it  was  not  then  made,  fliall  be   adjufted,  ac- 
cording to  the  authentick  informations  that  the  owners  iTiall 
produce  before  the  ordinary  magiflrates  of  the  towns  and 
places  where  the  faid  effefts  fliall  have  been  feized.     And 
as  it  is  certain,  that  the  orders  of  his  Catholick   Majefty 
(although  they  direfted,  that  inventories   of  thofe   goods 
and  effefts  Ihould  be  made  and  drawn  up,  and  accounts 
and  declarations  fhould  be  kept)  have  not,  however,  been 
executed  in  that  manner  in   feveral   places,  it  has   been 
agreed,  that  if  the  proprietors  make  it  appear,  by  legal 
proofs,  informations,  and  other  documents,    that  any   of 
them  have  been  omitted  in  the  faid  inventories,  his   Ca- 
tholick Majefty  will  give  exprsfs  orders,  that  the  value  of 
thofe  things  which  fliall  have  been  omitted,  be  paid  by  the 
treafurers  or  other  perfons,  through  whofe  negleft   fuch 
omiffions  fliall  have  been  made. 

IV.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  that  his  Britannick  Majefty 
fhall  give  order  to  his  governors,  officers,  and  other  mi- 
nifters,  to  whom  it  (hall  belong,  to  caufe  to  be  reftored  all 
the  goods  and  effeCls  of  the  fubje8s  of  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty, which  they  fliall  prove  to  have  been  feized  and  con- 
flfcated  in  the  dominions  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  upon 
occafion  of  the  laft  war;  in  the  fame  manner  as  it  has  been 
fettled  in  the  foregoing  article,  in  favour  of  the  fubjeQs 
of  his  Britannick  Majefty. 

V.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  his  Britannick  Majefty  fiiaii 
caufe  to  be  reftored  to  his  CathoHck  Majefty  all  the 
fliips  of  the  Spanifh  fleet,  which  were  taken  by  that 
of  England,  in  the  naval  battle  that  was  fought  in 
the  month  of  Auguft  1718,  in  the  feas  of  Sicily;  with  the 
guns,  fails,  rigging,  and  other  equipage,  in  the  condi- 
tion they  are  atprefent;  or  elfe  the  value  of  thofe  which 
may  have  been  fold,  at  the  fame  price  that  the  purchafers 
fliall  have  given,  according  to  the  proofs  and  vouchers  : 
and  for  the  execution  of  this  reftitution,  his  Britannick 
Majefty  fliall  caufe  the  proper  orders  to  be  difpatched,  im- 
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me<iiately  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty.  It  is  alio 
declared,  that  the  other  pretenfions  that  there  may  be,  on 
both  fides,  between  the  two  crowns,  concerning  matters 
whereof  there  is  no  mention  made  in  the  prefent  treaty, 
and  -which  are  not  comprehended  in  the  fecond  article 
hereof,  iliall  be  treated  of  at  the  approaching  congrefs  of 
Cambray. 

VI.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  have  its  effeft  immediately 
after  it  fhall  have  been  mutually  ratified ;  and  the  letters 
of  ratification  iliall  be  exchanged  in  fix  weeks  after  the 
ligning,  or  fooner,  if  poffible ;  deferring  its  publication 
till  the  general  peace  fhall  have  been  concluded  at  the 
congrefs  of  Cambray,  between  all  the  parties  concerned ; 
or  till  their  Bri  tan  nick  and  Catholick  Majefties  fhall  have 
particularly  agreed  upon  it. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under-written  miniflers  ple- 
nipotentiaries of  his  Britannick  Majefty  and  his  Cadiolick 
Majefty,  being  furnifhed  with  our  full  powers,  which  have 
been  mutually  communicated,  and  copies  whereof  fliall  be 
here  under  tranfcribed,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty, 
and  affixed  thereto  the  feals  of  our  arms.  Done  at  Ma- 
drid the  i3th  of  June,  1721.

Treaty  of  defenfite  alliance,  betwixt  France,    Spain,    and 
Great  Britain.     At  Madrid,  June  13,   1721. 

THE  differences  that  have  happened  betwixt  their  Bri- 
tannick and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  on  the  one 
part,  and  his  Catholick  Majefty  on  the  other,  having  not 
a  little  impaired  the  friendlhip  which  they  always  fhewed 
to  one  another,  it  has  been  a  long  time  their  ardent  wifli 
to  re-eftablifti  the  good  correipondence  and  finccre 
amity  which  ought  to  prevail  among  them,  and  which 
will  always  be  the  ftrongcft  fiipport  of  the  grealncfs  to 
which  God  has  railed  them,  and  the  furell  means  to  prc- 
ferve  the  publick  tranquillity,  as  well  as  the  happinefs  and 
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mutual  advantages  of  their  fubjefts ;  and  it  is  with  a  view 
to  cemeht  and  corroborate,  if  poffible,  thefe  difpofitions, 
which  are  as  conducive  to  the  mutual  glory  and  fecurity 
of  their  crowns,  as  they  are  conformable  to  the  welfare 
and  tranquillity  of  all  Europe,  that  their  Britannick,  moll 
Chriftian,  and  Catholick  Majefties  have  refolved  to  unite 
in  fo  ftri8;  a  manner,  that  they  may  ad  hereafter  as  if  they 
had  only  the  fame  view,  and  the  fame  intereft  :  and  for 
this  end  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Great  Britain,  Sec.  hav- 
ing given  full  powers  to  treat  in  his  name,  to  William 
Stanhope,  efq.  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dragoons,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain,  and  ambaffador 
extraordinary  from  his  Britannick  Majefty  to  the  court 
of  the  Catholick  King;  the  moft  ferene  the  moft  Chrif- 
tian King  having  given  full  powers  for  the  fame  end,  to 
John  Baptift  Lewis  Andrault  de  Langeron,  marquifs  de 
Maulevrier,  lieutenant-general  of  his  armies,  commander 
artd  grand  croix  of  the  military  order  of  St.  Louis,  his 
envoy  extrordinary  to  his  Catholick  Majefty;  and  the  moft 
ferene  king  of  Spain  having  likewife  granted  his  full  powers 
for  the  fame  end  to  Don  Jofeph  Grimaldo,  knight  of  the 
order  of  St.  Jago,  governor  of  Rueira  and  Auzechal,  a 
member  of  the  council  of  the  Indies,  and  his  firft  fecre- 
tary  of  ftate  and  the  difpatches ;  they  have  agreed  on  the 
following  articles. 

I.  There  fliall  be  hereafter  and  for  ever  a  ftri6t  union 
and  a  fincere  and  lafting  friendfliip  between  the  moft  fe- 
rene king  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  ferene  the  moft 
Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Spain, 
their  kingdoms  and  their  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants  of  the 
countries  under  their  dominion  ;  fo  that  the  injuries  or  da- 
mages fuffered  during  the  war,  to  which  an  end  has  beeli 
put  by  the  acceffion  of  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Spain  to 
the  treaties  of  London,  dated  the  2d  of  Auguft  1718, 
fliall  be  buried  in  eternal  oblivion,  and  that  for  the  future 
each  ftiall  take  the  fame  care  of  one  another's  fafety  as  of 
his  own,  and  not  only  inform  his  ally  of  the  danger  that 
may  threaten  him,  but  alfo  oppofe  with  all  his  power  the 
injuries  that  mav  be  done  him. 
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IL  In  order  to  eftablifli  this  union  and  correfpondence 
firmly,  and  to  render  it  yet  more  advantageous  to  the  crowns 
of  their  Britannick,  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jellies,  they  promife  and  engage  by  the  prefent  treaty  of 
defenfive  alliances  mutually  to  guarantee  the  kingdoms, 
provinces,  ftates  and  countries  under  each  other's  domi- 
nion, in  what  part  of  the  world  foever  fituate  -,  fo  that  if 
their  majefties  are  attacked,  contrary  to  what  was  refolved 
on  at  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and  Baden,  and  contrary  to 
the  treaties  of  London,  and  the  ftipulations  which  Ihall 
be  made  at  Cambray,  they  (hall  mutually  affift  one  ano- 
ther till  the  difturbance  is  at  an  end,  or  till  they  are  fatis- 
fied,  by  the  reparation  of  the  damages  which  they  fhall 
have  fufFercd. 

III.  In  purfuance  of  the  foregoing  article,  the  mainte- 
nance and  obfervation  of  the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  Baden^ 
London,  and  of  that  which  is  to  be  made  at  Cambray, 
for  putting  an  end  to  the  differences  that  are  to  be  decided 
betwixt  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Spain  and  the  emperor, 
fhall  be  the  chief  aim  of  the  prefent  alliance.  And  to 
ftrengthen  it  the  more,  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, the  moft  ferene  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the 
moft  ferene  king  of  Spain,  ftiall  by  concert  invite  fuch 
powers  as  they  fliall  think  fit  to  enter  into  the  prefent 
treaty  for  the  common  good,  and  for  the  prefervation  of 
the  publick  tranquillity. 

IV.  If  it  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that,  contrary  to 
the  faid  treaties  of  Utrecht,  Baden,  London,  or  the  fti- 
pulations  of  thofe  which  fliall  be  made  at  Cambray,  their 
Britannick,  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholick  Majefties  ftiould 
be  attacked,  or  in  any  manner  difturbed  in  the  enjoy- 
inent  of  their  kingdoms  and  countries  by  any  potentate, 
they  promife  and  engage  to  employ  their  good  offices  as 
foon  as  they  fhall  be  required,  in  order  to  procure  for  the 
party  attacked  fatisfaftion  for  the  wrong  done  to  him,  and 
to  hinder  the  aggreflbr  from  continuing  his  hoftilitics ;  and 

'  if  it  happen  that  his  good  offices  be  not  fufficient  to  pro- 
cure fuch  reparation  out  of  hand,  their  faid  majefties  pro- 
mife to  furnifh  the  following  fuccours  jointly  or  fcpa- 
ratcly,  viz. 
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His  Britannick  Majefty  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  bor^. 
His  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  hoife. 
His  Catholick  Majefty  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

If  the  party  that  happens  to  be  attacked,  defire  men  of 
war  or  tranfports,  or  even  fubfidies  in  ready  money,  in 
the  room  of  troops,  in  that  cafe  he  fhall  be  at  liberty  to 
make  his  choice,  and  they  fhall  furnifh  him  with  the  faid 
fhips  or  money  in  proportion  to  the  expence  of  troops  j 
and  in  order  to  prevent  all  occafion  of  doubt  in  the  cal- 
culation of  the  faid  expence,  their  majefties  agiee  that 
1,000  foot  fhall  be  fetded  at  10,000  Dutch  florins,  and 
1,000  horfe  at  30,000  florins  per  month,  obferving  the 
fame  proportion  with  regard  to  fliipping :  their  faid  ma- 
jefties promifingto  continue  and  maintain  the  faid  fuccours 
as  long  as  the  troubles  fliall  laft ;  and  if  the  faid  fuccours 
be  not  fufficient  to  repel  the  attacks  of  the  enemy,  they 
fhall  agree  to  augment  them ;  and  if  it  be  neceflary,  their 
faid  majefties  fliall  mutually  aflift  one  another  with  all 
their  forces,  and  declare  war  againft  the  aggreflbr. 

V.  Their  Britannick,  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholick 
Majefties,  being  entirely  fatisfied  in  the  fentiments  which 
the  duke  of  Parma  has  always  manifefted  towards  them, 
and  being  defirous  to  give  him  marks  of  the  Angular 
efteem  and  affeftion  which  they  have  for  him,  they  pro- 
mife  and  engage  by  virtue  of  this  prefent  treaty,  to  grant 
him  particular  prote6lion  for  the  prefervation  of  his  ter- 
ritories and  rights,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  his  dig- 
nity; fo  that  if  he  be  difturbed  contrary  to  the  treaties  of 
peace  already  made,  and  contrary  to  what  fliall  be  ftipu- 
lated  in  thofe  that  are  to  be  made  at  Cambray,  they  Ihail 
join  their  good  offices  and  efforts,  to  obtain  juft  fatisfac- 
tion ;  and  if  it  be  refufed,  they  fliall  agree  on  meafures 
to  procure  it  for  him  by  all  other  methods  that  fliall  be  in 
their  power. 

VI.  His  Catholick  Majefty  being  defirous  to  give  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  and  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  a  par- 
ticular proof  of  his  friendfliip,  confirms  as  far  as  there 
may  be  occafion,  all  the  advantages  and  privileges  which 
have  been  granted  by  the   kings  his  predeceffbrs  to  the 
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Englifti  and  French  nations ;  fo  that  the  trading  fubjetis 
of  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft 
ferene  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  fhall  always  enjoy  in  Spain, 
the  fame  rights,  prerogatives,  advantages  and  privileges  for 
their  perlbns,  commerce,  merchandize,  eftates  and  effefts, 
which  they  have  enjoyed,  or  which  they  ought  to  have  en- 
joyed by  virtue  of  treaties  or  agreements,  or  by  virtue  of  all 
thofe  which  have  been  or  fhall  be  granted  in  Spain,  tQ  the 
nation  that  is  moft  favoured* 

VII.  The  prefent  treaty  (hall  be  ratified  by  their  Bri- 
tannick,  moft  Chriftian  and  Catholick  Majefties,  and  the 
ratifications  fhall  be  mutually  delivered  in  due  form,  and 
exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  reckoning  from  the 
dayoffigning,  or  fooner,  if  poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  minifters,  ple- 
nipotentiaries of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  his  moft  Chriftian 
Majefty,  and  his  moft  Catholick  Majefty,  having  mutu- 
ally communicated  our  full  powers,  have  figned  the  prefent 
treaty,  and  thereunto  fet  the  feals  of  our  arms.  Done  at 
Madrid  the  13th  of  June  17.21.

THE  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannick, 
moft  Chriftian  and  Catholick  Majefties,  have  this  day 
figned,  by  virtue  of  their  refpe8:ive  full  powers,  a  treaty 
of  defenfive  alliance  between  their  faid  majefties:  they 
have  further  agreed,  that  the  particular  treaty,  which  has 
likewife  been  figned,  this  day,  between  their  Britannick 
and  Catholick  Majefties,  whereof  the  tenor  follows,  fliall 
make  a  part  of  the  faid  treaty  of  defenfive  alliance,  con- 
cluded between  England,  France,  and  Spain. 
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Here  is  infer  ted,  verbatim,  the  treaty  hetween  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  Spain,  concluded  at  Madrid^  the  igtk  cf  Jmt^^ 
N.  S.  1721. 

THE  abovefaid  particular  treaty  Iball  have  tlic  fame 
force,  as  if  it  were  inferted  word  for  word  m  the 
treaty  of  defenfive  alliance,  iigned  this  day,  betweeD  the 
three  crowns ;  and  the  letters  of  ratification  ih&ll  be  ex- 
changed at  Madrid,  in  the  ufual  manner,  within  die  Ipace 
of  fix  weeks,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  fignipg, 
or  fooner,  if  poffible.

THE  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannick 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  having  this  day  figned, 
with  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  king  of  Spain,  by 
virtue  of  their  refpe6live  full  powers,  a  treaty  of  defen- 
five alliance  :  the  abovefaid  minifters  of  their  Britannick 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  have  alfo  agreed  between 
themfelves,  by  virtue  of  the  fame  powers,  that,  as  the 
principal  intention  and  aim  of  that  alliance  is  to  maintain 
and  preferve  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  Europe,  in 
which  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  are  dilpofed  to  con- 
cur, and  to  give  their  aflSftance,  the  firft  proper  occafion 
fhall  be  taken,  in  concert,  to  invite  them  thereto ;  and 
fheir  faid  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian   Majefties  pro- 
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Tnife  and  engage,  in  the  mean  time,  to  maintain  the  treaty 
of  defenfive  alliance,  made  at  the  Hague,  between  the 
king  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the 
States  General  of  the  4th  of  January  1717,  N.  S.  and 
that  nothing  fhall  be  done,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  its 
prejudice. 


Dtjenjive  treaty  of  alliance  between  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, the  mojl  Chrijlian  King,  and  the  king  of  Pruffia, 
concluded  at  Hanover  the  o^d  of  September  1725.  With 
three  Jepar ate  articles  relating  to  Thorn,  end  to  the  con^ 
tingency  of  a  war  agairfi  the  emperor  and  empire. 

THEIR  majellies  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft 
Chriftian  King,  and  the  king  of  Pruflia,  having, 
with  pleafure,  obferved  how  much  the  ftri6i;  union  fub- 
fifting  between  them  has  contributed,  not  only  to  the 
happinefs  of  their  own  kingdoms  and  fubjefts,  but  alfo 
to  the  publick  good  and  tranquillity ;  being  Hkewife  per- 
fuaded  that  there  is  not  a  more  proper  means  of  fecuring 
and  ftrengthening  the  faid  advantages  againft  all  events 
that  may  happen,  than  to  cultivate  the  faid  union  more 
and  more,  and  to  make  it  indiftbluble ;  and  having  ma- 
turely confidered  all  the  treaties  that  fubfift  between  their 
faid  majefties,  (from  which  they  declare  that  they  do  not 
intend  any  way  to  derogate  by  this  prefent  treaty)  they 
have  thought  fit  to  take  before  hand,  new  meafures, 
in  cafe  any  difturbances  fliould  arife  in  Europe,  by  agree- 
ing among  themfelves  upon  what  may  be  neceftary  not 
only  for  the  fecurity  and  the  moft  eftential  interefts  of  their  ' 
own  kingdom,  but  alfo  with  regard  to  the  general  good 
and  tranquillity.  Upon  thefe  confiderations,  and  with 
this  view,  their  faid  Britannick,  moft  Chriftian,  and 
Pruftian  Majefties  have  given  their  full  powers  ;  that  is  to 
fay,  his  Britannick  Majcfty  to  Charles  VifcountTownfliend, 
Baron  of  Lynn,  his  lieutenant  in  the  county  of  Norfolk, 
knight  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter,  and  his 
fecretary  of  ftate ;  his  moft  Chriftian  Majcfty,  to  Francis 
count  de  Broglio,  lieutenant  general  of  his  armies,  di- 
reftor  general  of  his  horfe,  and  of  his  dragoons,  gover- 
nor 
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nor  of  Mont-Dauphin,  and  his  ambaffador  to  the  faid 
mofl  ferene  king  of  Great  Britain;  and  his  Pruffian  Ma- 
jefty,  to  John  Chriftopher  de  Wallenrodt,  hisminifterof 
ftate,  and  his  envoy  extraordinary  to  the  faid  moft  ferene 
king  of  Great  Britain ;  who,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  full 
powers,  having  with  all  poffible  attention  weighed  the  moft 
proper  meafures  to  attain  the  end  which  their  faid  ma- 
jellies  propofe  to  themfelves,  have  agreed  upon  the  fol- 
lowing articles. 

I.  There  fhall  be  now,  and  in  all  time  coming,  a  true 
firm,  and  inviolable  peace,  the  moft  fincere  and  intimate 
friendftiip,  and  the  moft  ftriO;  alliance  and  union  between 
the  faid  three  moft  ferene  kings,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs, 
their  dominions,  countries,  and  towns  fituate  in  their  re- 
fpe£live  territories,  and  their  fubjefts  and  inhabitants,  as 
well  in  as  out  of  Europe ;  and  the  fame  fliall  be  preferved 
and  cultivated  in  fuch  manner,  that  the  contrafting  pardes 
may  faithfully  promote  their  reciprocal  interefts  and  ad- 
vantages, and  prevent  and  repel  all  wrongs  and  damages, 
hy  the  moft  proper  means  they  can  find  out. 

II.  As  the  true  aim  and  intention  of  this  alliance 
between  the  faid  kings  is  mutually  to  preferve  the  peace 
and  tranquillity  of  their  refpeftive  kingdoms ;  their  a- 
bovefaid  majefties  do  promife  to  each  other  their  recipro- 
cal gvarantee  for  the  protefting  and  maintaining  generally 
all  the  dominions,  countries,  and  towns  both  in  and  out 
of  Europe,  whereof  each  of  the  allies  fhall  be  aQually  in 
pofteflion  at  the  time  of  the  figning  of  this  alliance ;  as 
alfo  all  the  rights,  immunities,  and  advantages,  particu- 
larly thofe  relating  to  trade,  which  the  faid  allies  enjoy  or 
ought  to  enjoy  refpe6lively.  And  to  this  end  the  faid  kings 
have  agreed,  that  if  out  of  refentment  on  account  of 
this  alliance,  or  upon  any  other  pretext,  any  one  of  the 
faid  allies  fiiould  be  attacked  in  hoftile  manner  by,  or 
ftiould  fuffer  any  wrong  from,  any  prince  or  ftate  whatfoe- 
ver,  the  other  allies  fliall  employ  their  good  offices  to 
procure  fatisfaftion  to  be  given  to  the  injured  party,  and 
to  engage  the  aggreflbr  to  forbear  any  further  hoftility  or 
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III.  And  if  any  of  the  contra6ling  parties  fhould  be 
openly  attacked,  or  molefted  in  the  abovefaid  cafes,  and 
that  the  good  offices  abovementioned  fhould  not  be  effec- 
tual, fo  as  to  procure  a  juft  fatisfaftion  for  the  wrongs 
and  damages  done  to  the  injured  party,  then  the  other 
parties,  within  two  months  after  application  (hall  be  made 
to  them,  fhall  furnilli  the  following  fuccours ;  that  is  to 
iay. 

His  majefly  the  king  of  Great  Britain  fhall  furnifli 
8,000  foot,  and  4.000  horfe. 

His  moft  Chriflian  Majefty  fliall,  in  the  like  cafe,  fur- 
nifh  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

And  his  majefty  the  king  of  Pruffia,  fliall  furnifh  3,000 
foot,  and  2,000  horfe. 

But  if  the  party  attacked  fhould  rather  defire  to  have 
men  of  war,  or  tranfport  fliips,  or  even  fubfidies  in  mo- 
ney, which  fhall  always  be  left  to  his  choice ;  then  the 
other  parties  fliall  fupply  him  with  fliips  or  money,  in 
proportion  to  the  expence  of  the  troops  to  be  furnifhed 
as  above.  And  to  remove  all  manner  of  doubt  with 
regard  to  this  expence,  the  contrafting  parties  do  agree, 
that  1,000  foot  fliall  be  valued  at  10,000  Dutch  guilders 
by  the  month;  and  1,000  horfe,  at  30,000  guilders  of  the 
fame  money  alfo  by  the  month  :  and  the  computation  fliall 
be  made  in  proportion  as  to  the  men  of  war  and  tranfport 
fiiips.  If  the  fuccours  above  fpecified  do  not  prove  fuffi- 
cient  to  caufe  fatisfaftion  to  be  made  to  the  injured  party, 
then  the  contrafting  parties  fliall  agree  together  upon 
further  forces  to  be  furniflied ;  and  finally,  in  cafe  of 
need,  the  faid  allies  fhall  affift  the  injured  party  with 
all  their  forces,  and  fhall  even  declare  war  again  ft  the 
aggrellor. 

IV.  And  as  the  faid  three  moft  ferenc  kings  are  re- 
folved  to  bind  more  and  more  clofely  the  ftrifcl  union  that 
fdbfifts  among  them,  by  all  poflTible  tokens  of  good  faith 
and  mutual  confidence,  they  have  reciprocally  agreed, 
not  only  to  enter  into  no  treaty,  alliance  or  engagement 
whatfoever,  which  may,  in  any  manner  whatever,  be  con- 
trary to  the  interefts  of  each  other;  but  even  faithfully  to 
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municate  to  each  other  the  propofals  that  may  be  made  to 
them,  and  not  to  take,  upon  what  may  be  propofed,  any 
refolution,  otherwife  than  in  concert  together,  and  after 
a  joint  examination  of  what  may  conduce  to  their  common 
interefts,  and  be  proper  for  maintaining  the  ballance  of 
Europe,  which  is  fo  neceflary  to  be  preferved  for  the 
good  of  the  general  peace. 

V.  His  moft  Chriftian   Majefty  being  particularly  in- 
terefted  as  guarantee  of  the  treaties  of  Weftphalia,  in  the 
maintaining  of  the  privileges  and  liberties  of  the  Germa- 
nick  Body ;  and  their  Britannick  and  Pruffian  Majefties  as 
members  of   that   body,    obferving   with   equal   concern 
feeds  of  divifion  and  of  complaint  that  may  at  length  break 
out,  and  bring  on  a  war,    which,  by  fatal  confequences 
refulting  from  it,  might  fet  all  Europe  on  fire ;  their  faid 
majefties  being  ever  attentive  to  what  may  one  day  difturb 
the  tranquillity  of  the   empire  in  particular,  and  that  of 
Europe  in  general,  do  engage  and  promife  to  help  each 
other  mutually  in  maintaining  and  caufing  to  be  obferved 
the  abovefaid  treaties,  and  the  other  a8:s,  which    having 
fettled  the  affairs  of  the  empire,  are  looked  upon  as  the 
bafis  and  foundation  of  the  tranquillity  of  the  Germanick. 
Body,  and  the  fupport  of  its  rights,   privileges  and  immu- 
nities, which  their  abovefaid  majefl:ies  are  truly  delirous  to 
fecure  in  a  folid  manner. 

VI.  The  prefent  alliance  fhall  fubfift  during  the  fpace 
of  15  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  figning 
of  thefe  prefents. 

VII.  Their  Britannick,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Pruffian 
Majefties  will  invite  the  princes  and  ftates  which  ftiall  by 
them  be  agreed  upon,  to  accede  to  the  prefent  treaty  ; 
and  they  have  now  agreed  to  invite  particularly  the  lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces. 

VIIL  This  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  approved  and  ra- 
tified by  their  majefties  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  king  of  Pruffia,  and  the 
ratification  ftiall  be  delivered  in  the  (pace  of  two  months, 
from  the  figning  of  thefe  prefents,  or  fooner,  if  poffi- 
ble.

WHEREAS  the  affair  that  lately  happened  in  the 
city  of  Thorn,  and  what  has  enfued  thereupon, 
have  alarmed  many  princes  and  ftates,  who  apprehend 
that,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  treaty  of  Oliva,  difturbances 
may  on  this  occafion  arife,  not  only  in  Poland,  but  alfo 
in  the  neighbouring  countries,  their  Britannick,  moft 
Chriftian,  and  Pruffian  Majeflies,  who,  as  guaranties  of 
the  faid  treaty  of  Oliva,  are  obliged  to  fee  it  maintained 
and  obferved  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  do  engage  to  em- 
ploy their  offices  the  moft  effeftually  they  can,  to  caufe  re- 
paration to  be  made  for  what  may  have  been  done  contrary 
to  the  faid  treaty  of  Oliva ;  and  in  order  thereunto,  their 
faid  majefties  will,  in  concert  together,  inform  them felves 
by  their  minifters  in  Poland,  of  the  infraftions  that  may 
have  been  made  of  the  faid  treaty  of  Oliva,  and  of  the 
means  by  which  the  fame  may  be  redreffed,  in  fuch  way  as 
may  entirely  fecure  the  publick  tranquillity  againft  the 
dangers  to  which  it  might  be  expofed,  fhould  fo  folemn  ^ 
treaty  as  that  of  Oliva  be  infringed. 

Separate    Article.     No.  2. 

IF  out  of  refentment,  on  account  of  fuccours  which 
his  moft  Chriilian  Majefty  may  furnifh  to  his  Britan- 
nick Majefty  and  to  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  to  fecure 
them  from  the  difturbance  which  they  might  fuffcr 
in  the  territories  they  poffefs,  the  empire  ihould  declare 
war  againft  his  faid  moft  Chriftian  Majefty;  as  in  this 
cafe  fuch  a  declaration  would  as  well  affetl  the  moft  fe- 
rene  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  fercne  king  of 
Pruffia,  whofc  intcrefts  would  be  the  occafion  of  fuch  a 

war. 
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'war,  as  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty;  they  not  only  wM 
forbear  to  furnilh  their  quota  in  troops,  or  in  any  other 
kind  of  fuccours  whatever,  even  though  their  faid  Britan- 
nick  and  Pruffian  Majefties  fliould  not  be  comprehended 
and  named  in  the  declaration  of  war  which  the  empire 
lliould  make  againft  France,  but  they  will  even  a6l  in 
concert  with  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  until  the  peace 
difturbed  on  that  occafion  be  reftored  ;  his  faid  Britannick 
Majefty  exprefslypromifing,  moreover,  to  execute  in  fuck 
cafe  the  treaties  he  has  concluded  with  his  moft  Chrif- 
tian Majefty,  who  on  his  part  promifes  faithfully  to  obfervc 
the  fame. 

Separate    Article.     No.  3. 

IF  It  fliould  happen,  that,  notwithftanding  his  moS 
Chriftian  Majefty 's  firm  refolution  to  obferve  exaSly 
all  his  treaties  with  regard  to  the  empire,  in  thofe  things 
in  which  there  has  been  no  derogation  therefrom  by  the 
prefent  treaty,  it  ftiould  be  attempted  on  the  part  of  the 
empire  to  take  any  refolution  againft  France,  to  the  pre-. 
judice  of  the  general  guarantee  of  poflefTions,  as  it  is  ftipii- 
lated  by  the  treaty  figned  this  day ;  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty and  his  Pruffian  Majefty  promife  in  fuch  cafe  to  em- 
ploy their  good  offices,  credit,  and  authority,  the  moft 
effeftually  they  Ihall  be  able,  either  by  their  own  votes, 
and  thofe  of  the  princes  in  friendfliip  with  them  at  the 
diet,  or  by  all  other  proper  means,  to  prevent  any  thing 
being  done  contrary  thereto:  and  if  againft  all  expeftation, 
and  notwithftanding  all  their  endeavours,  war  fhould  be 
declared  againft  France,  on  the  part  of  the  empire,  al- 
though in  this  cafe  the  fame  being  no  longer  a  defenfive 
one,  they  might  not  by  its  conftitutions  be  obliged  to 
furnilh  any  quota;  yet  to  remove  all  doubt  between  their 
faid  majefties,  if  they  fliould  think  they  could  not  be  dif- 
penfed  with  from  performing  their  duty  as  members  of 
that  body,  their  faid  Britannick  and  Pruffian  Majefties  do 
referve  to  themfelves  the  liberties  of  furnifhing  their  quotas 
of  foot  or  horfe,  of  their  own  troops,  or  of  fuch  as  they 
fhall  take  into  their  pay  from  any  other  prince,  at  their 
own  choice ;  and  their  Britannick  and  Pruffian  Majefties 
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Ihall  not,  on  account  of  fuch  furnifhing  their  quotas,  be 
deemed  to  have  a8:ed  contrary  to  the  treaty  figned  this 
day,  which  fliall  continue  in  all  its  force :  their  Britannick 
and  Prudian  Majefties  promifing  not  to  furnilh  in  fuch 
cafe  any  other  or  greater  number  of  troops  againft  his 
moft  Chriitian  Majefty,  than  what  they  are  obliged  to  find 
for  their  quota;  and  that  they  will  in  other  refpefts  per- 
form, in  the  cafes  forefeen,  their  engagements  to  his  faid 
moll  Chriftian  Majefty,  who  on  his  part  fhall  not  on 
account  of  the  faid  quota  exercife  any  hoftility  againft 
the  territories  and  fubjefts  of  the  faid  moft  ferene  king 
of  Great  Britain,  or  the  faid  moft  ferene  king  of  Pruffia, 
in  the  empire,  or  elfewhere ;  nor  demand,  or  pretend  to 
any  contributions,  forage,  quarters,  paftage,  or  other 
things  at  the  charge  of  the  faid  countries  and  territories, 
on  any  pretence  whatfoever.  In  like  manner,  it  fhall 
alfo  not  be  lawful  for  the  faid  territories,  places,  coun- 
tries, and  fubje6ls,  to  furnifh  any  of  the  faid  things  to  the 
enemies  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty ;  who  does  alfo 
oblige  himfelf  and  promife  on  his  part,  that  if  in  the  em- 
pire refolutions  fhould  come  to  be  taken,  like  to  thofe  that 
are  mentioned  in  this  article,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  kings 
of  Great  Britain  and  Pruffia,  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
will  openly  take  their  part,  and  will  not  fail  to  affifl 
them  with  all  neceflary  vigour,  in  purfuance  of  this  treaty, 
until  the  difturbances,  wrongs,  and  infraftions,  fhall  en- 
tirely ceafe. 

Thefe  feparate  articles  fhall  be  of  the  fame  force,  as 
if  they  had  been  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  treaty 
this  day  concluded  and  figned :  they  fhall  be  ratified 
in  the  fame  manner,  and  the  ratifications  thereof  fhall  be 
exchanged  at  the  fame  time  as  the  treaty.  In  witnefs 
whereof,  we  have  figned  thefe  articles,  and  have  fct. 
thereto  the  feals  of  our  arms.  Done  at  Hanover  the 
third  of  September  1725.

AB  of  the  accejfion  of  the  United  Provinces  to  the  trtaly 
of  defmfive  alliance,  figned  at  Hanover  on  the  ^d  sf 
September  1725.  Made  at  the  Hague  the  ^th  day  of 
Auguft   1726. 

In  th£  name  of  the  Mojl  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity. 

WHEREAS  their  majefties,  the  moft  Chriftian  King, 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  king  of  Pruffia, 
as  well  for  cementing  the  ftri6l  union  which  fubfifts  be- 
twixt them,  as  for  the  fafety  of  their  own  kingdoms  and 
dominions,  and  alfo  for  the  prefervation  of  the  peace  and 
of  the  publick  tranquillity,  thought  fit  to  enter  into  an 
alliance  with  one  another ;  the  treaty  for  which  purpofe 
was  concluded  at  Hanover  the  3d  of  September  1725, 
together  with  diree  feparate  articles,  which  were  commu- 
nicated to  their  High  Mightinelles  the  lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands, 
by  the  marquifs  de  Fenelon,  ambaflador  of  France ;  by 
Mr.  Finch,  envoy  extraordinary  of  Great  Britain  ;  and 
by  the  fieur  Meynhertfliagen,  envoy  extraordinary  from 
the  king  of  Pruffia ;  who  in  the  name  of  the  kings  their 
mailers,  joindy  invited  the  faid  lords  the  States  General  to 
accede  to  the  faid  treaty,  and  the  feparate  articles,  con- 
formably to  the  agreement  in  the  feventh  article  of  tl"ie. 
faid  treaty,  which  with  the  feparate  articles  are  here  iii- 
ferted  verbatim. 

Fiat  Infertio. 

And  whereas  the  faid  lords  the  States  General,  after 
having  feeii  and  examined  the  faid  treaty  and  its  feparate 
articles,  have  declared  that  they  are  fully  fenfible  of  the 
honour  which  their  majefties  did  them  by  fo  ready  and 
obliging  an  invitation  to  accede  to.  the  faid  treaty;  and 
as  at  the  fame  time  they  acknowledge  the  care  they  took 
in  the  making  of  this  treaty,  as  well  for  the  prefervation 
of  the  publick  tranquillity  in  general  (without  which  the 
peace  of  their  republick  cannot  be  fecure)  as  in  parti- 
cular for  the  maintenance  of  its  coraraercCj  without  which 
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t  cannot  fubfifl ;  and  as  they  are  fully  convinced  more- 
over,  that  the  aim  of  this  alhance  does  not  at  all  tend  to 
give  the  leaft  infringement  to  any  former  treaty  or  alliance, 
contracted  either  by  them,  or  by  any  one  of  them,  with 
other  princes  or  ftates,  but  that  their  intention  is  rather  to 
corroborate  them;  and  that  the  grand  view  of  this  alliance 
only  tends  to  the  uniting  of  themfelves  the  more  clofely 
together,  without  giving  offence  to  any  perfon  whatfo- 
ever,  for  the  guarantee,  proteQion,  and  maintenance  of 
all  the  dominions,  countries,  and  towns,  in  or  out  of 
Europe,  which  each  of  the  aUies  fhall  be  aftually  in  pof- 
feffion  of  at  the  time  of  the  figning  the  faid  treaty,  as  well 
as  of  the  rights,  immunities,  and  advantages,  particularly 
thofe  relating  to  commerce,  either  in  Europe  or  out  of  it, 
which  each  of  the  allies  enjoyed  at  the  time  of  the  figning 
of  the  faid  acceffion. 

Moreover,  the  faid  lords  the  States  General  being  firmly 
perfuaded,  that  by  their  acceffion  to  the  faid  treaty  of 
Hanover,  it  is  not  required  of  them  that  they  fhall  under- 
take the  general  guarantee  of  the  treaties  of  Weftphalia 
and  Oliva,  mentioned  in  the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Hanover,  and  in  the  firft  of  the  feparate  articles,  to  which 
general  guarantee  they  were  never  engaged;  but  that  their 
guarantee  in  this  refpetl  extends  only  to  the  rights  and 
pofTeffions,  which  the  high  allies,  or  any  one  of  them,  have 
acquired  by  thofe  treaties,  and  which  they  enjoy  at  the 
time  of  the  figning. 

And  as  to  the  affair  of  Thorn,  mentioned  in  the  firft 
of  the  feparate  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Hanover,  as  they 
only  engage  to  employ  their  amicable  offices  jointly  with 
the  high  contra8i:ig  powers,  to  obtain  a  reafonable  fatisfac- 
lion  and  reparation  for  the  infraClion  of  the  treaty  of  Oliva; 
and  in  cafe  thofe  amicable  offices  be  employed  without 
cffe6t,  and  it  lliould  be  thought  nccelTary  to  do  any  thing 
further,  then  their  High  Mightineffes  fhall  be  at  full 
liberty  of  giving  their  thoughts,  without  being  obliged  to 
any  thing  more  than  good  ofFiCcs,  unlefs  they  renew 
their  agreement. 

Finally,  fince  this  alliance  has  a  particular  view  to  the 
ellablifhment  of  an  intire  confidence  between  the  con- 
trading   parties,  and  the  lords  the  States   General,    fiip- 
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pofing  tliat  the  allies  will  with  all  confidence  mutually 
communicate  their  thoughts  to  each  other  about  the  ways 
and  means  which  Ihall  be  thought  moft  effe6i:ual  in  cafe  of 
need,  for  preferving  and  maintairiing  the  pofTeilions  and 
rights  abovementioned,  as  well  thofe  relating  to  commerce 
as  others,  in  Europe  or  out  of  Europe. 

And  whereas  in  full  perfuafion  and  firm  confidence, 
that  fuch  is  the  real  aim  and  intention  of  their  faid  ma- 
jefties,  the  faid  lords  the  States  General,  to  give  a  mark 
of  their  defire  to  unite  clofely  with  them,  and  of  their 
high  efteem  for  their  friendfliip-  and  alliance,  have  re- 
folved  to  accede  to  the  treaty,  and  the  feparate  articles 
above  inferted :  and  have  for  this  end  appointed  the  fieurs 
Chriftian  Charles,  baron  de  Lintelo,  lord  of  EfTe,  bailiff 
of'  Lochura,  and  droffart  of  Bedovors;  Arnold  de  Zuylen 
de  Nievelt,  late  burgomafter  and  fenator  of  the  city  of 
Rotterdam,  ruart  of  the  territory  of  Putten,  bailiff  and 
dykegrave  of  Scieland;  Ifaac  van  Hoornbceck.  penfionarv 
counfellor  of  the  ftates  of  the  province  of  Holland  and 
Weftfriefland,  keeper  of  the  great  feal,  and  fuperinten- 
dant  of  the  fiefs  of  the  faid  province ;  Nicholas  Henry 
Noey,  late  burgomaller  of  the  town  of  Tholen  ;  Gerard 
Godard  Tats  van  Ameronge,  knight  of  the  teutonick  or- 
der, and  a  commander  of  the  faid  order  at  Doefburg, 
great  huntfman  of  the  province  of  Utrecht;  John  Abra- 
ham van  Schurman,  burgomafter  and  fenator  of  the  town 
of  Slot;  Everard  Roufe,  burgomafter  of  the  town 
of  Deventer  ;  and  Lambert  Henry  Emmer,  fecretary  of 
Groningen,  all  deputies  in  the  affembly  of  the  laid  lords 
the  States  General,  on  the  part  of  the  ftates  of  Guelder- 
land,  Holland,  and  Weftfriefland,  Zealand,  Utrecht,  Frief- 
land,  Overyffel,  Groningen,  and  Ommelands :  and  have 
furniftjed  them  with  full  powers  to  agree  about  that  accef- 
fion  with  the  marquils  de  Fenelon,  plenipotentiary  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty ;  Mr.  Finch,  plenipotentiary  of 
his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain;  and  M.  Meynertf- 
bagen,  plenipotentiary  of  his  majefty  the  king  of  Pruffia, 
likewife  vefted  with  full  powers. 

Who  after  having  had  a  conferenxe  together,  came  to' 
the  following  agreement;  that  the  laid  lords  the  State  Ge- 
neral fliall  a-ccede   (as  the  laid    deputies  and  plenipoten- . 
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tiarics  have  declared  that  tliey  do  accede,  in  their  name, 
and  on  their  behalf)  to  the  faid  treaty  and  feparate  articles, 
engaging  themlelves  to  their  faid  majefties  in  every  thing 
that  is  therein  contained,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if 
they  had  contra6i:ed  with  them  from  the  begiiniing.  And 
their.  High  Mightineffes  acknowledging  their  end  and 
intention  to  be  fuch  as  is  expreflcd  above,  their  faid 
majefties  will  accept  of  their  High  Mightineffes  accef- 
fion,  as  the  faid  ambaffadors,  minifters,  and  plenipoten- 
tiaries have  declared,  that  they  do  accept  of  the  faid 
acceffion,  in  the  name,  and  on  the  behalf  of  their  faid 
majefties,  engaging  themfelves  to  their  High  Mighti- 
neffes in  every  thing  that  is  contained  in  the  faid  trea- 
ty and  feparate  articles,  in  the  very  fame  manner  as 
if  they  had  contra6led  with  their  majefties  from  the  be- 
ginning. 

The  fuccours  which  their  High  Mightineffes  are  to 
furnifh  in  cafe  of  need,  not  having  been  regulated  by 
the  treaty,  it  is  agreed  that  the  fame  fhall  be  four  thou- 
Jand  foot,  and  one  thoufand  horfe.  For  clearing  up 
of  the  6th  article  of  the  treaty,  it  is  declared,  that  af- 
ter the  expiration  of  the  fifteen  years  therein  men- 
tioned, tiie  whole  fliall  fall  in  with  the  terms  of  pre- 
ceding-, treaties,  as  they  fubfift  between  the  high  con- 
iraBing  powers,  and  efpecially  with  the  terms  of  the 
alliance  fiipiilated  in  the  year  1717. 

This  prcfcnt ,  treaty  for  the  acceffion  of  the  States 
General  fiiall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  their  ma- 
jefties the  moll  Chriftian  King,  die  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  king  of  Pruflia,  and  by  the  lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands, and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  produced  here  at 
the  Hague,  w-ithin  the  fpace  of  two  months  from  the 
day  of  figning  thefe  prefenls,  or  fooner,  if  poffible.

Separate  and   Secret  Article. 

THE  lords  the  States  General  having  reprefented  that 
it  may  happen,  that  in  revenge  for  their  acceffioii 
Jiigned  this  day,  they  may  be  attacked  or  difturbed,  in 
fudh  manner  that  they  may  be  obh"ged  to  have  recourfe 
vo  arras  for  their  defence,  and  that  then  the  time  neceffaiy 
to  wait  for  the  fuccefs  of  the  offices  which  fliall  be  em- 
ployed, when,  and  not  before,  their  alhes  are  obliged  to 
furnifh  them  with  the  fuccours  ftipulated  by  the  third  ar- 
ticle of  the  treaty  of  Hanover,  may  be  a  confiderable  pre- 
judice to  them,  and  leave  them  expofed  to  the  moll  vigo- 
rous attacks,  without  being  fuccoured  by  the  princes  their 
allies;  their  moll  Chriftiart,  Britannick,  arid  Prullian  Ma- 
jefties,  in  order  to  give  the  lords  the  States  General  a 
frelh  proof  of  their  concern  for  the  prefervation  of  their 
repubhck,  have  been  pleafed  to  engage  and  promife,  that 
ill  the  cafes  aforefaid,  which  may  put  the  faid  repuhlick 
in  evident  danger,  they  will  furnifh  the  fuccours  ftipu- 
lated by  the  third  article  abovementioned,  even  without 
waiting  for  the  iffue  of  the  offices  and  inftances  which  they 
Ihall  fet  on  foot  with  the  aggrellor,  to  pi-ocure  the  latis- 
faftion  or  reparation  required. 

This  article  fliall  remain  fecret,  arid  have  thfe  fame 
force  as  if  it  were  inferted  verbatiTU,  in  the  treaty  this  day 
concluded  and  figned:  It  fhall  be  ratified  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  the  ratifications  fliall  be  exchanged  in  the 
fame  time  as  the  treaty.  In  witnefs  whereof,  v/e  the 
underwritten,  being  appointed  plenipotentiaries   by  virtue 
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of  t!>e  full  powers  of  their  majefties  the  moft  Chriftiail 
King,  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  the  king  of  Pruffia, 
arid  of  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, have  figned  the  prefent  article,  and  caufed  the 
feat  of  our  arms  to  be  thereto  affixed.  Done  at  the 
Hague,  the  9th  of  xluguft  1726.

WHEREAS  ia  the  firll  article  of  the  treaty  figned  at 
Hanover  on  the  3d  of  September    1725,  betwixt 
their  majellies  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  the  king  of  Great  - 
Britain,  and  the  king  of  Pruffia,  among  other  cafes  there 
is  mention  of  the  examination  to  be  made  of  what  is  pro- 
per for  maintaining  the  balance  of  power,  neceflary  to  be 
preferved  in   Europe  for   the  fake  of  peace  in   general ; 
the  deputies  of  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provincejf, 
with  the  confent  of  the  minifters  of  the  three  contraCling 
powers,  have  referved  it  to  themfelves,  that  when  their  ma- 
jefties  think  it  neceffary  to  concert  together,  and  to  adver- 
tife  the  faid  States  General  concerning  fuch  points  as  relate 
to  the  maintenance  of  a  balance  of  power  in  Europe,  the 
lords  the  States  General  fhall  in  every  particular  propofed 
for  their  concert,  retain  the  fame  liberty  they  had  before 
their  acceffion  to  the  faid  treaty,  without  being  obliged  by 
their  acceffion  to  engage  in  any  meafures  which  they  (liall 
not  agree  to. 

This  declaration  fhall  be  ratified  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  the  ratifications  thereof  iball  be  exchanged  at  the 
fame  time  as  thofe  of  the  treaty,  of  which  we  the  under- 
written who  are  con  ftituted  plenipotentiaries,  by  virtue  of 
the  full  powers  of  their  majcfties,  the  moft  Chriftiaii 
King,  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  the  king  of  Pruffia, 
and  the  lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces,  have    figned  the  prcfcnt  declaration,    and  have 
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-Catifed  the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  thereto  a&ei    Das^ 
at  the  Hague,  the  gth  of  Auguft  1726.

Separate    Article. 

THOUGH   it  is    clear    and   indifputable,    that  tlieir 
High  Mightinefles  the  lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United   Provinces  of  the   Netherlands,   by   the  fihh 
and  fixth  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Munfter,   in   the  year 
1648,   made    between    Spain  and  the  republick  of  the 
United   Provinces,  have  acquired  a  right  which  excludes 
the  fubje6ls  of  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  as  well  as  the 
fubje6ls  of  all  other  countries,  which  at  that  time  condi- 
tuted  a  part  of  the  Spanifh  monarchy,  from  navigation 
and  commerce  to  the  Indies,  within  the  limits  of  the  pri- 
vileges or  charter  granted  by  the  faid  lords  the   States  Ge- 
neral to  their  Eaft  and  Weft-India  companies;  and  that 
this  right  by  confequence  falls  evidently  under  the  guaran- 
tee of  the  rights  to  which  the  allies  are  mutually  engaged 
by  virtue  of  the  2d  article  of  the   trea.ty,  concluded   at 
Hanover  the  3d  of  September  1725  :  neverthelefs,  in  or- 
der to  remove  all  manner  of  doubt  and  fcruple  upon  that 
head,  the  underwritten  ambaiTadors,  envoys  extraordinary, 
and  plenipotentiaries  of  their  moft  Chriltian  and  Britan- 
nick  Majefties,  at  the  requeft  of  the  underwritten  deputies, 
plenipotentiaries  of  their  High    Mightinefles,  have  been 
pleafed  to  declare,  as  they  do  by  thefe   prefents  declare, 
in  the  name  and  on  the    part  of  their  majefties,  that  the 
faid  right  refulting  from  the  5ih  and   6th   articles   of  the 
treaty  of  Munfter,    is  included  in  the  rights  which   the 
allies   guarantee   by  the  fecond   article   of  the   treaty  of 
Hanover;  and  that  if  by  reafon    of, the  exercife  of  fuch 
right,  or  in  revenge  for  this  alliance,  any  mifunderftand- 
ing   fliould  happen,  and  his  Imperial  Majefty,    contrary 
to  expeftation,  iliould   fufpend   or  ftop  the  payment  of 
the  fubfidies  due  to  the  republick  for  the  maintenance 
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of  their  troops  in  the  barrier  places,  or  the  payment  of 
the  interefts  and  principal  fums  borrowed  upon  divers 
funds  affigncd  by  his  Imperial  Majefly  for  the  fccurity 
of  the  faid  payment,  or  if  he  fhould  make  ufe  of  any 
fort  of  reprifal  or  violence,  that  then  it  is  their  fajd  ma- 
jellies  intention,  that  the  aUies  fliall  prote6l  apd  maintain 
the  faid  lords  the  States  General,  conformably  to  the  al- 
liance to  which  they  have  this  day  acceded,  and  fliall  with- 
out delay  concert  the  molt  effeftual  and  proper  means 
for  maintaining  the  faid  lords  the  States  General  in  th^s 
right,  and  in  the  exercife  thereof,  and  lliall  guarantee  them 
againfl;  all  cohfequences  refulting  from  the  fame ;  but  fp 
as  not  to  proceed  to  violence  againfl  the  Ollend  company, 
in  the  Indies  or  elfewhere,  before  the  contraQing  powers 
of  this  alliance  have  concerted  what  to  do  thereupon. 
This  feparate  article  fhall  be  of  the  fame  force  as  if  it 
had  been  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  treaty  concluded 
and  figned  this  day :  it  fliall  be  ratified  in  the  fame  mari- 
ner, and  tlie  ratifications  fliall  be  exchanged  within  the 
fame  time  as  the  treaty.  In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  uiv 
derwritten,  conflituted  plenipotentiaries,  by  virtue  of  full 
powefs  from  their  majefties,  the  moft  Chriflian  King, 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  aud  the  lords  the  States 
General,  have  figned  the  prefent  article,  and  thereto  caufeci 
the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  aflixed.  Done  at  the  Hague, 
the  9th  of  Augull  1726.

TH  E  deputies  of  the  lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  having  comnumicated  to 
the  miniilers  of  their  majcllics  the  mofl  Chriflian  King, 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  king  of  Pniffia,  tht 
refoluti(jn  taken  by  their  High  Mightinefles  to  accede 
to  the  treaty  of  Hanover,  according  to  tiie  invitation 
made  to  them  by  the  faid  miniftcrs  on  the  part  of  their 
najefliies;  and  having  added,  that  they  the  faid  dcpu* 
tie!i  were  veiled  with  a  full  i)owcr,  and  that  they  were 
fcady  to   pracqed  to  the  coni;lunon  aud  ii^ning  of  the 
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treaty  and  feparate    articles    drawn   up   upon   their   ac^ 
celTion : 

The  marquifs  de  Fenelon,  plenipotentiary  of  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  and  Mr.  Finch,  plenipotentiary  of  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  have  declared,  that  they  alio  were 
vefted  with  full  powers,  and  that  they  were  ready  to  con- 
clude andfign;  but  the  fieur  de  Meynhertfhagen,  mini* 
fter  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty  declaring,  that  he  had  not 
yet  received  orders  for  the  fall  powers  to  the  fame  end 
from  the  king  his  mafter,  the  plenipotentiaries  of  their 
moft  Chriftian  and  Britannick  Majefties,  as  alfo  the  de- 
puties and  plenipotentiaries  of  the  lords  the  States  Ge-

BE  it  known  unto  all  and  every  one  to  whom  it  doth 
or  may  appertain,  that  his  majelty  tlie  raoft  ferene 
king  of  Sweden,  having  been  amicably  invited,  on  the 
part  of  their  majeilies  the  mod  ferene  kings,  the  king 
of  Great  Britain,  the  molt  Chriftian  King,  and  the 
king  of  Pruffia,  by  their  minillers,  to  accede  to  the  de-. 
fenfive  alliance  which  their  majefties  concluded  at  Han- 
over the  3d  of  September  1725,  and  to  the  three  fepa- 
rate  articles  annexed  thereunto ;  which,  as-  well  as  the 
faid  alliance,  have  the  maintaining  and  preferving  of  the 
publick  tranquillity,  and  particularly  that  of  the  North 
for  their  only  obje8;,  the  tenor  whereof  is  as  follows.

And  his  majefty  the  moft  ferene  king  of  Sweden  be- 
ing always  dilpofed  to  concur  in  fo  fahitary  a  view,  and 
being  defirous  to  fiiow  how  agreeable  this  invitation  was 
to  hirn,  has  authorized,  by  his  full  power,  in  due  form 
his  commiffaries,  the  underwritten  fenators  of  the  king- 
dom of  Sweden,  and  members  of  the  chancery,  to  enter 
into  conferen.ee  with  the  underwritten  minifters  plenipo- 
tentiaries, from  their  majefties  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  the  mofl  Chriftian  King,  provided  with  like 
full  powers,  for  negotiating  and  agreeing  upon  the  ac- 
ceflion  of  his  majefty  the  king,  and  the  crown  of  Swe- 
den, to  the  faid  treaty  of  alliance  coiicluded  at  Hano- 
ver, and  to  draw  up  and  fign  an  a61  in  form  for  that 
purpofe;  the  faid  minifters  plenipotentiary  and  com- 
miffaries  having  been  in  conference  fcveral  times  upon 
that  ftibjeft,  and  having  produced  their  full  powers  on 
each  fide,  agreed  upon  what  follows.

their  majefties  the  moft  ferene  kings,  the  king  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  obliging  and  en- 
gaging themfelves  towards  their  faid  majefties,  their  heirs 
and  fuccelTors,  jointly  and  feparately,  to  obferve  and 
fulfil  faithfully  and  effeftually  all  the  conditions  and

Their  majefties  the  moft  ferene  kings,  the  king  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  do  admit 
and  aftbciate  his  majefty  and  the  crown  of  Sweden  to 
the  abovefaid  treaty  of  Hanover ;  as  likewife  to  the 
three  feparate  articles  which  are  thereunto  annexed,  as 
a  principal  contrafting  party ;  declaring  and  promifing, 
on  their  part,  that  their  majefties,  their  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceftbrs,  will  obferve  and  fulfil,  joindy  and  feparately,, 
faithfully  and  efFe6lually,  with  refpeft  to  his  majefty  the 
moft  ferene  king  and  the  crown  of  Sweden,  all  the  con- 
ditions and  claufes  contained  in  the  faid  defenfive  al- 
liance and   the  feparate  articles  thereof.

ALTHOUGH  by  the  aft  of  acceffion  and  admifTion 
figned  this  day,  his  Majefty  and  the  crown  of 
Sweden  accede  purely  and  fimply  to  the  treaty  of  Han- 
over, the  minifters  plenipotentiary  of  their  Britannick 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  have  however  agreed  with 
the  coramiflaries  of  his  faid  majefty,  to  the  exceptions  and 
articles  which  follow. 

L  As  the  defenfive  alliance  concluded  at  K^anover  the 
gd  of  September  1725,  has  no  other  view  but  tlic  peace 
'M\d.  tranquility  of  Europe,  and  particularly  that  of  the 
North,  their  majefties  the  king  ofGreat  Britain,  and  diC 
moft  Chriftian  King,  as  likewile  his  majefty  the  king  and 
the  crown  of  Sweden  declare,  that,  being  not  engaged  by 
any  treaties  or  conventions  with  other  powers  that  are  con- 
trary to  this  alliance,  the  faid  treaties  and  conventions 
Jhali  not  be  weakened  by  this  accelfion,  but  fliall  remain 
jn  their  full  force:  and  their  majefties  declare,  at  the  fame 
time,  that  they  arc,  at  prefent,  and  fhall  continue  always 
in  a  firm  rcfolvition  to  keep  and  fulfil,  inviolably,  all  that 
lias  been  ftipulated  by  the  abovefaid  alliance  of  Hanover;

hounds  of  Europe. 

III.  The  king  and  the  crown  of  Sweden  having  fhewn 
that  they  defire  not  to  be  under  the  obhgation  of  fending 
the  troops  ftipulated  ©n  their  part  in  the  a6t  of  acceflion 
lo  the  treaty  of  Hanover,  and  by  the  fecret  article  of  the 

;  prefent  treaty  of  acceffion,  into  countries  too  far  off,  it 
,  is  agreed,  among  the  contraB-ing  parties,  that,  when  the 
cafe  of  this  prefent  treaty  fliall  happen,  the  faid  troops 
fhall  not  be  employed  in  Italy,  or  in  Spain,  but  they  may 
any  where  eife;  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jelties  preferving  always  the  right  of  demanding  the  contin- 
gent of  five  thoufand  men,  ftipulated  on  the  part  of  the 
king  and  of  the  crown  of  Svvcden,  in  the  a^  of  thejr 
.  accelTion  to  the  treaty  of  Hanover,  in  money  or  in 
ifhips,  purfuant  to  what  is  fetded  in  the  faid  treaty  of 
Hanover. 

IV.  His  majefty  and  the  crown  of  Sweden,  in  order

clare, that,  by  the  faid  aQ:s,  they  underftand  no  other  than 
Xhofe  which  have  been  received  and  approved  by  the  Rates 
pf  the  empire  in  the  ufual  manner. 

V.  His  raajefty  and  the  crown  of  Sweden  declare,  that 
they  accede  to  the  two  laft  feparate  articles  of  the  treaty  of 
Hanover,  as  finding  nothing  therein  contrary  to  the  obli- 
gations wherewith  his  faid  majcfty  is  bound  to  the  enipc- 
for  and  the  empire,  as  a  prince  of  the  empire.

Their  Britannick,  mod  Chriftian  and  Swedifh  maje- 
liies  have  agreed,  and  do  promile  each  other  recipro- 
cally, that  if,  in  hatred  of  this  prefent  treaty,  or  under 
any  other  pretext  equally  unjuft,  they,  fiiould  be  attacked, 
infefled  or  troubled,  joindy  or  fep^'ately,  by.  any  power 
whatfoever,  they  will  make  it  a  common  caufe  againil  the 
aggreflbr;  and  they  will  mutually  fuccour  and  aflift  each 
other  faithfully,  and  in  the  moft  ready  and  effedual  way, 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  danger,  and  according  to 
the  fituation  of  their  affairs,  refpe£lively,  without  excufing 
ihemfeives,  under  pretence  of  being  in  war  themfelves,  or 
under  any  oth^r  pretence  whatfoever.

THEIR  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majeftie«, 
to  ftiew  their  friendfhip  towards  the  king  and  crowrr 
of  Sweden,  promife  and  engage,  by  virtue  of  this  prefent 
lecret  article,  to  pay  at  Hamburg,  Anifterdam,  or  Lon- 
don, as  Sweden  (hall  chufe  each,  for  three  years  fucceftve- 
ly,  the  fum  of  50,0001.  fterling  a  year,  or  the  value  thereof, 
according  to  the  exchange,  to  be  paid  in  two  payments 
each  year,  from  fix  months  to  fix  months,  by  way  of  ad- 
vance; and  whereof  the  firft  payment  for  the  prefent  year 
fhall  be  made  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations ;  and  the  fccond  payment,  for  the  fame  year,  a  lit- 
tle while  afterwards,  and  as  foon  as  the  ncccffary  difpofi- 
tions  can  be  made  for  that  purpofc  ;  ihe  third  payment  to 
begin  a  year  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications ;  and 
fo  the  reft  from  dx  months  to  fix  months. 

His  majefty  and  the  crown  of  Sweden  oblige  themfelves,

ihcv  fliall  be  in  their  pay,  and  not  in  that  of  the  king  of 
Sweden;  which  pay,  as  well  as  what  concerns  the  rccruiu 

and 
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^tld  otiier  matters  depending  thereon,  fhall  be  then  fet- 
tled by  a  particular  convention ;  his  majefty  and  the  crowij 
of  Sweden  referving  to  themfelves  the  right  of  recalling  this 
body  of  troops,  or  of  not  fending  it  out  of  the  kingdom, 
at  fuch  times  when  any  real  and  imminent  danger  fhal! 
render  it  necefiary  for  the  defence  of  their  own  domi- 
nions and  provinces. 

Thefe  feparate  articles,  and  the  fecret  one,  fhall  have 
the  fame  force  as  if  they  had  been  inferted  word  for  word 
in  the  a6l  of  acceffion,  concluded  and  figned  this  day ; 
they  fhall  be  ratified  in  the  fame  manner,  and  the  ratifi- 
cation thereof  fhall  be  exchanged  at  the  fame  time  with 
thofe  of  the  aSl  of  acceffion. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we,  by  virtue  of  our  relpeQive  full 
powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  feparate  articles,  and 
the  fecret  oEie,  and  have  fet  our  feals  thereunto.

Treaty  of  alliance    between   Great  Britain,   France,    and 
Denmark,  April  16,  1727. 

WHEREAS  their  majefties  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  the  moft  Chriftian  King  are  always  at- 
tentive to/ulfil  their  engagements,  and  to  watch  over  the 
quiet  and  fecurity  of  their  friends  and  allies;  and,  as  their 
faid  majefties  have  really  caufe  to  believe,  that  the  Mufco- 
vites  and  their  adherents  may  foon  concert  means,  and 
make  difpofitions  to  come  and  attack  the  dominions  of  his 
majefty  the  king  of  Denmark,  either  to  take  away  by  force 
from  his  Danifli  Majefly  the  duchy  of  Siefwac^j  or  to 
prepare  the  means  for  executing  other  projeQs  contrary 
to  the  tranquility  of  the  North,  and  of  the  Lower  Saxony,- 
and  of  the  countries  which  are  of  concern  to  the  con- 
trading 
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tracing  parties  in  the  circle  of  Weflphalia;  and  as  thtir 
Britannick  and  moft  Chriilian  MajcfUes  are  fo  niucii  con- 
cerned in  intereft  to  take  due  precautions  againft  every- 
thing that,  by  troubling  the  peace  of  the  faid  countries,  may, 
at  the  fame  time,  give  a  blow  to  the  treaty  of  Hanover, 
as  it  efpecially  confirms  the  treaties  of  Weftphalia;  and 
to  put  themfelves  in  a  condition  to  execute  faithfully  the 
guaranties  given  againft  any  invafion  or  hoftility  on  the 
part  of  the  Czarina,  or  of  any  other  power  whatfoever, 
which  fhould  come  and  attack  the  duchy  of  Slefwick: 
their  Britannick,  moft  Chriftian  and  Danifli  Majefties 
have  thought  fit  to  give  their  full  powers,  that  is  to  fay, 
his  Britannick  Majefty  to  John  lord  Glenorchy,  knight 
of  the  order  of  the  Bath,  and  envoy  extraordinary  from 
his  majefty  the  king  of  Great  Britain  to  his  majefty  the 
king  of  Denmark;  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  to  Peter 
Blouet,  count  of  Camilly,  knight  of  the  grand  crofs  of 
the  order  of  St.  John  of  Jerufalem,  captain  of  the  fliips 
of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his  ambaflador  pleni- 
potentiary to  his  majefty  the  king  of  Denmark ;  as  like- 
wife  his  Danifti  Majefty  to  his  minifters,  viz.  Ulrick  A- 
dol^h  of  Holftein,  count  of  Holftenburg,  knight  of  the 
order  of  the  elephant,  great  chancellor,  privy  coun- 
fellor  of  the  council,  and  chamberlain  to  his  majefty 
the  king  of  Denmark ;  John  George  of  Holftein,  lord 
of  Mollenhagen,  knight  of  the  order  of  the  elephant, 
privy  counfcllor  of  the  council,  and  governor  of  the 
bailywick  of  Tondern,  for  his  majefty  the  king  of  Den- 
mark; and  Chriftian  Lewis  of  Pklfeu,  lord  of  Tufingoc, 
Silfoe  and  Glorup,  knight  of  the  order  of  Dunncbrog, 
and  privy  counfellor  of  the  council  of  his  majefty  the 
king  of  Denmark ;  ^v'ho,  having  maturely  weighed  the 
circumftances  of  the  times,  and  the  dangers  which  threaten 
the  dominions  of  his  Danifli  Majefty,  and  which  may 
trouble  the  quiet  of  Lower  Saxony,  and  of  the  coun- 
tries abovementioned,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
articles, 

L  His  Danifti  Majefty  being  wholly  perfuadcd,  that 
their  BritaHnick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  will  fulfil 
the  engagements  and  guaranties  given,  with  refpcQ  to 
the  duchy  of   Slefwick,    and   that   they  will   ufc  all  the 

efforts 
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efforts  imaginable  to  maintain  the  quiet  of  the  Lower 
Saxony;  his  Danilli  Majefty,  to  concur  in  the  fame  end, 
promiies  to  keep  on  foot  a  body  of  troops  of  24.060  men, 
their  officers,  equipages,  and  artillery,  which  Ihall  af- 
femble  without  any  delay,  in  tlie  place  that  ffiall  be  the 
moll  proper ;  and  fliall  march  every  where,  as  it  fliali 
be  needful,  upon  the  firft  certain  advices  which  (hall 
be  received  of  the  motion  of  the  Mufcovite  troops,  or  of 
any  other  power  whatfoever  which  fliall  come  to  attack 
Slefwick,  and  to  trouble  the  quiet  and  tranquiHty  of  the 
'  Lower  Saxony,  and  of  the  provinces  belonging  to  the  high 
contraftors  in  the  circle  of  Weftphalia. 

IL  His  Danifli  Majefty  furdier  obliges  himfelf  when 
the  faid  body  of  troops  of  24,000  men  comes  to  march, 
to  have  on  foot  at  the  fame  time  another  body  of 
6.000  men,  defigned  to  re-inforce  the  former  body,  if 
there  be  need. 

IIL  And,  towards  helping,  at  prefent,  his  Dani/li 
Majefty  to  liipport  the  expcnce  he  will  be  obliged  to 
make  for  fulfilhng  the  engagements  fpecificd  in  the  pre- 
cedent articles,  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  promises  ta 
caufe  to  be  paid  to  his  Danifli  Majefty  an  annual  ftibfidv 
of  350,000  rixdollars,  current  money  of  Denmark  ; 
which  fliall  be  continued  for  the  fpace  of  four  years.  10 
be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  ratification  of  this 
prefent  treaty,  and  flrall  be  paid  exaftly  every  three  monih^, 
by  way  of  advance,  at  Hamburg. 

IV.  Llis  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  promifes  further,  in 
order  to  eafe  his  Danifti  Majefty  of  part  of  th;e  charge  lie; 
will  be  at,  in  cafe  the  faid  24.000  men  fliould  be  put 
in  march  towards  the  place  of  rciide7,vous,  to  take 
12,000  men  into  his  pay,  in  ftich  manner  that,  as 
the  defence  of  the  king  of  Denmark  is  their  firft  con- 
cern, his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  fliali  not  pay  them 
but  on  the  foot  of  9,000,  in  the  fame  proportion  as 
his  Danifti  Majefty  gives  to  his  troops  when  they  are 
in  the  field,  as  well  for  the  pay  of  each  regiment  of 
foot  and  horfe,  as  for  that  of  the  ftalT-ofhcers  of  each  rc- 
dment,  of  the  general  field  ofiicers.  and  of  the  artillery, 
in    proportion   to    the   number    of    12.000   men   of  his; 
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troops,  ofBcers,  and  other  perfons  necefTary  for  his  fer- 
vice. 

V.  The  pay  in  the  manner  it  is  jiift  now  expreffed, 
Ihall  not  begin  to  be  on  the  account  of  his  moft  Chri- 
ftian  Majefty,  but  from  the  day  of  the  firft  review  which 
fhall'  be  made  before  his  majefly's  commifTary  general, 
when  the  troops  fhall  be  drawn  togetlier  in  a  body,  as  an 
army  in  order  to  take  the  field ;  the  firft  month  Diall  be 
paid  by  way  of  advance,  and  fo  from  month  to  month,  as 
long  as  the  faid  troops  Ihall  be  in  the  pay  of  his  moft 
Chridian  Majefty. 

VI.  And  although  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  might 
with  juftice  pretend,  that  tlic  fubfidy  ihould  ceafe  on  the 
day  that  the  pay  commences;  however,  as  it  may  hap- 
petj  that  the  payment  of  thefe  troops  might  begin  be- 
fore the  kinij  of  Denmark  could  receive  anv  effcftual 
fuccour  from  the  faid  fiibfidy,  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty is  willing  to  confent,  that,  if  the  faid  pay  of  the 
troops  ftiould  commence  before  the  king  of  Denmark 
llnould  have  received  two  years  of  the  fubfidy,  then  he 
v>/ill  continue  the  fubfidy  as  long  as  is  neceftary,  to  the 
end  that  tlie  king  of  Denmark  may  always  have  two  years 
of  the  fubfidy,  what  was  paftcd,  and  what  was  to  come, 
being  reckoned  ;  and  if,  after  the  faid  two  years,  the  faid 
troops  fliould  remain  no  longer  in  the  pay  of  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  then  the  fubfidy  ftipulated  in  tlie  third 
article  ftiad  condnue  to  be  paid  to  his  Danifh  Majefty  to 
the  end  of  the  four  years,  which  is  the  term  of  the  prefcnt 
treaty. 

VII.  His  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  will,  when  he  fliall  be 
required  to  do  it,  fend  a  commiifary  upon  the  place 
to  alTift  at  the  review  which  fhall  be  made  of  the  faid 
troops  in  order  to  march  ;  the  faid  commiffary  fhall 
likcwife  take  the  names  of  the  regiments  which  lliall 
then  go  into  the  pay  of  his  moft  Cliriftian  Majefty;  he 
fliall  examine  whether  they  are  duly  equii)ped.  mounted 
and  armed  ;  tlie  giving  of  the  vacant  commiffions,  and 
thiC  adminill ration  of  juftice,  fliall,  as  before,  be  done 
by  his  Danifh  Majefty:  the  commiffary  general  from 
his  majefty  fhall  affift'at  all  the  confukaiions  for  the  mi- 
litary 
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litary  operations;  and,  although  it  is  not  poffible  to  de- 
termine beforehand  as  to  any  cafe  of  war,  which  doth 
not  yet  exift,  it  is  however  agreed  in  general,  that  tlie 
twelve  thoufand  men  of  the  troops  in  the  pay  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  on  the  foot  of  nine  thoufand 
men,  fliall  be  treated  in  all  things  with  a  perfe6l  equality, 
as  the  twelve  thoufand  men  entirely  in  the  pay  of  the  king 
of  Denmark. 

VITI.  If  it  happens  that  his  faid  mod  Chriftian  Majefty 
fhould  not  think  that  he  has  any  more  need  for  the  fuc- 
cour  of  his  allies,  to  continue  the  payment  of  the  faid 
troops,  he  ftiall  be  obliged  to  give  his  Danilh  Majefty  no- 
tice thereof  two  months  before. 

IX.  His  Britannick  Majefty  on  his  fide,  ftiall  hold  in  a 
readinefs  to  march  a  body  of  twelve  thoufand  men,  to  be 
joined  to  the  twenty  four  thoufand  men  of  the  Danifti 
troops  abovementioned,  upon  the  firft  certain  advice 
which  ftiall  be  received  of  the  motion  of  the  Mufcovite 
troops,  or  of  thofe  of  any  other  power  whatfoever,  that 
ftiall  come  to  attack  Slefwick,  and  trouble  the  quiet  and 
tranquillity  of  the  Lower  Saxony. 

X.  His  Danifti  Majefty  having  given  his  Britannick 
Majefty  to  underftand,  that,  being  engaged  by  this  pre- 
fent  treaty  to  march  a  conftderable  body  of  troops  into 
the  Lower  Saicony,  his  maritime  provinces  will  lie  expofed 
to  the  enterprizes  of  his  enemies;  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty being  always  difpofed  to  provide,  according  to  his 
engagements,  as  a  good  and  faithful  ally,  for  the  iccurity 
of  the  dominions  of  his  Danifli  Majefty,  promifes  and  en- 
gages to  fend  to  the  fuccour  of  his  Danifti  Majefty,  upon 
the  firft  advices  of  the  motions  of  the  Mufcovite  (Icct, 
w^hich  fliall  give  juft  occafion  for  fear,  a  fufficient  fquadron 
of  good  fliips  of  war,  to  help  to  cover  the  fea  coafts  of 
his  Danifti  Majefty,  and  to  hinder  the  Mufcovites  from 
attacking  the  fame. 

XL  And  although  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majefties  are  not  obliged  to  any  fixed  fuccour  for  the  king 
of  Denmark;  however,  as  they  defire  to  keep  at  a  diftance 
from  the  dominions  of  that  prince  all  invafion,  the 
confequence  whereof  would  be  doubdefs  to  kindle  the 
fire  of  a  war  in  violation  of  the   treaty  of  Hanover,  as 
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likewife  of  the  treaties  of  WePtphalia  ;  which  would  oblige 
them  to  come  to  the  fupport  of  their  guaranties,  and  to 
the  fuccour  of  their  aUies,  who  might  be  attacked,  or 
in  danger  of  being  fo ;  to  this  end  his  moft  Chriflian 
Majefty  engages  to  hold  always  in  a  readineft  a  body, 
at  leaft,  of  thirty  thoufand  men;  which  body  fhall  be 
deflined,  whenever  his  faid  majefty  fliall  be  required,  to 
march  to  every  place  where  it  fhall  be  needful,  and  as  it 
fliall  be  agreed,  or  to  make  diverjfions,  or  other  opera- 
tions neceffarv  for  the  common  advantage,  and  for  the  fe- 
curity  of  his  allies  in  the  empire  or  in  the  North ;  and,  at 
the  fame  time,  his  Britannick  Majefty  engages  to  hold 
likewife  in  readinefs  another  body  of  troops,  which  mull 
not  be  lefs  than  twelve  thoufand  men,  to  be  deftined,  in 
the  fame  manner,  for  marching  every  where,  as  it  fliall 
be  needful,  and  as  it  fliall  be  agreed,  either  to  make  di- 
veruons  or  other  operations  neceffary  for  the  fecurity  of 
his  allies  in  the  empire  or  in  the  North,  as  the  cafe  fhall 
require. 

XII.  As  the  Mufcovites  or  other  troops  that  may  join 
hem  to  come  and  attack  the  dominions  of  the  king  of 
Denmark,  in  order  to  take  from  him  the  duchy  of  Slef- 
wick,  may  endeavour  topafs  through  the  countries  fubjetl 
to  the  king  of  Pruffia,  which  the  allies  perfuade  themfelves. 
that  this  prince  will  not  fail  to  refufe ;  in  cafe  therefore, 
that  the  Czarina,  or  any  other  power  whatfoever,  fhould 
endeavour  to  force  the  paffes  through  the  territories  of 
the  kino-  of  PrufTia,  or  attack  him,  or  occafion  any  in- 
jury or  damage  to  him,  by  reafon  of  the  refufal  which 
his  majefty  might  give  to  the  letting  the  Mufcovites,  or 
other  adherents  as  abovefaid,  pafs  through  his  countries; 
then  the  contrafting  kings  fliall  caufe  their  joint  army 
to  march  to  the  fuccour  of  the  king  of  Pruflja,  and  fliall 
make- war  upon  thofe  who  fhall  have  invaded  or  troubled 
him,  until  the  attack  and  danger  fhall  ceafe,  and  the  in- 
jury and  damage  be  repaired. 

XIII.  The  ratifications  of  the  prcfcnt  treaty  fliall  be 
exchanged  at  Copenhagen  in  fix  weeks,  to  be  reckoned 
from  the  day  of  the  figning  of  this  treaty,  or  fooncr,  if 
polfible.

ALTHOUGH  his  mod  Chriftian  Majefty  might  juft- 
ly  pretend,  that  the  troops  which  he  takes  into  his 
pay  ought  to  take  an  oath  to  him  ;  however,  his  Danifli 
Majefty  having  refolved  to  command  in  perfon  the  confe- 
derate army,  it  is  agreed,  in  confideration  of  his  Danifn 
Majefty,  to  rely  in  that  matter  on  his  royal  word,  for 
afting  purfuant  to  the  engagements  which  he  has  entered 
into  by  the  treaty  figned  this  day;  but  if  it  fhould  hap- 
pen, that  his  Daniili  Majefty  fnould  change  his  refolution 
abovefaid,  and  that  the  contrafting  kings  fhould  find  it  re- 
quifite  to  feparate  the  body  of  troops,  for  the  advantage  of 
the  common  caufe,  then  the  faid  troops,  in  the  pay  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  fhall  take  the  oath  to  him  in  the 
ufual  form. 

2.  As  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majeftieshave 
made  extraordinary  efforts  for  the  interefts  of  the  king  of 
Denmark,  his  Danifli  Majefty  promifes  not  to  difpofe  of 
any  part  of  his  troops,  either  direftly  or  indirectly,  con- 
trary to  the  interefts  of  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majefties ;  and  it  is  agreed,  that,  as  long  as  this  treaty  lafts, 
his  Danifti  Majefty  ftiall  not  give  or  fell  any  part  of  his 
troops  to  any  power  whatfoever,  till  after  the  fame  has  been 
concerted  with  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefties, againft  whofe  interefts  he  promifes  to  do  nothing ; 
engaging  himfclf  hkewife  to  oppofe,  every  where,  where 
it  ihall  be  needful,  every  thing  that  may  be  done  or  pro- 
jefted  contrary  thereto,  by  any  power  whatfoever;  which 
their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  "Majefties  promife  re- 
ciprocally. 

3.  It  is  agreed,  that  if  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  fhould 
defire  to  employ  the  twelve  thoufand  men  which  he  pays 
on  the  foot  of  nine  thoufand,  for  affairs  which  having  no 
refpe8:  to  the  fecurity  of  the  king  of  Denmark  ftiouldonly 

concern 
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concern  the  good  of  the  fervice  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty,  or  that  of  the  alliance  of  Hanover,  in  fuch  cafe 
the' king  of  Denmark  fliall  not  make  any  difficulty  to 
give  them  for  the  fervice  of  his  moil  Chriftian  Majefly; 
and  a  convention  floall  be  made,  for  that  purpofe,  fix 
weeks  after  the  demand  (hall  have  been  made  by  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty. 

4.  And  confidering,  that  if  the  Mufcovites  fhould  come 
by  land  to  penetrate  into  the  North,  and  trouble  the  peace 
of  the  empire,  they  could  not  have  any  other  paffage  than 
through  the  territories  of  Poland ;  and,  as  it  cannot  be 
doubted,  but  that  this  kingdom  remembers  ftill  the  difor- 
ders  which  the  Mufcovites  committed  there  a  few  years  ago, 
it  is  agreed,  by  this  prefent  article,  to  communicate  to  the 
king,  and  to  the  republick  of  Poland,  the  concert  which 
has  been  formed  to  hinder  their  entering  into  the  em- 
pire, and  to  invite  them  to  take  likewife  on  their  part 
the  moft  efiPeBual  meafures  to  ftop  the  paffes  which  the 
Mufcovites  would  be  defirous  of  taking  in  the  territo- 
ries of  the  republick  of  Poland.  Done  at  Copenhagen, 
this  1.6th  day  of  April,  in  the  year  1727.
